(and that moftconfonantto reafon) That Holy Wrtters.configmngthe 
years of the World, in their feveral places, with fuch diligence, bad thi 

L defigne. That theferies of the Years of the World, whdi could no 

other way be learned, might be difeovered unto us ; This (I fay^bcing

granted, we affirm that the Holy Ghoft harfi,asmuehaswa$ neceflary, 
provided againft this doubt: when as he hath to the feveral termina- 
lions and turnings of the feveral Periods, (on which the ferics of time 
dependsJ adjoyned the very moneth and day. As for example, when 
the/fraelites are faid to go out of Egypt,the ( l) fifteenth day of the firft 
moneth : and Solomon to begin to build the Temple, in the year 
after their (*») departure, on the fecond day of ihe ( n) fcccnd mbmh, 
the moneths and dayes which bound each termination of that Period, 
(hew, that n moneths and 14 dayes are-to be taken away, and not 
that the whole 480, but only 479 years, and fifteen dayes are to be 
taken for the fpace of that Period. 

Tempus Aflrommicum, hprimo creationis puti&o adprincipium «>* Cbri- 
flian* exattum, quife dare nobispofijpromittunt^faVore mihi digni viden- 
tur magis quatn laude , quia majus quidingenio bumano mdiuntur . Tbofe irbo 
promife to give us an exaB Aftronomical Table of Time , from the firtt point 
of the Creation unto Cbrijl t feem to me more worthy of encouragement than 
praifc in that they attempt a thing above human capacity , iaies David 
Paraeus, who, among chelated of our Writers,took upon him to num¬ 
ber the years, even to Chrifts time, out of the Holy Scriptures. There¬ 
fore he faies, leaving the Aftronomical, he betook himfclf to the 
Politick time of the Hebrews, Egyptians, and Perfians, as to a 
jtfmjo? rrhuvs or, another Courfe. 

But if 1 have any infight in this bufinefle, it is of no great concern 
ment, what rule wc make ufc of in meafuring the courfe of time, fo it 
be known and terminated with a certain number of dayes. And if 
any one could with D. Paraeus, by fome equal meafureof y< ars,define 
the diftance between the foundation of the World, and Chrirts time • 
it were alio moft eafic, without the help of any Aftronomical Table* 
to fet down how many i£quino<ftials in number happened, during 
that Interval. And che noted revolution of time in any Political year, 
from aiiiEquino&ialto the fame point again, what is it but a year na¬ 
tural and truly Aftronomical ? 

But if any one,well feen in the knowledge, not oncly of Sacred and 
exotick Hiftory, but of Aftronomical Calculation,and the old Hebrew 
Kalcnder, (hall apply himielf to thefe ftudies, 7 judge it indeed difficult, 
but not impoffible for fuch a one to attain, not oncly the number of 
years, but even, of dayes from the Creation of the World. That 
without doubt, by retrograde fupputation, Bafil, the great, teaches us 
we may attain tothe flrftday of the World. (o)V s Xf i„ a r ?

time hadits firft motion. But in regard, in divers Ages and Nations, 

divers Epochs of time were ufed, and feveral forms of years: Hercit's 
ncceflary that feme common and known account fhould be obferved, 
to which the diverficy of the reft may moft appofitely be reduced. 
And to us there is no meafureof time more known, and more ac¬ 
commodations to the common collation of times than the form of 
the Julian Years and Months, deduced from the middle of the 
night beginning the Kalends of January, of the firft year of the 
common account from Chrift; with thofe three Cicles, by which 
being joyned, every year is diftinguithed from all other years whatlo- 
cver. For example, the Roman indi&ion is years, theCicleof the 
Moon,or Golden Number 1 9> and the Cicle of the Sun (the Index of 
Sunday, or our Lords Day) containing the Period of twenty eight 
years. Nor is there any thing more or bitter known than That ac this 
day, the year (I do not fay of the true Nativity of Chrift, which is 
controverted amongft the Learned, but ) of the common Chriftian 
<&ra MDCLis noted with thcCara&ersof 3 in the Roman indi&ion, 

17 in che Lunar Cicle, and 7. in that of the Sun. 

But for as much as our Chriftian Epoch falls many Ages after the 
beginning of the World, and the number of years before that back- 
ward,is not onely more troubleforoe; but (unlefie greater care be 
taken ) more lyable to errour, Alfo it hath pleafed our Modern Chro- 
nologerSjto addeto that generally received Hypothecs,(which aflerted 
the Julian Years, with theit three Cycles by a certain Mathematical 
prolepfiSj to have run down to the very beginning of the World) an 
! artificial Epoch, framed out of three Cycles multiplied in themfelves; 

1 for the Solar Cicle being multiplycd by the Lunar, or the number of 
i 18;, by 19,produces the great Pafchal Cycle of 53a years,and that again 
j multiplyed by fifteen , the number of the indi&jon, there arifes the 
! Period of 7980 years, which was firft (if I miftakenot) obferved by ; 
| Robert Lotbating, Bifhop of Hereford, in our Jfiand of Brittain, and I 
i 500 years after by Jofeph Scaliger y fitted for Chronological ufes, and I 
j called by the name of the J ulian Period, becaufe it contcined a Cycle of 
I fomany |ulian years. Now if the Series of the three minor Cicles 
j be from this pr. fent year, extended backward unto precedent Times, 
the 4713 years before the beginning of our Chriftian Account, will be 
found to be that year into which the firft year of the Indidion,the 
firft of the Lunar Cicle, and the firft of the Solar wiil fall. Having 
placed therefore the heads of this Period in the Kalends of January, 

: in that proicptick year, the firft of our Chriftian vulgar account, muft 
be reckoned the 4714 of the Julian Period, which, being divided by 
i 15,19. 18. will prefent us with the 4 Roman irdi&ion, the 1 
Lunar Cycle, and the jo Solar, which are the principal Characters of 
j that year. 

Wc find moreover that the year of our fore*fathcrs, and the

md every -fourth year fix- And i have obferved by the continued 
{□exilian of thefe years, as they are delivered in holy writ, That the 
end of 1 he great Nebuchadnezars, and the beginning of bvilmeros 
dachs (his Ions) reign,Ml out in the 3441 ycarof the World, but by 
collation of Chaldean Hiftory, and the Aftronomical Cannon, it fell 
out in che , 8 5 year of Nabonafar, and, a, by certain connexion, it muft 
follow in the 5 61 year before the Chriftian accounr, and of the Julian 
Period, the 4151. and from thence I gathered ihe Creation of che 
World did fall our upon the 710 year of tie Julian Peiiod, by placing

1 «nclme to this opinion, that from the evening ufhering in the 
firft day of the World, to that midnight which began the firft 
day of the Chriftian arra, there was 4003 years, feventy dayes 
and fix cemporarie howers ; and that the true Nativity of our Sa¬ 
viour was full four years before the beginning of the vulgar Chriftian ! 
asra,as is demonftrable by the time of Herods death. Foraccording to 
our account, the building of Solomons Temple was finilhed in the 3000 
year of the World, and in the 4000 ycarof rhe World the dayes 
being (q) fulfilled, in which the BlefTed Virgin, Mother ofGod, was , 
to bring forth Chrift himfelf, (of whom the Temple wasa(r) Type) | 
wasmanifcft inthefkfh,and made his firft appearance unto man: from i 
whence four years being added to the Chriftian xra, and as many ta. 
ken away from the years before it,inftead of the Common and Vulgar, 
wcfhall obtein a true and natural Epochaof the Nacivity of Chrift/ 

But rhefe things, (which I do onely point ac for the prefent) God 
willing, fhal be more fully hereafter confirmed in our Sacred Chro¬ 
nology, which I intend to put forth, together with a Treatifcof the 
Primitive Years, and the Kalender of the ancicnc Hebrews : In the 
mean time I thought good to publifh the Annals of the Old Tefta-

On thefecond day lOZtober 24being Monday] the firmament being fimlhed, which 
was called Heaven, a reparation was made of the waters above, and the waters here be¬ 
neath enclofing the earth. , , . . 

Upon the third day [OZhb. a S.Tuefday] there waters beneath tunning together into 
one place, the dry land appeared. This confluence of the waters,_ God made a Sea, fend¬ 
ing out from thence the rivers, which Were thither to return again [Ecclefi . verf. 7.] and 
hecaufed the Earth to bud> and bring forth all kinds of herbs and plants, With feeds and 
fruits: But above all, he enriched the garden of Eden with plains ; for among them 
grew the tree of Life, and the tree of Knowledge, of good and evil, j Gen.z. verf.S ,?.J 
On the fourth day [O8ob.z6. which is onr Wednfday] the Sun, the Moon, and the reft 
of the Stars were created. , , , , , 

On the fifth day [OOsb.zy. Thurfday^ Fifla and flying Fowl were treated, and endued 
with a blefsing or encreafc. , , . , 

And upon the fixth day \Oftob, 28, which is tur Friday] the living creatures of the 
earth took their creation, as well going, as creeping creatures. And laft of all, man was 
made and createdafcer the image of God, which confifted principally in thedivine know¬ 
ledge of theminde, £Colojf, 3. verf, 10. j and in the naturall and proper lanctity or his 
will,[Ephef. 4. verf. 24.] And he forth-with, when all living creatures, by the Divine 
Power, were brought before him, as a Lord appointed over them, gave them their 
names, by which they Ihould be called. Among all which, when he found none to help 
him like tohimfelf,left he Ihould be deftitutc of a fit companion, God taking a rib or t or 
his fide,whiles he flept, faihioned it into a woman, and gave her to him tor a wile, elta- 
bliihing,withall,a law of marriage between them; then blelfing them , he bade them 
wex and multiply, and gave them dominion over all living creatures, and for them all. he 
provided a large proportion oi food and fuftcnancc to live upon. To conclude, fin being 
not yet entered upon the world, God beheld ad that he had made, and,behold,t was exceedng 
good. And fo was the evening, andforvas the morning of the fixth day. [Gen.t*verfai*

Manetho writes, char 'ihcthmofs King of Thebais, ortheuper Egypt,befieged the Hickfos 
2l 7 9 . or Shephcards, font up in a place called Amrim (containing 10000 acres of ground) with 
an army of foure hundred and foercfcorc thoufand men • but that finding no poflfoility of 
taking them, took this end with them, that they foould leave Egypt, and go freely whither 
they would? and that they, with all their fubftance and goods, being in number no leffe 
than four hundred and forty thoufand, parting through Egypt, went by the way of the 
wildcrnc-ffc into Syria, and that for dread they had of the Affyrians, who then pofleffed 
all Afia, they built themfelvcs a City in the land of J udata, as it is now called, bigg enough 
to receive fo vaft a multitude of inhabitants, and called it Hierofolyma, i. e. Jemftlem fo 
laics Manetho in Jofephus hb.i . contra Appionem Grammaticum, which (Appion in his 4 .boof^ of 
Egyptian affaires) calls this king, Amofts, and proves out of the Annals of Ptolemaus Men- 
defius an Egyptian Priefl, that he was contemporary to Inachus afore-mentioned,King of 
the Argivi ,as Tatian theAffyrian (;» his Oration again fi the ^r«/^f.)Juftin Martyr>('» hts Pa- 
ranetfon or Exhortatory to the Greeks. ) Clemens AlcXandrinuS in his firfl boolof his Stromata, 
and others do report; all which following Jofephus and laflus Tiberlenfis underfland as 
mcantofthe Ifraelices, bccaufe they traded much in focep, Gen, 46. 3 3, 34. and 47.2/. 3.

22.] adding thereunto thefefivc which were borne unto Jofeph in bgypr, 
upon [ 1 Chron. 7.] reckon them in all7 5 perlons .* out of all which appears, that inieph 
held on his rule and government of thc ftatc of Egypt, which lafted lull Bo years, under 
fcvcral Pharaohs, as Eulcbius in his Chronicle,hath rightly obferved, and hi gelled in this 
manner: jofeph, faith lie, was made Governour of Egypt, in thc 30 year of hu age ; when his fa¬ 
ther Jacob was 122 years old : which government he held Bo years,aftcr who ft deceaft the Hebrews 
were held in bondage by the Egyptians 1449 ,^; .• fo the whole time which thc Hebrews ftent in 
Egypt, was 21 s years: reckoned from the time, that Iacob and bis fons went down into Egypt.

fores w his body she could yet never be drawn,thorough impatience,to fin in any fort: whereof having

But when as ,by the over diligent inquiry made by the kings fearchers,and their bad 
neighbours the Egyptians, he was at length found out, they put him in a basket of bull- 
rt:flies, daubed over with flime and brimftonc, and layed it in the flags, by the brim of 
the river,his Cider, Mr law,or Mary, [Numb. 26 .5 9,1 Chron , 6. 3.] handing a loot of from 
the place, to fee what would become of him.

Ramefles Miamun died in the 6 7 year of his reigne; the length of of his tyranical reign 
feemeth to be noted, [_Exod. 2.2 3.3 in cbefe words : After many years died the K.of Egypt,and 
the children of Ifrael groaned and cried out for the burthen which they under-went, to wir, the cruel 
bondage, which continued upon them, even after Ramefles was dead, by thefpace of 1 9 
years and a half, under his fon Amenophis,who fuccecdcd him; f.or fo long and no longer 
a time of his reign is afligned by Manetho : out of whole whole narration, though fluffed 
with a multitude of old wives rales, all which are abundantly refuted by J olephus, in his 1 
bookjsgainfi gpion: yet there are 2 hiftorical verities clearly appearing in him: 1. that under 
this Amenophis, the father of Scthofis, al. Rameffes (the 1 K. of the following Dynaftie, or 
fucccflive principality) which Manetho makes the 19,and not under the other Amenophis 
which was the 3 of that Dynaftiefas Jofephus vainly furmilesjehe Ifraelites,under the con- 
dud of Mofes, according to Manethoes relation, departed out of Egypt, a. That he whom 
the Egyptians call Amenophis the father of Sethofis and Armais, him the Greeks call Be¬ 
ius, the father of Egyptus, and Danaus.Fo r the time of this Beius, by Thallus the Chrono- 
grapher (as he is alleaged by Theophilus Antiochenus and Ladantius) falls in jump with 
the age of tills Amenophis ; though the fable writers confounding this Beius of Egypt, 
with Beius the Aflyrian,the father of Ninus,tcll uthat certain Colonies were tranfported 
by this Beius (who was drowned in the Red-fea,) into die country of Babylon. 

God appeared to Mofes, whiles he was keeping his father in law J cthroes flieep in the : 
mountain of Horeb, in a bramble-bnfh,burning, but never coufumed with fire*and called 
him to deliver his people Ifrael,out of their flavery and bondage in Egypr. And he chough 
he fought by divers excufes to avoid this imploimenr,yet at length,partly by miracle smart¬ 
ly by aflurance given him of the alflftancc of God,and his brother Aaron given him for an 
affiftanr,heundertook the work, [Ails 7.36,3 5 .Exod.3.^ 4.1,18.3 

Mofes, taking leave of Jethcr or Jethrohis Father in law, with his family; took his jour¬ 
ney for Egypt: but in the way, for ncgleding to circumcilc his fon Eliezer, he was ftopt 
by God, and not fevered to pafle, till he had circumcifcd his fon, and from thence fending 
back his wife Zippot«h, and his two Tons, Gerfhom and Elitzer, to her father Jethro,and 
freed from all encombrancc, he returned ro mount Horeb,where meeting with his brother 
Aaron, he went on and performed his embaflie, confirmed by miracles, in the open fight 
of the children of Ifrael, [£.vW.4»i 8,3 1 . sc 18,1, 6.1 
Mofes and Aaron,having declared to Pharaoh,the tlicfiage in which they were Cent un¬ 
to him from God,arc charged by him as heads of a mutiny,and fenc away with many bad 
words, and more grievous labours were forthwith laid upon the Ifraelites, than their daily 
task formerly came unto: and when their overfeers were beaten, becaufe all was nut done 
that was commanded, and they complained thereof (though all in vain) to Pharaoh, they 
expoftulated the matter with Motes and Aaron, and Mofes with God : who gracioufly 
heard him, and confirmed him to go on in the work he had begun,[£*. 5.] 

Mofes returned to the Ifraelites, with further inftructions from God; but their oppreifion 
flill cncreafing,could do no good with them: and thereupon being commanded by God to 
go again to Pharaoh, he cxcufed himfclf, [Exod. 6.3 
Mofes being now 80, and Aaron 83 years of age, urged thereunto bv God, returned a- ' 
gain to Pharaoh, where the Magicians by their lorcery, imitating the miracles of Aarons 
rod, turned into a ferpenr, made Pharaoh more obftinatc than he was beiore.[£.v.7.i ,13.] 
The chief of thefe magicians which oppofed Mofes, werejannes and Jambres, al, Ma. m- 
bres, named by the Apoftle£2 Hm.3. 8.3 whofe names are celebrated, not only by the 
Jewes in their Talmudicai Treaty oftvnyj (i.e.) of cbl at ions,c,9,where they are called by the 
names ofand N1CC1 (i.e.) Jochannc, and - 4 /amre,and in che Chaldee Paraphrale,at¬ 
tributed to Jonathan upon, [Ex.

ans, they two were chofen to oppofe Mofes,ring-leader ofthe Iewes, whofe praters were of all others, 
mofi prevalent with God, and they only were able to undoe, andfrufirate all thofe moftgrievous ca¬ 
lamities, which Mofes brought upon the Egyptians, in the open view and fight ofall the Egyptians : 
whereto alfo that of Pliny, >(3 o.c.i. is ro be referred, where he faith, There is alfit another fed 
of Magicians,depending Upon Mofies,and Iannes and Iotape Iewes, Wherein nevcrthelefle he falls 
into a double error, t. In reckoning Mofes among che magicians. And a. in making Jan¬ 
nes and Jotape to be Jewes. Bur when Pharaoh’s magicians, could do no more, God bv 
the hand of Moles laicd his ten plagues upon che Egyptians,all which are recounted [Pfiai.

4.2, 8.] Secondly, that he fhould anoint them with.holy oyl; and lhould confecrate A- 
arou and his fons fur thc Priefthood, |_ Exod, 9.15.] which lie alfo is (aid to have done ; 
but not both of them at the fame time: For upon the very day appointed, he erected the 
Tabernacle, with all things thereunto belonging,[ Exod. 40, 17,33.] buuhe other part 
of thc command he performed a while after, and at another time, prefixed by God; 
£ Levit. 8.1,13.] tor performance whereof, one day fufficed not, namely, for the con- 
lecration ofthe Priefts and Altar both j butlud fe veil d ayes were fpcnc therein^ [ Exod,

On the firft day of the filft moneth (dnfwcring to our at .of ^pritycing nedenfdaj) of the 
fecond year after their departure our of Egypt, the Tabernacle ot the Covenant wa f t 
up,and filled with the glory of God, [£*«(. 40. 3,17, 34.] out of which God, at fiver a i 
times, uttered his will and commandments to Mofes; winch are comprifed in t ie 7 firft 
chapters of Leviticus. In the fame 2 year, and firft moneth, the Ifradites, forewarned 
by God, celebrated the Pallcover at the evening of the fourteenth day, ( which with us is 
4. Majy being tuefday ;) Upon which day, fome of the people complaining to Mofes and 
Aaron that they could not keep thc Paffeover with the relt of their brethren, upon the 
day appointed, becaufc they were become unclean by touching a dead body ; a law was 
made by God that allfuch perfons (hould keep their Paflcover upon the 14. day ot the te- 
cond moneth.becauf: they couid not keep it upon t ie day firft appointed [Numb. 9. 1,14.] 
On thc firft day of thc iecond mont. (21.0/ MayfEridzy by the Julian Calenderfcoii com¬ 
manded Mof s to tale the number of all thc males of the children of Ifrael; except the 
Levitcs, from 20 years old to bo by their Tribes: and to appoint the Lcvites for the ter- 
vice of the Tabernacle, and to give their attendance, for thc fecting of it up,for the taking 
of it down, and removing and carrying it (romplace to place, as occafion lhould require, 
E Numb. i. i.c. 26. 64. ] 

The number ot them came to 603 5 ^o,[Numb. 10. 1,46.] being juft the fame num¬ 
ber which was taken 7 monetns before, wnen they were lefted for a contribution to the 
buiiding ofthe Tabernacle, [ Exod, 38.26.] 

Mofes, according to G jus command, Exod. 29.37.C. 30.22,30, Sc 40.9,25,] anoin¬ 
ted the Tabernacle and me Altar, with all things thereunto belonging, wuiicbehoiyoyl, 
and confecrated th< m to the Lord. He confccrated alfo Aaron, and h’s four fon ! , with 
thc fame oyi, and with iites and ceremonies preferibed (or the execution of the Prkftly 
Office 5 commanding them not to depart from the door of thc Tabernacle iu feven days 
fpacc, j Levit. 8. ] forlo many dayes the work of the confecration of them, and of thc 
Altar was in doing, |_ Exod. 29 3 5 , 3 < 5 , 37 . Levit. 8.3 3, ] 

Then was let down and commanded the order of tlie Tribes in their march and en¬ 
camp ngs,[ Numb. 2. ] 

The number of L-vite- from one moneth old and upward, was found to be 22300. 
[ Numb. 3.15,35. J or, taking out thence their firft born, to 2200. onely: all which w re 
affumed to the (ervice.f God, 111 lieu ot the firft born, of all the reft of the children of 
Ifrael.

The Lcvice th.us let apart, wcre,with all due folemnity, confecrated to God, and for 
hi lervice; every man having his certain time appointed, when he (hould begin, and 
when he (hould end his attendance upon hisminiftration,[ Numb. 8. 5, 26. ] 

The Levites from 30 years old to 50. were found to be i^So.and their offices and fer- 
viccs were parted among them, according to their families, j_ Numb. 4. ] 

All leprous and unclean perfons were put out of the Camp. The iawes for reftoring of 
damages, and of jealoulie were ordained,[ Numb. 5. ] 

The vow, the confecration, and manner of the Nazarites was inftitured, [ Numb. 6,J 
Upon the 8 day n xt following the finilhing of the confecration, Aaron offered lacri- 
ficesand oblations; firftfor himfelf, ard then for all the people : all which being kind¬ 
led and confumed by tire, tailing from heaven upon them, bred a full belief in the people, 
that thc Pruffiy office among them was ordained by God himfelf, [ Levit. 9. ] 

When all die Tabernacle was now fully let up, and anointed all over, together with 
the uten(il>,and things thereunto belongings and the Altar which had been 7 dayes in 
confecrating, was now dedicated by Aaron his firft oblation of facrifices made upon it; 
(tor the (even former dayes were for expiation, or cleanfing, and ordained tor the hal¬ 
lowing of it, Exod. 29.36,37.)

From the Wildcrnefteof Paran, [ Numb. 13.3,1 or Kadelh Barnea, [Numb, 32.8. 
Dexter. 1.19,21. Sc 9. 23. lojb. 14.7.] the people defiring it,and Mofes likeiug well there¬ 
of [Deut, i. 21,23. But above all, God commanding it, [Numb, 13.1,3.] ar the time 
when grapes firft grew ripe 3 twelve fpies, one for every Tribe, ( of which Caleb the fon 
of Jephunna,was for the Tribe of Judah ) beingchen'40 years old, [ lojb, 14.7.] and 
Holhea the ion of Nun, whom Mofes had called by the name of Jofhua, for the Tribe 
of Ephraim, were Cent to difcover, and fpye out the land of Canaan: which entering 
into it by the defert of Sin, lying toward the fouth, went quite thorough it, to the very 
North parts thereof, even to Rechob, [Numb. 13.21,22.Z>e«f.i.23.J 
Thefixthmoneth. 

The fpks having fpent 40 dayes in fearching out the land, returned to Kadefhinthe 
Wildernelie of Paran •• bringing with them one branch of a vine, with a clufter of 
grapes upon it, gathered in the valley of Elhcol, which took its name from thence, with 
Ifomgranatsj and Figgs of the land. [Numb, 13.23, 2;. Deut 1.24,25.] from which 
ripenefte of the fruit at that fcafon it appeareth, that this happened near before the 7 
month,bccaulc a little before the feaft of Tabernades,(which was kept upon the 1 5 day 
of that moneth) the fruits of the barnc and wine-prefte,were always gathered, [Exod 23. 
16 Levit.23.19‘Dcitt.i6.i3.] Ten of the twelve fo lent to fpieoncthe land, by fpeakingill 
of the country, and the barrennefte thereof,and withal, magnifying the Cities for their 
ftrcn**th, and the giantlv ftature of the men therein; dillieartened the people from 
marching any further toward it; whiles Caleb, did all he could, to periwade the people 
to go on, I Numb. 13. 28,33,&: 32.9. ] 

The people being terrified with the relation made by the reft, would needs back a- 
gain into Egypt; and were ready to ftone Caleb and Jolhua, for telling a contrary 
wl • And God threatning the people, with a hidden dcftruction, was bowed to fpare 
them,by the piayers of Mofes: Yet fo, as withal he denounced to them, thac all of 
them wnich wc rc then twenty years old and upwards fhould die in the VVildcrneffc, and 
never fee tne land which was promifed unto them : ad that they fhould wander in that 
VVi.dcrnellc lourtvyears,[ Numb. 14.1,3564,65^^2.10,13. Deut. 1.16,36. 
a, 9 a - ? 0 jh Ffilms’). 8, II. SC Iod. 24,25, 26.] reckoning all in a round [umme ; 

lor it is iliani*.cft, that their children entered thac land, in the jp. year, by comparing

Tnc tcn ip.es, which had caufed this mutiny among the people, God deftroyed all 
by hidden death, L Numb. 14, 3 < 5 , 37. ] in remembrance whereof, the J ewes to this day, 
keep a hft, upon the jtvemh day ef the jixtb mouth, culled Elnl. 

God therefore bad them remove their camp,and return back into the defert toward the 
Red Sea But thev,contrary to this command, would needs go tor ward into the moun- 
tain and’were there vanquifhedby the Amalckites and Canaanites, and purified, as tarre 
as Hormah Theretorcthey fate down and wept before the Lord; buc he would not 
hear thcm,£ Numb. 14.40, 45. Deut. 1.40,45*] 

Upon th ; s calamity, and the continual dropping aWay of the Ifraelites, in the VVll- 
dcrnclle, Mofcs compofcd the 90 Pfalm, [ Lord thou haft been our refuge, &c. ] in which 
he ado Ihcweth that the ordinary age o; men, was reduced to 70 or 80 years at the ut- 

m f he a L 0 f m anfv as now a third time, contraEled and cut jhort a third part of what it was before. 

The Ifraelites continued in Kadelh many daye*, [Deut. 1.46.] for whether it were for 
a day or two, or a moneth, or a vear,fo long as the cloud continued over the Tabernacle, 
the Camp all that while cont nued in the fame place, and removed not, [ Numb. 9, 2 2. J 
Bvitthac in fame places the Camp continued many years, appeareth, tor that in the (pace 
of 27 years,there are but 17 encampmgs mentioned ; for leaving Kadcfb, they returned 
ntothe Wilderncfte, as I faid before,toward the Red Sea,and encamped about the Hill- 
Coi ntrv of Scir manvdayes,[ Deut.2.1. Ittdg. 1 1.16. ] Now the 17 encampmgs,belong¬ 
ing to this comparing ot the Wildernelie ot Scir, mentioned 111 the 33 of Numb, were in

Now to that long demourage of theirs in Kadeih, or the encamptngs next enfuing up- 3115. 1489. 
on their removes from thence, all that feems to relerre * which we finde delivered 
in the fifteenth, and four next enfuing chapters, of Numbers-, as well that of the lawes 
there mentioned to have been made, as the Hiftoricall part thereof. As how he that 
gathered ftickg on the Sabbath ; ( for though the facrifices were omitted in the Wilder- 
neffe yet was ftill theuleof the Sabbath entirely oblerved ) was, by the Oracle from 
God/ftoned to death, by all the people, c. 15. and how Korah, Dathan, and Abiram, 
railing a mutiny againft Mofes and Aaron,were fwallowed alive intothe earth, and a>o. 
of their affociates, whiles they offered incenfe perilled by fire, feut upon them from 
God. And how God commanded their cenfors to be taken and ufed, for the overpay¬ 
ing of the Altars, for a memorial of them to the children of Ifrael. And how thepeo- 
pic murmuring againft Moles and Aaron for the calamine which had befallen their 
brethren, were ftricken by God and perilled , to the number of 14700. men, c. 16. 

And how twelve rods being brought by the twelve Princes, and laid in the San&uary: 

Aarons rod,onely budded, and brought forth almons; and was laid up before the Ark, 
for a fign to thofc who (hould afterward be given to rebellion, [ cap .17. ] All which things 
are thought to have been done in che later half of the fecond year, afeer their departure 
out of the land of Egypt. Moles committing to writing nothing, but what fell out in the 
two firft years, and the laft of their travel in the \V ildernelle; and palling by what elfe 
happened m thofc 3 7 years intervening, faving onely the matter of the 17 pages or en¬ 
camping* formerly mentioned. See Abulcnfis, upon Numb. cap. 1 fifitaft. 3. 

The Scripturealfo fheweth that the time, whiph the Ifradues (pent m travelling from 
Kadclh Barnea, till they paffed the vale, or brook Zerad, which was half a year alter 
they removed from their 32 encamping; and another half year before they pafled the 
River Iordan, took up the full time of 3 8 years. In which {pace of time, all that gene¬ 
ration of rebels againlt God was wholly fpent , dead and buried, [_Deut, a. 14, 

1 *Nowior the 9 firft years,which the Ifraeiites fpent in the Wilderncffc, Armais gover¬ 
ned in Egypt, and Scthofis invaded the Eaft: both which were brothers andfonnesto 
Amcnoph«,( which was he that was drowned in the red Sea ) as we have formerly no¬ 
ted, to the year of the world, 1494. Of whom GManetho in his Egyptiaca, mentioned by 
\ofephusin his firft bookjtgainft Apion, Writcth thus. Scthofis being [unified with cavalry 
and fhipping,maae his brother Armais ruler, indeed,over all Egypt , and let him uft all other Re- 
gall power and authority there: onely he forbad him to wear a Crown ; and charged him t» no 
wife to abridge the Queenwhich war the mother of h,s children : and that he jhouldalfo reftaine 
from all other concubines of the King: But he him[elf made war in Qf rHS Phoenicia* and 
againft the zATyrians and the tJMedes, Some of which he fubdued by power and force of arms , 
others he too^ in, thorough the foie dread and terrour of bit name: and now puffed up with this 
cneat fucceffe near home* he went on with the greater confidence to ravage and fpoile all the 
\Kingdoms and Countries of the Eaft. But fame few years after he wat gone, tArmais whom 
he left in Egypt , calling off all fear of fume, did all things contrary to what he was comman¬ 
ded by the King : For firft, he mifuftd the Queen, and lay continually with the Kings tor- 
cubines • and at length, following the advice of hisfriends, ufed a Crown alft, and plainly rebel¬ 
led againft his brother. Thus Manetho the Egyptian, adding withal, that Armais, was 
D annus ; and Set ho ft s was called both .Egypt us, and that from him, the whole land was 
called Egypt: and alfo Rameffes, alter his Grandfathers name. From which fimjli- 
tude of names and things, it is manifeft, that both Tacitus comes to call him Ramies, 
and Herodotus, Setoftris; for fo Tacitusfaves, That a Kmg called Rhamfes having 
conquered all Lybia, and Ethiopia, and the tJMedes and Per flans, and Batina , and Scythia , 
and all the lands which the Syrians and Armenians, and their borderers the Cappadocians held , 
together with Byth'mia, and Lycia,lyinguponthe(Jliediterranian Sea : and fo tar Tacitus ot 

him, under the name of Rhamfes And for Scfoftris, Herodotus in his fecond book, 
writes in this manner. Their Priefts,hiih he, fpcaking of the Egyptians, report; That 
he was the firft, who with a Fleet of long Ships , going out of the Arabian gulf , brought all the 
nations, bordering upon the Red-Sea, into his fubjeltion. Which done, he came bae^ the fame 
way : and having gathered a mighty Army , marched into the (fontment [of A fa) and there 
fubdued all the nations which flood in his way. Then paffing out of Afia, crofted into Europe ; 
there conquered the Scythians, andThradans : whither,and no further, faith he, it femethto 
me, that Egyptian Army came, becaufe here, and no further off, are to be fetnc yet extant , 
the Mxrkes and Monuments of his name and Victories, Or wh'Ch Monuments fo 
erefted by Sefoftiis, he averreth, that hmfelfe had feen fame remaining '« Paleftine 
of Syria : as alfo two others in Ionia , one at Ephefus , at ye go into Phocea , the other, on the 
j way leading from Sardis to Smyrna. The like report makes. Diodorus Siculus, of Scfoofis 
I lib. *. but makes him far ancienter,than thefe times : and indeed the age attributed to his 
I brother Danaus proves, that he was contemporarie with Mofes, as alio Manetho

27. having firft attempted to pov- 
fon his brother Egyptus, at a banquet provided tor him: but miffed of his purpofc, as both 
Herodotus lib. a. cap 1 cj. and alfo Diodorus Siculus Lb. 1. png. 5 3. (i a the Greek and Latin 
editonothim) tcltifies. 

0. Danaus coming into greece , there made hrnfelf Mafter of Argos; and made it abound with , - 
waters : Danaus by his 5 o daughters,Deftroyed the 5 o font of his brother Egyptus fave onely his 
fin Lynceus, which reigned after him,to wit at Argos.

Where obfcrvc,that this Rameftes, furnamed Myanma, (of whom 1 tpake, in the year 
of the world 2427) is by Muchological wr ter.*, furnamed Neprunus,and was che man Who 
commanded the new born infants of me Hebr ws to be drowned ; and thac left behind 
him two fons, Amenop!ns,(/.f.)Belus ot Egypi(thc father oi Egyptus ane Danauslthat op- 
pugucr of the Almighty God, anti which with his hoft, was overwhelmed in the Red- 
fea; and left Bulins hisfon, lo infamous, tor butchering of ftrangers, (a fiuiiig oft-fpnng 
of fuch a father) to fuccced him, whereunto you may add, it you plea le, out of A. 
Gclhusyllb. 1 5. cap.il.that theToets were wont to call men,barbarous,cruel, anddevoide of ha- 
m amt it , the fonsof Neptune: as born of that mercilelle element, thefca. 

In thefe times, Tatthe fon oi HermesTritmegift- s, lived, faith Eufebius , with which r 
3 * agreeth that which the Egyptians deliver, thac Selbitris, learned his wifjom,from this 

Hermes,as we find in Elian, hb. 12. Var, Hi ft or. cap. 4. 

Cadmus and Phenix, going from Thebais in Lgypc into Syria, crcfted a kingdom in 2;

Now after the Ifraelues had compaffed the hill-country of Seir and Edom, by the -

to turne Northward, and inarch ftrait forward to the land of prom,fe : and becaufe die 
land of Edom lay in their wav thitherward, he charged them, thac they ftiouid nor, 
in any wife, draw a lwordupon them, as being their brethren : telling them how 
great a providenceandcarehe had uled, in preferving themlelves by the lpaccof 40 
years in the wilderncffc, [Deut.i, 1,7.] putting fuch an impeded number of 45. for an 
imperfed, of 39.

Deut. 3. 23,19. Deut. 32. 49, 5o. Deut. 34.1,5.] being then,. 120 years old, [Dent. 31.*, 3, 

4 i 7 j Of all which time, he f pent a full third part. Wanting oniy one month} in his go¬ 
vernment of the people of lfracl:as is not amifle obl'erved by Jo[ephus,m the later end of his 
4 book of antiquities: as departing this life in the laft month of the year, and firft day of 
that month, which by the Macedons is called DjJtrusjind by the Hebrewes Adar : which 
better Aliteth, with the accompt of Hiftorians fhortly after following, than with ihc tradi¬ 
tion ofthe Jcwes of later time: who faith that he died upon the feventh day ofthe month 
Adar, as inSedar Olum rabba , c. 10. in his rrruQ book 6f the death of Mofes, in the pro- 
eme of Maymonidas to the book, called Mifraiotb, and in the Calendars of the Jcwes of .

Upon the 1 o day ot the hrft month, April 3 o. being tn a Friday , to wit, the lame day 
that the Pafchal lamb was to be ehofen out of the flock, the Ifraelites, by the leading of 
Jofua,atypeofJcfusChrift, wentupout of the river Jordan, intothepromifedlandof 
Canaan? a type of that heavenly country: they paffed through the river on dry foot, the 
waters being for that ptefent divided, and thac at a feafon, when they ufually over-flowed 
the banks* for a memorial of which miraculous paffage, Jofua fet up twelve ftones in the 
very channel of Jordan; and taking twelve other ftones trom out ofthe middeft thereof 
fet them up in the place where they next encamp :d, at Gilgal, [ J»/ 3. and 4J 
The day folloWing(as it feCmes)Jofuah renewed the ufe of Circumcifion moilgal,Which 
had been omitted 40 years, add there the people refted them and abode, untill they were 
whole again, [Jo/. 5.2,9.]

j na no more, but lived that year,of theftuits of the land of Canaan, [lof, 5.11,12/], 
j Our Lord Jefus, Captain of his Fathers Hoft, appearingro Jo[ua,the typical Jeftr, be- 
1 fore Jcrico, with a drawn fword in his hand, promifed there to defend his people, O/.5. 

3 Jenco, the Ark of God having been carried roundabout it, was taken the feventh day, 
the walls thereof falling flat down, at the found ot the Pilfb trumpets: and was utterly 
deltroycd, and all put to the fword, faving only Rahab, and her family,[/p/.<C]who mar¬ 
rying afterward to Salmon, of the Tribe of Judah, bare of him Boaz, [Mat. 1.5.] 

The Ilraelites at their liege of Ay, being abandoned by God, for me facriledge, com¬ 
mitted by Achan, are fmitten by their enemies: Achansfin being difeoveredby the ca¬ 
tling of lotts, and he found guiltie, was ftoned to death, and together with his children 
and catc 4 , burnt with fire, {lof. 7.] and God being hereby pacified, Ay was taken by an 
ambufhm. nt; and utterly deftroyed,and twelve thoufand men flain in the taking ot it, [ lof.. 
8.1,29.] 

In mount Ebal, according to the law made, there was an Altar ere£led,for facrifice* to 
be made thereon, and the ten Commandments, engraved on it, the blefiingsand curlings 
were repeated inmount Ebal, and mount Gcnzim, and the book ot the Law read in the 
ears of all the people, [/*/. 3 . 30,3 5.] 

The kings ot Cana.uumoved witu this great fuccefleof the Ifraelices,bandy thcmfelves 
together againft thcm,lavc only the Gibeonites, who craftily found a way to lave their own 
live , by making a league with them: but were, ncverthelefte , altcrward deputed to the 
fervile offices of the houfe of God : [lof. 9.] 

Adoni-zcdec, Ring of Jcrufalem, with the Kings of Hebron, Jarmuth, Lachifh, and 
Debit-, hearing that Gibeon was fallen off from them, joyned their forces together, and 
be Urged it; But Jolua having railed the ficgr, purlued thofe five Kings,and hadthe killing 
cf them, as tar as Azecab, and Mackeda, at which cimc, the fun flood ftill over Gibeon, 
and the inoon over the valicy of Ajalon, by the fpace almoft of one whole day, and untill 
the Ilraelites were fully avenged of their enemies, [lof. io, 1,14.] Whereupon Lauretmus 
Codomannu oblerves two things: 1 . That whereas Aialon, was dift ant from Gibeon, fcant- 
lj one German mile toward the weft , it is very likely that the moon was then pa ft the full and well on 
tn the wain. j. That feeing both thofe great lights began and ended their ftandmg ftiUboth toge¬ 
ther , the Aftronomical account is no waies confoundedly this ft ay , even as ( faith he) in mufti C, 
th: harmony is not in any fort bro\:n , nor the voices jur, if they all re ft at the fame time , and then 
begin again , every man in his party unto the end of the lefjon, 

Jofuah,following the chafe, thofe five Kings hid themfclves in a cave at Mackeda» 
winch cave, Jofuah commanded to be rammed up with (tones, and a guard ro be fee up¬ 
on it, till the enemy being wholy routed,had betaken themlelves to their fenced Cities :and 
when all the aimie was lafelv returned tojolua in Mackeda,then Were the (tones removed, 
and thole five Kings taken out of the cave, and the captaines of the Hoft, bid to put every 
man his foot upon their necks; and them to be hung up upon five gibbets, umill the fun 
went down, and then to be throwne into the fame cave again,and the mouth thereof ftop- 
pc J up with ffones as before : [lof. 1 0.16 ,1 7.] 

And thus ended that mod bufie year of the wold, 25 5 3 . in the firft fix months, wherc- 
ofMofe da mle.f took in and poflefled all that landover Jordan, toward the eaft, and in 
the later,Jofluiah conquered the moft part of all, that lay to t’c weft of ic: and in the nvd- 
d eft of the year, manna ceafing,the people of Ifrael began to fur fill and live upon the pro- 
fits of the land of Canaan. 

From the Autumrie of thisyear, wherein, after the failing of manna, they began to till 
the ground and fow it, is to be reckoned the firft year, -nt («.*«)of their tillage,and 

the rife of the fibbatical years hence to be taken,_£x.23.10,11 .Lev. 25,2,7. Dent , 15.1,9. 
and Detit., I.IO.] 

The five kings thus deftroyed, all the reft of the kings, combined together agamlt the 
Ifraclitcs; and with them Jofuah had a long war, [lof 11.1,18.] which faded fulllix 
years: as we (hall fee anon. ^ L • 

Jofuah, now grown old, was commanded by God,to divide allthe land on the weft of 
Jordan, among the nine tr bes remaining, and the other half tribe of Manaffes,[/o/.i3. 
1,7.1 whereupon he firft divided the land of Gilgal, (where the Tabernacle of God 
men w.i‘, ind the Army then lay)among the Tribes of Judah,and Ephraim, and the half 
ti ibeof Manallcs,[yf/.i4.<5. /a/. 1 5 .16,17.] at which time Caleb the fon of Jcphunna ,45 
years after the time that he was lent to fpieout the land by Moles,defired to have Hebron 
with the mountain countriesof Judea,to be afligned to him for hi; part: undertaking ro 
expuile the Anakims Irom thence, [lofi 4. 5 ,10,13.J 

Yet 
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Yet would not Jolhua permit ( as Tremdlius hathherevery wellobferved) that Cr- 
leb with his own company fhould aflault Hebron: 6ut h : mlelf went with the whole 
? Army to take ii in; and having taken it, then gave ic unto Caleb 3 to w ; r, the lands and 
villages thereunto ad joyning : referving the city it lelf, and fiiburbs thereof for a city of 
refuge, and for the Priefts ufe, [ lofts. 21 .1 1,12, 13. 1 (fhron. 55.56,57.] For, that,nei¬ 
ther Hebron, nor Debir, though both lying within the land, and inheritance afligned to 
Caleb, were yet taken by the ifraelites, not the Anakims rooted ouc from thence, ap- 
pearcth ouc of the [ 14W15 chap, of Jofhua ] lo that all which is contained in the book of 
hjhua, from [ verfe 2 8. cap . 10. J to the end of chap. 11. and in the firft chapter of the book, l of 
Judges, from the ninth ,to the fifteenth verfe , feems wholy to be referred to this place,becaufe 
: of the contiguity and coherence of the matter handled in each of them. 

For when as the children of. Juda and Jofeph, bping eftablifhed in their poffeflions,ac- 
cording to their T ribes; a great part of the land of Canaan remained ftill in the hands 
: of the Gentiles; Jolhua before he proceeded to any further apportioning of lands,going 
with the Hoft of Ifrael from Gilgal, took Makkeda at the firft aifault: and fo did he Lib- 
; na in likcjnanner > utterly deftroying the Kings, and.people of either Kingdom, [Iofh. 10. 

! 28,29,30.] 

From thence he marched with his Army to Lachifh : took it the fecond day after he 
came before it, and put all there, likewife to the fword. And when Horam King ot Gezer 
came to relieve it, Jolhua met him, and deftroyed him and his people, fo that he left not 
' a man of them alive: and then marching to Tglon, took ic the very day he came before 
; ic, and put all to the fword, [Iofh. 10.31,35.] 

Afterward Jofhua with ail Ifrael, going up from Eglon to Hebron; took it, and put to 
the lword the new king thereof ; ( for the oldpne was hanged fix years before ) with ali 
the cities belonging, [Iofh. io ; 36,37,] whence Caleb alto caft thofe threeGyants, the 
fonnes of Anak, fo much renowned and talked of 45 years before, £ Numb. 13.22,23 J 
to wit, Shejhai, lAbiman, and Talmai, [ Iofh. 15. 14. J 

Then Jolhua with the Army, marchingcutpf the fouth of Canaan, came before De¬ 
bit:, [ Iofh. 10.3 8. ] which formerly was called,Kariath-Sepptr; where, when Caleb had 
proclaimed, that whoever took ir, fhouldjiaypfijs daughter to wife: ic fell out that Otho- 
uiel, coufin gcvmain to Caleb,and fhe,fomof Kenaztookit: and thereupon married his 
daughter Acfah, and had with her in dowry, a pip/re of land with fprings of water in it, 

| loft. 15.15,19 tudg. 1.11,15.] and having taken the city, he put their new King alfo 
(tor the other he had caufed to be hanged with the reft, fix years before ) with all his ci¬ 
ties to the edge of the fword, [ Iofh. 10.39. j. 

To conclude, Jofhua deftroyed all the Hill-Country, and all the South parts, plaine 
and valley, and all their Kings, even from Kadefh-Bainea, as far as unto Gaza ; and ail 
the country of Golhen, ( which was in the lor of the Tribe of J udah ) as far as Gibeon. 
And all thele Kings,and ail their lands took Jolhua at one time (*.) in one expedition or 
journey; for God himfclf all chat while fought for Ifrael: and having chus done, then 
he with all the Hoft of Ilrael,came back to Gilgal, L lofts. 1C >. 40,43-] 

The reft of the Kings, with whom Jolhua had warred along time, hearing what 
Jolhua had done, refolved to fee upon him with all their forces united in one : but Jolhua 
coming fuddcnly upon them, and unawares, flew them and pofl'cfled all their land, [ Lfb. 
11.1,16.] from the mountain, which goefh up to Seir , which is the frontier of Edom, 
unto Baal-Gaddcm,in the valley of Lebanon , which lyetli under the Hill of Hermon, 

1 joft. 11,47- fojb. 12.7. ] 

Then went Jofhua and rooted out thofe Gyants, the Anakims with tlicir cities ; out 
of the Hill-Countries, outof Hebron: (thiswasdone by the hands of the Tribes of Ju¬ 
dah, [Judg. 1. io. (Jour of Debir, out of Anab, and g-nerally outof all the mountains 
of Juda, andallllrael. And fo liaving gotten the whole land into his hands, he divi¬ 
ded it among the children of Ifrael fora pofleflion, by ihares or portions ( as we lhall lee 
in the year following) according to their Tribes: and fo the land refted from war, [ Iofh. 
11.23.7^.14.15.] 

The feventh year, reckoned from the firft year wherein they began ro till the ground 
* in Canaan, was withal the firft Sabbatical year which was kept among them. When by 
this typical Jefus they were brought into this place of reft , which was a true type and 
figure ot that Sabbath and Refty which the true Jefus was to acquire,and bring the people 
ofGod into, [ Heb. 4.9. ] And from hence aifo,the years of Jubile, or of every fifty years 
fpace,is to be reckoned, [ Levit. 25. 8,13. ] 

Upon the 15 day of the feventh moneth, ( our November the fifth, falling upon a Satui- 
day) the Ilraelites kept the Fcaft of Tabernacles in booths made of boughs of trees, ac¬ 
cording to the law, [ Levit.2^. 39,40.] and much more folemnly than was afterward 
uled in the thnes ot the Judges or Kings, [ Neb. 8.17. ] 

When God was now about to give the Ilraelites reft from all their enemies round a- 
bout them, fo that they might d wd there fecurcly; it was requifice that a place alfo fhould 
be appointed ,which himfclf fhould chufe , to place his name there , [Deut. 12 io,U.] 
V/ herefore coming together at Shilo, they there fixed the Tabernacle ot the Congrega- 
£ 2 '_cion ; 
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tion ; after the whole land was frbdued unto them. 

[Io(h x 8 i ] Now Shtlo ( where the Tabernacle with the Ark of the Covenant con¬ 
tinued by the fpace of 3 *8. years ) both by the figuration of the name, and alio by the 
fituationoi the place, feemeth to be the tame with Salem: for, as ifigmfieth 
or Reft* i Qen.

Beniamites, and the caufe thereof. And there fucceeded a generation of men which 
forgat God, and mingled chemfelves with the Canaamtes by marriage, and wor¬ 
sened their Idols. And God hereby provoked to wrath, gave them up into the hands 
of Cufhan, King of Mcfoporamia; which firft calamity of theirs, held them eight years 
oneiy,[ Jtide-.i.j.andfndg.^, 6 , 7,8.]

The Ifraelites falling into this fourth thraldom, crycd unto God for help, and were re¬ 
proved by a pi ophcr. Then was Gideon of Manafles, fon of Joafti the Abiczrite ftirred 
up by an Angel fent from God, to deliver them. And firft by command from God, he 
overturned the Altar of Baal, and burnt his grove: whereupon, when ftrffe arofe be¬ 
tween him and the people, he was called Ierub-baal. and Ierub-beftethfti Sam. 11.2 a.] He 
out of 3 2 thoufand men, which came unto him, choie onely (God fo commanding) 300. 
but with them, and their trumpets, pitchers and torches in them, he fo affrighted the Mi- 
dianites, that he put to flight all their hoft; whom the Ephramites afterwards purfuing, 
flew their Princes, Oreb and Zeeb. Gcdeon then, having firft pacified the Ephramites, 
who complained that they were not called to the battle ac firft, paffed the river Jordan, 
and defeated the remainder of the Midianitifh armie: he chaftifed alfo the men of Suc- 
cothandPenuel,whohadrefufed him visual in his journey, and flew two Kings of the 
Moabites, Zeba and Z ilmunna. Alter which great victories attained, when the Ilrae- 
litcs offered to fettle the kingdom upon him, and his pofterity, he refufed it: but receiving 
their golden carings, he made thereof, an Ephod, whereof they took afterward an occa - 
fioiuofall into idolatry,and fotheMidanites being vanquifhed ,the land hadreft 40 years, 
after the former reft reftored to them by D bora and Barak ^Iudg. 4.8.2 8.]

After Abimelech, Tolah, the fonof Puar,ofthe tribe of Ifacar, judged Ifrael 23 years,

held the kingdom of Lydia, by the fpace of 5 o 5 years, two and twenty generations; the

that tale which goes of her encloling of Babylon, with a wall of brick, it is indeed ge¬ 
nerally lo laid, when in truth it was the work ol Nrbucadnezar, and his daughter in law, 

N £toris many ages alter. But for that lie of her firft building of Babylon, reported by 
Diodorus and Trogus, as alio by Strabo, in his fecond and lixteenth books ot his Geo¬ 
graphy, it is evidently refuted, not onely by the lacred Hiftory of the book ot [Gen. < . 11 . ] 
but alfo out of Eupolcmus, who in his book, u»Mar Ao-o-tfUf, in Eufeb.us,lb. 9.

Meane while, Samuel, being 
now grown old, and defirous to take his eafe, took for his Afliftants, his two fons; that 
they might judge the people at Beerfheba, who yet walked not in their fathers wayes j 
but for rewards and bribes perverted judgement, [ 1 Sam. 8.1,2,3.] But? that he put not 
off the whole office of Judicature to his fons, is manifeft out of, [ chap. 7.15,16,17. ] 
tor there it appears, that he continued his cuftom of judging the people by himfeif to the 
very laft. 

Now after that, when not onely his fons, but King Saul himfeif, alfo came to the go- - 
vernment of things, the Israelites began to make light of the good old man } which 
troubled him,and offended God,[ 1 Sam. 8.6,8.] grounding their diflike, upon the ill 
carriage and behaviour of his fons; who at their very firft enterancc into the govern¬ 
ment, ( at what time Rulers, which are none of the belt, yet ufe commonly to fhe w a lit¬ 
tle moderation ) brake out into all exceffe, which the people greedily laid hold on, and 
defired a new form of government? and to have a King, as other Nations had [ chap. 8. 

4, S.] of which Innovation, there was yet another, and in truth, a more urgent caufe: 
which was, that whereas the Philiftines kept ftill fome footing, and garrifons in their 
land: the fame alfo went, that Naafh.Kingof the Ammorites made great levies of men, 
and preparations for war againft them ; which fear finking deep into them, they refolved 
to relie no longer,neither upon Samuels wifdom,nor yet upon the power or providence of 
God, who yet had hitherto been their King and Avenger, of which they had fo late an 
experiment, in fending the Philiftines packing one of their coafts: but caft offboth, and 
defired to have a King, [ I Sam,12.11,17? J 9 .] whereupon God gavechem aKingin 
his wrath, [ #<>/. 13. lo,U.]towit,Saul,theionof Kifh, of the Tribe of Benjamin, by 
the ipacc of fourty years, [ tsitls 13. 21.] of which age, when his fon Ifhbolheth who 
fucceeded him in the Kingdom, is Laid to have been, [2 Sam. 2.11. ] it is manifeft, 
that he Was then alfo bom into the World. Saul therefore was firft anointed privately, 
and afterward publiekly, and before all the people, made and proclaimed King at Mifpa? 
by Samuel, who from chc death of Eli, to this time, had judged Ifrael one and 
twenty years, 0.1,24,*5.] And not long after, as appeared, [ chap: 12.

Saul was the fon of one year when he reigned ; and 
reigned two years over Ifrael. Of which Word,therecanbeno fitter fenle rendered, than 
this; that after the Philiftines were fubdued by Samuel, there had pafled one year,when 
Saul began to rcigne: and that then he reigned two year free from the fubjc&ion of the 
Philiftines. 

Forfhortly after, Saul was put from the Kingdom again by the Philiftines, and 
' the lfraelices again grievoully enthraled by them: Which yoke being again fhaken 
off, Saulisfaid to have gotten the Kingdom: that is, to have recovered ic again, 
out of the Philiftines hands, [1 J4w.14.47.] Now that this thraldom cotinued many 
years upon them, appcarech by this: that whereas ic begau eight years before Da¬ 
vid was borne, yet before ic ended, Samuel prophelied and foretold of his fucceeding 
after Saul in the Kingdom. The Lord hath fought him a man according to his own heart , 
and god hath commanded him to be %jtler our his people , [ 1 Sam. 13.14.] For the Philiftines, 
toputtheinouc ofallpoflibiiity of any more rebelling agaiuftthem, for want of armes, 
had taken from them all kind of Imithes: fo that when afterward, notwithftanding 
they did rile and came to fight; none of the people, but onely Saul and Jonathan his fon, 
had either fvvord or fpeare to bring into the field againft them, L * Sam.

[ a Sam. 1.] And when the companies of the Ifraelites Army came daily flocking to him, 

[1 Chro». i2.22.]askingcounfelfirftofGod, he went up to Hebron with thofe which 
were about him and their families : where being anointed King by the men of his own 
Tribe, when he was now thirty years of age ; he reigned over Judah by thefpaceof 
(even years and fix moneths,[ 2 Sam. 2, 1,3,4,11. andchap, 5.4,5, ] 

Abner, who was formerly the chief of Sauls gendarmery, carrying IQibofhcth Sauls 
fon toMahanaem, there made him King over the reft of Ifrael; who being then 
fourty years old, is laid to have reigned two years over Ifrael, [ 1 Sam. 2.8, 9,10.] 
to wit, quietly, and without any quarrel with thehoufc ot David •• as alfo his fathers 
two years reigne is meant of his reigne free and uncumbred by the Philiftines ; as was 
faid before, [ 1 to. 13. 1.] 

David fent meflengers to the men of Jabcih Gilead, thanking them for the kindnelle 
which they had fhewed to their Lord and Mafter Saul j and to let them know, that the 
kingdom of Juda was fettled upon him, £2 Sam. 2. 5 , tf , 7. ] wherein the better to 
ftrengthen himfelf, he contracted affinity With Tolmaic, King of Gefluir, and married 
his daughter Maacah: which bare unto him, Abfalom and Thamar, [ 2 Sam. 3. 3. 

After die two years quiet reigne of Iftibofheth over Ifrael, there grew a long war 3OS1, 1053. 
between his partakers, and the partakers of David; Joab the fon of Zervia, Davids 
lifters fon, bearing up the one fide, and Abner the other: and fundry battels 
and skirmifhes palled between them; yet fo, as that Davids party waxed every day 
ftrongcr and ftronger,and the other weaker and weaker, £ 2 to. 2. 26. and chap,3. 1.] 

Was the eighth Jubilie. 

Abner being ufed with fome difgrace by Hhbolheth, revolted from him, and fell 1666.104%, 

over to David: and dealt with the chief Men and Heads of Ifrael, to transfer the whole 5 

kingdom unto David, and this, in the hearing of the Benjaminites, [ i Sam 25.44. z Sam. 

3 Michail)avids wife, whom her father i’aul after David was fled, had given in mar¬ 
riage unto Phaltrel; upon Davids demand, was fent back to him by Ifhbofheth, 

[i to.25.44. * to. 3 .i 4 >iS.l 

Abner coming with a traine of twenty men unto David, was by him received and 
fealled; and returning from him in peace, was upon the way treacheroufly flaine by 
Joab ; and with great mourning and lamentation made over him oy David, was buried 
at Hebron, [2 Sam. 2.] 

When all Ifrael was troubled at the death of Abner, Bahana and Recab, of the Tnbe 
of Benjamin,murdered their Lord and Mafter Ifhbofheth>as he lay retting himfelf on his 
bed in the heat of the day: and bringing his head to David, were for their pains by him 
put to death,[a to. 4.] 

The Captains and Elders of all the Tribes coming to Hebron, made David now a 
third time, an anointed King over all Ifrael, [ 1 Chron. 12. from verfe 23, to the ended 
that chapter, with chap, 11 . 1 , 2 , 3. ami 2 Sam. 5 .1, 2, 3. ] 

; David with all Ifrael marched to Jerufalem againft the Jebufites; and there took the 

Fort of Sion,by thefpecial ferviceot Joab; and from thence, that was called the C lt 7 °f 
David, no lefle than Bethlehem, where he was borne. And making Jerufalem the feat 
of his kingdom, reigned thete over all Ifrael, the terme of 33. years, £ 2 Sam. 5. 5 i 6, 7, 

The PhiiiftiiMlhearing tlLt David was,by the general confcntofthc tribes, made King 3 6 <5 7 - * 4 ^ 7 - 
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overall Ifracl, led their army twice again ft him to the valley of the Rapbxans: and were 
twice beaten by him,[2 Sam. 5.1 Chon. 14,] where when David,in the time of harveft, de¬ 
filed a draught of water, out of the well at Bethlehem; and three moft valiant Captains of 
hisavnu:, 10 ple'altirc him,brake through the hoft of theenemy to fetch it, and brought it 
tohim, he would notdrinkit,[ 2 5^.23.13. 1 Chron. ii.i 5 .] - 

David built the City of Sion round about, as well the fortification, as the houfes within, 
and Joab repaired the reft o! the City, |_2 Sam.^.9. 1 Chron. 11.8.3 
Hiram lent meffengersto David,and cedar wood, and Carpenters and Mafons, who 
bu k Irm his houle,[2 Sam. 5. 11.1 Chron. 14. i.J 

The Arke of the Covenant, which in the hrft Sabbatical year, was brought from Gil- 
ga!toSiloh,was this year, being alfo a labbatical year, brought from Kiriath-jcarim 
(whither it was removed from Shiloh 70 years before)ouc of the houfe of Abinadab,thirty 
thoufand choice men out of all Ifracl, attending on it, and linging the 6 8 Pfalm, as may 
probably be collected our of the fieft verfe thereof ,bccaufc taken out of that forme of praicr 
which was appointed by Mofes, to be ufed and {fing at every removal of the Arke, \Numb, 

10.3 f.] and was carried fuff to the houfe Obed- Edom ; and after three months, removed 
into the City of David, or the fort of Sion, David himfeif rejoycing before it, and fin ing 
that'd [Pfalm. 132.8.] which Solomon his ion in the year of Jubilie next folio wing,when 
he brought the Arke into the Sanlhtm Santlorptm of the Temple, repeated, via,, ustrifeU 
Lord vno thy re fling place , thou and the Arke of thy firength : with the reft there found, con¬ 
cerning the fame Ark, \y.6 0 .\ Behotdwe ( i.e. the men of Bethlemdwelling thereby) have 
heard tf it at Ephrat a (oi\v own Country) andfound it in the fields of fair ,or the rvood-i.e. In 
the hill of Kiriith-j.-arim, for that fignifies a City, bordering upon woods, and again, \y.

F. >1 the Tabernacle of the Congregation built by Mofes, with the brazen altar, whereon 
was offered the daily facrifice, remained at Gibeon (which waslikewife in the Tribe of 
Judah,and ltayed no longer liiShib, which was in the tribe of Ephraim; until! the Tem¬ 
ple of Solomon wasbuik,\i 48.49.1 r -bron.\6ii9,r{o. and 21.2 9, \6,Z chron.

And fo the Arke, being removed out oftheTube of Jofeph.ofwhich Ephra m was a 
part, into the Tribe of Jtdah,Shilo from thence forth lay neglected i [Pf‘il. 7 %. 6 }i 6 '\. le r. 
7. 12,14. and Ter. 26. 6,] 

David now dwelling in his houfe of cedar, which he had built, and living in a full and 
perfect peace, imparted unto Nathan the Prophet, the purpofe he had of building a houfe 
tor God: but was anfwered from God, that thi was a work which fhould be done, not by 
him, bccadc he was a man of blood, and trained up wholy m warlike affaires, but by his 
ton Solomon a man of peace, which fhould be borne unto him, , 2 ^w.7.1,2,11,13. 1 Chr. 
17.and c. 22. 8,9,*0. and c. 24. 3, 6. and 2 Chron.6, $,9. 1 ‘Reg. 8.18, 19. | Now the 
time which palled from henceforward, till the birth of Solomon, was all taken up, and 
(pent in wars; wherein David fubdued the Phdiftincs, the Edomites, the Am.ilckites,thc 
Moabites, the Ammonites,and the Syrians,[2 Sam. 8.3.1 Chron. 18. ] and the boundsoi 
Ifracl ftrctched not only from Shicoi in Egypt to Hamath,[1 Chron. 13.5.3 hut even from 
ihcr.ce to the river Euphrates, and even to the borders of Syria Zabca,[a Sam. 9.3.] winch 
was the utmoft bound of all chat land, which had been formerly promifed to the feed of 
Abraham,C6V». 15. rS.wichDwMi.i^and/^. 14,4.3 and never poflefled by any 
of them, live only by David, and his fon Solomon, £i %gg. 4 - aI v J 4 * 2 C^ ron - 
9.28.] 

Ac this cmc Hadad-czcr,*/.Hadar-ezer(foi. "* and are with the Hebrewscafily taken 
one for the other) the foil of Rehob, was King of Syria. Zobea , and to him was joyned 
Rezonthe fon ofEliod with his forces out of Syria of Damafcus when lye was ready to 
fight againft David, not far from the river Euphrates. But David having firft routed 
Hadad-czersarmy, flew afterward,two and twenty thoufand ofthe Syrians of Damafcus, 
and put garrifons uppon all that counrrey: But when Rezon (aw that David prevailed, 
he fell off from Hadad-czer,and commanded, himfeif in chief, over fuch forces as he 
had newlvraifcd ; and marching with them to Damafcus, fee up there a kingdome ior 
himfeif, and his own pofterity, who, we find, afterward proved very bitter enemies to 
Solomon, And the reft of rhe Kings of ilrad, [ySam. 8.5, 6 , 1tffjr.11.23, 24, -5.3 of 
rh'S battel foughc by David near unto rhe river Euphrates, Nicolaus Damafccnus, in Jo- 
| fepkus, llib. 7. Antiq. c. 6. al. 5.) maketh mention, where he calleth this Rezon Adad ; 
j and addeth, that he left this name to defeend to his fucccffors to the tenth generation, as 
Ptolumv did.ro his in Egypt. . . . , Jr , 

J After Naaih Kang of the Ammonites, (ucceedcd Hanun his fon : who fowfy abuled Inch 
j mellcngen , as David out of kindnefl’c had fent to comforc him over the death of Ins 
! FjChC! * 
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Againft him therefore Joab, lent by David, wenc and overthrew a huge army ofthe 
Ammonites, and Syrians, whom the Ammonites had in pay: and fo returned with vi- 
ftory to Jerulalem, [» Sam, 10. 1 Chron. 193 
David parting over Jordan withhisarmy,madea vaft (laughter ofthe Syrians, led by 
Shobach, General of the army of Hadad-czcr, King of Syria Zobea: whereupon followed 
a peace between David and the petty Kings of Syria ; fo chat they durft no more feud aide 
to the Ammonites •• but ferved him, [a Sam, «o. 1 Chron. 19.] 

At the end of this year, what time kings ute to go forth to battle, Joab, going with the 
army againft the Ammonites, befieged Rabba, the head City of Ammon : whiles David 
took hiseafeat Jerufalem, 11.1.1 Chron, 20.1.] and there defiled, by adultery, 

Bathiheba the wife of Uriah rhe Hitrite,who was then in the army, and in confequence 
thereof,procured the husband to be flain by the hand of the Ammonites, [y Sam. 11.] 
When thechild fo gotten m adultery, was born, David being convinced bv Nathan 
the Prophec of his fault, repented him of his fin, and compofed the 51 Pfalm, for a memo¬ 
rial of it: yet the new born babe was taken away by death, [2 Sam. 1».] 

Bathfheba, being now his wife, bare David a fon, unto whom, a* to one who fhould 
prove a man of peace, God gave me name of Solomon, [ i Chron. 22.9.] and as to one belo¬ 
ved of God, the name of ]e£dta,\ji S am. u. 25.3 
Ammon, Davidscldeltfon,d^riowred his filter Thamar.[> Sam. 13.] 

Ammon,two years after that inceftious rape of his j was flain by the fetting on of his 
brother Abfolom at the time of fheep-fhearing, [ 2 13.23.] to wit, at the end of the 

fpring,at the fecond math of grade, which was wont to be mowed before come harveft,- 
a little after the middeft of the firft month : as Codomanus upon this place nocech, out of 
[Amos 7.1. compared with flf. 3.15. and fof. 4. 9. and Jof 5. ,0,11,12.j 

But Abfalom having done the deed, fled away to Gefhur in Syria ; where he continued 
3 y ass with king Tolmay his grandfather by the mothers fide, [ tSam.i$. 3 7,38. and 
* 5 . 8.1 

Abfalom, after three years exile, returned to Jerufalem • his father being then pacified 
towards h im by the fpecch of the woman of Tekoa, let on work by Joab, [y Sam. 13.38. 
and 14.1,23. ;6.] 

Abfalom,having fee Joabs barly on fire, a little before harveft this year (for the year fol¬ 
lowing was a fabbatical year, wherein there was no harveft in Judea) was by his meam 
admitted to his fathers prefence, whom he had not feen in two years after his return from 
exile,[2 Sam.14. 2 &» 3 °, ??.3 

This labattical year came between the burning of Joabs corn field, and the rebellion of 
Abfalom againft his iather •• in which this rebellion, having go.ten cha.iots, andTiorfcs, 
and a guard of ruffians about him, infinuated himfeit into the (avoir of the piople, and 
ftolc away their hearts from his father David, [ 2 Sam, 13. 1.3 

. Eourty years after the anointing of David by Samuel, Ablalom,following the advife of his 
chief counfclor Architophel, got himfeif into poffeflion of his fathers kingdome, between 
Eafter and Whitfontidc ; as Codomanus gathers out of Barzllaie his ftunifhing ol David 
(wlicn he fled) with new fruits, and parched corne,' 2 Sam. 17, 28 3 

Againft the prattifes of Abfalom, and Architophel, David compofed the 3, and 5 5 
Tf.times : Shimei alfo, of the Tribe of Benjamin, railed upon David, as Jic fled. \ySam. 

1*3 

And Architophel feeing his couhfel noc followed by Abfalom,went and hanged himfeif, 
[zSam.iqf^ 

Abfalom, having loft twenty thoufand men, fled, and a bough of a thick oakc, catching 
hold of his long haire, he there hung between heaven and earth, and was thrulf through 
and (lain by Joab,[2 Sam. r 8.] 

After the victory thus gotten, David, by the men of Judah, and one half of the people 
of Ifracl, was brought home again; and the llrael'tes muturng, bccaufe they had not hau 
a chief hand in that work, a new rebellion grew thereon : which yet was loon over, by 
throwing the head of Sheba the fon of Bicri, over the walls to Joab, by the inhabitants 
of Abcl,[» 5 >. 20.] 

The harv ft of this year failing, there began a famine, which aiflifted the land three 
ycar <,(or the bloud of the Gibionites, fhedby Saul and his family,[2 Sam. 21.1,3.3 
The famine {till continuing, the G beonites, in the beginning of barley harveft, hung 
up two fon, and five grand-children of Sauls: whole bodies, Rifpa, Sauls concubine, 
watched, and kept from being devoured by ravenous birds or beafts, till water dropped 
uponrhim Ircm heaven, £1 Sam. 21 .8,9,1 o.] 

David caufed the bone of Saul and Jonatnan his fon to be removed out of Jabefh Gile¬ 
ad, together witl* the bones ofthe (even that were hanged, and to be buried at Zelafin the 
fepuic lire of Kilh the father of Saul, [a 21.12,13,14.] 

Many bacteis were fought with the Philiftims and their Giants; in one whereof, David 
being now old, and tainting in the fight, was like to have been flaine by iflai- 
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benod a Gvant, and hardlieefcaped: and this was the laft fight that ever David was in, in 
perlon,C»$*w.»i-i £*»*». *>.] „ ,, ... ... 

David, what by the teftation of Satan, what through his own ambition, would needs 
have the number of his people to be takenjand thereby kindled the wrath ot God againft 
the Israelites: The number therefore throughout all the tribes, (except che tribes of Levi, 
and Benjamin,L» Chron. ai. 6. with chap. 27.24.] of all the men upwards of twenty years 
old, I 1 Chron. a7,23.] was taken. Which numbring, being finilhed in n ne moneths and 
twenty dayes, [2 Sam. 24.8.] the choice, of famine, lword or Peltilence, was put unto him 
by Gad the prophet, [2 Sam. 2.48.] which famine was to be of three years con¬ 
tinuance, to wit, one after another then immediatly following , as [ 1 Chron. 21.1a.] 
or of feven years, as £ 1 Sam - M- »3» ] «o wit, counting the three years or 
famine preceding, and this prefent fabbaucal year, (which having no lowing, cannot 
repair the loile* of the former years) for a fourth, as ir it had been laid. Three years of 
famine, for the daughter of the Gibeonites, are allready part: after which there was a 
harveft indeed; but for want of feed, a very poor one, and no wayes able to fupply the 
want of the two years following, which the intervening of the fabbacical year muft 
needs draw with it; fo thac the famine muft needs continue (till upon the land, efpeci- 
ally upon the poorer fort therein, and now to thefe by-paft yearsof famine, God propofeth 
unto thee three years more of famine, to chufe, if thou wilt. And the way or reafon 
of reconciling thefe two differing places, hath efpccially moved me in this paflage, to 
refer this hiftory of Davids numbering the people, unto this Sabbathical year. 

Now of the three,David chofe the plague; whereof there dyed in one day feventy thou¬ 
fand men s and when the Angel was about to deftroy Jerusalem, God of his mercy bade 
him hold his hand; and withall, commanded David to offer whole burnt offerings, and 
peace-offerings in the thrclliing-floor of Araunah or Oman the Jebuhte, [2^.24. 

& * * DaTicf forc-feeing, that the houte of God fhould be built in that threlhing-floorc 
of Araunah,[ 1 Chron. 22.1. mth 2 Chron. 3. i.l began prelently to prepare materials 
ntceflary' tor fo great a work, exhorting his Sonne Solomon, and all the Heads ot 
I frael, to fall in hand with all their might, and to go thorough with it, [_ 1 Chron. 22.1, ^ 

2 ’ Hcalioiaktjg the number of the Levires firft from thirty, then from twenty years old 
and 1 pwards, divided them into many rani s, and appointed to every of .them their feve- 
ral offices and eftablifhed a fet forme, both ot cccleluftical, and alfo of civil government, 
in the fortieth year of his reign, [1 Chron^\. 2,27.^14,15,26,31.] to w it, uuhe begin¬ 
ning thereof, Ci.e.) one year and an half before h s death. 

Rchoboam was born unto Solomon by Naaman,anAmmoniti(h woman; as being 4 ° 
oneycarsold,when he began to reign,[i^.i 4 .^,‘ 1213.! for though Solomon 

called himtelt a little childe,[i Reg. 5.7-]»nd David his father laid, he was ach.ttyomg ar ,d 
tender ft Chron. 7 z.<.a»d2?. 1. yet in another place, he termeth him a man ot wildom, 
i 1 Rev. 7 9 land this,before thac great mealure of knowledge and underftandmg was 
caff tion him over and above by God : which three things; tender years, a fon born,and 
perfeft wildom, no man may wonder to find attributed to Solomon, at eighteen yeais of 
age, when he fee* the very fame to be (poken afterward of King Jofiah» at his age of lix- 
teen 1 2 Chron 34. 1, 2, with chap. 36,5,] _ 3 

6 ‘ David being now feventy years of age, and broken with continual cares and wars, 
was grown fo weak and feeble, that applying of warm cloaths, would hardly keep any 
heat in him: And therefore was there fought out Abifhag, a young maiden, a Shunamite, 

to keep him warm: and Adonias, feeing his father thus declining, by the counlade aiid 

adviceof loab,and Abiathar, the H'gh Prieft madchimfelfKing, * whereof,when Da¬ 
vid was advertized by Bathfheba, and Nathan, he prelently canted his fon Solomon to 
be anointed King by Zadock the Prieft, and Nathan the Prophet, and Bcnajah, the fon 
of Tehojada, in Gihon; which fo foon as Adonias heard, he prelently fled, and took fan* 
ftuary; and laying there hold on the horns of the altar, was pardoned by the grate and 

^'Dav?d affcmbling all the Governou"rs, Captains and Commanders of Ifrael, together 
with his Ions and fervants, exhorted them all to the fear and worfhipof God, and mfpe- 
cial Solomon his fon to go in hand with the building of the temple: giving him in wu- 
tin^the platform, or model, according to which it was to be contrived and beilr, and 
confilnin« into his hands gold and fitver, by weight, for the making every vcfld and 
impkment for the life of the Temple [1 Chron.. *8.] after which, what by his example, 
St by his exhortation ,he prevailed lo tar, that every man, caft 111gold and hlvci , and 
b ailc and iron, and ftoms,all in great abundance towards the building of Gods houfe. 
And 1 rhen,tfaanks firft rendrcd unto God,the next day after,they offered a thoufand young 
bullocks a thoufand rams,- and a thoufand lambs, with the meat-offerings thereunto be- 
and tor a conduiion, made Solomon King the fecond time anointing him for 
then Sovereign King, and Zadock, for the High Pneft, [i Chron. a?. 1 , 2 3.] 

1 ------—-- 
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David having given inftrtfftions to his fon Solomon; dcpatccth this lifc,[i Reg, 2.1,10.] 
after he had reigned in Hebron feven years fix moneths, and 33 years in Jerufaiem, over 
all Ifrael, [2 Saw. 5. 5 .] of: which the fourty years, which the Scriptures attribute to his 
reign, we muft take for the terme which he reigned, before he made Solomon king in 
h sroome; and thac he furvived fix moneths after.-fo that the years of Solomons reign, 
mentioned in the fcripture»are to be reckoned from the firft moneth, a full half year,before 
the deceafe of David. 

Adonias,by the means,and intercelfion of Bathfheba,fueth to Solomon; to give him 
Abilhag the Shunam'tc to wife, and was therefore as one afpiringto the kingdom, put 
to death. Abiachcr of the race of Eii, was put from the High Priefthood; and Zadock put 
in his room, who was defeended from Phii icas: as it was foretold by God, (hould come to 
paff:,[ 1 Sam. 2.33,3 5 .] and fo the High Priefthood reverted from the family of Ichamar 
to che family of Eleazar,and there continued; Joan for fear fled to the Tabernacle,where, 
having hold on the homes of the taltar, he was ffain by Bcnajah the fon of Jehojada, who 
was forthwith made captain of the hoft, in his room by the king. But Shimei, who had 
heretofore railed upon David, wa; confined onely to his houfe, yet with this condition, 
that if at any time, he palled over the brook Kedron, he fhould die the death, [1 Reg. 2.] 

Hadadthe Edomite, hearing that Joab wasdead, returned out of Egypt into his own 
country. Him God afterward, when Solomon began to follow after vanities,raffed up an 
enemy unto him, [1 Reg." 11 . 1 4 , 2 *-] 

Pharaoh King of Egypr, gave his daughter in marriage to Solomon, and gave her Ge- 
zer, a city fometime belonging to the tribe of Ephraim, iJof.ii.zt,"] but which he had 
taken from the Cananites, putting all the inhabitants to tne lword, [1 Reg. 9.16.] and 
Solomon brought her into Sion, the palace of David, [ 2 Reg. 3. i, 2. 2 Chron. 

it] 

Salomon offered a thoufand whole burnt-offerings at Gibcon, where the Tabernacle 
then was, where, when God appearing to him iii his llecp, and bad him chofe and ask 
what he would,and it fhould be given turn; hechofe, and asked wifdom to be given him •• 
God therefore gave him wifdom from above; catting inail other gilts over and above: 
And of his wifdom, thcfii ft experiment wa^ madin deciding the conttoveriie between 
the two women about the ch ld,and that firft gave him an opinion and reverence with the 
people,[ 1 Reg. 3.] 

Solomon being vifitcd by meffengers tent from Hyram, King of Tyre, defired further 
of him, to help him with timber, toward the building or che 1 emple: which Hyram,up- 
011 certain conditions, and conlideration of paying tor ir, promifed to doc, and did ir, 
Solomon finding the work-men, over Whom he had let pay-mafters, and other officers to 
put on the work. 
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I N the year 480, from the coming of the children of Ifrael out of Egypt, in the fourth 
year of the reign olKing Solomon, on the fecond day of che fecond moneth,''which 
was then called Ziu (of our May 2 1. being mmdaj) the inundation of the temple was 
laid, i 1 Reg, 6.1,37.2 C hr0M * ?• 2 •] 

Shim.i,three years after he was commanded to keep him at Jerufaiem, and not 
to go over the brook Kidron ; returning from Gath, from whence he had ietcht 
back two run-away fervants of his, was put to death by Solomons command, [ 1 Reg. 
2.39.] 

In the eleventh year of Solomons reign, in the eighth moneth, which was called But. 
the building ot the temple was finilhed with all things belonging thereunto : having been 
feven years and an half in working, [i Reg. 6. 3 8.] but the dedication of it was put off till 
the next year by (calon ol the Jubile.

ed a fet prayer unto God,and afterward biefling the people^ he offered twenty two thou¬ 
fand oxen, and 120 thoufand fheep; and fo having celebrated the feaft of the dedication, 
of the Altar feven dayes, (and the feaft or Tabernacles ocher feven dayes, and the celeori- 
ty of the eighth day of Tabernacles bring finilhed, at laft, upon the three and twenty day 
of the feveuth month, the people were difmifled every man to his home, 1 1 Reg. 8.1,2,

the Lord with their own fins ; 
wherein they offended beyond all 
that ever their forefathers had 
done. For they made alfo to them- 
Iclves High-places,and Images,and 
Groves, upon every high hill, and 
under every green tree, doing 
according to ail the abominations 
of the Gentiles,which the Lord had 
therefore caft out before them.

2 C^ ron - 1 1.14, 1 5* and chap. 13.9-J 
whereupon the Priefts and Levites, 
leaving their poffclTions which they 
formerly had in thofe parts; retired 
into Jury, and were lolloWed thi¬ 
ther, by all fuch out of every Tribe, 
as let their minds upon the true 
wofthip of God; and came to Je- 
rufalem,theretodo worfhip and to 
facrifice to the God of their lore-fa¬ 
thers, [ 2 Chron. 11.13,14,16, 
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of his kingdom fo well begun, remo¬

Jehoram being thus afflicted with 
fickuclle, made his foil Ahazia, his 
Vice-roy,in the it year of Jorum 
the (on of Achab, a Reg . 9. 29.] 

j ehoram his bowels breaking out, 
dud a milerabledeath, and was bu¬ 
ried in the city of David, but with¬ 
out all pompe, and not among the 
kings y^fhron. 25. 19, 2o.J After 
whomlucceeded his Ion Achazia, 
in the 12 year of Ioram the Ion ot - 
Achab, and reigned one year in Ic- 
mfalem; and he alto .following the 
train of a wicked mother, Athalia, 
and of the houfe of Achab, fee up, 
and maintained the worlhipot Baal, 
L2 Reg.

Achazia returning from the bat¬ 
tle at Ramoth Gilead, againft Ha- 
zacl,alter a while, went to Iezrael,to 
fee Iehoram the king of Ifrael,lying 
Tick of the wounds, which he had 
taken, where Ichu finding many of 
his blood,which there attended him, 
andfundry princes of ]uda,heflcw 
them alfo: and then fearching for 
Achazia himfelf, who had gotten 
a way 


Iehoram king of Ifrael, and A- 
chazia King of luda,went out joynt- 
ly with their armies to Ramoth Gi¬ 
lead, againft Hazae], who had new¬ 
ly fuccedcd Benadad, in the king¬ 
dom of Syria, as Eliteus the prophet 
had forecold him.

8 c is the fame, 
whomJul.Ahican.caileth Acracar- 
net : Eulcbius, Ocea^apes : Stepha- 
nus Byzantium, Cindaraxes : Stra¬ 
bo, Arrianus, and S\\\&2.%,Anacynda- 
raxes: and by other, (as we find in 
Atheneu c ,/'£.2.Deipnofoph.) Ana- 
baxares, and moreover, confiBe¬

In the third year of the fiege of 3966. 74 &* 
Ninive. the river overflowing with 
continual raines,came up into a part 
of th ecity, and foundering the wall 
thereof ao furlongs in length, bare 
it down; which Sardanapalus percei¬ 
ving, caufed a huge pile of wood 
to be made in his palace court, let it 
on fire, and therein confumed him¬ 
felf with his concubins and eunuchs, 
and all his riches, and the palace it 
felftoafhes. 

The confpirators entering, by 
the breach which the water had 
madc,took the city,and proclaimed 
Arbaces for their king, Hod. l;b 2 
And Athena, lib. 12. out of Ctcfias.Ana 
fo the kingdom of the Affyrians 
came todcftru&ion, when from the 
beginning of Ninus his reign, they 
had held all the upper Afia 520 
years, as Herod, in his firft bookie : 95.

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Mcles in Lydia reigned 1 2 years, 
[ Euftb. Chron . ] of whom more is to 
be feen in Herod, lib. z. cap. 84.

And tor a tign ot his deliverance 
(when the incredulous King, being 
bidden to ask what hgn he would, 
would ask none) God made him a 
promifc ot a V irgin,that Ihould bear 
Immanuel ; who both m regard ot 
h is perfon,fhould be 8 i*» 8 fuw 9 - ,God 
and man: Ged with us, or dwelling 
in our flcfii ; and alto in regard of 
his office, whereby,as the onely Mc- 
diatour ot God and man, [ 

5.1 he Ihoold bring to pafle,that 
God Ihould be with tu> [ Efaj 8. 10. ] 
gracious and propitious to us, and a 
very prefent help in trouble, [ EfiE

which advertilement was moft be¬ 
fitting the bufinefle then in hand, 
both m regard that all promifes ot 
God in Chrift, are Tea and Amen , 

[ 2 Corin. 1. 2 o.]tobetulfiled gene¬ 
rally in him, and for him : andbe- 
fidcs, for that, the land of Judea,by 
a tpec al priviledge, was to be the 
land of this Immanuel,[ Eft*! 88. ] 

wherein, as pertaining to the flew, 
he was to be born, not onely of the 
Jews,butalfo of the very houfe ot 
Dav ; d; andthar, according to the 
foretell ng of Jacob, [<?«*. 49 . *°J 
before the Scepter Ihould depart 
from Juda,( h) before Judcafhould 
wholly leave off to be a Common- 
Wealth, ruled by a Kingly govern¬ 
ment ; and therefore at that time, 
the deftru&ion or abolithment ot 
the houfe of David, or nation ot the 
Jew , was not to be feared ; Which 
mifery uxty five years after, bended 
the nation ot the Ephraimites, as 
had been foretold thcm,by the Pro¬ 
phet Efay, £ chap. 7 .8.1 

As for the utter and final deftru- 
aion of thofe Kings who had then 
banded themlelves againft him, the 
Prophet was commanded to fore- 
ihew it, by bringing forth Shear 
Jathub his fon: and to tell him (af¬ 
ter he had declared that great My- 
ftery or Oracle of a Godfearing 
V rpin, by the motion of his finger, 
or feme other geflure) that butter 
and honey he fhould eat, and be 
nourifhcd thereby, until he came to 
fuchanagc, as to know the good 
from the evil; for that before that 
time, both thofe Kings fhould be 
deftroyed each out of his own land, 
IE fay 7. 3 ? i 5, l6 -3 And whereas 
it tell out at the fame time, thac 
Efay his wife, a Prophetefft, bare 
him another fon: by Gods appoint¬ 
ment, his name was called Mabtr- 
jhalal-hafh.ba^ importing, that the 
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Affyriatt fhould mal^e haftc, and take a ■ 
way the fpoile: and mould plunder 
both Syrians and Israelites, before 
the child fhould be able plainly to 
pronounce, My fat her, or My mother. 
And fo the Ions of the Prophet* 
were made to ferve for figns and 
documents from God to the Ifrael- 
ites, L €f*y 8.3,4,18. ] After thefe 
p rophe) ics-uttc red, Rezin and Pcka, 
joyntlycameup to befiege Jcrufa- 
lem, wherein Achaz then Was: but 
could not rake it,as was told before¬ 
hand that they Ihould not, [Efaj 7. 

16.5. ] But this wicked 
Achaz, was no fooner delivered 
out of this imminent danger, but 
he forfook God his Deliverer: For 
he forthwith walked in the wayes of 
the Kings of Ifrael, and fet up the 
Idolatrous wotfhipof Baal; offered 
incenfe in the valley of Ben-Hinnon , 
and made his own fon to paffe tho¬ 
rough the fire, and offered facrifice 
in the High places, and upon the 
Hills, and under every green tree, 
[ a Chron. 28, a, 3, 4. a Reg. * 6 . 
3 , 4 *] 

So when Achaz forfook God, 
God alfo forfook him: wherefore 
Rezin and Peka, dividing their for¬ 
ce* , overcame him, which both 
joyned togccher, they could not do. 
For God gave him over both into 
the hands of ihc Syrians, who, ha- 
vingfmitten him, carried away a 
great multitude ot his people cap¬ 
tive to Damafcus and alfo into the 
hands of the King of Ifrael, who 
made a great (laughter of his peo¬ 
ple,! 2 Chron. 28. 5.] 

Ac the lame time, Rezin fubdued 
Elath, which King Azams, or llz- 
zias had recovered to Juda, and 
bu It it anew,and placed his Syrians 
therein to dwell, C 3 Eeg.

Moreover the Edomites invaded 
Juda, and carried irom thence ma¬ 
ny C aptves.

Againft the Tynans, Salmanafar kingof 
AftVria marching with his army, invaded all Phemcia: yet (hortly after, making a peace 
with them,he returned home again: and not long after, Sidon and Ace galled afterward 
Ptolomais) and Poletyrusor old Tyrus, with lundry ocher Cities, fell off uom the Tyn¬ 
ans to the Artyrians-, and when the Tyrians only now ftood out againft him, he return¬ 
ed a fecond time : in Which attion, the Phcnicians furmlhcd him, with fixty fhips, and 
eight hundred Mariners: whom the Tyrians fet upon with twelve fhips only^nd routed 
all that Navie, and took five hundred prifoners of them : whereby they got no fmall re¬ 
putation at fea: Buc Salmanafar returning to befiege it, fee guards upon the river, a nd 
conduits, which ferved the City, and cut them off: wh ch hindered them from watering: 
which coutfe being held againft them five year together, forced them at laft to digg wells 
within t heir Cicic walls, and to live of that. This is delivered by Menander of Ephefus, 
in his Chronicles, tranflated into Greek, out of the Tynan Annals, cited by Iofeph 9. 
Anna. cap. ult. where for Elulcus, Rufinus, an ancient Latine interpreter, callcch him 
A Am ■ and thcncc Scaliget taketh occafion to call him ; from whom yet I dil- 
fent in this.that he here faith that the Cyprians were by Menander called Knteans: 
whereas he bv the name ot Gitceans,underftood in deed the inhabitants of Gitta,or Gath 
kno wen well enough by that name in the holy Scr iptures,J [ 2 Sam. j 5. 18. and c.% 1.19.] 
compared with [1 i’ am,\ 7.4.] who were alio fubdued to Juda, by Efoch^in the very 
time of this Elulcus or El!feus,as may be gathered out of Jofephus: who faith that Efe- 
chia made war upon the Philiftines, and having vanquifhed them, joyned all their Cities 
and Councric, from Gath, to Gaza, to the kingdom of Juda: 9. A’lttq. cLififaveone. as 
alfo, it ih dear out of £ 2 Reg.

Blit as concerning the retrogradation of the Sun, mentioned in, [Efat 38. \*»*Ee- 
cleftaff-ic 48 8 .1 as when the Sun [food ftill at the prayer ot J olhua, the Moon alio flood 
ftill at the fame time, CM- »<>. ia, 13.] fo here alfo, it is manifeft, that with the Sun, 
the Moon alfo,and all theframe ot heaven was retrograde and went backward, and that 
there was as much fubftrafted from the night, as there was added to the day. For albe¬ 
it, that there was a miraculous alteration in the parts of rhe civil day, yet that by the di¬ 
vine providence, things were therein fo ordered, that no hurt or hinderance did there by 

accrue to the coullant and ever felf-like motion and harmony of the heavenly bodies, is 
evident by thofe threclunary Edipfisjofwhichl fpake before,out of Ptolomic: the ac¬ 
count whereof being caft up from thefe our times backward, yeild the fame refult of the 
times, as was formerly obferved by the Chaldeans,and in che fame manner, as it no fuch , 

retrogradation or going back of the Sun had ever been. 

Now in the beginning of the 15 year of Ezcchia's reign, renewed, as it were, together 
with his life, Merodach, or Berodach Baladan, the fonBaladan, the King of Babylon, 
fent meflcngers with Prefcncs co him, to inform chemfelves of that prodigious and mira¬ 
culous retrogradation of the Sun, which wasnude in the World. To whom when Ezc- 
chia out of pride and vain oftentation, hadfhewed al his Treafure and Pomp of riches; 
God prefently foretold him ofthe captivity of Babylon, wnuch was to enfure, in thefe 
words Behold the day’s come, that all that is in thine houfe, andthat which thy fathers have 
laid up in [tore until this day,(hall he carried away into Babylon-, nothing (ball h left, faith the 
Lord : adding furthercoucerning his tons,when as he had yet none born, that they Ihould

Sennacherib, returning out ot Egypt mro Paleftine, befiegedLachifl, and all his pow¬ 
er With him, Chron. 32. 9.] Ezekias Cent unto him to Lachith, to buy hi-peace, and 
agreed with him for it, at a certain price; wherefore draining all his own treasure,where¬ 
of he had formerly been fo proud; as alto the treafury of the temple, he paid him 300 ta¬ 
lents ot filver, and 30 talents of gold; but he having received the money* flood notto-his 
word,but Cent Tartan,who had now taken <; Azotus, and Rabfan s, and Rabfleca with a 
"reacarmy,fromEachiilr to Jerufalcm,^ 1 Reg.ift.ift, 1 7*3 , .. , 

Thcfe coming to Jerutalcm,flood at tne cundit,of theupper pool, upon the high-way 
of thcfullersheld,and when they called out: to (peak with the king Eliakim, the foil of 
Hilkia; which was over the houflold? and Shebna the fcribe, and Joach the fon of A- 
laph, the Recorder, went fourth unto them.

Scnnacharib therefore hearing a report of Tirhaka his approach, being ready o re¬ 
move to Libna, fent hi« minatory and rayling letters unto Ezekia? (peaking therein 
of the God of lfrael, as of the gods of the nations, the work of mens hands, which 
Ezekias opening and fpreading before the Lord in his Temple, wn 1 h1 many tears pow- 
red forth, craved aide and deliverance from God, againft the Aflyriaiis, and recei¬ 
ved an anfwer from God by Ifaias the prophet, that Gcd would defend that city, 
and that the king of Aflyria (hould not (o much as ccmc bcicre it, but (hculd re¬ 
turn by the way he came, [Efaj 37. 9 , 35 . 2 Reg.'9. 9 • 2 Chon. 3 a n 17,

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In the firft chap, of the book of Tobia, there are thefe things found which belong to 
this ftory; That Sennacharib, when he came fleeing out of Judea, for the very hatred 
which he bare to the Ifraelites", flew many of the J ewes, and that Tobit, or Tobia the 
elder, ftole away the dead bodies, and beftowed burial on them; and that being thereof 
accufed to the King of Ninive, he was fainc to get him gone from thence, and to hide his 
head dfewherefor a certain time: and that he wasplundrcd and fpoiled of all his goods, 
having naught lefc him to truft unto, fave onely Anne his wife, and Tobias his fon. That 
after 45 dayes, or as the Greek copy hath it,before 5 5 dayes, Sennacharib was murder¬ 
ed by his fons; and that they fleeing away into the mountains of Ararat, Efarchaddon 
his fon reigned in his ftead, being wrong named in fundry copies; in fome Achirdon, in 
fome Sarchedon ; and that the new King fet Achiacarus, the fon of Hananeel Tobits 
brother,over all his fathers accounts and His own : infomuch, that he was not onely his 
Steward and keeper of his accounts; but was alfo cup-bearer, and privy feal unto him, 
and was the fecond man after the King. 

Ezekias had his fonManalles, by Hephziba, after the prolonging of his life 3 years, 
and 12 before his death. 

When the Medes had hitherto now lived without a K : ng, and Dejoces would not at¬ 
tend the judging of their caufesand controversies any longer, and thereupon enfued no¬ 
thing but {pollings and robberies in all places; the people finding the inconveniences of 
an Anarchie, or want ofa King, whereof the leaft was nor, that the Aflyrian taking 
hold of this occafion, had polfelled himlelf of many cities and places in Media; as I no- 
red before upon the year of the World, 3283. they fubmicted all with one accord to 
Dejoces, 150. years before Cyrus began his reign: as Herodotus in his firft book aver- 
rcch; whom.giving off Ctefias in this point, both D onylius, Hahcarnafleus, and Appia- 
nus Alexandrinus, in the beginning of his Roman H Rories, do follow. Though Dio¬ 
dorus Siculus, m his fecondbookj. whether thorough failler ot memory, or falfe copying, 
hath here put Cyaxaris for Dejoces; who is fa ; d to have been elected King over the 
Medes, about the fecondyearofthe 1 7 olympiads, according to Herodotus : For fubduftiug 
150. years from the beginning of Cyrus his reign, which a’’ he fuppjfes, falls in with the 
beginning of the 5 5 olympiadc, and confequcntly with the midft of the year? 4154*of • 
the Julian Period : it followcs that the 1 year of Dejoces the firft King of the Medes 
muft be placed upon the 3 year of the 17 olympiade, and the middle of the 4004. year 
of the Julian Period; allowing the later end of the fecondyearofthe fame olympiade, 
to have been taken up and (pent in the cranfaftion of the bufinefle it felf, and election 
made of the new King; which firft Epochaor point of the beginning of this new king- ' 
dom of the Medes to have been moft rightly alligned and fet down by Herodotus the 
precile times of every Kings reign, compared wich the Eel pfe of the Sun, which betel in 
the reign of Cyaxarcs, here underneath, in the year ol the VV orld, 3 403. to be fpoken of, 

W Thefifieent I if J ubilie, which was the middle-moft of all the reft, and the moft joyfully 
kept, next to that of Solomons at the dedication of the Temple; both for thefrclh me¬ 
mory ot lo great a deliverace, and alfo for the great profper icy of the place enfuing there¬ 
upon : So that many brought offerings apd gifts to the Lord at Jerufalem ; and rich 
prefents to the King himfelt; for he was magnified after this among all nations, and pro-

And God himfeif did fo rule, and govern the people it felf of J uda, after fuch their de¬ 
livery, that ( according to his 0W11 promife made ) they too{ root downward, and brought 
fruit upward, [2 Chron. 32. 22. Efai.^y ’. 31,32.] Moreover the confiderarion of the Ju- 
bilic is neceffary for the underftandmg ofthat lign of Gods mercy given the year before 
unto Ezekia: Ton (hall eat, -faith God, thisyear,that which groweth of it felf, and the fecond 
year, that which fpnngeth of the fame ; and in the third] tar,fow ye, and reape ye, and plant vine- 
yards, and eat of the fruit thereof, Efai. 37.30. 2 %jg. 19.29.'] for becaule the laft years 
harveit was either gathered by the enemy which roved all the country over, (according 
toGodsthreatning,Xffvit. 17.16. Dcut. 28.33. Jerem. 5.17.) or by them fpoiled and 
troden underfoot; neceffary ic was for the people to live that year upon that which grew 
of it felf: and this year by reafon of the J ubilie, it was not lawful either to fow or reape, 
which otherwife, no fabbatical year intervening,might well have been done s feeing the 
Affyr ian Army being deftroyed by the Angel, there was nothing to hinder them. But 
the year following, when there was neither enemy to fright them, nor fabbatical year to 
withhold them,they might tall fccurely to their husbandry as at other times.

for their luft and pleasures fake. But Scaliger in his Canon. If agog. underftands it,thatthere 
thould be there lb great a drouth, that their river Nile, in the lummer feafon, mould not 
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rife nor flow, nor water Egypt as it ufed to do; and refers this prophetic to the former 
times of Soil or S abb aeon. 

The race of the babylonilh Kings failing after thofe 8 years vacancy, Efarchaddon 
the King of Aflyria, reduced them under their former voke of his obedience, and held 
that kingdom 13 years : as we learn out of Pcolomei<?, (fan. Reg, F or that this Ailaradi- 
nus is the fame with our Efarchaddon, appears, not onely by the vicinity and likenefle of 
the name, but alfo by the content of holy Scripture, which intimates co us, that he was 
King both of Aflyria and Babylon ac the fame time; as we thall tee anon, in the year of 
the World 3327. 

. Ardys the ton of Gvges, reigned in Lydia the fpace of 49 years: he took Pryene by 
force,and invaded Miletus, [ffrr0.fi/16.1. cap, 15,] 

, In Sicily, the City Gela was built, and Phafelis in Pamphilia by two brothers. Anti- 
phemus and Lacius, [Eufeb. Chron,] who confulting the Oracle at Delphos concerning a 
place to plant in; were anfwered, that the one thould faile weft ward, and the other eaft- 
ward, as Stephann^Byzantinus m the word gela, reports, out of Ariftenetus his firft 
Commentary of Phafelis. And Heropy thus in his book of the Borders of the Colopho¬ 
nians, treatingof the building of Phafelis,faith that Lacius, who tranfported a colony 
thither, gave unto one Cylabra, a thepherd,whom he met driving his flock to feed, the 
price of the ground whereon he built his city, in certain poudred provitions, which he re¬ 
quired. But Philoftephanm in his book entitled. Of the Cities of tAfia, delivereth more 
fully, that Lacius,a man of Argos, one of them which went with Mopfus (the founder of 
the city Colophos) and whom fomecall Lindius, brother to Antiphemus the builder of 
Gela (which Lind ius,is alfo faid to have been of Rhodes by Herodotus lib. 7. and by Thuci- 
dideslib. 6 .) and that being fent by Mopfus with certain other men, by the Oracle and 
bidding of Mantus, Mopfus his mother,for that the poopcs of his Ships were in a tempeft 
fplit about the Chelidonian Ifles, he could not arrive till late at night: and that there he 
bought the plat of ground whereon he built his city, as Mantus had foretold, giving cer¬ 
tain fait meats for it unto Cylabra the owner of it, fuch as ouc of all their thip-provifions 
he moftdetired. [a Athene Deivnofoph.hb ,7, J 

This year alfo was fulfilled tne prophefie fpoken by the mou:h of the Prophet Efaiah, 
[ chap. 7. 8, ] in the beginning ofthe reign of Achaz, within fixty and five years Ephraim 
fhall he broken tn pieces, fo that it fhall be no more a people. For although the greateft part of 
them were carried away by Salmanafar 44 years before, and the kingdom utterly abo- 
lithcd, yet among them which Were left, there was fomc (he w of a government. But 
now they left eft to be anymore a people, by reafon ofthe great multitudeof torreigners which 
came to dwell there j in comparifon of whom, the fmall remainder of the Ephraimites 
were counred as nothing; for, that they were not utterly excinft in their own country 
appears,out of the ftory of Jolias, [ 2 Chron. 34. 6, 7, 3 3. and chap. 35, 1S. with 2 Reg. 23. 
19 , 2 o.] But there were ever nowaud anon,new colonics or companies fent out of Ba¬ 
bel, Cuch, Hava, and Sepharuaim ; which poflefltng Samaria byway of inheritance, 
dwelt inall the cities thereunto belonging, [ 2 17.24.] And that this was fo done 

by Ef archaddon King of Aflyria ( who was alfo called, Afnapper the Great, and magnifi. 
cent) \s cafe to be unJerftood by the confefiion of the Cuchites, mentioned, [E~ra

At which time alfo, as it Ihould feem,and in the fame expedition,whereby thefe things 
were done in the land of Ifrael; fome of the chief Commanders of the Affyrian Army, 
made an inrode into Judea, and there took Manafles the King, as he lay hid in a thicker, 
and binding him with chains of brafle,carried him away captive into Babylon, [2 fhron. 
33.11.] which ealamiev to falling upon Judea, foms think to have been foretold, by the 
Prophet Ifaiah, where ne faith, within fixty five years Ephraim fhaS be fo broken in pieces, 
that it Ihall be no more a people. And the head of Ephraim is Samaria , and the head of Samaria, 
is theJon of Remaliab : And if you will not believe, you fhall not be eftablifhedt [ chap. 7.9.] 

(i.) as jacobus Capellus hath noted i» his Chron. you your telves alfo fhall be broken in 
pieces. Where he addeth further, that the Jews alfo in Seder Olam Rabba, and the Tal- 
mudifts, cited by Rabbi Kimchi, upon, £ chap. 4. £x,ekiel] do deliver, That Manafles 23 
of his reign, was carried away captive into Babylon ; and that he repented him of his 
fin 3 3 years before his death: after which the Scripture witnefleth, that God again re- 
ftored him to his liberty and kingdom, [ 2 Chron. 33,12,13. J For that hiscaptivity 
lafted not long; may be gathered by this, that taking no notice thereof, it is recorded 
that he reigned 55 years in Jerufalem, [ 2 Reg. 21.1. 2 Chron. 33.1.] 

The new inhabitants of Samaria,when as,at their firft coming thither, they ferved not 
the God of Ifrael, were troubled with Lions: whereof when the King of Aflyria was 
enformed, he took order that one ofthe Pr lefts, Which were brought from thence in the 
captivity thould be remanded thither ; and he coming thither, made hisrefidence at 
Bethelj and there taught them how to worlhip God indeed : but all after the manner of 
Jeroboams appointment. But when together with the Calf which they found there, 
they worlhipped alfo their old idols, they are laid to have feared God, and not to have

But afterward, as 
forgetting himfelf, tells us, that he fought this batcaileagainft Arphaxad , in the 
feventeenth year : and that having gotten the better of itinthisfight,hefpoiled all them 
of Ecbatamand that having taken Arphaxad in the hill countries of Ragan,he thruft him 
through with his own darts, and at length, having done all his bulinefle, as his heart 
could wifti> he returned to Ninive, and therewith all his army kept a feaft,and banqueted 
himfelfandthem,bythefpaceofi2o dayes; where it is to be noted, that Dejoces his 
death, according to Herodotus, fell in with thr is year of Saofduchinmrwhich is a great 
argument, that Saofduchinus and Dejoccs, are none other, than they who in the book of 
Judith are called by the names of Nabuchadonotor and ArphaxacL For the opinion of 
Fr. Junius hath no ground at all for ir, whiles, feeking to reconcile the fucceflion of the 
kings of Media, which is nothing but a meere device and forgerie of Ctcfias a very fabler, 
and of afuppofed Metafthenes, with Herodotus, who is entitled the father of hi flows , he 
will needs divide Media into two parts, giving one of them to Dejoccs,who is here called 
Arioch, as is noted in [ Judith , 1,6. and in J<rr.49.H.d and aligning the other to Artecar - 
mms (whom Ctefias calleth Articam, and who is here called Arphaxad) who, as he 
faith, e ftablifhed the feat of his kingdom at Ecbatan, to the end, that having fo ftronga 
place to truft to, he might the better withftand both Dejoces, and all other enemies chat 
fliould aflault him: whereas, if any fuch divifion had been made of Media ( as never a- 
nv was) both the name of Arphaxad and die kingdom of Ecbatan, fh juld have been gi¬ 
ven, not to Arioch, nor to Articarmes, but to Dejoces: for that Arphaxad was the foun¬ 
der of Ecbatan, the book of Judith hath it; and that Dejoces was, Herodotus and others 
affirmc, but that Arioch or Arcecarmes built it, no man ever wrote. 

After Dejoces, Phraortes his fon fucceeded; and reigned w years: Herodotus fib, i.c. 

Nabuchadonofor, or Saofduchinus king of the Affyrians,thc next year after the over¬ 
throw of Arphaxad or Dejoces (who in Judith a.i. according co the Chaldee copie,is faid 
to be the 1 3 king of Ecbatan but in the Greek, the 18) upon the n day of the firft month, 
entered into a deliberation how to fubdue Nations and Countries to his dominion > ma¬ 
king Holophcrnes General of all his armicsjwho when he came before Bcthulia, al. Beth- 
Hoglam, a City of Judea, and had clofed it up with a fiege, had there his head taken off 
by Judith a woman of the tribe of Simeon ; vvhoaftcrthe death of her husband Manaf¬ 
fes, which dyed in the time of barly harveft, had fpent 3, or, as the Greek copy hath it, 
4yeats in widowhood in that City, \Judith 1.8,13.3 ^ 

' Ifthcmus and Boryfthenes were this year built in the Country of Pontus, fo was Lam- 

pfacusm Hcllefpont, and Abdera in Thrace, Eufeb.Chron. to wit, Boryfthenes by the 
Milefians of Ionia, Lampfacus by the Phoceans, Abdcra by the Citizens ot Ciazonrne ; 
Solimts c, 1 o. tells us that Abdera was firft built by Diomedcs his fiftcr: and that after¬ 
ward falling to decay it was new built and enlarged by the Clazomenians, in the 5 i O- 
lvmpiade, which ended the laft year before this. The conductor of which Colony, was 
Timcflns a Citezen of Clazomene, as we have it in Herodotus, lib, 1. c.

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fallen tick, and lay long of ir, at length,he tent co confulc the Oracle at Delphos,and had 
anfwer made him by the prophetefle there, that untill he had repaired the Temple, 
which his men had burnt, he Ihould ge t no anfwer there. Thrafibulus, underftanding 
What anfwer Was made at the Oracle,by Periander che fon of Cyphelus,tyrant atCorinch, 
with whom he was very inward ; took order that at the coming of Halyatces his Ambat- 
ftdors about that matter,all the Milefians ftiould difpofe themtelves to all kind of feafting 
and merriment: whereupon Halyattes fuppotiog that there was no want of any thing, 
but rather great abundance of all provifions j made a peace 8c a league of friendthip with 
them i andintlcad of one temple which was beforej he built up two temples of Minerva 
at Affelus '-and having thereupon recovered his health, fent rich prefentt and offerings 
unto DelphoS,[ Herod, lit. i ,ca. 19.20,22, 23, 24, with Poly anus, lib.

Incco king of Egypr, by Gods command went againft the king of A(iytia,who at that 
time made war upon him, to befiege Carchemilh upon the River Euphrates, £ a Reg.i 3. 
29. a Chron.t} 5.30,21,2 a. ] or, as Jofepbms hath it; to fight againft the Medcs and Babylo- 
nians,who had overthrown the Empire of the Affyrians, [I'b.to .Antiq.ca. 6 .] Aud indeed 
that Carchemith,in the time of Sennachrib did belong to,and was potTelFed by, the Afly- 
rians,appears in [ Efay 9.] but that kingdom being ruined; it returned into the handrof 
the Babylonians: And as the king of Perfia, having overcome Babylon and Affyria, 
[ Ezra d.aa.J was called king of the Affyrians; fo here the king of Babylonia,having now 
gotten Affyria,was likewife called king of Affyria: befides that,Heathen authors alfo tell 
us,that Babylon was in tormer times part of Affyria,and the holy Scriptures teach us,that 
the kingdom of Chaldea was founded by the king of Affyria, [ Efay 2 3. 13. Set Num. 24, 
aa. efay 5 a. 4. Nehem. 9,22 .3 

Iofias,unadvifedly engaging in this war was Haiti, [2 ^.23.29,30.1 Chron. 32,22.23.] 
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falling upon the Syrians with an army of foot t overthrew them in Magdala , and after the fight 
too^adytis a great city of Syria: where learned Scaliger noteth, that this Kadyris was 
Kadeth, mentioned in [Num. a 0.16.]and conceives,that Magdala andMegiddo, ftood 
near together: but becaufc Magdala was the more noted place of the two,thcrcfore that 
fight was faid to have been there s as the battel fought by Alexander againft Darius at 
Gaugamela, is commonly faid by Writers to have been fought at Arbela, becaufc Gauga- 
mela was an obfeure place. But what will we fay,if Magdala and Megiddo were all one ? 
and mean the place from whence that other Mary took her furname of Magdalen; for 
certain k is,that in[^M5»39.]where we read Magdalim,the Syrian renders n^Magedat 
and the old Latinctranflation, Magedan ; a name not much varying from Magiddo. 

The good King being thus cak en out of the world, whofc life onely kept off the Baby- 
lonith captivity from that nation, [ 2 foj.22.20.Ja world of miferies growing on upon it, 
the laft years Jubilie,was turned this year into lamentions: fo that it grew almoft into a 
common proverb, The lamentation of Hadadrimnton in the valley of Megiddo y [Zacka,tt.ii.] 
For not onely the whole people which was then living wonderfully bewailed the death or 
Jofias 1 but even in aftcr-time,a publick mourning for him was voluntarily kept, as it it 
had been ordained by a law s the Prophet Jeremy alfo,in rememberance thereof, wrote 
his mourning Song of Tforesees, or lamentations, [2 C/jroM.3 5.24.2 5.] wherein bewailing the 
calamities which were Ihortly to befall that people, as it lie had then prcfently beheld 
them^n amoft paflionate manncr,and pointing,as it were, with his finger, at the death of 
Jofias j asatthefourceand original of all entuing miferies, he ufeth thefe words: The 
breath of our noJlnls y the anointed of the Lord , it taken in their fits: of whom we faid, under the 
fhadow of his wings we j, halt live among the heathen , £ Lament . 4. ao t 3 So that we may very 
juftly queftionthe firft verfe,or proeme of that book; which we find in the Greek and 
vulgar Latinc translation: but contrary to Jeromes minde, prefixed before the Threnes 
Or Lamentations of Jeremy; to wit: sAndit came to pajfe after that Ifrael m was carried into 
captivity , and jerufalem laid waft, Ieremj the Prophet fate down and wept, and made this 
lamentation in Jerufalem , and Jighing and howling , out of the bitttrneffc of his heart , 
faid: which whofoever made, fhould have remembred that faying of the Wife- 
man, tsiddemot to his word s, that he blame thee not , and thou be found a liar , [ Prov, 30. 
There was alfo afccond Song of Lamentations for the m'ferablc condition of the king¬ 
dom of the Jews, after the death of Jofias, compofed by the Prophet Ezechiel, and ap¬ 
pointed to be fung, Q Ezech. 19.1,14.! 

After the death of Jofia, the people,fearing leaft the King of Egypt ftiould invade the 
kingdom in the vacancy of a king, anointed h is youngeft fon Shallum or Jechoachaz,to 
be their king: And he prcfently fell to doing of that Which was evil in the fight of the 
M Lord:

In the 4 year of JehojakimyBaruc thefonof Nena wrote in a pook from the month 
of the Prophet Jeremy, all the words ot the Lord which he had fpoken to hm concern¬ 
ing Ifrael and Juda, from the time of Jofia until that day: and he read them in the houfe 
of the Lord,in the audience of the men of Jerufaleimand of all the Jews which were there 
affembled out of all their cities,in the day of the fait, [ler. 36. i,8.J to wit,of that folemn 
fall which was yearly kept upon the iodavofthe 7 monech,! 6.29. & 

] five dayes before the feaft of Tabernacles; wherein all the males out of all 
thecitiesof Judea, were to appear acjerufalem; as 1 have lhewed before in the year of 
the World 3 595. As for Baruchimfclf, who was excreamly amazed and afflicted in his 
foul, with the horror of thefe direful judgements which he had written,the Prophet com¬ 
forted him, by the word ofthc Lord j over this calamity which was to be brought upon 
all flelh by the Babylonians, and allured him of hisownlife, in the middeft ot all thefe 
troubles, J /rr.45.1, 5 . ] whereunto alfo perhaps all thofe conlolatory fpeeches con¬ 
tained in jo and 31 chapters of the fame Prophcr, and promifes made concerning the

The Rechabites, of thepofterity of Jonadab, the fon of Rechab, [ r Reg, 10. 15 .J 
when Nebuchadnefar King ot Babylon approached now unto Judea,tor fear ot the holt 
of the Chaldeans and Syrians, leaving their tents ( wherein, by the rule of their fore¬ 
father Jonadab, they were wont to remain and dwell) came into Jeruialem L Urem. 3 5- 
11. 1 whence (feeing they fpeak of the picfent time; fo we da now reman m J emftlem) 
we gather, that the matter of this chapter which concerns the Rechabites refufing to drink,

obtained both the dreame itfeltandalfoiche interpretation thereof robe revealed to him. 

He therefore declared to the King what his dream was, and alfo thefbur Monarchies 
which were in their order to fucc«d,which was the thing lignihed by that Image which 
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he faw in his dream : whereupon the King enriched him prefently with great gifts, and 
made him governour of all the Province of Babylon, .and chief over all the wilcmcn 
thereof; and moreover at his requeft, made his three fellowes Shadrach, Mifach, and 
Abednego, principal officers in all that Province,[ Dan. a i, 49 .J 

In the beginning of the (ixth year of the war between the Medes and the Lydians, the . 
viftorv enclining neither way; there fell out an Eclipfe of the Sun, which Thales the 
Philotopherof Miletus had foretold the lonians of. At which,both the toref aid armies 
feeing the day grown dark like the night, left off fighting, and afterward,by the media¬ 
tion of Syennefis of Cilicia, and of Labynitusthe Babylonian ( which wasNebuchadne- 
far ) they made a peace between themfelves; and Halyatt^^gave his daughter Ariena, 
to Aftyages the fonof Cyaxeres to wife, [HerodM.i .**.74.] And that this Sclipfe fo 
foretold by Thales, fell out at the vety mftant, when Cyaxeres the father of Aftyages and 
King of the Medes and Halyattes Crefus his father,and King of the Lydians,were in fight

I .ftrom, placetll this fight 
of Cvaxarcs,and Eclipfe of the Sun,about the 50 olympiade ; wherein he is far wide of the 
opinion of Endemus whom he cites for it ; for both the time afligned,as well by him as 
bv Piinv Juites not with Cyaxarcs, but with Aftyages his reign ; and alfo out ot i tolo- 
mics .Sun and Moon-Tables, which arc the fame with thofe of Hipparchus, icappeareth 
plainly that rhe Sun was eclipfed in the 4 years of the 44 olympiade, to wit, m the 147. of 
Nabonafar, on the 4 day of the Egyptian moncth Paeon, ( or 20 day of September , accor¬ 
ding to the Julian Calender, on a Sunday, ) 3 ho^rs 25 minutes before noon: And thisE-

Upon the very felf-fame day, was the fiege of Jerufalem, revealed by God to Ezechiel, j 
being then in Uiaidea; and the utter deftruftiou thereof, reprefented to him by the type 
a fccthing pot; and his wife died that day in theevening ; for whofe death he was char¬ 
ged not to mourne: thereby.fignifying the grievous calamity of the Jewes,which was to 
lurpaflb all o.prclfionsof grief by mourning, [Ez.ech. 24.1,2. &c.] 

Jeremiah the Prophet was commanded by God to loretelltlie urter deftru&ion and I 
burning of J erufalcm by the k. ot Babylon,to Sedechia: and that he ihould be carried a- 
way prifoner to Babylon; and that there he (hould end his daies, and yet be honourably 

enterreri,tJ^.34. 

The Prophet for fo laying,was by Sedechia clapr up, in thecourc of the prifon of the j 
kings houfe, where in the tenth year of Sedechia and beginning of the 18 year of Nebu- 
chadnefar,havinga promife of his delivery, made him by God, he recovered the land of 
Hanamecl, his uncles fon, by right of redemp;ioi],[/fr.32.i,i 6.]ind all things then came 
to pafTe which he foretold, and are conteined in the 3 2 and 3 3 chapters of his Prophecie. 

Pharaoh Hophra, al. Vaphr is, coming with his army out of Egypt,to relieve Sedechia, 
the Chaldeans raifed the fiege from before Jerufalem; and Sedechia fent meflengers to j 
Jeremiah (who upon the railing of the fiege wasfetat liberty, and not yet caft into the 
dungeon, as afterwards he was,) to pray him to make interceflion to God for the delive¬ 
rance of the people ; but the Prophet returned him anfwer, that thole fuccours out of E- 
gvpt, fhould into Egypt returne again, and that the Chaldeans (hould returne to Jerufa¬ 
lem, and take the City, and deftroy it by fire [her. 37.3, x o.] 

They of Jerufalem feeing the fiege raifed, and themfelves quit of that fear, prefently 
took back their Hebrew fervants again,whom they had formerly fetat liberty according 
to the law; and made them ferve as before, contrary to their covenant; for which, as for 
a moft impious and barbarous ad Jeremy reproved themjand to cry quittance with them 
for it, proclaimed a liberty to the iwordand peftilenceand famine, againft them, telling 
themwithall, that the Chaldeans, (hould come again to the liege, and (hould take their 
City, and deftroy, it with fire,[/<r,34.11,22.3 

But while theChaldeans were away to encounter theEgyptian army Jeremiah purpofed 
to lave himfelf by flight; but was prevented by the Princes,and taken and fcourged,& caft 
into the Dungeon, which was in Ionathans houfe,8c there lay a long time,[£>>37.11,1 < 5 .] 
Nebuchadneiar, at his going againft the Egyptians in the 1 8 year of his reign, took 832 
men which had fled out of |erufalem to him, for fafegard, and lent them all away prifo- 
ners to Babylon, [£r.j 2.29.J 

Pittacus ofMitylene,one ot che 7 wife men,was lent agai nft Phrynon,firnamed thcT<*»- 
cratiaftfi.e, a man excellent in all feats of chivalrie, and the Olympionicefifi.e. one that had 
won the bell in the games at Olympus 1 and at that time, General of che Athenian army, 
and had taken two towns,Sigeum and Achilleum, (rom the Lesbians, with a Navie to 
Troas; in which battel, the Athenians, having gotten the vidory, took the Tar¬ 
get of Abrams, the Poet of Mitylenc, who in flying had throwen it away, and

2 6 1. and from thence 

to chc end of the 18 chapter.} In all which prophetic this is alfo to be noted; that at that 

ciirr the fame of Daniels wifdom was grown fogreat,even m forreigne nations,that they 

ufed to fay, by way of a proverb; as wife at Damely from whence it was that God ujh 

braiding lthobolus King of Tyre, with his pride and arrogancy of his minde; Behold, 
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faith he, thou art vtifer than Daniel ; no fecret can be hid from thee , [ Ez,ecb, 2 8,3.} 

In the fame year, the 7 day of the 3 moneth, (our 26 of tApuly upon a Tu.fdy) God 
revealed his will to Ezechiel, of fending and arming Nebuchadnefar againft Pharao, to 

the ruine of Egypt, [£*^Mo.ao, * 6.1 ' ... 

Inthe fame year alfo, upon the firft day of the 3 moneth,(June 19. falling upon a 
Sunday ) God declared that the Egyptian , could no more avoide his determination, 
than the Aflvrian had done before him, C Ez,cch. 31.3 

In the fatter end of the 11 year ofSedechia,[/«-.i. 3 .J 9 day of the 4 moneth (37 of 
m lulu upon a H'edenfdaj') when the famine grew ftrong in Ierufalcm; the Cicie Was bro¬ 
ken up, and the Caldeans entered it, [2 %jg. 26. v. 2,3.4. ler. 39. v. 3.3. and c. 5a. v. 
5,6 . 7.] 

The City being taken, Sedechia,and all the men of war, fled away by night: but the 
Caldeans purfuing after them, tooke Sedechia, and brought him prifoncr to Ribla, 
where Nebuchadnezzar lay, and where having feen his children flaughtered before his 
eyes, he had then his eyes put our, and being clogged with chaines offteel, he wa* car¬ 
ried away from thence co Babylon, 0 Reg^.v.^Jer. 39.11.4.7. and chap. 52. 7, 
ill fullfilling therein the prophefies foretold of him> that with his eyes he (hould fee the 
King of Babylon, [ Jer. 33.4. andchap. 34. 3.] but Babylon, he Ihould not fee, though 
he was to die there, [ E^ech. 12.13.] 

Upon the 7 day of the 4 moneth ( being of our v*ugufl 24. tVedenfday ) Nebufaradan, 
Captain of the Guard, fent by Nebuchadnefar, made his entry into the city, [ 2 Reg. *5. 
8.] and having fpenc two dayes in making provifion,upon the 1 o day of the faid month, 
(our Jug, 27. falling uponthe Sabbath) to which time perhaps he hadpurpofely put off 
the execution of that his charge; he fee fire on the Temple, and on the Kings Palace, 
and upon all the Noble-mens houfes, with all the reft of chehoufes in Jernialem,aiid 
burnt all down to the ground, Jer, 5 2.13. with chap. 39.8.] though our Country-man 
Tho. Lydiate, thinks that fire was fee on it, upon the 7 day; but not burnt down till the 
10. In rememberanceof which calamity, thefaft of the S moneth Was ordained to be 
kcpt,[2T^. 7.3, 5. andchap. 8. ip.] which is obferved by the Jewes unto this day: 
though kept by them, upon the 9 day, and not the 10 of the rponeth Ab. But the 
Temple was deftroyed in the 19 year of Nebuchadnefats reign, [ Jer. 53.12. 2 %jg. 2 5. 
8. ] in the latter end thereof, in the beginning of the firft year of the 48 olympiads, in the 
16c year, running of Nabonafars account, 4 2 4 years, 3monechsand 8 dayes, from the 
time that Solomon laid the firft (tone thereof. 

Upon the fame 5 moneth, [/«■. 1.3.] all the walls of Jcrufalcm being razed to the 
ground,all that were left in the City, and all thac had formerly fled over to Nebuchad¬ 
nefar, and all the common people of the City, with all the treafure of the King, and of 
his Nobles,and furniture of the Temple, did Nabnzaradan carry away unto Babylon, 
[/fr. 93.8,9. a*. 52.1^,23. 2 &£. 25.10,17* » Chron. 36.18,19,20. } And thus was 
Juda carried away out of her own land, {ler. 52. 27. 2 Reg. 25. 21.] 468 years after 
David began to reign over it ;fiom the dividing of the lo Triocs.from the Tribe of Juda, 
3 88 years, and from the deftruftion of the kingdom ot Ifrael, 134 years.

T He bafeft lort of the people ofthe land of Juda, and fuch as were nothing worth, 
Nebuzaradan left there, to dreffe the vineyards, and to till the ground; over 
whom the King fetGcdalia the fon of Ahikam, a man of the fame country, to 
govern thcm,[ /«•. 39.10. and chap,42,16.2 Reg& 5. J >23,23. ] but without any badge 
of Regality,or Kingly title: becaufe, as Sevcrus Sulpitius, in his facred Hiffory,faitn, 
To have fome preeminence over a few mifcrablc boors, or paifans, was not reckoned to. 
be any dignity at all. 

Seraia the chief, and Sephania the fccondary Priefts; and the three Keepers of the 
gate of the Temple, and other principal men, Nebuzaradan took and carried them to 
Riblah, to Nebuchadnefar, and there were they put to death, [ Ierem. 5 a. *4,27.2 R?g. 
25.18,21.] but Jehofodake the fon of Seraia, and who after him came to be b gh 
Prieft, was carryed away prifoner to Babylon, [ 1 Chron, 6.1 5. ] 

Jeremy being bound with chaines, was carried with the reft as far as Rama towards 
Babylon, and had there his irons knock’t off, and was fee at liberty, and had his choice 
given him whether he would go on to babylon, there to be honourably entreated,or ftay 
m the country with that inifcrable crue, which was left behind; and he chufing toftay, 
was fent back to Gedalja the governouv ; who made his refidence at Mizpa, in the T ribe 
of Benjamin, with money in his puifc, [ ler. 3 9.11,14. and chap. 4.1,6.] 
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I The captains and companies, which upon the firft taking of the city, fled away by 
niaht as 4 frr.52.7.1 and were fcattered over the country, and all the Jews, 

which had tied to t he Moabites and Ammonites, and other nations ad,oyning, return¬ 
ed after a while, to Gedalia, into their own countrey, where they gate good provihon of 
Wine andOyl, and other Cummer fruits to lubhft withall, [hr. 40.7.12. 2 Reg. 25. 

^jfoSl, the fon of Nethania, of the race of the kings of Juda, being fuborned by Baalis 
king of the Ammonites to kill Gedalia, came to him With ten refolute fellows to Mizpa, 
ancfwerc familiarly entertained by him, and he gave no credit to fuchas difclofcd their 
freacherous^intent unto him, which turned to his own deflrudion, [Jerem. 40. 

1 11 inthe 7 moneth, therefore Jfmael with his ten companions, taking their opportunity, 
wickedly murdered Gedalia, and fuch Chaldeans and men of armes, as at that time be

1 Whiles Nebuchanezar lay before Tyre, which borders upon the land of Jfrad, [Iof. 

19.29.] in the 23 of hii rWg»,Nebuziradan,captain of his guard,carryed away all the 
remainder of the Jews and IlVaeiites together unto Babylon, to the number of 745 per- 
Gns, [lerem, 52.30.] In which extreme depopulation, which left the very ground, 
untill the 390 years of the iniquity of Jfrael, diftinCt from Juda ; and the 40 years ol 
the iniquity of Iuda by it [elf, foretold by [E^L'^4. Is^Jwcre accomplilhed; and ful¬ 
ly ended. 

When Cyrus was now almoft * 6 years of age,EviL-merodach, the king of Affyria hi- 
fon, being about to marry a wife, called Nicotris, made an inroad, with a great army oi 
horfe and foor, upon the borders of Media, there to rake hispleafure, in hunting and 
harrowing of the countrey : againft whom Aftyages,and Cyaxares his fon, and Cyrus 
his grandchild; who then fitft began to bear armes, marched our, met with him, and in 
a battail of horfe, overthrew him, and drave him out of his borders, [Xenophon.lib.i.of the 
tpfiltution of Cyrus,’} 

Cyrus afterward, was called home, by his father Cambyfes; when as yet he had one 
year to (pend at Schoole, as Xenophon in the fame book tells u*,to which alfo that hath 
reference, which Athenaeu', in his 14 boo^Dipnofoph, reports out of Dion; that Cyrus, 
when he had ferved Aftyages, firft, as one of his halbardiers, and then as one of his ar¬ 
mour bearers returned into Perfia,and that at the fame time Angares a mufician, when 
Aftyages feaftrd his friends, fang them a fong, wherein he faid, That a fierce wilde beafi , 
more fierce than any boar ; was let go, and feat into a fenny countrey,and that he fhould reign 
over all thofe provinces,and fhould with a handful of men, maintain war againfi great armies , &c. 
and that thereupon, Aftyages would tain have called back Cyrus again,but could not get 
him. 

Cyrus, when he had fpent 17 years among boyes, fpent ten years more among the 
youths, [Xenophon lib, i.of the Injlit. of Cyrus.] , 

Inthe 5o Otympiadc, wherein Epitelides, the Lacedemonian, wan the race in running, 
certain men out of Cnidos, not Rhodes, and brooking the rough carriage, of the kings 
of Afia, agreed together, to make a plantation of tbemfclves, fome where elfe: and 
making one Pentathlus a Cnidian, (who deduced his pedegree from H'ippotas, the fon 
of Hercules,) they went for Sicily, at the time, when they of Egefta, and Selinunte, 
were in war each againft the other : where Pentathlus taking part with the Selinunti- 
ans, was {lain ; and the reft, making Gorgus, and Theftor, and Epithirfis; all men 
of Pentathlus his linage and kindred, their captains, fet faile again,and feated themfelves 
. m the I lie of odor. S>c.l:b.^.\ 

Arccfilavs, when he had reigned 16 years, in Cyrenaica, left to fucceed him his fon 
Bauus,furnamcd Eud*mon;umo whom a huge multitude of Grecians, advifed thereto 
by the Oracle at Delphos, repaired ; wafted firft tb -lands of the bordering Lybians, and 
then patted it among themfelves: whereas before.the plantation made in Cyrcne con- 
fifted onely of thofe, which came from the Iflc of Thera, with their firft founder Battus, 
[Herod. lib.q.cap.iW.] 

In the 2 5 year of the captivity of Jeconia, in the beginng of that year, (/. e.) in the firft 
moneth thereof (as Jonathan the Chaldee Paraphraft expoundeth it) upon the 10 day 
of the moneth ( our 30. upon a Tuefdaj ) 14 years after the deftruftion of Jerufa- 

lem, Ezekiel had a vifion, of the reltitution of the Temple, City, and Kingdom 
of the Ifraelitcs; portending the reftauration of the Church by Chvift, with the 
greacncfle, honour, and excellence thereof, [Ezekiel 40. 1. to the end of the chap¬ 
ter. 

The Lybians, being put out of their lands and countrey, by the inhabitants of Cy¬ 
renaica,put themfelves Kinder the prbte&ion of Apryes king of Epypt: and he gathering 
a great army together, lent them againft the Cyrenians, and the Cyrenians , pitching 
at a place called Irafa, near the fountain.called Theftis, fo routed the army of the 
Egyptians, thac few of them were left to return again into Egypt, whereupon the E- 
gyptians grew angry with Apryes, and revolted from him; fuppofing thac fie putpofely 
lent them to that break-neck fervicc. to be rid of them, that fo he might the more eafily, 
domineer over the reft that were left, [Hered,M.^, cap. i$9,lib. 2. i^i. Diodor. Sic, 
• ».i] 

Amafis, (being that Saits, fo much fpoken of by Plato in his TimscusJ was fent by his 
father to appeafe this mutiny of the people; but they took and made him king, in his fa¬ 
thers ftead. And Apt-yes, having lent a noble perfon, named Paterbanes to call back 
Amafis, at his return,cut off his nofe and ears, becaufe he brought him not with him. 
Upon which unworthy a Qc of his, all fell off from him to Amafis his fide, [Herod, lb, 2. 
cap. 162 .] 

-. Tyre at laft was given np to Nebuchadnczar, for that it was not taken by force, 
j and given up to be ranfackc by the Souldiers, appears by [£*,*£. 29. 18, t?*] but ra« 

1 therrendred upon con. lit ions. Aiid therefore for king Ithobaftis, (' 7 p!T’P>K) he ap- 
I pointed one Baal ( ) a man of the fam; countrey, to be a petty king there,

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who governed them i o years, as Iofephus affirmes out of the Annals of the Phemcians, 

^InVheTdayofthe i. month of the 27 year of the captivity of Jeconia, (n of Apr il, up- 
cx tucfday with us,) God promifed to give all Egypt to be Nebuchadnczar to be fpoiled,tn 
rccompence of his long labour; endured in the taking in of Tyrus, [Ez.ech.29- W °-J 
Cyrus having now attained almoft the full age of 27 year?, was taken out of the rank of 
the ftriplines, and reckoned among the number of full men, according to the difcipline* 
and ufe of the Peufians, [Xenophon, 1 . 1. of the Inflation offir us^ 

Ncbuchadnefar laying hold of the rebellion m Egypt, and peradyenture foliated by 
Amafis toafift him againft his Father Aprye?, ievaded Egypt With his army ;and haying 
gotten it into his hands,cven from Syene,to the end thereof: made havock as Well ohht 
Egyptians, as of the Jewes which dwelt among them, killing feme, and leading away 
the reft into captivity, according to the feveral prophecies of Jeremiah,|c* 43-44,4 6 - and 

^Pharaoh Hophra, al. Apryes , being forced to retire into the Country of Thebais; 
Ncbuchadnefar^as it fhould feeme, made Amafis his Viceroy, over aU Egypt, though 
Herodotus knew not this 1 for as Scaltgerwell obferveth in his notes, ^Adtragmen a. 

Th ‘Trie[is of Egypt , which informed him , offuch things, as he defired to ^ fans fedm, told h,m 
fo much only as made for the honour of their Nation,but concealed the reft, which bewrayed their 
cowardife and fiavery , and paiment of tribute to the Chaldeans. 

■ 4. Nebuchadnczar, having finifhed his conquefts, returned to Babylon - and there, as he 
lav at eafe, and in all kind of jolity in his own houfe, had that remarkable dreame, of the

5 2, 3 r. ] and two dayes after he took 
him out of his prifon-ciothes, and fetting him above all the Princes of hn Courr, reckoned 
him among the number of the Kings friends j fo that all his life time after he did eat at 
the Kings table, [* Reg. 25. * 7 » 28 , *9 ] rr . 

In Lydia Crefus, after the deceafe of his father Halyattes, reigned 14 years, [ Herod. 

l,b.i.c.Z 6 .] 

After King Baal, the King of Babylon governed Tyrus by Judges: the firft of which 
was Ecnibaithefon ot Baflach, whom Scaliger callech (rnsopbpD WJ? ) and he 
ruled there 3 moneths: then Chelbes, the fon of Abdeus, whom he alfo callech 
(p cabn ) and he ruled there 10 moneths; as Jofephus reports out of the Phoeni¬ 
cian Annab,i n[his 1 book. cont. Apion,'] 

3 Abbaru? (*U 3N) the HiVh Prieft judged the T yrians 3 moneths: and after him,Micy- 4 

gotiusand Gereftratus (CD'hNnny '32minify ir jini ric)governed them6 years,[/£.] 

To Croefus living at Sardes refected all the wife and learned men of Greece ; and among 
them, Solon the law-maker : who had with him that fo much renowned conference of the 
incertainty of mans life, and of all humane felicity therein, [Herod, lib. 2. from the 
28 chapter to the 33. | There i« extant a fhorc Epiftle ol Solons to Croefus, in 
the end of Soions life, in Laertius; wherein he fayes, that he was fenc for by 
Crrefus, what time Pififtratus governed in Athens. jEfope a Phrygian borne, 
that famous compofer of Fables, was at the fame time fent for by Croefus, to 
come to him at Sardes ; and was held in great eftcem by him: And be condoling with 
Solon in a lecter,for that he wasuncivily turned away by Croefus,onely for the freedom of 
fpcech, which hehad ufed to him; and telling him withal, thac Kings muft have, *«»*/- 
sa, n dttif'isn. () either very few, or very pleafing words uled unto them; wrote back 
in anfwer thereto, Thac Kings muft have, » ^ i »*?«•*: (>.) cither very few,or 

very honeft things fpoken to them. [ Plutarch in the hfe of Solon. ] 

jEfope going horn Sardes, to Delphos, was there moft unjuftly fentenced to die ; and 
accordingly was thrown down the rock there, called Phxdrias, about the 54 olympiade, 
as Strabo ; to wit, toward the end of the 4 year of that oly mpiade, if the precedent times 
be rightly calculated. The revenge of which foule murder, fo often threatned by the 
Orade there, was takeu afterward by Judmon, grandchild to that Judmon of the Ille of 
Samos; whofe llave,together with Rhodope of Thracia, thac famous ftrumpet, iEfope 
fometime had been, [ H trod. lib. a. ca. 1 3 4. ] 

Solon,leaving Croelus,went into Cilicia,and there built a city,and Irom bis own name, 
called it Solos: wherein he planted certain Athenians, who in procefle of time, having 
corrupted the native language, were faid : ( i.) to commit foloecifmes in their 

fpcech; as Laertius in hb life reporteth: which yet is more properly faid of the Sola fo 
Cyprus, than of the Soltnfes in Cilicia ; as Solon in his elegies written to Philonyprus the 
King, recorded by Plutarch, in the life of Solon, ihewes ; where Plutarch alfo tells us, 
that this petty king of Cyprus, who made ufe of Solons wit and counfel, in feme affairs of 
his own; removed a little town formerly called Epea, into a lower* ground more fit and 
ufcful for habitation, and in honour of Solon, called it Solos. 

After Solons departure, Croefus, who deemed himfelf the happyeft man alive 1 found 
bv fad experience, that all Solon had told him, of the in (lability ot mans life, and felicity 
thereof, to be too true: for prefently after he had a dreame,wherein he faw hi? fon Atys 
thruft thorough with a Spear: a true token of a violent death, which was eftfoones to 
befall him j which whiles hefought by all care and diligence to prevent, and was now 
buficabouta marmgefor him, one Adraftusa Phrygian borne,and of the Kings blood 
there, who having ihine his own brother againft his will, was by his father Midas, the 
fon of Gordius, (not that old Midas, the fon of Gordiai King of Phrygia, whofe Epi¬ 
taph madeby Homer and let upon his tombe,Herodotus in the life of Homer recounteth) 
bannifhed, and came to Sardes, there to receive his expiation from Croefus bis hand: 
Croefus having expiated or cleanfed him, committed to him over and above, the care 
and charge ot bis fon Atys; who at that time, was fenc unto by the Myfians, and re- 
quefted to come and help to kill a boar of a vaft bignefs,which wafted the corn and other- 
country commodities growing about the hill Olympus, not without the deftru£tion,m j- 
ny times, of the husbandmen chemfclves. W here Adraftus aiming at the boar with the 
point of his Spear, goared Arys, and fo againft his will flew him. But when Croefus had 
pardoned him the faff as done unawares, he flew himfelf upon the tombe of the difea- 
fed. Croefus having thus loft his fon; paffed two whole years in continual dueil, and 
mourning fur him: from which yet he was forced in the end to roufe himfelf, for fear 
of Cyrus, hi? growing then into power; and by whom indeed, he was afterward de- 
fpoiled of all, [ Herod Jib. 1.from the 34. chapter to the 46. ] whereof alfo you may fee,

And now came Cyrus to invade the countrcy of Babylon it lelf,and appeared bciorc the 
walls of the city^nd there challenged the new kmg,to a duell,or (ingle combat.Gadatas, 
a noble man,and one,whom this new king had geir,upon a jealoufie he had ofhim with hi. 
wife, fell over to Cyrus, and Cyrus, when the Babylonians in revenge thereof, falhed out 
and fpoyled his lands, fet upon them,and routed them; But the Cadufii, whom Cyrus 
had appointed to bring up the rere of his army,makingan on-fet unawares of Cyrus, up¬ 
on a countrey lying near the city, were cut oft by the king of Babylon; who iftiied out up¬ 
on them s and Cyrus having full revenged the death of thefe his men;camc to agreement 
With the king, to hold truce with the Paifants or Plowmen on both Tides, and the war to 
go on between the Soldiers onely. And then,pafling beyond the city, took in three forts of 
theirs, then returned to the confines of Aftvriaand Media, from whence he fet forth 
upon this journey.

160. ] though Plutarch leeks to jultih.* both the Mi- 
tylenians and the Chii in this point, in his book, of the malignity of Herodotut, upon this 
iound,for that a more ancient Hiftorian than he; to wir, Caron of Lampfi,cus, tells the 
matter Amply in this Wife.

1 fought with them ( * Eufebiu* mbit Chron. upon the 2 year of the 5 9 Oiympiade norech) 
for Mazares dying of a difeale, Harpagus ( whom fomc erroneoufly call Harpalus) was 
made General in his place.

for the difeoverv made by Otanes, and deftruaion of the Magijultin out of Herodotus, 

and TrogusPompcius,fets it down in this wife, . . ... , . 

Oft ants ( which is that Otanes ) lairh he, by a meflenger enquired ot his daughter 
( W hkh wasone of the concubines, or harlots of the King ) whether it were indeed Cy¬ 
ras his fon that was King: (he anfwered, that Ihe hcrfelf knew not, nor could poffibly 
tell how to learn it out: of any of her fellows, becaufe they were all kept apart m feveral 
lodgings one from the other. Then he advifed her when her turn came to lie with him, 
to feel his head, as he lay a fleep; for Camby es, or (as Herodotus hathit) Cymshad 
caufed the Magm his eares to be cut off. And being afterward affiired by his daughter, 
that the King had no ears, he made the Princes of Perfia acquainted therewith: and 
having drawn them into a confpiracy againft the mock-king, bound thein all with an 
oath unto ic. There were (even of them onelym this conjuration: who ltiltantly, lealt 
by delay repentance might befal any, and fo the thing come to be difclofcd; carrying 
every man a dagger under his coat, wcntditc&ly to the place where the King was, and 
killing fuch as flood in their way, at laft came where the Mage were aflembfed: nor were 
they wanting to their own defence ; for they flew down right two of the confpirators, 

( 01 rather wounded them onely, as Herodotus hath it) but they were all laid hold on by 
the more in number : among which, Gobryas having one of them about the middle, 
when his fellows could hot come at the Magus co kill him, for fear of hurting Gobryas 
himfelf; he badethem kill the Magus thorough his body. Bntyec as good hick would, 
they killed the Magus,and did him no hurt, [ Jujhn lib. 1. ca. 9 . ] > 

The names of thefe 7 Pcrfians ( whom Jerome upon Daniel u. yerfe a. would needs 
call the Maoi) were thefe. Onophas, Idernes, Naradobates, Mardomtu,BartJes, *^ftapher- 
nes, and Variks, the fon of Hyftafpcs: as Ctefias hath it: But in HerodotiB, thefe. O- 
tancs, Hydarves, Megaby^m, Gobryas, *Afpathines,Intaphernes, and Darius s Which LfcriUS 
was then newly arrived there from Sufa, where his father f^ftafpes was Governour. 
But both Ctefias and Herodotm tell us,that the Perfians ever after kept a yearly beltival 

upon the day wherein the Magi were thus deftroyed. 

S ; x dayes after the Magi were made away, thofe 7 Perfians met in counfel, and advi¬ 
fed togethc f, what form of government they fhould now fo up m Perfia. Otanes advifed 

for an Ariftocracy; Megabyzus, for an Oligarchic; but Dan*, pctfwadcdbyallmeans 
for a Monarch ie; and when this laft opimon, for the fupream power to be fcet ed in one 
perfon, had carried it by the major part of voices * Qtauesrefigncdjll his ri^httodie o- 
thev fix, upon condirion thac neither himfelf, nor any erf hisfhouldever be (Ubjcfttoany 
of themortheirs: whence it was that hi* family onely amongthe Perfiyis wer <;lett 
free, and not fubjecl to the Kingscommand further than th^rf^es lifted: provided 
that they brakenoiawofthe Perfians: and becaufe he was chefirft chatfet chw wheele 
a goingfand drew the reft into the aaion j therefore thev thought fit, to h^p a 11 kinds of 
S ficence and honour upon him and his poftericy. And amongthe reft, to have him 

every year prefenred with a Median Robe. But for the Eleven of a new King, they 
clme to this agreement among themfelves, that every of them (hoifld get onhorfe.back 
a lutle before fun-rihng, and whofe horfe happened firft to neigh after the fun was up, he 
fhould be King in Cambyfes room: which when the horfe of Danusche fon of Hyitet 
^s, by the craft and fubtilty of Oebaris his Quiry happened to do prefendy - atl thereft 
leapt oft'their horfes, and adored Darius, crying, God favethc Kuig, [ Herod, hb. 3 from 

^NorveTwere they lefle mindful of their own priviledges and immunities, than Otanes 
had been; for this they had common to them all: Firft that both Otanes #nd tlic reft, 
fhould come to Court when they pleafed; and have free acceffeto the jKmgs perfon, 
without fending in word that he was there to fpeak with him, iMdelfehe were in bed With 
the Queen ,[/«.&. c*M.audca.irt. ] Andfccondly, that they might weareevery 
maiihis tniant, in a different fafhion from all other men. For whereas the King onely 
and his heir apparent, might wear their turbants upright: (a s Seneca hath it, hb. 6. De 
Bmeficmca. 31. and fo hath Plutarch in the lives o f Iheiftocles and ^rtaxerxes ) and the 
reft ofthe Nobility wear them hanging backward; k was now granted to them and then 
poftcrity, that they fhould wear them pointing forward; becaufe when they went about 
the (laughter of the Magi, they ufcrdthis fafhion as a token or fign1 between themfelves, 

[Plutarch in hit Pracepts of government. ] For Darius had given thisas a fign for each to 
knowanother byin the da?k: that they fhould turn the buckle that faftned their tur- 
bantsbehind, and wear them in their fore-heads,[ ‘Polya, lib. Stratag . 7 j 

But this, as it feemeth* was the grand privilcdge to them gained ; that although the^- 
King had, as it were^i perpetual Di£fatorfhip in himfelf over them, yet they every m-^ 
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l^This turn, mould hive a kind o£ a tnbunitian power with him j to which opinion or 
imagination otminc own,there are three confideraiions moving me. Firft,for that thefe 
conspiratorstorcleeingthatthey ihould prove burdenfome (andi wherein Ipray more 
than in this wav ? 'i to Darius, they bound him with an oath (which is moft rehgiouily 
obfavedSn^ th?Perfians) thathe(hmld never do any of them to death, 
or [word, or by any violent way, or by fiarvtng them ; as Valer.

fent thereto: by whom it is hardto under Hand any other than Attaphernes. 

In the beginning of his reign, Darios took Atofla the daughter of Cyrus, who had 
formerly been married to his own Brother Cambyles, and afterward to the Magus, and 
made her his wife, purpofing to eftablifh his kingdom the better, by matching into the 
Royal Stock: thatfo the kingdom might not feem tranflatedto another family, but ra¬ 
ther returned into Cyras his houfe, C Herod. Ub t 3. ca. 88 and lib. 7. c*. *. andjufhn out of 
tragus lib t.ea.i 0,3 And as himlelf was firft called [Ocbuu as appears by l ^r. OHax 
Hb *9, ca a 1 (i e Y&nt* yet afterward taking the Regal ®ni addition upon him,w:th 
the kingdom of *Cambyfcs,took alfo his furname to him ; lo I conceive, that both he 
was tha S t Achafh-vcrolh, a/. Afluerus, which in the Story of Efther, isfaid to have reigned 
from India to Ethiopia, over one hundred twenty and [even Provinces ; and that this his chief 
wife Atofla, was none other than Valhti, of whom there is to much mention made in the 

fa O ^continued (Ml Governour at Sard»,and kept a thou&nd fot hfc gimd 

about him. Buc Darius fending his royal letters by Bagaeus the fon of Artontothefoul 
diecs there, cauled tfmtobe difpatched ovit of the way } whofe goods being all brought 
asconfifcatetoSefa; there came alfo along with them Democedcs, whom he had 
made his fl tve, a Phy fician of Crotona, [Herod.lb 4 ,c. 127,128,1 29.] as was laid before. 

It fell out at er ward that Darius,as he was a hunting feu from h!S , ho ^’^ 
fall wtencht his foot, and drained it very forely; which whiles the Egyptian Unnir 
(ought to bring right again, and uted much violence in the cure , they made him 
fhat hc°could iwt il ^p^r feven dayes. Upon the 8 day this Demoode* was brought un- 
o l im ai^noor and ragged, and fhackiedV^hewas ; he with fuefi Greek fomentations 
as Red & brought the King to fleep again s and in to nne recovered him. 
Whereupon he was rewarded with rich gifts by the King and his Wives; and dwelt m 
agoodly houfe m Sufa: aud fat at Table with the King, abounding with all things that 
hi heart could wifh: faveonely that he could norrerurn into Greece again; andmorc- 
over when Darius would have hung up his Egyptian Phyfitians, becaufc a Grecian could 
do more in his cure than they all, he obtained their pardon of the King : And whereas 
thS waS a certain Fortune-teller of Elis, which came in company w*h him, and had 
followed Polycrates to Magnefia, and was brought to Sufa, amongthereftot Oicctes his 
{laves- hegot him alfotobefct at liberty, £ Herod, ib.ca.i 29, ijOjija.J 

It fell out 8 afterward that Atofla, daughter to Cyrus, and Darius his chkt wife, had a 
Cancel in her breaft: and being lanced, it fpread further and further; and when De- 
mocedes had cured her of that fore, he prevailed fo far with her, as to move the King to 
make war upon Greece. Upon whofe perlwafion, Darius prefencly called to hun fif¬ 
teen choice m°n, all Perfians; and commanded them to follow Dcmocedes,and by his di- 
SS^^w^thcMartoplacoof Greece, and bringhimback again with them 
to him Thefe when they were come into Phoenicia, and from thence to Sidon, fitted 

all rhe Sea-coafts of Greece, and drew it into Maps: and were the tint reman lpyes tnai 
ever came into Greece. And then having taken a view of the moft cclebrious cities and 
places in the heart of Greece, they paffed from thence toTarenturn in 
whence Dcmocedes ftole away to Crotona where his own home was, and there marri

Upon the 21 day of the 7 moneth; the fame year Haggai animated the J ws, to go 
on with the work, with a promile of Gods prefence, and blcffing upon them m it, and al¬ 
though the beginnings of thisprefent ftruaure feemed bafe and defpicable in the eyes 
offuoi,as had feen the glory of the former 169 years before; yet he told them, that it 
they confidered that blefted,and fo much defired Mcflias, which after a time, to wit 5 16 
years from thence, fliould there firft be manifefted, and the peace which ftiould thcncc 
be propagated to all nations, they muft acknowledge the glory of this Temple, far to 
excell the beauty of the former,LH^. 2.1 

In the 8 moneth of the lame 2 years of Darius, Zachanas the ton of Barachias exhort¬ 
ed the people to repentance, [Zach. 1 . 1 , < 5,1 

On the 24 day of the 9 moneth of the fame fecond year, about the mudeltot the 
fpace between feed time, (which immediately followed the end of the iabbancal year,) 
and the harveft, the Temple began to be reared, by ZetobabcJ,and Joffiua the high 
prieft, with the afliftanceof Haggai and Zachary the prophets, upon the foundation, 
which had been formerly laid,C£^ 5 . 1 , Hag. 2.\o,i% y 19.] 

Upon the fame 24 day, the two laft prophecies of Haggai, were revealed to him, the 
one of the ceflation of thofe plagues which hitherto had followed them : the other Oi 
the fubverfion of fundry kingdoms; and the exaltation of Z.robabel, [Haggai 2. 

Tatnei, governour of the countries of this fide the river, and Setharboznaiu?, and the 4 
Apharfakites, their aflociates coming to Jerufalem, endeavour to hiuder them m the 
work of the Temple; asking the chie. of the Jews, by whole command they dint : and 
they anfweeing that they did it by virtue of Cyrus his edief, went on ftoutly with their 
work,! Ez,. 5. 3,4, 5.1 J, 16 .] For whereas by the Laws of Medes and Perfians, thecom- 
mands and grants of their kings ought to be perpetual, and unalterable, Q Dm, 6. 8, x a. 
Efth t 1.19.&C.Z. 8.] it was therefore lawfull for the Jews to proceed in the work; with¬ 
out expecting any new order thereupon. • J r • u r 1 • u. 

Their enemi.s, by a letter certifie this anfwer to Darius,defiringthat fearch might 
b- made in the records at Babylon, whether there were any fuch grant made by 
Cyrus or noe, and defire to know the kings further pleafure thcieiu, 5. 

5> The work being thus interrupted, and the fcarcity concontiuuing in Judea,becaufe 
the corne was not yet ripe, upon the 24 day of the 1 1 moneth Scbar, in the fecond year

Cent to the Jews remaining ftill in Babylon,that they (hould go out of 
her with all fpecd, pointing to that calamity, Which a while after Darius brought upon 

Ehe edift of Cyrus, for the re-building of the Temple, which was found at Acmcthx, 
al. Ecbatan, in the province of the Medes; together wich a fecond command, 111 favour 
of the Jews fromDarius himfclf, was fent to Tatncis and his fellows; wherein it was gi¬ 
ven them in charge, thatthey ffiould not onely not hinder the work of the Lords houfe, 
but alfo (hould, let it forward, by furnifhing the expenfe thereof, out of the kings tribute; 
and moreover, to fupply the neceffary charge of the daily (acrifices, to be offered by the 
priefts at J erufalem, which command of the king, being forthwith put in excution, the 
Jews encouraged by the prophefiesof Haggai andZachary went on roundly to the hmih- 

^^ut^conceivei^at^tVhistirne, Artachlhalhta, whom Ezra 6.14. joyneth with Darius 
in this edia,as partaker with him in the power of thc kiogdom,was one of the 7 pnnees 
of Perfia, which flew the Magus: to wit, he whom Efchilu?, (in PerfisJ calls Artaphrenes 
Hcllanicus, (as his Scholiaft terms him, Daphemes, Ctefias Artaphernes,and Herod. 
Intaphemes. He therefore, according to the priviledge granted by Darius, coming upon a j 
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time to fpeak with D.uius, without fcndtng in, to tell him that he was there, was kept 
om by the door keeper, and groom of the bedchamber, who told him that the King was 
afPcpivitb the Qu en: But he, fuppofing that they lied unto him, drew his Cimitte, and 
cutoff both their carsandnofes; and tying the reigns of a horfc abouc both their necks 
turn’d them going : But when they prclently ran in to the king, (hewing him what they 
had fufferedfandupon whacoccafion : the king eftfoons, lent for the reft of the Princes, 
feverally, fearing that this might happily have been done by the common confine o 
them all; but finding it was not, he cauled both lntaphernesand all his Cons, fave only 
theeldeft, whom he fpared at his mothers petition, to be put to death: Herodotus relateth 
this matter [lib.3. cap. 1 18,11 9 .] 3 S a thing afted prcfently upon the execution done upon 
the Magi; but Paler. Max} following other Authors,[//*. 9 .«p. a.) tells us» that finding 
himfelt curbed by thefe Princes, put them all to death by a new deviled kind oi pumlh- , 

ment: For faith he, making a lower room, and filling it With cinders,and beating up the 

room over it, with onepoft, and having feafted and filled them with meat and drink, he 
put them all into that upper roome; and when they were all fatt a lleep, taking away the 
port that bare it up, they all fell into the cinders, in the under roome, and there pe- 

Now though it be not very likely that thev perifhed in this manner, yet is it vmi•credible, 
thatputting them from the government bt the kingdom, he eafed htmlelf of that voak, 
wh : ch hitherto lay fo heavy on his neck. . . 

And from that time forward, Darius was a free and abfolutc Monarch, and he it is,

And they alfo upon the 14 day ofthe firft moneth, celebrated thefirftPafleover in the 
fecond Temple-, keeping alto the feaft of fwcet-bread feven daycs,with grearjoy, for that 
God had turned the heart of the king of Affyria toward them, [E*r4 < 5 .19* aa.] to wit of 
Darius, who having recovered Babylon, after 20 monethshege,by the means of Zopy- 
ruSjWas in full right,ttilcd now king of the Aftyriansno leffechan of the Perfians,[//W. 
lib. fix.] and Juftin in the end of his firft book. - 

When Efthers turn came to be brought to the king Afluetus, ihe was attended on, 
from the Scraiglia* to the kings chamber, by Hcgaius the Eunuch, [Efther 2.0,15.] 
’Ey wet TfoTtti w Jiywdwrim nltnifr^^faith Herod, lib, 3. cap. 69. (i. e.) the women in 

p e rfta t come roxndtx their turns, to their hufbands beds. 

Butin the 7 year of Aftuerus his reign, in the 10 moneth, called Tebech; when Efther 
came unto the king, (he found grace and favour in his eyes,above all the ocher damfels; 
infomuch, that he put the crown ofthe kingdom upon her head, and made her Queen 
in theftead of VaTht y>[Efth. 2.16,17.] whence I gather, that as Valhty was Atofta, fo 
Efther was ihe, whom Herodotus, calf : the Virgin Artyftona,and whom he fayes,chat 
Darius loved above a 11 his wives,and whole ftatue, he caufed to be made of folid gold, 
i/i£.3. cap.22.wit heap. 69. lib. 7.] though I am not ignorant, that Hadaffa, which was 
another name given to Efther, comes a great deal nearer to Atofta, and that Herodotus 
makes Artiftona,to have been Cyrus his daugher,and Acoflaesfifter, whether we fhould 
fay, that Herodotus was not fo wel skilled in the Perfian genealogies,or that the Pcrfians 
thcmfelves, for very envy, concealed the name of Efther. 

Aftuerus in honour of his new fpoufals, made a molt fumptuous feaft for all his Princes 
and fervants, and called it Efthers feaft, wherein he eafed-the provinces of many taxes 
and tallages, and gave gifts anf werable to the ftate and magnificence of fo great a king, 
{Efiber.2, 18 .] 


Hippia c ,the Tyrant of Athens, in the fourth year before his banilhment from thence,

The Ionians, in company with the Atheni¬ 
ans and Eretrians, coming with their Fleet to Ephcfus, left their Ships at Gorefus, a Port 
of the Eohcfians, and marched themfelves in a body over-land to Sardes: and took and 
burnt it Wave the Caftle which Arcaphernes himfelf kept, not (paring the very temple 
of Cvbele But when the Lydians and Perfians joyntng together, made good the Mar¬ 
ket-place,'’thorough the middeft whereof ran the River Paftolus, and there defended 
themfelves againft them * the Ionians for very fear left the place, and retired to the Hill

They which efcaped out of the battel,dilpcrfed themfelves into their 
feveral cities: and.the Athenians abandoning from thenceforth the Ionian caufe,though 
earneftly entreated thereto by Ariftagoras, would no more appear m it, L Herod, from ca. 

"oncfilus^turning out his own elder brother Gorgus, King of the Salaminians,and 
forcing him to flee over to the Medes for fuccour, prevailed with the whole Ifle of Cyprus 
to fall off from them; fave onely thofe of Amathula: But while he was befieging chat 
citv, tydinss came of the firing of Sardes by the Athenians, to Darius: who thereupon 
growing wrath with the Athenians, gave order to one of his attendants, that as often as 
Tver he late at meat, he ftiould three times remember him of it, and lay, Ar, Remember 
the ^Athenians : and then, very improvidently font away Hifti«is , the brother of that 
Ariftagoras, from Sufa to Miletus as it of purpofe to be afterward the ring-leader of the 
Ionian Rebels againft himfelf, [ Herod, lib. 5 . ca. 104. io5, i°o,] ..., r 

The Ionianslntring into the Hellefpont, took Byzantium, and other cities in thofe 

parts; and failing from thence, drew over many of the cities of Caria to joyn with them 
in this war againft thc Pcrfians; for thecity Caunus,which hitherto flood off, and would 
not fide with them,hcaring now of the firing of Sardes,fell alto to them, L *. ca. 103.

of the enemy, and fight with him, upon that advantage: but the contraiy opinion carn- 
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ed it that they fhould put the Perfians to have the river at their backs, and force them 
tofHiar that difadvantage^ to the end, faid they, that if they fled, having that river at 
their back, they lhould not be able to get away. At laft therefore, the Carians and Perfi¬ 
ans came to a battail, near the river Marfyas, which was a very (harp one, and lafted 
long, and in which the Perfians loft two thoufand men, and the Carians ten thoufand. 

But when the Carians fled at laft to a place called Labranda to the Temple,of Jupiter the 
warliks, and were there in conlultation what to do> whether to fubmit to the Perfian, or 
to abandon Alia,the Milefians with their partakers, came to aide them: whereupon they 
tookfrelh courage, and fought again with the Perfians which invaded them, and after a 
fight longer than the former, they fled again; in which they loft very many men, efpe- 
cially of the Milefians: after which greatlofles; yet the Caria»s> upon a new fupplie, 
fought with them a third time; for hearing that the Perfians, went about now to lack 
and ranfack their cities, they lay in ambufh for them upon their way, as they were 
marching to Mylaffa, following there in the advice, of Heraclides Inabolius,a man of 
Mylaffa, into which ambulhment, the Perfians falling by night, were all cut off, with 
their commanders, Daurifces, and Amorges, and Sifrnaces, and with the reft Myr- 
f'es alfo the fon of Gyges,was there llain, [HerodotntJib.$. from cdp.ii&.to iai.] 

Hymees the Perfian which led his army into the countrey of Hellefponr, took in all 
the jEoles, which inhabited near the coftof old Troy, and the Gergirhes, the remain¬ 
der ot thole ancient Teucrians,and having done all,deccafed himfelf,of aficknefleat 
Troas, [lit .cap .1 2 a .1 

Hiftixus the Milefian, when he could not prevaile with the men of Chios, to let him 
have away their (hipping, put over to Mitilenc; where the Lcfbyans by his perfwakon, 
let him have eight tall men of war, well and My lurnilhed, in which they failed with 
him to Byzantium, and flaying there, they intercepted certain fhipsof loading, of the 
Iomans, which came out of Pontus, all, except fuch as profcfled themfelves willing and 
ready to ferve Hiftixus, [Herod, lib. 6. cap. 5. and 26.] 

Ariitagoras, Hiftixus his brother, lying with his army at the fiege of Mircinut, a city 
oi the Edones, was there flain with all his men by the Thracians, after they had taken 
his word, for their ownfafe paffage, and leaving of the place;, as Herodotns y in the very end 
of hie fifth book, delivers. But Thucidides, [lib, 4.] reckons from hence, <fi years, tothe 
carrying of a colony ot the Athenians, by Agnon the fon of Nicias, and planting it in 
Amphipohs, which Diod. Sic. in his it bsok., iaies,was done in the 85 01 ympiade, to 
which period of time*, we have here conlormed our relation of the fix years (ending 
the year following) of the rebellion of the Ionians agaiuft the Perfians, 
r. • There was now a huge preparation makingagainft the city of Miletus,by land and 4 2l 7 .497. 
fea, for the Perfian Commanders, of all thofe parts, uniting their forccs,fet up their reft, 
to carry that place, what ever became of the reft. Among the Seamen their Phenicians, 
wete the for wardeft of all others, and with them were joyned the Cypriots, lacely fub- 
duedbythe Perfians, and the Glicians, and Egyptians, [Herod, lib. 6.cap. 6,] of which 
danger thus hanging over their heads, mention feems to be made in thole letters, which 
arc attributed to Anaximinesthe Milcfian, written to Pythagoras living then in Crotona y 
by Diogenes Laertius in his life: where,when he had fpent 20 year, he wenc to Metapon• 
tU s anti there ended his dayes, as Juftin reports out ot Trogus, [lib. 20, cap. 4.] to wit in 
the fourth year ot the 78 01 ympiade,[« Ettfeb. hath it in his Chron .] which takes up part 
of this, and part of the: ycar: following. 

The Ionian fleet confifted of 363 (hip*; the Perfian of doo. .fiaces the fon ot bolylon, 
the Tyrant of Samos and other Tyrants of Ionia, which having been thruft out by Ari- 
ftagoras, were now in the Perfian army, laboured what they could to draw over every 
man hi< countrey-men, and acquaintance from the Ionian to the Perfian fide. In a fea 
fight at Lada, which is a little Ifland lying over againft Miletus, between the Phawci- 
ans, and the Ionians, of 6 o (hips that came from the Ifle of Samos, and fifty flunk out of 
the fight, and returned home, fo did 70 more of theLcfbian fhips; and fundry other of 
the Ionians in like manner,*, onely there were 100 faile of the Ifle of Chios, which 
fought it out very manfully, till at length having taken .many of the enem’es fhips, 
and loft many of their own with what they had left, they returned home, fome 
©f which yet being hardly puifued by the enemie , ran themlelves on ground, at 
thepromontory of Mycale, and there gar to land, and travelling all night on foot, came 
fafe to Ephefus, whiles the women there were celebrating their fcaft and facrifices called 
lhcfmoyhoria y to wir,,in honour of their goddeffe Ceres: whereupon the men of the city, 
fuppofing the Chians to have been theevs, come to fpoil them at that time, fell fuddenly 
upon them, and flew them. But Dionyfius, captaine oi three fhips of the Phocxans, ha¬ 
ving taken three fhipsof the enemies, carried them, not into Phocxa, which he knew 
well enough was ere this feized on, and poflefled by t he enemies, with the reft of the Io¬ 
nian territories, but furnifhed as he was, faded directly into Phxnicia; where lighting up¬ 
on fomc fhipsof loading, and having taken out of them a great booty of monies, and 
i other things, he fee fail, and came away tor Sici\ie y [Herodotnslib.6. from capq.to 17.]

But king AfTucrus made ail thcearth, and all the Iflandsofthe fea tributary; hath not re¬ 
ference to this very time. For as Tkucidides,[hb. i.] tells us, (and Plato in hisMenexenus 
confitmesas much) chat Darius,by the rocanes o his Phxnictan fleet, fubdued all the 
Ifland*lying in the Egean fea,fo doth Diodorus Siculus, £ lib. i a. ] teach us, that they 
wereall loft again by his fon Xerxes, immediately upon hisoverthrow in Greece* and be¬ 
fore the i a year of his reign, after which ic was, that the Scripture tells us, that Affuerus 
impofed this Tribute upon the Ifles<r For that in Xerxes his war againft Greece, all the 
Iflands which lay between theCyanean Illes, and the two fore-lands, that of Tnopium in 
Cnidia, and that other of Sumium in Attica,did fend him itrfh^pmg; the fame Diodo¬ 
rus Siculus in his faid * a book, teftifieth; And that his fucceflors, held none of them all, 
favc Clazomene, (which was at that time, but a poore htle Iile , as Thucididides,f Lb S. J 
teacheth us) and Cyprus, is manifeft by the tenor of Amtalcidas hispeace, recorded by Xeno¬ 
phon A lib. k, Hellenic A Which tome feemech a great argument,that Ailuerus mentioned 
in Efther, can be none other than this Darius, whom for this, and other fuch like impo-

Huckfter.as Herodotusobferveth ofhim s Becaufe that under Cyrus and Cambyfcs, his

In the year following, Darius commanded the inhabitants of Thafus who had been

and tolend away all their (hipping to Abdera * and then, to try whether the Grecians, 
would indeed ftand it out, or come in and fubmit to him, he fent Embaffadors into 
Greece, with order todemand Earth andfVattr ofthem,giving order nevcrthclefle to his 
tributary towns upon the fea coft, to prepare and fornifh out fighting fhips, and others to 
tranfporthorfes in: many therefore, as well ot the continent of Greece, as of the Ifles 
thereunto ad joyning, gave him Earth and Water, and among them the inhabitants of the 
Ifland of Egina,and that with the firft, [Herod.ib. c.

Ctehas (cems to 
favour the former opinion, audio doth Tully in thefirft of his Orations againft Vcrres 
Ifcocratcs in his Panegyric, and Panathenaic Orations, agreeth with the later 5 and 
Lvfiusin bis Epitaph, fets them down in a round funime, 1200. (hips: adding,that there 
were over and above them. 3000. (hipsot burden ; For to fay with Juftm, that there 

were ten hundred thoufand lhips of them, no doubt, cannot be right. 

That in thofe 1107. (hips which came out of Ma, there were 241400. men flowed, 
Herodotus colletteth, by placing 200. men in every bottom : befides 30 paffengers in 
every one of them,of Pcrlians, Medesand Sactcans, which make in all 36210. men But 
to thofe other 3000. fhips of burden, he allows 240000. men, by placing 111 each of them, 
80 peifons, one with another; thofe which had more bearing ouc thole that had fewer 
in them So that the whole Navy confided of, U^io. men; to which it you adde the 
number of the laud fouilders, 1700000. Foor, and 800000, Horfe, and the Arabians 
which had charge ofthe Camels,and the Lybians who intended the W aggo,^,amount¬ 
ing to about 20000. then will the whole number ofthem which followed Xerxes out of 
Afu into Greece, in all kinds, rife to the number of 2 3 i7 <5i 0 thoufand men, befides 
horfe-boyes and other fervauts,hangers-on, and befides thofe which were imployed m 
furniihing the camp with corn and othei 1 viaualy [ Herod, hb, 7. ca. 184.]

A fcholar of Anaximenes the Milefian, being but ao years of age, was made publ.que 
reader of Phylofophy in Athens, as Laertius, out of Demetrius Phalereus in his.Cata¬ 
logue of the so Praetors, or Lord Chancellors of Athens, in his life rcportethjPhylofophy 
being then firft brought out of Ionia, and planted in the city of Athens, as Clemens A- 
lexan f lib.\ firont.] taich, to wit, at what time, Xerxes, when he had taken Athens, took alfo 
4 multitude ofbookr, which Pififtratus,and the Athenians had therefored upland fitting all the 
reft of the city, (favethe Caftle) on fire, fent them away into Perfta t as AGeltm\Ub. i y.NoH.

The further Xerxes marched into Greece, the more nations ftilljoyned with him; 
the Melienfes, the Dorienfes, the Locri,the B*othians,Canftians, Andrians, Tcniaus, 
and fundry other : whereby it came to paffe, that his forces, by land and lea, were no lets, 
at Salamis and Athens, than when he firft landed at bepias,; andcamc to Thermo- 
ovlje I Herod lib 8. cap. 66.] which thole veifesof Etchilusbefore mentioned, feem alio 
to imply, whcrehc tells us, that at the fight at Salamis there were iooo. or i a ?7 Ihips of 
his, and that Cccfias fayes, that in that tight, the Pcrlians had a thouland ihips mot to 
(peak ot Plutarch in his difeourfe, De glor. Athen. ( i. e.) of the glory ot the Athenians, 
where he faith, that that victory of Themiftocles at Salamis, was gotten with the Me 
of a thoufand Ihips of the enemies.

News being brought to Sufa,by the Courricis which were fent, that Xerxes had taken 
Athens, put the Perfians into fuch a fit of mirth, that they ftrewed all rhe ftreecs with 
mirtle boughs, and burnt ffankincenfe in them : and fee themfelves wholy tofacrificing, 
and feafting: But when the fecond tidings came of his overthrow at Salamis; that put 
them into fuch a confternation of mind, that every man rent-his- garments, and filled all 
places with howlingsand lamentations, [Herod. 1 . 8. c. 99.] which mourning of theirs, 
Efchylus hath defenbed, and fet out to the lifeyia Perfis. 

The fleet which remained, and the {ea-men which were therein left, having wafted o- 
ver the land forces, out of Cherfonefus to Abydus, wintered at Cuma in Eolia, [Herod, lib. 
S.c.ijo.] 

ArcabazusthefonofPharnabazus, having accompanied Xerxes with 60 thoufand 
{onld iers to Hclletpont, feeing him fafely landed in Alia fide j took his journey back again 
and ftaid about Pallene: feeing that Mardonius himfclf had taken up bis! Winter quarter 
in Macedonia and Theffalia, and looked not after the reft of the army: andduring hisa- 
bode there, finding that the City of Pondea, with Pallene, had already revolted from 
the Perlian, and Olynthus in termes to do the like, he clapt down before Pocidea and O- 
lynthus,andbeficgcd them both at once, and having taken Olynthus, and put all the 
Bottiean inhabitants thereof to the fword, he committed the place to the keeping of Cri- 
tobulusof Torona,a Chalcedonian born, [Jd.lib.S.c. 116,127.] 

When the Perfians had now lain 3 months before Potidea,a huge tide of the fea,brake 
in upon them, in their trenches, which made them raife their fie ge; yet many of thempe- 
liihed with that inundation ; and when others (ought to fave themfelves by fwimming, 
the Potideans went in boats, and knockt them in the head; thofe that efcapcd, Artaba- 
zus took, and carried with him into Theftalie to Mardonius, [Ib.c.i 29.3 

In the firft of the fpring,the remainder of the Perfian fleec,which had wintered at Cu¬ 
ma, putover to the Ifleot Samos, where fome other of their fclloweshad taken up their 
winter quarter. The greateft part in this Navie, were Perfian and Median fouldiers: 
and to them came fhortly after ccrwin Commanders, as, Mardoutes Fitz Bargeus, and 
Artanites Fitz Artacheus, who ftaying there, kept all Ionia from revolting,having a fleet 
of 300 fail, (reckoning in the lonians that were with them) at their command,[//>.e.i 30.] 
But Diodorus faith, that they were no leffc than 400 fail, which lay then at Samos, wait¬ 
ing the motion of the lonians: in this 2 year of the 7 5 Olympiade. 

The Grecian fleet confuting of.one hundred and ten fhips, under two Commander*,' 
Lcotychides king of the Spartans, and Xanthippus an Athenian, went toEgina, where 
certain meffengers came to them out of Ion ; a 5 to befeech them, all delay fee apart, to 
come and relieve them in Ionia; and with much adoe,drew them as far as to Delos, thi¬ 
therward, [Herod,lib.t.c.i 31.132.] and yet Diodorus tells us, that having ftaid fome cer¬ 
tain dayes at Egina, they then, of themfelves, failed to Debs, with 250 tall fhips of 
war. 

Xerxes is faid to have built both a Palace, and a Caftlcat Celcne in Phrygia, Xen. in his 
Expedition of Cyru^C^. *.l 

Mardoniu. with his army came to Athens,not yet reinhabited, ten months after it was 
firft taken by Xerxes: and there ruined and burnt down, what ever Xerxes had left 
(landing, and thence marched into the countrey of Megare, which was the fartheft place 
that the Perfians were at weftward, in all Greece, [Herodotus, lib. 9. cap.-}.

Whiles rhe Grecian fleet lay at Delos, meffengers came to them from Samos, praying 
them to fuccour both themfelves, and the reft of the Greek nation, which dwelt in Afia, 
againft the Perfians. Leotychides the king of Sparta, at a Council of wac* refolvcd to 
iet all the Greek Cities at liberty from the Perfians* and they entering a league with the 
j Samians, came with their whole fleet to Samos, and lay dole under the Temple of Juno,

Hereupon all Ionia revoked from the Perfian,[ Herod, lib. 9. ca. 103. ] together wich 
the Eoliaus and Ifiands bordering upon both, [ Dod. Sic. lib. 1 x . ] 

The Greeks having let fire upon, and conlumcd the Perfian (hips and camps; return¬ 
ed to the Illc ot Samos> and there entered into a confiscation how to transplant all the 
Ionian nation ( yea and the Eolian too, as T>iod. hath it ) out of Alia, ( where they Teem¬ 
ed to be too openly expofed to the danger ot the Perfian cruelcy ) into Greece : But the 
Athenians fearing lead the Ionians, which were now a Colony of their own, would by 
this means become common to the reft of Greece; oppofed it, and told them,that chem- 
fclvc-, as tied to them in blood, would never be wanting to their defence; and therefore 
defired thac they might contuse ftiU where they were in Alia, [ Herod, ib. ca, 1 05 , Diod. 
ib. in 2 year of 7 5 Olympiade, ] 

They of the continent of Greece, entered into a firm allocution and league with them 
of Samos,Chios,Lesbos,and other Blander?,who had joyned in this War againft the Per¬ 
fian ; and having plighted cheir faith each to other with a folemn oath, to continue firm 
in this affociation, and never to break the bond now made between them: failed in a 
body towards Hcllefponr, and in their way thitherward, came to an anchor firft at a 
Foreland called Lettium; being there taken ihort by a contrary winde : but thewinde 
coming take again, they palled on, and came to Abydus; and when they found the 
bridges there already broken down,which was the principal caufe of their going thither, 
Lcotychides with his men of Peloponefus returned home ; but the Athenians with their 
Captain X.mthippiis, and (as Thucidides faith,) with their aftociates out of Ionia and 
Hcllefponr, which had revolted from the Perfians, paft'cd over from Abydus into Cher- 
fouefiis,and there befieged Seftos: now Attaycfes, a Perfian born, and a wicked man, 
was Govcrnour of that province, appointed by Xerxes : and becaufe that Town Was 
fenced with a very ftrong Wall, therefore as well others of the neighbouring place*; as 
Oebafus himfelf, a Perfian born, who had laied up all the Flags and Stremers, and ocher 
furmeure of the bridges at Cardya, left that place,and put himfelf into Seftos alfo, [Herod, 
ib.ca.jos, 113,114,115.] 

Artabazus the {on of Phacnaces, who with 40000 men fled out of the battel at Platata, 
haftened away thorough the countriesof Phocis, Thcflalie, and Macedonia, into Thra¬ 
cia; and cutting the ncareft way over-land, came unco Byzantium.- having 1 left many 
of his men behind him in his march ; which were either icnockt in head by the Thra¬ 
cians, or died with hunger,and travel on the way: and from Byzantium hc got flapping, 
and palled over into Afia,[M ib. ca. 6 5.69,76, 88. ] . * 

But thole few which had faved themlclves in the top-of the rocks, in the Foreland or 
Promontory of Micale, repaired to Sardes, from whence Xerxes was not yet gone. In 
that journey, when Mafyftcs, one of the fons of Darius Hyftafpes, had charged Artayh- 
tcs,one of the chief Commanders ofthc Fleet at Mycale, among other reproachful Wocds^' 
that he had carried himfelf bafely in thatfervice, and more like a woman than a man 
and was therefore affaulted by Artayntes with his naked fword s'. Xenagoras of Halicar- 
nafliis ftept in, bare off the blow, and faved Mafyftcs from that prefent 'danger: and 
Xerxes for fo faving his’brothers life, made him Governour^df all Cilicia, [«£.

But whiles Xerxes fpenc his time at Sardes, he there fell defperarely in love with his 
brother Mafyftcs wife; whom when he had often folliciced to adultery, , and could no:.

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"doduiot explain, what Artabanus this was: whether he, who affeding the kingdom,was

firft, then Themiftocles his coming to Artaxerxes, muft reeds be within the firft leven

hen Themiftocles, was thus graciouflv received, and welcomed by the king, a new 
danger grew upon him by the means of Mandane a daughter of Darius Hyftalpes: for 
(he having lolt all her children in the fea-fighc before Salamis, and not being able to pre¬ 
vail with the king, tried and follicited all her ftiendsaiidgreat men about the Courr,and 
at laft ftirred up the common people it felf, to be revenged of this Themiftocles, tor the 
hurt he had done them in that battle. And when they all in a hurry came flocking into 
the Court, Artaxerxes told them fairely, that he would refer the whofe matter to the 
iudgment of his Lords: and fo, by appointing a long time,for the preparing and hearing, 
and determining of this great caufe, he found the means to deliver T hcmi ftocles, out of 
the peoples hands, for the prefent, [Diod. Sic. lib. 11.] . . , _ 

In the fecond battel,bet ween the Peri tans and the Baarians,by reafon of a ftrongeem- 
peftuous wind, fitting in their faces, Artaxerxes got the viftory of them, and reduced

Themiftocles, when he had Ipent a whole year in learning, as well as poffibly he could 
the Perfian tongue, and Withal, was grown perfea in the lawes and cuftomes or the 
country,and then coming to his trial, did not only quit himfelf from all objections made 
againft him, but grew moreover into fuch favour with the King, as no Grecian was ever 
in before: for he not only ufed to carry him abroad with him a hunting, but alfo to call 
him to his private delights and recreations at home, inlomuch, that he was admitted to 
the prcfcnceof Ameftristhe kings mother, and converted' familiarly with her. He be- 
ftowed on him alfo, a Perfian wife, of noble parentage, excellent for beauty, and good- 
nefle ofdifpofition; befidcs Icrvants toattend upon him, cupboards of plate of all lores, 
and allother things, not only for his neceffary ufe, but even for dehghc and pleafnre, 
[Thucidides , lib. i. Diodorus Siculus , lib. H. Plutarch in the Life of Them-

k'Artabazus and Megabyzus defigned Commanders for the war in Egypt, carryed - 
ivith them ouc of their own country,horle and foot 300. thoufand men, [Diod.] but Cte- 
fat faith onely 200. thoufand. . . 

When they were come into the part of Cihcia and Phoenicia, the Commanders 
thought fit there to reft a while, and to refrefh the army after fo long a march: meane 
while they command the Cilicians, Cyprians, and Phoenicians to rig up and provide 
the Navy: and they in a trice provided 300. fail of rallfhips, wlvch were forthwith 
ftirnilhcd with fea-mcn and fouldiers, wich (tore of ammunirion,and all things fit and 
neceffary for a fea-fight. Diod. Admiral of which Fleet was appointed Onfcus, 
[Cteftas.} . . . 

In making of which preparations, and in training and exercifing their men in arms, 
and making them apt and ferviceablc for the war , they fpent almoft a whole year; 
mean while the Athenians prefle thefiege of the Fort of White-wall in Memphis: But 
when che Perfians within manfully defended ir, and the Athenians faw no poffibihty 
of taking it by allaulc; yet they lay before it all this year, [ Diod. ] 

The Perfian Commanders in Afia having all things fitted, march from thence tho- - 
rough Syria, and Phoenicia, wich theic land Army ; their Navy of 3 00, fade coa(ting 
them ftill as they went: Until at laft,thcy came to Memphis, r L I>/W.] where tochofe two 
hundred thoufand which they brought with them, there joyned three hundred chou- 
fand more of thofc which Acharmenidcs had left in Egypt, Between chete and the 
Egyptians there was a ftouc battel fought,and many fell on either fide; but molt of the 
Egyptians. At length Mcgabyzm with his own hand wounded Inaros in the thigh: 
whereupon he fl ed, and put himfclf into a molt ftrong hold, called Byblus, in the Illc of 
Profopitisinthc river of Nile; and with him the Grecians which were left, and not 
Haiti with Charamites their General; and all Egypt befides favc oncly that Fort of 
Byblus,followed the part of Megabyte. £ Cteftat.^ ' , , 

Mcgabyfus having driven all, both Egyptians and Grecians ouc of the field, and out 
of Memphis, and (hut them up all in the little Iflc of Prolopitis; continued the liege of 
them there, one veare and fix moncths. [ Ihucid lib.

The Athenians End Cimon their General with a Heet of 200. fail of their own,and 
their confederates into Cyprus : of which fixtv went away into Egypt to Amraaeus, 
who continued ftillinthefcnuycouucrvof Egypc: the reftbefieged Citium a City in 
Cypru-, [Thucid. lb. 1.] At thistime Arcabazus and Megabyzus commanded the 
Perlian Army} the firft of which Artabazus lay with the Fleet confiding of 300. fail, 
aboir Cyprus: chc other with his land Forces, which amounted to the numbet of 300. 
thouland men, remained in Cilicia, L Diod. Sic. lib. 11. in the 3 year of 8a Olympiade 1 
Cimon fenc certain meftengersto the Temple of Ammon,to confult the Oracle there, 
about feme (ecret macter, [Plutarch in the life of Cimon.] 

In the liege of Citium in Cyprus, ( as Tfiucidides faith) Cimon died ; either of a na¬ 
tural difeale, (as Emil. ‘Arobus hath it) or, as others, of a wound which he received 
in a fight againft the enemy. Being ready to deparc this life,he advifed thofe that were 
about him to conccale his death, and to get them gone with all che fpeed they could. 
And ic fell out, that neither friends nor foes knowing any thing of his death, all the 
Greek army returned home fife, under the conduct, ( as Phancdcmus fpeaketh) of 
C imon when he had been a whole monedi dead ; Buc they who were lent to confult 
the Oracle, having received no other anfwer, but that Cimon was already vhth him : re¬ 
turned to their fellows in Egypc, and underftood Dy them that Cimon died, at that ve¬ 
ry tim“,whcn tiiatanfwer was made unco them, [ <r Plut, in the life of Cimon. ] 

When the Grecian army returned out of Egypt, they which lay before Citium in 
Cyprus, beiug forely prelled with famine, raifed their fiege from thence, and failed to 
Saiamis in the fame Hie : where they fought with the Pnoeiicians, Cyprians, and O- 
heians, both by tea and land. In the fea-fighc, they funk many fhips of che enemies 
Navy, and took a hundred bottomes, with all the fouldter; and M irnncrs m them : 
and the reft they purfued as far as unto Phoenicia ic felf: But the Perfians with fuch of 
the (b ps as were Ic ft, fled into Cilicia, where Megabyzus with the army lay. And the 
Athenians making thitherward with all poffible fpeed, landed their men upon the open 
(hoar, and fet upon the enemy. In which fight, Anaxicratcs who commandcdthc 
Fleet, behaving himfelf in mjft manful wife,died a mod noble and heroick death. The 
reft having gotten the victory, and made a great flaughcer of their foes, returned to 
their (hips • and came home all in company with thofe, which were upon their way re¬ 
turning out of Egvp;, [ D‘cd. Sic.in the 3 and 4 year of the 8 % Olympiad^] as heftands 
corrcaedoutof Thucidulcs.

Athens, 12 years before the Peloponefian war began: the Athenians fent a Plantation 
or Colony of theirs into Great Greece, to rebuild a certain decayed City there, called 
Thurii : which Colony was carried thither by Lyfias, a youth, at that time, of 15 years 
of age, and noimore, [ Plutarch and Dionyfita Halicarnapus in the life of Lyfias the Ora - 
tori And Herodotus beingthen 41 years old,who though he were born at Halicamaf- 
fus in Caria; yet obtained he the furnamc of I banns afterward $t*nxoir*vSnuril, 
rit 0 5f »oK(tV»fH»V, (i.e.)becaxfche teas one who had hit part in carrying that Colony or Plan¬ 
tation to Thttriias ftrabo faisb vt bis 14 bool^i • Now this Olynapiade feH in with the 
310, year of the nativity of Rome, according to V arroes adcounc.

( w ho was a different man from Eliafhib, of whom I fpake before ) became fon iu law, 
and had married the daughter of Sanballat the Horonite j which diforders, withfun- 
dvy others which had crept in, in his abfencc, Nehemias upon his return to Jerufalem 
with a new Commiflion, quickly redreffed,and l’everely punifhed, { Nehem. 13.] 
Megabyzus when he had lived now full five years in banifhmenc 3 fled out of the 
I (land where he was confined, and faining himfeif to be a Pifagas, (r. a Leper in the 
Perfian language, and one to whom no man might approach ) came home to his own 
wife Amytis: and what by he^what by Ameflristhe Kings mother,was in the end re¬ 
conciled to the King: who thereupon made him fit at table with him,as he had done in 
former times: and when he had lived 76 years he died; for which the King grieved ' 

VC In^hTs yeafbfgan a war between the Samians and Milefians,about the city of Prie- 
* ne (* ) the fixth year in the beginning thcveof,(Thucidides hath it) after the 30 years 
oeace and league made between the Athenians and Lacedaemonians: and m the 4 year 
about the middeft thereof, of the 84 Olympiade as Diodorus noteth. NowPrienewas 
a Cicv in Caria, which the Samians and Milefians, each laid claim to as their own: the 
Milefians finding themfclvcs too weak at blowes,drew unto their party fome of the Sa¬ 
mians who defired an alteration of things in their own State; and wich them repair¬ 
ed to Athens, and there complained of the injurious carriage of the Cititens of Samos; 
whereupon the Athenians fent unto them, requiring them to fiircealc their armes, 
and to comeand debate the matter in difference, before them at Athens Which 
when the Samians tefufed to do, Pericles prevailed to have open War proclaimed a- 

painft them: and all this in favour of his wench Afpafia,that famous Courafan,and one 
whom he doted on, not fo much for her beauty, as for her wit; andbccaufe flic was 
the daughter of one Axiochus, who was a Milefian borne. The Athenians there¬ 
fore feiiding.a Fleet of 40 fail, under the command of Pericles, eafily rook the City 
of Samos, and changed the Ariftocraty thereof into a democratical kindofGovcrn- 

me But prefently afeer, Pericles was returned from Samos, there arofe among them a 
terrible fedfcion: fome ftrivmgto maintain the new ettaWifht popular Governmenr, 
and others holding that the old Ariftocratical was the better. They therefore who 
difliked the Democratical, eonfpiring with the chief men of the city, lent into Aiia,to 
Pifluthnes the fon of Hyftafpes Governour of Sardes - and having made a confede¬ 
racy with him, obtained of him a company of 7 00. fouldiers; with which putting over 
in the foil ofthe night into the Ifle of Samos«they there joyned with other of their con- 
forts, who attended their cormug,and fo altogether furpriwd and rook the Town, and 
profeffing thcmfelves open enemies to the Athentans,took the whole Gamlon of them 
that there was, withthcCaptaiu and Officers, and fent them all for a prefent to 1 1lflu- 
thnes: which done, they forthwith march againft Miletus, having drawn the inhabi¬ 
tants of Byzantium alfo into their confederacy againft the Athenians. 
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The Athenians heating of the revolt of Samos, difpatch away thither fixty Uile of 
ihips, well furnilhed; wherot fixteen went partly towards Caria, to encounter the 
Phoenician fleet in thofe parts, and partly into Chios and Lesbos, to take in aides ftom 
thence, die other 44 veffcls continued with Pericles the Ammiral and his 9 colkgpes. 
The Samians hereupon recall their *o fade or (hips, which they had fenc all tuU of 
fouldicrsto affault Miletus, and joyning to them 50 fade more, fought with the: 44-Ihips 
of the Athenian*, near an Ifland called Tragia,and had ,thcte the worft of it. From 
Whence the Athenians, having a fupply of 4° fade wore fro® home, and a j ; more by 
way of aid from Chios and Lesbos, went and landed with their force-, in we file of 
Samos, and getting the better of it there alfo,they poflefled themfelves of the Haven, 
and having drawn a treble ditch about the city by land, they barred up the Haven 

W1 A tew dayes afteriPericles undemanding by letter* out of Caria, and Caunus, that 
the Phacnician fleer, was coming towards him, to tf*e relief of Samos, he,leaving a part 
of his army to maintain the fiege, took with him <5° fade out of the Navy ; and went 
to encounter them, with all chefpeed he could poflibly make,:and with him went 
Stefagoras with five ihips of Samos, and others, to meet with the Phasnician Navy. 
^ The*Samians taking advantage of the abfenee. of Pericles, by^the.P^ahojm^ 
leading of Meliflus, the fon of lihogenes; a Angular Phdoiophei, fuddenly tal¬

""Pericles, hearing what had befallen his men at Samos, m£de back; thitherward, as 
fall as conveniently he could, encrcafed his fleet;. and when Thucidides; Agnon 
and Phormio, were come to him with 40 fade, and Tlepolemus and Antides, with 20 
Ihips more from Athens; and thofe of Chios and Mitvlene had font him 30 faile,with 
thefe great forces, he- fet upon Meliflus, and overthrew him in the field, and then fell to 
befiege the townit felfby land and feasts afore,and harafled them with frequent aflaults 
on every fide s infomucb, that fome lay, thofe engines ot Battrie,iis Rams, and Vines, 
and Galleries, were there firft invented, by one Artemon, ot Clazomena: which Ar- 
temon the Engineer, Ephorus the Hiflorian doth unskilly confound with Ammon Pen- 
phrefus. of Whom Anacreon the Poet, 111 his varies ( recited by Athenarus lib.

fU At Atostin the year when Apfeudes was Archon or Prefidenr,and in tfie laft year, 
almoft compleat of the 86 Olympiads Meton obferved the fummer folftice, to be up¬ 
on the day of the Egyptian moneth,Phamenoth (or the 17 day of June, accord¬ 
ing to the TulianCalendar) in the mommg,[Ptolomy,in huCMag.Syntax lib.

- In the winter feafon of the fourth year ofche Peloponelian war, the Athenians Cent 
lifhips, commanded by Lylides, and four commiffioners with him, to collect their 
tribute from their confcaerate cities. Lylides, as he went from place to place to ga¬ 
ther moneys, at lall going from Myus, thorough Cana, the Cartons, and Ansitxrole 
luddenly upon him out of an Ambulcado, and flew both him, and the greateft part of 
hismnvsilbucid.l'ib. 3.1 ' „ . , r . , 

Alcidcs commander of the Lacedemonian fleer, coming to the foreland of Myone- 
fus, m the countrey of the Tcii,put to death there the greateft part of the Greeks, 
whom he had taken prifoners out of Alia: but when he was come to Ephefiis, lome 
meflengers fent unto him, bv the Samians, which were of the Anasitar, told him that 
he took a wrong way to deliver the Greek nation out of lervitude and thraldom, it he 
purpofed to deltroy fuch, as neither ever bare arms againft him, nor were his enemies; 
but onely were forced to pay contribution, to the Athenians: whereupon he fpared the 
reft, and let them go. ... , , . , , r 

A new broilc riling between the old citizens, which dwelt in the bale town of No- 
tium,and thofe which had newly fled thither, thcfeconfidemg in the power of Inch Ar¬ 
cadians, and other barbarians as Pilfuthnes, the Governor ot Lydia had fent them, 
drew a wall round about the upper town, for a fortification againft the bale town,and 
confederating with thole Colophonian'-', who dwelling m the upper town,took part 
with the Medes, made one Common-wealth with them. But the other fide fent tor 
Pachetes, a captain of the Athenians to come and help them; who when he came, 
defnedHippiaSjWhom Pifluthncs,had made captain Oi the Arcadians m thelort to conv: 
forth to a parlec, covenanting with him, that it they could not agree, he mould return 
Gl and found into the tort again, whereupon he came forth: but fo loon as he came, 
Pachetes cook,and committed him to fafecuftody, yet without manacles or fetters ; 
and letting prelently upon the fort took it, and put all whom they found therein to the 
fwor d, as well Arcadians as Barbarians; and laft of all,to keep his word wich Hippias he 
let him come fafe and found into the fort; but fo foon as he wascomedaid hold on him 
again, and fhot him to death with arrows, to he reftored Notaim to the Colophonians, 
fare to thofe, who had taken part with che Medes Afterward the Athenians fent a 
plantation thither of their own,and governed the place, according to their own laws, 
gathering together as many of the Colophonians out of all parts, as they could find to 
inhabit hSThncidJib. 3. Polya. Stratag. Hb.^i] . . 

8. Artaxerxes fent Anaphernes, a Perfian Ambaflador, with a letter written in the . 
Affyrian language, to Lacedemon: wherein, among other things fignined to them, 
that he knew not what they would have, nor what their meaning or intention was j

The Banditoesof Mitylene, after their city was taken by the Athenians, joyning 
with the Banditoes ofLesbos,and hiring tome others out of Pcloponcfus,went in a great 
body and took Rimium ; arid having received of them a round furame of money, 
fpared the Cicy •• and from thence went to Antandrus and took thac by . intelligence 
wichin: for their purpofe from the beginning was to fee at liberty, as fundry other Ci¬ 
ties of the country called AEtaa, (which formerly was held by the Mitylenians,but was 
rhen poflelfed by the Athenians ) lo efpecially Antandrus; to the end that having 
fortified it, they might there build them {flipping enough, as having che hill Ida, and 
ftore of timber from thence at hand: and hoped with that and other provilibn, to get 
Lesbos, and other Cities of Eolia, in,die Continent, into their poffeflion, [ Thucid. 
hb. b, 4. ] A. jy>u, 

At the lame time? Ariftides and Demodbcus, whom Diodoruscalleth Symmachus? 
Captains of the Athenian Navy, lay in Hellefpont, gathering of their tribute 1 whiles 
Lamachus, their third Captain, was gone, with ten Ihips into Poncus, They therefore 
hearing that the Mitylenians purpofed toforcifte Antandrus; gathered an army of 
their confederates, and fee fail thitherward; and when the enemy (allied out from 
thence, foiled them in the field, and gat the Town again. But Lamachu; who was 
gone into Pontus, coming into che mouth of the river Caleces, (Which Diodorus calls 
Cachetes) iu Heracleotis, leaving their (hips at an anchor, there went and fpoiled all 
the country about Hcradea, which in favour of the Perfian, bad refufed to pay contri- 
butiontothe Athenians. But when upon the falling of a great raine che river fwol, and 
ran with a mighty current, and drave their (hips upon the rocky Ihoar, he there wholy 
loft his Fleer* and a great part of his army befides. Wherefore when by fea he could 
not, having loft his mips* and by land durft not with fo fmall a company return home, 
thorough £0 many fierce 8C Warltck Nationsas lay in his way; they of Heraclea, taking 
this occafion to gratifie them rather than to be revenged of them, and thinking che 
fpoil of their country well bellowed, if they might thereby purchafe them for friends, 
which were before their foes,fent them away fairly, wich till manner pfprovifion for 
their journey homeward. So Lamachu-'* with che company which he had left, went 
over land thorough the country of the Thracians, which dwelt in Afia fide, and came 
fafely toChalcedonjfrAtfc/^.Wi 4. Diodor,Hb. 12. Jafimlib. l6.cap.3.]

Secundianus, who had a long time born a grudge to Bagoras the Eunuch, picking a 
quarrel with him for burying his father* body without his advife taken therein, com¬ 
manded him to be ftoned to death: which aft of his the army took very ill; and al¬ 
though he bellowed large monies among them, yet what for this, what for the murder 
of his brother, they ever hated him. £ C te fi as - 3 

Ochus, whom his father Artaxerxes had made Governour of Hyrcania, being fent 
for by hisjkother Secundianus to come unto him, fent word he would, but came not; 
and this he often did: but at length, gathered a mighty army, and intended for the 
kingdom. Arbarius who was General of the Horle to Secundianus, fell over unco 
Ochus: and Arxancs the Governour of Egypt did the like. Artoxares alfo, out of 
Armenia came unto him in perfon, and whether he would or no, fee the Cidaris, (».) 
the Crown upon his head. [ Ctefias. ] 

Thus Ochus was made King, and called himfclffrom thence forward Darius : aud 
by the advice of Paryfatis, his wife and fifter,tried firft what he could do with his bro¬ 
ther Secundianus by fair words and oaths • But Menofthanes, who was the greateft 
man with him among all his Eunuchs, was earned with him not to believe his oaths, 
nor have any treaty with faithlcfte men: yet Secundianus, came to a.treaty, and was 
there laid hold on ; and being thrown into a heap of afhes,therc died, [fie/ias] of 
which kind of punifhment, fee more before, in the year of the World, *48 5. and in 2 
Maccabees , [.cap, 13. J, 6 . J 

When Scundianus,*/. Sogdianus, was now dead, then reigned Ochus alone, known 
by the name of *Darisu Nothin toward the later end of the firft year of 89 Olimpiade; 
as appears by [ Thuctdides , lib. 8. and Diodor. I year of 89 Olympiade, ]

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Governments, which the Athenians had of late forbidden them to pay unt® 
the King, dealt with them under hand, to fall off from the Athenians •• andwitha 1 
folliciting the Peloponcfians in general to make a frefh war upon the Athenians, mo¬ 
ved the Lacedemonians in fpecial to confederate and joyn in arrries with the king 
againft them; when the Athenians power was thus Wcaknedin Alia; upon whom 
Pjffutbnes had founded all his hopes, TiffaphemeS fought by all rhearis hdw to get A- 
morges. a baftard fon of Piifuthnes, who had taken up arms in Caria, into his hands; 
and ,as he was commanded, to fend him alive or dead to the king. But finding at this 
prelenr, that the Citizens of Chios and Erytbrar, were ready to revolt from the Athe¬ 
nians, he fent his meffenger with theirs to Lacedemon* there to negotiate the matter; 
by the joync advice of both, [jhneid. lib* 9.1 t t 

Ac the tame time Calligetus and Timagoras the one of Megara, the other of Cyzi- 
cum,each banifhed out of his own countrcy, came to Lacedemon;fent indeed by Phir- 
nabazus, who had enrerteined them, during the time of their exilement, but in the 
name of the inhabitants of Cyzicum»to get flapping of them, to carry into Hellefponr. 

And when the meffagers of Pharnabazus and Tiflaphernes, made each of them his 
fuit a part from the other, the Lacedemonians were thereupon extremely divided a- 
mong themfclves:fomcadvifing thft Ionia and ChiosIhould firft be holpen; dthet that 
Hcllcfponci but in the end, the Petition of Tiffaphernes and the Chii carried it; and 
the rather* by the help of Alcibiades,who (landing at that time a condemned man at 
Athcns,livcd at Sparta,in hoiilc wichEiidius,one of the Ephori,his fathers old acquaint¬ 
ance, wherefore having made a confederacy with the Chii and Erythrreans, they pre- 
fcntly ordered 40 fade of (hips to be (ent away to their fuccor. But Calligetus and Ti¬ 
magoras, who were there in the behalf of Pharnabazus, and the men of Cyzicum, 
would contribute nothing toward the letting out of this fleet to Chios; nor would lay 
out the 15 talents which they had brought with them to hire (hips for themlelves 
that way; bccaufe they bad a putpole (hortly to prepare a fleec of their ovvn,pAi./^.] 

In the ao (ommer of the Peloponefian war, Alcibiades an Athenian, and Chalci- 4302. 41 \ 
dcus a Lacedemonian, were fent by Endius,and the reft of the Ephori, with five (hips 
into Ionia, to draw the Greek cities there off from the Athenian party: and coming 
(peedily toConrcnm,byfuch perfwafionsas they ufed*they prevailed firft with the Chii* 1 
then with the Etythveans openly to revolt from the Athenians* and then goitlg with 
three (hips to Clazomense, draw them alfo over from the Athenian party : and thofe 
of Clazomenar, putting over presently into the continent adjoyning,there bu ; lc a ftrong 
fort, that if need were, they might there have a place to retire unto out of their poor 
Iftand: and in like manner all that revolted fromthe Athenians,fell in hand prefcntly, 
with fortifications, and other preparatives for the war,[ 77 >«« 7 </. lib. 8.] 

Stiombichides,a Commander of the Athenians, coming with 8 Chips to Samos, and 
taking with him onemore from thence, failed to Tern, and perfwaded them,not to 
enter into any pradlife againft the Athenians. Chalcideus alfo came thither with *1 
faile of Chips; and had with him foroe foot companies of the Clazomenians and Ery- 
thteans The Teians, though at firft retufcd to receive thofe foot, yet when they faw 
the Athenians fled and gone, took them in: who h iving a while expeaed the return 
of Chalcideus from the chafe of the Athenians, and he not returning thev of 
their own heads, threw down the wall which the Athenians had made to 
the land-ward , with the afliftance of certain others which came to help 
them, under the command of Tages Tiflaphernes his Livetcnanr. Chalcideus and 
Alcibiades, having purfued Strombichides, as far as to Samos, taking with them 20 
(hips more from Chioi, failed to Miletus, and by the means of Alcibiades, who 
had great acquaintance with the chief men there, perfwaded them alfo to tall ott 
from the Achenians^nd when the Athenians followed them thither,but were kepi:out 
bv the Milefians,they retreated to an lfland called Lada,lying over againftM iletus.[/&.] 

7 After this revolt of the Milefians, the firft affociarionofthe Lacedemonians and 
the Pcifians was concluded and made, by Tiflaphernes and Chalcideus. upon this con¬ 
dition, that what ever cities theFerftans did thenholdyor heretofore hadheld t fho»ldcontmne 
Jltll in their power. [Ibid.'] , 

The Chii therefore prelently to know how the fquares went at Miletus, and 
with all to induce other cities to the like revolt, from the Athenians, bent their 
courfe with ten (hips to Anaea, a city in Caria : but being caued back by Chal- 
cidcus, becaufc Amorges Pifluthnes hn fonne, was drawing down thither¬ 
ward , with his land forces, they came to a place.called D/«-^,afmalltown, 
in Ionia; where;efpy ing a fleet of 1 6 fade of the Athenians, fent from thence under the 
command of Diomedon to joyn with Thraficles, they ditperfed themfelves,and one 
lhipot them came to Ephefus, the reft to Teus,butfour of themfell into the Atheni- 
I ans hands 1 yet nothing but the bare hulls, tor the men were got to land, the reft °fme 
I fhips came fafeto Teus. After this when the Athenians were gone to Samo 7 , 
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purfued their purpofc, with the remainder of cheir Fleet and Forces, and drew over to

The Athenians, having taken the Fort, which the Clazomenians bad builcinthe 
Continent, made them go back again into their own Ifland, all jave the heads of that 
revolt who went to Daphnus *. aiidfo the Glazomemans returned intothe obedience of 

the iiuhefimeiimmer,the Athenians with *o foil which lay.at Lada againft Miletus, 
landing at Panormus, and lighting there upon Chalcideus,the Lacedemonian ilendcr-

a Fleet out of Sicily and Peloponcfus was upon thefea thitherward, by the advice of 
Phrvnicus, they drew off,and returned to Samps, £ Ibid.] 

Thu Fleet when it came, with the fliips of Chios which had formerly been beaten 
wirh Cnalcideu* oy the enemy, at the entreaty of Tiffaphernes, fee upon Jafos: where 
Amorges the bafc ton of Piflucbocs (who had revolted from the king) then kept 
himfelft The Pelpponefians under the command of Aftyochus the Ammiral,to whom 
Theramcnes a Lacedemonian had brought that Fleer, and the Syracufans(who made 
principal proof of their valour in this fcrvice under their General Hermocrates get¬ 
ting luddenly upon the Jafians, who thought they had been friends, furpnfed them, 
and took che eky. The Peloponefians having therein taken Amorges alive, delivered 
him upco Tiffaphernes, to fend him - to Darius, ithe plcafcd. The city Jalos itfelf, 
whicHlone peace had made to abound with all plenty, they lacked, and made avail 
booty of it: The companies which Amorges had there in pay, they faved, and be¬ 
came moft of them were Peloponefians borne, they lifted them among themfelvcs: but 
the Town itfelf they gave over to Tiffaphernes, With all the petfons thereof, bound 
and free, taking for every head of them half a crown ; and returning from thence to 
Milertis, they convoyed Paedaritus, who was fent by the Lacedemonians asGovcrnour 
to Chios, overland, with the companies belonging to Amorges, as far as Erythce, and 
left Philippus,Governor of Miletus, £ . 

The Winter following Tiffaphernes, having put a Garrifon into Jaflos, came to Mi- 
’ letus, and there according to promife made at Lacedemon jpaidthcm and cheir fel¬ 
lows the monies which were due, which was a drachma of Athens, upon every head; 
and agreed with them for a {landing pay, in time to come, (A ] . 

Aftyochusthe Ammiralof the Lacedemonian Fleet with ten fhips of Lacedemon, 
and as many of Chios, having in vain for a while befieged the city Pteleura, put over 
to Clizomen*, and there commanded (uch as favoured the Athenian party to leave the 
place and go and dwell in Daphnus: which was the command alfo upon thcmdaid by 
Tambs Lieutenant of Ionia; which when they retufed to do, he fet upon the Town ; 
being but an open burgade: yet not being able to carry it by affaulc,hc left it and went 
his way : But meeting with a ftrong wind atfea, he hiralelf came fafe to Phocaea and 
Cuma, but the reft of his fhips. were driven afhoar upon the Ifles lying before CJazo- 
mens, MarathuCa,Pclaywd Drymiffa * where they lay 8 dayes for the violence of the 
tempeft, and the* c [pent and fpoiled what they pleafed of fuch goods as the Uazome- 
nians had transported thither for fear of the war ; and the reft they put aboard their 
fhips, ami carried away, and came to Aftyochus at Phoc*a and Curna, L j 

The fame Winter, Hippocrates of Lacedemon, fetting fail from Peloponcltis with 
ten fhips of the Thurians, commanded by Doricus and two others in coraiffion with 
him, and one of Laconica,and another of Syracufe, came to Cnidus, which had now

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revoked from Tiflaphernes, whereof lofoon as the Miicfians heard, they prcfcntly 
fent unto Hippocrates, by all means to leave one baiidf his fhips in garrifon at Cmdus, 
and to eo with the reft, and furprize certain fhips laden with Marchandi c from Egypt, 

lvin2 at Triop um, which is a foreland of Cnidia; and the Athenians hearuig there¬

to Lacedemon,Tiffaphernes Cent a meffenger of his own along with him^ne Gaulctes, 
a Carian bormbuc one that could both the Greek and Perliaivtongue; who was both to 
charge theMilefians lor furpriling his citadel, and withall to clear him from thole fallc 
alperlions, which the Milelians, and Hermocrates the Syracufcan had call upon him, 
for he well knew, that they would along too, and accufe himfor confpiring With Alci- 
biadcs againft the Lacedemonian, ftate ; and for fickleneffe of mmde toward 

^TW'aphernes feeing thePcloponelians bent againft him,(among other things,for luffe- 
rine Alcibiades to return to his own again )as one who now openly favored the Athenian 
parry againft them,went to Alpendos, wherethe Phemcian fleer, conhftingof 147 
oflhipsfwas now arrived to purge himfelf,ashe thought: and cook Lichas the Lacede¬ 
monian along with him, leaving his Agent Tamos with them, colee the ftipend duly 
paid to the Peloponefian Navy, which yetwasbncfofo performed by h ,>m * moreover 
Sie Peloponelians at Tiflaphernes his requeft, lent Philippi a Lacedemonian, with 
two tall mips to ACpendus, there to take a view ol the Phenieian fleet. And Alcibia- 
dcsjUndcillanding ihat Tiflaphernes was at Afpendus came with i? tail to Caunus 
fir ft, and then to Phafelis, promifing every where to his friends huge fupplies and aides 
; in all kinds, and when he was returned to Samos, he informed themthere, that he had 
wrought matters lo, as that the Phenieian fleet (hould not affift the Peloponefian*, and 
that Hiftaphernes was now become, more friend to the Athenian than ever; for true it 
was,that Tiffaphernes met with the Phenicians at Afpendus, but Would not let a laifc 
of them gotothe Peloponelians; putting themoff with this ldleexcule, that there were 
not lo many fhips come to him, as the k. had commanded : whereas indeed his purpote 
was, to hold both parties of the Greeks in fulpeiic«;and by liding with neither,to make 
them watte and confume one another, [/£.] . . . . 

The Tunto or Government of 400 at Athens was diflolved, and 5000 put in their pla¬ 
ces • who by an ^of theirs, ratified, and confirmed the recalling ol Alcibiades home, 
into his country, [Ihut.] and by the lame order, was he joyned in C.ommiffion, 
though abfent, with Thralybulus,and Theramenes,and by their vaUour, and vertue, 
the Athenian ftate, was in Ihorcrime, much reformed and brought into better order 
than earft it was, [Emil.

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Thymachares^coming to Athens with a fmall company of Chips, prelently the Lace¬ 
demonians and Athenians had another fea-fighr, wherein, the Licedemonuns,undcr 
the conduct of Hegcfandridus,gatthe vi&ory, [Xe*. in the beginning of hu Htfiory of 

^NoHong after Dorieus of the Iflcdf Rhodes, Ammiral of the Thyrian Fleet, out of 
Italy, in the beginning of Winter, Getting out from Rhodes with 14 fail of ihips, went 
to the Hellefponti there to joyn with Mindariis; who lying at Abydus, did there at¬ 
tend the comfog of all the friends aud confederates of the Pdoponpfian name and na¬ 
tion. And now was this Dorieus come as far as Sigeum, a Port in Troas, when the A- 
thenians lying at Seftos, having knowledge of his befog tliece, and whither he was go¬ 
ing, went toward him with aofhip: but Dorieus hearing of their coming, fled from 
thence, and drew up bis fhips upon the Rhastaran (hoar; and having there landed 
his men,with the help of the men of Pardaiiia,they defended both thcmlclves and their 
(hip; too, in fpighc of the Athenians: who feeing ac laft, they could do no good upon 
them, came back to Midytus, to the reft of their army. Mindarus feeing this fighr, 
who at that time happened to b e at old Troy Sacrificing to M uierya,Went fpeedily with 
84 fhips to the Foreland ot Dardania, to relieve Dorieus, and to fave his Ihips; where 
he found alfo the land Forces of Pharnabazus ready to aflift the Lacedemonian Na,vy 
againft their enemies. Againft whom the Athenian Fleet confiftuig of 74 (hips came , 
forth, clofe to the fhoar of Abydus and there began the fighr; Mindarus haying under 
his command 97 Ihips in allof his own, befides thole of Dorieuf, he placed the Syracu- 
fians in the left wing; himfelf took charge of the right: on the other fide, Thralybu- 
lus had the right wing,Thrafyllus the left. The fight coati nued doubtful lromuior- 
ning to the evening: when upon the ludden Alcibiades came (lemming *nwithr8 
frelh Ihips which came fromSamo; towards Hcllefpont: upon fight whereof the La¬ 
cedemonians fled towards Abydus. And the Athenians,following them clofe, took ten 
of their Ihips; and then a great (form of windearole, fo that the Athenians could not 
do as they would have done in the chafe, and fo the Peloponelians efcaped alllafeto 
(hoar,and fled to Pharnabazus his land army that was thereby: and Pharnabazus him¬ 
felf during the fighr, rid his horle into the very fea, up to hiS | faddle-shrti,and there 
fought, and commanded his men both Horfe and Foot to do the like. The 1 clopone- 
kans alfo themfclves, locking their (hips dole together, and making one bulke of them, 
fought againft their enemies from the decks clofe to the fhoar.but the night drawing on, 
the Athenians with 30 empty (hips which they had taken of their enemies, and caking 
with them fuch of their own as haft been hurt,and either battered or bilged in the fight, 
returned to Seftos: and the nexc morning fo loon as it was light,gathering whatfpoiles 
they could sec together of their enemies wreck, they crcftcd a Trophic: and then 
leaving 40 fail to guard the Hellefpont, they difpoied pi the reft,fome here. Come there,

Olympiade, wherein Eubotasthe Cyrenian wan the prize in running, 
when Archippus was Ephorus,at Lacedemon,and Euftemon,was Pra*or,or L. Chan- 
celor at Athens, there was a new game fet up, of a race to be run, by a brace of Mules* 
in a Coach, called SWe«, <>r ffutdexe, as Xenophon (bem[Hellen .i °] of which befides Died. 

Sic [lib. 13*] and Pan fan. [lib. i.] Elite.Julius AfricanUt alfo in Catalog. Stadionicamm 
maketh mention , adding moreover, that in the fame Olympiade, Polydamantes the Sco- 
tuifian, wan the prize at wraftling, being the fame man, whom Danus Nothus, by ex- 
preffe mcllengcrs, with large gifts and promifes drew to him at Sufa, where he flew 
three of the kings guard, which is called the Immortal Guard, of which you may fee 
more ill Herod, [lib, 7 .cap,t ^2 which all at once ran in upon him, as Paujan. in his later 
book £//^or,fhewech, who alfo in the fame book fpeaketh of Eubotas, furnamed Stadi- 
onicus , who when the Oracle of Ammon had foretold, that he fhould win the prize at 
running, he caufed his own ftatue to be made before-hand; aud coming afterward in¬ 
deed to win the prize, was proclaimed to have won u, and dedicated his ftatue in tefti- 

H^Tuhi^year’affoTthe Medes which had fallen off from Darius the king of Pcrfians, 
fubmitted themfclves again to him, as Xenophon teftificth, £#*///<?#. 1.] Herodotus al¬ 
fo in thefitft of his Hiftory,{n<*p. 130.] relate?, how the Medes revoked from Darius, 
and that upon an overthrow received, they returned to his fubjeftion: who becaufe he 
makes mention both of the war at Dccelza, [lib. 9 . cap. 7«.] which was waged the fifth 
year before, and of Amyrcajus his foil reigning after him, [lib, $.cap. 15.] (of whom I 
(hall fpeak more in the year following) hence I gather, that he either wro:e,or at leaft 
revifed his Hiftory, in the very later end of the Peloponefian war.

them that were (lain, ereftfid-a trophy of them, and the next day failed to Notium, and 
there providing themfelve^of fieceffaries, went to Colophas, which prefeutly yielded 
to them, Thc next nightthpy entered into Lydia, when their corn Was almoft ripe, 
and fet many villages on hfo, But whiles they were (cattered here and there,and mind¬ 
ed nothing buttheir boot-haling, Stages,a Perfian, (the fameTages, as it fhould feero, 
which I mentioned beforc in the year of thc‘World,} 59 a.out of Thucidides)fell upon 
I them with his horfe,and took one prifoner,and flew fevenof thcm,[Xenoph.HeUenJ.i.] 

Tiflaphernes undetftandiiig that Thrafyllus was ready to fetlaile for Ephefusjto lur- 
prife iugathered together *ll>che ftrength he could make,and fent about horfemen into 
all parts, to command meh to come in arid defend Diana of the Ephefians. 1 hrafyllus, 
when he had fpent 17 dayes in Lydia, fet Me lor Ephefus; landed his corfelets at Co-

his prefence, prerending that he was lick, in his Camp at Thamneria^in thc Councry 
of the Medes, whither he was gone with bis army agamft the Caduhans, a dot 
dering Nation, which had newly revolted from him, L Xenophon H eilen. lib t z.V 
The Lacedemonions which were feattered in the countreysof Holia and {onia,raet 
together at Ephefus; and thence fent meffengers to Lacedemon, to let them there 
know, howthings went with them in Afia ; and to defire that they might have L 
fander again for their General, a man of whom they had pr«>t of, in 

the year before: in which reqieft, Cyrus alfo joynedwiththem; ^ tecaufcty 
their Law , the fame man could not be twice Anumral of then fleece, 
therefore they gave the title of Ammiral to one t/lracus, but committed the 
whole power for the management of the war unto Lyfaoder, under the name of his 
Lievtenant. Lyfander therefore comingto Ephefus, fent toEteonicustocomeiimo 
him with his (hips from Chios; gathering alfo out of Peloponcfus, and other parts,all 
the (hips that ever he could make, and did not only repaire thofc which he had, but

Ai firtt, in the Feaft ot Bacchus, they laid 
hold on thofe which were moft againft their fatfion in their own houfes,to the number 
of 40. and cut their throats. Xforward again, in a full marker, they feized on 3 00. 
more of the richeft of the people, and cut off ;heir heads: whereupon, fome of t lie prin¬ 
cipal of the people that were left, fearing what might befall t hemfelves* to the number 
of a thoufand, and no lefle, fled to Pfaarnabazus, the Perfian Govcrnour in thofe parts ; 
who entertained them very kindly, and giving every one otthem;aStaccreofgold , 
save them Clauda, which is a Cattle of Claudia (fhall I fay of the iiland Cfauda men¬ 
tioned ASts Vf. ! 6 ? ) for aplace to dwell in, [ D-odor, year 4. Olympiade 9 3- J . 

The Athenians fctfail from Samos, and came to Chios and Ephefus; and having 
wafted the Kings countries thereabouts, prepared themfelves now for a lea-tight: 
mean while Lyfander failing from Rhodes, and leaving Ionia on the right hand,went 
up with his Fleet to Hellefpont, to fee that no fhipping fhould palie that (freight; and 
withal to reduce fuch Cities as had revolted from them m thofc parts, L Xenoph. 

H Lyfamfo going from Abydus, came with his Fleet to Lampfacus, a confederate city 
with the Athenians; and thither repaired alfo the men of Abydus by land, a.ndfucli 
others as were under the command of Thorax,a Lacedemonian Captain: and letting 
upon the city, took it by force, and facked it, being rich, and full of corn and wine; and 
all other provifions: but fent away the Athenian Garriton chat was there, according 
to his word, fufferedalifreementherc to enjoy their liberty, and having given the 
fpoile thereof to his fouldier?, he left the place it felf entire to the inhabitants, L ‘Pint. <» 

^ ThV^fonian Navy, which confiftcd of 180 fail, was wholy furprized and taken 
by Lyfander at Egos-potamos,in the ttreight of Hellefponc (of all which number,lcant- 
ly ten efcaped ) with 3000. fouldiers, befides cheir Commanders, [ Id. ibid ] 

Couon their Captain feeing the Athenian State here utterly loft, and tearing the 
cruelty of his country-men, if he returned to Athens, came with nine fhips onely toA- 
barindes a Foreland of Lampfacus: and taking from thence fome principal malts ot 
Lyfanders fhips, failed away to Euagoras King ot Cyprus, with whom he was former¬ 
ly of good aquaintance: fending away nevcrchelefle a Poft-barque to Athens, to let 
them know what had befallen him at Egos-potomos, [ Id lb. with Ifocrat. m his 
Euagoras: Anfiot. lib. 2. %hetor. Jufhn lib. 5. cap. 6. and An fid. m Oratio. Rho 

^Lyfander having rifled their Camp, carried away thefhips, and prifoners,arid fpoils, 
and all, with the found of Pipe and Flute,and Triumphant Songs, to Lampfacus. And 
the fame day fent away Theopompus, who had been a Milehan Pirate, with the news 
of this victory to Lacedemon; in a moft choice fhip with pennants hung out, and 
dreamers, and all other magnificent attire; which journey he went m three day.-s, 

Philocleschc Captain,and the Athenianprifoners to the number ot 3oco. Adimantus 
ondy cxceptcdj had all their throats cut, £ Xienoph. Diodor. Pltlt *(ch. ] 

Lyfander, having fet all things in order at Lampfacus , failed to Byzantium and 
Chalccdon, both which opened their gates unto him: fend mg awaycheAdienian 
Garrifons in both places, upon his word. They who had formerly betrayed Byzan¬ 
tium to Alcibiadcs, getting away, went firft into L ontus, and from thence came after¬ 
ward to Athens, where they were all endenifed. An d Lyfander leaving Sthenelaus 
a Lacedemonian for Govcrnour, both of Byzantium and Chalcedon, returned to 
Lampfacus, there to repair his Navy, [^.en. Hellen. 2.] , , 

Lyfander turning out of every City, fuch as favoured the Xchcman party, and fo- 
ftroying every where, Democratic?, and all other forms of Government wlutfocveL; 
left them onely,fuch as at Sparta were called Harmoftx; (‘f .) Moderators, to govern 
them: and dividing each City into ten Wards or Companies, chofe out of them ten 
fpecial men, to whwnhe committed the foveraiguity over all, into which numberhe 
chofe none any where but fuch as cither had been formerly obliged to him, or would 
now take an oath to be his: and having by this means crewed a Decemvirate, or a 
Government of Ten men in every City, held them all at his own devotion. and did 
all himfelf, [Plat, and Emil. Prob . in the life of Lyfander. J 

Lyfander,having fpent fome fhort time in ordering this bufineffc, fent word to Sp.v- 
ta that he was ready with 200. fail; with which, together with Agis and Paulamas 
the Spartan Kings,he forthwith came to thejiegeof Athens, hoping in a fhomimc 
to take it: but finding that they defended themfelves beyond his expeftation, he him¬ 
felf returned into Afia; where heabohfhed all Republicks, or Democratics, and eft 
blifhed every where his Decemvirates, or Government by Ten men: putting many o 
deathevery where,andmaking therefttoget them packing inw other places. Arid 

whereas at Miletus, his friends to whom he had undertaken to alfift them in lupp.cfli g 
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tue D.m jcratic thcrc,had already upon a fecond advice , fallen to an accord with the 
adverfc ta&on ; hemoft cunningly,and molt perfidioufly Withal,fo Wrough che mat 
ccr,that he delivered no leffe than 800. of the Democratica party to be muidcred by 
chofe which flood for an Ariftocratie in that city,L Plutarch tb. j . 

The Athenians being fo befieged by fea and land by the Lacedemonians, obtained d 
at laft p:acc upon certain articles: But upon the 16 ; day of Muniduon the Attic 

moneth(thea4of April, according to the Julian Calender ) as Plutarch m bis hfe te 

porteth . he told the Athenians, that they had broken the articles, in that they had not 
demolished their walls within the ten dayes limited to them to have done it tn : Whence it is ga¬ 
thered* that that peace or agreement wa*made upon the fixth of their moncth Mum- 
chion, ( i.t,)npon our t4 0/ April :) wherewith ended the Peloponefian war, when it 
had laded a 7 years: as [ Thuctdides in his 5 boo^~] tellethu-. 

Shortly alter this peace, Darius King of all Ma.when he had reigned x 9 yearsidled: 
whole elded fon,and fucceffor, Artaxerxes,reigned 43 years, [ S/c.ywr4.0 

piadQx, 1 But Ctefuts who was Phyluian to this Artaxerxes, faith, that when Darius 
Ochus died at Babylon; there fucceedcd him Arfactts, al. Maces, begotten byh«m,up- 
on the body of Parylatis, betore he came to be King: and that com’ng ro orowm, 

he altered his name to Arraxerxes: who for the greatneffe of his memory was furnam 
ed Mnmen. To which alfo, as 1 conceive: refers that relation of [ 

Dtipnofoph. ] where he faith, that Ochus when he lay a dying, was asked by his elded 
fon, by what wifdom and policy he had maintained hts State fo many years, t* the end, 
faith he, having learned by you, I may follow your fteps therein s andthat h.sanfwcr 
to him was, that he had done it, bjdomg right to Cjod and man 
Ochus was often urged by his wile Parylatis, who ever loved her younger Ion <Lyru 
more ihan the elder § •, to follow the example of Darius H yda(p:s , and Lcave him to 
fucceed him in the kingdom, who wasifirtt born after he came 

him that was borne before: yet would he never hearken to her therein. But by his 
lad Will, gave the kingdom to his elded fon Artaxerxes, and to Ins younger fon Cy- 
nr, all thole Cities and Territories,which he had at that time under his Government in 
Alia 1 Plutarch in the life of ^Artaxerxes. Jufiin.lib,%.cap. 11. J 

bo toon as Artaxerxes came to the Crown, by the perfwafion 
Statvra his w ifr,he took Vadiades, who had murdered Tentuchmes,hei own brother, 
and husband to Amidris, who was Artaxerxexes his own After, and caused lus tongue 
to be drawn backward out of his pole, and thereto be cut off: and madoMir ■dates 
or Mithridates his ton, who had preferved the city Zans, to the fon o. Tcmuchmes, 
Satrape or Govemour in his room, [ Ct.fim. J «. t w , crr . 

When Artaxerxes went to Pafargada, where according to thecuftom,hc was to 
put off his own Robe, and to put on the Robe which old Cyrus wore, before he came 
to the Crown • and was there inaugurated according to iheancicnt Rcgal Ceremo- 
meiby the Prefts of Perfu: Tiffaphcrne. brought him the Pneff, who had mftniOcd 
his brother Cyrus in his childhood, according to the cuftom of his country, and aught 
him the principles of the arc Magick,who was in that regard the more ealily believed; 
when he P acculed Cyrus for having a plot, when Artaxerxes fhould be putting oft his 
own Robes, to fet upon him, and to murder him in the very Temple, [ Pint. >» the >fe 

Artaxerxes hereupon caufed his brother to be laid hold on, purpoling to put him 
todeath; and put him in chains of gold, for the reverence he bare to the Regality of 
hisblood : but When he was to be killed,his mother caught him about the middle,and 
hen carting her hair about his neck, and tying t to her own, with many teates and la¬ 
mentations made, ac length procured his pardon; and obtained him to be fent again 
to hi command in Lydia,and other fea Towns in ^fia, Q Id. >b. mthXenoph. m Expe- 
ditio Cjri.Eb.l.Juftin.M.4.cap.Vlt.andpcfiM.2 

Jlcibiadcs tearing the power of the Lacedemonians, who commanded all now by 
La and land, withdrew into that part of Bithyma which belonged to the Thracians ; 
and carried thither with him a great malic ot S lver and gold s yet left he a far greater 
quantity of both behind him in the Caftle where he was. But the Thracians there, fo 
foon as they perceived the wealth which he had brought, deviled how to catch him, 
and to get his money to thcmfelves: yet him they miffed, for he had conveyed himfc f 
privily away to Pharnabazus in Phrygia: whom he lo caught, and enamoured with 
his gent le behaviour, that no man was fo inward with h.m,as f cibiades was * where¬ 
upon he gave him the Caftle of Grynium in Phrygia; whereof he made fifty talentsa 
year in tribute, I Ph*. and Emil. Prob. in the life of Akibiades. ] .

When Cyrus was gotten back again fafe into Lydia, remembrwg how he hadbeen 
(hickled bv his brother, he began to cart about, how he might hereatccr keep himfelf 
out of bi?brothers danger, and withal, if it might: be, how to» make himfelf king in 
his room. Therefore he lifted as many Grecian foldiers as poflibiy he could, and under 
this and that colour, gathered a great army of feveral nations, that with them he 
might come upon his brother as unprovided as might be, [Xenoph.Exped.fyM. 1. 
Plutarch intheLfe of * Artaxerxes J He lent alfo unto Lyfander a fh,p, ma«,e all o 
gold and Ivory, bf two cubits high; congra tulaung him thereby, for the great vidxy y

commonly goes with Xenophons Hiftory of the Cjrectans , and fome other Pieces concerning his 
own country , were all of Xenophons own writing : For indeed, thefe books of the Expedition 
°fO r!iS i went heretofore with the reft of his Grecian Hiftorie*. In the end whereor, 
he plainly layes, that the writer thereof, was prefent in all that Action : and therefore 
the work it felt, which is full every where of Xenophons worthy ads therein, is attri¬ 
buted to him; not onely by Plutarch, but long before him by Cicero, Dionylins, Ha- 
licarna flatus, Hcrmogenes, Laertius* Athenstus,and (not to fpeak of our Divines, fiute- 
bius, and Jerom ) by Arianus of Nicomedia; whoalfo had the furname of New Xeno¬ 
phon put upon him, as we read in Photius and Suidas: both becaufc he comprifed the 
ditcourftsof his mailer Epictetus in 4 books,as Xenophon had done thofe of his ma¬ 
iler Soci ates,in the like number; and alfo, tor that as Xenophon had written,that Ex¬ 
pedition of Cyrus in 7 books, fo he had written the Expedition of Alexander in as ma¬ 
ny- though he in his Anabafis, or Expedition of Alexander did not altogether imi¬ 
tate that former Anabafis or Expidition of cyrus, becaufe that hath a brief Proemc to 
every book, but none to the book in general, as Laertius hath oblervcd; whereas this 
in every book, lave the fixth,maketh a tradition, by way of an epilogue or fummary 
of the precedent books, which becaufe Xenophon ufeth not in his, with tome other oc- 
currents in thofe books which relifh not altogether of Xenophon; therefore I rather 
endine to th ink,that thefe books were of Themiftogcnes his writmg,and nor of Xeno¬ 
phons. However, following the authority of thofeancient Worthies, I haveallalong 

cited him by the name of Xenophon, as they have done before me. 

Now of thole five heads, mentioned by Xenophon in his faid 3 book. Hellenic, and laid 
to have been written by Themiftogenes, the four firft are wholy comprifed in the firlt 
book of this Anabalis, or Expedition of Cyrus. 1. The gathering of his army. a. Their 
marchiug into the Upper Alia, and coming to the place where they fought. 3. The 
manner and ifllieof the fight it felf : and 4 . The fall of Cyrus in that battel. 

For Cyrus moving from Sardes, ( where Xenophon met him being lent tor trom 
Athens by Proxenus the Boeotian, and there lifted hmifelf for the action, as wc find m 
the 3 book ) came to Celama: in Phrygia, and there ftayed 3 o dayesi s in which time 
Clearchus, and other Greek Commanders came from divers parts, and by fundry ways 
unto h>'m: and thereupon a general mufter,were found enrolled,eleven thoufand Cor- 
iletes, and about twothoufandTargateers. n , . . . 

From Celxnx Cyrus came with this army to the bank of Cayfler, where he received 
moiuylrom Epiaxa: Syenefis,theKingotCiliciahis wife, ( with whom Cyrus was 
tlioughc formerly to have been too familiar) and therewith paid his army(wich whom 
he was then 3 moneths behind, at which they much repined ) four full moneths wages. 
Epiaxa came live daves before Cyrus to Tar.us in Cilicia; and by her perfwafion, her 
husband Sycnelias coming thither alfo to him ; gave him a vaft fumme of money to¬ 
ward the relief and maintenance of his army : And both Ctcfias and Diodoru addc, 
that SycnelisJike a wife man, (applied Cyrus and Artaxerxes too, with neccfianes for 
the war. For having two tons, he lent one of them to Cyrus wich a competent num¬ 
ber of mentor his Ccrvice,but had tent away the other privily beforehand to Artax¬ 
erxes, to let him know, that having fuch an army come upon him, he durftnotbut 
keep fair with Cyrus* and openly joyn with hintyieverthcleflc that he continued a true 
lervant in heart to Artaxerxes, and would fall over to him fo foon as he could ipie out 
his opportunity. Cyrus ftayed ao dayesat Tarfus, where the Grecian companies told 
him plainly* they would march no further. But Clearchus by his wifdom took them off 
fromthatmood; and fo they came to Iffus, which was theuttmoft cuy of Cilicia, 
where Cyrus his Fleet met him* bringing him 700. Diodorus faith 000. Corleletceis: 
which the Laccdemon-ans had fent him under the command of Chirolophusj and 
there aUo 400. Corfelcteers, which had formerly terved Artaxerxes under their Cap¬ 
tain Abrocomus, came into his Camp - but Abrocomus himfelf, leaving 1 hxnicia with 
300. thoufand men, marched away to Artaxerxes, though he came not to him till five 
dayes before the fight: fo that by his abandoning the place, Cyrus palled the gates, or 
fit eights of Syria, and fo came without flop or binderance to the place where the fight 
lliortly after was; having made in all from Ephefus to that place, 9 3 ftages or dayes 
journeys,and in them marched 5 3 5 Parafanges,which make 1605 o.turlongs. 

The place where the fight at laft was, was called Cynaxa, as Plutarch faith ; and is 
500 furlongs from Babylon: from whence, whereas it is (nd m the thck.of the Expe¬ 
dition of Cyrus, that the fight was 3060,furlong*/™* Babylon. Jacobus Capellus,thinks 
it Ihould be read ,from Sufa . In the army of Cyrus there were reckoned of the Grecians, 
iipon the point of 13 thouland men ( though Juftia. lib. 5. cap.ult, fayes, there were noc 
above 1 o thoufand ) of which there were 10 thoufand 4 hundred Corfcletcers, 2500. 
Targatecrs; and ot other nations 100 thoufand, and near upon 20 booked chariots. Ot

Olympiads , 94*3 and having heaped many ocher large gifts and fa¬ 
vours upon him; gave him above all ,his own daughter to wife j and ufed him ever af¬ 
ter as his moll confident friend and lervaut,[D/W.i£.] 

The Carian, who wounded Cyrus m the thigh, fothat thereof he died, Paryfatis, 
the kings mother cauled, after ten dayes torment, his eyes pulled out, and boyling lead 
powred in at his ear-holes, to be done to death. Mithridai.es, who gave Cyrus his fir It 
wound, and in his cups afterward, bragg’d that he had killed him, was put between 
two boats, and there lay 17 dayes, and untill he was eaten out with wormes: as tor Ba- 
gabau : , Artaxerxes his Eunuch, who at his command, had cut off Cyrus his head,and 
right hand, Paryfates wan him of the king at Dice, and having gotten him; cauled 
him to be head alive ? and then his body to be laid athwart three croffes , and his flead 
skin to be hung up by it ; apd then Paryfatis, at the humble fuit of the king 
her fon, left of mourning for Cyrus, [Ctefias, and Plutarch in the life of <Ar- 

^ Paryfatis, cauled the Queen Statyra, hir daughter in law, to be poifoned in this 
manner. Scat yra had a maid lervant about her, which was all in all with her, called 
Gingis or Gigis * whom Oman faies to have been a voluntary infttument in her death: 

Ctefias that her hand indeed was uled in ir, but againft her will: him which gave the 
poyfon, Ctefias calls Bellitara, but Dinon, Melanras: There is a little bird mPerfia, 
called Rhintaces, or Rhindaces; which hath no excrements at all j but all her guts are 
fully flu it with fat: one of rhefebirds, Paryfatis, as the fate at table with Statyra, took 
and cu: in two with a knife, which was poifoned on the one fide, gave the onehalfe, 
which was toward the poyfoned fide, to her, and the ocher (he took and ate her felt: as . 

Ctefias thinks i But Dinon faith,thatnoc Parylatis her felf, but Melanta her maid,carved 
to her with a poifoned knife ; but when the Queen died in extreara torments after it, 
the king fufpe&ed his mother for it, asonc who knew well the cruelty and implacable 
d ifpofition of her nature j andcaufedherlcrvants and carvers to be queftioned, and 
had to the rackabouc it. But Paryfatis kept Gingis a long time in her own chamber; 
and though the king requited her, yet would fhe not give her up to juftice, till at lalt, 

Ginges her felt defiring fhe might fteale to her own lodging by night, Artaxerxes took 
her* and punilhed her,as a poifoncr. As for his mother, he neither did, nor faid any 
hurt to her: bur when foe asked leave to retire her felf to Babylon, he gave it her; 
bur told her withal, that while fhe lived , he would not come there, [Ptu- 

Mr Ar ifio, with fome others,furprifed the city of Cyrene: and in the tumult, flew 5©o 
of the principal men of the inhabitants, of the reft, the better fort elcaped by flight. 

Tficf- allocating to them, fomc 3 coo of-the Meffenians, whom the Lacedemonians 
at thi? very time, had turned our of cneir country, came into the open field, againft 
thofe who had pollcffed thenifcivc< of their City. In the fight there was a great flaugh- 
ter made of the Cvrcnians on both Tides, as for the Meffemans, there ware fcarce any 
of them left* yet when the fight was ended, the Cyrenians came to an agreement be¬ 
tween themfelves; and taking an oath each to other, never after to remember by-paft 
injuries, lived in good correfpondencieeach with ocher, in the Government of their 
Commonwealth, [Diod.year 4.

Tamos the Egyptian, of whom I fpake a licle before. Governor of Ionia, putting him* 
felf with all his trealurc, and fons, all lave Gaus, (who became afterward the kings 
General) afhip-board,went w th his fleet into Egypt, to Pfammyticus the king there, 
bearing himfelf boid, upon the many good offices, which he had formerly done 
unto him; But Pfammyticus, cafting oftall refpefts of gratitude,forcourtcfies received, 
and pity towards a poore fuppliant at that time, butchered him and ail his chil¬ 
dren, onely to poflefle himfelf of the fhips and creafure, which he had brought;

^During their abode here,they made their provifion, partly out-of the market of 
Tnlvora and partly by fuch booties, as they got out of the countries adjoymng of 1 a- 
huLni’a; and on the other hand, the Paphlagonians, ft they found any of them 
ft ailing from the camp, did as much by them ; untill at length Corylas, who was go- 
verno-r of the Paphlagonians,let all things ftraighc between them. Afterward thefe 
Grecians getting (hipping from thofeof Heraclea, and Synope, .came to Harmone a 
onrt town of Synope, where they ftaied five dayes; and irom thence to Heraclea, a 
plantation of the city of Megara, made in the country of the Mynandem, and came 
maPeninfula,or neckof land there, called Acherufia: here they divided themfelves 
nro three companies. The Arcadians,and Achaans* which made above 4500 men, 
all corfeleteers and foot, having gotten (hipping of the Heracleans, put them- 
feives fpeedily aboard; that coming unawares upon the Thracians which lnhabited Bi* 
rhvnia, they might get the greater fpoilc of them, and landing at the port of Calpe, 
Sh is in the middeft of their fca coaft) by night, went to the next towns and villa- 
S (ix mile up into the countrey. Bur thefe Thracians thus provoked,fle w upon them, 
fnd’ flew many of them;for one regiment of them* with their Colonel Smicratcs, was 
nuite cut oft,and of another company of theirs, there were out eight perfons, vy-th their 
captain Hegefandrus that elcaped; thc reft were fain to fly to a hill foL faieguard,

,nl 'Thc^died'Chudfophu^S'in his place! was chofen to fucceed, Neo,of an Afinian 
born- who when he law his company miferably oppreft with hunger and other wants, 
ll herEtogether, to the number of two thoufand men, went a forraguag all oyer the 
foamrv It Rthinia : thefefirft Pharnabazus fet upon with his horfe, winch he lent to 
help the Bithynians; and withall, that with their further affiftance, he might keep 
thefe Grecians from falling upon his government of Phrygia Thefe horfe at firft onfct. 
Hew oi the Grecians no Iclfe then 5 00. the reft flying to a hill for fafecy ».by the 
enmins of Xenophon refeued from the enemy, and fo all returned Cafe to the camp be 
(oiefun-fer. But when bpithndates and Rhathines.came with more companies to fuc- 
cour the Bithynians, the Grecians obtained there a notable vi&ory of them, and in 
memory thereof, erefted a Trophy upon the place, and then returned to their campby 
the^aHfide^being diftant fome 7 or 8 miles from thence. After which viStory fo got¬ 
ten their enemies provided for their own indemnity,by driving their cattle, and carry 
ins away their families and goods,from thence into remoter parts. But when th re- 
cians having pafled quite thorough Bithyma,found nothing to relive themfelves withal 
in the parts where they were, they returned back a day and a nights jour n y, wtoB 1 * 
thvnuagain*and there found anS brought from thence ftoreot pnfoners,and fheep 
and ottifr provifions for their own fupport: and fix dayes after came to Chryfopoks, a

Athenian hotle, 
who had formerly iierved the 30 tyrants ot Athens: fach as the City had rather lhould 
be wafted a™y, and (pent in torreign Cervices,than be kept at home to do greater mil- 
chief And KHhefe Thimbron, when he came into Afia,added many mote taken out 
ot he cniesodie country, [ Xcmph. ] for at Ephcfus, what out of the confederate cities, 
whatoutofother places, tie lifted* aooo. and having now an atmyof 7 oao.men, he 
marchedfomet 5 miles further into the country, and athis firft aflaiiU tookMag- 
nefia a citv of Tiffaphcrnes his Government. And from thence went to Tralles a city 
of Ionia andtepantobefiegeiti butbecaufe thcfimation of it was vetyftrong.he 
left h> antfeame back to Mafnefia; which was no walled Town: and therefore iear- 
inp leaf?fo foon as he was gone, Tilfaphernes would take it again, he removed it toa 
hi thereby called Thorax. And then fell to wafting ofthe enemies countryiand there¬ 
by exceedingly enriched his army. But hcatingthat 1 iffaphernes was coming down 
unon hTm wh an army of Horfc, he raired to Ephcfus, [ DWw .1 hot .not being ab e 
toencounter his horfe,he druft not keep the plain; thinking it enough if he were able 
to keepl^ccountrici, where himfelf was, from being harrowed and wafted by the 

C “ When as now the Grecians under Xenophonhad ferved Senthes three moneths in 
Thracia there came unto them Charminus and Polymcus fait from Thimbron, to tell 
them thlt he had great need of their help in Alia agamft Tiffaphernes: and that he 
would give them a Daric every man by the moncth tot his pay t to every Captain of 
a^coropanv, two Darics, and to every Colonel four. But when Xenophon told 
them that for his part, he was purpofed to be going home into his own country; che 
cS’ofall the army came unio him, and humbly andearneftly bcought h.mnotto 
leave them untill he had carried them from thence, and delivered them into Thim- 
bronshand: wherefore he went aboard with them, and paffed over to Lampfacus ;

{is with him, and there having done facrifice to Minerva, and tu u rnu ;S out 

foldiers, he perfwaded the inhabitants of the pUce, to maintain their liberty . now | 
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had it rcftored to them. And from thence going to Gergiche with his army, when Mi. 
dias defired that he would at lead leave him that city, but could not be heard ; he 
commanded to open the gates,and Dercylidas entered that hkewife, and finding there 
the moneys which C*UnU had laid upffufficieut to maintain an army of eight thoufand 
men, for all moft a whole year, he took that into his own hands, and fent back Midias, 
to live a private life at Scepfis. And fo Xenophon tells us that in eight dayes fpace, he 
took in nine leveral cities. And DiocUr. the 2 year of the 95 Olympiads, writes thar,what 
by plain force, what by tricks, he pofleffed hinifcli in a very ihort time of all die cities, 

an The U re t was a quarrel grown between Artaxerxes, and Euagoras the king of Sala- 
misinthe Ifleof Cyprus, who had turned out from thence, him that was the Lord of 
the place, and one whom Artaxerxes wifhed very wel unto,called Abdemon I hyrhus, 
or, asTheopompu?,in the Excerpta Photon,6, calls him, Abdymon Cityces. This 
quarrel therefore was now compoled between them two, by the mediation ot Conon 
the Athenian, who had fometimelived with Euagoras, and of Ctefias the Cn-dian, 
who had long lived in the Court in Perfia, upon condition, that Euagoras fhoulcI pay a 
certain tribute to Artaxerxes, and a prelcntalfo was fent to Sanbarzanes; Ctefias al- 
fo fent letters to Euagoras, to make an attonement with Anaxagoras a king of the 
Cvprians ; which with orhers of like kind, written by Euagoras and Conon, Ctefias 
hath all inferred into his Hiflory of the Per ft an affairs 

Dercylidas having gone thus far in thefeparts,lent to Pharnabazus, to know whe¬ 
ther he would have war or peace, and Pharnabazus, being afraid what might bende 
unto Phrygia, when? himfelf did conftantly dwell, and which bordered upon 
Eolia, which was now all in Dercylidas his hand j defired a truce, iXemfhon Hel^ 

, /W This truce concluded, Dercylidas marched away into that part of Bithynia, which 431*. 398 . 
the Thracians held, and there wintered j which Pharnabazus liked well enough of, 
becaule the Thraciansof of that countrey made often mrodesupon Phrygia and Der¬ 
cylidas plundering that part of Bithynia, at his plcafure, wanted no provifion for his 

W 'Certain oXyfian horfe^to the number of 200, and 300 targateers, being fent from 
Scnthcs King of Thracia,to aide Dercylidas,upon their firft coming, went a forragmg 
into Bithynia, and were there almoft all cutoff But afterward keeping themfelves 
dole with the Lacedemonian army,they wafted the borders and territories of the Bi- 

th Th ia fprlng^coming on/Lercylidas removed out of Bithynia, and came to Lampfa- 
cus, where he undetftood by chree Ambaffadors come from Sparta, that his command 
was continued to him for another year. The fame Ambafladors alfo, by command 
from the Ephori, told the army there, that in former time the fouldiers had been 
cxtrcmly injurious to their allies and confederates, and commended them, for their 
good behaviour that way: whereumo anfwer was made by him, that commanded 
tho le who had formerlv followed Cyrus in his wars, that the fouldiers were ft.ll the 
fame, but that different Commanders, had caufed adifferem behaviour in them. This 
done Dercylidas fent away the Ambaffadors from Ephefus to take their journy tho¬ 
rough the Grecian dries and countries in tholcparts, telhng themhowglad hewas, 
thafthey fhould find them all in fo peaceable and flourifhing a ftatc as they fhould do, 

^Whcn the Ambaffadors were gone,Dercylidas fent again to Pharnabazus, to know 
whether he would have the laft winters truce to continue, or whether he would have 
war And when he defired the continuance of the truce, he pafled forth with with his 
army over the Hellefponr, and came into the Cherfoncfus of Thracia,which contai¬ 
ned^ furlongs aU which he enclofed withaftrong wall. This work he: began1 in 
thefpring,and nnifhed it before the beginning of Autumnc,[M it mth Diodor. Sic, 
yean.OlympUde 95 . whtrc,contrary to hi,cnftomjse delivers thegefis.f two years m one 

tont the Athenian wrote his letters from Cyprus to Artaxerxcs,coucerning his own 
affairs,which he defired to be prefented to him,either byZenon of Crete* dancer,or by 
Polyclitus of Mendes a Phyfitian,or in their abfence, by Ctefias, who was hkewife a 
Phvlitian. Itisfaid, that this later icoming to Ctefias his hand, he added thereto 

of hisowm that heprayed the king, to fend Ctefias unto him,asaman very neceffary 

for the kings fervice, in thofe parts, efpecially in matters belonging to the lea. But Cte¬ 
fias himfelf writes, that the king of his own accord, fent and imployedhirntclt in that 
fervice, [Plutarch in Jrtaxerxes,] which letters of Conon to the King, and to nimlelt, 
as alfo the fpeech which he[uled to the King ament that matter, he hath inferred 
into his own Hiftory ; where he relates alfo, how, when at the fame umethe Lacede¬ 
monians had lent Ambafladors to the King, he committed them to cuftody; and kept 
them there. Fhamabazm 
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Pharnabazus having made truce with Dercylidas, took a journey to the king •• and 
therecharged Tftaphcrnes before him,for that when the Lacedemonians had lent an 
army into Afia, he had not only not oppofed them, but had moreover maintained 
them there at the Kings charge; telling him that it was a fW, that the Kings vya, 
fhould not be purfued to an end, but bought out ; and that his enemiesIhould be bribed 
with money, and not beaten out With armes: and perfwaded the King tofuinilh out a 
fleer, and make Conon the Athenian* Ammiral of it. By whofe perfwafion, together 
withtheadviceof Euagoras the King of Cyprus, the King prefently commanded 500 
talents to be configned into Pharnabazus his hand ; and commanded him to commie 
the charge of the Phenician fleet unto Conon, and to make him commander in cbiet,o- 
ver all hit maritime affaires, {Died.y ear z of the 9 \ Olymp,ode, with Ifocrates mhisEu- 
ngoras : and in his Oration ad Philip, and Panamas, in *Atti,is , and Jnpnns ,1*. 6. 


^Paulanias returning from Court, having conferred with Conon, about What courfe 
to be held, made him Ammiral of the feas: making him many large promifes on the 
Kings behalf: Conon taking the charge upon him, but not fully furnilhed with a fleer, 
took 40 lhips, which he had then readie,, and with them failed into Cilicia, and there 
provided to begin chc war, [Diod$.] . : 

V Ctefias being fent away by Artaxerxes to the fea file, went from thence hrft into 
Cflidia his own country, and from thence to Sparta, as himfelf fairs, toward the end ot 
his Hiftory ; which as Diodorus faith, he ended With the third year of this 9 5 O- 

^Dercvlidas returning outofCherfonefe into Afia,going inprogreffe over the cities, 
found that the bandicoes of Chios, had pofleffed themfelves of Atarnc,»nd from thence 
making fundry inrodes upon Ionia, lived upon the ipoile thereof; and although the 
town ft lelf was ftrong, and well provided of visuals, yet he went and laid fiege 
thereto, and continued before it, full eight moneths tpace, ZXenophon , fyllemc .

^The fame time alfo, Pharnabazus went to Tifsaphernes, partly for that he was the 
chicfGeneral, partly to let him know, chat he for his part was ready to joync: with him 

in making war upon the Grecians ;and therefore firft took him along with him into 

Caria to fettle matters there ; and having put garrifons there, returned with him into 
Ionia But Dercylidas hearing that they had patsed the river Meander, aud having 
conferred with Pharaces, and fhc wed him,ihat he feared lcaft Tifsaphernes and Phar- 
nabazus, would both faUdown with their armies into Ionia, being now deftitute of gar-

what a Piece was there in providing: but whither bound, or for what purpole he laid, 
he could not tell. The Lacedemonians were much troubled hereac: And Agehlaus 
one of their two Kings, being put on by Lylander, offered himfelf to go in perlon with 
an army into Alia againft the Perfians •• and to take with him 30 men of Sparta* whom 
they fhould chule by their advice, to mannage that war. The firft of whom was Lv- 
fander, who hoped by this occafion to reftore again the Decemvitates thoroughouc all 
the cities in Alia, which himfelf had heretofore fet up : and which the hphori after¬ 
ward had abohlhed, commanding every city, to live according to their own laws So 
Agefilaus taking with him 2 thoufand of the new made Citizens of Sparta, and 6 tliou- 
land out of their confederate cities, with as much provifion as would ferve tor fix 
monethsL loofed from Gcraelum,a Port in Eubara,with all the Forces that he could there 
make, and came to Ephefus; and that fofpeedily, as he landed there before ever TuTa- 
pherncs and Pnarnabazus heard of his fetting forth: whereby it came to pafle, that he 
found them there, all as unprovided,as himtelf could Wifil, C Xemph. Hetlen.hb. 3. J and 
inhis Oration, of Agefilaus,with Plutarch and Eml.Probns,m their feveral lives 0} *Age- 
filam And Pan fa. in Laconicis: who yet layes, that he landed hrft at Sardes.

^Whiles A&ltm lay dill at Ephefus, all things grew to a confufioninthe cities; be- 
caufe neither the Democratical government was obferved With the Athenians, nor the 
D ccmviral, which Lyfander had let up, was obferved among them ; all became fui- 
toi s to Lyfander, a man well known among them, that he Would obtain of Agefilaus 
o t Swhat they defired. Hereupon it was, that Lyfander had ever a gma cour 

of attendantsand fuitorsabouthim: fo that Lyfander nowfeemed to be Kmg, and 
A^filama private man. This was a web in Agcfilam his eye,and therefore he be- 
„ a n ft ft to take the adminiftration of matters out of his hand, and to leffen his autho¬ 
rity then fent he him on an errand into Hellelpont; where when Lyfander found 
th atSififoridates, a Perfian, (Plutarch calls him Michridates) was oyer-born by Phar- 

nabazus lie defired co fpeak with him,and upon conference perfwaded him, with his 

children and fiich wealth as he had, and aco. horfe, to fall oft from Pharnabazus ; and 
he prefently leaving, what he had lafe at Cyzicum, with his ton, came unto him, and he 
earned them with him to Agefilaus; who was glad co fee him, 
himfelf to the full,how things flood With Pharnabazus, [Xenoph. Heilen, 3. and Pint. m 

T(fiiphcrnes ha ving gotten trelhfupplyes from the King, grew high, and proclaim¬ 
ed open war againft Allans; unleffe he would prefently leave Afia. Agefilaus was 

glad P hereof, and bad his men provide themfelves prefently for the war : and withal 

fent to the lomans, Eolians, and them of Hellelpont, to fend him to Ephefus all foe 
ftrength they could make.- and Tiflaphcrncsfuppofing that he would march intoCa- 
ria, went himfelf with his army into Phrygia; and falling fuddenly upon teuies 
there, oaYavaft fum of money and other provifions out of them, and fo came lafeand 
wrhout anv ftop,ncar to Dafcylium : where his horfe, fcouringthe country before the 

army were met with by the horfe of Pharnabazus, and routed} and in that cncoun- 

terToft 1 1 men, and * horfes. But when Agefilaus with h»s foot came to their refine, 
the Perfians on the other fide retired, having loft one of their men, L Xmfh, 
Heilen. 3. and in his Agefilaus , with Plutarch and Emil. Probus tn their Agefilaus / fc- 

,V/- Aeefilaus having fpent the greateft parr of that Summer in plundering of Phrygia 
and the countries adjoyning, and enriched his army; toward the Autumn returned^ 
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Ephefus, l Diodor, year 1 of the 96 Oljmpiade : ] and there fpent that Winter, [ EmJ. 
Prob. in his Agefilaus.] . 4 : 

Ncphereus, al. Nepherites reigned in Egypt 6 years. - „ u _ . 

The Lacedemoniansfentto him, to joyn with them m arme^ againft the Perfian , 
but he inftead of thar, fent them tackle and furniture for l oo (tops of war, and 30 thou¬ 
fand bufhcls of wheat, for a prefenr, £ Diodor, year! of the 96 Oljmpiade. ] , Jutfiu 1 call 
him Herciniott , and fo doth Orofius; treading all along in his fteps: and relates the 
matter in this manner. The Lacedemonians, faith he, 

their Ambaffadors : andreceivedfrom him l oo/bipsof war fully fur mfhed, and 6O0 thoufand 
bulhels of wheat, [ Juftin lib. 6 . cap. 2. and Orofius lib. 3 .cap. 1. ] ., „ . 

Pharax, Ammiral of the Lacedemonian Fieecfct ing fail from Rhodes with t -o fhips, 
came to Safanda a Caftle of Caria, diftant from Caunus 15 o furlongs: and weighing 
LSn from thence, fee upon the Town of Caunus, and upon Conon the Athenian, wno 
the e lay With his 40 ^ips. But when Artaphernes and Pharnabazus, came with a 
htSearL to the relief of Caunus: Pharax rafted hisfiege, and returned withall his 
Fleet to Rhodes. After this, Conon gat together to the number of 80 fhips, and with 
them failed toward Cherfonefits. And at the lame time the Rhodians keeping out the 
Peloponefian Fleer, revolted from the Lacedemonian State • and received Conon with 
aU his Fleet, into their Port and City. And it fell out, that the Egyptian Fleer, know¬ 
ing naught of the alteration there made, came boldly to an anchor under the lfland 
with all their loading of wheat, fent to the Lacedemonians : where Conon with the 
Rhodians fetting upon them, took and brought them all, with their men and loading, 
intothePort, and ftored the place with corn, [Dudor. year 9 6 -1 buctl l e 

Sdiery mutined againft Conon,becaufe the Kings Officers defrauded them of their 
pay: who therefore asked their pay the more boldly, becaufe they were imployed 
in fo great a feivice, under fo great a Commander as Conon Was, [jujhnl,b.6. 

Agefilaus, knowing well chat there was no dealing with the enemy in a Champion 
Country wi thout fufficient horfe, fet himfelf to rafte Troups on all h ands ; and there¬ 
fore gaveordcr thoroughouc all the confederate cities, that fuch of them as were rich 
and had no mind to ferve themfelves,(hould fend him in everv man a horfe,with a rider 
on him in his ftead. And the Spring coming on, commanded all his army to come 
together at Ephefus: and there trained all fort*, bothof horfeaud foot,with great care 
and diligence to make themfit and ready for the war. And during (uch preparation, 
mide foe City of Ephefus feem mote illuftnous than ordinary, as being the veiyfliop, 
aricLas it were, the work-houfc of fo great a war, \Xenoph. Heilen. 3. and mbis Agefi¬ 
laus- and Plutarch and Em il. Pro. tn the fame mans Ife. ] 

Andnowawholeyear was fpent fincc Agefilaus came from Sparta, and the Jo 
Commiffioners allotted for his Council returned to Sparta ; of which Lyfander, as I 

foiil before* was the prime man, and 30 others were fcnc in their rooms, of which He- 
rioidas was*chief. Of thefe Agefilaus chofc Xcnodcs, and one more, to command the 
Cc SShes to command the Foot of the new made Citizens of Sparta, which 
were all Corfefets: and Heripidas to lead them who had ferved under Cyrus; and 
Migdon/them which were fent in by the Cities of Afia. And gave * out that he would 
march out-right into the ftrongeft part of the enemies country to the end they (hould 
aifaimeand prepare their minds for a hot encounter And Tiffaphernes conceiving 

foafo^hadgfvcnthisoutofpurpofetoamulehimafeco^time, and to keep him at 

home, marched diredly into Caria, commanding his Horfe co ftay behind,and keep in 
the plain of Meander: But Agefilaus did indeed, what he had (aid i and fell on with 
his whole army intothe country of Sardes. And when he had marched 3 dayes and 
faw no enemy appear, he gathered there a huge ftock of all kind of provilions tor his 
army On foe 4 daythe enemies Horfe camein fig hr, and finding the GrccianTcat- 
3 abroad; fnd bufie about the plunder of the country ; fell upon them, and flew a 
great part of them. To whofc refeue when Agefilaus came, and confidered with him- 
feftfoatthe enemies Foot was not yet come up,and that himfelf was ready at all points 
hefet upon the enemy near the River Paftolus, and there gat a great viaory of them : 
and pofldfinp himfelf of their Camp, and having all now* both friends and enemi s 
goodTin his^ands, he found there among other riches, amounting to above 7 ° tale ™ s 
of money, and all his camels, which he afterward carried with him into Greece But 
TiflaSnes lay all this while at Sardes t and was therefore blamedand accufedby 

the Perfians. as a defertor, and a plain betrayer of them. . . _ , .. 

So Xenophon: But Diodorus, fayes that Tiflaphernes was prefent in the fight with 
1 o thouland Horle, and 50 thoufand Foot: and that Agefilaas, coming down horn 
the hillcountry of Sipalus,and over-running al the plainc about Sardwii.felf^^^wafted 

1 all,anddeftroycd among others things a goodly Park or Garden of . T/^.^ infi nirel v 

' own,enclo(ed and let withall forts of trees and other things forpleafuie, nfely 
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fumptuous, and of molt cxquifite workmanOiipand beaucy. And that turning from 
thence, he lent Xenoclts with i4thoufandmen, to lye in ambulh midway, between 
Sardes and Tvbarnx, to intercept certain Pcrfians, which were to pafle that way: and 
that fighting a fecond time with the Pcrfians heovercame them again, and Ae w up- 
wardof fix thouland of them; and took a great mudelude : priioners,and feizedon 

their camp, ftored with infinite riches: and that after all this done, Tilfaphernes fled 
to Sardes, and Agefilaus returned to the fcafidewith his army. Paufamas alio tn bn 

Lac on leal Wiitetb, that Agefilaus fought with Tiflaphcrnes in the champion country 
ol Hermus; and there overthrew not onely the horfe, but alfo the foot army of the 
Perfians, which was the greateft number that ever they had m one body, next that ot 
Xerxes, with which he palled into Greece, and thac other of Darius, which he car¬ 
ried into Scythia. But tis belt relying upon Xenophons credit inthis point: who was 
not onely Reader to Agefilaus, (as Ctcero 3 deOratore affirmeth,) at leaft wile, was ve¬ 
ry intimate and familiar with him, (as Emil. Pro fa,cs in the L,fcof 
genes Laertius, in the Life of Xenophon rep^teth) but was alfo with him in all this terviCv. 
in Afia; and the next year returned with him into Greece. , , 

Conon, Ammira’iof the Perfian fleet, having often folhcitated the king, by his le t¬ 
ters for pay for the Navy, and doing no good that way, at the length 
to him himfelf; Pharnabazus alfo putting him foreward to accufe Tl flaphernes o tica- 
fon to the King; wherefore committing the charge of the Navy 10 Hieronimus and 

N : cocemus(both of Athens)in his abfcnce; he failed into Cilicia,and flom thence com 

in* to Thaplacum in Syria, he put himfelf into a barge, and lo came down the nvci 

EuphratesuntoBabylon: There addtefling himfelf as the manner was to Tithiauftes 
the Chiliarchor chief Coronel,who holds as I fa id before,the firft place next theKmg, 
he Ihew'cd him what he was, and that he defired to (peak with the King. But when 
he could not be admitted to the prefence orTpcech mxh .the:King 
(/, e.) proftration firft ufed to him, he was faintodohisbufineflewnh him,byenter- 
courfcof letters and meffengers: whereby yet he fofar prevailedLihac.^da¬ 
red Tiffaphcrnes to be a Traitor to him; and bad Conon to take charge of the wai 
againft the Lacedemonians, and to make paimafter of the Navy, whom ever he pleat¬ 
ed 10 nominate to thac office. And lo being highly rewarded tor his femce, was dif- 
patched away to the fea-fidc, with power to command what (hipping he thouglit fit of 
the Cypriots and Phenicians, for the guard of the lea againft the next fiimmei, and 
Pharnabazus was afligned to him,for an Afliftant or Coadjutor, as himfelf delircd, 
[iXp i, of the 96 Olympiade, Jufiin tih. 6. cap. *. Emt. Pro. m the Life of 

^Asconcerning the Cypriots, it is to be obfeived;that in the very time, whiles there 
pafled courtefics and prefemsenterchangeably between A ttaxerxes and chcm,the King 
intended war againft them, ten whole years before it came to an end,eight whereof he 
Sent inmecr preparations making for it; aswelbal Ihe whereafter, when. we come 
to the fourth,ear of the 98 Olympiade, out of Died. Ste •(peaking of the iftue of that war, 
of which 8 years.it feems that fix were lpcnt,at what titncHoccates mide t hat his Pane- 
Srical oration, whereby (peaking of thofe many vain attempts made upon Euagoras ,n 
Am verves heilfeth thefe words; He made, faith he roar upon Euagoras, who was Lord 
but of one poor city in Cyprtes, and one who had formerly rendred himfelf unto him , and became 
his vaffal, and lived in anIJland , and had fuff end a great Ioffe at fen i and had not above three 
thoufandtargateers tomaintain his ft ate withall ; and yet, thus wed as he u, the b»g hath 
not been able to have his will of him , though he hath nowfpent fix whole years tn a war againft 

^"paryfatis the Queen-mother, egging the King on againft Tiffapherncs, for the ha¬ 
tred which Ihe bare him for her fonCyrui his fake, he committed the charge of that 
wartoTithrauftcs, giving him letters to the cities and Commanders in thofe parts, 
whereby he commanded them all todo what ever Tithiauftes commanded, \D10d.year 

war againft the Grecians: whereupon he fearing no hurt, left his armv at S *^ es .’ 

came with all fpecd to Coloffx, with a troop of 300 Arcadians, and Malians in his 

company, and took up hislodging in Arkus his houfe; and there going nto Ba , 
laved afide hislword: there Arixus with his fervantsfeized on him, and clapping him 
intoaclofe Coach, font him away prifoner to Tithrauftcs; who carrying him as far 
as to Celsrna, there cut off his head, and lent nto Artaxerxes. and Artaxerxes^bad 
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carry it to his mother: who was exceeding glad at the light*thereof; and no Idle were 
all the Grecian women, whole husbands had followed Cyrus in his war, and were 
afterward bv his treachery cut off, when they heard thereof i DM lb, Pol,amts firasa- 
gem. lib. 7. Xenoph , He lien, 3. and in his bookjif ^Agefilaus, and Pint, in the lives of Art ax. 
and a Agefilaus . j 

Tithrauftes fent meffengers to Agefilaus, to let him know that the Author of this 
lare war, Tiffapherncs, had luffered his due punifliment for it; and that the King now 
choughc it great realon, that he Ihould withdraw himfelf with his army, out of Alia: 
and to leave the c ities there, to the ufe of their own laws, paying tile King their former 
tribute: ^nd when^gclilau?anfwered him that he could not fo do, without the 
conlent and order of his country, which had imployed him; at length they came to 
this agreement,that he with his army, Ihould withdraw into Pharnabaztis his Govern¬ 
ment; receiving for the entertainment of them, 30 calents, untill he could receive an 
aufwer from Sparta, what he was to do: fo faicn Xenophon [ lib. 3. Hellen.) Diodorus 
only writes, thac rithrauftes,having drawn Agefilaus to a parly, made a truce with 
him onely lor 6 months: and Xenophon in his book,written of the praifes of Agefilaus, 
addeth further, that when Tithrauftcs offered him a great fumme of mony, if he would 
withdrawoucofthe kings territories, Agefilaus anfwered him in this wife, Tithraufies , 
(aid he, we hold it with us , more honour for a General , to enrich his arm ,, rather than himfelf , 
and to take fpoiles from his enemies , rather than rewards. 

Whiles Agefilaus was upon his march towards Phrygia, which was of Pharnabazus 
his command ; he received a Scytala, or a letter, from the Magiftrates of Sparta, that 
he Ihould take charge of the Navy, as well as of the land army, and to make Ammiral 
thereof, whom he thought fit, whereupon, he in a Ihort time* what by the publique 
contribution of the cities, what by the beneficence of private men, who were defirous 
togratifie him in hisown perfon* made up a Navy of 120 fade: and gave the com¬ 
mand of them to Pifander, his wives brother, a nun ddiious indeed of praife and ho¬ 
nour, and of courage enough, but not much skilled that v/xy^Xen.l.^Hellen. Tlut.in his 
Agefilaus. Pan fan. in his Laconical 

Pifander being difpatched away to the Navy, and himfelf holding on his way into 
Phrygia. Tithrauftes perceiving thac Agefilaus had no meaning to leave Afia, but ra¬ 
ther conceived great hopes of vanquilhiug the King there right, fent Timxrares of 
Rhodes (for fo Plutarch alfbcalls him in his Laconical Apophthegmcs, however the 
name of Hermoeraces be crept in, in his life of Artaxerxes) into Greece; with gold, a- 
mouuting to the quantity of 50 calents of lilvcr: whereby it came co pafle, that the 
chief Cities, being bribed, confpired together, and railed a. common war on the behalf 
of the Athenians, againft the Lacedemonian party* [Xenoph. ibid. Pint. inhisArtax. 
Paufanias in his Laconic a and (JHeffenica.] . 

Agefilaus therefore entering into Phrygia, which was of Pharnabazus 1 ms Govern¬ 
ment, about the beginning of Autumne, burnt and fpoiled all that country; taking in 
all the cities thereof, either by force or volu rtary furrender, and then by the perfwafion 
of Spitln id ates, marched into Paphlagooia, to move them to a revolt from thp Perfian: 
And Cotys the King thereof, who was formerly fent for by Artaxerxes, but Would not 
go, now confederated with Agefilaus,and he by Spithridateshispetfwafion, left there 
athouland horfe, and two thouland toot to aflifthim; andhe,torecompence Spithri- 
dates in tonne fori, for hisfervice, before he went thence, procured Cotys to take his 
daughter CO wife, L Xenoph.lib. 4. Hel/en. and in his Agefilaus: and Plutarch tikewife in his.) 
For Agefilaus was ever very defirous to requite his triends as appears by that Epiltle 
Laconically written and attributed cohim: n f 

fat, MTut/iuW. Qi.e.) If Nitias hath not done,ou wrong, forgve him: if he bath, for¬ 
give him for m, fake ; however forgive him. [Plutarch m his Agefilaus , and tn his Laconical 

^Leaving Paphlagonia, he marched to Daley lium : where Pharnabazus hi: Palace 
was; and round about him many townes* large and full 01 all provi lions, and there 
wintered-, and partly from thence,partly from other parts ad joyning,maintained his ar- 

my Whcrc, when his fold iers went a forrageing, and fonactimes not fo warily as they 
fiiould have done, contemning their enemy, becaufe huherto they had never been di- 
ftrefledby them, Pharnabazus by chance fell upon them with two hooked chariots, 
and fome four hundred men, as they were out of order, following their pillage. But 
the Greciansclpying him, rallied chemlelves in a body, to the number of 700. Phar- 
nabazusprcfcntly putting his hooked chariots in the front, followed them with his 
horfe,and bad them drive in upon the middeft ofthem;and when the chariots had bro¬ 
ken In upon, and dilordered them, his hoife teflon, and flew to the number of one hun¬ 
dred ot them : the reft fled back to Agefilaus, who was not far off,with his Corlelets, 
\Id.ib. 1 
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Xenophon, when he was to return with Agefilaus into Boeotia to make war againft 
the Thebans, left half the gold which he had gotten in his voyage with Cyrus at Ephe- 
fus, in the hands of one Megabyzus,treafurer of the Temple of Diana there; for he f ore- 
faw that going now with Agelilaushe fhould undoubtedly hazard himfelf in a battel -■ 
which accordingly fell out afterward at Coronxa. Wherefore he left order with him, 
chat in cafe he dcaped alive out of that battel, then he Ihould reftore him the money 
depofited in that Temple } but if he mifearried, then he charged him to consecrate ic 
all to the goddeffe Dianaand of the other half,he fent offerings to Apollo at Delpho^, 
r Expedit A. lib. $. andDiog,Laertius in Xeuophonte.] But Agefilaus himfelf confecra- 

ted a tench of all that he had gotten in his two years wars in Afia, to Apollo at Del- 
phos; Which came to upward of loo talents, [Xenoph, and Tlutarcb , m their fever al lives 

^ Agefilaus*having paffed the fea at Hcllefponr,received newsof the viftory which the 
Lacedemonians had gotten near Corinth: and thereupon fent back Dercylidas into 
Alia to inform the Ionians of it; thereby to hearten them the more, in continuing 
firm to the Lacedemonian party, Q Xenoph. Hellen , 4. and Pint, m his Agefilatts. ] ; 

About th's time it was that that famous fea-fight was made at Cnidus, .( and under 
the hill called Dotius, as Paufan as, [in the a booliofhis Ehaca] reporteth, whcnEubu- 
lus,or Eubulis was L. Chancelor at Athens, who began his office there, in the very en¬ 
trance of 3 year of 96 Olympiade, as Lyfias, a very good Author in his Oiation concer¬ 
ning the a£fs of Ariftopbanesaffirmeth. . _ , 

Tnc Commanders of the Perfian Fleet lay near to Doryma, in Cherfonefu?, with 
more than 90 fail of Chips 5 Pharnabazus commanded the Phoenicians, and Conon the 
Achcnian, the Grecian fquadron of them. But Pifander, (for whomPeriarchusis 
fallely pur, by Diodorus ) the Lacedemonian Ammiral, fetcing fail from Cnidus with 
8olhips,camc to a place called Phyfcus iuCherfonefus: and going from thence,light- 
ed uponaparc of the Kings Fleet, and at the firft encounter had the better of it : but 
when the reft of the Kings Fleet came in to their refcue,and the friends of the Lacede¬ 
monians fhifted for themfelve?, and fl^d to land, Pifander with his Ihip feli in upon the 
thickeft of the enemy; flew many of them, but died himfelf manfully in the fight. 
Then did Conon with his men purfue the Lacedemonians hotly to land, and took no 
leffe than fifty of their fhips : the reft fled and returned fafe to Cnidus, [ Xen». Hellen. 4. 
Diodorus year 2 of the 96 Oljmpiade. fufim lib. 6. cap. 3. Emil. Probus in the life of 
Conon* 1 

When Agefilaus was now ready to invade Boeotia, news was brought him of this 
great overthrow of the Lacedemonian Fleet, and therein of the death of Pifander his 
wives brother : and at the very inftant,the Sun was edipfed,and lookc like a half-moon, 
r Xenoph Hellen. 4. and Pint, in his Agefilaus ] which fell upon the 14. of our Auguft, 
appearcth by the Attronomical accouuts, in the year S 5>4 before the birth of 

^Atrer this great vi&ory at Cnidus , Pharnabazus and Conon went about, aid caft 
the Lacedemonian Governours and Garrifons out of all the Iflandsand fea Towns; 
making them believe,that they would never put any Cicadels upon them: but that 
they fhould thence fetch live according to their own laws, [ Xenoph. lib. 4. Hellen 1 and 
hereupon, firft the Coi, then the Nif**ns, then the Teians, and thofe of Chios fell off 
from the Lacedemonians. Thenthcy of Mitylcne,of Ephefus, and Erythi.x,did the i 
like: and in an inftant,all the reft of the cities fell a madding againft the Lacedemo¬ 
nian Government ; whereof fome caftuigout the Lacedemonian Garrifons , fee up for 
thcmfelvcs,and maintained their own State. Others gave thcmfclves up into Conons 
hands: and from that rime forward, the Lacedemonians loft the fovereignty of the 
leas ylDiodor.year a.Olytnpiade 96.] 

Dercylidas, an old enemy ot Pharnabazm,beingatthis time at Abidu ’, would not 
out thence, as other* did out of their commands ; but having made a grave and pithy 
Oration to the inhabitants, held them firm and conftant to the Lacedemonian party : 
and when other Commanders which were caft out of their feveral places, repaired thi¬ 
ther, they entertained them lovingly there ; and fuch as came not of theinfelyes, they 
invited to come. And when a multitude of them were come together, Dercylidas put 
over toSeftusonthe other fide , and there entertained all fuch as were driven out of 
their commands on the European fiie ; and put the like courage into their hearts, as he 
had done to the rttt in Afia fide .* telling them that in Afia it felf, which from the be¬ 
ginning belonged to the King, fundry places, as Temneus, no great Town, and Egx 

in Eolia,and otner places held ftill their own, and would not ftoop to the Kings obedi¬ 
ence, ^Xen. Hellen. 4.3 _ 

Pharnabazus purpojing to gofor Ephefus,delivered over to Conon 4 ° fhips ; and 
bad him meet him at Seftus. He himfelf fent Minatory letter s 10 both places, telling 
them, that unlefie they rid their handsot the Lacedemonians, he would hold them lor 
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Three or four dayes after* Spithridatc* found that Pharnabazus lay with his arm 
in a fpacious bourgade called Caij:, about 160 furlongs from thence, and advertised 
Heripidas, chief A the Councel of war, thereof. He prclently prayed Agefilaus to give 
him two thoufand Corfelets, and as many Taigaccers; andfo many horfeas would 
voluntarily go with him,though there went not with him indeed a moitie of any kind. 
But he,letting our,with thofe which he had, fo foou as it grew dark, came upon Phar- 
nabazus in die very dawning of the day, and flew the Myfians, who happened that 
tim- to be upon the guard : then the whole army took a fr ight,and fled, and he entred 
their camp, andtheregot a rich booty, together with Pnarnabazus his own pavilion, 
and all his rich furniture and wealth therein; lor he for Ear of the Grecians, ilka the 
Scythian Nomade?, removed his camp hither and thither* never flaying long in any 
one place this chief care being, that the enemy might not know whereto find him 
And here Hcripedas, making too too rigorous an enquiry and fearch alter the Ipoiie 
which was taken,fet commanders with their fouldiers on work,and ftripc Spithradates 
and his Paphlagonians of all that ever they had gotten in the pillage of the camp: upon 
which abufe, they all the next night, took what was left, and got them a way to Sardes, 
unto Arrcm,who had himfelf formerly revolted from the Kmg,and ferved againlt dim; 
nor was there any thing in all this journey into Afia, that more toubled Agefilaus 
than this departure of Spichridates, and Megabates his Ion,whom Agefilaus exceeding¬ 
ly loved, and of thefe Paphlagonian forces, \J)tod,li. ibid, and Plutarch in hit Age - 

^ Afterward Agefilaus and Pharnabazus, coming to a parly, by the means of one 
Apollophanes of Cyzicum,who was a common friend to both,they tell to treat or an 
agreement. Pharnabazus (as Xenophon hath ic in his oration concerning Age- 
li au ) openly profclled, that unleife the king would make him abfolute and foie Com- 
rmnderot the army, he would revolt from him: buuf he might commandall, then 
he Wjiild maintain the war againft Agefilaus, as long as he could: and Agefilaus told 
him, that he would depart out of his tei ritoiy, with all the fpeed that might be, and lo 
lon j as he could find a workellcwhere, would not trouble him: and lo loon as Pharna¬ 
bazus was gone, fusion begotten upon Pharapyta came running to Agefilaus, and en¬ 
tered into a league oi tiiendfhip with him,and in afiurance thereof,they gave guts each 
to other, as pledges of love between them, [Id.ib. } , 

And now the fpring came on, and Agefilaus came into the plames ot Thebes, and 
pitched near the Temple of Diana Aftyrina, and there gathered exceeding ftore of 
wealth on all hands; and provided himfelf to march into the upper countries; nothing 
doubting but that all the regions which he left behind him, would tall of from the 
Fcrtian.?Xenophon.lib. 4. Hellen .2 and now the fame of him gretf marvelous great 
in Perfia -, having fpent two lull years in that war, £ Plutarch , m hts nAgefi 

1 *The Lacedemonians having now gotten certain knowledgcyhat the Perfian moneys 
flew about in Greece, and that the principal cities there, cornederated tor a common 
war againft them, difpatch’c away Epicidasco Agefilaus, to call him home to the de¬ 
fence of his own country. Hereupon Agefilau , though much troubled that he was 
thus taken off from fo great a defign, as he had then in hand, yet thought fit to obey 
their command,^.]and wrote back to the Ephori this Epiltic,which Plutarch mlcrt- 
ed among his Apophthegmcs. 

i/igefilatu to the Ephori, greeting : we have fubdutd a great part of Afia, and routed the 

Barbarians, and provided great ftore of arntes in Ionia. But becaufe you have fet me a cer¬ 
tain day , within which to return unto you , / will obey jour command , and peradv ntnre be 
backs before that day :for 1 am King not for my f e lf ,, but for you, andour confederates :for a 
k^ng is then a true King, when he is commanded by the Luvs,and Ephor^and the other ma- 
g ftrates of the city. 

It is faid alfo that he told his friends merrily,that the king had driven him out of Afia 
thirty thoufand Archers; meaning, that Timocrares his Agent, had beltowed lo 
many thoufand golden Darics, which were ftamped with Archers upon them, among 
the leaders o* the people in every city, to raife a common war againft the Spartans, 
Y Plutarch in his Laconical&Apophthegmes % and in bis Artaxrrxts.] 

Agefilaus returning, left Enxcmus behind him co command in chief; and with him 
4000 fouldiers to aflift the Ionians if need fhould be. And to the end he might carry 
back with him a fure and tufficicnt army ; he made promile of great reward, and ho¬ 
nours to thofe cities and commanders, who ihould fend him in the belt hone and foot, 
and beft lurniftied ; and thereby put them into an emulation each with other, wno 
fhould do belt; n that kind, [ Xenoph.

Tiribazus returned from the king and Antalcidas with him; having made a firme 
league and aflociation of arme?, in cafe thc Athenians and their confederates, would 
not partake in that peace, which he had propounded. Pharnabazus being lent for; 
wentcothe king, being then in the upper Alia, and there he married the kings daugh¬ 
ter, [Xenoph, Hellen. 5,] 

Antalcidas,prefencly upon his return,hearing that Iphicrates and Diorimusbefiegcd 
Nicolochus in Abidus; with ail his fleer, went thither by land, and putting tofeaby 
night, gave it out,that he was fem tor to Chalccdon,butfallingiiiroche port of Percope, 
he there lay dole: four Captains there were of the Athenian party, who hearing that 
Antalcidas was gone to Chalcedon,purpofed to follow him upon the trade-way to Pro- 
econeftis. But Antalcidas fo foon as they were patted by, came back to Abydus; and 
byaftratagem, laying 12 principal fwift (hip ?,in an Ambulhtnenr, intercepred 8 ftups, 
which Thrafybulusihe Athenian btoughtoutof Thrace,and thought to have joyned 
with the main body of the Attic fleet: [ Id.ibid . Poly anus , lib. 2. Stratag. in An- 
talctda .] 

Antalcidcs having received 20 faiieof (hips from Syracuse and the parts of Italy, 
which were brought him by Polyxenus,and others, as well out of Ionia, from Pharna- 
bazus, as out of thofe parts which belonged to Ariobaizanes, his old friend, had made 
up a fleet of 80 faile, and was abfolute matter of the fea: and thereby forced thofe (hips 
which coming out of Pontus, were bound for Athcns,to turn* their courfe to fome port 
or other, of the Lacedemonian party; and there to di (charge, [ Xenoph . ib.J 

W hen Tiribazus had fummoned all to come in, that would fubferibe to the forme 
of a peace propounded by Artaxerxcs, all the Grecian Cities, by their Embattadors, 
readily came in: unto whom he fhewing the kings feals affixed to the inftrumenr, he 
caulcdktobereadasfolloweth. . 

The King tslrtaxcrxes thinks it reafon , that the cities which are in Afla t as alfo the Iflands 
of (flaz.omcn & and Cyprus fhould be hi seated under his command : tA»d all other Cities of Gre - 
cians, as well jmall as great, fhould be free, and live every of them according to their own lawes, 
except Lcmnus, and lmbrus, and Scirus, whtch as heretofore, fo now alfo, the Athenians (hall 
hold andpojfejfe, ^4 nd as for them which fhall not receive this peaces them will I, together with 
thofe who [hall embrace it,purfue with an open war,by land and by fta,withfhips and with mo¬ 
neys. Which when the Embattadors at their returne had reported every of them to 
his own people, although it grieved them to fee the Grecian cities ot Afia, for which 
Agelilaus had lo bravely fought, thus fowlybetraied into the Kings hand, yctbecaufe 
needs they mutt, chcy fubmitced thereunto, and accepted of the peace; [Xen. lb. Itera¬ 
tes in ‘T.mathen, Diod.year 2. Olymp, 98. Plutarch in Ageftl. and tATtaxerx. and m his La- ' 
conical Apophtheg. Arijhdes in lm Leutric. i,and 2.] Which peace Was publi(hed,as [ Polyb . 
lib. 1.] hath oblerved, 19 years after the fea fight at Egospotamos,and fixteen years dc- 
tore the battel at Lcucfra in Boeotia. 

When this peace was chus made, Agelilaus, ns Xenophon fa yes, was an earueft man 
tofec it obferved, and the Lacedemonians made themfelves very fevere guardians, and 
defenders of it in Greece. And Artaxcrxes wrate a particular letter to ^Icibiades,which 
he fent by aPerfian in company ol oncCallias a Lacedemonian,wherein he offered him 
both hofpitahty andfriendfhip. But -^Icibiadcs acccprcd neither, but bad the Kings mef- 
fenget tell his matter, that he needed not trouble himfelfto write letters to him }for if he conti¬ 
nued agoodfnend to the Lacedemonians, he would not faile to continue the like to him ; but if he 
endeavoured any ill to them,he fhould not thinly that any letters of his, fhould workjhim over to his 
friend/bp. QPiut. in his Laconical ^pophthegmes.] 

In thole articles of Antalcidas his peace, formerly related out of Xenophon, who 
could not be ignorant of the particulars thereof, we find thar not all thc Iflands border¬ 
ing upon Afia, but two of them only, were given up to thc King, ( though Plutarch in 
the life of Aitaxerxes, feems to have been ol another mind,) and thofe were Clazome- 
nar(which as I ftrewed before, in the year of the World 3 504,5 505. was then an Ifland) 
and Cyprus: the tenor of chis peace, now drew Chabrias from thence; when he had 
indeed already fubdued it wholy,and reduced it to the obedience oiEuagoras,as I fhew- 
ed before, in requital whereof, Euagoras armed almoft every mania the Ifle, and 
muttered a huge army againft Artaxcrxes : and now Artaxerxcs having made a final 
peace with the Grecians, commanded all his forces to provide themfelves for the con- 
queft of Cyprus, | D/oJ. a year, Olympiade 98.] 

. Artaxetxcs now drew forth three hundred thoufand foote; and furnifhed withal 300 

faile offhips, againft Euagoras King of Cyprus: General of his foot he made his fon in 
lawOronteS; Ammiral of his fleer,was Tiribazus, who taking each his charge at 
Phocca and Cuma, failed firtt to Cilicia, and from thence, went and landed in Cyprus, 
i • vvnere 
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where they very vigoroufly put on the war againft Euagoras: and he for his part pro- 
rured hSeltfopplyes of ill kindes from the Egypt.ans, Tynans, Arahians, and o- 
ehemics to the Perfian State : fo that he made up a Fleet oi 90 fail; of which 
nunfoer, 2™ were from Tyre, the reft were, his own: and of his land fouldiers 6 thou-

and Commanders of the army. To all which the King giving haftjr credit: gave 
Orontcs a commiflion to feize on his perfon,andto lend him to him, , . 

Orontestearing Tiribazus,feized on him by this wilc.There was a houfc which had

Gaus, Vice-Ammiral of the Navy,and fon inlaw to Tiribazus, fearingleaft, as a 
man privy to Tiribazus his defiguesjhe might perchance be made away for company, 
bethought himfelf of falling off* and revoking from the King. And having wealth 
and fouldiers enough, and the chief Captains of the Navy Wnolly at his devotion,con¬ 
federat’d forthwith with Acoriskingof Egypt, and the Lacedemonians, to make a 
war upon ^rtaxerxes, [Diod. ib.] 

Artaxcrxes follow ing herein the example of Qmbyfes, \Ker*d t iib t $. cap. aS. Vdler. 
Max . lib. 6. cap. 5.] caufed certain of his Judges to be Head alive, and their skins to be 
hung upover fhc Judgement feats,that they which fare therein, knowing what hung 
over their heads, might be the more careftill to do jufticc unto his people, [Diodoru 
ibid.] 

^i taxerxes leading with him an army of 300 thoufand men againft the Cadufti a 
people lying between the Euxine and the Cafpian feas, \pi9dor.Olymp.9%. year 4. Pint, 
in Jdrtaxerxes.] In this war there fell many a Great man on either fide, but among 
others ofthatof the kings party, one Camiflares, a Carian born, a flout and a valiant 
man, whom the King had made Commander of that part of Cilicia, which lies next 
to Cappadocia, inhabited by the Leucofyrians, and in honour of him, the king made 
his foil Datamesgovernourinhis room, who alfo did the king fingular fervicein this 
war, \Emil. Prob. in the Life of Datamcs .] 

Arcaxerxes with his army in this war, was brought to fuck extremity, that hardly 
could a man buy an Alfcs head for 60 Drachmes: and was relieved by Teribazus,who 
lived then a poor negle&ed and contemptible gentleman in the army, in this manner. 
There were at that time two Kings of the Cadufians> and they held their camps apart, 
He therefore making the King firft acquainted with it, went himfelf to one of them, 
and fent his fon privily to the other; and each of them deceived his man: perf wading 
him, that the other had underhand fent to Ariaxerxes, to make a peace with him for 
himlclf, and to leave the other out. Hereupon,;-ach lent his Ambaftadors, the one with 
Teribazus, the other with his fon to the King,and he made peace with both,and fo the 
war was ended, m Artaxerxes.] 

Upon this, the King referred the cognifonceof Teribazus his caufe to three ho¬ 
norable perfons,before whom he made his innocency fo to appear,and withall his 
fervices to the King, to have been fo great, that they all affoil’d him, and the King 
ever after held him in very high efteem, and heaped great honours on him : as for O- 
rontes, he was condemned for a talfe atcufer, thruft our of the kings favour, and held 
for an ignominious perfon ever after, L D tod,year. 4. Olympiade 98,] 

Whiles Gaus was in Cyprus, the Grecian' winch there ferved under him, wrote let¬ 
ters againft him into Ionia; and to find out who they were, and what they wrote, 
took this courfc: he provided a fhip, and fitted her with Mariner 0 , and the maker gave 
it our, that he was going for Ionia; and lingred out the rim,-', to get as many letters 
aboard, as poffibly he could, and at laftfet out: but turning fhort, came back into a 
creek, not far from the place whence he Went: thither Orontes went on foot; and 
cauling all the letters aboard to be delivered into his hands, red them; and finding 
who they were that had written againft him, he put them all to death with tor¬ 
ments, \_Polyan, Stratag. lib. 7. in Gaus , in feed whereof , U is mifwritten , e/ilos and 
Glos.~\ 

Gaus, when he had ftirred upboth the Egyptians and Lacedemonians to engage in 
a war againft the Perfian, was kil’d,I know not how, nor by whom, and fowenenoe 
on,with what he had intended. But after his death,Tachos,going on upon his grounds, 
got an army, and built him a town upon a high hill, joyning upon thefea,called Leuca, 
where alfo he built a Chappel for Apollo: but he coming alfo to die fhortly after, 
theClazomenians,andtbeyof Cuma, fell roftrife about the pofteffion of it, and the 
Clazonx nians made the more haft, and got it; and fo ail rebellions in Alia were laid 
aflci p: the Lacedemonians alfo,Gaus and Tachos, both being now dead 3 call off 
all care of Afia, and Would have no more to do with it, [Diodorus year. 2. Olympi¬ 
ade 94.J 

\V hen Pharnoftratus was Lord Chancelor of Athens, in themoneth Pofiideon, in 
the 366 year of Nabonaffars account, on the 2 6 day of the Egyptian moneth,Thoch, 
inthcentringupon the 23 of our Decemb. five hours and an half after mulnight,there 
was a fmall eclipfeof the moon obferved at Babylon, [Hipparcb. in Ptol. in his great 
Syntax.lib,q.cap.ult.]

for it fent meffengersto Athens, and there charged Chabrias, for offering his fervicc

Now, fo foon as they Were returned into Afia, Pharnabazus tell out with Iphicrates: 
and he fearing leaft hereupon he might be thrown in prifon as Conon Was, got aboard 
prefently in the dark, and came for Athens. And Pnarnabazus fent thither after him, 
and there laid to his charge, that he was the caufe,why Egypt was not recovered. To 
whom the Athenians made this anfwer; that they thcmfelves would fee him punifhed, 
iftheyfawhedeferveditj yet prefently after they made him Ammiral of all their 
Fleer,[U/A] 

Nicocles an Eunuch in Cyprus, murdered Euagoras, and made himfelf King of Sa¬ 
lami's in his room : as Diodorus in this years relation hath ir. And indeed that he was 
murdered by an Eunuch, [ Arifiotle 5. of his Politicks, cap. ip.] tells us: but thachis 
name that did it was Thrafyda:us,we learn out of Theopompus,in [[ B:bliotb< Photii. m. 

176.3 where he (hews that Euagoras, by this Eunuchs means, got to he with the 
daughter of Nicocreon (that tyrant of Cyprus,who, as Plutarch ia his life reports, in¬ 
vited Ifocrates to fupper,) and that that was the caufe of his death. For that Nicocles 
was Euagoras his own fon, and fucceeded him in his kingdom at Salamis, and had 
children of his own, appears out of Ifocrates ; who had of him ao talents for an Ora¬ 
tion of his written and Lent unto him; as [ Plutarch in the l‘fe of Ifocrates reporteth ] which 
Oration of his, entitled to Nicocles y of a kingdom, or kingly function, we have yet extant; 
and another entitled Nicocles : wherein, in the perfon of Nicocles, is fet down the du¬ 
ty of the fubje£t to his Prince; as alio a third called his Euagoras ; which is nothing biir 
a funeral Oration made upon him; for whereas Nicocles in this very year folemnifcd 
his fathers Funeral, not onely in a coftly and magnificently pompous manner; but alfo 
with all manner of Games, of Mufick, and Dancing, and Wreftling,and fights of Ships 
by Sea, and Horfcsby land t liberates therefore wrote this Oration to him, inpraife 
and commendation of his father, conceiving that this would ferve both Nicocles him¬ 
felf, and his fons and children after them > for a.n example and exhortation of well-doing 
in that kind. »>»/*«»©■ 6 <r »», 8£C. fappofing , faith he, that this, will ferve both you and your 
children , and other the defendants of Euagoras , for a mdfi fair encouragement to your well- 
doing,[ Ifocratesin his Euagoras. ] Whence wemay amend that error in Diodor, and 
fay ; as the truth is, that Euagoras was murdered by Thrafidams an Eunuch, and that 
his own fon Nicocles fucceeded him in his kingdom of Sjlajtnis. 

When Alcifthenes was Lord Chancelor at Athens* Artaxerxes, feeing Greece fal- 4343. 
leu into new broiles among thcmfelves. Cent Abaffadors again to exhort them co live 
in peace each with other, according to the late eftablilhmenf: and thereupon the ci¬ 
ties of Greece fell to accord again,and bound chemfdvcs by an oath to the oblcrvance 
of it, all fave the Thebans. And now there being a full peace made and (worn between 
the Athenians? Lacedemonians, and the King, Iphicrates was called home again with 
his Fleet, [ Diod.year X. Olymp, 101. with Xtnoph. Heller, Jib. 6 , and Diony. Halicamaf, 
in the life of Lyfias. ] 

Plutarch in the life of Agefilaus, fheWcth that this peace was concluded and made 
among the Grecians at Lacedemon upon the 14 of the moneth Scirrophorion with 
the Athenian*, and in the laft moneth of Arcifthenes his Chancelorfhip there,upon the 
1 6 day of our July. 

The Lacedemonians having received that great overthrow given them at Leu&ra 43 44 . 
by Epaminondas, fent forthwith Agefilaui into Egypt, and Antalcidas to Artaxerxes, 
to get monies. But Antalcidas his luit was by Artaxerxes reje&ed with fo much fcorn 
and indignation, that at his return, for very fpight, he had been fo ufed by the enemy, 
and fear of what plight betide him from the Ephori, he forbare his meat, and ftarved 
himfelf to death, [ Plut. in Artax. ] 

Philifcus of Abidus, fent by Artabai zanes,one of Artaxerxes his Lords into Greece, 4345. 
to compote matters between the Thebaus and their confederate*, and the Lacedemo¬ 
nian* ; fumpfoned them all to pelphos, where when the Thebans flood upon it, that 
Meffene fhould not be for the Lacedemonian jurifdi&ion, he grew fo offended at ir, 
that leaving 2 thoufand of his moil choice men to affift the Lacedemonians againft 
them,he returned into Afia,£ Xenoph.

their hands, and to make the Mcffenians a difona member, in the ^ and confede; 
racy of Greece, \Xenoph. >» Agefilaus, and Dtod.jear 3^W,104.] and with them 
jovned Ariobarzanes,theGovernourof Phrygia,who,asl laidpfore,uppii foede- 
ccale of Mithridates, had feized on and polled himfelt of the kingdom of Pontus. 

^Autophradcs the Govcrnot of Lydia, bdieging AiiobatMties in Aflos.acityof 
Troas, for fear of Agefilaus,>vho being now old, came into Alia, onely to ra le mo¬ 
ney for hii country, brake Mp.hi^ fiege, and fled; and Corys, who lay before Seftu^, 
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which was at chat time under Ariobarzanes his command, brake likewife up his liege, 
and gat him packing. Maulolus alfo, which befieged >fLius, and Seftus, both With an 
hundred fli ps by Tea ; not thorough fear, but upon perlwalion drew off, and returned 
home with his Fleet: and furnifhing vigefilaus with monies for his countries ule, lent 
him faircly away, [ Xcnoph. in his Agefilaus. ] Of which Ariobarzanes, aiid of hb be¬ 
ing befieged by Autophradates in Adramycium, [ Poljanus Alfo lib. 7. ] nuketh 

m Maulolus, calling his friends together, bare them in hand, that Artaxerxes, unlefle 
he fatisfied him forthwith with an cxceflive (umme of money, would depi ive him of hi> 
principality,which he held by inheritance from his father: which they believing, 
brought him, in an inftant,an infinitefummeof money, [ Tolycnnshb.j.firatag .] com¬ 
pared with 1 Ariftot. in his O economics : ] Which having once fingered,he was lo tar from 
giving it to Artaxerxes, that therewith he confederated prefently with thole Govein- 
ours and Captains which then were up m armes againft him; for there= rebdfedl at tht 
time againft him, of the Ionian nation, all Lycia, Pifidia,.Pamphiiia, andiCihca, and 
beiidesthefe.the Syrians and Phoenicians, and almoft all that border 
tick fea ; Tachos alfo king of Egypt, proclaimed open war againft him, and was bufie 
every where in building of fh.ps and railing of forces; clpctially out opart of 
Greece, and got the Lacedemonians themlelves to confederate and joyn with him, 

^ ^Alfchefcrebelling at once" againft Artaxerxes, he loft one half of his revenues com¬ 
ing into his cofers. A S nd the remainder fufficed not for the neceffary ^ of the war,con- 
fidcring that he waste maintain a war all at once,againft the king of all the 

Grecian cities and countries in Afu; againft the Lacedemonians and their confede¬ 
rates ; to wit, all the Lords and Captains which held the Maritime towns and regions 
mall Afia under their command, [Id.ib.] 

The kinc of Earn fent for Agefilaus to come unto him, promiung to make him 
General of his army, [ Xenoph. in his Agefilaus. ] And he being fent thicher by his coun¬ 
try, laid out the monies which Tachos had lent him for himfelf, in lev^ng l^ldicis for 
his ter vice. And having ftored his Ihips with men, and taking along wth him 30 Spar¬ 
tan Commilfioners for his Council of War, went with a thoufand Coifelcts in to b 
gypr XjPlHt.inhis Agefilaus: and Diodor, at /«.] When the report of his lauding 
came to the Courtiers eares in Egypt, happy was he that could firft fendl in^prelents to 
him; but when they came> andfaw no attendance about him, oncly a decrepit anh 
wearifom old man, lying along upon the beach, ^°Y^’ ^ c * 
courfethredbare cloak, they contemned and (corned him; 

a veale perhaps,or a goofefor himlelf, and throw away the dainties and Iweet mwes, 

and precious oyntmwits to his fouldiers, [ Tint, and Emil. Preb.m Ins Agefilaus. ] The 
Kins of Egypt himfelf alfo, performed not with'him , nor made him General of hs 
Saccofding to his promife, [Xen. in his gefilans . ] Deriding him for the fmal- 
neffeof his feature: and faid, that he weened the old Proverb Was true, The hills were 
feat with young, andwere deliveredofa moufe: wh.ch when Agelllaus heard, he fa id in 
{ Mtt l will one day feem a Lyon unto him , [ Athene hb. 14. with Plutarch ] 

Chabrias the Athenian, was not fent by publick authority, as AJ 

upon the petfwafion of Tachos, ferved him as a private man, [D'od and Vlutarch j 

Who when he law the King in fome diftreffe for want of money, advifcd him to take 
up what monies poflible he could of the richer fort of the country, and promife them 
oavment out of his yearly revenues: and by this means, he gathered an infinite fum of 
mone^wfthout wrong to any,[ Poly a.fir at. lib. 3.] and hxxLtXz^.ofbisOeconomsc^ 
reckons up a great many the like Ihifts that he made for the getting of monies, at this 

tln Thcy which rebelled in Afia, made Orontcs the Governor of Myfia their Com¬ 
mander in chief-- who having received monies enough to pay 20 thoufand hired loul- 
diers for one whole year; took firft thofe who had contributed thefe monies and lent 
them prifoners to Artaxerxes, and then betrayed fundry other cities and caftles, and 
companies of hired fouldiers, to fuch Lieutenants as the King had lent into thole parts, 
[ Diodor.year i.Ohmp. 1 04. ] of this war managed by Orontes and Autophrada es and 
Other Captains of;the Kings, [Polyanushb. 7. firatagmaketh ^e^on.^mfotSS 
much as Diodorus affures us, that in the laft year of Artaxerxes Mn e mon,bo h Auto- 
phradates and Orontes, and other Commanders, fell all offfrom him; we muft of ne- 

ceflity conclude, that Autophradatcs flood for his fon Artaxerxes Ochus, and that it 

was Orontes which made the war againft him. 

Artabazus, who commanded Artaxerxes Mnemons army, 

cia, Datamcs the Governour of that Province, met him with a ftrong body ot horle. 
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and 20 thoufand foot, of mercenaries ; but then Mithrabarzanes his father in law, and 
General of his horle; ttale away from him by night with all his hoife, and fled to Arca- 
bazus. and truly he and they, had their wage< well payed them lor fuch their trcchery, 
for it fell out, that they were let upon, and hewed in pieces, by both the arrives, 
both that to which, and that from which they fled : aud Diodorus addeth, that Ar- 
tixerxes being informed, that Datames had brought him this noole, by putting a trick 
upon him; made all the hafte he could to rid his hands of him, and that (hortly after, 
he caufed him privily to be made away : but it appears ouc ot Emil.Prob. that Data¬ 
mes lived long after this: Whofcaaions, as he acknowledges them to have been car¬ 
ried all along in an obfeure way, fo he faies, that himfelf was the more inquUitive and 
diligent infearching out and defeuibing the concavities of them: which he doth in 
fuch wife, as a man may eafily dilcerne, that what he did was all in Artaxerxes Ochus 

hlS Rlicomithres was fent by the united Lords into Egypt, where having gotten 5 00 
talents, and 50 tall Ihips, he returned with them to Lcucasin Alia: and having lent lor 
many of the principal of them to come chither to him, he laid hold of them,and Lent 
them all away prifoners to Artaxerxes; and by this a£t of his, reingraciated himlelt 

with the King, who was formerly difplealed with him, [Diodorus year 3 Olympiad' 

10 Tachos, having now fitted himfelf with all things neceffary for the war, gave the 
command of the 10 thoufand men, which he htfi hired out of Greece to Ageiilau_ ; 
but his fleet confiding of 200 fade, ro Chabrias (which with what care and cunning he 
fum filed with rowers, [Polya Lb.y.Stratag.^ flieweth) and hjs foot army confifting ot 
80 thoufand Egyptians, toN;£fanabiis,hi ? ,or rather, his brother or fitters ton, for 
the word in the Greek fign fifth either; but relerved to himlelt the overfight 

and general-lhip of all. And although Agdilam perfwaded him, to carry on this war 
by his Levtenants, and to flay himlelt in Egypt; yet he vvould nor, never- 

tnelcfle, Agelllaus, beneath himfelf,and contrary to his own humour attended him by 
lea into Phoenicia, [Plutarch in his Ageftlaus.2 . 

Whiles the Egyptian fleer, lay in Phcakia , Neftanabus was fent to take in Come 
principal cities of Syria ; where having compaded with him whom Tachos had left 
for Governor of Evvpt in his ablence, he proclaimed himfelf King ot Egypt; and drew 
the commanders of the army by large gifts, and the fouldiers by no lefle large promi- 
fe : ,to liic it with him againft his father, iDiod. utfit.j 

Tachos being now urtcrly delertcd, both by his own fubjefts, and alfo by Agefilaus, 
whom he had formerly offended by that bafe jeft put upon him,fearing the worft, fled 
thence to Sidon in Phenicia,and from thence, tothe King of Perfia, as befides Xeno¬ 
phon and Plutarch,Theopompus and Lylias of Naucratis, in his affaires of Egypt,both 
cited by Athenaus fin his 14 book, 4 chapter ^ reporr. Diodorus and Elian fay further, 
that he was very gracioufly entertained by Artaxerxes, though I cannot believe Dio- 
dorus in this, that Artaxerxexs prefently made him general of all the fences which he 
had then railed to make a war upon Egypt, and that with them he returned into E- 
gypt, and was there reinthroned by Agefilaus, ne.tncr yer, [EUan y l,b ^ Far Hifior c 
ill where he tellcth us, that having formerly ufed to live fruga ly at home, he now di- 
cd with overgorging himfelf with exceffe ot diet, a ter the Perfian manner, feeing that 
Lynceus or Ljceas, whom I mentioned before, teacher1 us that his Egyprian diet wa 
far more fumptuous, than that of the Perfian was, L cited by Athenaus y l,b.^.cap i o. De,p.] 
After this, another fet up himlelf againft him m M«*s, with an army of toothou¬ 
fand men, rhtt. in his Agefilaus.-] So when there were now » Kings in Egypt, Agcli- 
aus followed him whom he law molt to favour hLCountrey men the Lacedemoriians 
[Xen. m Agefilaus. 1 and that was Neftanebus • with whom he adored a ftrong 
liege in a Cattle. But when Neftanebus grew impatient ol beingthus Auc.i»s and 
watld needs hazard himfelf upon a battle, Agelllaus left him,and flayed behind in the 
caftlc, till the whole Caftle was quite furrounded With works, and theenemy abau 
them, all fave a little fpace, where there was yet apaflage left : then fallied he out at 
that narrow paflage, and made his way through wth a geatflaughw of e a m^ 
having their works at his back, fo that they could not enclofe him r ° u 1. • .

And 
again,if it had been lo,that Alexander had been born in the io 5 Oiymp.and upon the 6 
day of Hecatomb* jn,yet had it been a great wonder, thac he lhould not have heard a 
great deal loaner of the birth of his fon,chan he could poflibly have done of his winning 
the race of Olympus: for that chac race was ever wont to be run on the day of the full 
moon,and judgement given thereupon,on the 1 6 day of the lame month ,we are taughc 
by the old Scoliaftof Pindarus* upon his 5 Ode or Hymne of his Olympics, yee Juftin 
one of Trogu i tells US more clearly ,\ltb . I l.cap.i 6 .] The fame day,faith he,on which tfAlix- 
attder woe born, news came to him of two feveral vitlories by him gotten, the one upon a battle in 
Illyriumjtke other in a race at Olympus ; whither he fent his coach with four horfes to run : Ouc 
ol which reporcyiot hanging all of che beft together;chough I grant that it may be not 
improbably gathered, that Alexanders birth was in che lommer feafon, of thac year, 
wherein che Olympic games were kept at Olympus in Elis, yet che ceftimonyof Ari- 
ftobulus* to whom Alexander himfelf in perfou was fo well known, is [0 firm and ftrong 
an argument to me of the day wheron he was born, thac f conceive no doubt co be 
made,but that PnUip the father, was certified of the race won by him at Olympus, be¬ 
fore his fon was born;

Clearchusthe tyrant of Heradea in Poncus, when he w'enc to the celebration of the 
Feaft of their god Bacchus, wasmnrdercd in the 12 year of his reign, [ Chief

: Platoes, and a kinfman of Clcarchus S who aftociaced to him Leonides and Antitheus,

pofe. Having therefore fpyed their time when the tyrant vy^ bufie and incentive up, 
onchclacrifice with the reft of the people, Chion ran him thorough with his fyvord;

by Ochus revolted from him, and lending to NeftabenUs king of Egypt, confederated 
Wich him in a war againlt the Perlians, and then having furnithed themfclves. With a 
great fleet of Ihips and ftoreofland louldicrs,cutdoWn the kings Garden and Orchard, 
and burnt the hay that was provided for the kings liable, and ptic to death thole Perli- 
ans, that had done them wrong; wherefore the Satrapa of Syria, and goyernour ot 
Cilicia,mide war upon them. Bur Tenncs the King of Sidon, having received fcom 
thekingof Egypt, four thoufand Grecian fouldiers under the command of Mentor ol 
Rhodes, with the help of them, and hb own men together* routed them both, and 
drave the Perfians clean out of all Phoenicia, \Jd. ib.] rry . 

The petty kings of the 9 cities of Cyprus, which were fubjedt to the king ot Per.ia, 
following the example of the Phoenicians, tell off from him too, by a generall content 
among themfeives: and fitting every man himfelf with provilions tor a war, made 
themfeives abfolucc foverei gnes, each in his own city. Againft thefe, by the command 
of Artaxerxes Ochus, Idrieus, newly made king of Caria,andby a tradition received 
from his Anceftors a true lervant of the kings of Perlia, and a follower of them, in 
their wars, lent 4ofaileof lhips,and in them 8 thoufand mercenary fouldiers, under 
the command of Phoctonthe Athenian* and of Euagoras,who formerly had been a 
king there, into Cyprus. Thefe began with the beft firfl, and befieged the city Sa.amis; 
Whereupon there retorted to them, out of the pares of Syria and Cilicia, lying 
over againft Cyprus, in hope of a prey, a very great multitude of men; fo that Pfto- 
cyon and Euagoras his army grew twice aibig as it was at their coming ihuher, 

^ ^Ai’taxerxes Ochus, having muftered an army of 300 thoufand foot, and 30 cho«- 
land hoilc, with 300 fighting Ihips,and 500 Ihips of burden, to carry his provifions in, 
let out from Babylon, toward Phaenicia, and the fea-fide. But Mentor, whom the Si- 
donians had ma^e Commander over the Mercenary Greeks, taking a rright at his ap¬ 
proach, lent a man called Theflalion to brim, offering him firft to betray all the Sido- 
n ; a. is into his hands, and afterward to do him right good and trufty fervicc in the con¬ 
quering oi Egypt. Theflalion* having delivered his meflage, ana received the kings 
promife, and kifled his hand upon it, returned to Mentor, and allured him from the 
king, undifeovered by the Sidonians, l#.] . 

Mean while, Ochus lent his Ambafladors into Greece for fome aides from tnem, 
againft the Egyptians. Whereupon the Athenians and Lacedemonians returned him 
anfwer, that they would keep the peace made with him, with all their heart ,but fend 
him any aide at this time thev could not. But the Thebans readily lent him a thoufand 
Corlelets,under the command of Lachetes. They Of Argos alfo Cent him three thou- 
land men,but appointed no Commander over them of their own, becaufe the king had 
[peciaiiy deliied to have Nxofratus to command them; a man of a high (pint, and 
who in imitation ol Hercules, ufed in fight, alwayes to wear aLyonslkin about him, 
and bare, a club in his hand. The Grecian, alfo dwelling upon the fei-coalt ot Aha, 
Cent him in fix thoufand men; lo that the Grecians in his army were in all, ten thou¬ 
fand men But before their coming to him; the king Was advanced, pall Syria, and 
as tar as Phaenicia, and had pitcht his camp not far from Sidon, [/Ml... 

Tenncs the king of Sidon, combining with Mentor in his tteafon* afligned him to 
the guard of a certain quarter in the town, and left him to rrianige the treafon oil that 
fide; himfelf with 500 men, went out of the city, preteuding that he would go to the 
common meeting or council ot Phoenicia.- Now he had in his company too ot the 
principal men of the city, as councellors about him: all which he gave up to be butch¬ 
ered by Artaxerxes; as the authors of that defeat on from him» and Ihortly atter Ar¬ 
taxerxes, when <00 more of the chief of the Sidonians came to him fo crave his niercy 
in luppliant wife, W'th Olive branches in their hands, he caufed them evetyman to be 
ftruck thorough with darts, as he had done the former, having underftood formerly by 
Tenncs the king, that the c ty Ihoiild be abfolutely delivered up unto him, and without 
conditions; and then dealt with the Grecians which he had in pay to open the gates, 
and to receive the king, and him into the city, and fo betrayed it to Artaxerxes: who 
being once in, and feeing that Tcunes could do him no further lervice ,caufed his throat 

t0 The Sidonians^ who before the Kings coming had fet fire on all their Ihips/o the end 
no man Ihould have left any poflibility of faying himfelf by flight that way,Ihut them- 
Iclves every man up in his own houfe, with his wife and children , and then fee their 
houles on fire, and confumed all to cindrcs, The number of them which perilhed m 
this fire, lervants and all, amounted by report, to 40 thoufand fouls. The cindtes °fth e 
place, with the molten filver and gold among, the King fold foi many a Talent. 1 lie 
reft of the cities affrighted herewith, furrendred themfeives preicntly to the Ring, 

from thence the King went and took Jericho by aflaulf.as we find ia\Solms Ll | 
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and took many along with him out of Judea to fcrve him in his war in Egypt: 
asweeath^out of Arifteas, in his book of the Septuagint Interpreters; where alio, m 
the Epiftlc of Ptolomeus Philadelphus,to Eleafarus, iusfaid,iW 
carried away into Egypt by the Terfians , whiles they bare the [way thrre. Which faying of 
his, is to be^eferre^Uo this time of Arcaxerxes Ochus; as is alfo that place in Juftm, 
where he faith, [lib. 3 .1 if there be any truth in either of them, That Xerxes

* mitted to the Perfians, onely Protagoras King of Salamis held it out agamft them, 

wherei^Emsows hiVcMe vws, to be reftored. to his fathers kingdom in Salamis. But 
tome having done him very ill offices, and laid great accufauons to his charge, with 
the King, he feeing the King to favour and help Protagoras againft him, gave off all 
hope of prevailing in that futc : and went and cleared himfelt of all imputations be¬ 
fore the b ing; which he did fo well, that the King beftowed a far better Dynafty or 
Principality^ipon him in Afia. And Protagoras at laft voluntarily 
King, held thekingdom of Salamis quietly ever after, [ Diodor, year 3 Jg'Tf * 1 1 

But this Euagoras of whom we now fpeak,it feems,was the grandchild of an other 
Euagoras, who died *4 year* before, by his fon Nicocles: for that Euagoras the cldci, 

had a fonNicocles, who fuccccded him in the kingdom of Salamis; and another cal¬ 
ledProtagoras, appe^reth out of Ifocraces; but this younger Euagoras who fuccced- 
ed Nicocles feems to have been put from his kingdom by Protagoras, which was his 

bv this Ochus i by his misbehaviour therein ufed, he wa* fain to flee again into 
Cvpms, where being taken, he was put to death as a malefador, [ « Diodorus 

Emebius in Chron. (heweth that in this3 year of the 107. Olympiade, Ochus ma- 

^ Ochus after the definition of Sidon,and when his auxiliary forces were come unto

Nile • held bv a Garrilon of S thoufand men,commanded by one Philopluon. Here 
the Grecians encamped dole to the city ; (he Perlians lay 4 o farlongs oi. Here Ocnrn 
-VJ three brisadaes; every of wh ch was to have two Comman- 

The firft brigade was of the Boeotians, 
commanded byVachetesa Theban, and Rofaces a Pcrflan, Govcrnourof Ionia and 
Lydia The fecond was of the men of Agos, commanded by Nicoftratus a Grecian, 
and iftavanesa Perfian. The third wasby Mentor, who betrayed S,don, and Ba- 
goasantachofPerfia. Tdevery. of which Grecian brigadacs thus commanded, 
fhere were added alfo (undry companies and troups, and fea Captains with their fqua- 
dLonsofSJs; on the other fide , Nedanebus had in hisarmy *0 thoufandauxdiary 
Grecians: and as many to his aide out of Lybia» and out of his own country of Egypt, 

60 thoufand men, called Warriourt, with an exceeding great multitude of river boats, 
fitted to fight in the river Nile, if need fhould be: when as therefore he had furmfhed 
every place with reasonably fufficient Carrions, himfelf, with 30 thoufand Egyptians, 
ancp 5 thoufand Grecians, and one half of his Lybians,k C ptthc paflages which lay moft 

°^Thingschcr^ore thusordered on bothfidcs, Nicoftratus who commanded OwAr- 
givians having gotten tor his guides certain Egyptians, whofe children and wives Were 
lept forhoftages by the Perfians,With his part of ihips put over one of the ditches or cuts 
ot the Nile, the molt out of fight that Height be ■> which the ne ^Garrifons ot 

him retired prcfently^to Memphis to make that fure: mean while Lactates, whom 
commanded the firft brigade of the Grecians, haftened to fet upon Pelufium, ana ha¬ 
ving drained away the water that ran under Pelufium, by a ditch that he cui, and r 1 
fed a mount upon the very channel of the old River, there planted his batter es. 

Grecians within, who had till then manfully maintained the place Rearing 
Neftancbus had left the field, and was retired to Memphis, fella treating with their 
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enemies about a compofition ; and when Lacrates had told them , and bound it 
with an oath, that, the town being furrendered, they with fuch things as they brought 
out \Mth them fhould be all Cent away into Greece, they gave up the Town unto 

Mentor who commanded the third brigade, when hefawthat all the cities were 
manned with two forts ot people, Grecians and Egpcians, he canted a bruite to becaft 
abroad, that Artaxerxcs his purpofe and refolucion was to deal moft gracioufly and 
well with thofe, who willingly fubmitted to him ; as for the reft, rhey mult look to tare 
no better than Sidon had done. Whereupon the Grecians and Egyptian; every where 
ftrove who fhould be firft and forewardeft to give up their Towns and places to the 
Perlians. And firft Bubaftus, then all the reft of the cities, upon fuch terms as they 
could get,came all in, and fubmitted to the Perfian. 

Mean while Nc&anebus being at Memphis, and hearing how all the cities tell oft, 
one after another to the Perfian, defpairing of better fortune, gathered together whac 
treafure he could, and fled with it to Ethiopia, thus [ Diod.year 3. Olymp. 107. ] Others 
report,thatfhaving his head,and in a difguifed habit, he got him to Pelufium, and 
from thence as a paflenger, went to Philip king ofMccedoti, at Pella, [fee the Excerpt a, 
Barbaro-Latina,pubhftjed by S caliger,pag. 5 8. the Chronicle of Alexandria, al. fafti Siculi, 
publijbed by Rader as, p.^93. Qedrenus in theBaftleEdition,p. tt^.andGljcas,p. 195. out of 
Pfendo-^'allifthenes his fabulous hi ft ory of the Gefts of ^Alexander.'] 

Artaxerxes Ochus, having thus poflelTed himfelf of all Egypt; difmantled all the 
principal cities in it) and fpoiling their temples, got from thence an infinite maffe ot 
treafure: he took away moreover all their records and writings out of their moft anci¬ 
ent temples, yet thefe the Priefts bought again, and recovered by a great fum of mo¬ 
ney given to Bagoas the Eunuch for them, \fDiod, ut fttpraf] Ochus alfo is faid to have 
derided their ceremonies, and their god, Apis, [Stverw Snlpieitnu in hit [acred Hiftory, 
[lib. ».] Andbecaufe the Egyptians, for his dull behaviour and fpirir, called him an 
alle; he violently took their god Apis, andfacrificcd him co an afte, [Elian. Van a. 
Hi for. lib. 4. cap. 8.] and not that onely, but he gave order to his Cooks to cut him in 
pieces, and dreffe him for dinner to be eaten, Suidas in Ochus. 

After this, Ochus rewarding his Grecians by whom he had brought this great Work 
to pafle, with wealth and honour, every man according to hinderr, he lent them all 
away co go every man for his own country,and leaving Pherendates for his viccory and 
governor of Egypt, he himfelf,being full of glory and fpoilcs, after fo great a conqueft 
made, returned to Babylon with his zrmy,[piedor.yc*r 3 Olympiade 107.] whither he 
carried alfo prifoners a great many of the Jews, fending moft ot them into Hircama, 
bordering upon the Cafpian fea- - For fo Georgius Svnccllu ; > out of Julius Afri¬ 
cans reports in this wife : /’ V f &c. ( i. e. ) Ochus the [on of * Artaxerxes , 

maki»? a journy into Egypt , led away certain Jews captives : whereof be placed feme m 
Hircama near the Cafpian fea y and the refi in Babylon it [elf, where they confine unto this 
day, as many Greekjwnters report, 

Hccatxus Abderia alfo,in his firft book, dejudals, cited bvJofephus,in his 1 bookjsontra 
Apionem. talks of many a ten thoufand of Jews,carried away to Babylon,bu: ol their car¬ 
rying from thence intoHircania ^PaulnsOrofins writcch in this wife, l.%i .c.7.0c/jw,faith 
he A « alfo called Artaxerxes,after hie great and long war in Egypt was ended^arried many 
of the Jem, and commanded them to inhabited Hircamaytear the Cafpian fea ; where they con¬ 
tinue to this day, in a wonderful inertafeof their ft ock.and linage,and, as is thought,will one 
day bredt. out from theuce into fame other quarter of the world. Which opinion yet, as it 

feemeth, had no other ground but that Apocryphal of Efirat lib. 4. cap.1 j. 40. - 4 6. 

concerning the ten tribes carried away by Salman after, and that of the Jews, concern¬ 
ing certain Hebrews fhut up I know not where, and ot a river Sabbation. As for that 
which Petrus Trecenfis in his Scholattical hiftory, C 1 c - $.] o«t of him Vm- 
centius Bellovaceufis in bisSpecul. Hiftor. \l,b. 30 .cap. 89.] reports,of thofe ten tribes, 
tout up afterward moreclofe than before within the Cafpian mountains, thefe things 
agree nothing at aft with Jofephus, whom he alleadgeth for his author j but rather 
with the writings, of that falfe or fuppofitiou* Gonon, and Methoduis, and even 
with thofe fi&itious relations of the Mahometan Arcoranit (elf, concerning Alex- 

s ail Ochus having rewarded Mentor of Rhodes, with 100 talents in mony, and very 
rich furniture for a houfe, made him over and above, Prafted, of all the Aliatic fho.ire, 
with full and abfolute power to fupprefle all rebellions which fhould happen to arile 
in thofe parts-which great grace and favour he fo well ufed, that whereas Artabazus 
and Memnon’wbo had lately made war upon Ochus (of which fee before '.in the year of 
the world. 1648.1651.) and being new driven out of Afia, were fled to Philip king ot 
Macedon, and lived with him; begot both their pardons of the king, and font for 
them both tocoaaeunto him, with all their families i for indeed Artabazus had by

a progeny. Mentor was exceeding much delighted,andraifed the Cons, every of them, 
as P he|rcwup,to places of Government in the Army, [Diodorus y e « r 4 .

Memmnon ot Rhodes, a commander of the Pcrfians aforementioned,under a colour 
of fricndfhip, lent for Hermias the Eunuch, TWant of Atarnc,to come unto him j and 
when he came, feized on him, and fent him prifoner to the King; ^ h o prefently took 
and hanged him. But the Philofophcrs whom he had fent for to be abont him, as A- 
riftotle and Xenocratcs, a Cbalccdonian in Bithynia borne, got away , and efcaped 
nm of the Perfian dominions, [Strabolib. 13.]But Ariftotle when he had lived w-th 

him 3 years, went to Mytilene, what time EuDulm was L. Chancellor at Athens, this 

inftantl/M^. of the o8.]as Laertius out of Apollodorus his Chronicles reports^ 
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as alfo Dionyf. Halicarnaf. in his Epiftle to Ammeus aforementioned. There is alfo 
extant in Laertius an Epigram of Ariftotlcs, making upon Hermias his Statreat 
Deiphos to this purpofe.

Idrieus, Prince of Caria (whofe wealth is lo much celebrated by liberates in his 
Oration to Philip of Macedon) died: unto whom his,borh wife aud fitter, Adi liic- 
ceeded, and held that Principality 4 years, [ Strabo > hb , t+.budor.yean, Olymp . ] For 
in Afia it was grown an ufual thing after the time of Semiramis, for wives to lucceed 
their husbands in their kingdoms [ Aria in Exped.

PcxodarustheyoungeftlonofHecatoranus, turning tiis litter Ada out, held that 
Principality 5 years, [ DWar. year 4. Olymp. 109. ] Leaving her but one oncly town 
to live upon, called Alinda. 

But Pexodarus fenc for Orontobatesa Perfian Lord to make hm his Confort in the 
Dynafty or Principality of Caria; and gave him his daughter Ada to wife, [ Aria. lib.

* Philippus King of Macedon befieged Petinthus a Town in Thracia,lying upon Pro- 
pontis> with an army oi 3 o thbufand rfien,thoroughly provided of allforts of armesand 
engines of battery, and lo incelfantly playing upon the walls that he gave them no 
time of reft or inter miflion. ThcKinfc bf Perfia growing jealous of this mans daily 
growth in the World, gave order to his Commanders and Governours in Afia, that 
they Ihould fend to relieve Perinthus, all that polfible they could, which accordingly 
thev d id, [ D.odor. year 4.

His body was honourably enterred by his brother aftd fucceflour Dionyfius: with 
iufts andriltings, and wrcftlings,and enterludesofall fortS ; fome of which were per¬ 
formed then prefently,as the time wouldafford ; others afterward, but with greater 
pomp and magnificence than the former,C^^7 4 * ] . 

At a general aflembly of ill Greece at Cormth,.Phihp King of Macedon, wasmade 
General oi allthe Grecian Forces, with abfohite power overthem,to make Wir againft 
the king ot Perfia - whereupon he prefently made infinite preparations for it; and ha¬ 
ving afiefied a certain number of fouldiers tobe levyed upon every city, returned into , 
Macedon, [ Diodor, year 4.

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and his journey thither) the exaft account of his rhen age, appears from the time oi 
hisdeath; mentioned in the end ofthe fame hiftory* where it is faid that he lived 3 2 
years, 8 moneths, and that of them he reigned 12 years and tiiofe 8 nioneths, tor tu> 
dutfing 1 a years and 8 moneths out of the tocal above mentioned, there remain 20 en¬ 
tire years; without addition or fubltraction either ofyear or moneth : and Unce ic ap¬

When Pexodarus was dead, his fon in law, Orontobates, by the authority of the 
Pcrfiau King, fucceeded in the Principality of Caria, {Straboftib. 14. kArrian.hb, i. 

Alexander having mafteredthofe barbarous people, turned himfelf towards Greece, 
which was then all in a combuftion,and in his way,made the Theffalomans his fr iends, 
and paiTed the ftreights of Thermopylae, and Wan them df ^mbracia to him by his 
kindneffe- thenpalling with his whole army into Boeom, and camping before Cad- 
mara, which was held by a Garrifon ot Macedons, ^ Athenians fent their Legates to 
aske his pardon,and he gave it them; but when the Thebans refufed it, being offered 
to them, he fell roundly fo work, and befieged their City, very ftrongly, [Diod. year 2. 
Ohmp. in. Pint, in e/ilexan.] . 

He fent alfo Hecateus, with an army into Aha, to apprehend Attalus; but ^ctalus, 
having recollected himfelf, fent the letter which he had received from pemofthenes, 
to Alexander, with a very expand ferious excufe and juftification of himfelf: Ne- 
veithelefle Hecatxus following his commiflion, and getting him into his hind, lent him 
packing into another world; and fo the Macedonian army which Was in Alia, grew

Ai Then returned heintoMacedon, [Arria. Mu pag. 11,] where in a town called 
Dios, as he was wholy taken up with thoughts of (abducing Alia: in his fleepthe like- 
nefle or rcfemblance of the High Prieft of Hierufalem appeared to him, who bad him 
be ccuragious and bold, and ipeedily with his army to put over into Alia, and that he 
would be his conduftor in the conqueft of the Perfian Empire ,• as he himtelf reports in

In the very beginning of the Spring, cnerefarc Alexander,letting forth from his own 
home, alter 20 dayes march came to Seftus: and from thence put over with his army 
'into Alla, f* Arria. lib, i,] ( Euaenetus being then L. Chancelor at Athens) eleven 
years bfore he died: as Clement of Alexandria obferves oyt of die molt ancient Chro¬ 
nologies, flib.i. Strom.] to wit, the third moneth before Ctefiples, came to be Lord 
Chancelor or Praetor there : in which time,it is,thacDiodor.Sic. placeth hispalUgc 
into Alia j whom Zofimtu following as it feemeth without fcruple, [ftb.x. Htjtor ] la th, 
that he palled not into Alia, till the thired year oi his reign; when as indeed it was 
in the fecond : to wit, [ year 2 . running Oly mp. 111 . ] . 

Leaving therefore A.uipater, behnidhim, to look to matters in Europe, with 12 I 
thoufandFoot, 1.500 Horle, Alexander himldt, with 60 fail of fhip*. put over to 
Troas, [Diodor. at. [up.

In Pint arch, in that dfcourfe ofhis of ^Alexandersfortune, Ariftobulus U allcgded to lay, 
that of Foot he had 3 ochoufand,ot Horfe 4 thqufand, Psoforaei the fonof Lagos, 
King afterward of Egypt, agrees lor the 30 thouland Foor,but fayes there were S thou- 
fand Horfe: But Anaximenos of Lampfacus, raifes the number? ot both; and laves, 
there were 40 thouland Foot, and 5 thouland 5 hundred Hone. In the nutnper of 4 
thouftnd Horle, UvL[M. 9. ] ageeeth with Ariftoou us; and Diodorus [ M. 17.] 
juftin [ lib. 11 . cap. 6 .] and Orolius, [ ^.3 .c*pM. 1 all with Califthenesfor the num¬ 
ber,4thouland 5 hundred Hurfe, though L Arria. lb. 1. ] faith,- that he had above 5 
thouland; and even in Diodorus himleU, the particularscaft up, amount to 5000 one 
hundred Horfe: but in the number ol 30000 Foq,, he concurs to a hair With Caluthe- 
ncs, Ariftobulus, andPtolomei. Livielaycs there were more than 30. Armnus, that 
there .were not much more than 300-10 Foot.

Sofoon as he touched upon the Continent, Alexander the firft of allothers,threw a 

Spear on Ihoar, thereby to take poffe(fion,as it were,of all Ma; andlepc on Ihoar, ca¬ 
pering and tripping, all armed as he was: and offering tacrifice, he befought the gods, 
that thofe lands might willingly receive him for their King s and then Went and facrificed to 
the ghoft of Achilles,from whom he was defended by the mothers fide; and of Ajax,, 
and other Worthies ol the Greeks who died at the war of Troy, [ DtotoJufo*. Ar - 
rianus z 1 commending the great good fortune ot Achilles in two relpefts. Fuff for 
having fo true a friend about him as Patrodm; andfucha Trumpet of his praile, as 
Homer was, [ Pint, in Alex. pc. pro. Archia Poet a. Cr Arria.lib. 1.] . ; 

When he came into Iiium, he facrificed to Pallas of Troy; and hanging uphis 
own air mes in her Temple, took from thence in lieu of them, lomc other armes on*. 0 ! 
the chancel there, which had remained from the time of the Troian war, 1 Dmdor. 
Arria. 1 and when among other reliques they (hewed him Alexanders or Paris his 
Lute,or Harp, he laid, he would have thanked them, if they could have fteWcd him 
that ot Achilles his ; whcrcuntohehadfungthe praifesof famous men, [Pint, tn Alex. 
El a.Pariar. Hifi.Hb. $ t cap, 38,] , . _ , , - 

From Ilium he went to Arisbe, where his whole army,having patted the lea,was en¬ 
camped. And the next day, palling by,firft Percota, then Lampiac l, s,he encamped at 
a River called, ProfaEhum, [ [Artist* lib. 1. ] He had once a purpofe utterly tohave de- 
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| ftroyed Lampfacus with the inhabitants thereof; for that they had already revolted, 
or were (hrewdly fufpe&ed of a purpofe to revolt to the Perfians: And when he law 
Anaximines the Hiftorian, a man very well known to him and to his father before 
him, coming to him, and fuppofing what his errand was 3 he fware firft and laid, what 
ever he defired of him,that he would not do : Then quoth Anaximines, Sir, I befcechyou 
to deftroy Lampfacus. And Alexander being lo caught in his own net by the wit of 
the man, though much againft his will, yec (pared the place, and went his way, 
[Vdler. Max, lib, 7. cap. 3. Paufan, in his Eliaca. lib. 2. Saidas, inthewordy Anaxi- 

mt Alexander, having with much difficulty and danger 'patted the River Graniqn in 
Phrygia, fought a pitcht field with the Perfians in the plaineof Adraftia. Juftinus 
and Orolius lay, that there were at that time in the Perfian army, 600000 Foot, and 
2 0000 Horfe; Arrianus fomewhat improbably addes, that there were over and above 
of hired fouldiers, little lette than 20000 Foot: But Diodor, is more cautious than fo, 
and fayes,that his Horle was above 10. and his Foot under too thouland men : ot 
thefetnere fell in that battel 20000 Foot, and 2500 Horfe; as Plutarch fayes • but 
Diodor, reports, that they loft 1 oooo Foot, and no lefle than 2 000 Horle, and above 
aoooo taken prifoners. Arrianus his account is, that there were flain of the Perfian 
Horfe in the chafe, 1000. but that their forreign and hired fouldiers were almoftall 
cut oft; and *000 taken prifoners. Not to fpeak of Orofiu;, who out of all reafon fayes, 
that there were upon the point of 400000 flain, [ lib 4.cap. if) 

In this fight Alexander who wore that armor which he had taken out ol the Tem¬ 
ple of Palas at Ilium, had his head-piece cut quite in pieces to his very hair: and of his 
men were milling, as ‘PiUtarch out ol Ariftobulus, who was in it reports, 25 Horfe, and 
9 Foot. But Juftin and Orolius deliver, that belides thole 9 Foot, there were Haiti 120 
Horfe’ But according to Arrianus, there fellof Alexanders own Troup,at the firft en¬ 
counter about 2 5. all Macedom, whofe Statues were all ca ft in bralFe by Ly fippus, and 
ol the others, 60 Horfe, and of the Foot, about fomc 30. all which Alexander the day 
following caufed to be enterred in their armewith all Funeral rights and obfequies 
This great and memorable victory, and which opened him the way to the Empire ol 
all Afia, was gotten in the moneth Dxfius with the Macedonians,upon the 0 of Tharge- 
lion with the Athenians; that is, upon the 20 of our May, [/ear 2. Olymp. 111 .yet run¬ 
ning : ] as we have already delivered in our difeourfe of the Macedonian and zAJiattc Solar 

^^Alcxander Jh^inga little reff clht his army, marcht forward thorough Lydia, and 
came to Sardes; which was voluntarily furrendred to him, by Mithrinnes, or Michre- 
nes, the Governour, with all the provifions and trealures therein, C Diodorstt 

^ Then going to Ephefus, he there abolilhed the Oligarchic which he found there, 
and inftituted a Democratic among them-• and affigned all the tributes which were 
formerly paid to Darius,unto Diana. The Ephefians cryed out for juftice againft thofe 
Who haft robbed the Temple of Diana, and dcmolilfied the Statue of Philip, which was 
there fcwip: and drew Syrphaces, and Pelagon his (bu,and the children of Syrphaces 
his brother, and ftoned them to death, [ Arria. Ub. 1. ] Moreover they enlarged and 
beau ified the Temple it fel( which was burnt down by Eroftratus upon the night in 
which Alexander was born: appointing Dimocratcs the Architect to overfee the 
work; whom Alexander afterward appointed to order the build ng of Alexandria in 
Egypt, as Julius Soiinus, [ cap. 40. ] writeth : whereof Arccmidorus ipeaketh in [Strabo 
lib 1 a, I faying that Alexander promifed to make the Ephefians allowance for the coft 
they had already been at about it, and to adde more thereto if they would lulter him- 
feli to be repuccd the author and builder of the work: but they refilled. 

Whiles Alexander ftayed at Ephefus,Ambaffadors came to him from Magnefia and 
Tralles, and furrendred their cities to him. And he fent Parmenion,W|th 2500 Foot of 
forreigners, and asmany of his Macedons, and 200 Horfe of his auxil iaries.ro.receive 
them He fent alfo Alcimalus the Con of Agathocles, to the cities ol Eoha and Ionia, 
which were hitherto held by the Perfians, with no leffe numbers, than he had done 
with Parmenion; he every where abolifhed Oligarchical, and fee up Democratical 
Governments io their cities: and gave leave to every ot them to live after their own 
laws, and took off the tributes, which the Perfian had impofedon them, L Arria, 

^Himfelf remaining at Ephelus, facrificed to Diana, and with his whole army all in 
battel array went in proceffion to her ; and the day after, with the reft or his root, and 
his Archers and Agrians, and Horfe of Thrace, and aides of his confederates, and 
his own Troup , with three other, he went to Miletus, [ Id.ibid, j for thicner 
the Perfians, which efcaped out of the fight at Granicum, were fled with then 
Generali Memnon.

Whiles he was in the parts about Phafelis, he received ad vertilemcnt, that Alexan- 4 
der Aeropus,whomhehad made Commander of the Theflalian horie, intended his 
deftruftion,having entrufted him with that charge: notwithrtanding he had beenfuf- 
pefted, together with his two brothers Heromenes and Arrobaeus, to have had a hand 
in his fathers death* For Darius having received letters from this Alexander by Amyn- 
ras, who fled over to him, Cent ALifines a Perfian to the fea fide, under colour of a mdf- 
fenger to Atyfies,governour of Phrygia : but indeed, to allure this Alexander, that if 
he killed Alexander, the kingdom of Macedon fhoud be his,and he would give him a 
thoufand talents of money befides. But Afifines being lighted on by Phartnenion, 
and put to the rack,confeffed all, and thereupon, was fent away with a fure guard to 
Alexander. The king looking well into the bufineffe, fent Amphoterus to Pharmc- 
nion, with private inftru&iorjs to him,to feize upon Aeropus, and to imprifon him,[V<L 
ibid'] To this it was, that Alexander had refpett, when in his letter to Darius, recited 
by Curtiufy [lib. 4. cap, 1.] he thus faith: When having arms of your own, you yet go to 
cheapen your enemies heads ; as you of late, being king of fo great an army, would hire a man 
to take away my life, with a thoufand talent s,[ fee fufim lib, 11 . cap, 7.] 

Alexander going from Phafelis, led fos army along by the (ea fide to Perga:, and 
from thence came to ALpendus, and befieged it, being fcated upon a high and cragged 
mountain; and had it furrendred to him: then going into Piiidia, and having tried 
to take in the city Telmiflus j but miffing of hispurpofe, and making a league with 
the Selgians, who were enemies to the Teimiifians, he took Salagafla by force, having 
flain about 5 00 of the P ifidians, and loft a Captain of his own, called Cleander, with 
about »o of his men, from thence he went to take in other cities of Pifidia, and fome of 
their ftrong places,he took in by force, others upon conditions. After this he came into 
Phrygia, to the Marfh-lands of Afcama j and at his fifth remove, he arrived at Ce- 
lenar,l Arria.hb.t.] „ 

The Caftle of Celena*; which a Perfian Commander held with a garnion of a tho- 
fandCarians, and one hundred hired Grecians,after 60 dayes truce, (within which he 
expected relief from Darius) was given up into his hands, lid. ibid, and Curtins, lib.

^Alexander left a garrifon of 1 Joo in Celenae, and having ftaid there 10 dayes, he 
made Antigonus the fon of Philippus, governour of Phrygia, and made Balacrus the 
fon of Amyntas, Commander of the auxiliaries in his ftead : he himfelf marched to 
Gordium, writing to Parmcnion,that he lhould not faile to meet him there, {Arriamu, 

^Parmcnion with his army, and the Macedons which had leave to go kifle their new 
wives, came to Gordium accordingly, and with the army newly raifed, which Ptolo- 
m*u8, and C*nus,and Meleager commanded. That army confifted of one thoufand 
Macedons foot, and 300 horie;of 200 Theffalian horfe,and 1 5 ° horfe of Elis led by 

A l Menworu*whom*Darus had made ^mmiral of his fleet, and chief Commander of 
all the fea-coaft, purpofing to carry the war out of > 4 fia into Macedon and Greece, and 
having rigg’d up, and manned a navy of 300 faile,took the Ifle of Chios by intelligence, 
and the reft of the cities and places in Leffaos, all lave Mitylene, [ptodor.year 4. Olymp. 

111 with Arrian, lib. 1. in prim.] 

The Elders of Jerufalem,being offended thatManaffes Jaddus,the high Pneft his 
brother, had, contrary to their law,married a wile of a ftrange nation, required at laft, 
that either he (hould put away his wife,or not come any more at the alcar. ^fnd when- 
ashereupon Jaddus was fcrccd to forbid him the altar, he going to Sanballec his father 
in law, told tiim, that he loved his daughter very well, but was loth to lofe his prleft- 
hood for her fake, which was an honour belonging to him by his birth-right, and was 
very highly efteemed by his country men the Jews. And Sanaballet anfwered him, 
that he would undertake, in cafe he would keep his wife, and nor part with her, not on¬ 
ly to maintain him in hLpriefthOod; but alfo to make him a high pneft, and Prince 
of all his own province, and build him a Temple on the hill hanging over Samaria, as 
good as that at Jerufalem, ahd that he would do all this by the authority of Darius the 
king: Manaffc* hart nr d up with thefe promiles,continued with his father in law,hoping 
to get the pr iefthood it felt, by the gift and power of Darius. Hereupon all the priefts 
and other I ('radices who had married ftrange wives reforccd to him: Saaballet furnilh- 
ing them with mony, and lands to till, and feeling forward the ambition of his fon in 
law, all that poflibly he could, [Jofephu* Hb. 11. Antiq. cap.ult .] 
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Alexander undid the Gordian knot, either by pulling out the pcgg or pin in the 
beamc, as Arrianus hath it, or by cutting it in pieces with his {word, as others ' 
deliver! {Plutarch in Alexander. Arrianus „ Lb. a. Curttus, Uo. 3. jujhn. Lb. 11. 

^ F A 7 lexander,departing from Goidium in Phr igia, went to ^ncyra, a city in Galatia; 
Thither retorted to him, Embafladors from Paphlagonia, and making a league with 
him, delivered up their countrey into his hands; and he appointed them one Galas, a . 
Lord olPhrigia to be their Governour: and then having received that new fupply 
out of Macedonia, he marched intoCappadocia: and fubdued all the country on this 
fidethe river Halys, and fome part of the other fidehkewife[^m*./^. x.with Cnrtms 

^Mcmnon dying at the fiege of Mitylene, Autophradates, and Pharnabazus the fon 
of Artabazus, (unto whom Memnon in hh death bed, had committed that charge,till 
Darius Ihould otherwile difpofe thereof,) took the charge upon them, upon certain a- 
sreements made between themfelves: lo then Autophradates, continued with the body

from the Calpian lea, there attended him 8 tiioufand toor, and 2 hundred horfe; with 
S there were others, of petty, ignoble Nations, which might make up two thoufand 
foote, and twice as many horfe: unto all which were added 3 0 thoufand Greeks,which 
ferved him for pay fodoth Curtius fumme up this armv, [W.j.*. 4 *] which comes 
but to 311200 men. But Diodorus fayes they were 400 thoufand foot, and loochou- 
fand horfe; which number, the new editions,ol Juftin,correa e d out of the manucripts , 
alforetaine: though the former old editions, together with OroiTiusi, who followes 
him in every point, have only 3 °° thoufand foote, and 100 thoufand horfe, and both 
[tArria l 1. and Plutarch in Alexan .] make this army ol his, in a grolle fomme, to have

Ocontobates the Perfian, which held out the Caltle at Halicarnallus, and Myndus, 
and Caunus, and Thera, and Callipolis, againft Alexander, was overthrown in a fight 
by Ptolomei and Afander; wherein he loft about 700 Boot, and 50 Horfe upon the 
place; and had no leflc than a thoufand of his men taken : and thereupon the Myn- 
dians and Caunians, and raoft ofthe places thereabouts gave up to Alexander, [Arri.% 
lib. 2. Curtius Lb. 3. cap. 11. ] 

Darius makinga bridge over the Euphrates, palled it with his army in five dayes,

Alexander Cent Parmenion to poffeflc himfelf of another ftrait or palfage, like that 
former of Cilicia; and which divides Cilicia from Aflyria, (or Syria) and he following 
after him from Tarfus, came the firft day to Anchialos, {Arria. lib. 2. J Thence he 
inarched to Soli; putaGarrifon of his own into the Fort there, and levyed 200000 
talents offilver upon the Inhabitants; for that they had (hewed themfelves more in¬ 
clinable, and well willing to Darius than to him, L Id. ibid. Cun,Lb. 3. cap. 11. ] From 
thence he Went wich 3000 Macedons, all his archers, and Agrians, and fee upon the 
hiil country of Cilicia; and within leven dayes (pace, wiut by fair means, what'by 
foul, he took them all entirely in, and returned to Soli t where when he had facrificcd 
to Elculapiir, and with his whole army had gone in proceflion with burning tapers in 
their hands s andmadepaftimesof wreftlings, and mufick, and other games, he gave 
the city leave to enjoy a Democratic, {Arria. ibid. ] 

The Grecians fouldiers which Thymodes received by appointment from Phamaba- i 
zus, being the chief, and almoft the onely hope, that Darius had , being come unto 
him, were vety earneft with him to retire, and keep himfelf in the champion country 
ol Melopotamia: or at leaft, that he would break this vail and numberlelfe army of 
his into parts, and Would not hazard all upon the chance of one battel: But Darius 
liked not their advice; but as if he could never make halle enough,the Winter ( be¬ 
ginning with Autumn ) now drawing on, he fent away all his montes, jewels, and pre¬ 
cious fluff* with a reasonable guard to Damafeus in Syria; under the command of Co- 
phenes, the fon of Anabazus, as Arrianus fayes, !_/'£. *• ] and he with the reft of his 
army marched on to Cilicia.

Sanabaliet, hearing of Darius his coming into thofe parts* told Manaffes, that he 
would quickly perform what hehad promiled him of the High Priefthood, fo loon as 
Darius returned with victory over his enemies, whereof thole inhabitants of Alia made 
no doubt at all, [ Jofephus Antiql lib.U. capult. ] ? 

Alexander, willing Philotas to bring the H Jfle thorough the Aktan plains in Lycia

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many gracious and friendly wordsto them that brought it, told them, that he had a j 
great denre to fee their city, and there to lacrificc to Hercules; They told him, that 
there was an alter in Palatyrus, or Old Tyre t in the continent hard by, and that it were t 
better to offer facrifice to Hercules upon that, as being the more ancient of the two ; 
whereupon heftrait way grew into fuch a choler, that he vowed to deftroy their city. 

’ It fell out, chat at the fame time, there came certain fdect men from Carthage, to per¬ 
form a yearly facrifice rhere unto Hercules} for the Tyrians were che foundersof Car¬ 
thage; and the Carthaginians ever honoured them as the fathers that begat them. 
They therefore exhorted them to ftand it out, and to endure the fiege like men, alluring 
them further of fpeedy fuppli.es, and aide from Carthage i for at tluc time, the Car¬ 
thaginians were very ftrong acfea, L Curtins Jib. 4. cap. 5. and 6, Jnpn. Lb. u. 
i cap. 10.3 

\ Thus being refolved for a war, they endured a fiege of feven monechs long, [ Diod. 
■year 1. Olymfiade -ji*. pfephat tsfnttft. lib. 11. Curtins lib. 4. cap. 15. 'Plutarch 
in Alexander. ] their King -^zclmicus being then abfent, and gone to fea, with 
! ^futophradates, leaving onely his (cm behind him in the city, Q zAnianus ^.4.] 

; Alexander began with Pafaetyrus,or old Tyre; and pulled that down to the ground, 
i and fending for all the country thereabout to come in,what by them, what by his own 
'men, took the ftb'nes and rubbage ot all thaccity, and tiireW'it into tne fea that ran be¬ 
tween, thinking to have made a caufe way oyer i:, to the city, which lay from the con¬ 
tinent, four furlongs, as Diodbras faith ; and with himagreeth Curtius, {J b ‘ 4 - ca P> 

5 ,or fulljoo pacefyas Pliny viillhave it t lib, y,, cap, 19, Diod. ut fup. Curtius Lb. ^.cap. 8,] 

Amyntas the fon of Aiiciochus,witn thofe 4 chouland Grecians,which, as I faid be¬ 
fore, fled with him out of the battle at Ilios, wherein Sabaces a Pethan, and Gover- 
uour of Egypt died, fet fa ; l from Cyprus to Pelufium, and there feized himfelt of 
that city, pretending that he came 10 uke charge of it, by order from Darius, in Saba¬ 
ces his room, becaufe he was fUin in the battle at Iflos. From thence he went with his 
army to Memphis, at the noife whereof, the Egyptians came in out of town and coun¬ 
try to aflift him againft the Perlians; by whole help, when the Perfians, which lay 
there in garrifon,Tallied forth upon him,herouced and forced them into the city again: 
bucanonafter,bythe3dviceof Mafafcstheir Captain, feeing their enemies fcatcered 
about the country,and bufie in plundring, he iflued forth again, fet upon them una- 
awares, and cut both him and all his whole company in pieces, \_C»rt. lib. 3 .cap.z a. and 
ib.q.cap.].^ 

Certain other Captains alfo of Darius, which efcaped out of the field at IiTos, with 
fuch Perfians as followed them, with other Cappadocians and Paphlagonians in their 
company,went about to recover Lydia. But Amigonus,who commanded therein 
chief for Alexander, routed them iii three feveral fights. And at the fame time, chc 
Macedonian fleet,coming out of Greece, fet upon Anftomenes, which was fent by Da¬ 
rius to recover the Hellcfpont, and either funk or took all his fleet, pud.year, 1 . Oljmp. 
H2. ttnd Curtius lib. 4, cap, 4,3 

Whiles Alexander lay at the fiege of Tyrus,he fent to Jaddus the high prieft at 
Hieru(alem> demanding ofhim,fupplics and other provifionsj and withal, fuch tribute, 
as was formerly paid to Darius. But when Jaddus anfwered that he was tied by a for¬ 
mer oath of allcgeance to Darius, and that ne could not be free from that oath, fo long 
as Darius lived. Alexander growing wroth thereat, fwore, that as foon as he had 
taken Tyrus, he would march againft that city, [jofephus lib. 11, <s Antique, cap. 
uit.l 

To him alfo, at the very beginning of the fiege of Tyrus, Sanaballac the Cuthzan, 
and forfaking Darius, came with eight thoufand men; and being gracioully received 
by him, hcafked him leave to build a temple upon hi'own land, and thereof to make 
high prieft his fon in law,Manaffes,brother to J addus the high prieft at Jcrufalem; and 
having obtained his grant,becaufe he now grew old, he fell prelently to work,and built 
a Temple,and made Manaflcs high prieft of ir,thinking hereby to leave a great honour 
to the pofterity of his daughter, Ud.ibid.2 . 

Alexander purpofing to make a broader caufway from the concinent,for his eafier ap¬ 
proach to Tyrus, caufed new engines to be made i which being finilhed, he with his 
Targateers,and Squadronof ^grians, marched to Sidon, there to gather together, 
as many fhips of war aspofllbly he could; finding it impo 0 ible to take Xirus^ fo long as 
the Tyrians were mafters at fea, [Arria. hb, 2.3 

Mean while, Geroftratus the king of Aradus, and Enulus the king of Byblus, finding 
that all their cities were already taken by Alexander, forfaking Antophradates, and 
the fhips that were With him, came with their fleets to Alexander, and with them 
certain fhips of the Sidonians; fo that Alexander had now x navy ot boiaile. 
At the fame time alfo came to him a fleet from Rhodes, wherein there was 
one fhip» called Pcnplut , and nine other; and three morefrom Soli and Mallus: | 
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and ten from Lycia: and one oat of Miccdon.of 5 °oares, whereof was captain, Pro- 

teas Ihe Con” Andronicus: and not long after came to him cettamKingsoCypas,

Toor ha d PhenScia was comc in to him: Toall thcie Alexander forgave their by-. 
tSft etrors i for chat of neccflity, rather than of their own accord, they had adhered 
foDards with their fleets, [rf.ftid.] And now Arelmtcus alto himfelf, the King of 
Tyrus Jeaving Antophtadates, came to his own City Tyrus, while it was thus bclieg- 
ed, and was therein afterward taken,as Arrianus feewes. 

In mount Lebanon, whence Alexander made his provision of timber for Ins fe ip- 
ping, the wilde Arabians, fettingfuddenly upon the Macedons, whiles they Wercbufic 
It theirwork, flew,upbn the point#© of them, and carriedl away almoft ai manybri 
Inner s Alexander leaving Perdiccas and Craterus, or as Polyaenus feemes to fey, Par- 
menion, to hold on the liege of Tyius went himfelf, with a lunningcaiTip, into Ata- 
bia 1 Curtms lib.

C %hL Apollo had fignified to fundry men in their deep by dreams, that he would 
leave the city, the Tyrians,out of a toolifh fupcrftition, took good golden chames, and 
hnundhus image faft to the loot ol his ferine 3 which image of his, wasfent thither from 
Svracufa»as Curtius, or rather fromGela in Sicily,asout of Diodorus we have already 
, ^ rhe vear of the world 3 599 * by the Carthaginians: and they faftened the 
chain to the akalof Hercules, the tutelar God of that.city, as if he (hould hold him by 
mail ftrength,from going thence, [Cmcitsmi D.cicrt, IM. «i PW 

"""whiles Alexander lay at thc liege of Tyre, there came Embafladors from Dacius, 
to him, offering him 1 o thoufeud (not as in Valcr. Max. put ic hundred thoufend) ta- 
1 n ec f nr the ranfome of his mother, wife and children j with all the countreys lying 
between the Hellefpont and the river Halys: and his daughter withal, in marriage; 
which offer of his being taken into deliberation, in a Council of his foends, it is reported 
thatParmenion feould fay, That if he were Alexander y be would not refufe thofe conditions^ 
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rn whom he replied ,f hat no more would he , if he were Parmenion. But to Darius he wrote 
hark That he offered him nothing, but what was his own already;; and therefore 
willed him to come himfelf in fuppliant wile unto him, and to take fuch conditions 
as he would give him, [&drri*»HsM. i. with lib. 11. cap. 12. ^* 4 .

Arrianus delivery that there were 8 thoufand of the inhabitants there flaw, and 2 
thouland more after that rage or flaying wasover, hungup all along thefeoar, in cold 
blood, as Curtimfayes: and Diodorus tells us, that Alexander caufed no lelle than 2 
thouland,all prime young men to be hanged : juftiu fayes, that m remembranceot the 
nlaflauahter by them made, he caufed all that were taken to be crucified: putting 
them to this flavilh kind of death, becaule the Tyrian flayes heretofore making a con- 
foiraev againft their own mafters, had murdered all the freemen of tnat city, together 
with their own mafters: and made a Common-wealth of themlelves, fpanng none a- 
live, faving one Strato an old man, and his ton; and upon him and his pofteruy, they 

fettled c ° jadds t hi s further: that hefaved alive all the dtfeendants of Strato, 

andrefiored the kingdom to him and his pojleritj, ( meaning perhaps that Ballonymus,

Ulympiade u.j And upon the very (elf fame day and hoivei, 
that the Carthaginians had taken that image from thole of Gelain ^icihc, it was, as 
Timsus reports, that the Grecians offered to him that magnificent and foleran iacri- 
fice, as if by his power and favour they had taken Tyr c y [Id.year 4. Olympiads 

’Alexander, fofoon as he had taken Tyre, matched forth with into Judea, 

Cron with Plmy , lib. i». cap. 25.] and fubdued all that part of Syria, which is called L a- 
leftina, [ eArria.Hb . 2, fag. 5 on going in perlon againft thofe places that would not of 
themfelves fqbmic, [Curt.lib. 4 .cap.i 7.] But when he was uponhismarch to Jerufalem, 
Jaddus the high pried, terrified with his former threats, and now fearing his rage, 
had recourle to God, by (upplicacions and facrificcs lor the common laletyj and was by 
him warned in a dream, that he (hould make holy-day in the city, and let wide open 
the gates, and that he and the red of the priefts every one in his his priedly rairn nt, 
and the people all clothed in white, (hould go forth and meet him. Alexander feeing 

this company coming a far off, went himfell all alone to the h^hpricd^andhaving 

prodrated himfelf before that God,whofe name he faw engraven ‘"golden plate of 
his Miter, he did fainted him: and being demanded the reafonofhibdoingby Par- 
memon, anlwered that whiles he was,yet in Macedon,mufing with himfelf of the con- 
oued of Afia, there apppeared to. hirp a man like unto this, and thus attired, who 
?nvited him into Ada, and affuied*him of all fuccefs m the conqued of it. And the prieds 
going before, he entred into J erufalem, and going up to .the Tempi 1 e, he there facri- 
ficed to God! as the prieds presided himiand whenrhey had.(hewed hun the book of 
the prophetDaniel,wherein was written,that aGrecian (hould come and dedroy chel er- 
fianf 'Dan.c 8.7 \ 0^1. and chap. 11.13.] he made no doubt, but himfelf was theman 
defined thereby, and io for that time difmiffed thecompany, [Jofepb.hb. it. cap. tile} 
The day following, he affembledthe people, and bad them afk what they would 
of him, and they asking nothing, but that they might live according to the laws o! 
their own country, and that every feventh year, (wherein they were to have no har- 
ved) they might be exempt (rum paying any tribute, he granted all. And when they 
asked fuitherfthat he would fuffer the Jews, which dwelt m the countries of Babylon 

and Media, to live according^o their own rites and laws, he anfwered, that he wonld 

fatisfie their defires in that point alfo,fofoonas_fae fhoujd have gotten thofe countries 
into his power. And when he told them, that tf any of them would follow him in his 
wars, they (hould u 'c their own/ites w.here ever they came, many lifted themfelves 
to ferve him. And having difpatched, and fetled all matters m Jerufalem; he departed 
and went to the red of the cities of that country,and was joyfully received every where. 

^Ot Alexanders captains, Callas went and took in Papbagonia, (which fell off from 
Alexander after the battle at Iffus) Antigonus Lyconia, Balacrus, the city of Miletus, • 
having fird overthrown Idarnes, Darius his Captain, in the open field, [Luma,.lib. 4. 

^Alexander had given the charge of Cilicia to Socrates, willing Philotas1 the fon of 
Parmeniou, to look to the country about Tyre. Coclo-Syria was committed to Andro- 
nicus by Parmenion,himfelf having a deiire to follow Alexander in the war.The king 
commanding Hephaftion, with the fleet,to fcoure the coad of Phacnica; himfelf with 
his whole army, went to Gazaff/d. ibid.] and in the fiege thereof, held by a garrifon 
of Perfians,hefpent twomoneths, [Diod.year 1. Olympiads, in. fofephm lib. 11. cap. 

Captain of the Garrifon there was, * Jbfephut faics, oncBabcmefcs, or, as Curtius 
and Arrianus call him, Batis an Eunuch, and one very trufty to his king .• who ha¬ 
ving hired certain Arabians, and made good provifion of corn, andother tmngs, 
maintained the walls, which were hugely dreng, With a (mail company of men 

Alexander received two wounds at thisfige: whereupon Batis falling alive into his 
hands, had cords or thongs drawn thorough his ankles, and was therewith tied to a

(lain in that fiege, of Perfians and Arabians together, about lothoufand, nor did the 

Macedons (cape fcot-freeneither, {Curt. lib. 4. cap. 1 o.] Alexander, felling away for 
flaves all the women and children there, ftored the place with inhabitants oik of t he 
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neighbouring parts, and made that a place of Garrifon and Magazin, for himfelf, 
r zArrict. lib. 3. mfi. ] fo that thofe words of Strabo, are not limply to be underdood, 
duc withrefcrence to the former date of that city, where lie faith, L » 6. fag. 7 5 p. ] 
that Ga^awat formerly a glorious City : but being defiroyed by Alexander, remained defohte.

Alexander, leaving a Garrifon m Pelufium, and giving otder tor his mips to go up 
the River to Memphis, himfelf marched by land to Heliopolis, having the Nile all the 
wav on his tight hand 5 and all cities, where ever he came, opening their gares unto 
him.he palled the Defert of Egypt, and came at laft to HeI(opciIis,and them pafling the 
River, he marcht toward Memphis, [Arria. lib .*.]

And now 
he was not far from thence, when Aftraces, who commanded the Garrifon thereun¬ 
der Darius met him, and delivered into hishand 800 talents^nd all h-s mafters Ward- 
robe- as we read in £ Curtins lib. 4. cap. 20.] where yet it feems, that the namcofA- 
ftaces, is crept in, I know not how, infteid of Mazaces .• as he himfelf alt j, Q cap. 4. of 
the fame boolf] calleth him: and fo doth Arrianus in the beginning of his $ book, where 
he tells us, that one Mazaces a Perfian, whom Darius had made Governourof Egypr, 
received Alexander into that Province, and cities thereof,in all friendly wife. 

Alexander, having offered his facrifices at Memphis, and there exhibited all games 
of wreftling, and other a£Evines and mtifick,to which refotted the moft expert and skil- 
full men of all Greece to put in for the prizes in them, embdrqUed himfelf, and came 
down the River to the tea b putting his targateer* and archers, andAgrians, and the 
Kings Troup, aboard the fhips of his confederates, and wit h them came to Canopus; 
and there made choice of a place lying between the Egyptian fea andi Marca, or the 
Lough of Mareotis, and there built a city, which from his own name, he called Alex¬ 
andria r Arria. lib. 3 .1 and in that part thereof, which lyech next the fea, and the docks 
for lhipping, there was a ffreet called Racotis, [ Strabo, lib. 17 .pag .792. Paufanm, m his 

Eliaca.pag.169.ladt. Hipr.Tib. 4 .c 4 /\ 84 .] a . cl- s' / 

Alexandria was built* not in the feventh, ( as Eufebm m Chron, and dut of hm, Cyril, 
of AlexandriaAib. t.eokt. Iulianuni , and Ctdrehsa afm ) but in the fifth year of his 
reign, and thac in the very firft year of the 11 a .Olympiadc, as [ SoUnus hath n cap. 32. ] 
not as I Diodorus in the 4. and much lefle, as Euf thus,in the 3. ] As for the certain time 
when Alexandria was built, the interval of time between the taking of Tyre, and that 
great fight at Gaugamela, and his gefts aflSrd in that interim, cannot but undoubtedly 
allure ul of it: from whence,and from the fifth year of Darius,and Thoth, in the 417. 
vear of Nabbnafars account, which falls in with che 14 day of September according to 
nnr Tulian Calendar,or year 1. of the Olymp. i n. yet tunning, Ptolortlei of Alcxan- 
dria deduceth the years of Alexander, whom in the Preface of fm 
(whereof this is one ) he,after the fafbion of all Alexandrians, calleth : (>.e.)

But his prefent war with Darius, put mm 
from thinking oFfuch idle pojefts: wherefore he made Efchilus and Peuceftcs, the Ma- 

cedon Govcrnours of Egypt, wich four thoufand fouldiers tor the guard theieof . he 
commanded Polemon to defend the mouths of the river Nile, with 30 fail of fightjog 
fhios r Curtius lib. 4. cap. 21. j though Arrianus tells us, that he nude Puiceftcs the Ion 
of Macatctus, and Balacrus the fon of Amyntas, Commanders of the ont which he left 
Acr^and Polemon the fonof Thcramenes, Ammiral ofthe fl ;et, to defend the 
ofthe river Nile, with all the fea lying upon Egypt: as for cue civil goverment o. the

Darius moving with this vaft army from Babylon, came to Ninive, having the ri¬ 
ver Tigris on his left hand, and Euphrates on his right: his army filled all that huge 
plain of Mcfopotamia, [Diodorus, year a. Olympiade 112. Cnrtius i 4.c.nj) and having 
palled the river Tigris, when he hc^d thac the enemy was not far oft, he lent batro- 
paces. General of his hoi fe, with ~ thoufand choice men, to hinder the paflage of the e- 
nemy; and gave him order withal, toburne andwafte al the coafts through which 
Alexander was to paffc: for he thought want might happily undo him,having naught 
clfebutthefpoilc of the country to lupply him : he himfelf marched to Arabela s and 
leaving there his bag Sc baggagc,went forward as far as the nverLycus,where he made 
a bridge, and there paffed over his army in 5 days {pace, and from chcnce,marching 80 
furlongs, he came to the river Bumelus. [C»rt. '*•] Arrianus faith that he pitched his 
camp at Gaugamcla, by the river Bumelus, for fohe callcth the place, [/. e.p, Jji.Jnot 
as in [A3 . c * 57.1 Bumadus; in a plain and open field: for if there were any hilly or un* 
even ground there, Darius commanded it tobe made alllevel, that ic might be made 
the more travcrfeable for his horfe, and might lie every way more open to his view,

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Alexander came forward co Thapfacu?, a great City in Syria, in the moncth Hcca- 
tombeon when Ariftopiianes was L. Ciianceior at Athens: co wit, [[yean. Olympiade 
; I2 1 in the very entrance of that year; here the river Euphrates had a foord, where 
Alexander fount! a bridges ready made j but not thoroughly finiftied, nor reaching 
full out to the other bank. Mazaus, whom Darius had fenc to make good that pall age, 
fo foon as he beard thac Alexander was coming; took him to his hccles, with al l li s 
armv And when he was gone, Alexander quickly made out the bridges to the other 
fide and paffed his army over in a trice, and then marched un toward Babylon,leave- 
inff the Euphrates and the mountains of Armenia on his left hand; but not the ftra' c 
wav thither: becaufe the other was, though fome what further abour, yet the more 
commodius for provifionsof all kinds for his army, nor the heat there fo violent, for 
them to travel in. On the way, certain Scoots of Darius were intercepted; who in¬ 
formed him, that Darius with all his army, was upon the bank ot the river Tigris, to 
ftop him from paffing there : and that his forces were far more numerous now, than 
when‘he fought with him in,Cilicia •- But Alexander hereupon going thither, found 
neither Darius, nor any man.elfc chere, [ Anya. lb. 3. ] 

Alexander therefore pafledftie river Tigris, and thought here was no man to hin¬ 
der him, yet not wichout much difficulty andexrremedanger, by reafon ot the violent 
fwittnefle of the riyer; yet gat he over lafe and found, and, loft nothing, fave onely a 
fmali quantity of his fluff and baggage, [Id, bid. Died*.year 2. Ohmp. 11 0 : J C ■ 4 * 

, 1 Now from the paliage over the Euphrates, at ihaphacus,to this ins paiiage over 
the Tigris, Erau>fthcnes,reckons the way co be, 14004/.

Id ibid, 1 the Camps were diftant one from the other, about 6 o furlongs, a/* nd now 
ihearmy of Alexander was come to certain hillocks* from wheuce they might dilcera 
the enemy e When he advifed with his Captains whether his main battel mould pro 
fcntly from thence fall on, or make a ftand there right* until he had better viewed the 
ground whereon they were to fight : moft were of opinion for the former; Parmcm- 
on was for the latter, which Alexander himtelf approved of, [ A^na. lib. ?. j Rdolved 
therefore to encamp upon one of thofc hillocks j he gave order forthwith to put tpade 
in ground and to entrench there, for the pretent: which beingquickly done, he went 
into his own pavilion, and from thence took a view of the army of thecneray ranged 
beneath him in the plain, [ C nrt > ** before, ] . 

Mean while the hoife-boycs,and other tag rag, that followed the Camp, tell m iporc 
to skirraifh among themfelves; Captain of the one fide they called Alexander, and 
Captain ofthc other, Darius. Which when Alexander heard,he bad the reft forbear* 
and the two Captains onely to try it out between themlelvei He himfelf helpt Alex¬ 
ander ou with it armor ; and Philotas Darius with his : all dicarmy beheld while they 
two fought : as upon a prognoftick of the event in the fight and war it felf. It fell out, 
that he which played Alexander, foiled and overthrew him which played Darius } 
and had for a reward, i o townfhips, and the honour of wearing a Perfian garment be¬ 
llowed on him, ^Eratofthenes i in Pint, in hitAUxan. ] _ 

Alexanders friends came nowunto him, and complained of the fouldiers,that taiK- 
ing among themfelves in their tents, they were rdolved to take all the fpoile to cbem- 
felves, and to bring nothing into his Treafury : Whereat Alexander fmiled* and laid. 
Very goodnews,my ma(refs, u isthat ye bring me ; for I fee by this they mean to 
fight, and not to flee. Many of the common fouldiers alfo in a humor, came unto him, 
and bad him be of good cheer, and not be afraid of the multitude of his encmi s : tor 
that they (hould not be ablcto endure the very firft noife or fhouc of them ; tor that m 
th is place doth figni fie, not the lmell of them, or of their arme -pus, as Xyian- 

der rendred ir,[ Pint. in hUApefhthemes. ] ... . , . 

The eleventh night after the Edipfe of the Moon, and Wheii the two armies lay in 
fight each of other, Darius kept his men in their arms all night,and took a view of them 
all bv torch-light: fo that ill the plain lying between the mountain Niphat atid the 
Goriiisans hills fhone with torches. But Alexander, whiles his army rook their reft, 
was up with his Southfayer Ariftander before his pavilion, bufip in certain arcane and 
fecret rites and ceremonies, and offered facrifice to *ApoUo*l id. in Altxan.} or asCu r- 
tius expreffeth it, Ariftander hr* white robe , carrying bunches of Vervin w hts band , and his 
head covered, mumbled certain prayers, which the King was to fa; after hint, thereby to fro- 
pitiate Jupiter, Minerva, and riQona. ^ . . . , . 

When Parmenion and other his friends advifed him to fee upon Darius in the dead 
of the night,thereby toconcealefrom hisfouldiers fight, the terrour of the fight info 
great a dilproportion of numbers in the two armies ; his anfwcr was, that he was not 
come thither, to fieale a victory, [Pint. Curt. Arria. ] And Darius on the contrary, tear¬ 
ing leaftfomefuch attempt Ihouid be made upon him, and knowing that his Camp 
was no better rampiered than it ihouid be ; kept his men up all night in armes : which 
for want of fleep the next day When they came to fight, was the chief caufe of their 

° V Aiexander^troubled in his thoughts,with the expectation of what was then in hand, 
flept not all night, till toward the morning, and then fell into io deep allecp; that 
when it was day all abroad, they could not wake him. And when his ft lends asked 
him what made him fleep fofoundly, anfwcred, it was Darius, who by gathering all 
hi* forces into one place,had eafed him of thinking how to follow him into fundry o- 
ther countries ^Diod.year x.Oljm^xxrc.JufiinM.xt. cap.

him. There retorted to him alfo afterward, two thoufand of his mercenary louldi- 
ers,under the command of Paron of Phocxa in Ionia,and Glaucusof Eolia, [ArriJ. 3.] 
Alexander returning back from the river Lycus, fell into a harder difpute, than any 
he had yet met with,with thc Parthian and Indian,and Come choice Troups of the Per- 
fianhorfe; in Which encounter he loft fixey ot his company, Hephasftion and Casnm, 
andMenidasof his nobles, being alfo fore wounded; yet even here alfo at the laft he 
had thc better, [Id, ibid.'] . 

Alexamier in all this fight loft,ac moft, but one hundred men, but of his horfes, what 
of them that were kill’d, What of them that were fpenc with over-riding, he loft one 
thouland; of 1 , which one half were of his confederates: but on thc other fide,there 
are laid to have been flain, 306 thoufand men; and a far greater number taken prifo- 
ners: moreover all the Elephants, and as many of his Chariots, as Were not broken in 
the fight, came into his hands; fo faith Arrianus. But Diodorus reports* that of the 
Perlian fi.ie there were not loft above 90 thoufand horfe and foot; and of the Mace- 
dons there were milling 5 00. bcfidcs a multitude of them that came hurt ouc of the field 
And fortitu, [lib,^.cap, nit.'] that there were flain of the Pcrflan fide, 40 thoufand upon 
account taken ; and fomewhat lefle than 3 hundred of the Macedonians. But of the 
totall of them that were (lain in thc three battels, this, and that at Iffus,and at Grani- 
cum, Orolius, [lib, 3 .cap. 17.] calling up the number of thofe chat had been loft on that 
fide, in the 3 years paft, with 3 or 4 moneths> and fome odd dayesover, fcctcch it down 
in this Wife. /* fneb a multitude of etUmities, faith he, it « * thing incredible t that tn three 
battles , fought within three years [pace, there fhould be flain $ o hundred thoufand men t horfe 
and foot-, and that out of a kingdom, and thofe nations , out of which , in but a few years before , 
there had been, upon account, flain, 90 hundred thoufand men : Though bejides thofe 3 fights in 
thofe three years, a multitude of cities In lAfia hadbeen defrayed with their inhabitants , and all 
Syria wafled ; Tyrus ruined,aU Cilicia emptied-, Cappadocia fubdued, and Egypt fold away : 
Rhodes alfo brought into flavery, and many pro vincts bordering upon the mount Taurtts brought 
into fubjettien, and the mount Taurut tt felf, forced to receive tht yoke, which it had fo long firi- 
ven to avoid* ... 

Alexander,having a little relied his Horfe that were about him, fet out at midnight 
toward Arbela, becaufe he underftood that Darius had laid up there all his moneys and 
royall provifions, which hcpurpoledtheretofupprifc : and the next day came to < 4 r- 
bela whcrchcfound not Darius himlelf, but all his treafnre he did; and his Target* 
and his Bow, [wirrianus lib. 3.] Diodorus faith, that he foUtid there three thoufand ta- 
lents.Cuttiusfour, all thc wealth of the whole army, having been carried and laid up 
in that place [lib. 5. ca p. *.J 

With this battle the Empire of Perfia leaned to ihave been ended. And now was 

Alexander proclaimed King of Afia, and thereupon offered magnificent facrificcs to 
his gods, and diftributed among his Nobles, houfes, territories, and provinces at his 
pleafure, [Pint, in Alexander.] f . • r a. j 

Now becaufe he knew it could not be but that the aire thereabout, muff be mtetted 
with thc ftenchofthecarcafcsofall fort* there lying flain, he therefore made haft to 
remove from Arbela, [Died, in the beginning of his fecond part, lib. 17. Curt, lib.%. cap.*.} 
and thc fourth day after came to a city called Mennis; where there is a fountain, lflumg 
forth fulpharor liquid bnmftone, [ ibid.] f , _ .. 

And as he came cowards Babylon,Mazetn, who had fled thither out ot the rield,met 
him,with his children,that were of age,in all humble manner,and yeilded up boch him- 
Celf and them, and thc city of Babylon, and all, into his hands:and he received him and 
his children very gracioufly; and Bagophancs,who had the keeping of the Caftle there, 
with the Kings treafure in it,that he might not feem to be out-done by Mazzus, Itrow- 
ed all the way where he was to paffe With flowers and garlands: erecting on each hand 
ol the wav.filver altars, bumig on them not onely franckincenle, but alloall other forts 
of fweet odors. Alexander guarded with armed men, commanded all the men 01 Ba¬ 
bylon that came forth to meec him, to come behind the very rear of all bi* foot. He 
in his Chariot made his entrance into the city, and fo went up to the Kings palace , arid 
the next day tooka view of the kings treafure, [fo Curt, lib.^.c^.yuftin l.i l.c.H.Juith, 
that havingrcfrelht and rewarded htsfouldier*,he fpenc 34days inchis work;tor fothe 
better fort ot copies have it, and Orolius agreeth thereto, and C.urcim alfo, [hb 5 . e ■. 5 . J 
that this army Ipent the fame number ot dayes there, in fanning themfclves, and Died, ut 
fupra. comfirms, that they flayed there above 3 o dayes, being taken With the commo- 
dioufneffeof the place,and the entertainment which they found at the Citizens hands.

3.] and the fame was delivered to him' 
by word of mouth by the Ion of Abulites, the governour of the place, whether of his 
own accord, or whether, as fome would have it, by Darius his command?to the end, 
that whiles he bufied himfelf there about thole money matters , himfelf mighc 
have the more time, to raite a new war againft him, [ Diodor, andCurtim lib. 5. 

CAP, 7.] ' 

The King enterteined the young man with much grace and favour s and tiling him 
for his guide, came to the river idafpes^/.Choafpes, which rims with a deiicate. Due 
violent Iheam. Here Abulites himfelf methim, with a princely prelent, among which 
were-certain Dromedaries, or running Camels, of an incredible fwifthdle, and 1 - Lle- 
phants,which Darius had fent for out of India. [Cttrtius ibid,} ... 

Upon the day, after he left Babylon, he came to Sufa, and having there made his en¬ 
try? he received 5o thoufand talents of liiver, wich all ocher the kings wardrobe, and 
other furniture, [Arria. lib. 3.] and as much more filver in fows,faichCurcius; out Dio¬ 
dorus reckons upward of 400 thoufand talents of filver and gold infowesand wedges, 
and 9 thoufand talents coined into Darics,f/w*/«#»d, Plutarch mentions 40 thoufand 
talents in ready coine,and five thoufand talents worth of Hermionic fcarler, which 
had been laid up there ipo years before, and yet lookc as frelh, as it did the hilt day it 
was laid up. 

There again did Alexander offer facrifice, according to the Macedonian manner, 
by torch-lighc,and exhibited gymnick paltimes and exercifes, [Arriansi\ Then fate he 
him down in the royal throne ot Perfia, far higher than for the proportion of his body 
to fit on; and therefore, when his feet would not reach to the ftep by which he mount¬ 
ed it, one of the pages took the table, whereat Darius ufed to eat his meat, and puc it 
under, for a foocltool unto him: which Philotas perceivings perfwaded him to take it 
for a figne of good luck unto him, [Dioder. and Curt, lib , 5 . cap. j.) 

As for robes, and other purple ftuff which was fent him outof Macedon, wich thole 
winch wrought them, he fent it all to Darius his mother Syfigambes, whom he lefpcft- 
ed m all points, and honoured as a fon fhould do his mother: adding withal in hismef- 
fageto her, that if fhc liked thofe works, lhe fhould do well to let her young nieces to 
learn to work them ; whereat when he underftood that fhc was not a httle croubled in 
heuminde,hewent himlelf,and exeufed the matter to her, by ,his ignorance of the 
Pcrfian manners of doing in that kind, and comforted her again, [Curt. tb. cap. 8.] and 
folcft her, and Darius his two young daughters, and his little Ion Ochus at Sufa, and 
departed} leaving (ome toinftruct both her and them in the Macedonians language, 

^ And'fo himfelf went fore Ward toward the utmofl bounds of Perfia, leaving Arche- 
lauswith a garrifon of three thoufand fouldiers to keep the city, and Xenophilusco 
manne the Caftle,and Callicrates to gather up his tributes. But for the civil government

Alexander,in four dayes march, came to the river called Palicigris: and having pal¬ 
led ic, with 9 thoufand foot, and 3 or 4 thoufand horfc ; went into the country of the 
Uxians, bordering upon the province of Sufa; and running out into the principal part 
of Perfia, between which and thar,therc is a narrow paflage: Madatcs was governour 
of this country, who had married Syfigambes her fitters daughter. 

Alexander gave Tauron 1500 mercenaries, and upon the point 1 oco Agnam, and 
bad him with them to let forward as foon as ic grew dark, and following his guides, to 
go, by fuch by-wayes and fccrec paffages as they fhould fhew him, and advance as tar 
as to the city, which himfelf pur pofed to beficgc. H e then taking wich him the (quires 
of his body and Ill’s Targatccrs,aud fome 8 thoufand other fouldiers,let foreward ac the 
third watch at the fame night, and by break of day? came to thofe ftreights, wh ich o- 
pened into the Uxians country, and having patted them, came and fate down before 
the city.

Andashe wastakingup water m his head-peecc, he Ipi- 
ed the darts which ftuck in the bodies of the hotfes, that were in the cart, [Yrf./^. jand 
coming nearer, he faw Darius lying in the cart; grievoufly wounded, but not quite 
dead: And Darius calling to him for a litle water, and hauing drunk it off, defired him 
to carry his thanks to AUxander for the favour which he had jhewed, to his mother ;

Jrrtf»«.]furthcftof all others from 
the mark, eighteene: finceitismoftmanifcft,thatfrom me moneth Hecatomhson, 
wherein Darius died, when Ariftopnontes was L. Chancelor at Athens, to the moneth 
Thargelion, wherein Alexander departed this life, as we (hall (hew anon, and when 
Hegefias was L. Chanclor there,there pafled only fix years,and ten moneths, in which 
fmall fpace oftime, he did fuch,fo many, and fo great feats ofarme* in the eaft,that he 
may well be faid to haveflowen, rather than to have marched over all thofe regions 5 
Whenceit is, that in Daniel Lr. 8. v. ij he ;• described tender the type andfigureof aQoate 
coming from the weft , over the face of the whole earth , and never fo much as touch¬ 
ing the ground, and If . 7.V. 6.> 4 winged Par d, a beaft , as Hierome upon that place no 
teth, of all others, the fwifteft and «f (i. e.) impetuous: for as he there addeth, 

was [often difpatcht, at that conqueft efhis,whofrom the gulph of Venice, and the^Adriatic 
fea, to the very Indian Ocean, and the river Ganges, ran through all , notfo much with battle, a* 
with vitlorie : now what he did after the death of Darius, is all^delivered by Dtodorm^a 
the fecoud part of his i 7 boobj by Juftin, [fib. I *.] by Curtbs, in the five laftbooks of bit Hi- 
ftory ; by Plutarch in Us life : andby tAtrlwus in his 3 book., and the foure following : out ot 
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all which I have thought good here to infen.the order of his gifts * as fol- 

l0V Darius was no fooncr dead,but Alexander taking his horfe with him, came to the 
place where he la y, and feeing the dead body of him, wept to fee io unworthy a death 
befallen fohiph a pstfou ; and tookhisown coar,andcaltit over him, and forth with 
fent him to his mother, to be buried in a royal manner, with the kings of Perlia: he 
took alfo his brother Oxathres into the number of his friends and nobles; ufing him 
with all honour belonging to his high place and parentage ; and prefcntly fet himldt 
to purfuc Berths: but for as much as he was gotten an infinite way before him into 
Baftria,feeing he could not for the prefent reach him, he caftne back again. 

Whiles he remained at Hecatompuhs which was a City in Parthienc,built in former 
ases bv the Grecians, and had there gotten good ftorc of proVifions together ; there 
grew a noife which went thorough all the army, as they lay idle "in their quairrt?, that 
they fhould all forthwith return into Greece. Alexander, when he had allayed this 
rumor, and they all bad him lead them whither he would,'and they would follow him; 
alter 3 dayes march thorough the country of Parthiene, came into the borders of Hir- 
cania, which Nabarzanes had feized on: and there leaving Craterus with fuchashe 
commanded, and,out of Amyncas his Brigade, fix-hundred Hprfe, and as many Ar- 
chei'S,to keep Parthiene fate from the incurfion of the bordering Nations. He com¬ 
manded Erigyius to look to the carriages,and to follow him thorough the champion 
country with aconfiderablccompany to guard them. Himfelt,taking with timing 
■faigatcers, and the belt of the Macedonian fquadrou, and fomc archers, and*, ha¬ 
ving with them marched one hundred furlongs, encamped ina plain near to afmall 

I1V Hc had now refrefhed his army-there four dayes, when letters' came to him from | 
Nabarzanes, who,together with Belfus,had murdered Darius; by which he rendred 
himfclf unto him *. from hence Alexander removed 20 furlongs on Ward, thorough an 
almoft impalpable way; yet having no ene/ny » oppofe him, he gat thorough: and 
having proceeded fome 30 furlongs further, Pnradapharnes Governour of Hercama, 
and Parthiaboth, met him, and furrendred to him, himfelf, and all thole, who after 
Darius his death, had fled unto him; all whom he gracioufly receiV#d,and then came 
to a Town called Arva?. Here Craterus came unto him, who had taken m all the 
countries which he had paffed thorough by fair means or foul Erigyius alfo with the 
carriages, came to him at the fame place. He brought with him to his prelcncePhra- 
dates,*^. Aucophradates,Governour of the country of the Tapurins; and him Alex¬ 
ander reftored, and lent him back to his Government again. ^ _ , 

When Alexander was now come to the firft borders of Hircama, Artabazus me 
Perfian, who was an old gueft of Philips, what time he was baniftied by Ochus, and 
had ever continued moftToyal to Datiu.,and was now 9 5 years of age, came unto him 
wirh CoDhenes, and eight other fons of his, borne all of the fame mother, being the 
After Mentor and Memnon; and Alexander received them all moft gracioufly; 
Ariobarzanes alfo and Atfames,Governors formerly of Darius his appointment,came 
in and Cubmitted ro him. ... TJ . 

Alexander invaded now the country of the Mardians, bordering upon Hircama; 
which poflcffing themfclves of the paflages in the mountains, met him there with an 
armvof 8000 men. Thefe fee upon, and flew many of them: took more of them 
pnfoners, and made the reft fl-e into the craggy mountains. Whereupon, at length 
thev lent him home his horfe Bucephalus, which they had taken, and craved his par¬ 
don, by 50 Ambafladors which they fent unto him. And Alexander, taking ho- 
ftages of them, made Aucophrodates Governour over them, as he had oyer the 

T B l om thence he returned in five dayes to the place from whence he fet forth againft 
the Mardians, and thicher came to him Andromcus the ion of Agerrus, and Artaba¬ 
zus, and by his command, brought with them, 1 5 00 Greeks, who had been in pay 

with Darius in his life time, and 90 Ambafladors , which had from fundry nations 

been fent unto Darius. Alexander committed the tour Lacedemonian Ambafladors, 

and Dropis the Athenian to prifon : As for Democrates the other Athenian Arnbaffa- 
dor, becaufe he had ever oppofed the Macedonian faftion, and therefore defpaired of 
all pardon from Alexander, he flew himlelf The Ambafladors from Sinope, and He 
craclides,who were fent from Carthage,and other Ambafladors out of Greece, he let 
all at liberty: he gave the command of luch Grecians as flayed in his feryice unto An- 
dro.nicus: But Artabazus,having heaped double the honours upon him,of whatever he 
held under Pariu?, he lent away cohisownhome. Hir 

Having thus ordered thefe things, he marched againft the greateft City of all Hir- 
cania, called Zeudracarta, a/. Zadracarta, and there flayed 1 5 dayes. Here Nabar¬ 
zanes came unto him, bringing with him infinite prefents; among which, one^was 
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Bagoas, an Eunuch of arare beauty; whd Was afterward in great efteem, and could 
do ail in ali with Alexander himlelf. ' ' ... 

Here Thalcftns, al. Minithasa, Queen of th<?|Amazohs, lying between the two ri¬ 
vers, PhafiS and.ThernD(ortodn,is laid to have come unto him, with 3 hundred Ladies, 
leaving the reft of her armyupon the borders of Hircania, of purpofe to be with child 
by him.; ,atidupon that ferrand, flayed with him 13 daves. Curtius in this place con¬ 
trary totheftream of all Geographers, Would needs place thefe Amazons, upon the 
borders of Hircania,£ hb. 6 jraf. 10.3 whereas Juftin fayes,they bordered upon the Al¬ 
bania, [ /# . 42. cap. 5. ] Cfitarrchus laith,that Thalcftris came from the Calpian Gates, 
and the river Thermodoon to Alexander: and that file came 2 5. *U 3 *. dayes journey 
to him, thorough I know-not how many feveral nations,^. 12. cap. 3.] which way 
could notof;lefte than < thoufand furlongs, [Strabo lib.i *.] This coming of hers 
to Alexander is rdported by iPolycrates, Oneficrititf, Antigenes, Hifter, and fundry 
others. But:Atiftobulus Chares (<>.) the Reporter, Ptolomeus Lagi, 

Antielides, Phito Thebimis* Philippus,«« i. e.) the Reporter, Hecateus Ere- 
uienfis,I?hiliphUs:Chalcidenfis,and Duris Samius,lay all,that 1 t is naiight’dfe but a mecr 
fable : to which Alexander himfclf feems to Agree, who in his Commentaries, writing 
therein all things exaftly to Antigonus,faith indeed,that a certain Scythian offered him 
his daughter co wife j but of an Amazon not a word. It i* reported alio, that Oncfi- 
lieritus, many years after reading his fourth book, to Lyfimachus then reigning, menti¬ 
oned, lomething of aa i^nuzon, that came to Alexander, whereat he fmiled ; and 
/pray Sir^ faid kie,vkervmts Jthe while} [Pint, in Alex, fee Strabo fib. u.p, 5 o^.md Arrta, 

Aicxander^cturningiinto Parthiene, gave oyer himfclfthcre, to all kind of Perfian 
pride and luxury, he commanded alio his nobles to take and wear the long I erhan 
robe, of doth of gold and fcarlet, and if any of the common fouldiers had a mind to a 
Perfian wench, heluffered him to marry her. 

Beflus, wearing now his turbant upright and pointed, arid other regal attire, took 
upon him the titlcof Artaxerxes,and king of Afia; and gathered into a body all thofe 
Perfians which were fled into Baaria,and theBaftrians thcmfelves,and his confederates 
the Scythians, andothers inhabiting as far as the bank of the river Tanais, purpofing 
with them to make a war upon Alexander. 

Alexander, on the other fade, made Amminapes a Parthian born, Govcrnonrol 
Parthia and Hircania under him, lorthat he with Mazeus, <t/.Mezaces, had delivered 
up Egypt formerly into his hands, yet joyned with him, in that charge. Tlepolemus, 
oneot his Nobles, [Arrian, lib. though Cumuslaies,thathe made UMenatis 

(for to he lhortly calls lAmmwpes) governourof Hircania, who, being heretofore bau- 
ilhed by Ochus, had fled forretuge to his father Philip, 1 lib. 6 , cap. 8. ] Juftin fayes,thar, 
having lubdued Parthia, he made a certain Noble man of Peilia, called Andngora-, 
Governour thereof .-from whom the kings of Parthia, that afterward were, lineally 
came, feeing thac his name, who was afterward put down by Arfaccsthe letter up, 
and founder ot the Parthian kingdom, was alfo called Andragoras, IJnfiin. lib. 41. 

Alexander,after this, came toSuha, a city of the Arians, and thither camera him 
Satibarzanes, governour of the Arians, and to him he reftored his government to hold 
it under him; but joyned Anaxippus, one of his own Nobles to hold it With him, giving 
him 40 javeliners on horle-back to attend him,todifpofe ofin places where he thought 
fit to keep the Arians from being plundered or otherwife wronged by the army, as k 

^ Alexander; being now rtady to march againft Beflus, when he faw that his army, 
loaden with the fpoile, and furniture ot luxury which they had gotten, wasfcantly 
able toftirurider it, he commanded firft his own, then the fluff and carriages, 
faving onely what wai meerly neceffary for their prefent ufe, to be fee on 

Nicanor,the fon of Parmenion, Captain of the Argyrafpides, 0 >.) of the ftlver 
fhields, or Targateers, died luddenlv, and was much lamented by all, elpccially by the 
King himlelf, who would fain have'ftaied to be prefent at his funeral: but want of pro- 
vilions in that place would not fufter him; wherefore leaving there his brother 
Philotas with 2600 men to perform his oblequies, he went on his journey, m purfute of 
Beflus, . 

Satibarzanes, to whom Alexander had reftored his government over the Arians, 
as was laid before, having murdered Anaxippus, with his 40 javeliners on horfe-back, 
gathered all the power he could to the chief city of the Arians, called Chortacana, d 
Attacoana, and from thence hearing that Alexander came on, he purpofed to go and 
joyn hitnlcf with Beflus, as in a common war againft the Maccdons.

having read Alexanders letter^ he was reading a fecond letter, written to him in the 
name ofhis fon Philotas, {tabbed and done to death; Cleander lent his head to the 
king, and would hardly fuffer the reft of his body to be buried. Strabo tells us, that 
this teat was gone about and finilhed in eleven dayes fpace; which ordinarily taketn

Alexander fearing leaft the glory and luftre of all his aftions, might be blemifhed 
and obfeured with a fpot of cruelty in fuch proceedings, did, as Gaos formerly 
2620, tit fup.) did, (i. e.) he gave it forth, that he was to fend tome friendsot his into 
Macedonia; and advifed all men that would, to write to their friends in thole parts; 
as not liketo have the like opportunity in hade again, feeing they were going lurther 
eaftward; every man therefore wrote ; and he took order to have alUhe pacquecs 
brought to him: whereby finding what every mans opinion of him and ms doings was 
he call all thofe, whom he found cither weary of the war, or miflikmg of his actions, 
into one company, which he termed, •«'*«» ^,(1.5.) the unruly company; to be 
led by Leonidas, formerly an intimate friend of Parmenion*, and then dividing nisrel- 
low Cavaleers into two Regiments, he afligned the one part to be commanded by Hc-

Having fettled matters among the Drangians, he marched toward them. Which 
were called ol old, Agriafpe,*/. Arimafpi, but of later times by Cyrus, for a benefit by 
him rcceivedirom them, furnamed Euergetx, (», e.) Benefactors, j and was there lo¬ 
vingly recievcd and entertained by them. c u . « 

After five daves flay, made in that country, tidings came to him that oatibarzanes 
with two thoufand horfe, Cent him by Beftus, had made a frefh inrode upon the Arians, 
and had drawen them away from his allegeance.

Alexander having pafled the river Oxus, marched prefently to the place, where Beffus 
was Upon the way a meffage was brought him from Spitamenes and Dataphernes, 
that if he would be plcafcd to fend any Captain of his with a fufficient guard, they 
would deliver Beffus intohishands: he therefore difpatc he away Pcolomeii the fonot 
Laeus; attended with three companies ol horle, and of the loor, that which was 1 nr 
lotas his regiment, and a thouland of the filvcr Targateers, and all the fquadron of the 
Aerians, and one hall of the Archers: with rhefe Ptolomci, having marched ten ordi¬ 
nary ftages or dayes journies in four dayeslpace, came to the place, where Spitamenes 

with his army, bad campt the day before. 

Mean while, Alexander came to a little Town of the Brancluda: thefe were herc- 
r tfnre taken bv Xerxes from Miletum, and planted there, m recoropence of their pains 

MtetiM Ktake, in jmlling down the Temple ot Apollo Didymws as l (hewal be¬ 
fore AmMun. 3 5 a 6. This town, asa receptacle of traitors, was wholly plundered firft, 
and then totally deftroyed; and the inhabitants, men, women, and child, put all to 
the fword: which execution had it been done upon the traitors thetnfelves, might 
have feemed an a a of juftice and not of cruelty; but now the children {uttered for their 
forefathers fault,fuch 1 fay, as peverfaw Miletum, much lcffecouldbetrayitumoXer- 

As Alexander was upon his march, Beffus was brought unto him; not oncly haltred, 
but ftark naked, a fight well pleafwg to all forts of men, both wrecks and Barbarians. 
All that brought him were rewarded for cheit pams;and the pniodcr himfelf was com¬ 
mitted to the keeping of Oxetras,Darius his brother, whom Alexander had made one 
of thefquires of his body, that he might caufe him to be crucified, having his cars and 
note cut off; and then (hot thorough and thorough With arrows: and that his body 
fcould be watcht,that no bird might come to touch it. Then fcourging it with whips, 
he remanded him into Baftra, but deferred his death, to have it executed in the place, 

Wb Al^an^r,h^in^rc-Mfo^d his army, for he had loft many, what in his paffage 
over mount Caucafus, what in his journy to the rivet Oxus.and lns march from t hence, 
went to the rivci Tanais^ot that which dividing Europe from ^fia,falls into the Lough 
of Maoris, and the Euxinc fea, but another Tanais, cabled alfo Jaxartes, wmch Pit** 
[Ub. 6 ,caf.i 6 ,'\ is by the Scythians termed Sylis, and by the inhabitants thereabouts 
Orxantes,as Ariftobulus writeth* . , r ,, . ... 

Here ceruin of the Macedons went a fortaging,not fo advifedly as they might have 
done, and were fet upon by certain Natives, which fell upon them out of the moun¬ 
tains, and flew many of them, but took more. Thele were to the number of 30, or as 
Curtius (ayes 20 thoufand men. Againft whom Alexander fpeediW drew out, with 
fuch companies as he had readied at hand. In this fight, he was (hoc with an arrow 
in the thigh; and when the (haft was pulled out, the head ftuck behind : yet^mnus 
tells us, that the hill was taken, and of 30 thoufand ol them, there cfcaped not aoove 8 
I thoufand. But Curtius tells us,^hat the next day after he was hurt, thofe Barbamns 
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voluntarily yielded to him, and fent him home the prifoners which they had taken,and 
m Then ramvinghL^Camp, himfclf was carried in an ordinary Liftier, which every 

man 1 horV and f(X)t, were forward to put their (houldiers to s from hence in 4 dayes 
he came to Maracanda, the principal city of all Sogdiana, whofe wall is70 furlongs 
about: and there leaving a Garrifon to keep it, he went and wafted the towns ad- 
iovning and fet fire on them * A few dayes after, came Ambaffadors to him from the 
^ySns caUed Abii ; who having lived a free State ever fmee the death of Cyrus,now 

iei Tf^Barbanans^wellingnear the River, took fuch Macedonian fouldiersas were 
there left in garrifon, and flew them, and fell to fortifying of their Cities: Manv of the 
Soadians ioyned with them, being induced thereto by thofe who had taken Beffus his 
paft.andthey drew fome of the Battrians to them alfo.The Sufians and Ba&rians toge- 
ther!made 7 thoufand horfe,and thefe drew on the reftjand when Spuamenesand Ca- 
tencs who had delivered Beftus into his hands, were fent by him to reprefte them, they 
proved the principal ring-leaders of all that mdordcr; giving out, that Alexandei had 

W fenc C~- 

sainft Cyropolis: having taken Gaza, he flew all that were of age therein, the wo 
men antfeh Jdren, were fold away for flaves,and the city it lelf deftroyed, that others 
^hr «k?«amole bv them. This and four other cities in thofe parts, within two days 
thul taken and ferved Jie marched away to Cyropolis; whereinto 18 thoufand men 
had put themfelvcs,as a placeof greaceft ftrength,and fureft refuge ; In that fie § c J\ e 
both loft the lorwardeft and prime men of his army, and himfelfalfo ran a ^oft ex¬ 
treme d anger. For he took fuch a blow in the neck With a ftone, that his eyesdazeled 
dKievvithl^fid he fell all along, and loft his fenfes for the prefent. But, being of an in¬ 
vincible courage againft fuch cafualties as uie codant other men, though his wound 
wasnot vet thoroughly cured,he fell to aflauk it more fierce y than before,anger whet- 
was not yet^tnotoug y. that way and fo at t h c firft taking of the city, there were 

fhfnof the enemy, to the number of 8 thoufand, the reft fled into the Caftle, whom 
f4en Alexander had bef.eged but one day, they rendred thcmfclves for want of 

U ’Cvropolis,being,by his command, laidlevel with the ground, of 7 Cities which the 
imdvcs had fortified for themfelves, there remained now but one to take;, andthache 
took at the very firft aflault: orasPtolemeifayes,itwasgiyenupunto him. But An- 
o KniL ffirh rhat it was taken by alTault, and all that therein were, put to thc fword.

Spitamencs,taking with him, befideshis owne men, fome fix hundred Dah*, and 
wild Scythian horfe, fell upon a part of thc army that was fent hy Alexander, to relieve 
them, who were befieged in the caftlc at Maracanda, and flew them, Ariftobulus 
fayes, that when the Macedons were in fight, there fuddenly ar °k ouc °f g ar dens 

adjovning, fuch a number of Scythians, that they flew the Macedons down rignt, lo 
ihatthere efcaped of them fcantly.4o horfe, and 500 tootc. Curtius mentions only 2000 
footc to have been loft in that defeate, yet that Alexander, to cover the greatnedc of 
that Ioffe, charged thofe who returned into his camp, upon pain of death, not to fpeak 

4 'Alexander putting his cotfeleteers, intofuch boats as he coqld make,and caufing the 
reft to fwim over upon lcthrenbaggs fluffed with ftraw, as well as they could, palled 
the river Tanais, with an incredible courage, do the Scythians on the other fide what 
they could to the contrary.- and having put them to flight. Weak though he was, yet 
followed he the chafe of them 80 furlongs. Inthis fight there fell of the Macedon horfe, 
to the number of lixty • of the foot, almoft one hundred , and a thoufand 

Not long after, there came embafladors to him from the Scythians* to excufe what 
they had done. That this war was not made upon him by the general content of the 
Nation, but by fuch onely, as among them ufed to live by robbery and fpoilc, but that 
the more civil fort of them, would be at his difpofe. To thelc he made a faire anfwer; 
and ideated all fuch as he had taken prifoners, ranfomefree; that they being a war¬ 
like nation, might fee that his contention with them, was out of a defire 01 honour, not 

° The?acsB feeing this, fent their tmbafladors to him, with like tender of their fa- 
vice • and he as gracioufly dealt with them, and caufcd Ejocipinus, a young gentleman, 
whom he loved very dearly, and was to him, as it were another Hephafhon, to keepe 
them company, and to entertain them. „ , ^ . , 

Alexander taking the one half of his fellow Cavalecrs, all his Targateers, Archers, 
and Agrians, and the read ieft of all thc Macedonian Squadron; marched to Mara¬ 
canda whither he was informed that Spitamencs was returned , to befiege them a- 
frefh, which kept the caftle there; having therefore marcht 1500 furlongs in three 
daves fpace, he came early the next day to the City, Spitamenes, hearing of his ap¬ 
proach, railed his fiege and fled, and Alexander purfued him with all the fpeed he 
could and in his way came to the place, where the Scythians had flainhis Macedons: 
whofe bones hecaufed to be gathered together and buried; with obfequies, done ac¬ 
cording to their country manner: and then followed the enemy till he came into thc 

dC And by this time Craterus, marching by eafie journeys, as he was bidden, came up 
to him with thc greateft part of the army ; and therefore now to lay load upon all a- 
like that had revolted from him; he divided his army into two parts, and gave order 
not to fpare any place from burning, nor any male of age, from killing; and in this 
manner ran he over all that region which the river called Polytimetus runneth the- 
row: for from thence forward, and where that river loofeth it felf, and runneth under 
ground, all thc country is nothing but a Defert, void of culture and mha- 

U Having flain of the Sogdians, as Diodorus gueffeth, [fan 2. W. i.l no thoufand 
pci Ions, there were brougut unto him, 30 of thc mod noble of them, all men of exccf- 
five ftrensth of body whofe undaunted courage againft death, Alexander wondered 
at, and gave them their lives, upon their promife to be from thence for ward true unto 
him: nor proved they worle than their words; tor returning home, they kept every 
man his people in due fubjeftion to him, toure of them he took w be Squires of thc bo¬ 
dy to himlelie, nor could any Macedon prove more faithful to him, than they 

^Leaving Pencolaus there with a Garrifon of 3 thoufand foote(for there needed no 
more) he tameinto Baftria; where calling together all that ever were, he comman¬ 
ded Mus to be brought forth : and there reproaching him with his vile peifidioufncfle 

to Darius,caufed his note, and crops of his cars to be cut oft ; and to fent him to keba- 
tane, that he might there be put to death in the fight of the Mcdes and Perlians. i ui- 
tarch f ayes, that by Alexanders command, his fourc quarters were ued to two trees, 
bowed downc, and fo they being let go again, tare him in pieces, as they returned to 
their natural pofture: and Diodorus writeth, that the brother of Darius, and other his 
kinsfolks, havinglpenc all manner of railing and reproachfuHpeeches on him, cut bis 
whole body into gobbits, and then put them inco flings, and lcactered themabtoad.^ ^ ]

with it, marched the next way toward M r fled^o Caftles or places of 
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plantations in fundry parts thereof j but Genus and Artabazus, he fenc to Scythia, for 
that it was faid, that Spitomcnes was gone thither. And himfelf with the reft of the 
army going into Sogdiana,eafily re-poffeffed himfelf of fuch places as the Rebels were 
fled unto; and fuch as yeelded without fighting j he removed and planted in thofe 
towne* which he fubdued by force, and caufed their lands to be divided among thefe 
new inhabitants. 

Whiles thefe things pafled, Spitamenes, and the Banditoes of Ba&cia, with a com¬ 
pany of Sogd ians, who were fled from thence into Scythia, and fome 6 or 8 hundred 
Maftagccan Horfe which came unto him, went to a certain Caftle which was built 
and manned againft the Ba&rians; and there falling fuddenly upon the Garrifon, flew 
them every mamand committed the Governour to prifon; and growing proud of whac 
they had done', fhortly after went with a purpofe to take the City of Zariafpes, 
but failing thereof brought away yec a great booty out of the country there- 

Tofopprefle this rabble, A uinas Governour of the country,led out fome 300 Horfe, 
little thinking of the ambufhmenc that lay for him. And with them went alfo certain 
Horfe of the Kings Troup; which having formerly been left fick at Zariafpes, were 
recovered, and well able to travel again: and Pitho, the foil of Solicits who comman¬ 
ded them, and Ariftonicas, a Mufitian; for thefe having gotten together fome 80 
mercenary Horfe of thofe who were left in garrifon at Zariafpes, and fome of the 
K ings fellow Cavaleers, would needs for company, go with Retinas into the country of 
the Maffagecae: But Spitamenes and his company,tifing out of the thickccs,and woods, 
fell fuddenly upon them: Of the Kings fellow Cavaleers Troup, he flew feven, of ci¬ 
ther Mercenaries, to the number of 60, and Ariftonicusthe Mufician, who in that 
fight behaved himfelf more like a fouldier than a fidlcr. But to be fhorc, in this en¬ 
counter, he flew -Retinas with his whole Troup; Pithon was wounded, and had quar¬ 
ter given him : news of all which came quickly to Craterus, who falling on prefently 
will all his Horfe, put the Maflaget* to flight, and purfued them till they came to the 
Wildernefle of that country, where they fought: and after a iharpdifpuce, the Mace- 
dons had the better of ir, and the Maffagetse, feeing 1 5 o of their Horfe flain, fled and 
eafily faved themfelves, in chat wild country; but there fell of the Dahae, no lefle chan 
a thoufand men, which thoroughly quieted the rebellion in thofe parts. 

Alexander,having now a fecond time quieted all Sodiana,returned to Maracanda;& 
there came to him an Ambaffador from the King of Scythians,dwelling in the Euro- 
pxan fide, above BTphorus, and brought him a prefent, and offered him his daughter 
in marriage; whereof Alexander himfelf in hisletter to Antipater maketh mention, 
as I faid before: But, it he fcorned the offer for himfelf, his fecond motion was, that he 
would fuffer his Nobles of Maccdon, to match with the principal Houfes of the Scy¬ 
thians : offering, if he pleafed, to come himfelf in pcrfon,and to receive his commands 

At the fame time alfo, Phrataphernes, 4/. Pharacmencs , who commanded the 
Chorafmians, bordering upon the countries of the Maflagct* and Dahx, fent his Mef- 
fengers to let them know, he was ready to receive his commands: And he having 
gracioufly heard both their errands, flayed there right in expe&ance ofHepharftions, 
and Craterus, their return unto him. . 

So foon therefore as they were come, he with his army fell into the country of Ba - 
zaria, 4/. Baziftis, where was a Foreft which had not felt theftrokcof a hatchet, m 
four whole ages before. In this Foreft, when a Lyon ofavaft bignefk fet upon the 
King by chance, Lyfimachus, who was afterward King of Thracia, offered to inter- 
pofe with his hunting Spear; but the King put him by, and bad him be gone: and 
when the Lyon came on, he not onely flood him, but flew him GUt-right, at one blow; 
and after that, having flain fome 4 thoufand wild beafts, he with all his army fell a 
feafting in the wood. , . . . , ... , 

Then came he back to Maracanda, and quitting Artabazus ol his government of 
Baftria, by rcaton of his age, be gave the command thereof to an old fouldier of his 
fathers,called Clitus,the fon of Dropidas of Macedon, the brother of Hellamca,4/. 
Lanica, Alexanders Nutfc; a woman whom he ever ref petted and_ loved as his own 
mother that bate him. But in a dream, he happened to fee him all in mourning, and 
fittingamong Parmenions tons, who were then dead. . . 

The third day after this dream, fell out to be a holiday to Bacchus, wherein Alex¬ 
ander was wont yearly to offer a facrifice to him. Now fome or other had at that 
time brought him certain apples as far as from out of Greece; and he wondering at 
the frefh colour and fair neffe of them, fent for Clitus, to fhew him them, and to beftow 
fome of them upon him. Clitus left the facrifice which he was about, and as he was 
going in all hafte to the King, was followed by three (keep which were ready prepared 
to be offered, having meale and fait upon their heads. The King, hearing thereof,

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Alexander, though he faw this paffage to be by nature ftrong,and well manned be¬ 
tides vec bend.ng his Ram? of battery againtl the works which they had made,quick- 
lv made a breach, and with his archers and flingers, eafily drave them off Which de¬ 
fended the breach when it Was made; and having gotten within thofe out-works, he 
oreCencly made his approach co the Rock it felf: but at the foot of it there wasavalt 
boff, earned by the raiu which fell from the Rock, and had no paffage ouc; and how 
to rill it up, upon the fudden he knew not. Meane while, he caufed ftore of beech, 
w'lich grew in gce^c plenty thcrcaboucs^to be telled ^^nd of them made long laddcrsjby 
which his army might at lcaft go down into the bog: And all the day long himfelf 

was prefent, and fee forward the work; butPerdiccasand Leonatus, and Pcolomaeus

W And prefently he lent the fame Oxyartes to him, to command him forthwith to give 
up himfelf, his mother, and children,and all that was dear unto him, into his hands: 
Which Sifimithres forthwith did, and then Alexander himfelf taking With him 5 hun¬ 
dred of his filvered Targateers,went up into the rock to vie w the fituation and ftrength 
thereof: and having offered facrificcs to Minerva and Victoria, lerc Shmithres Go- 
vernourofthat Fort, and Country thereabouts, as he found him: giving him hope of 
a treater Dominion, if he carried himfelf well and faithfully in this; and upon thefa- 
thers requeft, took along With him his two fo.is to terve him in the wars. 

Then leaving his Macedonian fquadron, to take in other places which had revolted 
from him; himfelf went forward with his Horfes.- a fteep and a rocky way it was that 
he went; nor had he gone far, but his Horfe all grew foundred and tired with he 
wav, and could no further follow him : and his company greW every day thinner 
chan other Alfo the young Gallants which were never Wont to he from him, lay 
behind, all Cave Philip, the brother of Lyfimachus* for he, Wearing Ins corielet ando- 
rher arm-s (a thing incredible ) yet allon foot Ss he was, kept company with the King, 
chough he rode, and often changed his horfe, bithc fpace of 5oo furlongs: and com- 
a into a Wood,where the enemy fee upon theKlngs petfon ftept between, andrdcu- 
edhimout of that danger: and when thofe Barbarians were routed, and the Wood 
cleared of them, and they gone; then Philip having over-laboured himfelf fwoned, 
and falling down between the Kings own hands, there died. Upon the back of this, 
fell another no fmalldolor, upon the King; Erigy.us, was one of his greateft Captains, 
of whole death hc had tidings before he rfeturned into his Camp. He caufed both 
their Funeralsto be celebrated,and exequies to be performed, with all the honour that 

m 'f oitaraenes with a crue of three thoufand vvild Scythians that followed him, cam c 
to Gabs, a ftrong town of the Sogdians, ftanding in the middeft between the Sog¬ 
dians and the Maflagetae: whom he eafily petfvvadcd to joyn with him, and co tall 
in utKin'thecouiitry of the Sogdians. And Coenus hearing of his coming, drew ouc 
vvithhis army to meet him and upon an encounter, flew 800 of them upon the place, 
and tlieretnloft onely 2 5 of his Horfe, and 12 of his Font; whereupon the S »gdt- 
ans who efcaped, with foriie Baftrians, left him upon the way, and came into

make him defiftfrom any further purfuance after them, 

1 lib. 8 .cap. 8.1 writes,that when Alexander was not far oft, Sptramenes ms own wite 
met himfwith her husbands head in her hand ; which he teeing, abhorred the light:, 
S3 caulcdThcr to be turned out of the Camp, leaft the fadit^ffuch an aft,remaining 
in the Grecians eyes, might happily work foine barbarous eff C a alfo m their hearts, 
and efferate their minds more than they were before. , , • : 

The Dahae, hearing what was become of Spitamenes, took Dataphernes thepri 
pal author rf that rcvolt,and delivered him up bound to Alexander, and withalTub- 
mitted themfelves to him; and Coenus and Craterus, with Pkratap lernes, 
ouroftheParchians, and Stafanor,Prefident of the Arians, having fully executed 
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him to fend him Phcadatcsihc Governor there (who had ^no^ent for upon com_ 

«kints made of him, but never would come) undcrafufficient guard. 

P He removed Arlancs from the government of the Drangi, and put Stafanor m h s 
me Arfice asCurtius, Atropates,as^rianus calls him, was lent vjovernor into 
Media 5 to take Oxidates from thence, becaufe, as the King thought,he flood no L well 
affefted tohim. The province of Babylon, upon the death of Mamis, was commu¬ 
ted to Deditamcnes, or,as Arrianus calls him,to Stamines. But Sopoband Epocil us 
and Mcnedas, were difpatcht away into Macedonia, to bring him a frcih fupply of foul

1 Alexander chciftook to wife Roxane, the daughter of Oxyartes, which Strabo 
c re porrs to have been done, in the Rock or Fort ot Sifimithres, when it was firft fur- 
rendred to him,[/'M 5 .] and this example of his, moved many of his Macedon No¬ 
bles to take them wives alfo out of themorc illuflipus famlies,of forraign nation S) as 
Diodorus in feveral chapters, of his 17 book at large declaretn. . , 

And now bending his thoughts wholly to a war upon India, tathe end h ^ m i ght 
leave all fafe and quiet behind him, he caufed out of every province fome to be lifted 
for his fcrvice, fo many as to make up in all 30 thouland men, whom he purpofed to 
cany Shim into India, there to ferve him both lor fouldiets agamft the enemy,and 
alfo tor pledges of their fidelity whom he left behind him; then moving into Bata 
he lent Craterus with 600 of his fellow Cavaleers,and hisownfooc companies, as alfo

ba And now (xgln Alexander to aft, what he had of long time agitated in his mind, 
which was, to affirm to hirafclf divine honours; and would no longer be called, ondy ,

thatpeftof all kings, and by whofe tongues,more Kingshave 

fword of their enemies, ICm.M. 8. cap. 1 a.] chief ot which about him, were Ags j 
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of Argos, the worft Verfifieu that ever was, next to Charilus, and Clco of Sicilia, an J 
Anaxarchus, a Sophiftcr rand of them, which oppofed him herein, was Califthenes, a 
true Philofophcr, and a Scholar of Ariftodes, which coft him his life, and that which 

ha Hcrm 5 aus, a gallant youth) and one of the Kings company of Pages, and uiHruSt- 
ed in the rudiments of Philofophy, by Califthenes, being upon a time a hunting with 
the King, flew a Boarc, which the King himfeif had aimed at; whereupon the King 
commanded him to be had away and wipt .• which he taking to heart, fell into a con- 
foiracy, firft with Sopatcr, the fon of Amynta?,a youth like himfeif,and of his own rank 
and Quality, and then with Antipater, the fon of Afclepiodotus,Governour of Syria, 
and others ofthefame company of Pages, to kill Alexander: which confpiracy com¬ 
ing to light by the difeoveryof one Epimencs, one of the confpirators, they were all 
orefently put to death. Alexander in his letters to Craterus, Alcetas, and -rftcalu*, writ¬ 
ten at that inftant, fignified, that they had confefled that the confpiracy grewof them- 
felvesalone ; without the letting on,or privity of any other. But in another letter, 
written afterward to Califthenes, he charges him as the author of it: yea, and he 
elanceth, that- 4 riftotle himfeif, whofe Coufin Germane was mother to Califthenes, 
rn this manner, °* tCC. (/. e.)l he youths indeed, faith he, were fioned to death by the 

(jMacedons : but that Sophlfter 1 my {elf will punifh, and thofe which fent him , and fitch aljo as 
received them that confpire againfi me, mto their towns. 

When he had feized on Califthenes his perfon, he kept him in irons feven moneths 
to have him judged and condemned in a Court of Juftfce,when ^riftotle himfeif mould 
be prefent. Now Chares the Mitilcnian tells us,that at what time, Alexander was in 
the country of the Mallians and Oxydracans in India, and lay there of a wound 
received in a fight,(between which time, and the confpiracy of the Pages,there had 
paffed upward of 17 moneths) Califthenes being a fat maoffell there fick of the Pchi- 
riafis,orlowfiedifeafe,anddiedof it. But ^friftobukis and Pcolomci, fay and affirm, 
that the Pages confefled upon the rack, th&t Califthenes had put them upon ir,, by his 
perfwafions : and again, the fame Ptolomei fayes that he was firft racked, and after¬ 
ward hanged,but Ariftobulur, that he was carried about with the army in chains, and 
fo dyed : and fo we fee that thefe great Authors, and who were themf elves prclent in 
the army, and attending upon Alexander at the very time when thqfe things Were 
afted* yet cannot agree about a matter, whereof there could be no doubt at all, at the 
time when it was done. . , , . c A1 . 

Amyntas being left in Ba&na with 3 Soohorfe, and 1 o thouland foot, Alexander, 
toward the middeft of the fpring, as Arrianus tells us, removed with his army from 
thence toward India; to make the Ocean and uemoft border oi the eaft the boundary 
ot his Empire And to make his whole army in their very accoutrements tunable to 
fo oreat a defigne, he made all their targets to be covered over with filvcr plates, and 
rhnr horlc bridles, to be made all of beaten gold ; and their very corfelets, he caufed to 
beenvichc, fome with gold, fome with filvcr, and the number of men, which lo 
arme.i, followed him to this Indian war, amounted to one hundred and twenty thuu- 

k AlTxTnder having paffed the Caucafus in ten days, came to his city of Alexandria, 
which he had built in Paropanifus; and put out the Governour there, for his ill beha¬ 
viour in the place, and then peopled his new city with npre inhabitants, out of the 
neighbouring countries, andfuchot hisown Maccdons as were grown lmlcryjceablc 
for the war, anti made Nicanor, oneof h!s, Gpvcrnour of the place, but made Tymt- 
Commander of the whole regionof Paiopamitiis, and of aUtlut territory, ot Pro- 

V ''From thcncc^lntwenaothecity of Nicxa, and there offered facrtficc to Min^va, 
and then marched to the river of Cophene,and fending an herald, commanded Tax- 
iles and the reft of the Satrapcs or Governours ot the countries, lying between 
Cophene, and Ihe river Indus, which is improperly called India, to come unto 

k^axiles, and other petty Kings, under his government, came forth and met him, 
and received his commands, telling him, that he was now the third fon of Jove, hat 
had come into thole parts. That as for father Bacchus and Hercules, they had oneiy 
heard of them, but that their happineffe was to fee him now perfonally prefent among 
them,they therefore brought him large prcfents,promifing him' wjthall, 1to fend hin 
15 Elephants, and he entertained them very gracioufly.and bad them attend him, 
purpofing to ule their help in his paffages thorough the .coynoy. f Heohaftion 
But when he faw that the reft came not j he divided his army, and lent Heplisltion 
and Perdiccas, into the country called Pencelaotis toward the river Indus; with 11 
armies led by Gorgias, Clitus, and Meleager, and half the company of his fellow Ca 
valecrs,andaUthe 8 mercenary horfe; commandingtheimtotakein by fan means or j 
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foul all the towns which they found in their way;and that when they came to the 
banko he rivet Indus,they (hould there fall to bu,Wmg of (hips, whereby to pafle 
intofutthet countries,and with them was lent Tunics, and other Commanders 

01 Ato,thc Govemour of the country of PcuceUim offering to revolt loft both him- 
ielf and the city which he put hirofelf into: for Hcphiftton came and beteged it, and 
after a moncths time, took and fackt it, and killing him, made one Sangarus Go- 
vemontof it, who a little befote,forfaking Atles, had aed over to Taxilcs, which made 

Alexander the more confiding in him ever after. fl . , „ _ 

A Alexander,with his Troup of filver Targateers, and the horfe of his fellow Cava¬ 
leers, Hephxftion, and the Troup of thofe who were called Ajfaten, and his Archers, 
and Aanans,and Lances, marched into the country of the Afpians and Thyizans,and 
ArafoSns • and going on his way to the river Choes (which way was,for the mod 
wrt alTmountanousanl rockie) and having at lad paffed that river, he commanded 
Cracerus to come after him fair andlofcly with the Foot. And himfelt taking with him 
the whole body of hishorfe.and eight hundred Macedons, Targateers on horfe jack, 
St away l great pace, becaufe he heard, chat the people of that country wue 
Bed, tome to the mountains, othersto fenced cities, and all to make headagainfl 

hi Thofe which came fourth to oppofe him, he eafily routed, and beat back in*.the 
Town upon the way wence they came out; and the townefmen, which flood all m 
array before their walls, he eafily*likewife vanquifhed, and made them take fantluary 
within their walls again. And now was Craterus come up with the Foot: and there¬ 
fore to ftrike the greater terrour into the minds of a nation, which knew not yet,wnat 
manner of men the Macedons were, he gave order,to fpare no Belli, fating fhe on the 
works which they had made; yet as he rode about the walls, an arrow came off, 
and Ihodiim thorough his armor, into the flioulder, but made there no great wound; 
Piolomei alto, and Leonatas, were both wounded at the fame turn: then Alexander, 
iovinvif plaMWhcte the Wall was weakeft, pitched hit Camp pill againft it,andthe 
next day eariv in the morning, took the vawmute, which was of no great ftrength, 
.fnh n^Lrraf adoe- at the inner wall, the inhabitants made fome refinance: But when 
the Macedons had once fealed the walls and the cownefmen felc the arrows fhowring

f ThS having lu&ued another poor bate nation, he wentfbrward, and came to the 
- i f fillip ac the foot of a hill called Meros, and built in old times, as Was laid 

by^Baechm ■ but at the entreaty of Acuphis, the chief man of the place, who waste 
unt^m“tvith 3 o other prime men, he fpared the inhabitants of Nda, and they were 

with all his titles and appellations, Bacchumque vacant , &CC, 

Calling him Bacchus , Bromius , and Ly&us , 

Born of the fire. Twice born , and not like others; 

But the onely one that ever had two mothers. 

As Ovid fpeaks of him, upon the like, though adifferenr,occafion, 4 Metamorph.fce 
alfo Philoftratus in Vita Apollonii,[/«'*. a. the famepurpole. 

From whence he went to a country called Dad a la, but all che A 1 ^ bl ^ a ” s ^ rc S 
and fled to the woods and mountains, wherefore he pafled over Acadera, a country de 

k] The cky upon furrender,he left Craterus there, wid| other 

Commanders of the Foot, to force fuch places, as voluntarily would not fubmir,and 

to order matters there, as he faw fitted for the prefent. . . 

Himlelf, with his filver Targateers, and his Squadron of Agnans, andCanus and 
Attains their Brigadaes, and the body of his own Horfe, and at mod four companies 
of his fellow Cavaleers, and the one half of his Archers on horfeback, went to the ri¬ 
ver of Euafpla, where the Governour of the Afpians lay, and,upon a great Jo u ^ey ta- 
ken, the fecond day he came with his army to a city called Arigxum. But the inlubi 
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tint- (o foon as they heard he was coming, fee their city on fire, and fled to the moun¬ 
tains- but the Macedons followed after,aud flew a vafl number of them ; and ito- 
lomci flew the Captain of them, hand to hand, and brought of his armour with 

llin And now Alexander was come up with his Foot, which rodeonhorfe-back,ani 
they allighting, fee upon the natives, and with much adoc, made them at lad, flee for 
refuge to the mountains : and then came Craterus to him with the mam body of the 
army; having done the errend which he was lent on, to the full : Him Alexander 
commanded to fee Arigaeuro, which the inhabitants chemfelves had burnt, repaired: 
and to rcpeople it,with the inhabitants,of places near ad joyinng,fuch as Would, Sc With 
(uch Macedons, as were grown unferviceable for his wars. But himfelt went on, to the 
place whither he heard the natives were fled, and coming to the foot of a mountain, 

he Mean while Protomef.who was fent aforragingjWent further oft,with a fmall Troup, 
to difeover, and fent back word to Alexunder, that there feemed to be more fires,in the 
enemic; Camp, chan there were in all his: whereupon Alexander leaving a part or his 
army in the Camp,went with the reft to take a view of thofe fire* himfelt: and having 
coniidered well of them, he cad the company which he brought with him, into three 
parts • one he gave to Leonatus, one of the Squires of his body, giving him the brigade 
of Attains and Balacrus to attend him, the fecond he commanded Pcolomei to take 
charge of; and to him afligned a third part, of his own Argyrafpides, or filver Targa- 
tcers- and the brigade of Philip and Philoras, with two thoufand archers, andI all the 
A Brians, and one half of the whole Cavalrie; The third part he took to himfelt, and 
led them to a place, where he faw the greateft throng of the enemy to be. ^nd they on 
the other fide,confiding in their multitude, 8c fuppofing the Macedons to be but tew m 
number, left the mountain, and came down into the plain, where after a bloody held 
fougbuthe Macedons gat the viftory: Pcolomei,who led one of the three Brigadaes or 
Macedons,reporteth,t hat there were taken in that fight,upward of 40 tnoufand pnlon- 
ets ; and of cattle, above 230 thoufand head,out of which,Alexander was purpoied,to 
have culled out the principall of ail kinds,bccaufe they were exceeding fair, and 
to have fent them into Macedon, to make a breed there, for the tillage of the 

Sl From thence Alexander went into the country of the Affacenians, whpwerefaid 
to have muftred a thoufand Horfe, 3 rhoufand Foot, and 30 Elephants, to encounter 
him It was laid alfo, that Affacenus, ( which as it feems, was the common name 
which all their Kings went by) being lately dead, his mother Cleophis, commanded 

bavkig finiihed the city,as he wascommanded, brought all his corfelecs to 
Alexander, with enginesof battery and ocher inftruments for a fiege if need fhould 
be Then let Alexander forward with the Horfe of his fellow Cavaleers,and his Dar¬ 
ters on horfeback, with C'cenus and Polyfperchons companies, with a thoufand Agn¬ 
ails, and Archers toward the Aftacenians: marching thorough the country of the 
Gurieans, and was much troubled in the paffage of the river Guraus there. The na¬ 
tives hearing of his coming himma body , but brake up their army, 

and difperfed themfelves, everyone as he could into fevetal cities, purpofing there to 

fta ASidav/cm firft with his army to Maffaga the greateft City of the Aflacenun 
country, and enclofed with a wall of 3 5 furlongs in compafle: there were 3 o thou¬ 
fand men within to defend the walls, of which number there were 7 thoufand merce- 
narics, out of the inner parts of India: Thcfe coming to a fight at the foot of a hill di- 
ftmt from the river Guraeus fome feven furlongs were fain to flee back into their city, 
having foft about» hundred in their flight. Alexander ptefently drew up h* maine 
battel of Macedons before the gates thereof, and took a Dart into his thigh from off 
the wall; and whenit pained him, he cryed our, that they told him, he wa^ovesfon, 
but that when he was wounded, he felc the pain of it like another man: adding wuh- 
al f as Plutarch in his book of Alexanders fortune wnteth ) when he faW the blood 
running down his body: a faying out of Homer in his $ book of his Iliads,that this was 
blood indeed, but not 

Such blood as from the blejfedgods dothflo#. 

By nmc days end the bcfiegcd, feeing hii workt, the incefiant labour andlctavclof 
,hebefiegers,wh«vaft valleys they filled up, what towers.they 
made them run upon whcdes,thcy began to confider of it • but when t j£| c ijr££"° ; rh . 
fhot thorough with a Dan coming out oi an engine of battery, from tfc Wotte with 

out, their courage failed, and defpairing of any longer holding out, retire 
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Caftle, and from thence fent Meflcngers to crave pardon, and fubrnitted. Cleophis al¬ 
io the Queen with a great multitude of noble Ladies, all pouring wine into golden ba- 
fias, cafee forth unto him : and the Queen laying her young fon at his feet* obtained 
not onelv his par don, but alfo tobe reftored to her father efface, and pnftin fortune of 
his Houfe ; for which yet it was thought fhe was more beholding to her own beauty, 
than to his bounty.- for men commonly laid, that all that was but the fee of 
lodging • and that fhe got her kingdom again, by her allurements,which fhe could not 
do with all the ftrength fhe had : whence it was, that among the Indians, (he went 
afterward by the name of the Kings whore. In all which fiege yet Alexander loft not 

a ^The Indians which were there,hired out of the inner parts of Indie, and in the 

their armes, but not that they fhould ever after ufe them againft the Macedons. and 

they, nothing terrified with the greatneffe of their danger, loc^c 

ther, and cafting ihemfelvesinto a ring, took their wives and children into the midft of 

them: And fo when the enemy came on,they withftoodthem m very ' 

the women themfelves,as any of the men were (lain, took up 

them went and ferved among the men j yet at laft overborne with the numbers of 
the enemy, rtrey all died in tne place ; Ana Alexander beftowed the women and the 
reft of the rafeality which were left, upon his Troup of Horfes which aft of his, 
blemiflred his glory, and Buck as a fpot upon all his former noble aftions m his 

"'Alexander feat Camus toa ftrongand rich City called Bwto.ftppoa,ig^ that the 
inhabitants there, hearing whaepafted at Aflacan, wouldhave fubmitted, as the Aa 
facans had done; which yet they refufed to do: but he Cent Alcxtas, and Attalus, 
and Demetrius General of the Horfe,to the City Ora,and willed them to^rawawai 
round about it, and do no more till he came. T he inhabitants made a (alley u pon A 1 
cartas his quarter: but the Macedons eafily put them back, and quickly inured them 
up on that fide. And when as Alexander heard, that Abiflarus would pnvily put in 
thtre, more of the natives to defend if, he prefently lent word to Cxnus, to build a 
ftrong caftle upon ir, and leaving a good garrifon in it, which might be able, to 
hinder the Tillage of their ground, to returnc to him With the refidue of the 

^They of Bazira, feeing Caenus gone with the greateft part of his army, contemning

^Alexander took the city Ora at the firft affaulr, and took fuch Elephants as be found 
therein: which when the inhabitant of Bazira heard, fearing to be taken,.they all in 
the dead of the night, fled out of the gates, and got up into a Rock, called Aorni s and 

the left of the cities thereabout, did the like, every man with his armes: and Alexan¬ 
der having put Garrifons in Ora.and Matlaga 5 built up the walls of Bazira, and feiftd 

00 Taxdes being^dead^hfs fo^Omphis or Mophis, who had perfwaded hisfatherto 
fubmit to Alexander,lentunto him to know hisplcafure, whether he fhould take the 

kingdom prefently upon him, or live aprivateman till his coming: and though word 
was returned him that he fhould reigne, yet he forbare to r the prefent: mean while, 
when Hephcxftion and Perdiccas being fent to make a bridge ovet the river Indus, 
came that way, he received them with all honour, and turmfoed them wid.1 govitom 
gratis; but went not out to meet them upon the way, lcaft he fhould feem to depend on

nus, and in cale he fhould not be able to take it at the firft. Himfelf, taking With h m 
his Agrians and Archers, and Cxnus his brigade, and out of the Macedonian Squa¬ 
dron, fuch as were of the nimbleftfort,and with all beftarmed, and 100 of hisCava- 
leers, and archers on horfcback 100, marched to the Rock. . . , 

The fame went that Hercules heretofore, when he wasm thofe parts, tried to take 
that place, but could nor, and that he was put off thence by an earthquake, which let 
Alexander the more on fire to take it, that therein he might be ken to out-do Hercules.

\ ™ : an d the heighth thereof,where it waslowcft,eleven; at thefoot otic toward the 
South! ran the River Indus,not tar from the head where it nleth, as [ Strabo , Lb. 15- ' 
relleth us, the reft is taken up with vaft bogs, and inacceflible crags: in one of wmeh 
here dwelt a poor old man, with h ; s tWofons,in a cave wherein there were chree beds, 
oii- of the Rock. Alexander promised him 80 talents,if he would fhew him a way 
no into the Rock : whereupon he told him there was but one way ; and (hewed- h m 
where it was. Alexander finding there was noway but that, manned that place fo 
ftrongly, that they could not poffibly receive any the lcaft relief, from without And 
hen facing his army to work, he caftupa mount of earth, and rubbage fo high, that 
now heeould come it leaft to fight with them at a fimUdiftance, and toaflaultthem, 
which affault lafted nine whole dayes and nights together, without ceffation. Alex¬ 
ander having loft many of his men, what m hghting, what in climbing the rocks (a- 
raon* which were Chares, and one Alexander ) though he had no hope to take it,yet 
he made (hew, as if he would not off from the fiege, leaving yet the palfage which led 
into the Rock open, for them to flee out there that would : which they perceiving,and 
being adawed at his conftancy and refolucion, took the advantage of a darke night, 
and fled every man of them, by that way out of the rock. 

The King, feeing no ftirring there the next day, fent Balacrus to fee what the mat¬ 
ter was; and he brought word,that the^nemy was all gone. Then he taking with 
him certain Squires of the body, and 700 of his filver Targateers, went himfelf firft up 
into the rock, and then the reft of the Macedons,lending one another a hand,to Ciimbe 
up, as well as they could ; and then giving the word, to pnrfue the enemy, they did, 
and flew many of them in the chafe: many of them alfo, flying over the Rocks fell 
and burft themfclves in pieces. Alexander having conquered the p aces rather than the 
men that dwelt therein: offered yet many lacrihces, aod built Altars to Minerva and 
Victoria, in that Rock s and leaving a Garrifon there, made one Sificopcus, al. hilo- 
coflus Governour of thac place, and country thereaboucs: which Sifocoftus, came for¬ 
merly out of India to Beflus in Baftna,and when Alexander had fubdued it, he came 

in with his men unto him,and ever after ferved him faithfully. Afr - f 

Alexander removed from Aornus, and went into the country of the Aflacen15 for 
he Was told that the brother of AfTscanus, the laft King, with a number of Elephants, 

and nofmall company of the Inhabitants, and bordering Nations, were fled to the 

mountains in thole par ts: and whenhc came to the city Dtr$*> he found no creature 

there, nor in the country thereabouts. , . , 

The next day he fent out Ncarchusand Anuochus, each of them commanding a 
thoufand filver Targateers: and to Nearchus he afligned certain light armed Aga- 
ans to the other, befides the thoufand filver Targateers which he commanded, he ad- 
ded a thoufand more of the fame fort. Thefe he fent out to lcout aoout, and to fee if 
they could light upon any of the natives, of whom they might enquire among other 

River Indus, fending an army before 
him to mend the wayes, without which it had been lmpolfible for him to have got tho¬ 
rough them. But when he found, that the {freights and narrow paflages thereof were 
taken up by one Erix y he left Canus to bring after the main body of the army, by eahe 
journeys ;but himfelf going forward with his flmgers and archers, cleared the Forcft, 
and made a Cafe way for the army that came after. Diodorus calls this Indian Aphri- 
ces, and fayes, he had with him 20 thoufand men, and 1 j Elephants; Bu. the Indians, 
whether out of a hatred to this Erix or Aphnces, or whether to ingratiate themfelves 
with Alexander, flew him, and brought both his head and armes to Alexander . Hv 

Pirdoncd them, but thanked them not, for example fake. , . , 

P From hence,in fixtecn dayes march,he cameto the River Indus ,ide; and took in the 
city Pcnccliotes, not far from thence, upon furrendcr: and leaving 
Macedons he left Phdippus to command them.

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--Alexander Cent back Cxnus to the river Indus, with charge, to take in pieces, the 

(hips that were there made, and to bring them over land in Carts unto him, loihe 
Idler fort of them,were divided into two parts, and the greater into three, and all to be 

brought to the river Hydalpes. ., ,. , 

There putting them together again, and lanching them, he with his army returned 
to Taxila, and there having gotten five thouland Indiansj which Taxilcs and others 
had brought him, he returned to the bank of Hydafpcs. And upon the way, Barzaen- 
te o fometimes Govcrnour of the Drangians, and procurer of the revolt of the Aracno- 
fians, being taken prifoner, together with 3° Elephants of his, was delivered into his 
hands. Thisprife leil pat, for his war againft the Indians, whotrufted more in their 
beafts, for the moft part, than in their men. Gamaxus alio, a petty King in thole parts, 
and a confederate of Batzaentes, was taken,and brought bound untohim. Both were 
committed,and the Elephants taken into his fervice, and delivered to Taxiks, al. Um- 
«bis, and then he went forward, and came to Hydalpes, where he caufed Barzaentes, 
lor his old treafon againft his mafter Darius, to be put to death,as we find by Arritnm 

^ ^Porus fav encamped on the other fide of the river Hydafpes, to ftop Alexanders paf- 
lagCs a man of a huge ftatue, and a mind an! werable thereunto, tor it is faid, that he 
was five cubids high, and vantage.- chough Plutarch fay, that he was but four cuoits 
high : and a hand breadth: but fo thick in the bulk, that his coat ot armour 
was twice as big as any other mans. He rode upon an Elephant, higher than all the 
reft, on which he fate, like an ordinary man on Horic-back. Curtius layes, that in the 

forefront ot his battle, he placed So huge Elephants: whereas Diodore layes, he had 

13. And Arrianus,thathe had upwards of a 00. Chariots he had 300,and 3oocoroot, 
in his army. Diodorus reports, that he had above 1000 Chariots,and 50 000 thouLand 
Foot: though Plutarch gives him but 20000, but then he allows him 2000 Hoile, Ui- 
odore, 3000, and Atrianns 4000, by him brought into the field. The river Hydafpes 
ran between the two armies, and Porus with his Elephant?, appearing alwayes in the 
head of his army, lay ready to hinder the paflage ot Alexander, and Alexander earn¬ 
ed noilesdayly to be made in hisarmy, to make the like nodes, from tll f 
moreufual,and therefore leflc terrible to his men, and after a while, in a tcmpeltuous 
dark night, he put over certain of his Foot; and choiceft Horfe; a great way up the ri¬ 
ver, into a fmall I Hand, whence in the midftot a tcmpelt of rain, and thunder, and 
lightning* and whirl-winds; though, he faw fundry ol his men ftrook dead in the place, 
and others fore hurt there with, yet over he would, and land he hid on the other fide. 

The river, fwollen with the rain, toundred, and brake down the banks in many place*, 

With the Iwiftncffc of his couile, and the water withall brake in between. Alexan¬ 
der got on land, where he could hardly ftand, for the flabbincffcof the ground, 
and gulfs, occafioncd by the breaking in of the river, between which theMacedons 
ocrceiving .they alfo forced themlelves to land, being.up to the very arme pits in water. 

Having palled the watcr,he with the Hode,gat ; fome ao furlongs before the Foot, 
and there put to flight a thoufand of the enemies Horfe, and 60 Chariots, which he 
lighted on: The Chariots he took every one, with 400 of their Horfe. Now Porus 

finding that Alexander wa» gotten over, tell upon him with all his. army, favc onely 

Inch as he left to attend the body of the Macedonian army, where they flood ready to 
paffc Alexander fearing the multiiudeof the enemy^andrheir Elephants, tell him- 
felt upon the one wing of them, and commanded the reft to do the like upon the other. 

And when the natives being hard laied to any where,retired alwayes in a body to the 
Elephants, as to a place of refuge, the fight grew confuted every where, and fcantly 
couid he rout and make them, turn their backs and fly,till two a clock in the after noon, 
and this is the relation of this fight made by Alexander in his own letters. 

The former ofthefe two fights, wherein he flew 400 horfe,and took 60 Chariots,

From hence he went into the kingdom of Sopithes, who was of a goodly ftature, a- 
bove all the men of thofe parts; tor he was more than 4 cubits highs and coming out 
of bis chief City, with his two tons, both of full age, he delivered up into Alexanders 
hand, his golden rod, all fee with B. rills: and refigned to him, himfelt, his children,and 
all his kingdom. And having received his kingdom again from his hand, a few days 
after he feafted Alexander and all his army in a i'umptuous manner, And having pre¬ 
fented Alex in Jerhimfielf with many great and coftly gifts,* he gave him alio 150 In¬ 
dian dogs, which were, as was laid, of a rmxt kind, between dogs and tigers, and of a 
wonderful ft length and courage : for proof whereof, there were four of them prefenc- 
ly ter upon an exceeding great Lion, [ Strabo, lib. 1 5 . 7 °°- Elut - H 'J ior ‘ Animal. 

Mean wh ile Hepharftion, returned to him, with fuch companies as he carried out; 
having fuhdued countries of the Indians far and near where ever he came: and Alex¬ 
ander thereupon fpared not to honour him with all deferved prailes, before the 

aC Leaving Sopithes in his kingdom as he found him, Alexander went forward (till to 
thc next nation, whcicPhegeus was King, and when all the inhabitants iherewd- 
coincd thc Macedons, and (foegeus himfelt , went out to meet Alexander with gifts 
and pielents; fubmitting himfielf wholy to his plealure: Alexander re-eftabluncd him 
in his kingdom, and being roially entertained with all his army, ftayed there two whole 

^lloon t he third day he departed from thence, and cam: to the River Hyphafis, * 1 . 
Hvoanis, which is 7 furlongs over, and 6 fathom deep: and being befides very rocky 
iinder water, was very difficult to pafle; and being informed by Phegem of fuch things 
as he defired, he found that on the other fide the river, there was a vaft DeLcrt of11 or 
1 x dayes journey: and at the end thereof, the River Ganges,tne greateft of all India: 
that beyond that there dwelt fundry nations; The Gaugaridae, aj. Gongarids, and 
Kalians al. Pr.elidians ^ Prdixans, al. Pharraiians, al. Tabrxiians, for by al thefe 
dkremnamestheygo. That the King was ca led Agrammes (Diodor, calls him 
Xagramcs, ) that his army was 20000 Hoif:, and 200000 Foot, and 2000 
Chariots, and 3 or ( as Diodorus faith ) 4000 Elephants, all trained up and fitted tor 

th \Vhcn thefic things feemed incredible to Alexander, he had further fpcech with Po¬ 
ms about it: Porus told him, chat the force and power of that King and kingdom was 
indeed very great, and no leific than was Ipoken of: But that the King that now there 
was,was a bafic-born thing,and no better than a poor barbers fun,hated and feorned by 
his tubjefts. vrfnd one ^udrocottus, who was then but a youth,and had not onely feen 
Alexander, but alfo for a cerra.n faucy prank played with him, yyas commanded to 
be oik todcafo, and had died for it, had hc not took fomlelfco ms heeles as Juftin, 
\lib 15 cav. 4. ] tells us, was wont afterward to fay. That Alexander mifKd but a 
littfo of gcttiiigall that country into his hands,for that the King there at that time, was 
fo wicked, lb bate, fo hated, and fo much tcorned of his people. 

Here Alexander began to confider with himfelt, thac his fouldiers were all tired out 
and fpent with the length of the war; and that now every man began todookfor 
an end ofthefe danger, with a reward and fruit of all thenr labours; s for they had 
now been eight whole years (for fo long it was fince he caare hrft to be King) in a.con¬ 
tinual perilous and laborious war. And it then fell otic withal, thac for 70 dayes toge¬ 
ther, there poured down from heaven, nothing buc tearful ftorms of rain, With light 
nings and thunders upon them; as wc read in Diodorus: whereupon, asthe (amt 
Diixlorus faith, to pacific the fouldiers mmdes, he gave them leave to plunder amoft 
rich and plentiful country of the enemies, and to take all to thcmlelves. An 
they were bufte at this work, he called together their Wives and children, and made 
there an ordinance, that thc wives (hould receive their monethly allowance in corn, 
and their children the fame wages, that their fathers did. When I 
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When the fonldicrs were returned home laden with wealth and riches, the King cai- 
cd them all together, unto whom he made almoft a fee fpeech.to requeft them to ac¬ 
company him cheerfully to the conqucftoftheGangarida:, unto whom Camusi the fon 
of Polcmocraies, made an anfwn: in the name of the whole army, and concluded, that 
they all dchred Inend of the war. And when the Macedons would in no w»fe liften to 
his defircs, yet as Ptolomei reports, he went on, audoffered facrifice for a pafiage over: 
and when the entrailes portended all direfull things, it he proceeded, he then to¬ 
cher his friends, and fuch as were the ancientcft, and o greateft familiarity with him, 
l nd told them hr ft, and afterwarward declared to all? the army that fince all things 
feemc-d to be adverfe to his proceeding any farther, he was now content and reiolved 

t0 YetPHny,very improbably,will needs have it,that notwithstanding all this,he paffed 
the river Hvpanis, and erefted altars on the other fide thereof, [Ubfi.c. 17.] for that 
which followesin thefame place; to wit, That the Kings own letters do confrme asumh 
1 conceive that thofe words refer not to his palling over the river Hypanis or Hypafis, 

bucunhat which wcntb^forcjconcerningijieordefantl diftanceot his removals and 

iournevs from place to place, defenbed and let down by Diognetus andBaeton, his two 
principal Harbengers, and Camp-maftc rs • For who can believe that Alexander alone, 
without his army, and without any purpofe of going any further, would offcrtopalc 
fuc h a dangerous river as that was, or if he would that the enemy which attended him 
on the other fide, would not have fet upon him, and hindred him^ ^ work, efpcci- 
illv fprimr that Strabo, I Hb . I 5 . 7 °° -1 noteth,fW he went no further Eaftward, to 

becaJfe he was forbidden to pajje the river Hvpanis or Bypfafis, .and Plutarch alfo tells 
us that inhis time, the Kings of the Pradizans or Pralians,;^ the weft ward, 
worlhiped thofe Altars, which Alexander then fetup, and did Sacrifice upon them, af- 

ttl Wherefore'naanifeft it is, that Alexander, dividing his army into feveral companies, 
cauled n altars to be built all of fquare (tone on the hither fide of the river Hypanis, 
and not on the lurther; each of which alters was 50 cubits high, and like to io many 
great towers, and of a greater bulk than towers ufe to be of,upon which, having offei- 
fd facrificcs after the Grecian mode to his gods, he presented them alfo with games of 
aliens,wrcftling,and dancing,andfports on horfeback : Then made he his Camp 
three times greafer in every refpeft than it was ever wont to be: his trenches 5o foot 
broad and 10 foot deep, and of the earth caft up out of the ditch, drew a rcalonablc 
wall alfa> round about the trench : He commanded his foot alfo, that in their feveral 
tents they fhould fet up two bedfteads, each of them 5 cubits high: and the horfemen, 
that the v belides fuch beds, fhould alfo in their tents make mangers for their horfes, 
as bigee again as at other times; with armes, and horfe biers, and other furniture be- 
longfng to S them, after the fame proportion, and to hang them up, and leave them be- 
l°nd them, to abule pofteriiy, with an imaginary belief of h.s greatneffc: concerning 
the inferiptions and titles of hisalcars, we may fee more in [PbloflratHs.hta hfe of Apol- 

Thefe things thus done, he returned by the fame way he came to the river Hydra- 
nrr 1 ; • whichbavins palled, he came back to Accfines. , , 

There found he fhis City ready built, by Hephaeftion, whom he left to do it, and 
thither he drew fuch of the neighbourring places as would, andof his mercenary foul- 
dicrs, as many as were growen unfit for the war, to {tore it With mhabi- 

W1 Arfaces, who ruled all in the province,bordering upon the kingdom of Abifarus,and 
the brother of Abifarus, and his affociates came to Alexander; and brought him pre- 
fents fuch as were of greateft efteeme m thofe parts, and 30 Elephants font from Abi- 
farus 5 - telling him Abifarus would have come to him,had it not been for a ficknels which 
then held him: and when iuch meffengers as Alexander font to hint, at their rciurne 
affiutted as much, and that he was fick indeed, he waseafily [«lwadcd of the ttuthof 
hfe excuies “^d thereupon made Abilarus Govetnour under hirofclfofthat province, 
and made Arfaces fubjeft unto him: and appointing what tributes they ibould pay, of-

he went (torn thence, till his now return chtther again, it 

. aine efoeciallv the Etefian or yearly winds at that feafon blowing, as Ariltoouius 
SSIbo [Hb.i5.pag. dp 1 .] Andfo it fell out, that together With that 
rahbwhkh continued tor 7 oda^sfpace, there fell alfo horrible tempefts of thunders 
and lightening*, as I fhewed before out of Diodorus. 

Alexander, 
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Alexander, when he had caufed a multitude of fhips what of two, what of three 
ftases high,to be built, and rigged, upon the Hydafpes, befides others, for the pafiage 
of bis Horfe and Foot over the river, he refolved to fall down from thence, into 
the fouthern Ocean; Arid for that purpofe gathered all the Phaenicians, Cypriots* Ca- 
rians, and Egyptians which followed his Camp together, and put them aboard hi< 

^Atthe fame time died Coeniis,oneof his befl, and bofom friends, whole death he 
much lamented, arid caufed him tobeenterred with all honour and lumptuoulneftc, 
which chat time and place afforded, yet not forgetting the (peach which he nude m 
the armies behalf, for a return, gave him this biting taunt. That had he known how 
fhort a time he had to live, he would never have made fo long an oration to that pur- 

^Then came to him new fupplies out of Greece, as well auxiliaries, as mercenary foul- 
diers, under their feveral Commanders, towir, 30 thoufand Foot, and fix thouland 
Horfe: bringing With them befides, rich arms, for 2 5 thouland Foot, and 100 talents 
in Apothecary fluff for medecines, as Diodorus noteth: and € urtius [lib.9 cay, 5.] Mem- 
non alfo brought him out of Thracia, fix thoufand horfe, befides thofe which came 
from Harpalus, and feven thoufand Foot, and a 5 thoufand arms,in-laid with filver and 
goldjwhich he caufed to be diflributed in the army, and the old ones to be burnt. 

6 Now that Harpalus, which Curcius tells us, font a fupply unto him, was none other, 
but he, whom Alexander had trufted with the keeping of his tributes, and creature in 
the city and province of Babylon, and whoine he had left, wfrianTw*, (/.<?♦) his oveifeer, 
and Procurator, or L. Steward of all that country, as ’Plutarch in ^Alexand. wrueth, 
vet left he the rule and governmerit of it to Mazeus, who had delivered it up mto his 
hand- and when he died,Ditamenes fucceeded him in that charge. Though Diodorus 
calls this Harpalus, the Ptefident of that province, in his Hiftory of [pear z, 113 Oijm- 
piade 1 upon which now we are: where he fiirther tells us, that he, hoping that Alex • 
ander would never return alive out of India, gave himfelf over to alt kind of intempe¬ 
rance and luxury, fparm£ for no coft. And firft, faith he, he fell to committing of all 
manner of whordomand luxury with the women kind of that country, and then lay¬ 
ing it on, upon all other forts of Unfeemly and unfeafonable dehghts and pleafures: he 
made havockof the Kings monies,committed to his charge; and took order tor fun- 
drv fort of fithto be brought unto him, from as far off as the red lea, and was to iaviiti 
in his feafting,and ufual diet, that every man cried fhameofhim, for it, andifent for 
anotcdftrumper,Pythonice by name,from as tar as Athens, and when fhe died, for 
another from thefame place,called Glyccra: whereof Theopompus complained in a 
letter of his to Alexander,telling him, he fpent above 2 00 talents, in making two tombs 
for Polynice, when fhe died, one at Athens, and another at Babylon it felt, and that 
he dedicated a Grove, and an Alta:, and a Temple to Py thoni C e,by the name and title 
of Venus Pjtkomtca.znd that hefet up Glycerats flatue in braffe, at Tarfus in Syria, 
and cave her leave to have her habitation in the Kings own palace, commanded the 
people to caU her by the title of, and reverence her as,a Queen, [Athene l*b. 13. 

^The llke did Cleandcr, Sitacles,andHeracon, in Media, all hoping that Alexander 
would never return alhrc out of India, and in afiurance thereof, tell to plundering of 
private menseftates, and pulling down of Temples, ravifhing the voung virgin*, of the 
nobleft families, with manyother kinds of vfianies upon fhe goods and perfons of the 
fubjeft; iufomuch, that the very name of a Macedon greWodiou*to ail natiom,for 
their avarice and luxury in aUkinds.But above ail,Cleander,who having firft ravifhed a 
noble Virgin himfelf, gave her afterward to his (lave for his whore, [Curt. lib. 1 o. cap. 

Alexander, weparinglor his voyage into the Ocean, and feeing old grudges kind¬ 
ling afrefh between Porus and Taxilcs, made them friends again, and linked rhem.to¬ 
gether by bonds of affinity, Which he procured to be made between them bc.orc he 
went, and then Cent them away each to his own kingdom. And for Porus, he not onely 
made him king of all the countries lying between Hydafpes and Acefines, as before, 
but alfo, of all the tree ftates, which he had fubdued between the rivers of Acefines, 
and Hypanis, which were feveral nations, and in them, cities above two thouland, as 
in Arria.Uib. 6 . par. 124.] others reckon in that fpace 1 5 feveral^Rations, and in them, 
great cities, to the number of 5000, befides towns and villages ** them belonging, as 
\<Plfitarch in Alexand.] And the truth is, that the region lying between Hydafpes and 
Hypanis, conreineth now more than nmc nations, but there were therein $000 cities, 
every one of them as big as Coos,in Meropis, as Strabo,out of Apollodorus,vvho wrote 
of the affairs of Parthia, reports, [Jib. 1 S.pag. 6S6.J who.yetin his own opinion flunks, 
that in this reckoning, he did overlafh; faying, -N (*•*•) otfeemeth , that thu numb r 

is put a little Hpperbolicalljy and therefore Pliny draws this number to the cine-, wnicri 
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. (l u llw i in nil India, r lib. 6 . cap. 17 .3 in thefe words, theft who were with Alex¬ 
ander I fc.x voyage reportfihat in that tratt of India which hefubdued, there werej thoufand 
towns and cities, every one of them as big as Coos t in the compajft of ? nation* r. Philipp®, one 
of his company of Nobles attending him, and who was by him nude Lord and Gp- 
veruour oi a Country beyond the River Indus. 

The Horle of the City Nil*a,were lent back: Craterus and Hephatftion, were com¬ 
manded to march before him into the capital City of Sopithes his kingdom, and there 
ro attend the coming of the Fleet; Craterus held on, upon the right hand of the Hy- 
datpes wth a part ot the Horfe and Foot, and Heptwlbon on thelefc, with the re¬ 
mainder and far greater part of the whole army, and a hundred Elephants. The 
whole army at this time confifted of one hundred and twenty thoufand men, with 
thofe which he brought from the fea coaft. And now they returned to himalfo,whom 
he fent to levy frelh companies, bringing with them men of divers nations, and d.- 
verfly armed, [ Arria. lib. 6. and in fas Indica, pag. t81. ] and Plutarch fayes> that at this 
time he had 120 thouland Foot, and 1 5 thouLand Horfe. 

Curtius fayes, that this Navy Was one thoufand thips, of which Diodorus fayes, 2 00 
were open, the reft were of the nature ot Row-barges, as Diodorus faith. Arnanus, 
in his Indica,faith he had but 8 hundred in all, fome for carriage of horfes^the reft of 
loading for corne and other provdions, but of all forts, amounting to httlelefte than two 

Ch °Ammiral of this fleece, was Nearchus, born in Creete, and Euagoras of Corinth 
Purler to it; but ot Alexanders own fhip wherein he went, was Mafter or breerelman, 
one Oncficritus, an Afty pulaean born, and Arrianus in his indica, fets down the Mafter 

0t Thbd P one, C Alexander facrificed to his country gods, and fuch other as thePriefts 
adviicd him to s and among the reft, to Neptune, and to ^mphuritc, and to the Ne¬ 
reides or fea Nymphs; and above all,to the Ocean it felt, and to the River Hydafpes 
from whence be fee forth ; as alfo to the River Acdines, into which the. Hydafpes 
tails, and to the river Indus, which receives them both Altp he proclaimed feveral 
forts of Games, of Mufick, and YVreftling, and tbelike, with Prizes , for fuch as 
would puc in for them; diftributing beafts, for every company to (acrifice by them- 

fC1V Inthe morning, the army went aboard, to wit, the filver Targateers, and Archers, 
and fuch of the ftoifemen as were called his nobles or friends, amounting to the num¬ 
ber of 8 tho' land, not many dayes before the fettuig of the Pleiades, as [ W®, he -.15 .J 
out of Ariftobulu -,iheweth; which falleth much about the end of out OCtob. Alex¬ 
ander himfdf coming aboard, poured out a golden viol of wine from the ptowe of the 
fhip into t he River, calling upon Aceftnes, Hydafpes^and Indus,all at o:ic^ Afterward 
when he offered to his Progenitor Hercules, and to Ammon, and the reft of the gods, 
acco din- to his accuftoroed manner, the trumpet founded, at his command, to draw 
down me thips foto the water, and tobe going,whereupon every man did accordingly; 
o, 01 dci was given, how tar every barge, how far orenr horfe-lighter, how far every 
ihio ot war (hould fteere off from each other, for fear leaft any fh.-uld perchance fall foul 
ot anv other in then couife, and that one fhould not drive to out fail, or out rowe an- 
orliei • bt t keep every one in his rank and order wherein he fet forth 

Atexande ,eoing on in this order, came on the third day to the place where he ap- 
p >inu-ci Ci rtterus andH<-.pb*ltion to attend him: there he ftayed two dayes, that 
Philip might there overtake him,with the reft of the army; for he had fent him to the 
Rive i Acdmes commanding him to march down by the bank thereof : and (cuta¬ 
way Crate, us and Hcpfocftton again with directions, what courfe to hold in their 

m ' He?holding on hiscouife upon the River Hydafpes,which wasevery where 20 fur¬ 
longs over at the leaft, landed hisfouldiersand went to Sibarus, or country of the bo- 
bians. Thefc,tbeyfay,w red thepoftcrityofthem, who with Hercules heretofore 
beliegi d the Rock of Aornus; and when they could not take it, were left here by him 
when they were not able to march with him any further: their cloths were nothing 
busk ns ot wild beafts, and their weapons nothing but clubs: and although the Gre¬ 
cian manner s and tafhions were worn out, yet might a man cafily perceive feme traces 
and mai fc of their oiiginal am-ng them ; But when Alexander pitcht his Camp near 
unto the chiefeft City ot their country, the principal men of them came forth unto him, 
and being admitted to his pretence, they put him in mind of their hrft origin, and what 
re erence they had to the nation ot the Greeks, and offered him their fervicc,in what 
ever his pleasure was, as became men ol the fame blood with him and his Grecians, tc- 
ftiiying as much, by the no ordinary prefents which they gave unto him. Alexander 
received them very gracioufly, and made them a free State, to live according to their 
own Jaws.

with his Squadrons very thick. The fouldicrs forthwith left the walls, a n d fled to the 
Caftles, which taken,the inhabitants, (ome fet their own houfes on fire, and threw 
themfelves into it: others would fell their ikms> as dear as they could, and died 
fi jiri^ there died in all five thoufand of them, few came aliyc into the enemies 

ftaved there one day, to give his fouldiers breath, and the next 
day he marched againft other Towpsof the Mallians: all which .

^The next day he fent Piihon,and Demetrius, Captain of a Regiment of Hotle, 
back to the river fide, to whom he joyned alfo, certain other Troup^ and _Co*n- 
panies, requifite for the ferviceheimployedthemin, WiUing thern,if by the way, 
fhey chanced to light upon any of thofe, who were fled to the woods, if they 
fubmitced not, to loll them i whereupon they flew a very great many, as they ■ 

P affed - Himfelf 
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Himfelf marcht againft the Capital! City of the Mallians, to which, as he under¬ 
wood, many others had retired chemfelves. But even this great city alto, hearing of 
his coming,abandoned the place,and fled, K flying over the river Hydraoccs, there puc 
themfeves in battle array,upon the hign elites of that river, as if they would there flop 
his paflage. Alexander followed them inftantly with his Horfe,commanding his Foot 
to come after; but when he was in the midftot the river,the Indiansforfookthe 
place, and though in good array, yet ran away : whereas yet they were not fewer 
in number than 5 o thoufand, and Alexander feeing them in a ftrong compared body, 
yet having no Foot come up to him, offered here and there, and every where 
to charge upon them; but thought it no diferetion to engage in a fight againft 

^Bucfofoon as the Agrians, and other well-ordered Squadrons* and the Archers 
came, and the main battel of the Foot, were now in fight, the Indians took them to 
their heeles, and ran away all to the next fenced City. Them Alexander purfued,and 
flew a many of them; and when they were there, Alexander prefently furrounded the 
City with his Horfe before the Foot came up. 

Demophoon a Southfayer, having fpeech with Alexander, told him, by certain 
figns and prodigies by him obfcrved,that there was force great danger towards him, 
and withal defired him to forbear, at leaft to defer the fiege thereof. The King revil¬ 
ing him with (brewed words, for difheartning the fouldiers while* they were in aftion * 
and dividing his army in twoparts, took one to himfelf, and gave the other to Perd c- 
cas, aud both together went to fcale the wall: which brunt the Indians not enduring, 
left their Rations on the wall, and fled all to the Caftle. Alexander with thofe a.bout 
him, brake open the firft gate himfelf, and got into the City, and began to let ladders 
againft the Caftle wall: And when he faw his Macedons not come on fo roundly, as 
he wilhed, he took a ladder himfelf and fee againft the wall, and gat upon the top of it. 
Penccftes, bearing the target, which he borrowed out of cheTemple of Minerva in 
Troy,and which in all encounters he evercaufed to be born before him, followed, and 
after him Leonatus, one of the Squires of his body, upon the fame ladder, and Abreas 
( one of the or Duplarians: ( i.u ) of that order of Knights or Eiquiers, who 

had double pay or allowance ) upon an other. And then chi filver Targaieep, hear¬ 
ing ot the dangerthe King was in, ftrovetofetupche ladders fo thick, chat they brake, 
and fo all came tumbling to the ground, and thereby both loft themfelves, and hi n¬ 
dered others from getting up that would, [See uippanm toward the endyhb^Bcd. 

^ Alexander, who was (hot at on every hand, from the towres, adjoyning, (for no 
man durft come to handy-blows with him upon the wall) leapt off the Wall down in¬ 
to the Caftle yard, and fetting hi* back to a Wall there, flew fundry that came to af- 
fault him, with hisown hand; and among the reft, the Captain himfelf of the Indians, 
which came boldly on upon him: fo that afterward nbhe other durft come near him; 

but all fet themfelves to fhoot him a far off. " 

Mean while Penceftes, Leonatus, and Abreas, leapt down the wall into the yard af¬ 
ter him,aud came to his rtfeue * of which Abreas,(hot thorough the face into the head, 
died upon the place. And Alexander himfelf ( as Ptolomei reporteth) received fo 
great a wound in the breaft, that his very breath came forth at it together with his 
blood Penceftes, Who interpofed, with Minerva’s buckler in his hand, and Leonatus, 
who took in his own body the blows which Were meant to him , were likcwifc fore 
wounded: and little wanted it, bur that Alexander himfelf, had there poured forth 
his (oul, together with his blood. And all agree, that Penceftes defended him with 
his Palladian buckler: whence T/m; calls him, [ lib. 34. 3 the preserver of Alexan¬ 

der the Great. Concerning Leonatus,and Abreas, the Duplarian, all do not agree: 
but that Pcolomei the fon of Lagus, was at the refeu* ot him, Chtatchus and Tlmoge- 
nes, and Paufania* in his Attica, do affirm: Which yet himfelf denies, arid fayes, he 
was not; and that all that while he was in fight with the enemy afewhetfe: So great 
faith Cart ms , was the earelefneffi of thofe old Htfar tans tti writing, at which is as bad, eali- 

nCl Tte MaccdMB atlaft breaking into the Caftle, put every man therein to the fwotd, 
not (paring man or woman, old or young, and brought the King out upon their tar¬ 
gets, living or dead, they knC w not well whether. The cure of his wounds was more 
grevious, than the wounds thernfeVe9 •• bdcendiitin^ thepaine, he came at laftto have 
hope of life again: which yec t he army cbirid hardly be brought t? believe, it having 
been once bruited abroad that ht WriS diad of his Woilfids. Wherefore fo toon as pnj- 
fibly he could, he caufcd himfelf to be eatried to the River fide, from thence to fall 
down in a Barge to the place where!' his* army lay, which was at the confluence of the l 
Hydraotis with the Acefines, whtte Hephaftion was, commanding the atmy, And 
Nearchus the Navy; to foon as he cameod land, he admitted the fomdtery tokute tus 1 
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hand, and refufing his liaier, gat upon his Horfe, to be feen of all, and then alighted’ 

^T^King*havmg^wounds ciircd in fevcn daycsfpace, though not yet healed , 
hearing that the I ndians were perlwadcd of his death, caufed two Barges to be joyned 
together, and upon them his Tent Royal to be fpread ; open on every fide, to be leen 
of all thereby, to (lay the reporr, that went among ms enemies, that he was dead ; and 
from thence went down the river, giving order, that none mould come near the 
barge he was in, for fear of (hogging his weak body, with th c beating of the Oare s. 
and fo on the fourth day, came to a country, delerted indeed, by the inhabitants, 
but plentifully ftored, with all manner of provifions, both corn and catle, wherefore 
that place pleafed him well, to ftay at, andrefefh both himfelf and his army in. 

Nearchus the Ammiral, reporceth, that his Nobles blamed him,for doing the 
office of a fouldier, rather than a King or Captain in the army, and when he grew an¬ 
gry thereat, and (hewed his diflike by his looks; a certain old Bzotian vlctiedtomz- 
gain,by reciting an old Iambick vet(e,to this purpoje,7i&rjr who would do any 
reafon was, be (hoiild fuffer fomething too . And indeed,[W. 9 * 1 *•] ®cnu- _ 
ons an oration uttered to him by Crateru*, in the name of his Nobles, to the fame pu 
pole, with his anfwer thereunto: wherein, (hewing that a man can never want mat¬ 
ter to win glory by.* lifter the ninth year, (faith he) of my re'gn , and twentieth of my age, 
do ye thinkjt fofiblefor me to be wanting,to my [elf in advancing my glory, which I have ever 
additled and devoted my felfunto} for fo Curcius brings him in [peaking, whereas yet in 
true point of Chronology, this was the tenth year of his reign (which agreethw 11

wounds, and in encreafing the number of his (hips j £ h c ®reoan fonldiers 'whichi 
had planted in certain Cities of Baftria, and Sogdiana, which himfelf had ther. built, 
to the number of about 3000 men,partly becaufe they grew weary of living among 
thofe Barbarous people, and partly, becaufe they took courage, upon the news o; A- 
lexanders death, fell oft from the Macedon government; and haying killed fome -of 
the chief of their own country men, began 10 take arms: and teizing on the Caftle of 
the City Baftra, which was not fo carefully kept, as it fhould have been, drew the in¬ 
habitants to joyn with themin this revolt chief in this confpiracy, was one Athenodo- 
rus,who alio aflumed to himfelf the Title of a King,not Co much put of a defirc ofany 
foverainty, as out of a purpofe he had, to draw men thereby to follow him in his return 
to Greece. But there was one Bicon or Bicon,a Grecian like wife, who out of a grudge 
and envy, which he bare him hereupon, invited him to a banquet, and thereby the 
hand of one Boxus, flew him. The next day this Biton called a company together, 
and there perfwadedfome,that Athcnodorus would have killed him: others there 
were, who thought ic was nought cite but a n*er roguery of Bitons, and they quickly 
drew others to their belief: whereupon they all took up arms, ready to have flam him, 
if they could ; but the chie( among them perfwaded the reft, and fo all grew quiet 

aS Buon, having got out of thefe btyets, fell to praaife the dcftn&ta of thofewho 
had favedhis life; which they perceiving,laid hold on him,and Boxus both But 
Boxus they putinftantly to death: Biton they purpofed to have firft to the Rack, and 
now they were ready to fall to work with him: when upon the fudden, the Grecians, 
like men out of their wits, rofe all in arms, no mar1 knew why; whereupon they forbore 
Biton, for fear of a refeue by the multitude; and he all naked as he was,fledtothe 
Grecians: and they feeing what cafe he was in, and ready to be rackt,changed their 

minds, and refeued him from the danger he was in. - . , 

Meanwhile, the Mallians, that were left, font their meflengers to Alexander, to 
yield up all the nation to bis mercy j and in like manner from the Oxydracans, 
came the Captaines thcmlelves, and chief men of every City; and with them, 
one hundred and fifty of the principaU of the whole nation, giving up the whole 
Country into his hands. Alexander willed them to fend him oncthoufand of then 
principall men. Curtius faith, 2 5 00 horfe, which he might keep by him, either ^as 
hoftages, or as (ouldiers to ferve him, till he had ended his war with the In- 

d ‘Then invited he all the principall men, and petty Kingsof thefe nations, to a feaft, 
where he caufed one hundred golden Beds to be fet,at a reasonable durance each from 
other : every of rhofe beds Was enclofed with Curtains wrought of fcarlcc and 
gold: in which feaft was fee out to be feen, what ever the old luxury of the 
Perhans, or new fanglenes of the Maccdons, both jumbled together, could attord. 

Dioxippus the Athenian was at this feaft; of whom Phny 3 1 >7, .

But himfelf fallingftill 
down the River, came; To ipeedily into the country pf King Muficanus, thathewas 
there,beforeMulicanus ever heard that he was coming: wherefore not knowing 
what elfe to do, he forthwith went outtomcct him, prefentmg him with the choiceft 
gifts that India did aftord,andinfpecial,withallhis Elephants 5 andgave up himfelf 
and allhis whole kingdomintohis hands,craving pardon for that he had done it no 
looner. Alexander pardoned him that offence; and wondnng both at the country it 
felf, and the city there: of which we may fee more [ i» Strabo, hi.

aS Here he hear'd the complaints brought againft Tiriolte, al. Tjryefte, whom he had 
made Governour over the Parapamifad*, with his accufers face to face: and finding 
him guilty of many a£ts of cruelty and avarice committed by him, he put him there to 
death, and gave that Government to his father in law, Oxyartes. _ , . r 

He commanded Crateru* to build a Citadel or Fort, upon the City of Muficanus: 
Which was dilpatchc before he went from thence, becaufe he faw that plat facto lerve 
for a bridle in the mouths of the neighbouring nations, to keep them in order 

From thence, with his Archers and Agrians, and all the Hoife, which he had a 
(hip-board, he came to another Nation of the Indian*, called Praeftans, and marched 
againft their King Porticanus, al. Oxycanus, becaufe he neither oune himfelf,nor font 
Ambaffadors unto him: and took two. of the greateft Ciues that he had m his Do¬ 
minions : Porticanus himfelf was in one of them, which Alexahder took the third day 
ot his fiege thereof. Buc Porticanus flying into the Caftle,fent Ambafladors to cream 
of conditions: but ere ever they came to his pretence , great panes of the wall fell 

flatdownto the ground; by the breaches whereof the Macedonsflew into the Caftlc, 
and when Porticanu<,With thofe few which were with him flood (fall upon their guard, 
they were all pretendy put to the (word : The Caftle was pulled down; aU in the town 
were fold away for (laves: thcfpofte thereof given to thefouldier, onely the Elephants 

Alexander took, and canned away for himielf. .... . . r ... 

Diodorus (ayes, that Alexander firft gave thofe Cities to be (polled by his fouldiers, 
and then let fire on them , and after that went and took m all the reft of his Cities and 
Towns and deftroyed them: and thereby ftruck a terror into all the neighbouring 
Nations; and that the reft of the countries hearing of his approach onely, prefently 
fenc, and ycilded themfelves unto him, without the leaft refiftance, as Arrunus 

Wr After this, he entered the country of the Brachmanes, where Sambus, al Sabui, or 
Samus, as Curtius, al. Sabbas, as Plutarch, al Ambigerus, as Juftin, al. Ambiras, as 
Orofius caUeth him, was King •- of whom Alexander had been told that he was fled a- 
way : but when he came near his chief City, called Sindomana, al Smdonalia, he 
found the gates fet wide open to him, and Sambo his fsrvants came forth to meet him 
with money and Elephants to prefent unto him, telling him withal, that Sambus vvas 
fled indeed: not out of hoftility to him, but for (car ot Muficanus, whom Alexander 
had let go and pardoned, and for that there was mortal enmity between them 

Alexander having taken in, this and many other place*, went and by force took an¬ 
other City which had fallen off and revolted from him ; and put to death many ot 
the Brachmanes who had been the occafion and authors of it. For by meir mitiga¬ 
tion it was that Sambus, who had but lately (ubmittedto him, and the Cities of his 
fubie&ion, had revolted from him. Curtius (ayes, that Alexander took the City, by 
uudermining the wall; and that the natives flood amazed to fee men rife out of the 
ground in the middeft of their City. , -v j 

Clitarchus, cited by Curtius, faith, that there were eight, or rather (as Diodorus 
with others have it) 80000 men (lain in that country: and a multitude of others (old 
away for flaves. Thefe plagues therefore the Brachmanes fuffered : the reft, which 
(imply fubmiited to him, and craved his pardon, hadnoharme: And King

S Alexander got into hi* hand,to the number often, of thofe which were called G) m- 
nofoSto'who had principlly perfwaded Sambus to flee away: and(had caufed 
much tiouble to him and his Macedons; to thefe he propounded certain bard andob- 
feure queftions, threatning to hang them every man, if they did not relolvehim; chae 
m/ftions of his, with their anfwers upon them, Plutarch fets down in the life of Alex¬ 
ander, where he alfo tells us, that having heard them, he difmiffcd them, with many

{ayes, thatwhen upon the third day he came, ashe was foretold he fo<xdd to brackdh 
ware?; he there found an other Ifland in the River,where they o bferVe ^ t ^ e rl ^ 
went notfofaft,asthey were wonttodo,becaufethe tide met them, and turned back 

th \Vhiks U they hythcre at anchor, and fome wentaforragkig, they fell into a new 
danger, for th ere came in upon them a mighty tide (which to this day r * 

bay fwhere this river of Indus emptieth it felf into the fea) and overflowed all the:Coun- 
try Y :hereabout, onely the top of fome Hillocks, like fo many little Ifles, appearmgabove 
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water: to which,leaving their Boats, they for fafeguard betook themfdves; and when 
the fea was gone out again, and the land left dry, as it was before, then their (hips, as it 
fell out, fome fell forward upon their notes, others fidelong,from the fide of a bank, 
where they ftuck:and when the next tide came in,thole fhips which flood upright upon 
their keels, in the mu J, floated prefently, with the riling of the water, and had no hurt; 
but fuch as lighting on hard ground, when the fea was gone out, were fallen all along: 
thofe,upon the retutne of the tide, were there right driven one againft the ocher, or 
beaten and broken all together upon the lhore. 

All which being repaired, as the time and place would permit, Alexander fenc away 
two Barques down the river to view the Ifland, which the guide* had told him, he 
muftroucliar,ii he would fade out into the Ocean.Thac Ifland the natives called Q l - 
lutay Alexander himfelf, Scilluftin,and others Philtucin. And When they brought him 
back word, that the Ifland was large, aud had in it, very commodious ports, and ftore 
of frefh water, he commanded the whole navy, to make for that Ifland; himfelf with 
Come choice veffels, went further, todifeover whether at the mouth ot the river, there 
were no bar, but a fafepaflage out into the open Ocean ; and having now gone fome 
two hundred furlongs, he efpied yet another Ifland,lying further out in the open 
Ocean. . 

Then returned he to theformer Ifland lying in the mouth of the River, and coming 
on (hoare, at a certain foreland thereof, he there offered facrifice, to certain gods, fuch 
asjfaidhe, Jupiter Ammon commanded me to facrifice unto. And the next day he 
failed to another Ifland, lying out in the fame Ocean, and there offered other facrifices, 
and toother gods, and in another form and falhion, than formerly he had done; laying 
(fill, that what he did, was by the dire&ion and command of. J upiter Ammon, and fo 
failed quite and quite out of the mouth of the river Indus, into the vaft Ocean, and 
there having facrificed certain Oxen, on Ihipboard to Neptune, threw them over 
board into the fea: whereunto he addechalfo,a drink offering, and having powred 
that firft into the fea, he threw a golden vial, and fundry golden goblets after it, with 
thankfgiving, into the Ocean ; and praying chat, whereas he had a purpofe to lend 
Nearchus into the gulf of Perfia,he might fafely there arrive, [virriannslb.

jufiin [lib. 12. cap. 1 o.] reports,that having returned with a faire fide, to the mouth 
of the River Indus, he there, in memory thereof,builc a new City called Barce; and 
ereftedcertain Altars upon the place, and Curtins [lib, 9. cap, id.] faith, that at mid¬ 
night, he put forth with a f mall company of (hips, with the hrft ot the Eb, and went 
quite out of the mouth of the River Indus, four hundred furlongs into the open Ocean; 
and,fo having done there what he intended,and facrificed to the gods of thofe teas, and 
land adjoyning,recurned to the reft of his Navy : and Diodorus Siculus,that he went 
with fome of his familiar friends,out into the main Ocean ; and lighting up m two 
little Ilets, offered there a magnificent facrifice to the gods : and that withail, he caft a 
multitude of golden cups, and of a great price, With drink offerings into the fea : and 
in the end, having there erefted certain altars, in honour of Tethys, and Oceanus, (up- 
pofing that now he had finifhed his intended voyage into the Eaft, returned with h is 
navy up the River, and that in his returne, he came to a goodly and famous City, cal¬ 
led Hyala, whole government was much alike to, or rather, all one, with that of Lace-, 

For there were in ir, two Kings of two fevcral families, fuccced ing alwayes in a line 
and had the admimftration of the wars, but the chief ordering of civil affairs, was in 
the fenate, and fupreme council ot ftate. . . . . ~ ~ 

Alexander returning to the Pacala againft the ftream, found there the Cattle, or Ci¬ 
tadel, tcady built, according to his directions given; and Pithon returned with his 
army, having done all, that he went about: and whereas he purpofed to leave a part 
of his navy, at Patala,(which city retaine* the fame name, among the Indians of Cam- 
bais, to this very day ) where the River Indus fevers it felt into two channels, 
he gave Hcphaeftion, the charge of making there the ports, and docks fit tore- 

Mean while be made another journey to the Ocean, by the channel on the left hand 
ot the fame River, to try which of the two channels, was the belt, and eaiielt to palle 
intothe Ocean by, and to return again : and when he was now allmoft come to the 
very outlet of this fecond channel, he found accrrain lough in it, which is made either 
by this River diffufing it felf, into a larger fpace, or by water* which fall in there, from 
other parts, and make the River more fpacious t here, than in other parts; and to look 
likeanarmeof thefea: there he left Leonatus with moftof his army, and with all nis 
leffer fort of fhips; and himfelf went forward, with hi s fhips of 3 o oares a piece, and ot 
two tire of oares: and having gotten quite out of the River on that fide alfo, failed a- 
gain out into the vaft Ocean, and found by experience,that that was the more c °mmo-^ 
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dious channel of the two, to drive a trade by , to Patala. And then going a ftoar with 

certain Horfc, he nude chree dayes journey along the lea corft.and having confldered 
ol thc coift all along, where he had (ailed, he cauled wells to be digged in fundry pl> 
ces tor frcfti water for his Navy, it need (hould be, [ Arm. lib. 6 pag. 137 ] 

CCS? rhe next day after his return out of the Ocean, Curtins fayes, that hecameupthe 
River toacertain loughoftalt water: which putfundryof them to agreaunconve- 
nicncv, whiles they went into ionoc knowing the nature of it j -for it drew a fcab upon 
tliemfind the lame infectious alfo unto others; yet they quickly found an oyl, which 
cured k: which if it were the fame lough, which I mentioned before out of Arnanus, 
then is all this Hiftory to be referred to Alexanders latter return from the Ocean,

to a final river fide; he there encamped^ 


Then 
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Then dividing his company into three brigades, he gave one to Ptolomei, to lead 
along by the coaft; the fecona to Leonatus, to paffc through the midft of the coun¬ 
trey, and champain part thereof; and the third he took to himfelf; and with it match¬ 
ed into the hill country of that region, and mountanous parts thereof,with the places 
adjoyning, and fpoiled and wafted all that came in his way, whence the fouldiers en¬ 
riched themlelves, and flew many a ten thoufand of men withall. 

But when Hephaeftion, who had the greater part of the whole army under his com¬ 
mand,was come up unto him; Alexander went forward to Rambacia, which was the 
principal divifion of all that countrey, where, when he found a place by the fea fide, 
lafe from all wind and weather, he prefently gave order to Hephaeftion, to build a city 
there, which being fimlhcd, and called by the name of Alexandria, he made there a 
plantation of the Arachofians, to dwell therein. 

And then again, taking with him one half of his fdver Targateers and Agrians, 
and a (quadron of horfe, and Archers on horfeback, marched away to the borders of 
the Oritans and Gedrofians, where he was told there was a narrow paffage, which 
parted the two countrcys: and that both nations with their feveral armies were encam¬ 
ped there, to keep that paflage againft him • But no fooner came the newes unto them 
of his approach, but the molt part of them abondoned the place and fled : whereupon 
the chief of the Oritans, went unro him, and fubmitted thcmfclves and their whole 
country to him: and the onely charge which he laid upon them was,to call home their 
countrey men, every one to his own place, afluring them, that in fo doing, all fhould 
be well with them; and they receive no harme. . 

Then made he Apollophanes Governor of the Oritans, joyning Leonatus, a oquire 
of the body with him : with whom he left all his Agrians,ana fome of his Archers,and 
Horfe, and other companies of his foot, and mercinaries out of Greece, in the country 
of the Oritans,giving them in charge to attend the coming of the fleet into thofe parts; 
and in the mean time to go in hand with the building of a new city, and to order all 
matters there for the bemfit of the people. 

Then fet he forward with a great part of his army (for now Was Hephaelhon again 
come up unto him) and marchtinto the countrey of theGedrofians, which was for the 
rnoft part abondoned by the Inhabitants, In which defert, as Ariftobulus fates, 
the Phoenicians which followed the army, to buy what was there to be fold, loaded 
their camels with mirrh, and fpikenard, tor of fuch fpicery and Apothecary ware, 
there was infinite ftore growing in thofe parts : fo as the whole army ufedit for cove¬ 
rings, and beds ro lie upon : and of the fpikenard which they trode under their feet, a 
molt fweet fmell difliiled ic felt far off, L Arrian, hb. 6 , fag, 138, and Strabo, lib, 15. 
fag. 731 .) 

He lent Cratcrus before him with a part of the army, into the mid-land countrcys, 
both tofubdue Arimania(under which name, all the Regions to the weftoflndia,pro¬ 
perly fo called, even as far as Carmania, go) andfoto go from thence forward into 
thofe places, which himfelf pnrpofed to come unto; But Cratcrus marching through 
the countreys of the Aracotti, and the Drang*, (ubdued by force the countrey of Cho- 
arina, which rclufed to fubmit themfelves, [ S trabo , ut far a , f 7* 1 • 7 2 S.3 And 
whereas Ozines (whom Arianus calls Ordones) and Tariafpes two noble men ofPer- 
fia, endeavoured a revolt in Petfia, he lubducd them by force, and laid them in irons, 
£Curt,l,p.c.i 8 .] 

Himfelf with another part of the army, going through the country of Gedrofia,lome 
5 00 furlongs d iftant from the fea, and yet fometimes quartering near to the fca it felf, 
marched through a barren, craggy, dry,and defolate countrey: for his defire was to vi- 
fit the fca coaft, all along, that he might difeover, what places there were in thofe parts 
fit to make ports of ; and there to make provifion for his fleet > which was to come that 
way by h ! s appointment, and for that purpofe, to caufe wells to be digged, and mar¬ 
kets to be kept, and ports to be made, fit to receive them when they came, [ Strabo , #t 
ftt.p.’j'ii. and oAma.lfi 

To this purpofe, he Cent before him one Thoantes, with a competent company of 
Horfe, tofeout about the fea coaft; and to fee wether there were any fic place for lan¬ 
ding there, or frefh water near the fhore; or other fitting provifions for them: who re¬ 
turning brought him word,that he found there certain poor fifhermen t and that they 
had to dwell in, a kind of little cottages,built up and covered over with (hells of fiflies, 
and the back-bones of them fervingfor ratters; and that the men ufed litle water, and 
that it felf, fuch as they digged out of the fand ; and that not very fweet nei¬ 
ther. 

Alexander,coming at length into a countrey of theGedrofians, where was ftore of 
cornc, he feifed it all into his own hand, and fealing up the lacks, wherein it was, with 
his own figner, and laying it upon carriages, fent it all away to the fea fide. But whiles 
he went to the next ports, the fouldiers, for all the feals, brake up the facks, and took 

out 
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out the corn, and fpent it, for very hunger; in which a&ion, they were the formoft, 
who were principally trufted with the keeping of it: and Alexander, Underftandmg 
that what was done» was for pure hunger, winked at it. And fent about all the coun¬ 
try over to take up more corn, and fent that away by one Cretheus, to the fea fide, to 
relieve the Fleer, with the army in it, which at that very time came to land in thofe 
pares: commanding alfo the natives,to go farther up into the country, Sc from thence to 
bring as much corn ready ground, and dates j and cattel, as potfibly they could, and 
carry ic to be fold at the fea fide, to the army; and withal, difpatcht away Tclcphus 
one of his Noble*,to make further provifion of corne ready ground, whereof he found 
fome quantity, though not much; and carried it to another Port j according to di- 

Mean while fome of the Oritans, dwelling in the mountains fet upon Leonatus his 
Brigade, and flew a great number of them, and then retired into their faftnefle again : 
as Diodorus faith : and then the whole nation of the Oritans, joyning W^h other 
neighbouring countries, made a body of fome 8000 Foot, and 400 Horfe, and made a 
general revolt. But Leonatus meeting with them, cut off 6 thoufand of their.Foor, 
and all therr Leaders: and loft of his own men, but 1 5 Horfe* and fome few Foot; 
but withal, there died in that fight, Apollophanes, Governour, as was faid before, 
appointed by Alexander, of that whole country, [ Curt, lib, 9 . cap. 1 %. Ante. lib. 7 . 
vug. 14 9 « and in kis Jndica , fag, 184.] 

Nearchusjcoming a fhoar at this place with his Fleet, took in provifion of corn, pro¬ 
vided by Alexander, to ferve his army aboard for ten dayes: repaired his fhips,that 
Were any wayes leaky, and leftfuch of his Mariners as he found not fitfor lea,with Lc- 
onatus to fetve at land, and took others in their room, out of his companies, [ Ante, in 
bis Indies , fag, 185.] .**1 

Philippus, whom Alexander had made Governour over theOxydracans and Mal- 
lians, was fet upon by his own mercenary companies,and by them murdt red j and the 
murderers prefently were fet upon by the Macedoni which were of his guard j 
and cither then prefent, or immediately after, taken and hewed in pieces for their 

^ It is faid, that Alexander endured many a hard brunt, and fuffered more Ioffes,in 
the country of the Gedrofians, than in all Afia befides; fo that of all that army* which 
he carried with him into India* he brought fcantly a fourth part out of Gedrofu; what 
wfth greivousdifeafcs, ill diet,burning heats, deep fands, want of water, and famine, 
which he fuffered in thofe parts. But Nearchus layes, that Alexander, though he were 
not ignorant of the incommodities of this way, yet out of a felfwill’d ambition, which 
reigned, or rather raged in him, he would need force his way thorough ft forlooth; 
becaule fome had told him that Semiramis, and Cyrus both, had gone that way into 
India; and therefore he would needs return the lame way out of it: though it was 
told him withal, that fhe was fain to fave her felf by flight from thence, with 20 men 
onely in her company ; and Cyrus with feven, thinking it would prove a great glory 
for him, if, when they fuffered fo much there, he fhould be able to cpmp off with his1 ar- 
mvlafe and found: wherefore partly out of this ambition, partly to favour and relieve 
his Navy, which he had appointed to meet him in thofe parts, it Nearchus 

layes, lie would needs return homeward thorough that country. When his guides, 
miffing their way thorough thofe vaft fands,by reafon the wind bad cpnfoundedand. 
covered all the tracks, whichlead chorough them s Alexander gueflingsve of hi* own 
mother wit, that the way muft needs lie on the left hand, took a froall company of 
Horfe with him, and went to fee whether he could recover the fea fhoar or rip: but 
their horfes being all (pent to five, with the length and coaidnefle of the way, lay be¬ 
hind, and he with thofe five onely .in his company,came at length to the lea fide,wherc 
digging a while, and finding frefe water to drink, he prefently fent back for his whole 
army to come thither to himand when they wcre comcvhe marched forward leven 
dayes journey* along the fea coaft, and found plenty of frelh water all the way; and 
then his guide* having founds way again, led him up into the midland eQ«ntries>a$ 
he defired, [ Sfaborfid. fttg, j%t. Ante. f*g. 14 *.] ■■ ,, ~ f 

At two moncths end rlicrefore,afier he parted from the country of the Oritansafore- 
faid, he came to the chief city of the Gedrofians, called I ura, and there hereftedhis 
army ; and teffdhed them with fcaftings,as was very fittmg,and high time for him 
todo, [Strabo > Mtfa.far,m*Arri0.pag.i4Q.andi4f,4»dPl#t.tnAkxan.\ 

From thence he dispatched away me fwilteft courtiers that polfible he cpuld finde, 
to Phrataphernes, whom he had left Governour of P arthia,and to the two Prefidcnts 
of the Provinces of Drangia apd Aria* lying at the foot of the mount Taurus, with 
commands to them, that they fhould forthwith get together as many Camels, Drome¬ 
daries, and others, with all fortsof bcafts of draught or carriage, as poflibly they could, 
and load them all with victuals, of all forts, and fend them m all hafte to meet him at

his firft entry into the countrcy of Carmania; Thefeletters fpcedily carried, and duly 
executed on ail hands, eaufed, that when hecame into Carraania, he lound there all 
kind of provilions neceffary, ready to receive him and his army, at the place ap- 

P °Menon,the Governor of the Arachofians, being lately dead, Alexander made one 

Sibyrtius, Governor of Arachofia and Gedrofia, both. 

As Alexander was upon his march towards Carmania,news was brought him ot the 
death ofPbilippus, Governour of the Oxydracans and Mallians: whereupon he pre- 
fently wrate away to Eudemus and Taxilas, and by his letters, commended the charge 
and care olthofe two Provinces unto them, untill he lhould lend a Governor to fuc- 
ceed in Philips roome. . , , • ' , - 

So foon as he fee foot in Carmania, Aftafpes the Satrape of that province, met him, 
of whom there was a fufpition that he would have revolted from him, whiles he was 
in India. Alexander concealing the grudge which thereupon he bare him,received him 
very gracioufly, and ufed him according to his ranke and Quality, whiles in the mean 
time, he fought by all means pofliWc to find out whether the fufpition chat was railed of 
him were true or falfe. , , , . r , , , 

Here Crateruscame unto him, with the reft of the army, and the Elephants, and 
bringing with him Ordones , */. Ozines, and Zariafpes, whom he had taken into cullo- 
dy, for having endeavoured a revolt in Perlia. And thither came alio Sufanor, go¬ 
vernor of the Provinces of Parthia and Hircania; and with them, the Captains and 
Commanders of all thofe forces which he had formerly left with Parmemon, in the 
Province of Media, to wit, Cleander and Sitalces, and Heracon and Agecho, which 

brought him 5 thoufand foot,with a thoufandhorfe. 

Now the feveral Governors and Prefidents in the parts of India, lent him in here,an 
infinite number of horfes and other beafts of draught and carriage, fome for pack- lad¬ 
dies, and fome for panniards, out of every countrey of his dominions in India, fome, 
Stafanor alfo, and Phrataphernes, brought him a huge number of drought Horfes,and 
Camels. And Alexander prefeatly diftributed them all among thofe that wanted 
them tocarry their goods upon, fome he beftowed upon particular Captains, the reft 
he diftributed among the foldiers, by troups and companies, as he faw caufe ;• He alio 
new armed his foldiers with asmach bravay as ever: for why? they now drew near 
unto Perfia, a country full, notonely of peace, but alfo of all manner of plenty and 

" e Here Alexander (as Arrianus reports out of Ariftobulus)offered a facrifice of chankf- 
giving to his gods for his viftory over the Indians, and for the fafe coming of his army 
out otGedroiia: and withal, entertained his armies with fports of mufick and wrelt- 
lings, and luch like: and moreover took Penceftcs, who covered him with his target 
in the countrcy of the Mallians, to be the chief Squire of his body, an honour, which at 
that time, (even only men had borne; Leonard, Hepbreftion, Lyfimachus, Anftonus 
fall born in Pella) Perdiccas of the countrey of Macedonia ; Ptolomei the fon ofLagir, 
and Pithon, and rhe 8 was Pcnceftes, for his brave behaviour in faving the King from 
the Mallians; Others, and among them, Diodore, and Curtius, and Plutarch, fay, 
that Alexander, whether in imitation or emulation of Bacchus, but in a drunken man¬ 
ner {pent feven days with his army, in hispaffage through Carmania, [Diodor. and 
Plutarch in the life of ^Alexander, and in the boo { of hit good fortune ; and (farms , lib. 9. c. 
18 atthlib. 5. ib, c. 14. & lib. S.c. 19.] which Arrianus therefore holds for very impro¬ 
bable, bccaule that neither Pcolomeus, Ariftobulus, nor any ocher credible Author in 
this kind, make any mention ofit. t . r 

Alpaftesthe Governour of Carmania, was put to death, and Tlepolemus made Go¬ 
vernor in his room, [Curt, lib. 9. cap, nit. Arria.lib.e.pag.i^i. and again in his Jndtca, 

PtfP J02,~| ....... 

Cleander and Sitalces, who flew Parmenion,bvAlexanders command, were accu- 
fed to him for many vilanies (which I mentioned before) by them committed bothby | 
the Provincials, and alfo by the army it felf: nor could that flaughter by them com¬ 
mitted, how acceptable loever it was to the King, expiate in his mind luch a multitude 
of vilanies and groflemifbehaViours,aswere laid to their charge: wherefore he put 
them forthwith in chains, to be done to death when he thought fit: but [even hundred 
private foldiers, whom they had uled as executioners of their vilanies, he cauled there 
prefcntly to be executed,and at the fame time alfo was execution done upon Ozines and 

Zariafpes, whom Crateius had brought prifoners, for endeavouring a rebellon in Perlia 

as was fa id before. , .. , ^ . , 

Mean while Nearchus, havingfailed along the coaft of the Arabn, the Uritans, the 
Gedrofians, and the Icthyophagians (fo called becaufe they lived onely uponfifli) arri¬ 
ved in the Gulf ot Perfia, and came to Harmozia, al. Armufia f which is now called 
Ormus,or Ormufa) and there drew up his (hips, and went over land with a imaU re- 
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tinuc to Alexander, who as he heard by a Grecian, which came from the Army, was 
not above five dayes journey off, and found him in a certain fea Town, called Sal- 
tnunces, bufie in making ftage-plaies there,. and fitting himlelf on the open 
theatre. ■ 

Alexander alfo offered facrifice there, to Jupiter,, by the name of adeliverer, and to 
Hercules and Apollo, by the name of Apollo, am!;/***©-, (*.*,) the deliverer from 
evil, and Neptune for bringing his army fafe out of the Ocean. He alfo made fports 
and games of Mufick, and other Gymnick exercifes; and made a pageant, which was 
led in by Nearchus, all thearmyfettingthemfelves bn work, to gee flowers and gar¬ 
lands to ftrow upon him. 

Alexander,having fully heard the relation which he made of his whole voyage, lent 
him back to the fleet, with a final army to convoy him, becaufe the whole country, 

; which he was to paffe, was, as he thought, friend, and willed him to Caile up as far as 
the very mouths of the Euphrates,and to be in a readineffe from thence to row up to Ba¬ 
bylon,when order lhould be given. _ . 

Tlepolemus wasfcantly warm in his Satrap'e or Government of Carmania, when 
t hc natives all role, and poffeffed themfdvesof the principal and ftrongeft places, of 
! that country: thefe alfo let upon Nearchusin his retiirn, in fundry places, fo that he was 
often put to it, and forced to fight t wice or thrice in a day: yet with much ado, he came 
at length late to the fca fide, where hefacrificed to Jupiter hi? deliverer, and made 
games of dancing, running, wre (fling, and the like : then fooling tromOrmufc,he 
kept along by the Ihoare ot the Perfian gull; and by luch ftages,as Arrianus in his 
Indica,out of Nearchus h:mfelf,deliverech, came to the. mouth of the River Eu¬ 
phrates. 

Alexander,underftanding by letters from Potus and T axiles^hat Abifarus was dead, 
gave his kingdom to his fon. He fent away alfo Eudemon, al. Sudemm, who was com¬ 
mander of the Thracians, to fucceed Philip, flain, as a forelaid, in the goverment of 
the Oxydracans and Mallians. 

He lent Hephaeftion with the greater part of the army, And with the carriages and 
Elephants, to go out of Carmania into Perfia by fea for that the Pcrfian fea in the 
iwinter fcafon it alwayes calm, and there was great ftorf of provilion in thofe 

? Stalanor being fent back to his Government, Alexander himfelf, with the choiceft 
of his Foot, and with the Horfe of his confederates,and a part of his Archers, march¬ 
ed to Pafargadas in Perfia, where he gave money .among the women, as the falhion of 
the Perfian Kings was, when ever they came, into Perlia, to give unto every woman 
there* a piece of gold. , . 

, At his very entrance into Perfia Orfine*,4/.Orxincs met him: He it was,who after the 
death of Phrakortes the Governour there, (Alexander] being then a far off in India) 
by his authority kept the Perfians in their due fubje&ion and allegancc to him, till he 
;gave order for Another Governour to fucceed in the deceafcds room* He wasdefoended 
1 from one of the feven Princes oi Pvi fia,and deduced his pedigree from Cyrus himlelf, 

1 and now came, and met Alexander,andprelented not him alqne, but all his nobles alfo, 
with ricligiits’, J ohely he gave nothing to Bagoas the Eunuch * and the Kings bardaf- 
;chy ; which proved afterwardjfte caufe of his deftruttion, £ Curtins lib. 4. cap. *7. 
and Lb. iO.cai.i, tArrianusiib. 6 .] 

; Whiles he was at Pafargadas there came unto him Atropaces,theGovernor of Media, 
bringing wichhim ptifoner Baryaxes a Median, who had Worn his Turbanc upright, ■ 
and called himfelf kingof Medesand Perfians ; him therefore he brought prifoner 
to the King; and all thofe^who had been partakers with him in that a6tion. All which 
: Alexander caufed forthwith to be put to death. . 

But he wasmoft of all offended at that vilaoy committed upon;Cyrus,hismpnument, 
which he found all broken down and fpoiled, a^nd the prctioui things whi^.hc had for¬ 
merly feen therein fave a lifficr^nd a golden urn,wherein hfs body was put,pi^loined, 
and that alfo was broken, and the covering of the urne taken off, and h is Y^y body ; 
tumbled out of it by thofe facrilegious theeves, and they had alfo gone about to new 
in pieces, and baiter the urne of coffin it felf, the better to carry it away, by pieces, if it 
might have been $ which becaufe they could not, therefore they left it behind them. 
But Alexander preCently gave order to Ariltobulus,to rebuild his lepulchre in luch 
form as if was befonf, and for thofe part* of his body which were left, to put them . 
into the urne again, and to make a new coverfor it; and to reform what was defaced, 
and to embellifh it in all points, as formerly it was : and moreover, to mure up the 
dore, which led into the Chappel, where the body lay, with lime andjtone* and to 
put the impreflipn of the Kings leal upon it. All this Strabo reports t cut of %/iriJttbulus 
himfelf, fib, *7 J.] And Arr'ianu, at the end of his 6 book. 
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After this, Alexander commanded the Magi or Priefts, which had the keeping of 
the Sepulchre, to be taken and had to the rack, to make them confeffe the authors or 
thisfacrilege, who yet could never be drawn to confeffe any thing, either againft 
themfelves, or any other perfon, and thereupon were difeharged : yet Plutarch fayes, 
that Poly machus,though no mean perfon, and a Pelbean borne, was put to death by 

Alexander, onely tor opening and Looking into the Sepulchre. 

From Pafargada, Alexander marcht to Perfepolis, the Royal Seat of the Kings of 
ftrfia, which he himfelf had let on fire, and burnt to the very ground ; but now at his 
return thither, he blamed himfelf for fo doing. Here were many foul matters laid to 
Orx'nes his charge : as, That he had Ipoiled and robbed the Kings homes, and lepul- 
rhres of the dead,and done many of the Nobility of Perfia to death. But in particular, 
Baeoas the Eunuch put it into the Kings head, that perhaps it was he, that bad robbed 
the fepulchre of Cyrustoo: wherein,faid he, I have heard Danus fay,there Were 3000 
talents layed up; and wrought fo tar with the King, that he forthwith caufed the 
Nobleft perfon of all the Perfian Nation, and to him a moft afteftionatc iervanr, to be 

CrU Auhe fame time alfo, Phradates, who had formerly been Governour of the Hir- 
canains, and M irdians, and Tapyrians, being now drawn into fuipmon of making 
himfelf a King, was put to death, L L Cib. 8. cap. 8 And bb.xo. c *t- 4 * J 

Alexander now made Penccftes, ( of whole worth in all kinds he had had fo good 
proof, efpecially in that danger of his among the Mallians) Govcrnonr of 1 eifta. And 
he prefently, and onely of all the Macedons, put himfelf into the Median attire, and 
fella learning of the Perfian tongue; and began withal to order matters all after chc 
Perfian garb; for which Alexander much commended him, and thelerfians were 
glad at nearr, to fee him ufe the Perfian, rather chart the Macedon attire. 

And now a toy took Alexander again in the head; and he would needs fall down 
the Euphrates, and Tigris,and gofeeahe Perfian fea, and how chofe Rivers tell into 
the Ocean there, as formerly he had done,at the River Indus, and the tea which that 
falls into. Alfo, he bad a purpofe to fail round foe coaft of Arabia firfKand then of all 
Africa s and fb to return into the Mediterran Sea,and to Macedon by the way of Her¬ 
cules his pillars, Q Arria, lib.7 .3 And being in this mood, he gave order to the Go- 
vernoitrs of Mefopotamia,ro fell timber inLebanon, and to carry it toThapfacus a 
City in Syria, and tomakekeeles for huge Ihips to be built thereon ; not all 6 feven 
tire hmh,asCurtius hath it; but feme of one fize, femeof another, as we; fhall fee a-. 
non out of Ariftobulus, and all to be. brought overland to Babylon: and order was 
given co the Kings of Cyprus co provide, braffe, iand cowe, and fades, forthi^ Fleet, 

L C Neirchus%nd aificritus, coming with the Fleet to the mouth of the Euphrates,, 
anchofed at Dir ulotft, which is the chief Mart Town of thewhole Province of Baby¬ 
lon ;S where the Nlerchantsd Arabia. With theftftanfoncenfe and fpicery, ufe to 
riilchatee • And there hearing that Alexander would go to Sufa, they fell back, and 
wentithemouthof the River Pafftigrft -and rowing up that River, they ; came toa 
country well inhabited, a id plentifully ftoreff with all provifions; and having rowed 

150 furlongs they there came to an anchor again; attending thexeturn of them whom 
Ncarchus had font to bn ig him word where the King was.;' Mean while Ncarchus 
there Xai Sacrificed to the gods his deliverers, and made Games - f to that, the whole 
Sea-artov, - gave themfelves wholy to paftime and merriment, [ Am a. mhu In - 

^^ciiknusan Indian borne, and a Gymnofophifld y or ofthefe&of Philofophef?, which 
went nkked i.ithofc farts,* having now attained the 73 year of image,, and had never 
in all that time felt ach in his bones, or other fteknefle or diftemper m his body ^hap¬ 
pened how Co tall irito his fir ft fickneffeat Pafargadas; wherefore finding feme fCeble- 
wfle >n his parts, and themco grow weaker every day nmre than other,wheiTfte came 
to the borders of the territory Of Sofa* ( for there it wa< that thif tell out, asDfodorus 
faith ;i and not inafubutbe ofthc City of Babylon, uElio*. Lb. 5. Van*. Hi for. cap. 
6 willihaveic) he petitioned Alexander, that he would caufe a_ greac pifo of $qtpd. CP 
be made, and that when he'was got up upon ir, he wou^d caufe fome Of hnferyants to 
put fire to it. The King at firft endeavouredto dfiTwade: himfrom hft Puipofef but 
when he could not, and the mantoldhim, that if not that, fie would dire tome.other 
wav t Alexander commanded a pile of wood to be drefled as he delired, and bad P to- 
lemei foe fon of Lagus, to take care for ir, \_D'todor. lib. 17, Strabo, l.b.y,p*£. 6*6.& 
7,7 dr Arria.Hb. 7. ] But as hfe Was going to the Pile of wood, hefalutcdandkiffcd 
the hands, and bad farewell to all the reft, of his friends : but Alexanders hand he 
would not kifle; faying, that he fhould meet with him time enough at Babylon, to 
kifle it there ; meaning, that h • fhould die there, (. Arria. Lb, 7*pag.160. tint, m Alex’, 
Cic,lib. i.Ds d>v'mAt.Voter, tMax.Lb, i,cap. 8. ] 
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Now Ncarchus tclis us, that lb foon as the fire was put to chc pile of wood, the trum¬ 
pets founded, for fo Alexander had appointed; and the whole army there prelent,gave 
a (hour, as if they had been ready to joy u in a battle - the Elephants alfo at the lame 
time made a noife, luch as they ufe when they enter a fight in chc field j as if all had 
confpired to honour the funeral of Calanus. ^Amanus,] 

SharesofCMitylene , addech further, that Alexander, to honour his funeral, caufed a 
prize of Muficiansand Wreltiers to be proclaimedand that,dehrous herein cograri- 
fie the Indian Nation, he made one match of drinking, a thing ufual among them;and 
that he appointed a talent for him that could drink moll, and 30 pounds for the lecond, 
and ten for the third: and when he had called many of his Nibles andCaprainScothat 
rcaft, he that drank moft, was one Pfbnnchiis, who drank off tower gallons and one 
pottle, and having received his talent for his prize, lived chree days alter, and chendi- 
ed;of the reft, 3 5 finding a ftarke chillinefle coming on them by thefurfeic which they 
took inftantly, and fix others of them, ihortly after, were found dead in their tents,

Ncarchus, and One ficritus, with their Navale army; continuing their courfe up 
the river Pafirigris came to a bridge newly made, over which Alexander with his army 
was to p.ifle, to come to Sufa; and there they anchored, [sArria. in his Indica , pag.197. 
flny,\l,b. 6,cAp.2^.]faith,thej found him at Safa , keeping holiday [even months after 
he left them at t Patala,and in the ^moncth after they fa faile from thence: or rather in the 
fixth month, feeing we have already made it appear that they fee out from Pa- 
talene, the very next moncth after he parted from them at the City Pa- 
tala. 

Now when both armies both ofland and fea> were come together, Alexander of¬ 
fered fact ifice yet again, tor his Navy and Army both, fo preforved, and made playes 
andgames for it: and whereever Ncarchus went through the (paces of the camp,eve¬ 
ry man itrowed flowers, and caft garlands on him, [ Arrla. at {up.] 

Alexander, having fent away Atropates to his Government, marcht to fufa: where 
when Abulite> 1 who had made noprovilion at all for hisentertainmenr, onely prefen- 
ted him with 3 thoufand talents of fiiver, he bade him lay it before his horfes,and when 
they would none of it j tor what purpofe chen,faid he, is this mony: Plutarch faith that 
Alexander laid Abulitcs in irons, and ftruck hisfon Oxathres al. Oxyartes through 
with a javelin: Arrianus faith, that he put both the father and fon to death, for their ill 
behaviour, in their government at Sufa. 

Many of the Nations, which he had conquered, came in and complained of their 
Governors who little dreaming of Alexanders ever returning out of India, commuted 
many and monftrousoutrages,footh upon the temples of their gods, and upon the fe- 
pulcnres of the dead, and alfo upon the perfons and fortunes of the fubjed: all which 
Alexander commanded to be executed in the view of chofe who came to complain a- 
gainft them, without all refped of nobility, favour orlcrvice, which otherwife they 
might have done; and now alfo Cleander and Sitalces, whom he had condemned 
whiles he was yet in Carmania, he caufei to be executed for company, as guilty of the 
like diforders. Hcracon alfo, who hitherto had fcaped foot free, but was now accm 
fed by the men of Sufa, for roboing and ranfacking their temple, and thereof convi&ed, 
fttffeted accordingto h*s deferts. And now Alexander grew ready to hearken to eve¬ 
ry flight accufation, upon trivial matter',and to punifh with death and tormt-nr, every 
fmall offence, conceiving with himfelf, that they who aded fmall matter-, intended 
greater in their minds. 

And when the fame of fuch his feverity againft his officers in their fevcral places 
flew abroad, many,confidering what themfelves had done, began co fear what might 
come thereof: foipe of which packing up what moneys they had gotten, fled away in¬ 
to unknown parts,others who commanded over mcrcinary companies, openly revolted 
from him: whereupon letters were prefently dilpatchc away to all the Governors and 
Pielidencs of countreys throughout all Alia, todisband and fend away all mercenary 
companies, [Diodor ,yer 2. Olym, 113,] 

Nofooner then, was this order put in execution; but forthwith many ftrangersfon- 
ding themfelvescafhiercd, went draggling over all Alia, and for want of pay, lived 
upon the fpoile of the countrey, till atlengrh they all came into one body, at Tciiarus in 
Laconia:andfolikewifeall the Commanders and Governors of the Perfians which 
were, left, gathering together what men and moneys they could make, came all to Te- 
narus, and there joyned cheirforces togechcr ,C Id,year 3. Olymp. 113. andytat %,Oljmp. 
* x 4-D 

Alexander now rook to wife,Statira, the eldcft daughter of Darius, and befidcs her 
another, as Ariftobulus tells us, called Paryfatw, the youngeft daughter of Ochus; and 
gave Drypatesthe youngeft daughter of Darius, and his own wive* lifter in marriage 
i N n 2 to 
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to Hephaeftion. To Craterus,he gave Amelins, the daughter ot Oxyarta,< Oxa- 
thra, a daughter of Oxathres the brother of Darius. Perdiccas married the daughter 
of Atropates thegovcrnourof Media,. Neaichus had given him to wife the daughter 
of Spkamenes the Badrianjto Ptoleraeus the fbn of Lagus,the fquireof his body, 
and to Eumenes,.were given the two daughters of Artabazus, and fillers unto Barfina, 
by whom, though not in lawfull wedlock r Alexander himfelf had a fon, called Her¬ 
cules. Ptolomei his wife,was called Arracama, al. Apama but fhe whom Eumenes 
married, Artonis: where wemuft note by the way, that the nameof Barfine in Arri- 
anus, \_1>K * 48.] is put for Statira •. But in Plutarch, in the beginning of the 

Life of Eumenes y where he nameth his wife, it is, I know not how, crept in for Artonis. 

Upon all the reft of his Nobles like wife , Alexander *beftowed wives, of the tnoft 
illuftrious familiesthat were of theMcdesand Peifians, in all to the number of 80, as 
Arrianus,or 90,as Elian, 9* as Chares, 100 as Plutarch, in hi« difeourfe of the Fortune 
of Alexander affirmeth, Now thefe marriages of Alexander and his Nobles were all 
made and lolemnifed,acone and the felf fame time^he King bellowing a dowry with 
every one of them; and for five dayes together, celebrated thefe marriages, with 
that pomp and magnificence of feafting,andMafcarades,as is fet down by EUan y \t:b. 

8. cap, 7; Var, Hi ft, and by s/4theneus-> Detpnofoph. lib. i 2. cap. 18. out of Chares of Mjtp- 
lentyllb, to. of hit Hifiorj of Alexander.'] To every one of the guefts, who amounted 
in all to the number of nine thoufand ; it is faid,that he gave a golden vial to lacrifice 
a drink offering withall, To the reft of the Macedons,, who had formerly married 
wives out of Afia, which amounted to above ten thoufand men, he gave them every 
man wedding gifts. 

Moreover,he thought it fitting at this time,to pay every one of the fouldiers debts out 
of hisownftorc: and when he had given order that every one fhould give in a ticket 
of what he owed, that thereupon they might receive every man his money,at thefirft 
very few gave in their tickets, fearing that this was but a devife of the Kings to find 
out who they were, that could not live oftheirpay,byreafon of their riotous expenfes. 
But among thofe, who did give in their names there was one Antigenes, with one eye, 
and who bad loft the other under Philip, at thefiege ot Perinthus, with the hurt ot a 
dart from the wall. He feigning himfelf to be more in debt then indeed he was,brought 
one to the pay-mafter; who affirmed to him,that he had lent 'the laid Antigenes fo 
much money: whereupon Antigenes received it.But the King being afterward inform¬ 
ed of this abufeof his, grew wroth thereat, and forbad himever atier tocome within 
his court,and took from him an office, which he bad ; which brand of ignominy, he 
took fo to heart, that he thought thereupon to kill himfelf; which Alexander percei- ; 
ving, remitted his difpleafure, and fuftered him to enjoy his money. 

But when he heard that many, who were cruely in debt, would not yet give in their 
names, but would keep their own counfel* and would not be know what they ought, 
he then openly blamed them for being fo diftruftful of him, fay ing, that a King fhould 
be no other than true to his lubje&s, nor the fubjefts have other opinion of their King, 
but that he would be in all things true unto them* And then he canted tables to be let 
oucinfundry places of the Camp, with monies on them; and whoever brought in 
his ticket of what he owed, received prefcntly his money, without being afked fo much 
as what hsname was,andtnen they began to believe that Alexander was Alexander* 
and a man of his word, indeed. 

That largeffe of his among his fouldiers,aroounted,as Juftin and Arrianu? reporr, 
to upward of 20 thoufand talents,whereas Diodorus more probably faith, that it came 
to little lefts than ten thoufand, for Curtius and Plutarch fay, that of 1 o thoufand ta¬ 
lents brought forth, there were, 130 leftall paid, with this lennoy over and above of 
CJuitins~S<? that, faith he, that army, conquer or of fo many nations, brought jet more honour 
andglorjy then fpoiland riches out of Afia. 

Sunary other gifts did Alexander at that time beftow upon feveral men in the army, 
either according to degree and quality, or in regard of fome memorable fer vices which 
they had done,and upon thofe which excelled in this kindle beftowed oyer and above 
Crowns of gold to wear: as firft, upon Pcnceftes, who covered him with his Target 
againft the Mallians, and next him upon Lconatus, who at the fame time alfo fought 
moft manfully in his defence, and had upon fundry occafions behaved himfelf bravely 
in the country of the Oritans,and thirdly upon Nearchus, who had brought his Navy 
and army, therein fafe out of Indie thorough the Ocean into thofe pans : and in the 
fourth pldfieOneficritus, the Pilote of the Kings fbips, and then Hephatftion, and other 
{quires of nis body. 

Mean while, there came unto him the Governoursof fundry Cities, which he had 
built, and divers Provinces, by him fobdued, bringing with them to Sufa 3 o thoufand 
fouldiersout ofPerfia and other Nations (of which I Ipake formerly in the year of the 
V/orld 3676.) all young men, and of an age, goodly perfons all, to look on, and of 

great 
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great performance. Thefe beingthus f elected by the Kings command* and trained 
and marfhalled after the Macedonian manner and difeipline infeaces of armes, and 
all glorioufly armed, encamped before the walls of Sula; where when they had given 
a proof of their readinefie and good add refle in Marfhal Difeipline before the King, 
ihe King highly rewarded them every man, and gave them the name of Epigoni ; that 
is, of an after brood, growing up in their room, who in feates of Chivalry, and Con¬ 
quering the World, had gone before them. 

Alexander, having delivered over the greater part of his land army to Hephaeftion, 
to be led to the coaft of the Perfian Gulf, and given order tor his Navy to come to the 
countryotSufa; took fhipping there with his filver Targatecrs and his Phalanx or 
Main Squadron, and part of his fellow Cavallects, and fell down by the River Ulay* 
into the Gulf of Perfia. But before he came at it, lefc many of his (hips, which were 
any wayes biiged and leaky, and wirh the reft went forward and came about from the 
mouth of that River by fea, to the River Tigris: the reft he lent up the channel or 
cut, by which the Tigris is drawn inco the Ulay, and fo they alio came into the River 
it felf of Tigris. 

Alexander, comparing about all the (hoar of the Perfian Gulf, which lieth between 
the two mouths, that ot the River Ulay, and that ocher of Tigris, came to his Camp; 
where Hephaeftion with the army attended his coming. Then returned he again to 
Opis, a City feated upon the bank of the Tigris; and as he went on, caufed all the 
dams, locks, and fluces, which the Perfians had made upon that River, to hinder the 
accefle of any enemy by fea to Babylon, to be taken away; faying, That they were 
but fhifes and devifesof thofe, who were of little worth in themfelves, [ ^Arria.hb. 7. 
with Strabo, lib. J6.pag. 740. ] 

But fo foon as he came to Opis,he called all his army together,and declared to them 
that his purpole was, to difeharge all fuch, as thorough age, or ocherwife, found them- 
Iclves grown unferviceable for the war, and forgive them free leave to return every 
man to his own home: but for fuch as were able and would ftay, he promifed to make 
their condition fuch,and to beftow fuch largeffe upon them, as fhould make cheir eyes 
ake* that lay idleing at home. and fhould encourage the reft of the MaceJons to come 
and (hare with them in their fortunes# 

This he did with a purpofeto gratifie the Macedons: But they took it, as if thereby 
he went about to difgcace them, and held them for no better chan a company of ufe- 
lefle men for his wars ’•> and champing upon this bit, called to mind all other grievan¬ 
ces, and occafions of difeontent by him formerly given them in any kind: as that he 
went attired in a Median Robe; and that all thofe goodly marriage* that he made, 
were all lolemnizcd forfooth, after the Perfian falhion : that Pcnceftes his Govern- 
out of Perfia, was turned altogether Perfian, both in attire and language, and that 
Alexander himfelf delighted, but too much, in thefe new tangles, and outlandifh fafhi- 
ons. That the Ba&rians, Sogdians, Arachofians* Zarangians, Arians, Parthians,and 
thofe Perfian Horfe, which were called Enact re mixed with,and reckoned among 

his fellow Cavaleers. That now there was a fifth Brigade of Hoi te fee up; nocaltoge- 
ther indeed confiding of forregn nations; but yet that encreafing the number of his 
Horfe, there were taken into them,Coptics the fon of Arcabazus, Hydarve ', and Ar- 
tiboles, the two Ions ot Mazacus, I canes the fon of Oxyarte?, and brother to Roxane, 
Alexanders wife, Agobares, and his brother Mithrobaeus; and that he had made 
HydalpesaBaarian by birth,Commander over that Regiment: and that infteadof ! 
the Macedonian Spear,they uled a Javelin,after the manner of forreign nations. That j 
he had erected a new company of young forreigners, calling them Epigoni , and armed 
them after the Macedonian manner. And laftly, that in ail things he defpiled and 
feorned the Macedonian Difeipline and Cuftoms, and the Macedons themlclvcs: 
wherefore one and allcryed out,anddefiredtobedifcharged, and to ferve no longer 
in the wars: bidding him and his father Hammon, go fight hereafter if they would, 
feeing he grew weary of, and cared no more for his own fouldiers, who had hitherto 
fought for him. 

In this combuftion, Alexander enraged as he was, leapt off the place, where he 
flood fpeaking to them, and with fuch Captains as were about him,and flew in among 
them, and took thirteen of the principal mutineers, and which ftirred up this {edition 
among the reft; and delivered them to the Serjeants, to be bound band and foot and 
thrown into the Tigris: fo great was either the dread of the King upon them in ma¬ 
king them take their death fo patiently as they did, or the refolution of the King him¬ 
felf, in doing them to death,according to Marfhal Difeipline : and then attended oncly 
W'th his Nobles and Squiresof his body, he went to his lodging; and there neither 
eat nor flept, nor foffered any man ro have accefle to his prefence all that day, no nor 
yet the next. 

Upon the third day, he called his forreign fouldiers together, commanding the 
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Macedons. not to bugdc out of their Tents; and when they came,he Ipake to them by 
an interpreter, and commanded their perpetual loialty to himlelf, and to their former 
Kings, and withal reckoned up^nd put them in mindof the many iavoursand honours, 
which he had confcrrcdupoa then^how he had never tiled themas conquered perlons, 
but as fellow fouiJiers and partakers, of alLhis conquefts»and had mingled the conque¬ 
red with the conqu:rors,by mutual affinities & cntermarryings,tbe one with the ocner: 
wherefore, faith he, reckon not your [elves, as made, but born, my puttiers : The kingdoms of 
Aft* and. Europe are become all sue’, what was novelty before, is now growen natural by 
long nfe and. cuftom , and you are no left my country men , then you are my puttiers. 

And prclently hcchofeout of them a thoufand tall young men., and appointed 
them far a. guard of his perfon , the chief commands- of the army , he beftowed 
: among the Perfians, and called the feverali Troups and Companies , by Mace- 
donian names, and thefe he alfo called hisCoufms and Nobles, and gave them onely 
the privikdge,to beadraittedto kiffe his hand, [fee Poly anus Stratag.^ \n ^Alexander 

; VVhen the Macedons faw the King come abroad guarded onely with Perfians,.and 

char out of them,, all Serjeants, and other attendants were taken, and they promoted 
; 10*11 places of dignity and honour,about his perfon,and tbcmlelves caff oft,with fcorn 
and iofamie; their courage abated ,and conferting a while among tbcmfelves, ran all 
; together to the Kings lodging,.and calling,off all their cloths to their very waft-coats, 
threw down their acmes at the Courtgates; and (landing themfclvcs without, life up a 
pitifull cry, and defired to be admittcd,oft'ering to give up every author of. that mutiny, 
and defired the King to faiiate himfelt with their deaths, rather than their difgraccs. 

: But he,though his choler were down, yet would not admit them : and thev on the con- 
traty would not away, but continued there crying and howling, two whole dayes and 
nignr,and calling upon him,by the name of their Lord and mafter, protcfting never 
toleavc his gate, untill he had mercy on them: wherefore upon the third day he came 
' forth unto them, and feeing their hum iliac ion,and dejection bdore him, with their un- • 
fcjancd forrow,and hearing their pittiful complaint and lamentation which they made, 
w£ moved to compaflion of them ; and wept, a long time over them: and when he 
i ft 0 od a good while, as it he would fpeak unto them, but could not; and they continued 

i all that time upon their knees before him. ' 

Then one Callines by nam-,a man venerable for hts age, and of no mean cltecm in- f 
the regiment of his fellow Cavaleers,fpakc thus unto hia^lhie is that , faith he, 0 %, 
rvheborieves thy ejilacedons, that now thou haft made fame of the Per fans y thy (foufins, 
and t£fathou.b*fi received to k.ffe thy hand, and haft depnvedthy Macedons of this honour, - 
and when he would have proceeded, Alexander interrupted him, and laid, / now m*kf 
you all my Couftns,*ndf/om henceforward, will callyou oy that «<WJ*.Thlslaid,(..aIhnCS Itept 

Oi’t and we'it and killed his hand,and lo did a< many clfe, as had a mind to ir,and then 
taking every man up his arms again,chcy aUrecurncd with j.oy and triumph into the 

Then went the King and facrificed to the gods, as he was wont to de,.and made a 
general feaftfor all the army; fitting down himfelf, firft with his Macedons, and then 
the Perfians, and after them, the reft, according to their feveral ranks and qualities in 
the Army Then took Alexander a boh, and drank, and fo it went round among the 
Macedons]. The Grecian Prophets, and Perfian Priefts; powring forch their prayers, 
and among all other profpenties, and favours from their gods, defired of them, to , 
grant a concord and unity of Empire between the Macedons and Per(ians,and both 
kingdoms Ic is faid, that there were nine thoufand gueft-, which fate at this fcafl,"and 
that they all pledged this health, and fang the fame Pxana, or Song of joy and glad- 
nefle unto Apollo, as they ufedco do, when they returnedfroma vittory into their 

^Ale'xanderjpafling over the Tigris, encamped in a country, called Cares, and then 
having pafled the region called Sicacene in four dayes march, he came to Sambana; 
where he camped fevendayes: and then after three dayes journy, he arrived at Celo- 
xx ,where Xerxes heretofore had made a plantation,^ thole, which he brought out ot 
Bxotia,*and then turning a little out of the right way, leading to Babylon, he went to 
fee Bagifthcncs,a country, abounding with fruit,and all other commodities, belong¬ 
ing either to the plcafure or profit of mans life. 

Mean while, Harpalus a Macedon born, chief Baron and Trefurer, of all the Kings 
monies in Babylon, and revenues of that whole province, being privy to himfelf of tvs 
waftiulnefle, and other ill behaviour there, and knowing what Alexander had done, 
to many other Govcrnours, upon complaints made ot them, by theprovincialls,got 
| together five thoufand talent* of filver,and fix choufandhiredfouldiers,.and tied quite 
I out of all Alia, and coming with them to Taenarus in Laconia, left them there ,(whi- 
thcr, others alfo, which could not well ftay in Afia,had already retired themfelves, as I 
j laid 
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(aid before) and came himfelf to Athens, in fuppiiant wife: But when Antipatcr and 
Oivmpias demanded him out of their hands, he fo dealt with the people oi Athens, by 
feeing Demofthenes,and other Orators there, that he efcaped, and returned late to 
his company at Tenarus, [fDiodor.year i.Olymp. u$. t Paufaniasinhis Attica, Plutarch 
in the lives of Demofthenes and Phocyonf} In Arrianus there is a blank left,[ hb.y.pag.i J 5.] 
in which place this flight of Harpalus trom Babylon, Qioiild have been joyned co that 
iourneycf Alexanders thitherward, [as appears by Photius in his Btblioth, cap, 91.] and 
that there was an aftion brought againft this Harpalus, **v*, (»/.) of bribes recei¬ 
ved by him, Dionyfius Halicamalfeus, in the end ot his Epiffle to Ammacus concern¬ 
ing Demoft hens, when Anodes was L. Chancellor at Athens, which was, as I laid 
before, in this 4 year of the 113 Olympiade, according to his account, plainly 

^A contention falling between Hephaeftion and Eumenes, concerning a certain gift, 
whatever it was, and wherein many foul words pafled between them, Alexander com- 

pofed the difference and made them friends, much againft Hephaftions will, and not 

wirhoutfome threatning fpeeches uled by Alexander to him; but much to the content 
of Eumcncs, \fPttt. in Eumenes, a/drriaj.y.p.i 5 5*3 ( 

80 Alexander from hence came into a country > where great heards ot the kings ot 

a Perfias horfes fed, for in this place, called the Nicaan Countrey, there were wont to be 

kept i<oor 160 thoufand horfes ot the kings, though Alexander at his coming thither 
found not, as Arrianus faith, above fifty thoufand, or atmoft fixey, as Diodorus 

h<1 'When Alexander had encamped here 30 dayes, he fet forward again, and upon the 
7 day after, came to Ecbatane,the chief city ot all Media: the circumference whereof 
was (aid to be-* 50 furlongs, Where, as his manner was, after any good frcceflc, he of¬ 
fered facrifices, and made games of mufick, and gymnic lports, and cxercilesin ho¬ 
nour of his gods; and fcafted himfelf with his nobles; and then having Ordered all mat¬ 
ters in that kind, he Returned again tofee his ftage-plaiers, arid Anucks aa their parts, 

and moreover; iriftituted certain fee feafts and clubbings, becaufe there were newly 
come unto him out of Greece^ 3 thoufand Cook-, and other mimfters, and artificers ot 

lh Apollodortis of Amphipofe,a noble man about Alexander,and whom he had made 
General of that army, whfeh he had left wichMazxus, when he made him Governour 
ofthe City and province of Babylon, hearing what coui le he took with fuch Gover¬ 
nors or chief officers as he bad fet over the feveral regions of his dominion, took a 

fright, as his fellow-HarpalhS had done beforehim, and having a brother called Pytha- 
goras who was a kind of afbOrhfayer, cohfulted him by hislctters, to know what was 
fike to become of him = And Pythagoras by bis letters back again to him» ddired to 
kow tor fear of whom it was that he would have his fortune told > l\ c Widdie en C 

was ror fear of Alexander and Hephxftion : whereupon he firft lwked imo t he en- 
trailesbf a beaft for Hepha:ftion, and when he found that the liver of it had no filets,he 
wrate back again to his brother from Babylon to Ecbaton, ind bade h.hi never tear 
Hephacft ; on,ior that he thoiild fhdrtly depart this life himlelt; whichlettei;, Anftobi!- 
lus reports, was written the Very day beforgHepharftion died ^yirrtaj. Mvift. 
an, toward the end of his fedonibook.De Bell; fitti'.] . . t . ^AV»dlv*;nd ; 

For Heohxftion being overmuch given to W inf > fell thereby uito a fever • and being 
a young mafianda foufdieri Would keep no diet, whichwasprefcnbed him,but whil« 
h;« Phffirimi Glaftcus,^.

7 ' Hc'lavc h«fody to l>eflfccB,to be carried toBabylonifot that there hciotcndcdto ^ 
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beftow on him a mod magnificent funeral, and had often (peach with the ptincipall 
architects about him, of making a mbft fumptuous monument for him, especially, 
with Stafic rates, who made profelfion of new and rare invention?, in devihng and 
creCting vaft and exccffive buildings. 

Now Eumenes,fearing left Alexander might conceive that he was glad of Hephx- 
ftions death, put him on the more upon this project, and fuggefted to him new dc- 
vifes, as perteiuing much to the honour of Hephxftion, devoting both himfelfe 
and his armes to Hephxftion, and lundry other of the Nobles? following Eume¬ 
nes his example, did the like. ['Plutarch m the Lfe of Eumenes, and tsirrianm 
lb. 7.] 

And moreover, whereas Hephxftion was Colonel of the Regiment of the Kings 
fellow Cavaleers, he put none to fucceed him in that place, left happily the name of 
Hephxftion (hould be forgotten among them? bqpcaufed that Regiment to go by the 
name of Hcphxftions Regiment, And the Cornet which he gave to be born ftill before 
them, when ever they went to fight. 

At laft,to put himfelf out of this melancholly fit,he would needs go and make a need- 
lefle war, and parting his army with Ptolomci, went a hunting of men, and to drive 
the country as he would drive a foreft for wild beads; and fell upon the Coffxans, a 
people bordering upon the Uxians, and inhabiting the mountainous parts of Me¬ 
dia: which all the Peilian Monarchie could never bring under their fubje&ion; nor 
were in all thefe wars ever daunted in courage, or thought the Macedons fuch bug¬ 
bears, as to be afraid of them. But he firft took the paffages leading thorough the 
mountains into their country, and wafted their borders: and going further on, routed 
them infuudry conflict?, and deftroved them wherever he came without mercy, and 
called that, Hcphxftions funeral feaft. Now as well Nearchus? as Amanus, tells us, 
that he thus fet upon thefe Coffxans in the depth of Winter, when they little dreamt 
of any enemy to come upon them, [ Strabo, lib. n. fag. 524. 4 rria.lib,-j.pag.\^ 7 . 
and in hit lndica,pag. 196. See alfo Poly antu, Stratag. lib. 4. in A lexan. nu, 31.] 

The Coflxans, feeing they had ever the word of ir, and grieve# to fee what multi¬ 
tudes of them were taken prifoners, were fain at length to redeem their fellows lives, 
with their own flavery; and giving themfelves up wholy to Alexanders will and plca- 
fure? had peace granted thepo, upoachefe terms, That they ihould be obedient in all 
things, to the King, and do whatever he commanded. So Alexander havingfubdued 
all that nation within 40 dayesfpace , and built lundry Cities upon the moil difficult 
paffages of the country, returned with his army. • 

Alexander fent one Heraclides, with certain Shipwrights iuto Hircania, to fell tim¬ 
ber there, forche building of (hips, all men of War, feme with decks fonjie without, af¬ 
ter the Grecian manner; for he had a great delire to be acquainted alfo with the 
Cafpian (ea, and to know to whom ir belonged. . 

When he had pafled with his army over the Tigris,then marched he ftrait forward 
to Babylon; yet fo as he made divers cncampings by the way, and retted his ar¬ 
my in fundry places to refrefh them; and when he removed at any time, made eafie 
marches. And now he was come within 300 furlongs of Babylon, when the Chal¬ 
dean Priefts, and Prophets, fent unto him, 6y one of their own company, called Bcl- 
lcphantes, advifing him by no means to come to Babylon; for that if he did, it would 

Alexander,when he had underftood by Nearchus, (for himfelf,d^ft not bavc fpeech 
with Bellephantcs) what thefe Chaldeans errand was, he Cent many, of his Nobles thi¬ 
ther ; but himfelf turned afidc from it, and would not go into it, but encamped feme 
200 furlongs off from ir, at a place called Burfia,which perhaps if the fame which Pto- 
lomei calls Berfita,a City long fince deftroyed and there ftayed. 

There was he perfwaaed by Anaxarchus,and other Grecians, and their philofophi- 
cal reafons, not to regard thole predictions of the Priefts and Magicians? L but rather to 
reje£t and defpife them, as vsuu and falfe. Whereupon he brake out with that Iam- 
bick Verfe of Euripides, 

l/Utntt «'(/«-©-> kaAm; .* (*. e .) 

Who be ft canguejfe, he the beft Prophet is. 

Then the Chalda&iS.defired him, that if he would needs enter that City, yet at leaft 
he would not entGtojyjth his face toward the Weft: but take the pains to gp about, 
and come into it, looking toward the Eaft. And Ariftobulus tells us, that be was con¬ 
tent to hearken to them in that point; and therefore the firft day he marched as far as 
to the River Euphrates: but the next day, having the River on his right hand, he 
marched along the bank thereof, frs dehrous to paffe by that part of the City which 
looked toward the Weft? that fo he might corac in looking toward the Eaft : but 

when 
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when hefound that way flabby, and full of llowes and fens, and cumberfome for his 
army to pafte, he negleded that very point of their counfel alfo, and entered it, with 
his face coward the Weft, [ See Appiau. toward the end of his fecond book^, De Bello Qvi. 
and Seneca, Suafor. 4. ”] 

When he came to the walls of the Cicy,he lookc and beheld a flock of Crows»fight¬ 
ing and killing one another: whereof fbmefcll down dead hard by him. And when 
Apollodorus told him? that he had a brother in that Ciriy called Pythagoras, who was 
verfed in the skill of foochfaying, by looking into the bowels of beafts offered in facri- 
fice,and that he had already confulted the gods that way concerning him 3 he forth¬ 
with fent for him, and asked him what he found concerning him : Sir, faid he, I found 
theliverofthebeaft without firings or filets: without firings? (quoth Alexander) 
what means that ? The meaning. Sir, is, quoth Pythagora:, that feme great milchief 
hangs over your head: or as Appian, that ypu (hall lhortly die; for which fo far was 
it off, that Alexander, grew offended withhim, chac from thence forward, he made 
the more of him; becaufe of his free and clear dealing with him in the way of his pro- 
feffton: And thus much Ariftobulus relates, that he learnt from Pythagoras him- 
felf. 

When the Babylonians had enterteined his army in all courteous manner, a? 
at his former being there, they did, all betook themfelves to eafe and luxury, for 
that there was no want of any thing that the heart of man could with in thac place, 

[D1 odor.'] 

While Alexander refided at Babylon,there came in Ambaffadorsto him from all the 
parts and nations of the world; for befides thole that came out of Afia, f rom Cities, 
and Princes and Countries there, there came alfo lundry others, out of Europe and 
Affine: out of Affric, from the Ethiopians dwelling about the Temple of Hammon, 
and from the Catthaginians, and other Punick nations, bordering all along the fea 
coaft, as far as Hercules his pillars, and the weftern fea, out of Europe, from the feveral 
Cities of Greece, and out of Macedon itfelf; as alfo from the Thraciants, Illyrians, 
Scythian?, and out of Italy, from the Brutians, Lucanians, and Hetrurians, with the 
Illands of Siciiy,and Sardinia,and from Spain and France,whole very names and ha- 
bits,the Macedons never knew nor had heard of before. 

Alexander,calling for a lift of them, appointed, which of them (hould have audi¬ 
ence firft, and fo forward, till he (hould have heard them all; and he refolved to. give 
audience firft of all to fuch as came about any matter concerning religion: and in the 
(econd place, to fuch as came to him with pretents, in the third, to them, who came 
about differences, or wars, which they had with their neighbouring nations. In the 
fourth, to them which came about their particular and private interefts. And in the 
lad place, thofe, who came to (hew caufe, why they did not reftore any Grecians, 
whom they had banifhed out of then* cities or countries, to their homes and eftates 
again; tor the hearing of all which, he caufed a throne of gold to be fet up in the gar¬ 
den there? and feats for his nobles^ all born up with feet or frames of (liver; whereon 
takinghis place with his Nobles, he purpofed to give them audience, as Athenaus \t;b, 
H. cap. 18.] reports out of one Ephlppius Oiynthius : wherein his chief putpofc 
and care was, upon hearing of the caufe, to give (uch anfwers,as might givd all 
content, and (end every man away fatisfied and well pleafed therewith. 

The firft whichhe gave audience to, were they,which came fromthe City Eli-?thcn 
to thofe, which came from the Temple and City o( Ammon, from Delphos, from 
Corinth, Epidaurus and others ? hearing of every of them in order, according to 
the dignity and fame of the Temples, rather than of the cities from whence they, 
came. 

When he had heard the Ambafladors from Epidaurus, and granted their fuit, he 
fent moreover a prefent and oblation by them to their God Efculapius; but with thefe 
words added. That Efcnlapius had dealt but untowardly with him, m taking lately away from 
him, a friend , whom he loved at .bis own life : and then look what Statues foever of illuftri-. 
ous perfons,or Images of the gods, or any other confecrated thing Xerxes had here¬ 
tofore taken and brought out of Greece, and fet them up, or orherwife bellowed 
them in Babylon, Sufa, Pafargada, or elfewhere in all Afia, thofe he gave order to the 
Ambafladors of Greece, to take and carry them home again with them, and among 
the reft, he now cauled the brazen flatues of Harmodius and Ariftogeiton,to be return¬ 
ed to Athens, with the Image of Diana Ccrcza. 

But as concerning the reftitution of thebanditoesof Greece, he fent this (hort Epi- 
ftle,by Nicanor, a native of the city Stagyra, to be read and proclaimed, at the next 
Olympian games to be held? in this wife. jfcc;.(/.)K'ing Alexan¬ 

der, to theBanditoes of Greece,fendeth greeting.^ were not in fault thatjeu were banifhed, 
but we will take care,to fee you refiored to your former eftates, all fave fuch as are banijhed for 
outragious crimes, of which things we have written to Antipater, requiring him to proceed by 
j Oo way \ 
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wayoffone,againftaU fitch as flalloppofe your reftitution , [Diod.lib. »7. year 2, Olymp. 

113. an'dlib. 18. year 2. Olymp. J1 4 . ] 

Having difpatched this matter of Embaflics, he fee himfelf to take care of Hephte- 
ftions funeral, commanding the Cities thereabouts to contribute what they polfibly 
could, to the adornmenc thereof. And moreover fenc an expreffe command to all 
the Cities and nations of Afia to put out the fire, which among the Perfians, is called 
Holy fire , till the exequies of this Funeral were fully finilhed, as was wont to be done, 
in the Funerals of the Kings of Perfia: which was taken for an ill bode to the king 
himfelf, and as a portender of his death. 

Whereupon all his chief Commanders and Noble’, fee themfelves, for the Kings 
pleafure, to make Medailes, or Portraitures of H:ph*ftion,graven in Ivory, or caft in 
gold,or other coftlymettal: Himfelf called together the mod exquifite workmen, 
that were to be had, and a great number ol then^and brake down the wall of Baby¬ 
lon, ten furlongs long ; and took the brick of it,and firft levelling the place,built there¬ 
on a four fquare pile,each fquare taking upa furlong in iength, and 130 cubits high, 
whereon the body was to be burnt. This work of his Diodorus deferibeth at large, 
fumming up the particulars, of the coft of this fumptuous Funeral; becaufe the Mourn¬ 
ers, the Souldiers, Ambaffadors, and Natives of the Country, ftrove a vie, who fhould 
give moft toward the charge thereof, amounting in all to above 12 thoufand talents: 
which very fumme, Juftinalfo hath, [lib. 12. cay. 12. ] Though Plutarch and Arri- 
anus, have but 1 o thoufand, 

Alexander,throwing his armes firft into the fire, threw in alfo gold and filver to be 
burned with himj with a Robe, of a great value and efteem among the Perfians, 

[Elia. Var. Hifior.hb.y .cap. 8. ] and befades he made Gymnick Games, and of mufick, 
far beyond all that ever he had made before*, both for number of the Prizcrs, and 
value of the Prizes themfelves, to thofe, which wan them; for it is faid, that there 
were no leffc than three thoufand, which put in for the Prizes in all kinds, [ Arria, 

And then alfo it fo fell our, that Philip, one of the Kings Nobles, returned to him 
from the Temple of Flammon, whither he had been fent, and brought word from the 
Oracle there, chat Hcphzftion might well be facrificed to, as to a demy god: whereat 
Alexander was infinitely glad; and firft of all offered to him upon that ltile: andthen 
facrificing to the number of 1 o thoufand beads of all kinds, he made a Magnificent 
Fcaft to all the multitude, £ Died, year 1. Olymp. 114. compared with Arria. lib. 7. pag. 

157.164, ] He gave in charge alfo to Cleomenes the Governour of Egypt ( as we 
have noted formerly in the year of the World 3 6 7 ?.<*.) a lewd man, toereff Tcm- 
pls to his name; and generally no contract in writing to be good or valid, if Hcphae 
ftionsnamewerenotfubfcribedtoit: adding this alfo in the letter which he wrote 
unto him about this matter: nr w k*t«*<#«.»>• n Uf* t ( i. e.) For if I (hall findyhat 
thou (halt have duly erefted temples to Hephaftion in Egypt as tea demy god1 will not onely 
pardon thee all thy pafi offences which in thy government thou haft, committed} but whatever 
thou (halt hereafter commit in any kind, (hall never be laid to thy charge bj me . Whereupon 

many Guesprefently fell in hand with building of Temples and Chappels» to Hepha?- 
ftion, ere&ing alcars, offering facrifices, and enjoyning Holidayes, to be kept in his 
name and the moft religious oath tbac a man could make, was if he (ware by Hephz- 
ftion, it is true or talfe: And death it was for any man to faulter or fade in his devo¬ 
tion unto him: many dreames were faid to have been erf him, and that his ghoft ap¬ 
peared to many; and of words which his ghoft fhould utter, and anfwercs which it 
made. To conclude, facrifices were offered to him, as to a tutelar god, and a Reven¬ 
ger of all evil. Wherefore Alexander at the very firft was wonderfully pleafed with 
fuch phancies in other men; but after a while, he began to believe them himfelf; and 
Iparcd not to brag and boaft, that he was not oncly himfelf Jove? fon, but alfo that he 
could make gods of other men. At which time aUo, one Agathocles a Samian borne, 
and one of Alexanders prime Captains, was in extreme danger of his life, for being ac* 
cufed, that palfing by Hephacftions Tombe, he was feen to weep j and had undoubted¬ 
ly died for it,had not Pcrdiccas holpen him out by a lye of his own making, 6c fwore it 
too,by Hephseftion himfelf, that Hephaeftion appeared to him as he was a hunting, and 
told him,that Agathocles, did weep for him indeed, but not as for one that was dead, 
and now vainly called upon^nd worfhipped as a god jbut wept onely in a due remem¬ 
brance of the former intimacy and familiarity that was between them two: but for 
which tale, Agathocles a great Souldier, and ever well deferving of the King, had 
without peradventure loft his life, for being fo kind to bis deceafed friend, L Lucian, in 
hit book, nttei .• ( »,?.) of falfie accufiug. ] 

The 114. Olympiade was celebrated at Elis, in which year all agree, that Alex¬ 
ander died: as [ Jofiphus fayety lib. 1 . cont. Apiof] when Hagcfias, */. Hegefias, was L. 

Chancelor at Athens: asT Diodor. Hb.in, (ayes ,] andArriaous in [hit 7 bookf\ of the 
L Gcfts 
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G''ib of Alexander,confirmcs, to wir, toward the end of his year of ChancelorIhip • 
and in this very Oljmpic year, as ihailcftfcones appear by the moneth wneiem h, 

dy lh that general affembly of all Greece, at the Olympic games, was that letter of A 
lcxandci ,tor the reftoring of all band’toes, or oulawen perl'ons, 10 their homes a. iu 
effaces a*aio, read opcnlv by him whole office ic was to proclaim him that had won 
the prize’in any kind ol thofe games.- neverthelcfle, the Athenians and Ecouans pto- 

tdted againftir,[I>W(?r«/,7t«ra.O/rwp. Juft in,Lb. I 3 .r. 5.] • 

Whileshe was ac Babylon, he received, as Ariltobulusrt portcch, his fficrc, wmen 
partly went out of the Euphrates, into the Petfianfea, under the command of Near- 
chu , and partlv had been buikiu Phz licia and Cyprus: of the Phoenician (hips, there 
were two, each of them ot five tire of Oares, and three, of four tire, of three tu e h igh, 
twelve: and 30 veilels, of 30 Oares a pcece yall which had been taken in pieces, and 
carried overland to the city Tnapfacu , and there put together again, and came by 
the Euphrates unto Babylon, Alexander caufed certain other fh ps alfo to be built at 
Babylon, of thofe Cyprefle trees which he found in their gardens there,for as for other 
timber fit for (hipping, there was none to be found in thofe parts. And moreover 
there was brought unto him, lying at Babylon, all other provitions tor Hupping, out of 
Phoenicia and other cities,h ing along the lea coafts in Afia, and wrighes, and mari¬ 
ners of all forts, L Strabo , lib. 16. pag. 741. Arrian, lib. 7, pag. 16,. out of Artfto- 

Morcovcr Alexander caufed a Port to be made among the Babilonians, big enough 
to rccieve a thoufand faile of fh.ps of war, adding galleries and docks thereto, and lent 
Mlccalus a Clazomcman born,\vith 5 00 talents into Phaemcia and Syria, to perfwade 
or hire as many fcamen as polfibly he couid, to come and ferve him •• tor he had a pur- 
polc to make fcvcral plantations upon the Peifian gulf, alluring them that thole, 
would be as rich to dwell in, as any places in Phenicia were, j 

All which prtparationby fea,wastofct uponthe Arabians, under this colour,thac 
among all other nat ons,thcy onely had never fenc any EmDaffauors unto him ; nor 
fhewedany duty or refped unto him: whereas indced.it was out of an immoderate 
dc-firc he had ro be foveraign over all alike, and whereas he had heard that they wor¬ 
fhipped two gods onelv, Jove or Heaven, and Bacchus, he thought himfelf not unwor¬ 
thy to be woilbipped as a third God among them; it he could overcome them, and 
reftore 10 them, as he had done to the Ind ia ns, their priftinelibcrcy,Qfcr^ and A r,a. 

Ut Anil whereas he had heard fav that Arabia,lying upon the fea coaft, was of as large 
an extent as all India, and had many iflands lying upon their coaft, he Cent Archias, 
and Androfthencs, to wi, that Androfthenes of Thafus, (of whon * Strabo, /». 16. pag 
n66 andTheophraftuiy Hb.t.of Plants,cap. y.maketh mention ) and Hieron of Solos,With 
three (hips ot 30 Oares apiece,from Babylon, u ith charge,that failing round abouc that 
Chcrfonefe.or Peninfula of Arabia,they Ihoeld difeover and inform themfelves of the 
oons oiall that region: of rhele, Arcnias brought him word,chat there were two Iflands 
which lay out in the fea, at the mouth of the river Euphrates, the: one a ieffer, confe- 
crated to Diana,one hundred and twenty furlongs oft from the land(Wmch Alexander, 
as Ariftobulus faith, caufed to be called Icarus:) the other a g eater one, a day and a 
nights fail oft from the fhoare, in the fame latitude, calkd Tyltis • But Hieron, which 
went further thanany of the reft, brought him word that wcChcrfwfc was ot avaft

from Babylon, tome 800 furlongs, where rowing up and down, and, as A.iftobulus 
faith,ftecringloro-times hisown boat himfeli, hcclpied iome certain ditches, which 
he caufed to be fcoured by fuch as were in his company; damming up the moiuhes of 
fome, and opening others of them: And efpymg one dike among the reft,in the A- 
rabian fide, toward the fenny and mo ry places thereof, having an outlet, hard to be 
ftopc up, by rcafon of the rottenneffe of the foile, he opened a new mouth , 30 furlongs 
oftlrotn the other, in fomewhac a more firme and hard ground,and forced the water 
courlc that way : He faw there alfo many monuments of old Myrian Kings:and 1Pnn- 
ces, which lay buned in that fenny Country, and midft ohhofc\oaghs,{Str*bo,l,b.i6.p. 

74 Andfaiiiiiglhrough thofe loughs ino thebody of Arabia, he there built a city, and 
a wall about it, planting there a colony of mercenary Greeks, and volunteers, and luch 
as through age or other wile, were gfcwen uiilerviceable for the war, [Ama.ib.\ ^ 
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And now he began rolaugh and fcoff at the Chaldeans, and their predi&ions, fot 
that he had both encred Babylon, and was come fafe out of it, with his fleec j 
and therefore tailed the more bodily thorough thofe loughs of Arabia, having 
Babylon (till on his left hand, C Id. ibid, & 4 pptan. toward the end, lib, a. D: Bell. 

C And when at laft,a part of his army wandred up and down in thofe parts,they knew 
not whither, for want of a Pilotj he tent them one, which brought them into the 
right channel 'again : then there arofe a mighty wind , which fevered the fhip 
wherein himfelf was, from the reft of the fleer, and hurled the Kings hood or bonnet 
oft irom his head into the water; but his Turbant or Diadcme, which was faftned to 
it, was rent from it, and driven by the wind upon a great reed, which grew up dofe to 
alepulchre,of one ot the Kings, which there lay buried, as I laid before j which one 
ot the marriners efpying,lwam unto it* and todk it up, and in his return for fear of 
wetting it, clapt it upon his own head, Ariftobulus faith that the marriner which did 
it, wasa Phenician born, and that he was well fcourged for prefuming to put the Kings 
Diademeor Turbant upon his head : yet Alexander upon this accident, confulted a 
wizard about it, and was by him advifed to offer a magnificent facrifice to thegods,and 
to be very diligent and devout therein, [Dio dor. fee Appianjnbis Syriaca,pag, 124. in 
the Greek and Latin edition. J 

When it was told Alexander, that the Athenians and Etolians would not obey his 
edift,concerning the reftoring of their banditoes, he prefently gave order for a thou- 
fand tall men ot war to be built, with which he purpofed to make a war in the weft,and 
to begin it with thedeftru&ionof Athens it fclf, which yec never took effed, j_ juftin lib. 
13. cap. 5. fee fortius lib. 1 o. cap . 4.] 

Alexander returning to Babylon, there gave himfelf over to eafe and company 
keeping; fo addicted to gluttony and druukennefle, that in the Diaries kept by Eumc- 
nes Cardianus, and Diodorus Erythtaeus, it is often found, fuch and fitch a day or night, 
Alexander was carried drun^to bed, Athena.lib. io. cap. n. with PhillinusinTltstJib, 1. 
Sympofi cap, 6.] one example whereof, Elian Jib. 3. Var, Hiftor.lib, 23.] reciceth out of 
the laid Eumenes, which I thought good here to infert, to the end it may appear, 
rhatfome ufe may be made of my treatife of the Macedonian year, comparing there¬ 
with, the dayesot our Julian Calendar, mendingflrft that place in Elian, where it is 
written without all fenfe,and making it menfts At* nomine, (i.e % ) of the moncth 
called Dios, as thus:0» the fifth of themonctb Dios (our Scptemb. i%.j he drankjrunk, at 
Eumaushis howfe ; nor did any thing all that day,bat rife and give order to his Captains, whi¬ 
ther they fhould march to morrow, and telltngje would be going very early. And upon the fit- 
venth day (our Septemb. JO.) he dined with Terdiccas, and there he fell to drinking again: 
and on the eighth, (ourCUob. I.) be Jlept all day, and upon the 1 5 of thefame moncth (our 
OcVob. 8.) he fella drinking again , and the day following (out Octob.9.) he jlept it out all day 
according to htt wonted fa ftionjjpon the 24. (our Octob.i 7.) hefitpped at Bagoas his lodging, 
which was 1 o. furlongs of from the Kings palace, and then upon the third (or rather the fifth) 
he jlept it out again, 

Alexander,feeing Babylon to excell, both in greatneffe, and all.other things, purpo¬ 
fed to enbcllifn it all that might be, and to make it the place of his refidence, for ever 
after, [Stra,lib, 15 .png. 731.) and refolved to rebuild the Temple of Beilis, and raife it 
out ot its old duft; and,asfome fay, to make it more magnificent than ever it was be¬ 
fore: and when in his abfeuce the Babylonians went on more flowly in the work 
than he would have had them,he intended to fee himfelf and all his army to workabouc 
it. But becaufe the work, would take up a great deal of labour and much time, there¬ 
fore he was not able to go thorough with it, as he dcfired,for he was taken fhortby 
death,[ Id. lib. 1 6,pag, 738. with Arrianus lib. 6. pag, 159.] 

Alexander dreampt, that Caffander killed him, whereas he had never feen the 
man in all his life, and fhortly after, when he happened to fee him; he called to mind 
his dream, with a great deal of horror at the fitft • but then again underftanding that 
he was a fon of Antipater , he caft off all fuch fear of any hurt from him, efpecially of 
poyfon, which yet was at that time ready prepared for him, merrily uttering certain 
Greek verfe,purporting, that fo many dreams, fo many lies, or to that effect. 

When Cafiander fawthe outlandifh people proftrating thcmfelves, when they came 
unto him,,having never feen the like done before, he fell a whickering ; whereat 
Alexander grew into fuch a cholor, that wrapping both his hands in his long hair, he 
beat his head againft the wall, [Pint, in Alex and j] 

As there went a report that Antipater had fcncapofon by Cafiander to deliver it 
to his brother Iolla Cup-bearer to the King, and by him infufed into the laft draught 
that he ever took, fo was it faid alfo,that at the fame time, Alexander had fent Cra- 
terus with a company of old fouldiers to make away Antipater, £ Cm > 1 °* ca f. ul[ . ] 
Concerning the poifon, of which Alexander is faid to have died, fee Andrxas Schottus, 
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and h : s collections thereupon made out of fundry authors, in the Companion which 
lie makes, of the lives of Atiftotlc and Dcmoftheucs, [ to the fir ft; year of the 114 Olymp^ 
and UMat h a ut Rader tee, upon Curtiusjtb . 10. cap. 7.} As for Craccrus and htsol.1 loul- 
diers lent away with him into Maccdon, though Juftin, and A rian. and Plutarch, re¬ 
port this p.iflage,as of a thing done before the death of Hephaeftion; yet that it ought 
i to be referred to this time, and not to that, appears, as by many other arguments, fo 
• efpecially by this; for that at the time of Alexanders death, Craterus with his old 
; maimed fouldiers was not come into Macedonia, but was ftill in Cilicia, 
j Thofe that would of the Macedons, which found themleives difabled thorough age 
! 0 r other impotency of body to follow the war any longer, were difmiffedby Alexan- 
I der, to return into their own countty : and the number of them at this time, came 
( as Diodor. lib. 1 7 .year 2 . Olymp. 1 13. fayes ) to 1 o thoufand; or as [ Juftin, lib. 1 1 .cap. 
\u.] to 11 thoufand •• to every of which, he notoncly gave their full pay for the time 
j paft, butalfo money in their purfes, to carry them home withal: And if any of them 
I bad children, begotrerrof wives which they had married out of Afia, he willed them 
‘ to be left with him, tearing leaft that mungrell kind might happily in rime ftir up fomc 
; rebellion in Macedon, in contending with the wives and children which were left 
there: andpromiled chat when they were grown up, and trained in Mar Ihnl Dilci- 
: pljnc after the Macedonian manner,they fhould have them again lent home unto them. 
Juftin faith, that fuch as returned, had their full pay continued to them, as before, du¬ 
ring life. Plutarch, that the children of the decealed, fuccecdcd in their fathers pay: 

: adding further, thac Alexander wrote to Ani»pater,tha£ they which to returned,(hould 
have the pr me places afligned them in the Theaters, and ihould there fie with Gar- 
! lands upon their heads j and that at their parting, they all wepr, and fo did the King 
Jiimfcii. 

Together with thefe, were difmifled alfo, fundry of the Nobility, upon the fame oc- 
, cafions, as Uytus,Gorgias, Polydamas, Adamas, Antigenes* and the principal of all, 

; Crarerii', who was afiigned as a Captain to condud them, as a man of all others moft 
i loyal, and moft dear unto the King, and nexc unto him Polyfperchon; leaft it Craterus 
; fhould happen to die by the way,as he wasat that time but weak and fickly,chey fhould 
| want a nobic Commander to condud them. Then commanded he Craterus to take 
charge of Macedon,Thrace,Thriftily, and of the liberty ot Greece, in AntipaterS 
room, fending for Antipater to repair to him; and to bring with him an army of 
young lufty Macedons, in lieu of thefe old ones which he had fent home unto 

Craterus, when he was fent to carry fome certain old decayed fouldiers into Cilicia, 
i he received fome iilftrudions and commands from Alexander in writing, the chief 
heads whereof, Diodorus Siculus, out of the Kings own Commentaries rcJatcth to be 
thefe. That he Ihould caufe a thoufand tall fhips fomewbac bigger than the ordinary 
fort, of 3 tire of oarcs, to be built in Phoenicia, Syria, Cilicia, and Cyprus for his wars 
againft the Carthaginians, and others bordering upon the fea coafts of Africk and 
Spain, and Elands adjoyning as far as Sicily: To take order, that his way along the 
fea coaft of Africa, as far as Hercules his Pillars, might be ready for him; to layout 
15 co talents, upon fix Magnificent Temples to be built: And that he fhould make 
Ports in feveral places fit to receive fo great a Fleer. That he fhould tranfplanc men 
out of Europe into Afia, and likewife out of Afia inro Europe, to inhabit fuch new Ci¬ 
ties as he fhould build in either ot them,totheend that by enter-marriges,and mutual 
affin ties, he might eftablilh a peace and concord between the two main Continents of 
the World.Thrfe were his then defigns,of which Lucan fpeaks,in this manner,[/tf.i«,] 

-- Occaho clajfes inf erre parabat: ( i. e. ) 

His purpofc wasrh’ Atlantic Sea to fail; 

Nor fire, nor water, nor the Lvbian land,, 

Nor Ammons Syrts could bound his vaft defires. 

He would into the Wefternc Clime fcavegone, 

Where the Sun {loops to fall int’ Tethis lap; 

And to have marcht quite round about the Poles, 

And drunk Niles water, where it firft doth rife. 

Had not death met him, and his journey flayed. 

Nothing but nature could a period bring, 

•To the vaft projects of this mad-cap King. 

A little before his death, came Ambaffadors to him out of Greece, to acknowledge 
him tot a god, and they wearing Crowns chemfelves,fet all Crownsof gold upon his 

I head. 

And Penceftes, returning out of Petfia, with about 20 thoufand Perfians, brought 

alfo

alfo a <n-cat company of Coffatans, and Tapurians along with them to babylon for his 
fcrvicc.bccaufe thcle nations bordering upon Perfia, were reckoned the moft warlike 
of any other. To him alto came Philoxcnus, bringing an army outof Caria,and Me¬ 
nander with another out of Lydia, and Menidas with an army of Horfc: Alexander 
commmcnded the torwardnefle of the Perfian nation, andefpecially. Penceltes for his 
juft dilcreec government among them,, and ranked boththem,and alfo thole which 
came from the fca fide with Philoxemus and Menander, with his Macedon fquadrons. 
Alfo lie cauled his navy to be often exercifed ; and whereas there were often lea fights 
made in the river of Euphrates, between the Triremes, and the Quadriremes, (/.#.> 
between the fhips of three, and thofe +of tire of oares, upon the River Euphrates and 
as well the Marrams,.as the Commanders in them laboured hard to outdoetheir ad- 
verlc party,, he ever beftowed Crowns, and honoured them that did belt 

hf When upon a time, as he was beftowing thofe companies which came With Phi- 
loxenus and Menander, among bis Maccdon Squadrons, he happened to be a thirft^as 
Arrianus reports out of Ariftobulus, and went a-iictle afide, from the throne whereon 
he late, and fome alio of his Nobles which fate, on either hand othis throne, left their 
feats alfo and attended him, it fell out, that a certain mean party, (fome fay one that 
was committed to cuftody,but without irons upon him ) came through, the nuddeltol 
all the brd-chamber-men, and other Officers, which ltood thick about the throne,and 
fate himfelf down upon the kings feat: and when the Bed-chamber-men, durft not 
pull him out,becaulc there was a Perfian law to tf A c contrary, they rent every man ins 
cloaths, and beat their faces,and thumpt their breads, as at a thing exceeding ominous 
to the Kin"- which when Alexander heard, he cauledvthe fellow robe had prelently 
to the rack^to know whether ne had done ic upon any defigne or compact with others 
or no, and tor what purpofc: Bet wheo he anfwered that what hehad done was only 
out of a light humor, and toy which came in his heao, the wifards told bun that it 
was by fo much the worfe figne; and Diodorus faith , that by their advice, the poor 
fellow was prefendy killed ior his labour; to the end, chat if there were any ill luck in it, 
ic miaht all fall upon his own head : The fame alfo, faith Plutarch, adding, that up; 
on the rack,being asked wao he was, anfwered that his name wasDionyiius,a Mef- - 

ienianborn, with tome ocher anlwm which he made them. ' 

Some t'-w dayes after, when the King had laenhed to his gods, m thanklgmg tor - 
his eood fucccflcs i and had added thereto lomctliing more than ordinary by thead- 
vifeof the Priefts or Wifards, he fell a leading with his Nobles; and late up at it, tin 
1 nc in the night: he alio diftributed beaks for lacrificcs among the fouldiers, and gave s 
vvinc among them to be drunk And when he was now breaking up, and*going away 

one Mcdius a Thcftalian, had prepared a banquet, and invited him and all his compa¬ 
ny to ic • at the banquet there late twenty guefts j to every of which, Alexander drank 
a'lcvcral health, and they the like to him again , as Achcnxw reports out of 
certain memorials, commonly attributed to- Nicobulus,!^. lo. cap.u.&.Ub. I*. 

CaP Uow when Alexander.had called for a cup, containing two gallons and an odde 

auart, as Ephippius01ynthius,in a book which hewrateof the deaths and burials of 
Alexanderand Hcphaeftion, reported by Athenaus, L Lb to .cap. u ] and commanded 
Proteas a Macedon, to pledge him ; Proteas cried, let come, and having m many 
wordsfpoken much honour ot the Kmg, took the cup, and drank it off Wien luch.a 
•■’race, that all the table commended-Km highly for nt aw iile after, Protean called 
tnr The {.amc cup asaituand drank it oft to the King ; and Alexander took and pledg-

Ariftobulus faith, that when he gt*W light headed widths fever, and Withal very 
thirfty, he called for a draught of wine, and that caft him into a phrenfie • and o upon 
the 2 oday of the month Dafiui,\\\zt is, upon the M °f CM ay, departed. Others Uy 
that he dyed upon the 6 day of the month Thargchon, with the Athenians, as Elian 
hathir U'tbi.Var H>(lor. cap,*].] which anfwcrs to our »8otMay: In the Daiicsor 
Day books,"kept ofth/Kings afaions, it is faid that he died the a8 ^'he month Rriws, 
or 22 of our Mav : wherefore furcit is, that dye he did in the month Datbus, according 
to the Macedon account, and in the month of May with U- , though upon what day of 
the month, Authors do not agree. . . . , r . . , 

Out of the faid Diaries, what things fell out in the time of his fickncllc, Arrianus and 
Plutarch do very particularly declare, but who was the true author of thole D arics, or 
daily remembrances of what he did or faid, neither of them tells us i whether Eumc- 
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nesCardianus, or Diodorus Erythreir, or elfe Strattis Olynthius: for he alfo wrate a 
Diary of his actions in foure books, and one particular book of his death, as Suidas 
teachethus: But whofefoever Diaries they were, forafmuch as we can have nothing 
more plainly or more affuredly delivered, chan what we find in them, therefore have 1 
thought it good here to fet down what I fiud in Plutarch,delivered out of them, com¬ 
paring all along, the dayes of the Macedonian Dadiusand our mouth of May, together, 
out ot my own difeourfe of the Macedonian year. • 

‘Oyffahi S'ti&n foe. (j, e.) theeigteenth day of the month D&fius (May,12.) 

he fiept in <* bath for hts fever . The next day (May I J.) having wafted, he went to his chant- 
her, and fpent that day there at dice wth Medius, then wafting again, toward the evening , and 
having been at his devotions, he ate hisfupper fome what greedily, andthe night following had 
a fore ft of a fever. Upon the 2 o day (May 14.) having wafted, he offered Sacrifice very 
[ohmnly again,and lying along in a bath,he heard Near chits while he related to him fnch thing s 
as had happened in his voyage ; and what wonders he hadften in the Ocean, (t* p 0 howf) 
(i,e.)(ourMay 15.) when he did the like, his fever increased upon him. The day after 
(May 1 6 .) his fever grew very fharp upon him , and he was carried to lit in a (fhamber near the 
great pool, or fwimming place, where he had fpeach with his Commanders, of putting approved 
tneninplaces of office, when they happened to fall voidfc-CJiftf (^8wotr@-)(j.e.) upon the 24. 

(May 18.) finding his fickntffc to encreafe upon himybt offered ftcnfice, to which he was car¬ 
ried, and commanded the ch.cf Cmmanders and Captains which were then in Court, to flay 
with himbut the Centurions and Corporals, to attend without and watch. Being carried into 
the innermoft lodgings of the (fourt, (r. hen 9 iiwrr®-) Vponthe 25 day (May 1 9>)hehad 
a little cafe, but his fever left him not. But when the Captains came to him, he fpake not at all 
unto them « Uou*t *J w mfiorny, and likewife upon the 2 6 , (May *0.) whereupon the Macedons, 
thinking that he had been dead fame flocking with a great noifeto the Chamber door,and threat- 
ned the Nobles which were there, if they would not let thtmtn. The doors hereupon bang fet 
open, every common jouldUr paffed by his bed fide. The fame day,Tithan and Selcucus, who 
were Cent to Serapis his temple, to know whether Alexander ftould be removed thither ■ ornoe, 

brought anfwer back, from the Oracle, that he ftould Slay where he was, wN (f&w®>r©-) 


Now whereas I faid, that the Macedons all paffed by the Kings bed fide, it is to be 
underttood, that they came in atone dore, and went out ac another, £ Lucian in <Pfeu- 
dom.] And allbcit he wa* grown weak and faint with the violence ot his fickucffe, yet 
he raifed himfelf upon his elbow, and gave every one of them his hand to kilfc as he 
palled by, [Taler, Max. ttb. 5 . cap . 1.] and which is more, and may feem incredible iu 
ltlelf, look in what pofture he put himfelf, at their firft coming in, in the iame -he con¬ 
tinued, till every man tothc very laft, of allthatarmy, had killed his hand, [Curt. lib. 

IO When the fouldiers were gone, he then turned him to his Nobles,and demanded of 
them, whether they thought they ftould find them a King like to himfelf or not and when no 
man anfwered him to that aueftion-, then again hefaid, that as he could not tell that himfelf, 
ft that one thing he forefaw , and could foretell, how much Macedon blood would be fled, before 
this controverfie would receive an end , and with what vaft fiaughters, and effufion of blood, they 
would (olemnife his funeral, andfacrjficc to hisgboft , when he was gone ; and f o gave order 
for his bodv to be carried to cheTempleot Ammon, and there buried, [Jufi.n .1 2. c. 

15 1 And when his Nobles asked him to whom he would leave his kingdom, his 2a- 
fwer vm,foriijfmo, (1. e.) to the ftrongefi, and withall, took oft his fignet,and gave it 
to Perdiccas: whereby they all conceived, that his meaning was, to commend the go¬ 
vernment of his kingdom to his care and truft, till his children fhould come to age, 
\EmJ Probus in Eumcne,\ And again, when Perdiccas asked him, when he would 
have Divine Honours performed to him ? his anfwer Was, When they were all grown

Whereof Cicero in his fifth Philippic fpeaking, faith, 
ftalllfpeakof Alexander the M»ceden,when he fet himfelfupongreatachtvements from b-s 
very youth, was he not taken <,ff by death in the year of bis age, which ts lejfe by ten years , | 
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then with its a man can by law, be made aConful. Juflin [> thelafi chap, of his faith 

that he died at the age pi 3 3 years and one month : yet [Phlloftratus, Lb. 2. de Fit. So - 
phifta: in Herodes. Ettftb. in Chron. and in htsfirft book,de Vita Conftanti. and Jerome, upon 
c. 8. andc.it. upon Daniel ,] and fundry other writers following Eufebitis, [in Chron.} al- 
lowhim to have lived no more than 32 years: All which are neverthelefle to be redu¬ 
ced 10 that rule delivered by Aixianus,!^. J.pag. (i.e.) 
He lived ^ years, and tock.up 8 months of the 3 3 year : as Ariftobulus faith j But he reigned 
twelve years') andthofe 8 months over. 

Immediately upon Alexanders deceafe, there arolefuch a difference and difpnte be¬ 
tween the Hotfe and Foot Companies ol the army, for the fettling of the prefent State 
of things, that they were ready to fall all in pieces, and to take up armes about it, Yet 
by the auvice of the Nobles and Commanders, it Was at length accorded, that the Su¬ 
preme authority, or rather a bate name and thadow thereof, fhould be committed to 
./indasns, brother to Alexander, and fon to hts father Philip, begotten upon one Phi- 
linna of Lanfla, a common dancer; as [ Athenaus,Lb. 13 .cap. 13. ] reports out of one 
Ptolomxus, fon of Agefarchus, inh'sHiftory of Philoparer, and a whore to boote, 
[ as juflin. lib. 13 .cap. 2. and Plat arch in the end of hie Alex an.} fay. And having by 
common content proclaimed him King, they called him by the name of Philip j to 
whom alfo was joyned, the fon that Roxane then went withal, and was eight moueths 
gone with child, begotten by Alexander, as Juftm in the place aforefaid hath it,or fix, 
ai Curtius, [ lib. 10. cap.10, fayts,} As for his foil Hercules, who then lived at Pcc- 
gamus, becaufe he was gotten upon Barline, who was never married to Alexander; 
therefore was there no regard had of him in this fettlement of the Kingdom. And be¬ 
caufe Aridaeuihimfelf wasbuta weakfpirited man,not thoroughany natural infirmity 
of his own, as Plutarch noteth in the end of the life of Alexander; but by fuch (lib¬ 
ber-fauces, and drugs as Oiympias had procured to be given him, therefore was Pcr- 
diccas, to whom Alexander delivered his Signer at the hour of his death, made Kegm 
itr,nt\iT>)s: (i. e .) Lord Protc&or,or Steward, and in effect abfolute King it felf. 1 he 
charge of the armv, and of all affairs, was committed to Meleager, chcfon of Neopto- 
lcrnus with or under Perdiccas. The command of the HotLe, which was the moft 
Honourable charge in all the army,and which alter Hephaeffions death was given to 
Perdiccas, was no w affigned to Seleucm, the fon of Antiochus, yet with,or under Per¬ 
diccas, as the other was. The overfight alfo of the kingdom,and treafure thereof,was 
commended to Craterus his rruft, [ Died, in the beginning of his 18 boo^, Juftm. Lb. 1 3. 
cap I, 2,3,4. Qfrt.lib. iO.^/».lO,li, 1». Plutarch , in Eumene & Alexan Doxippus 
and Arna. in their. books written of what paffed after the death of Alexander, in Phot . B.bl.ot.

Ccnlounus in hisdifeoutfe, De diemtah, notes, that the years of Pkhp, are to bercc-

monetb, which with the Egyptians is called Tboth. For tb e Egyptian Aftronomers apply¬ 
ing this computation of times lor more eafie reckoning fake, to their own account, 
maketheheadthereottobethefirffdayofThoth, in the beginning of the 413. year 
o f Nabonafar; to wit,upon the 12 of November, according to the Julnn account, 
43 90 in the feventh moneth before the true time ot Alexander* death. And from the 
beginning ot chat monech Thoih it is, t hat Pcolomei in his Manual Canonsof Aftro* 
110m v ( nor yet publifhed ) deduceth the Epochs or rifings of all the Stars, of which he 
in his Preface AdSyruf. faith, iwoyal^c. Here are fixed the Epoches,m- 

heads of all accounts , accord ng to the CMeritban of Alexandria, which ts in Egypt , from the 
fir ft day of the Egyptianmoneth That h,of the fir ft year of Philip, who face eedtd Alexander,the 
Founder of this City. Not of Philip the father of Alexander, ( as fome have imagined ) 
but of Pnilip, brother and nextfucceffor unto Alexander ; whom the Alexandrians 
for Honours lake, call, as indeed he was,their Founder : adding, ’Ato i t^&c. 

(i.e.) For from the (irft day of hit ( meaning PhilippUS AndlUS ) reign, thettmesofthe 
tjllanual Canons ofPtolomei , ( who in themfolloweth the common account, or Calen¬ 
dar Of the Egyptians ) being taken, and according to the reifying of the Egyptian year ( re¬ 
duced to the Alexandrian account, which Theon alfo ufed in his Canon ) are reeled ; 
as we find alfo, in the Greek Collections publifhed by Scaliger, in his Eufcbian Frag¬ 
ments,[ pag. 48.] Whence it is alfo, that in the Epiftlc to Apollophanes (talfcly at¬ 
tributed co Dionyfius Areopagita : found in Hilduinus, in hu Areopagatica) thefe ^Itro- 
nomical Tables are called, The Canon of Philipput Aridaus. 

Andt now had chc dead body of Alexander laien {even dayes, as Juftm fay es, ( for 
Elian Dyes 30.) [Far. Hift0r.Lb.i2. cap.64.} upon his Throne, whiles all mens thoughts 
were taken up about the fettling of the prefent ffate, and could not heed, what belong¬ 
ed tothe folemn Obfequks belonging to the deceafed: and yet was therenot in1 all that 
time found any putrifaftion, or the leaft difcolouring of the flefh upon his body : but 
the very vigor of his countenance, which is the proper eftedof the fpirit that ism a 
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mm continued ftill the fame; wherefore the Chaldeans and Egyptians* were com¬ 
manded from thence forward to take care ot the body; and they when they came a- 
bout ic.durft not atfieft approach to touch him, as if he had been iliU living: but anon 
after, faying their prayers,that it might be ao tin unto them being but mortals to lay 
their hands upon fo divine a body, they fell to work, and diffeded him ; and the golden 
Throne wherein he lay, Was fluffed all with Spices, and hung about with Pennants and 
Banners, and other emblemes of his high State and Fortune, 1 fort Lb. .1 , 

The cate of his funeral, and providing a chariot to carry the body into the d-cmpL 
of Ammon, was committed to Arid.xus, whether the King, as Juffin hath it, L - • 
cap 4.1 and Dexippus,as we find in Scaligers Greek fragments of Eufeb.m, ^. ^.] or 
rather to fome other Aridsus , of whom we (hall fee more anon, out of Diodoi ns,jear 
i,Olym.

As for Ant,goims, he was made 
Governour of Pamphylia, Lycia, Lycaoma, and Phrygia the Great. The letter Phry¬ 
gia, which lies upon the Hellefponr, was committed to Leonatus.The government of 
Lydia, not onely of the inland country, but alfo along the fea coaft,taking in Eoha and 
Ionia, was given to Mxnander; who had it formerly by granc from Alexander him¬ 
felf, [ 4, tArriansu, lib. 3 .pag. $6. faith,] for j Wbom, the name of Meleager, is mif-puc 
byDiodoru*. Caria was given to Caffander the fon of Antipater, and Cilicia, and 

ibe umr»nd greater afu, all Syria, and Phrenicia, was committed to Lwme- 
don, a Mitykn.an botne. The pety kings o( the Me ol Cyprus, or a while held eve¬ 
ry mao his Sate, as they had it granted to them rcfpeaiycly by Alexander. Neopto- 
lemus was fet over Armenia, Arccfilaus over Mefopotamia, Archon over the Province 
of Babylonia ; Atropatcs,fathcr in law to Perdiccas, was left Governour of Media by 
Alexander himfelf. In this parcagc making, [ feftm. ? c M .] and Orofius [Ub.3 .cap. 
21 1 lav that Atropates was made Governour of Media the greater, and Perdiccas his 
father in law, of the letter; not remembringthat Atropates, and Perdiccas his father in 
law were all one man. But having afterward better considered of the matter, in a te- 
cond diftribution made by Antipater in Tnparadifo, he acknowledgeth that Media was 
affisned to Pithon, [ lib . 15 .pag. 660 .] Nor is it likely, that the Ion in law would any 
way diminifh the authority of his father, The Rule and Government of the hither 
Baftria and Sogdiana, was put into the hands of Philippus: yet fo, as that Oropius 
was joyned with him in the Satrapie of Sogdiana, who yet,as Dexippus faith, when he 
had received that kingdom of Alexanders bounty, was put from it again for treafon : 
But in the Government of Per fia, Pcnceftes of Hircama, and Parthia, ( for they went 
together, ns Strabo, lib. n, pag. 514, witnejfeth) was Phratapherncs, in Caimama, 
Tlepoleieus, in the further Baftria and ParapamiCus, Oxyartes, or Oxathres, the fa¬ 
ther of Roxane, Alexanders wife, in Ariaand Drangiana, bordering upon Taurus, 
Stafanor of Solos,in the Province of Sufa, Scynus, 111 Arachoha and Gedrofia, $ byt- 
tius, as they were there placed by Alexander, fo were they now tottered to continue in 
them. All the coaft of India from Paropamifus, and from the place where the Accfi- 
nes and Indus meet, down to the very Ocean, was committed to the charge ol lithon 
the fon of Agenor, as that of the Oxydracans and Mallians to Euderaus, al. Eudcmon, 
Commander of the Thracian companies: and the reft of India, to King lotus, 
and Taxiles, and to the fon of Abilatus, who, as appears by what hath been 
faid before, were aU placed in thofe charges, by Alexander himfelfe in his life 
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When,upon this divihonfomade, everyman had his ihare,as it Were allotted him 
from heaven, they hence rookoccafion to encreafe their power, at their pleafurefor 
the moft part: for not long after, as if they had not had governments, but kingdoms 
given them, fo they bare themfelvcs not as Deputies, but as abfolute and foverign Kings 
and did net onely acquire great matters to thcmfelves, but alfo left the fame to their 
pofterities after them, [Jujiiu. Ub. 13. cap.q.] and fo that vaft Empire and name of the 
Macedons, immediately upon the death of Alexander, came to be rent and torn into 
feveralkingdoms \Livm lib. 4$.]yet no roan took upon him the title of a King,fo 
long as any of his children, furvived, fo relpetlive were they of him, that though they 
had every of them the power of a King in his hand, yet they willingly refrained the 
title, fo long as he had a lawfull heir of his body living, to fucceedhim, [JnjUn. 
lib. 15. cap. 21] All which was long before foretold by the Holy Ghoft, [Daniel 
11.4.] 

Concerning the inftruftions given by Alexander to Craterus, Perdiccas referred the 
confideration of them, to the generall alfembly of the Macedons; which though 
they could not miflike, yetbecaule they were exceeding high,and difficult beyonjJ 
meafure, to be brought to pafte, therefore they ordered by a general content , 
that none of them fhould be gone in hand withall, [ Diodorus par a. Olympiad \e 
114.] 

The old Greek fouldiers, which Alexander had lefc and planted in garrifons and 
colonies in the upper Afia, and foveral provinces thereof, being toucht with a defire of 
returning home; and feeing their native Country the rather for that they fawthem- 
felves, as it were ejected and caft out into a far remote corner of the World, joyned in 
an afiociation»and revolted from the Macedonian ftate; chufing for a head of this con- 
fpiracy »one Philo an Enian born: and now they were gotten to the number of 20 thou- 
fand Foor, and three thouland Hoife together, all old tried and expert fouldiers. A- 
gainft thefe, Perdiccas difpatcht away Pithon, who had been one of the fquircs of the 
body to Alexander, and a man of a high fpirit, and long verfed in the my fterie of war, 
with three theufand Macedon Foot, and eight hundred Horfe, drawn out by lot, with 
letters and inftru&ions to the governours in all thofe parts, to furnifh him, with 1 o thou- 
fand Foot, and eight thousand Horfe more. Now Pithon purpofedtp win unto him 
by all fair means poffible, thofe old Grecians, that fo joyning them with fuch other for¬ 
ces as he had of his own, he might be the better able to fet up for himfelf, and reduce 
all thofe upper provinces, under his own fubje&ion .* which Perdiccas perceiving, to 
crofle his purpofe therein, gave him expreffe order j that having overcome thofe Re¬ 
bels, he Ihould put them every man to the Iword, and divide the fpoil of them among 
his fouldiers. But Pithon, haying by intelligence, with one Lipodorus, who command¬ 
ed a brigade of three thoufaiid men among the Rebels, gotten the viftory of them, 
went no further, but upon capitulation, licenfed them to repair every man to his own 
home -• which notwithftanding the reit of the Macedons,remembring the order given 
them by Perdiccas, fell upon them, and flew eveiy man of them, and mared what they 
had among themlelves. So Pithon,failing of his ends, returned with his Macedons to 
Perdicca*, Diod. ibid. Prolog. Trogi, Lb. 13.] _ 

As for Pcolomei, he, having quietly goiten into the pofteffion of Egypt, demeaned 
himlelf tairely in allthings toward thepeople of the land; and poffefling himfelf there 
of eight thouland talents, got an army together, of fuch as would ferve tor pay,fundry 
others alfo, for pure love, feeing his fair and impartial diftribution of jultice in tvs 
place, came into him. And being duly enformed that Perdiccas had a purpofe, to 
wreft Egypt out of his hand,he leagued himfelf firmly with Antipatcr,[D/e<*. nt.fnp.] 
and by good turns and gratifications, obliged the, neighbouring Kings and Princes 
to his devotion, []afiin lib, 1 3 . cap. 16.] and finding that Cleomenes, whom Perdiccas 
had put to him for a Licutenanr, was no better than a fpie upon him, cut his rhroat,and 
placed ftrong garrifons of hisown, over all the land of Egypt, [Panfan.in Attic.pag. .5; 
in the Greek^and Latin edition,] . 

Leonatus and AntigonuSjWere commanded to put Eemenes by ftrong hand into the 
pofteffion of Cappadocia and Paphlagonia. But Antigonus,out of the haughtincfTe 
of his fpiiit, and prefuming of himfelf, refuted to obey Perdiccas his command herein. 
But Leonatus, coming with his army down out of the upper provinces, promifed Eu¬ 
menes to undertake thefervice for him. Neverthelefl';-, when Hecatxus, Tyrant of the 
Cardian*, coming to Leonatus, advifed him rather for the prefent to go and aide Anti* 
pater, and relieve the Macedons, which were befiegedin Lamia; he refolved forth¬ 
with to crofle the teas, and to put over into Macedonia { and moved Eumenes himfelt, 
logo along with him,and to make an end with Hecatacus. But when Eumenes would 
nor, and allcadged withall, that he flood in fome fear of Antipater, Leonatus believed 
him,and kept nothing from him, of all that wa* in his hearc: yet finding that he could 
not draw him over to his party, went about privily tamurder him, and had done u, 
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had not Eumencs, perceiving his purpofe,got him privilieoutof his quarters, for he 
ftole away by night, with his carriages, having onely jooHoufe in his company, and 
aoo of his guard j and five thoufand talents ingoid, after the rate of filver. And fo 
coming to Perdiccas,difcloied all Leonatus his counfels to him; whereupon Perdic- 
cas took him in for a bofome friend* and fwore him of the -Council, [ Pirn. and Emil. 
Pro. in Eumene.'] . 

Leonatus,coming to help Antipater, was there flain m a fight by the Grecians, 
[D/odornsyear Olymp. 114. Jnftw, lib. 13 .cap. 5. Plutarch in Pbocion , Arrianus in 

^Thimbro, having caught Harpalus in Crete by a flight ( which Harpalus had, as I 
(hewed before, fled thither out of Afia,and carried all che Kings mony with h im:) flew 
him, and got into his o wn hands ail that treafure» and with his army and fleet* left 
Cydonia, a city in Crete, and with < 5 ,or (as Diodorus hath it) 7 thoufand men, failed 
to the countrey of Cyrcne, being invited thither by the banditoes of the Cy- 
renians, and the Barcenfes, £ Diodorus & Arrianus , m fupra. Strabo i lib, 17. cap, 

8 ? There, in a fight againft the Cyrenians, Thimbro made a great flaughter of them, 
and took many prifoners; then feizing of their Port, and ready to take the City it lelf; 
he drewthemto a compofition,upon thefe tearms,Tnat they (could pay him down five 
thoufand talents ready money, and deliver into his hand, half their chariots ready fur- 
nifhed for a fervice : He fent Embafladorsalfo to other neighbouring cities to joyne 
with him, pretending that he would make war upon Lybia, and fubdue it: and more- 
over he. kid hold on all the Merchants goods* that were in the Port* and gave them 
tothe fouldiers, tofcramblefor, thereby to make them che forwarder in his fervice, 

^ Mnaficles, a man of Crete, one of Thimbrons Captains, but of a turbulent difpofition, ! 
fell off from him to the Cyrenians, and by declaiming againft Thimbrons cruelty and 
perfidioufneffe, perfwaded them to break covenant with him,and to (land for their for¬ 
mer liberciesand freedom; whereupon, when they had payed only fix hundred of the 
five thoufand talents, they Would pay no more. And Thimbron, to cry quittance with : 
them icizedon 800 of their men,whom he found in the Port: and coming with his own 
men and the Barcenfes, and Hefpericans, all which joyned with him before the walls of 
the Cicie, did what he could to take it; but foiling of his purpofe, retired to the Port. 

^ The Cyrenians, leaving a fufficient guard to keep the town, drew out the reft, and 
went a torraging into the neighbouring parts, and when thefe fent to Thimbro for 
help,he pi efently went with all the ftrength that he could maketo relieve them againft 
the Cyrenians: Mnaficles,efpying this opommicy, and that therfc were few or noloul- 
diersleti in the Poit, moved thofe who were left in the City, to tally our, and fet upon 
the Port: and they being quickly perfwaded, followed him, and fell upon it; and by 
reafon of Thimbrons abfence with his men, eafily took it: and fuch goods as they there 
found in fpec/e 9 belonging to the Merchants, reftored it all faithfully to che owners; 
and Mnaficles fell prefentiy to work, and fortified the Port againft Thimbron, if he 
fhould return •* This went ill on Thimbrons fide, for that he had not onely loft the 
place but'with it, all his Provifions that were in it; yet upon the taking of another town 
called Taricha, he renewed his hopes again, rid.] 

Thimbrons Mariners and fea Souldiers, being turned out of the Port, knew not 
what to do for vi&uals, but were fain to go a free-booting into the country for it : and 
this vVhen they were daily forced to do, at laft the Boors of the Country, knowing 
their haunts, laid wait for, and flew a great number of them, and took as many priso¬ 
ners is they had flain: They that were left, gor afhipboard, and failed away toward 
other confederate places. But being on their way, there tell a violent tempeft, which 
funk many of them in the fea; thofe that efcaped, feme were driven afhoare m Egypt, 
and fome in the lfle of Cyprus: All which put fuch heart into the Cyrenians beilyc?, 
that they ftuck not now to encounter Thimbron in the open field ; which they did,and . 

in Cmterus depanfilg^from Cilicia jwith fix thoufand of thofe old Souldiers,which came 
at fir ft with Alexander into Afia, and four thoufand more, of fuch as came to him np- 
on the way, betides 1000 Perfian Archers and Slingers, and 1500 hdrfe, halted all he 
could to the luccour of Antipater, and came into Tfaeflaly; where yeilding the prece- 
dencie in all things to Antipater, they both fate down in camp together, upon the bank 1 
of the river Peneus. And in the month of Munichion (our April) next, fought a bat¬ 
tle with the Grecians, and overthrew them, 1 Id, with Atria, and Plut, in the lives cf Pho- 

cion and Demofihenes.] 

After Jaddushis ton Oniasfucceeded in thePriefthood at Jerufalem,Lw»- Anti, 7. 
lib. 11. in fi. I and there fate one and twenty years, [ScaUg. in Grac*Eu{ebitujag. 5 o.] 
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Thimbro, having hired new fouldiers from Tamarus in Laconia, where they wan- 
Hrrd uo and down, out of pay, began a frefh to make war upon the Cyrenians, and 
they on the contrary, praying in aide from the Africans and Carthaginians, 
made up-anarmy,wichithcir own men, to the number of 30 thoufand. and puc all up¬ 
on the hazard of a battle: wherein after a long and bloudy fight, they loft a many of 
their men,and Thimbro had the better of the day. Then the Cyrenians, having loft 
all their own Commanders, made Mnaficles their General Thimbro growing proud 
of this viftory, fet upon the port of Cyrene, and took it, and made every day an aflnuit 
upon the City it fell, to take it. But the liege continuing, and provmons failing, the 
Cvreriians beganto mutiny among themfelves; the end whereof was, that the com¬ 
mon people, who barethe^ richer fore out of the 

City, and they,being f© thruft out, repaired,fome toThimoro, and others into Egypt, 

^They whc?fledinto Egypt, dealt with Ptolomei,to reftore them into their Coun¬ 
try ; and by his means, returned with forces both by land afidfea^under the command 
of one Ophelias a Macedon, which coming to the ears of thofe which were gone to. 
Thimbro, they prepared to fly over, and to joyn with Ophelias, hue their mt emion be¬ 
ing difclofcd under hand to Tnimbro, he puc every mothers fon of them to death. 
Then the leaders of the Commons of Cyrene, taking a fright at the return of char 
banditoes,made their peace with Thimbro,joyned with him, and in a main battle,were 
all utterly vanquifhtyby Ophelias, [id.] . . „ , , , 

Thimbrodn his flight, was lighted on by fome certain African Carters, who tooic 
and carried him to one Epic ides, who held a Towiwcalled Teuchira, in thofe parts, 
under Ophelias : and the men of that place. With Ophelias his leave, fit ft fcourged 
him with whips, and then fent him to be crucified at the port of Cyrene. But for as 
much as the Cyrenians continued ftiil in combuftions among themfelves, therefore 
Ptolomei himfelf made a journy thither by fea ; and having byhis pretence let- 
led all matters thei«, came back again by tea as he went, [ * 4 rrtanttt 9 m Thot. 

^Periiccas,having King Philip,and the Royal Army all at his command, made a 
journey againft Ariarathes, the petty King of Cappadocia, for that he had not received 
Eumenes tor Governour there, as he was commanded. Ariarathes, at that time, had 

gotten together a great army, 30 thoufand Foot, and 15 thoufand H®rfe : In two Ic- 

verall fights, Perdiccas flew four thoufand of his men, and took fix thoufand prifoners; 
and araongthem Ariarathes himfelf: andboth him and all that were allied to him, he 
firfttomired,andthen crucified. Theteft he pardoned, and having fetled all marten 
in Cappadocia, committed the Government of it to Eumenes, accordmg to the hr ft 
eitabli^nentff^^r. with Arria. and Plut. in Eumene t and aAppian wh* Mthridattca, 

committed-the fevetal eitiesof his Government, to his moll trufty friends,, 
and appointed them Garrifons,with Judges, and gatherers of |n< tributes, luch as 
pleated him beft, without any interpofing of Perdiccas: which done,he returned 
with Pierdiccas,both in refpeft to him>asaifb,that he might not be a ftranger at Court, 

^Perdiccas-, andPhilipcheKing,leaving Cappadocia, went into Pifidia, with a pur¬ 
pofe there to deftroy two Cities, one of the Larandarans, the other of the Ifaumn , for 
thefe in Alexanders^ time,had flain Balacrus the fon of Nicanor, whom he had fet 
over them. Laranda therefore they took at firftaflaulc; and putting all that were of 

age to the (word, they fold away the reft for flavcs, and laid the City levell with ihe 
Sound: thoteof Ifahniis,feeing themfelves befieged,fet theCity on Ate over their 
own headrJwith prrporfe toconfiime both it and themlclycs with it, to aihes. But the 
fouldiers, to whom mdlceashad given the f pod of the City, quencht the 
that means, found great ftore of filver and gold there, L Dsodcrne year. 2. Ohmptade 
114 ] Jaftin fayes, thatthisxwas done by the Cappadocians^ when they faw Auara- 
th^ overcome,l^. tji'r *pi 6.] and Ofofius,tEeadmg in his fteps, fayes the fame. [A*. J. 

C,I Jo/lai|thc(on of Anti*atcr,awf Archias,came toPcrdiccasoutoflfaccdoniajbnii^- 
ing with them Nicsra , Antipaters daughter, to be hi^wite. Perdiccas,long bfforc, 
whiles hiseftatewasyernnfeded, hadbetrothed her. But S5 

Royal Army, and adminiftration of the kingdom quietly into his hands, he purpoled 
to marry tleopa‘ia» dddghttr to Philip,ihe father ot^etande^and Afc^aikers ow^ 
lifter, Specially by the proenrefherit aiidfeccmg on ofEumenes. yet that hemight the 
morecadiy ^ocureafi^yoftheM^eddman youth, and thathe might ^vcAn- 
tipater tor aooppofite wttts undcrtakmgsj hc-imrried N^when (he came, be mg 
drawn thereto principally by the adviKa5id pcrfwafion of his brother Alceces [ 

and%Arridlwhkju>fin y Lii : J.c*6,] ■'<■■■■■ Cinea I 
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Cinna alfo, another daughter of Philips, and fifterlikewife of Alexander*, buc not 
by the fame mother,broughc her daughter Adea,which was afterward called Euridice, 
to be married to Philippus Aridaeus: But Pcrdiccas and his brother Alcetes, bet ween 
them, dtfpatcht her out of the way: whereupon the Macedons began to grow into a 
combuffion, and Pcrdiccas to quiet them, was fain to give her daughter in marriageto 
Arideus,[ Arrian, in Photius.^ where fhe is named, not Cynna, buc Cynane: which 
yet in the fame Arrianus, [Hb.u de gefi. AUx. p.i.is calledCyna i and by Diodyear i . 0 - 
lymp,u6.and by Athena J.i^,c.2iCynna.2 _ 

Perdiccas fern away Eumenes out of Cilicia, under a colour of looking to his own 
government in Cappadocia, but indeed, that he might have a care of Armenia, tokeep 
it in due order; becaufe Neoptolemus fought to make fome innovations there: But Eu- 
menes by fair words, prevailed fo far with him, though a man of a high, .and an intem¬ 
perate fpirit, as to keep him quier, [Pint. wEumen,] ^ . 

Eumenes,finding that the Macedonian Squadron grew infolentand . fierce, railed an 
army of horfe out of the Proyincials in thofc parts, remitting to them all paimeut of 
tribute, and granting them other immunities. He furaifhed alfo them whom he molt 
trufted, with horfes at bis own charge; kindling their affections towards himlelt With 
hislargeffe and bounteous favours bellowed among them, and keeping them in breath 
and exercife, by continual labours and journies, which he put them upon: fo that in a 
Ihort time he had gotten together fix thoufand three hundred and fixty Horle, \_Jd, 
Ibid.] ” 

Antipatcr and Craterus together in Greece, made war upon the jEtolians; whopa 
when Craterus his old lould'ers, compelled by continual alarmes, to lye abroad in the 
fnow,in the winter feafon, they were ready toperifh for want of victuals, [ Diodorus, 
Ibid.] 

Eumenes carried Perdiccas his prefents to Cleopatra lying at Sardes; for that 1 er- 
diccas was now refolved to rid his hands of Nicaea, Antipaters daughter, and to take 
Cleopatra to be his wile, and fo much Menander, the Governor of Eydia, lignified to 
Antigonus, who was an intimate friend to Antipatcr. [^Arrianus,] And when 1 erdic- 
cas, laying every day falfe crimes to Antigonus his charge, (ought unjuftly to put hurn 
to death, he made (new, as if he defired to come to a hearing; but under hand, h tid¬ 
ing a (hip of Athens in the rode, got privily into her, with his fon Demetrius, and fome 
other of his friends, and fled away into Europe, there to joyn with Antipater, [Dio- 

When Ariftander, a Southfaier of Telmefla, had given it out, that it was revealed 
to him by the gods, that the land where Alexanders body (hould reff, fhould prove the 
moft happy of all others, and forever free from all forreign invafions and meurhonsof 
the enemies; much emulation grew among the Nobles, of Macedon, vyh° Ihould get 
the body of him into his hands : but principally between Perdiccas and Ptolomei the 
(on of Lagus, [Elian. 1 : 2^,6^.] Perdiccas dealt with his friends to have it carried to E- 
gos, [Taufan.tn hu Attica,p. 5.] ; 

Buc Aridseus, who had the body in his keeping, contrary-tp Perdiccas his- Will , went 
and carried it to Ptolomei: taking his journey,from Babylon, by Damafcus, into E- 
gypt. And although he met with many rubs call in his way by Polemon? a fait triend 
ot Perdiccas? yet he went through with it, and carried it into Egypt,as his purpofe was, 
[Arrian, in Phot.] , ' . _ _ 

For having fpent two full years in preparation* for this funeral, the fijmptuoulnefle, 
and magnificence whereof is at large let down by Diodorip ; at length he removed the 
body out of Babylon,with an infinite company of workmen,to open and levell the waies 
where need Ihould be, and others to attend the funeral following hipy: But Ptolomei 
with his whole army, went as far as into Syria to meet him,[D*W./c*r 3 . Olymp. 114.] 
and there receiving the Corps, buried it firft at Memphis, with all rites and'ceremonies, 
after the Macedonian manner [ Panfan, in his Attica,pag. 5.} and fome few years after? 
removed it to Alexandria, [Cm. /.i o.c. nit.] which removal of it,yet. was made by his 
fon Ptolomaeus Philadelphus? and not by the father, Las Paufdnias intimates in his Attica , 

» 5. of which, fee more in Strabo,l, 1 7 ./>. 794 i] j 

Perdiccas, calling a Council of Captains andfricnds.in Cappadocia, propounded 
to them, whether he Ihould march with his army firft. into Macedonia' againft Anima¬ 
tor, or into Egypt againft Ptolomei: fome were of opinion to paffe over Jitft into Mar, 
cedonia, but it was refolved, that it was the belt way to begin with Ptolpmei in Egypt, 
lead when he had put over into Europe, and was engaged there, Ptolopici ihould come 
and poflefle himfelf of Alia. Hereupon, Perdiccas gave unto Eumenes, belides what 
he had already,the provinces of Caria, Lycia, and Phrygia,and theg^yernmentot all 
that part of Afia which lyeth betweeen themountain of Taurus, andthe Hellespont, 
commanding him moreover to take charge of all the gendarmery in Cappadocia and 
Armenia in chief, and with them to attend the motions of Antipater and Craterus, 

and 
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and to forcifie all places upon the Hdlefpont, and to Hop their landing, in cafe they 
ihould offer to paffe the lea in thofe parts. Moreover Perdiccas gave order to his bro¬ 
ther Alcetes, and Neoptolemus, that 'they fhould in all things attend the commands 
and orders of Eumenes; but Eumenes he willed to do things, as he Ihould think fitted 
for the prefent fervice, in his own dilcrecion? Cilicia was taken from Piiiiotas,and com¬ 
mitted to Philoxenus: And Perdiccas himfelf moving from Damafcns, to the end he 
might feem to have the becter colour for what he went about to do, took Aridxus,and 
Alexander the foil of Alexander the great by Roxane, along with him; audio let 
forward towards Egypt, to fight with Ptolemei, [Diodor.juft-m, Lb, 13. cap. 6. Amu. 
Plat* Etnil.Probus, in Eumene,Paufa». in his Attica, cap, 5.] 

When Antipater and Craterus had heard by Antigonus, that Perdiccas having 
married Cleopatra, purpofed to come for Macedon, and there as abfolutc King to re- 
I move them from their Governments; they ptefently (truck up a peace with the Eol 1- 
ans, and leaving Polyfperchon, to manage all matters ia Greece and Macedon, halted 
into Hellelpont in Afia fide, amufing and abufing thofc who Were appointed to keep 
that paffage, by fending daily Embaflies unto them. They fenc alfo Amballadors to 
Ptolemei,who was otherwayes a deadly enemy to Perdiccas, and a friend to them, 
and in like danger of Perdiccas,as they themfelves were, and defired him to joyn with 
them. As alfo to Eumenes and Neopcolemus; both which, were at that time at l er- 
diccas his devotion-- and with Neoptolemus they prevailed to fall over unto them; 
but with Eumenes they could not, [ Diodorus , ]uftin,ut[up. and Arrianm. ] 

Alcetes, Perd'ccas his own brother , flatly refuted to bear armi againft Antipatcr 
and Craterus: and Neoptolemus envying the power of Eumene>,did not onely under¬ 
hand joyn in fociety with them, buc laid a traine to have blown up Eumenes, and to 

have taken his life, and to have betrayed all his army into their hands which when 
Eumene* had difeovered, he was forced to fight it out with the traitor u a pitclu held: 
wherein he made a great (laughter ot Neoptolemus his men, took all his baggage, and 
drew the relidue tofeeve him, and grew ftrong by the acceile of fo mwy good Mace¬ 
don fouldiers to his former army. Neoptolemus gettingaway with 300 Horfconely, 
fled to Antipacer and Craterus, and they again lent AmoalUdOrs to Eumenes,to draw 
him over to their Party, promifing that he fhould not onely hold what he had, but alio 
have more Provinces added to him. Buc when he anfwered?that he would rather lole 
his life than break his word to Perdiccas, they divided their army in two; with one 
Antipater marched into Cilicia, that going from thence inco Egypt, he might there 
joyn with Ptolemei, againft Perdiccas; and the other flayed behind with Craterus, to 
try ic out with Eumenes. . . 

Eumenes feeing theenemy coming on, and fearing leafth's fouldiers,knowing a- 
gainlt whom he was to go, would not onely not go with him; but disband and flee 
from him,led them about by unknown wayes, where they might not ealily hear how 
the fquares went: and the rather for that there was a buzzing already among them, 
that Neoptolemus was recruced , and came on together with Pigas, with an army ot 
Cappadocian and Paphiagonian Hq|fc: and wichal he fo wrought it, by chilling hi. 
ground every where as he went, that he could force the enemy to come to a battle of 
Horfe, wherein he knew he overcopt his enemy, and not of Foot, where in he knew he 
was the weaker His Foot was 10 thoufand ftrong,fome of one nation, fome of ano¬ 
ther, and 5 thoufand Horfe; upon whofc valour he principally relied for rhe viftory. 
Craterus had but little above 1 thoufand Horfe, and as many Foot as Eumenes: but 
they were all Macedons, old fouldiers all, and of approved valour, and fuch as he well 
durfl put the day upon. , , <■' 

Thefemetin Cappadocia; Craterus had the right wing, Neoptolemus the left. 
Eumenes put none of his Macedons to fight againft Cracerus.but onely two Regiments 
of forreign Horfe, led by Pnarnabazus, die fon of Artabazus, and by 1 enedius ot 
Phoenicia; willing them, without any {flouting, or word fpeaking, to tall on roundly 
upon him: and himfelf with a company of 300 Horfe, flew in like lightening upon 
Neoptolemus. And Craterus truly for his parr, led on very bravely, and in his own 
perfon valiantly behaved himfelf, but his Horfe floundering, a certain Thracian, or 
rather as Arrianus, a Paphiagonian ran him into thefide with his Lance, and bare 
him to the ground: In the fall, one of Eumenes bis Captains knew him, and did what 1 
he might to have faved him, all wounded as he was,and giving up the gMt. Mean 
while? Eumenes and Neopcolemu* met, and gtapling each with other, fell both oft 
their horfes to the ground 3 that a man might eahly fee with how deadly a hatred 
they encountered each other, and that their fpirits were more hoftile than their bodies 
could be: being down, Eumenes wounded Neoptolemus in one of his hams, and his 
hamftrings being cut, he fell along ; yet his courage bearing him up, he rafted him¬ 
felf upon his knees, and fighting on, gave Eumenes three wounds 5 one in his arme,t he 
other two in his thigh: buc none of them being any Way mortal ? at the fecond blow, 
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Eumenes made a fall blow at him, and ftrook off his head ; which was about ten dayes, 
after the former viftory which he gat of him, 

Eumencs,feeing Craterus brought half dead out of the field, did what poflibly might 
be done, to have faved his life: but when it would not be, he Wept bitterly over him, 
and with ouc-fpread arms lamented his cafe ; and in regard both of his high place,and 
alfo, of the former love that had been between them,buried him honorably, and fen t 
his bones home into Macedon to his wife and children, [Pint, and Emil, Pro. in Eh- 

* Both the Leaders being flain, and many others, cfpecially of the better fort, taken 
prifoners; the reft of the Horfe fled back to the main fquadron of the Foot, as to a fare 
defence: and Eumenes contenting himfelf with what he had'done, founded a rctreir, 
and fet up a trophy upon the place,and buried dis dead. But the Foot army, which was 
brought as it were, into a noofe, whence they could not efcape. Without Eumencs his 
leave, defired quarter: and taking their oaths for their loyalty towards him, had leave 
to buy virtual, in the places adjoyning. But having gotten virtual,and recovered their 
ftrengtb,contrary to their oath, they went away, and returned toAntipatcr ^Diod.wtth 

Arrian, and Emil.ProbMS,} 

Perdiccas, with the two Kings, Aridzus,and Alexander a young child, coming with 
his army into Egypt, encamped not far from Peiufium •• where, whiles he bufied himfelf 
in fcowring an old ditch, an extraordinary inundation of Nilus,fpoiledall his work'. 
And although Pcolomei cleared himfelf, to the wcrld of all thole crimes which Per¬ 
diccas la ; d to bis charge ,yet contrary to the good liking and will of his Army, 
Perdiccas would needs proceed and make a war upon him, [ Diodorm and zArri- 

W hen Perdiccas at laft faw that many of his friendsforfook him,and fled over toPto- 
lomei, he aflembled all his Commanders and Captains, and what with gifts, what with 
large promifes,what with fait words,and his fweec behaviour towards them,made them 
all fare to himfelf again. And then removing his Camp withouc any noifc,in the grafp 
of the evening,encamped upon the bank of theRiverNilcjnot far from a certain- Caftlc, 
called Murus Camelorum, (*’.*.) * wall of C^els. And-at day break, crofted theRiver 
with his Army and Elephants, and fee upon the Caftle, but was valiantly repulfedby 
Pcolomei,and glad to retreit to his Camp again. And the night tbUowingJie removed, 
and with allfilence pcflible,camctoa place over againft Memphis, where the River 
parting, made an Ifland, fit to encamp in, but in palling the River, to come at it, 
he loft above two thoufandof his men, of which nolefle than one thoufand being 
long toft up and down in the water, were devoured by Crocodiles, and other monfters 
of the River. But Ptolomei took lucb bodies as were caft a fhoar on his fide the River, 
andbeftowedallfolemnRites and Ceremoniesof funeral upon them, and fent their 
bones to their friends and kinfmen in the Army. Whereupon ,the minds of the fouldi- 
ers, grew much more enraged againft Perdiccas,and enclined to Petolomei than be- 

^Thenarofe there a mutiny and fedition in the Camp,ivherein the chief Comman¬ 
ders, to the number a hundred,fel off from Perdiccas,and among them,Pithon himfelf; 
than whom there was not a braver man, for virtue and valour, and high eftcem, a- 
monpaU Alexanders Nobles. But fame of the Horfe, confpiring together, made 
no more adoe, but went to his pavilion where he lay, and there flew him; when he 
had now held that principality three full years, at leaft, the third year running. [Id. 
with Arrianut and Jit/Hn.Hb. 13. cap, 8. Paufan. in Attic, fag. S. and Emil. c Prob. in 

^The next day, when the whole army was called togecher, Ptolomei crofted the Ri¬ 
ver, and came to the two Kings; and patenting both them, and other of the Nobles 
with honourable gifts, and behaved himfelf in all fair and humble manner]to 
them all. And when he had excufed himfelf for what he had done, finding that the 
armv wasdiftitute of provifion, he fupplied them with plenty of corn,and all other ne¬ 
ctaries ft* their ufe. And he made it openly to appear, that he was hardly forry, and 
bemoaned rhe prelent ftate and condition of Perdiccas his friends: and as he faw any 
Macedon in any diftrefle or danger, he did, what poflibly he could, to relieve him,and 
help him out. Now albeit, being fo gracious with all there, as he was, he might ealily 
have gotten to be L.Protertor of the two Kings,as Perdiccas was, yet he fo far pre¬ 
vailed by his counfel with them, that when they met about that matter, all with one 
accord,caftcheProtertorfhip of the two Kings, Arida:us,and Alexander the young 
child, upon Pithon, who was the man that had formerly quieted the commotions of 
the Greeks in the upper Afia,and Aridaeus,which had formerly the charge of convoy¬ 
ing the body of Alexander from Babylon,with fovereign power over all the armies; 111 
fach manner and form, as Perdicca* had, according to the firlt eftablifhment, \Dwdor. 
and Arrian."} . XvV0 j 
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Two daics after the death of Perdiccas, there came news of Eiimenes his virtory, 
gotten in Cappadocia, and tit the death of Neoptolemus and Craterus, which had it 
come but two dayes fooner, bad, no doubt, faved Perdiccas his life, for who* upon that 
fucceffe,durfthavc ftirred againft him ? But the Macedons, enraged for the death of 
Craterus, declared Eumenes for an open enemy,with 50 other Noble perfonschat were 
near about him; among which, was Pitho Illyrius,(tor fo I read them joyncly,in Juftin, 
as alfo in Arrianus his Indie a , [pajr.t 85.] n«'0»r K&nS ’Ajmtpims : (/. *.) -Pithon, the 
fon of Craieus, of Alcomenc; which in Stephana* detlrbibui, is a City in Illyria) and 
Alcetasthe brother of Perdiccas: Generals, againft them, Wefe^ntigonlis and Auti- 
pacer; and to this purpofe was ^ntigonus fern for out of Cyprus, and commanded,toge¬ 
ther with Jbripater,to come to the two Kings prefenCe in all ha ft t [Died.and Arria.with 
Jultd. 13 . 8 . and Pint, in Ettmene} , 

In Egypt alfo were put to death, all that had any reference to Perdiccas, and his filter 
jfcalanta, whom 4 ccalus the -^dnfralof Perdiccas, lying then With the fleer before Pe¬ 
iufium had married: He hearing of the death of his wife, and of *Perdiccas, weighed 
anchor, and came to Tyrus, where -rfrchelaus a Macedon, and Governor of the place, 
entertained him with all refpert and love,and gave up the City,with 80c talents,which 
Perdiccas had depofited and left in truft with him, into his hands. 

Attalus,(laying at Tyrus, rccieved and relieved all fuch of Perdiccas his friends, 
as could efcape and get away from the Camp, lying before Memphi, \pfo- 
dorm.) 

Euiidice,the wife of King Aridarus, would not that the two Protestors fhould do 
any thing of moment without her -• and they at firft faid no Nay thereto. Yet after¬ 
ward, they told her plainly, that ihe had nothing to do with matters of State; only 
they faid> they would have a care of her, till Anrigonus and Antipater came. 

[torrid.] 

Pithoand Aridaeus, the two Protertors, removing from Niluswith the two kings, 
and the army, came to Triparadifus in the upper Syria: whcre.when Euridice would 
needs be over-bufie and medlingin matters of ftate,and would many times croife the 
Protertors in their waies, Pithon, offended therewith, and the rather, for that he faw 
the Macedons enclined to obey her commands, called the Macedons together, and 
before them all, refigned his Piocertotfhip t Thereupon they chofe Antipater to 
bee Protertor in his place, with all fovereign power belonging thereunto* [Di- 
odtrw.'] 

The army now demanded of Antipater, performance of all thofe rewards for their 
long labour in the wars, which Alexander had made them. Antipater, when he 
hadnothing to give them for the prefent, told them that their demands were juft and 
reafonable, and that he would (hortly look into the Kings Trealure, and find out what¬ 
ever he had laid up: which fpeech of his gave the army little fatisfartion: whereupon 
when Euridice alfo helped to lay load upon him, the minds of the common fouldiers 
were ftitred up to a mutiny and fedition againft him. At the fame time Euridice made 
an open declamation againft him, which was pronounced in the peoples hearing, by 
Afclepiodorus her Secretary. And Attalu? feconded her, with another of his own ; fo 
that Antipater had much ado to efcape alive out of their hands: But Antigonus and 
Selcucus flood up in his defeftce, and therein ran a hazard of their own lives al- 
foe. • 

Wherefore Antipater, having thus got clear of them, goe him prefently away to his 
own army, and then the chief Commanders of the Cayaleerie coming together, with 
much adoe, pacified the multitude, and fo Antipater was fent for again, and 
willed to relume the fovereign power, and ufe it, as formerly he had done. 
ttW.] _ . 

After this, Antipater made a new diftribution of the Governments of the Provinces 
in Triparadifus: wherein he partly ratified what had formerly been done in that kind, 
and made fome alterations^ the the prefent ftate of things required: And for 1 colo- 
mei, he was bid to hold what he had, for ic was hard to remove him to any other Go¬ 
vernment, feeing he had in a manner gotten Egy pt by way of conqueft to himfelf. But 
Mefopotamia, and the Country of Arbela, were afligned to Ampbimachus the Kings 
brother, Babylon to Seleucus, “Parthia to Philippus, A ria and Drangiana to Stafander 
of Cyprus, Bartria and Sogdiana to Stafanor of Solos in die fame Ifland, Media, as far 
asto the Cafpian Gates, Perdiccas his fon in law being now dead, Was taken from 
/ftropatcs,and given to Pithon the fon of Cratea*,or Cratenas, whereupon ^cropates, 
calling the lefler Media from his own name ^tropetia, turned ic quite away from the 
Macedonian Government,and made himfelf abfolute Kingof ic: and lnfucceflion from 
him, itconcinueddown to Strabo his time, as himfelf tefti fieth, [lib. 1 1. p*g. 5 a 3.] An- 
tigenes, (for whom Antigonus is falfely written in Diodorus) Captain of the filvei 
Tarcateers, becaufe he was the firft that fee upon Perdiccas, had the Province of hula 
6 CLq given 
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iiven him for his pains; and three thoufand of the moft turbulent Macedons in the 
late fedicion to carry with him: The reft ol the Provinces of the upper Alia, were left 
in the ban Is of fuch as had them before, fave that Patala,the greateftCity of all India, 
was upon this fcttlement, afligned to King Porus: as Arrianus faith; which we can 

^^In^rhekffcr Afia, Cappadocia, and with it Paphlagonia, were taken fromEume- 
nes, and given to Nicanor. Lydia, ( not Lyciaas it is read in Diodorus) to Clytus; 
Phrygia the leffer, as far as to Hellelpont.to Arkteus. Cam to Caffander, with Phry¬ 
gia the greater, Lycaonia,Pamphylia, and Lycia, to hold them as he did before. In 
Diodore, is here read Cilicia, inftead of Lycia: which himfelf a little before faid was 
given to Philoxenus; or rather as Arrianus hath it,was confirmed to him : for I (hew¬ 
ed a little before out of [lufiin. M.i i.cap.6.] chat Perdiccas had taken that Pro 

vince from Philotas, and given it to Philoxenus. ' . _ , 

This Antigonus (who becaulehe wanted one eye, was nick-named, the Cyclops, 
r Elian lib, 12. far. Hi ft. cap. 14. ] Was by Antipater made General of the Kings ar¬ 
my, and Commander of thofe Forces in particular, which Perdiccas had. He com¬ 
mitted to him aUo the care of che two Kings, and fent him to make war upon Eume¬ 
nes, being of himfelf very defirous of that imploymenc: whereupon it is, that L Appia- 
ms in his Sjruca.pag. 121.3 fayes, that Antipater made him, h 

(i.,) Overfeerofall Afia: and tDhd.lib. 18. pag.6*6.] calls him 

Aw. (;. e.y abfolute Commander of all Afia: but joyned with him his own 
fon Caftander (theGovernourofCaria) as his Mafter or General of the Horfc-, to 
the end, that if Antigonus fhould go about to fee up for himfelf, he might have an eye 

upon him, C Diedor. and Arrianus A 

At the fame time Antipater made Autolychus the fon of Agathocles, Amyntas, the 
fon of Alexander, and brother to Pencefta, Ptolemei the fon of Ptolomei, and Alexan¬ 
der the fon of Polylpercon, Squires of the body to the two Kings, [ Arria, ] and having 
gotten a great applaufe among all forts of men for his well ordering, and due admim- 
ftration of things in h is Proceftorlhip,lie fet onward of his journey With the two Kings, 

toward Maccdon’a, [A/. . 

Eumenes, hearing that he was declared an enemy by the Macedons, and that An¬ 
tigonus was fent againft him, declared the matter of his own accord to the army; leaft 
perl™ ps the fame of it coming otherwayei to their eares, might make matters worle 
than they werc,orthe novelty of it fhould damp their courage: at leaft he fhould there* 
bv find how his army flood affefted to him, and to dilpofe of himfelf, as he fhould fee 
occafionaipon the general carriage of them thereupon: yet he told them plainly,that if 
an mans heart failed himupon this news, he fhould have free leave to depart, and go 
whither he would • with which word, he lo wan and faftned all mens hearts unro hun, 
that they all bad him be of good cheer,faying, That they would cut that Decree of the 
Macedons in pieces with their fwords, f/«/?/». lib. cap, *.] 

Moreover when news of that Decree came to Alcetas the brother of Perdiccas, he 
prcfentlv fled, and ingratiated himfelf with the Pifidians; for whiles he was among 
them when ever he got a booty from the enemy,he gave one half thereof to them,and 
was ever affable and courteous to theminhisfpecch, often inviting che principal of 
them to Feaftsjand honouring them with gifts and prefents,wheteby he wan the hearts 
of all unto him, [ Diodor, fag 623.] u c a. c 

Attalus alfo, who was chief Ammiral of the Navy, and who was wichthefirftof 
them that fell off'from Antipater, fled and banded himfelfe with the reft of the now 
Bandiroes: and gat together an army of 10 thoufand Foot,and 800 Horfc; and with 
thefe going topoffefte himfelf of Cnidus, Caunus, and Rhodes, was by Demaratus the 
Ammiral of Rhodes? valiantly put off, [ tArriamu. ] ..... . . 

Eumenes took as many horfes, as he wanted outofthe Kings breed,which was m the 
’ mount Ida : And when he fent an account for them in writing to the Kings Officers 
of the Revenue, Antipater laught at it, and faid, that he wondered to fee Eumenes fo 
cautious, as to think, that either he himfelf would ever be accountable to them of the 
Kings goods, or look for an acconut of them from others. 

From hence he marcht with his army, not into Etolia, as it is in the printed Copies 
of Tuftin; but as a Manufcript Copy hath it, into Etulia, or Etulane, which is a part 
of Armenia the lefle in Cappadocia (as Ifaacus Voflius,a moft learned young man,and 
my very good friend, obferved ouc of Ptolemei) and there levyed monies of the Cities 
in thofe parts: and if any refuted to pay contribution, he plundred them as fo many 
enemies. And from thence again, he went to Sardes, and co Cleopatra, filter to Alex¬ 
ander the grear, hoping that her prefence would confirm his Centurions and other Of¬ 
ficers of his armv in their obedience unto him, as fuppofing that the right of Royal 
Ma jelly was on that fide, on which the lifter of Alexander Hood, [Jufttn.lib.i+.caf 1.1.] 
And when it fo fell out, that Antipater took alio Sardes in his way toMacedon, 

Eumenes 
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Fumenes Would fain have put the raatcer upon a battle, in the fields ol Lydia, both be- 

aule he was the ftronger in Horfe, and becaule alfo he was defirous to let Cleopatra 

L of what mettal he was made. But Clopatra, fearing left Antipater and the Mace¬ 
dons might hereupon charge her to have been the author and abetcorofthis war a- 

sainft them, ped waded Eumenes to leave Sardes* Plutarch andArrumm. Neverthelds 
Antioacer when he came.forbare not to reproach her, with many fowl words, lor ha¬ 
ving held correfpondence wich Eumenes and Perdiccas. But file, beyond what could 
have been expefted Lorn a woman, anlwered him again very Hourly, juftity ing her 
own aft ions, and laying the faulc upon Anripaccr: yctfo, as at laft they parted lair, and 

the Country of Lydia, and marcht away into the upper Phr.v- 
gia, aiid there lookup his winter quarters in Cel*ne,[;P/*r.] and difpatchc away mef- 
feneersto Alcetas, and his affociates; advifing them to draw their forces into a body, 

and to make head againft a common enemy. Bur when they cou d not agree among 

them'.elves; nothing was done,for Alcetas, and Polemo, and DocmiQs, 
r ould not agree, who fhould be chief: Whereupon Eumenes cryed out andlaid,Thjs 
is according to die old laying null a habemr rano t (t.e.) There is no fence againlt 

dC taencs promlftagto pay hi* army within threedWet all the Towns and Cities 
of that Country, which was full ftored Withmeu and Cattle, to fale. Whereupon the 
Captains and Commanders took them off his hands, and receiving Engins of battery 
from him, went and entered by force upon them, and making fale of all, paid every 
man his company to the full, [Id. ] , 

Antipatcr, not daring as yet to fight with Eumenes himfelf, lent Cadander, to try 
the fortune of a battle with Alcetas and Attalus; and fight they did, and parted 
upon equal tcrmes,yet fo as Caftander had the worle ol it, [Arna,] 

Callander,falling out with Antigonus, upon his father Antipacers pen wahon,grew 
friends again with him; yet meeting with his father in I hrygia, he advifed him, not to 
keep himfelf far oft from the King*, nor co rely too much upon Antigonus. Buc Anti¬ 
gonus by his temperate and difeteet carriage, and obfequious behaviour upon all occa¬ 
sions, did what he could,to make Antipater have a good belief ol his fmcenty to him, 
and loyalty to the caufe. Whereupon Antipatcr, putting of all dilpleafurc towards 
him, delivered into his hands, of thole forces which he had brought with him out of 
Alia, 8500 Macedons, and as many Horfe of his confederates, with one Moiue of his 
Elephants, being 70 in number, that with them he might go thorough with the war 
aeainft Eumenes; fo Antigonus took upon him the management of that bu- 
finefle ; and Antipater with the Kings, took his journey to tetunieto Macedon, 

^But then his whole army cryed out for gelt, and he promifed them pay, when he 
came to Abydus; and told them, that perhaps he Would there bellow on them the 
Whole donative, which Alexander had promifed; if nor, yet at laft.the greater part 
thereof, feeding them therefore with this hope; hedrewthem on quietly to Aojrdus. 
but when he came thither, he with the two Kings in his company,Hale away by mghr, 
and put over the Hellcfponr, and went to Lyiimachus. And the morrow after they 
followed him, without any further calling for their: pay , So faith 

Thatii. cap. 9a.] and here Arrianus ends his ten books, which he wrate of the gefts or 

^Antigonus drew all his forces ouc of their winter quarters, to march againft Eume¬ 
nes, and to fubdue him, who at that time lay m Cappodicia, [D/odor.] Nowcherewere. 
billets call about every where in Eumenes his Camp, promifing 100 talents, and good 
conditions and offices belidcs: to him that would bring in Eumenes head to Antigonus 
rj u a,-„ at, 1 4> cap. 1 . Plut. in Eumene .] Which when Eumenes perceived, he forthwith 
called all the fouldierie together,and firft thanked themall,for that info great a mul¬ 
titude, there was none found, that would talfifie his oath taken to hun, m hope of fo 
bloudy a reward, and yet wichall cunningly intimated to them, that thefe billets were 
of his own diviling, to found thereby their aft eft ions toward him, to the end, that if the 
enemy ihould do the like hereafter, the army might imagine,thane was ftill but a device 
of his to try them: Whereupon they all cryed our, and vowed their fcrvicc, in the de¬ 
fence ol his perfon, and prefervacion of his life.[j*/?i ».3 And thereupon they decreed 
among themlelves, thac there Ihould out of the principal of the army, be chofena 
thoufand men, for his dayly guard^nd that they Ihould watch every night by turns a- 
bouc him, and they which were fo chofen, were glad ol the 'naploymenr, and wiling y 
received from his hands, fuch gilts,as the Macedon Kings ufed to bellow upon their 
Nobles; for Eumenes now took upon him fcarlec Hats, and robes upon them, which 
among the Macedons was ever elteemed for a principal favour from their King , 
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yet one of his chief Commanders,called Perdiccas,with 3 thoufand foot, and 5 hundred 
horfe feU from him, and was gotten 3 days journey on his way: and Eumenes difpatchc 
away Tenediusa Phcnician, with 4 thoufand choicefoot, and a thoufand hotfe too- 
vertakethem: which he did, and falling on them unawares, in the night time, whiles 
they were all afleepitook Perdiccas prifoner,and brought back all his fouldiers to Eu- 
naenes, who pickt out the chief Authors of that deletion, and put them to death, and 
diftributed the reft by fmall parcels, among hisother companies,fpeaking them faire,8c 
ufihg them courteoufly, and thereby wan their affections to himfelf again, [Dio. 
dorus,] 

After this Antigonus dealt, by apriviemeffenger, with Apollonides, one of the 
commanders of the Horfe, under Eumenes, and by large promifes, drew him to play 
the traitor with Eumenes, and in the midft of the fight, to forfake, and turne againft 
b im. Eumenes at thistime encamped in the country of Orcynia, in Cappadocia, a 
place fit for horfe to fight in; and thither came Antigonus with his army, and took up 
all the upper ground, near the foot of the mountains, his army confiding of 10 thou¬ 
fand foot, moft part whereof were Macedons, and men of admirable force and cou¬ 
rage, and two thoufand horfe, and 30 Elephants : And Eumenes in his army had no 
lefle than ^o thoufand foot, and 5 thoufand horfe. The battle began very fiercely 
on Eumenes his fide s but Appolonides with his regiment of horfe, tailing fuddenly oft 
to the enemy, gave the victory to Antigonus: in that fight Eumenes loft 8000 men, 
and all his Carriages, [Id.] 

Yet Eumenes luftered not the traitor to efcape, but whiles he was in a&ing of that 
vilany, took him, and hung him up: Himfelf fled by a contrary way to that which 
they that purfued him took, and turning bak Ihorr, paffed by the enemy, and came to 
the place where the battle was fought, and there encamped, and gathered together 
the bodies of his llain, and for want of other fewel in the place, took the doors and 
gates ol the towns and villages thereabouts, oft’ their hinges, and cleft them, and made 
piles of them to burn his dead withal, the Captains by themfelves, and the common 
fouldiers by theirs. In fo much that Antigonus coming to the place afterward, flood 
amazed at this bold attempt of his, and undauntedneffeof his high courage, [Pint.] 

After falling by chance upon Antigonus his carriages, though he mighc there have 
taken many a prifoner, many flaves, with much ftnffe, yet fearing left his men, having 
gotten fo much wealth, ihould grow lefle forward to fight, and ificed were, lefle able 
to fly, by reafon of their luggage, gave order that every man Ihould fee his horfe well 
fed, and refrelh himfelf, and then be ready to fee upon the enemy: mean while he 
privily fent to Menander, who was let to keep the enemies luggage, to remove imme¬ 
diately out of the plain, to the toot of the mountain, for fear of being fuddenly furroun- 
ded by theenemies Horfe, which when he, feeing the danger, fpeedily did, the ene¬ 
my faid that they were very much beholding to Eumenes, for faving their children 
from flavery, andtheir wives from ravifhment: But Antigonus told them that Eume¬ 
nes did ic not for their fakes,buc to the end he mighc not fhakle 8c hinder himfelf there¬ 
by in his flight,[M] 

Eumenes went from thence, fculking here and there, and perfwaded a great many 
of his men to leave him for the prelenr, and to get them gone: whether out of an ho¬ 
ned: care which he had of them; or becaufe they were now grown too few to oppofe 
the enemy,and yet were too many toconceale him in his flight. But when he> was 
come to Nora, which was a ftrong caftle, and which Strabo,[l. 12,3 faith in his time, 
wentbythenameofNeroaflus,) a place leated upon the confines of Cappadocia and 
Lvcaonia, with 500 horfe, and* 00 foot (though Diodorus faith that there were not 
above5ooin all there,) as many of his friends as defired his leave to be gone, becaufe 
they could not brook, either the defolatenefle of the place, or the fcarcity of vi&uaU, 
that they there found, he gave it them freely, and embracing every one of them, in all 
faire ana courteous manner fent them away = For the place icfelf was not above two 
furlongs in bignefle, and there was in it provifion enough of corn, and fait, and water, 
butthcrewasnoftoreoffrelh Catestobehad, with Diodorus, and Juftm,lib, 14. 
cap . *.] 

Ant'gonus,coming to the place, before he began any liege, fent to Eumenes to come 
to a parley, and when he required Hoftages, Antigonus retufed, but bad him come out 
as to his Superior: But Eumenes fent him word again, that** long 4t be ware afword bj 
bis fide, he would acknowledge no Superiour, Whereupon, when Antigonus lent him his 
own bothers fon, called Ptolomei, as was required, Eumenes came forth1: and they 
embraced each other very lovingly, and in all familiar manner. And having difputcd 
offundry matters, when Antigonus law that he never mentioned any thing of his own 
fecurity or pardon, but ftill demanded his former Governments to be confirmed, and 
recompence for his Ioffes to be made unto him, the danders by flood amazed at it, and 
wondredattheconftancieof his courage and magnanimity that was in him. And 

Antigonus 
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Antigonus told him, that concerning thefe articles, he would advife with Antipater: 
And fo with much ado, returned hirti again into his Caftle, fafe from the violence 
of the multitude : And having built, a double wall, with trenches round about 
the Caftle, and left men enough to maintain the fiege, removed his Camp, 

[ibid.] 

Alter a while Eumtnes fent meflengers (among which, one was Hieronymus the Hi- 
ftorian, a town-born child of Cardia, as himfelf was) to .dmipater, for a pacification, 
[Diodorus, and Jufiin, lib. 14. cap. *.] and in the mean time, he provided victuals for his 
company, and though his tare was Ihorr, yet he made good chear with what he had, 
adm itting them all in their turncs to his table, where he entertained them with plea- 
taut difcourle>, and familiar fpeeche$,inftead of better meat ,[Diad. and Plat.] and then 
as of ten as he had a mind to it, out he would (ally, and cither bgrn or overthrow Anti¬ 
gonus his works, [Emit Prob.] 

But fearing lead by lying alwayes in one place, he Ihould dry founder and iofe all his 
horfes,for want of breaching them, he gave order everyday once totrufle up his horfes 
with their fore feet above ground, and made them fund upon their hinder; thatfo 
with driving and much ftrugling, they might gather heat and fall a fwcating; and 
gave them boiled barly to eat, that they might the fooner difpatch it, and the better di- 
geftit: whereby it came to pafle, that when at laft he came out of the Caftle every 
man wondredto fee his hoifefoiat and (leek, as if they had been all the While kept in 
the beft pafture of the country, [ Diodor . Ini. Fronti.firatag. lib, 4, cap. 7. flue, and Emil. 
Prob, in Enmene, ] 

Prolemei the (on of Lagus,perceiving that Phoenicia, and Ccelofyria, would be ve- 

prus bet his brains about it, how he might compaflethem, Wherefore lie tried, whe¬ 
ther he could draw Laomedon, who was made Govcrnour of thofe two Provinces,firft 
by Perdiccas, and afterward by Antipater, to deliver them into his hands offering 
him a vaft fumme of money for it. But not able to compaffe it that way, he railed a 
greater army, made his crully friend Nicanor General otic, and fent him to wreft it by 
pure force out of his hand * and he marching into Syria,took Laomedon prifoner j but 
he by bribing his keepers got away, and fled coAlcctus where he wasinCaria: and 
Nicanor having in a ftiorc time fubdued all Phoenicia and Syria, and put Garrifonsin 
them, he returned into Egypt,[ Diodor, with App‘a. in Syriac,pa. i»i. and Paufan. in his 
Attica, pag.l.] 

Ptolemei,letting upon the parts of Phoenicia arid Syria, and having gotten Hierufa- 
lcm by a flight, carried thence to the number of 100 thoufand men into Egypc: out of 
which, he fcle&ed 30 thoufand of the ableft of them, whom he armed, and took into 
his army upon greater than ordinary pay, and committed his Garrifon Towns and 
Cattles in Egypt, efpecially to their truft. The reft he gave away for flaves among 
his fouldiers, not fo much of his own accord, as upon their importunity, who defired to 
have them rather than any other, tor their neceffary ufes, and attendance in things be¬ 
longing to the wars, [i/irifteos,mHk.de 70. interpret, with < Ptel.Philadel.kisepiftlc,tod. 

Iib.loftpkiAntiq.hb . 12 ,cap, I. Eufeb.t.tnChron 

Of his taking of Hieruulem, Agatharchides Cnidus, writeth in this manner, in his 
book of the fuccejfors of Alexander the great, in Jofephus [lib.i.cont. Apion.pag.1050.with 
lib. 12, Ailtig,cap. *.] They which are called lews, faith he, dwell in a moft fortified City, 
which the natives call lerufalem-yhefe Jtjep every feventh day Holiday :And meddle with no armes 
upon that day, nor with any part of husbandry , or any other manner of work, whatfoever: ontly 
holding up their hands in halowed places J hey there ft ay praying till the evening with outftr etched 
hands. And when 'Ptoltme'i the fon of Lagus enteredtheir City with hts army,all men obferved 
the folly of them that were fet to lieep it, and fo the country came enflmed under a bitter mafter , 
and their law was found, to be naught elfe, but afoolijh cuftom, _ Appian addes, that Pcolemci 
demolifhed the walls of the City: and that leaving Garrifons in Syria c returned into 
Egyptbylea,[« 5 ;^f.p 4 ?.n 9 ,iai.] 

Of this carryingaway the Jewcs captive into Egypt, Jofephus fpeaketh in th s wife, 
[lib. 12. Antiquit.cap.i.] Ptolemei, faith he, carried away many captives out of the hill* 
country of J nsUa, and places bordering upon J eruftlemytndfrom Samaria, and the mount Gcri- 
x,im, into Egypt,and made them to dwell there. And finding that they of Hierufalem were moft 
ftritt objervers of any oath which they had taken, by the anfwer which they made to Alexan¬ 
ders iMefingers,after the laft overthrow of'Darius, he thought fit to place many of them now 
in his garrifins, and caftles •• andwhtn he had planted many of them in Alexandria, there to 
live en\r>ytng the fame privileges which the Aiacedons had ; he bound them all with an oath to be 
truehege men to his pofterity,that had be flowed fo great favours on them. And again in hs 
[ 2 beol^ctmt. Apio.pag. 1063. ] Ptolomaus Lagus, faith he, committed all his caftles and 
places offtrength to hts Alexandrian Jeves , conceiving they would be kept moft fafe in their 
hands, tn regard of their fidelity and manhood: and to the end he might reign moft fecurely iu 

Cyrene,

nfficeo?Gen«al of the Horle» which he held, but (forming to fee that Polyfperchon 
w*s preferred before him in the Proteftorfliip and foveraignty of thc 

/ pU hie fripnrfc of ^ettins the kingdom into his own hands, and fending under 

handTiisVgencuoI tolome^rcncwed^his former ftiendjhip with him, anS deiitcd 

Cities, intreating them to joyne in armes with him , umaren w 

manderover all Mil by Antipater, andhaving agreater army there, than any other, 
he made no doubt of feizing upon all the Kings treafure there, whdes there was none 
tooppofehim Hehad then in his army, 6othoufand foot, and lothoufand horle, 
and 30 Elephants; and faw that he had means to encreafe, it ^rweliabie tofeecl 
pleafure: for that drawing forreign Nations to his fervice, Afia wa W f • , 

and pay them all abundantly : Wherefore calling a CdumIoMii« 
he declared to them, That his purpofe was, to put for all J, an d thereupon, aliigned 
fuch and luch of his friends, to feveral Offices and Commands, and defired e 
with hugepromiles made to every of them, to (land by him and affifthrawhat they 
could, in what he went about; for chat he refolved to go thorough all Alia, and to put 
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out inch Governors, as were then in office,and to put others of his own choicein their 

r °XiJ L ^wUohad the government of Phrygia upon the Hellefpont committed to 
him perceiving what Ancigonus went about, and purpofing to provide for one, wen 
Sice upon Cizycum, which was a great City, aud of all others lay moft oporcunely 

for his occafions. He had in his company above lo thoufand mercenary hoot fouldi- 

ers and onerhoufand Macedons,Perfian archers and (lingers five hundred, and eight 
hundred HorCe, with all manner of Engins of battery* and in great abundance. And 
"he men of Cizycum, under a colour of a treaty tor a pacihcation,obceiiied of himceiU- 
on of arms, for a time, and then drave out the time in drawing up articles upon which 
he funender.was to be made,buc had in that time lent to Byzantium for aide and Cup- 
dies of men and munition, of all forts for their defenceand failing along their own 
coafts with their men of war, took in men out of the Country jand ftored the city with 
them, and wich fuch provifion as they brought With them. The end was, Anda-us 
having been tooled by the men of Cyzicum, and loft many of tns men upon the place, 

was fain to leave Cizycum as he found it, and to return to his own government again, 

^ ^Antigonusbeing then at Celenae, hatted him away* with 20 thoufand choice foot, 
and three thoufand Horfe, to the relief of Cizycum, thinking hereby to have that 
Citv hereafter at his devotions. But coming a little too late, he fent meilengcr* toAn- 
dsu ; , toexpoftulate the matter with him, and why he did it: and Withall, to require 
huh, togivcvp that government which he had into his hands, and to live there hereaf¬ 
ter in the quality of a private nun,contenting himfelf with ch&revenue of oneonely 
City to live upon. That he refuted to do, and prefently difpoled gu«uds about the 
pates and walls, and other places of the City, wherein himfelf was; and then difpachc 
fwav apartof his army,with a Commander over them, to joy n With Eumenes, and to 
railethcfiege from before Nora Cattle, and having rid him out of that danger to draw 

him into a league and affociation of arms againft Antigonus, 

Emil.Probvs tells u-’,that Eumenes toward the beginning of the Spring, under co¬ 
lour of fubmitting himfelf to Antigonus, and treating of conditions from day to day,ac 
hft put a trick upon him, and got both him felf and all his people fafe out of-the Ca- 
ie?w*£^.]Bvit Juftio, L/* 4 . «*.».] fayes* thac Autigonus, when he found 
ha Antipater had fent relief to Eumenes, railed his ftege. And Diodorus, and Plu- 
deliver, that Eumenes by the Mediation of Hieronymus Cardianus, his 
counttiman and true friend, was fuffered to come out upon his word, and thus it 

W Antigonus calling with himfelf how to get all into his own hands. Cent for Hierony- 
mus the°Hiftorian, to come unto him, and unjrioyed him w a meffage to Eumenes, to 
deal with him to this efteft, to wit, that forgetting what had paffed between them two 
in eta fight at Cappadocia; he would now be pleafed to joyn with him in a firm league 
S i 0 ve and friendship, and aftociation of armes* offering to reftore him far more 
1 h th,n h<* had loft and a greater Province and Dominion, than ever he had be- 
£hi,fried,,and partake, of all his defines and for- 
nnes' I "»XjA„d when Ancigonus had drawn up a form of an oath, whereby to 
b nd each other toa ftrift performance of conditions, and tent them 10 Euinenes ; 
Eumenes wok and coneftcd them in tome points j and then put it to thofe Maccdou 
Captain', which were iiuheficge againft him, to judge which of the two was lllc 
S TndmoreindiffetentdiaSght: For Antigonus among other thing^madc men- 

oalh To That they prefently taifed theit ffege, and Cent to Antigonus, praying him that 
hewtwW bind himfelf in The fame form of oath to Eumenes. Mean whiles, Eumenes, 
whatever hoftaces he had of chc Cappadocians, fciittticmall home again. And An- 
rigmms wate backalhatp anda taunting letter to thofe Maeedons, for pteiummg to 
amend oTTltat any thing in the form of the oath,which he hadprelctibed for Eumenes 
10 take, and willed them tobefiege him again, as dote as ever they did; ,but this came 

“EumSaving aftec a years dole (lege, got oet at laft beyond expcaaiion , toyca 
a while in Cappadocia: and there gathered ipgether> tuch of his old friends and loul- 
diers, as were now Icattered about the Codmry,[Dw^.] And to begin the world a- 
new, the friends of thofe hoftages wli ch hfl»had reftored, lent him Horfcs, and 
ages,and Tents: and in a foort time, there eame into him,of his old Regiments, 
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which hitherto lay fculking up and down the Country, to the number of 1000 horfe 
[Pint.] For in regard that he was of himfelf a moltadivc and induftrious man, and 
fundry others there were, who were in like manner affe&ed to the (fate, as he himfelf 
was: hence it came, that great multitudes of fouldiers came flocking to him. To be 
fliorr, within a few dayes, befides thole five hundred friends, which were with him in 
the Caftle, he had gotten together twothoufand men, all ready bent to lerve him, 
[Diodor.] 

Antigonus,having lentfome of his forces to befiege Aridaeus,the Governour of the 
lefler Phrygia, marcht himfelf with a mighty army intoLydta,to turn Clitus out of 
his Government rhere, but Clitus having gotten notice aforehand of his coming, pre¬ 
sently fluffed every Town of his, and plate of defence, with a ftrong gart ilon^nd went 
himfelf into Macedon, there to acquaint the Kings, and Polylperchon theL. Pro¬ 
testor,with Antigonushis doings,and how hfa purpofe was to revolt,and fall off from 
the Macedonian Government, and thereupon prayed, aide againft him£Diodor.] 
Then did Antigonus take in Ephcfus at his firft coming,having lome within the city, 
which help to bringhim iu.But a while after,when Efcylus of Rhodes came thither,and 
in four Chips brought withhim fix hundred men out of Cilicia, and 400 talents,which 
from thence were fent to the Kings in Macedon; Antigonus feizdon it alitor hisown 
ufe: faying that he had need of it, toraife and pay forreign fouldiers withall: by which 
aft of his, he plainly difeovered hisintention to be, wholly to let up for himlelt, and to 
rebell agai .ft the Kings. This done, he then proceeded to take in the reft of the Cities, 
fome by force, others by fair words, fW.] And from this revolt it is, thatDexippus, 
Porphyric, and Eufcbius, reckon the x 8 years of his principality in Scaligers Gr tea £#- 
febian* [fag. 48. X 64,2 -6.] . 

Callander,croflingthe Hellefponr.went to Antigonus,in Afia,def»tmg his afliftance, 
and afluring him ot Ptolomeis concurrence therein. Antigonus was glad of his com* 
ing, and prefently offered to affift him by land and lea. This he did under a colour, as 
ii he would help him for his father Antipaters fake; but his main drift was, to imbroile 
himinasmanywarsandtroubles,aspoffibly he could in Europe - to the end, that he 
might the more freely go on, and compaffe his own ends in Afia, and make himfelf 
King there, [Diodor.] 

Polyfpercon, Protestor of the Kings, and «™juA*T<q (».«.) Curate of the Macedoni¬ 
an Empire, wrate away a letter to Eumenes, in the two Kings names, requiring him 
thereby to ftand firm to the Kings, and to make a party againft Antigonus, a* hither¬ 
to he had done i and therein to take his choice, whether he would come over into Ma¬ 
cedon, and there joy n with him in maintenance of the two Kings fafety, or would ftay 
in Afia, and have fupplies fent him thither of men and mony, and munition, to oppole 
Antigonus, who had now openly declared himfelf a rebel againft the Kings, And that it 
he flood in need of greater torles, himfelf Would be ready with the Kings, and all the 
power that the kingdom of Macedon could make, to crolle the feas, and to come into 
Afia, to joyn with him. The like letters were fent to the Trelurers in Cilicia, requiring 
them, out of thofe monies, which were at (where the Kings exchequer for Alia 

was kept, as Strabo lib. 14.^.7 2. teftifietb) forthwith to furnilh him with 500 talents to¬ 
ward the reparation of his Ioffes lately fufteined,and out of the reft of the Kings monies, 
as much as he (hould call for, to hire and pay forreign fouldiers withall. He alfo wrate 
his letters to Antigcncs and Tentamus, who between them, commanded three thou- 
fand filverTargateers under Antigonus,that they fhould put them over to Eumenes,and 
be afiiftant to him all that poflibly they mightjas the man.that was made abfoluteCom- 
rnander and Governour of all Alia, under the Kings. And Olympias the mother of 
Alexander the Great, failed not on hisparr, to write the like letters, requiring all men 
to come and aide both herfelf, and the Kings, L Diodor, with Pint, and Emil.Prob. in 
Eumenes ] 

Eumenes hereupon removed out of Cappadocia, having 5oo Horfe, and two thou- 
fand Foot onely in hb company; for he had not the leilure to attend their coming, 
who had promiled to lift themldvcs under him, but were not then come • becaule Me¬ 
nander was comingon with a great army, which would not fuffer him to neftle in Cap. 
padocia, havingprofefled himlelt an open enemy to Antigonus* But thofe who were 
left behind, following Eumenes three dayes journey, when they faw they could not 
poflibly overtake him, returned into Cappadocia, [‘Dicdor.J _ L 

Eumenes^naking long ftages,palled the mount Taurus,and came into Cilicia. Then 
came to him Antigenes, and Tentamus, Captains of the filver Targaceers, with their 
friends, in obedience to the command of the Kings, and having congratulated his 
happy elcape out of fo many and imminent dangers, they offered him their fervice,and 
promifed to ftand by him in his utmoft dangers* and then came the Regiment of the 
filver Targateers, all Macedons, to the number «t about three thoufand, to prefcnc 
themfelves, with ptomife of all duty and fetvice to him,[M]

canorthar Captain, fee upon their enemies at the break of day; put them to fight at 

the very firft affanlc, and bilging fome of them with their beakes, took others with the 
men in them, which called for quarter: andaclaft, took all the reft of the flops and 
mer,(aveonely the Ammiral. Clitus himfelf left his Ihip, and fled toland, thinking to

Eumenes, knowing -Aitigonus his defign, endevoured to reduce Phoenicia where he 
then was, to the obedience of the Kings; becaufe at that ume it was injuftly pofleffed 
by Ptolemei: but failling thereof, he removed thence, and went thorough Grlolyna, 
purpofing to get into thofe parts, which are called the Upper Provinces, [ Diodor J,b. 

18. ] and having the filver Targateers with him, with their Captain ^ntigenes,winter- 
ed in a country of Babylonia, which is called Cares, C Id. lib. 1 9, ] . 

Eumenes, being there,fent to Seleucus the Governour of Babyfoma, and to Pithon 
the governour of Media,to come,and,together with himfelf,to aflift the Kings,againft 
^nugonus, who rebelled againft them. Seleucus fent him word that he would do 
whatService he could for the Kings s but commanded by £umenes,who flood long fince 

a condemned perlon by the Councilot the Macedons, he would not: and withal fent 

under-hand to^ntigenes and the filver Targateers,todepofc Eumenes; but they would 

Eumenes, commending the loyalty of his fouldicrs, went forward to the bank of Ti¬ 
gris, and there encamped, 300 furlongs oft from Babylon : and there loft tome or his 
men, by the rifing of the Natives upon him. From thence he purpoled to go forward 
to Sufa, both that he might there recolleft his (ouldiersout of the upper Provinccs,and 
alfo take and make ufe of the Kings monies, which lay there, for h>s urgent and neccf- 
lary occafiom. But Seleucus coming upon him near the Euphrates, he was put in dan¬ 
gerof loiing his whole army by a hidden inundation, which Seleucus brought upon 
him, by opening the head of an old dam or fluce, and letting in the water upon his 
Camp, which was ready to drown all. Wherefore he and his men were fain to file 
from thence to a piece of upper ground, and there they fpent that day; catling in their 
minds,howro remedy this inconveniency. And the nexf day they got 3 o fiat-bottom a 
boats, wherein they tranfported the chief part of the army, without impeachment 01 
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the enemy -• For Seleucus had nothing but horfe with him, and them alfo far interior 
to Eumenes in number : And now the nighc came on, when Eumenes, taking careof 

his carriages which were left behind, went back with his Macedons again over the ri¬ 
ver,and there by the means of the Natives,found a place, where to let out the water a- 
nother way, and fo to make all that country dry and paffable again: which Selucus per¬ 
ceiving, and withal, defirons to rid his countrey of fuch guefts, as foon as poflbly he 
could, lent meffengers to offer them a truce, and fo fuffered them to march a way with¬ 
out interruption. And fo Eumenes,having efcaped out of Seleucus his hands, beyond 
expectation, came with his army into Perfu; or rather into the country of Sufa, having 
then with him 16000 Foot,and 1300 Horfe, and then, having refreftted his army after 
their hard and miferable march, he fent to the Commanders of the upper Provinces,to 
fend him in, forthwith, both men and mony, tor the fervice of the Kings. [IdJ. 18. and

Attalus Polemo, Antipater and Phflotas, all Captains, taken iu the overthrow of 
of Alcetcs, and committed to prifon in an exceeding ftrong Cattle, hearing thac Anti- 
gonus was marched up into the upper Provinces, (Diodorus faith, chat at that time he 
was in Mesopotamia) and having gotten every man a fword, and being but eight in 
number,at midnight, let upon 4 hundred men, then in the Girrifon ; and feizing fitft 
upon Xenopicbes, the Captain of it, threw him down the rock of the Caftle, which was 
one furlong high, 8c having killed fome, Sc forced the reft, fee fire on the houfes wichin 
the fort, whereupon they which were without, attending the iflue of their attempt, 
came, aud were received into the Caftle, to the number of fifty men; But being in, 
and not agreeing among themfelves, whether they Ihould makegood the place, atten¬ 
ding fupply from Eumenes, or leave ir, and fliifc every man for himfelf,the fouldiersof 
other Garrifons, not far oft, to the number of 500 foot, and 400 horfe, and upwards, 
and the Natives thereabouts, to the number of 3 thouiand came in, and making a 
Captain one of themfelves, befieged the place round ; Docimus, who advifed to leave 
the place, efpying a way down the hill, without a guard to keep it, treated by a mef- 
fenger with Statomice the wife of Antigonus, who lay not far off, and with one only 
in his company, gate our, and went toher: but the, not keeping her word with him,' 
laid him fall again; But he that went with him, made himlelta leader and guide to che 
enemy,and led them up the caftle,and with them,being a confiderable number,poffeff- 
cd himlelf of a ftrong place in ir. Nevertheleffe Attalus, with the reft, which were of 
opinion to maintain the fort, kept on fighting from day to day, in manful wife. £ld. 
Ub. x 9.3 

Picho,whowas Governor of Media, having flainPhilocas, who was Governor of 
the upper provinces, put his own brother Eudramus in h» room : Whereupon the o- 
ther Governors combined together, fearing lead they might alfo be feived with the 
fame fauce,becaufe Pitho was a man of a turbulent humor,and uled to put himlelf upon 
great mau«s,and having overthrown him and {lain a great parcof his men, they drave 
him quite out of all Parthia: whereupon he came into Media, hoping to have relief 
there, but finding none, he retired xo Babylon, and there defired fuccour from Seleucus 
his hand, [Id. 1 . 19.] , 

Eumenes, continuing in the Country of Sula, for want of vtftuals, divided his whole 
army into three brigades, and yet fo marching through the countrey, found great fear- 
city of corne every where; but was fain to give them inftead thereof, rice, and a kind 
of Indian wheat,and the fruit of palm tree,whereof there was great abundance 111 thofe 
parts. Now although he had atbre-hand fent the Kings letters to them of the uppet 
Provinces, to be aiding to him; yet he again fent other letters to them of his own, to 
requeft them to come unto him with all their power into the country of Sufa. 
But his Ageuts found them all in a body , met together againft P ; cho, 
[Ibid.] 

The chief among them all, and the man on whom a lives were moft fixed, was 
Penceftes,whom Alexander had heretofore made the chief Squier ot hts body, and 
Governor of Perfia; he had about him Perfian Archers, and Slingers, to the number 
often thoufand, and of other Nations,taken into the rank of Macedons, 3 thoufand, 
with 6 hundred horfe, of Greeks and Thracians together, and of 1 erfian horfe, 4 hun¬ 
dred; Polemon a Macedon, Governour ot Car mania had i5©o foot, and 700 horfe; 
Sibyrtius the Governor of Arachofia had one thoufand foor, and 61 o horfe. Andro- 
bazus was there, with 12 00 foot, and 400 horfe, fent from Qxyarta, the Governor ot 
Parapamyfus ; Stafanor the Governor of Aria, and Drangia, with fome Ba&rians, 
made 1500foor,and one thoufand horfe. Out of India came to them, Euiamu; 
(whom Arrianus calleth Eudemus, and Curtius Eudemon,) Governor of the Oxydra- 
cans and Mallians, with 30ohorfe,and 3 chowtand foot, and 120 Elephants, which 
hegot,whenhetrecherouflyflewPorusthe King of Indians: fo thac they amounted 1 
in all, to 18700 foot (though the particulars make 21000.) and 4603 Horfe, 1 
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Thefe. when they were aU come to Eumenes, in the Country of Sufiana, called a 
publick council, where arofe a hot difpute, dpecially between Penceftes and Anugeoes 
Captain of the Giver Targateers, about the choice of a General. But Eumenes had 
Ugbefore takenawayaU occafion of that dW, by enOugapavdlioa for Alex- 
andr , and erefting his throne therein,wherein all meetings were to confult of publick 

3£ And a then h coSkig aU rogfthet to Sola,Eumenestook out of the Kings treafurie there, 
fo much as the Kings fcrvice then neceilarily required ,for the Kings letters to the keep¬ 
er of their treafure there, had required, that they ihould iflue to Eumenesalone,lo 
much money, without ftinr, as he required. Wherefore he gave the Macedons lix 
moneths pay before*hand,and to Eudamus, which brought thofe; Elephants out of In¬ 
dia he gave two hundred talents,under colour of defraying the charge of thole beads, 
buundeed tooblige the man himfelftohis devotion : for he faw well, that ^5°^" 
troverfie Ihould arife among them, that party was moft like to carry it, to which he 
with his beads fhould apply himfelf.

Callander, the ton of Antipaccr, befieged Olympias with her grand-child Hercules, , 
thefonof Alexander the Great, and his mother Barfine, in-a Town of Macedonia, 
called Pydna. In the beginning of the Spring following, all provifions tailing, O.vm- 
pL> was forced to dilmifte her fouldiers; and her felf fkortly after, upon promile of 
life, which (he could hardly obtain, yeilded her felf into Caffanders hands, [Dtod. snd 

^ Antigoiws'remwing out of Mefopotamia>came into the Country of Babylonia, and 
there confederating wich Seleucusand Puho,and receiving fome fupphes from tbem, 
he made a bridge of boats over the River Tigris* and there eroding the River, lie

men. therefore Eumenes and Antigcnesobteined of Penceftesto lend them 10 thou-

* Antigonus, going with his army to the K’ngs palace in Sula,there made Seleucus, 

G ivernour ot that Country, and leaving a fufficienc army wichium, Willed him to bc- 
Geee the Cattle there: and when Xcnophilus the Trefuror, refuted to obey his com¬ 
mands, he about the rifi.ig of the dog-ftar, with his army marched by night-jourmes 
ro the River Copattes, where it falls into the Tigris; but loft a great multitude of his 
men by the way, in regard of the exceflive heat of the leafon : and whereas he found 
Sat river, when he came to it, to be four acres broad, therefore he gottogether a (mail 
auantitv of flat-bottom’d boats,and in them put over fome of his Foot, bidding them 
? hcre to 5 attend the coming of the reft. Whereof Eumenes being advercilcd by his 
Icouts fond he was at that time but 80 furlongs off from the place) prcfcmly with four 
thoufand Foot, and 1300 Horfe, palling the bridge ot Tigris,found three thoufand 
Foor,andthree bundled Hoife,ot Aiiugonus his army put over, aiidnoleflethan fix 
thoufand ot others, who were forragmg about the Country; all thefe he fuddenly let 
upon and routed them. As for the Macedons which made refiftancc, he forced them 
tnThe river; where running headlong into their boats, and overcharging them, they 
funk,fo that few ot themcfcaped: and they that would not venture upon the River, 
were taken or ifoner v 0 the number of tour thoufand: (o faith Diodorus. B.it Piuurc 1 

faith,that when Antigonus palled the Pafnigris,and the reft of the army »:rceivcdic 
not, Eumenes himfelf met him, with hisown company, and flew many of hn men, 
and filled the River wich dead carcafes, and befides, took four thoufand pnfo- 

nC Antigonus, feeing he could not paffc that River, retired with his army toward a ci¬ 
ty called Balaca, fcated upon the River ULie, wnere ftayuig fome certain dayts, 
he lefrefhed his army, which wastired out with the veheraencie ot the Hear, and pur- 
pofingfrom thence ro go to Ecbatane, he went not by the high-way, both by reafon of 
the immoderate heat, and becaufe it would take him up no lefle change dayes journy, 
in going shut by the Coffcans, which was the Ihorter cur, and not foexpofed to the 
torching of the fun, as the other was, wherein nevcrcheleffe, he loft a multitude of his 
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and hazarded all the reft,and yet at nine dayes end, hardly came to any habitable 
place in Mediawhere when the whole army began to grumbie,for that within die 
foace of 4b dayes, they load received three fuch blows, he commanded Pdion to go o- 
ver all Media, which he did* and brought him in two thoufand Horfe, and a thoufand 
Horfes ready fornifhed, andfo many loads of munition, that all the army might thcre- 
S be compleatly furuiflied ; and withall, five hundred taints out of the K-ngs rrea- 
L;aSius difpofed of thofe Horfe among his other Troups ; and diftributed the 
Ho fes, among thofe who had loft their own, and gave the beafts of draught or car na¬ 
il freely ammig thofe that wanted them, whereby he quickly regained the love and 

trivourof his army again, [jO'Wflr.j'far i. 0Arwp.ii 6.] 

Eumenes with his men, removing from Pahtigris toward Perfia, came to the Rc- 
ealfeaTof the kingdom, called Perfepolis at the end of M dayes march ; where his 
whole army was entertained, and moft magnificently feafted by 1 euceftes the Gov*.r- 
nour of that Province, after facrifice offered to the gods, and among them to Alex¬ 
ander and Philip : and as Plutarch addes,a fheep was given to every man of them, tor 
his own parcicuUr facrifice. But when Eumenes perceived that his purpofe w as here¬ 
by to ingratiate himfelf with the army , and to gain to himfelf the foverreign power 
and command thereof, he caufed a forged letter to be written to himfelf in the name ot 
Orontes the Govcrnour of Armenia, an intimate friend of Penceftes, in Syriac chara- 
ftci s purporting that Olympias, with Alexanders youngeft fen, having deftroyed ; 
Caflander,had recovered again the kingdom of Macedon,and that Polyfperchon,with 
the main power ot the Kings army and his Elephants, had put over into Aha, againft 
Antiaonus, T Dtod, it. Polju. firatag.lib. 4. ] Thefe letters therefore going for current, 
cvSy man caft in his mind, that Eumenes would be all in all, and the greac man to ad¬ 
vance whom heplealed, and to puirfh whom he thought fit, and therefore refolyed to 
depend on him : and he, as he found any averfe from him, ca led chetn in queftion, in 
form of law • beginning with Sibyrtius the Governour ol Arachoha,aud io made them 
■all afraid ; and in the mean time courted Pcnccftes, and held him on, with all terms of 
fovc and friendfhip : telhng him what heaps of honour and wealth he woiud caft upon 
him when time Ihould fcrve * and by that means held him quiet, from attempting any 
further againft him, as he had begun to do, [ M if- ] . _ ^ . 

And being farther defirou? to oblige the reft of the Governours of 1 rovmces, and 
Commanders to himfelf, he made as chough he had wanted money ; and therefore 
exhorted themto.contnbuce what they could fpare, for the Kings fcrvice •- and having 
bv this means gotten outofthemtothe fumme of 400 talents, he made them who 
leemed moft fickle to him before, moft lure to him now, for fear of lofingthefoomcs

and 4 moneths fiegeendored,and much h„rdfhipluftercd therein , were forcedat laft

After which tumenes»having gotten intclli- 
geiice due Antigonu; bad a purpote to remove his Camp, by night, three dayes jour¬ 
ney off, to a Sice called Gubienc, a country abounding with all provifions, fent 
fometrufty men uodec colour of run-awayes, to inform Antigonus, that Eumenes 
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~ would fall upon his Camp that night: and whiles Antigonus wa^ preparing torccive 
him there, Eumenes ftole away with his army, to get to Gubiene before him, and there 
to take up his ftation for his Camp* Antigonus finding at length that Eumenes had put 
a trick upon him, though Eumenes was gotten fix houres march before him, yet he 
followed after him; and willing Pitho to come fafriy after, with the main body of the 
army; he,with a company of thefwifteft that he could chufe,gat before him, and fhew.

Antigonus^eing ad vertifed hereof,8c finding himfelf too weak for the enemy, whiles 
he was in any good array,relolved to fa upon them,in this difordcr as chey were: and 
therefore cafting it abroad, that he would march with his army out of Media into Ar¬ 
menia, upon the fudden,8c in the depth of winter, nil»? <*: 2 <r« Vt fl xet?ptt faith 

Diodorus, ( i. e.) <*bout the feafon of the Winter tropic ; leaving the ordinary way; mar¬ 
ched thorough the Defert, making fires in the day time,and putting them out at night, 
lead that any perhaps feeing them a far off* might difeover his approach to die enemy. 
But when they had fpent five dayes in this tedious journey, the fouldieis for very cold 
fell to making of fires by night as well as by day: which fome of die dwellers in the De¬ 
fect efpied, and prefently getting upon Dromedaries which commonly run 15 oo fur¬ 
longs in a day; gave notice thereof to Eumenes and Penceftes, £Diodtr.Plut.and Emil. 

Prob. ] 

Penceftes flood like a flock at the hearing of this news, and feeing the feft noleffe 
amazed thereat than himfelf, began to think of running away; but then came Eume- 
ncs, and difperfed thisdoud, bidding them not fear, and alluring them, that he would 
take order, th at the enemy fhould not come into thole parts, thefc three dayes, no nor 
four: or as Emilius hath it, not m five; wherefore he fent mdfengers about into all 
parts, to require them to repaire to their head-quarter: and then he went about him- 
felf with certain nimble officers, and caufed fires every where upon the hill Countries 
to be made, fo as Antigonus might fee, and cake notice of them: and all within the 
compalleof fome 70 firlongs, that from thence Antigonus a far off might gather, 
that all his army was there come together. Antigonus efpingthofe fires, began pre- 
lently to imagine that he was betrayed,and his counfels difeovered by f omc of his own 
people, and that Eumenes wascoming rofail upon him with his whole army : and fear¬ 
ing to hazard his tired armv, againft Eumenes hisirelh and lufty fouldicrs, turned a 4 
fide out ofthe plain, into a more winding way,and there flayed one whole day, cored 
his men, and to refivfh his beafls, that all might be in the better cafe to fight, if need 
fhould be, [ Idem, and Toly&nm^ jlratag Jib. 4. ] 

Mean while Eumenes his army, for the molt parr, was come to their Rendezvous: 
and his fouldiers feeing his furpaflingdexterity and wifdom in ordering things, defired 
him to order all matters him ell: whereupon Antigenes hirofclf,who had ever hither¬ 
to flood firm unto him, and Theudamus, the two Commanders of the lilver Targa- 
teers, moved with envy, praftifed with other Captains of the army to kill him; which 
when Eudamus,who commanded the Regiment of the Elephants,and one Phredimus, 
(Ring t wo ofthofe,who had lent him monies,and were in fear oflofing it,if henrfear- 
iied)iinderftood,they forthwith difclofed the practice to Eumenes: and he, faying, 
that he had to do with a company of bruit beads; went prelently and made his will, 
and then burnt his Cabinet of papers, lead after his death, they fhould tell talcs, and 
prove dangerous to thofe that had written them, [ Plutarch. ] 

And now the day came, that lbould try the matter between Antigonus and Eume¬ 
nes, which Diodorus at large deferibeth. Antigonus had with him Z2 thoufand Foot, 
and 9 thoufand Hoife,witb 65 Elephants. Eumenes his army confided of 3 6, thou- 
fand»and 700 Foot,and <5 thoufand and 5o Hovfe, and 114 Elephant. The field 
where they fought was very fpacious, Candy, and wade; whereupon Inch aduftpre- 
fcntly arolc, upon the firft flaring of the Horfe, that if a man were never fo little off, 
he could not poffibly difeerne what wasdone: which Antigonus obferving, lent forth¬ 
with away fomc Median Horfe, and certain Tarentines out of Italy, to let upon the 
baggage ofthe enemy, which were left, about five furlongs oft, from the place, where 
the fight was. And Penceftes the Governour of Portia, being frighted by Antigonus, 
got ouc of the duft with his horfe, and drew with him fome 1500 more. But the filver 
Targateers which were on Eumenes his fide, making a lirong impreffion upon Anti¬ 
gonus his main battle, flew upward of $ thouland of them upon the place, and routed 
all the reft, not lofingfo much as one man of their company. • And fo Eumenes had 
the better of the day, having not loft in all that battle above 300 of his men, [ Diodor. 

PI tit. Poly an. jlratag^ lib. x 4. ] 

When the Macedons,atccr the fight was done,faw their carriages all taken,and their 
wives and children, and whatever clfe was dear unto them, taken priloners, and car¬ 
ried away by the enemy, great forrow and lamentation there was among chemthe 
Camp all over: whofc dolorous complaints Eumenes fecking topacifie andaffwage, 
put them in mind that they had fiain 5 thoufand of the enemies, and if they would but 
bear up a while, they fhould force them to Cue for peace, and then all would be well a- 
gain. That the Ioffe they (0 much lamented, was but onely fome a thouland women, 
and a few children and fervants,'which they mighc better regain oy purfuing the vi¬ 
ctory, then by letting it go now they had ic in their hands. But the Macedons plainly 
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told him, that they would neither flee now they had loft their wives and children, nor 
bear armes againft them> and withal fell a railing at him. Then Teucamu', of his own 
neadjlent a meflenger to Antigonus to defire him to lend back their goods again which 
he had taken ; and fo the bargain was driven between them, that giving up Eumcnes 
into hi* hand.*, they fhould receive every man his own again : And fo the Macedons, 
and ten thoufand Perfians which came with Penceftes, and the other Governowrs of 
places, and fouldiers tor the moft part, left Eumencs, ant^ went to Antigonus in his 
Camp, vith JuJhn lib. 14. cap cap. 3.] 

The iilver Targaceers therefore, before they went, broke in upon Eumenes, and 
Wrcftcd his fword out of hi* band, and bound his hands behind h'm with a garter, and 
upon the fourth day after the fight,delivered him bound to Nicanor, who was fern by 
Antigonus to receive him ; Eumencs defired nothing of Nicahor, but that he would 
lead him through the roidft of the Macedom, and give him leave to (peak his laft unto 
them : which done, he went before his keepers into Antigonus his Camp,then follow¬ 
ed the army which had betrayed their own Commander, and who were now chem- 
felves no better than lo many captive flaves ; and went in triumph of thcmfelve?, into 
their Conquerors Camp; and to make it a compleat tiiumpft ofthemfelves, the Ele¬ 
phants alfo, and the auxiliaries out of India, brought up the rere. But Antigonui, 
for very flume and reverence of the old familiarity and tncndlhip that had been be¬ 
tween them two, would not fuftcr him to be brought unrohis fight, but afligned 
him certain fouldiers to keep him , [ Tint arch in £umnt : Jr fib , lib. 14. 

f ^Among thofe that were Wounded, was brought alfo Hieronimus of Cardia, the Hi- 

ftoriographer, who havingbeen ever m great eftetmc with Eumencs during his life, 
found after his death, great favour alfo at Antigonus hs hand, ,[Diodor.Lb.

Halicarnaflaeusin the proem of Roman Antiquities calls it) both importing as much, 
as Of the Succejfors of Alexander the Creat 7 with the general Hiftory of his own 

^Antigonus, having now gotten both Eumenes and all his army into his hands, laid 
firft hold of Antigenes, the Commander ot the iilver Targatecrs, and pucting him a- 
live into a coffin, there burnt him to afhe* : and then put Eudamu*, who brought Eu¬ 
menes his Elephants out or India, and Celbanus, and fome others whom he alwayes 
had found his oppofites, to death, [D odor.] ..... , , .. 

When Onomarchus the Captain ot the watch asked Antigonus, how he would 
have Eumenes to be kept ? his anfwer was, as you would keep (laid he) a raging Ly¬ 
on or an unruly Elephant: yet afterward,relenting a little toward him,he commanded 
his heavy chains to be taken off Horn him, and a boy of his own tobe luffacd to attend , 
him, and to help to anoint him, and gave leave to his triends, that would,to vifit him, 
and to fupply him with neceflaries. And now,although h is own ton Demetrius, and 

Nearchus the Cretian, were defirous, and laboured to lave his iite, yet aimoft all the | 

rt ft that were about him, preffed h ; m by all means to nd mm out ot the way : yet tor 

all this, Antigonus took levendayes time to think upon it ; and then , fearing leaft his 

Armv might happen to grow into a mutiny about u,hc gave order that no man fhould 
be fi ltered to come at him, and command his daily diet to be withdrawn from him: 
for he laid, that lure his hand fhould never be upon him, wno had formerly been hts 
friend • and when he had neither eaten nor drank in 8 dayes Ipace, and the camp was 
fuddenlv to n move, one was lent in to him,unknown to A.uigcu u , and cut his throat. 

Antigonus, in relpeft to his former familiarity with him, commanded his corps tobe 

delivered to his neareft friends, to be buried as they thought h: •• and they buried it in 
an honourable, but a military way, all the army following the bier, and but nt it, and 
gathered h’s bones into a filvet llrne, and took care to convey them 1 to his wife and 
children in Cappadocia, [Diodortu^year 1. Olymp,n 6 . Tin,arch and Em;l. Prob.mSu- 

^Anugonus,returning into Media with his whole army, {pent the reft of the winter in 
a towne not far from Ecbatanc,and diftribuied his army here and there over aU that 
Province, and cfpecially in the country of Rages, fo called frrm^ bccaule there 
had been above a thoufand cities and towncs deftroyed by earth-quakes in thofe parts, 
as Srrabo faics U>b. 11 . pag. 5 14.] out oi Pcflidomus ; where, when he difeoyered that 
Pitho, the Governor ot Media, fought to oblige many of the fouldiers by large gus, 
and larger promifes, to his own devotion, and to perl wade them to a revolt from him, 
he diffembled the matter very handfomely, and gave it out, that he purpofed to make 
Pitho Governor of the upper Provinces, andtoleave a fufficient army with him, to 
maintain them : He wtate alfo his letters to Pitho, and therein earneftly entreated 
him to come away in all hafte unto him, to the end Cfaid he) that having confulted to- 

gether 
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Tether upon fome neceflary matters, he might forthwith march away into thelefle r 
Ah 1 VI hereby, and by ocher letters fent him from friends, as he took them to be, 
Pirho who was then in the furtheft parts of ail Media, in his winter quarters,being gou 
Lied came to Antigonus, who,fo foonashc hadhim, called him befor e a Coined of 
war, and they quickly found him guilty, and chopc off his head, [Vtodorn, ut /*- 

^Antigonus, gatheting all his army together, committed the Government of Media to 
Oronrobazes, a Median born, but General ot his army he made Hippoftratus, who 
had 3 500 forraign Foot fouldiers under him. Himfelf taking with him the body of 
his army went to Ecbatane, where taking into his hands five thousand talents of maflie 
filLr, he marched into Perfia,and it coft him 20 dayes journey before he arrived at 

^While* AncTgonus w*upon his way thither-ward, the ftiends of Pichon, and 
fuchas were h?s conforts in the plot which he was about , the chief whereof 
were Meleager, and Menoetas, with other well willers both of him and Eume- 
ne» but wereScattered abroad into corners, met together^ the number of 800 Horlc, 
and fell firft upon.the lands and pofleffionsof luch of the Medes, as refufed to ,oyn with 
them in this combination, and thenfec upon Heroftrotus, and Orontobazus his Camp 
by night, and miffed very narrowly of the prife they came for : 
with the multitude of their men, and having oncly enticed fome ofehe M:des to run 
the fame courle with them,were fain to retire; yet fome of the mmbleft of them,(and 
thev wexeall horfe-roen) made many incurfions upon the Country people, and railed 
many hububs among them, but were at laft enclofed in a place compaffed aboitwith 
Roc^s, like a pinfold, and were there partly flam, parcly taken.

fW S into Perfia, the people there did hi m aU kin B ly reverence 

and honour, as to the man that was now,w thouc controvcrhe, fok Lord of all Aha , 
there,calling a Council of his Nobles together ; he propounded to them the matter of 
She government of the leveratt provinces to be confidereff of : in wbicii confuUation, 
thev left CarmaniatoTlepolemu*, Ba&riato Stafanor, and Paraparmfus to Oxyar. 
tes die father of Roxanc,bccaufe they could not well be taken from them, holdas 
thev did before. Into Ana was fent Euicus, and he coming fhortly after to die, Eua- 
goms d was put in his room, a man of wondertull valour, and grave wildom withall, 

^Antigonus fent for Sibyrtius,a well wilier of hi;,out of Arachofia,and confirmed him 
in his Government of that province, and gave him a whole thoufand of the moft tur- 
hulen/and feditious iilver Targateers, which had betrayed Eumnes ; thefe he appoint¬ 
ed to him, under a colour of ferving him in the war, but indeed of Wtpofe to deftroy 
tliem • for he gave Sibyrcius inftrudions withall to employ them in all break-neck fet- 
vkeT ’tillheha 8 d confirmed them, that there might not a man of them ever m turn into 
Macedon,or fee the Greek coalt again, [Diedor. lb>d.mth Plnt.m Eumene and Poljtnus y 

^Tnnponus Ending that Penceftes was very much beloved in Perfia, made it one of 
his^tft^vorks to ftrip him of that government. And when all the natives there, repi¬ 
ned at it a certain chief man among them, called Thefpias,fpake openly againft.it, 
and laid That the Perfians would be governed by no other man but Penceftes :wnere- 
upon he flew Thefpias,and made AfdepiodorusGovernonr ot Perfia, and held on 
Pmceftes with vain hopes, of preferring himto higher preferments eifc where, unt il he

Country : but purpofing to carry away allthismony to the fea hdeinAfia, he ca u fcd 
cartag/to be ptovWed for that purpofe, and fo taking all along with him, he took his 
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Province, recieved him with all royal ptefent** and feafted his whole army } but when 
he ftruck one ot the Captains without acquainting Anugonus therewith. Anugonm 
willed him to give an account of all the monies of the pubngue flock, which he had 
there received lince his coming to the place: But Seleucus anfweredhimthat.he was 
nottouudto nuke an account for that which was given him by the Macedon*, for 
the feivice which he h(id done to Alexander m his lde time: and when grutches grew 
daily between them, Seleucus, findingkimfelftoo weak for Antigomi, and fearing 

When Anugonus grew now very jolly, for that without being forced to drawblood 
of his old friend,and without ftroke ftiikeu, he had quietly gotten into thepofleffion of 
Babylon,thc Chaldeans told him, that if he let Selucus go, all AGa would be his; and 
himfelf fhould oneday lofehk life in a battle againft him, he repented him that he had 
let him go, and fent men after him, to take and bring him back again; but they, having 
purfued him awhile, gave him oft; and returned without him to Antigonus, Dtodoru,, 
ibid^ And he thereupon ,turned BUrorcs the Governor ot Mefopotam-a out of his placr, 
for {offering Stkucus to paffethat way,D*fj»<*.«£.l. . • . 

Seieucu' Jiavinggot Cite into Egypt, was entertained by Ptobmeu with all expreffi- 
ons ot love chat might be: and having laid open the proceedings of Anuconus agamtt 
himfelf, ftirred up Ptolomei to engage in a war agamft him, [*D.*d,*b. r«*Ja»,atw 

, h “*kk\Kvsi irom thence fent Come of histruftie friends into Europe, to perfwade Caf- 
fander, who then commanded all in Macedonia,and Lyfimachus, who did the like in 
Thracia,to make war upon Antigonus * and Antigonus. guetting what his intentions 
were, fent his Agents to Ptolomei, and Callander and Lyfimachus, to entreat them all 
three, to continue their love and friendfhipto him. as in former times, [Diod.utfii, jbut 
Seleucus had fo wrought with them, that they all joyned together With him in a tirme 

1 C Xh^s"hav’bg mld^Pfewho came out of India, Governor .of Babylon,raarch- 
ed forward toward Cilicia; and coming toMallos, which is a city m Cilicia; mere he 
diftribuced his army into their winter quarters, it being then the time when Orion lets, 
(i.O : p our month of November: and he received in the city of Quindi of the fame 1 ro- 
vince, i oooo talents : and 1t ooo talents more out of the yearly revenue there [D-odor.

And now Amfgpnus, was removed into the uper Syria, when Embaffadors came to 
him ftofnPcolomej, Callander and Lyfimachus, who being brought into him as he fate 
in Covmpfl, made their demands according to their inftructions, which were, that he 
would deliver upall Cappadocia and Lycia to Callander,Phrygubordering upon Hel- 
iclpont to Lyfimachus^ill Syria to Ptolomei,and the Province pf Babylon to Seleucus; 
and -ill the common flock of moneys which he bad encroached upon hnee the death of 
Eumencs,to be fhared equally amongthem: whereuuto he anfwered roughly,that he 
was now upon making a war againft Ptolomei, and that hu purpote was not to I 'aye a- 
ny fharers therein with liimfelf, either of peril or profit, [Dtod. and A e p,a.*f«p. l. 

* The limbafladors returning with this anfwer, Ptolomei, Callander, •andLyfiina- 
chus, buckled themfelves inftantly to a war againft him, by lea and land, [MJ And 
Ant igonusjpeiceiving what a ftorm was ready to fall upon him, [ought the alliance 
and cqnfcderacie of other Cities and Nations, and Princes, for his afliftance in this war : 
and to this purpofe,he difpatcht away Agefilaus to the KmgofCyprm, Idomcneus and 
Mofchian to Rhodes,and one Ptolomei, his own brothers ton, mto Cappadocia, with 
an army, Ariftodemusinco Laconia, with a tboufand talents, to hire fouldiers trom 
thence, and difpofedBecons and Curriers throughput all Afia , which was who- 

ly at bkcommand, thereby to give and get knowledge of all things that patted, in a 

Havingiaken this order, and being upon his march into Pheniqia, there to provide 
him of a fleet,and encamping neat to T yrus, in Phapicia, he lent for the Petty Kmgs 
and Governors of thofe parrs,to come unto him; and when they came,dealt wtth them 
to joyne with him, in furni thing out a fleet, and in building of more mips, becaulc all the 
fhips that belonged to Phaanicia, were at that time wiEh Pcoforaeiin Egypt. Hegave 

them order likewife,.to bring him in,4Sooooobulhcls. erf wheat (for to fo much, came 

the yearly expence of his army) and then let men oil work, to fell timber, and to build 
fhips, and to draw the materials for them, from mount Lebanon to the fea lide,imply¬ 
ing therein 8oqq mea to work,and i ooo beafts lor carriage, [/*.] Whiles 
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Whiles Amigonus was thus imployed, and had his Camp by the fca fide, came Sc • 
leucus with an hundred lhips royally furnifhed, and in a fcornful manner, lkirred along 
under the uoles of them ; which when it leemed not a little to.trouble the minds of his 
nevv affociatcs, Antigonus bad them be of good cheer, laying, that creche end of that 
Summer, they fhould fee him put to lea with a fleet of 50c faile, as good as thofe. Mean 
while returned Agefilaus with his Embattle out of Cyprus^and brought word that Ni- 
cocreon, and the molt potent Kings of that Ifland had allready confederated with 
Ptolomei, ncverthelefle, that Cittieus and Lapichus, and Marrius and Circnytes, would 
joyn with him : whereupon he left three choufand men under thccominand of Andro- 
nicus, to maintain the liege againft Tyrus, and with the reft of the army marched 
againft Gaza and Joppe, which flood out againft him, and took them by force, and 
fuch of Pcolomcis men as he found there, he took and diftribuced them among his own 
companies, to ferve him in his wars, and placed Garrifons in both places to keep them 
in obediencewhich done, he returned to his (landing Camp before Tyre, and prepa¬ 
red all neceffaries for a liege againft it. [Id.] ; 

At the fame time Arifto, who was cncrulted to carry Craterus his bones, delivered 
them to Phila,the daughter of Antipater, who was married firft to Crater us,and after¬ 
ward to Demetrius; whole father Antigonus had pcrlwaded him to many her, and 
when he [hewed himfelf averfe from the match, by reafon of the inequality of years 
between them, Ihe being by fo much the elder ot the two, lie would alwayes round him 
in the car with that faying out ot Eurypedes,

In marriage look^unto thy gain , 

Though mature fometimes doth reftrain. 

Where he prettily put in wmi*, (*.) to marry,inftead of JWt(/.) to ferve,mean¬ 
ing that a man muft do any thing td ferve his own turn: but this Paila was a woman 
which was reputed to excell both in wic and wifdom, whereby fne often repreffed the 
tumultuous fpirits of the moft turbulent fouldiers in the army, and preferred in marri¬ 
age at her own coft, the lifters and daughters of the poorer fort among them, [Id. mth 
flat, in the Life of Demetrius.^ 

Ariftodemus,being fent with other Captains into Laconia, and having there gotten 
leave of the Sparcancs, to raife fouldiers there, got together eight choufand men out of 
Peloponefus,and upon conference with Polyfpevchon, and his foil Alexander, joyned 
them both in a firm league of amity with Anugonusand made Polyfpercon their Ge¬ 
neral, and Polyfpercon he there prefcntly made Commander over the forces which he 
had railed in Peloponefus^but prevailed with Alexander to pafle over into Afia, to 

^Pt^omcMnorher of his Captains, going with an army into Cappadocia, and there 
finding the City Amifus befieged by Afdepiodotus,a Caprain of Caftandcrs,iaifed the 
ficgc, and fecured the place: and fo having fent Afclepiodorw packing, upon certain 
conditions, tecovered that whole province to Ancigonas, and marching from thence 
thorough Bichynia, came upon the back of Zibytes,King of Bithynia, whiles he was 
bufie in the fiege ol two cities at once, that ot the Affacem'ans,andthe ocher of the 
Chalcedonians, and forced him to raife his fiege from both,and then falling to capitu¬ 
lations both with him and with the citie * that were befieged, and having received ho- 
ftagesof them, removed thence toward Ionia and Lydia, tor that Antigonus had writ¬ 
ten to him, to iccurc that coaft, with all poflible fpeed, having intelligence that oeleucus 
Was going into thofe parts with his fleet, and thither indeed Seleucus was come, and 
befieged the City Erythrae: but hearing ot the approach of Ptolomei, the nephew ot 
Antigonus,leftir, and went his way as he came,[K] 

Mean while Alexander the ton of Polyfpercon came unto Antigonus; where,calling 
together che whole army, wich the ftrangers that were in it,he opened to tnem what 
Callander had done, protefting before them,that he would revenge the murder by him 
committed upon Olympias, and deliver Alexander his Kings Ion, with his mother 
Roxane,outof prifon, in Arophipolis, and break off that yoke, which Callander had 
laid upon all the Cities of Greece, by his putting his garrifons into them, and then lent 
back Alexander, Polyl’percons fon, with five hundred talents mote, into Pcloponelius, 
[Id,w)th jafiin lib, l S. cap. t.] , . . 

Then, having gotten a fleet from Rhodes, with ocher new built fhips of his own, 
hefet fade for Tyre; and having all the fea at his command, kept it fo, as no fupply 
of victual, or other neceflaries, could come thither, whereby that city fell prefendy into 
grc&t difti"cffcj£D/Wj] . • 1 1 %a 1 1 1 

Ptolomei of Egypt, hearing what a declaration Antigonus with theMacedons had 
made concerning the dclivcric ot all Greeks from the thraldom of Caffander.made die 
like declaration tor himfelf, as defirous that all t he world fhould take notice,thac he wa s 

sr* no 
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no Idle zealous for the liberty of all Grecians, than Antigone was, and then joyned to 
his party, Caflander the Governour of Caria, who was a man ot a great power, and 
had many great Cities under his command. And although he had formerly fent three 
thoufand fouldicrs to the Kings of Cyprus,yet he now lent them l o thoufand more 
under the command of Myrmidon an Athenian born, and an hundred laile of fhips, 
commanded by Polyclitus: but Generali over all, he made his brother MenclaUs, 

L Thefe coming into Cyprus,joyned there with Seleucusand his Fleer, and in a Coun¬ 
cil of War, adviled together what courfe was fit to take. The icfult of all which de¬ 
liberation was, That Polyclitus with fifty fail fhould p^fle into Peloponefus, and them 
make war upon Ariftodemus,and Polyipercon,and Alexander his fon.: That Myrmi¬ 
don with an army of forreign nations, fhould go into Caria, there to help Caflander 

the Governour ot chat Province, againft Ptolemei, a Captain of Anugomw, which lay 
heavy upon Caflander; and that Seleucusand Menelaus, flaying m Cyprus, fhould 
bearupNicocreonthe King, and the reft of their confederates againft their enemies, 
which warred upon them. Having therefore thus divided their forces* Seleucuswent 
and took Cerynia and Lapithus ; and having drawn over Stafiazcus King of the Ma- 
lenfes to his party, he forced the Prince of the Amathufians togive him hoftagesfor his 
fealty in time to come: as for the City Citium, feeing it would come to no agreement 
with him, he fell to befiege it with his whole army, JDU . 

About the fame time, came 40 tail ot lhips, out of Hdlefpont and Rhodes, under 
the command of one Themifon their Ammiral, to Anugonus: and after them, came 
Diofcorides, with 80 fail more; though Antigonus had already a Navy of his own, 
new built in Phoenicia, to the number of 120 fhips, reckoning in thole which he left at 
Tyre: £0 that he had in the whole, m® *ipsot war, of which there were 90 of tour tire 
otoares: 10 of five, 3 of nine, 10 of ten, and 130 open galhes. Then dividing this 
Navy into part?, he fent 50 of them into Peloponefus, and the reft hocoromitted to. 
Diofcorides, his own brothers Ion; with this charge, that he fhould keep the Seas,and 
help his friends as their occafions required ; and that he fhould gain unto his party fiich 
of the Iflands, as hitherto flood out againft him, [ Ibid. ] 

Polyclitus, Sdeucus his Lieutenant, failing from Cyprus, came to Ceuchrea, which 
was a Port of Corinth; where when he found that Alexander, Polylpercons Ion, had 
fallen off from Antigonus, to Caflander, fo that he now found no enemy there to en¬ 
counter, as he expected,he changed bis courfe, and fet fad for Pamphyha j and from 
’ thence, failed to Aphrodifiades in Cilicia, and there underftood , that Theodocus, a 
Captain of Antigonus h is Navy,pafled by from Patara, a Port of Lycia,with the Rho- 
I dian Sleet, fiirnifhed with Mariners out of Caria, and that Penlaus with a land army, 

■ coafted along by the fhoar, for the defence of the Fleet, if need fhoflld be. In this cafe 
he ufed his wiis, to favc himfelf out of this brake j for he landed hw men, and laid them 
clofe |n a fitting place where the land army muff needs pafle: and himfelf with the 
Fleet went and lay behind a Foreland, near to the place, waiting for the coming ot the 
enemy : and fo it fell out, that Perilaus coming along, fell into the ambuftiment that 
was laid for him : where himfelfwas taken prifoner, and of his men, fome were flam, 
and the reft fell alive into their enemies hands. The Fleet at fea, feeing the land army 
engaged, halted to their relief.- burthen Polyclitus, coming upon them in this confu- 
fion, with his Ships in good arrav, put them eahly to flight: fo it came to pafle that 
Polyclitus took all their lhips, and the moft part of the men in them: and among the 
reft, Theodotushimfehtheir Ammiral, forelymartyred with wounds, of which he 
fhoLcly after died, \_lbtd.] „ , r 

Polyclitus, having fped Cowell on all hands, failed back firlt to Cyprus, and alter 
that to Pelufium in Egypt: where Ptolemei richly rewarded him for Co greatafer- 
vice : and withal, promoted him to a far higher dignity and place of honour than he 
was in before; as the author ot fo great a viftory: but releafed Perilau?, and fome 
orherof the prfoners, which Antigonus defired by a meflenger fent to him for that 
purpofe. And then himfelf going to a place called Ecregma , came to a parlte with 
Antigonus; but Antigonus refuting to grant him what he demmanded,he left him,and 

tCt 'S'auder put over an army out of Macedonia into Caria, both to help the Ciocs 
there which hadcontederacea with Ptolemei, and Selcucus, and alfo to find^ Antigo¬ 
nus work there, that he might have no leifure to come into Europe- and the Com¬ 
manders of this army,Caflander the Governour of Caria, and Prepelaus, hearing that 
Pcolomci, Antigonus his General in thofe parts, had laid up his army m their winter 
quarters, and that himlelf was now bufie in the burying of his father, lately deceaied, 
fent away Eupolemus, with 8000 Foot, and aoco Borfe, to a place called Caprima 
in Caria, to lie in ambuftiment tor him there: but Ptolemei,getting notice thereof by 
fome that fled over to him, got together out of the next quarters 8300 Foot, and fomc 
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6joHorfc,and with them falling unlookc for into the enemies trenches, and finding 
them thereall faft afleep, cook Eupolemus prifoner, and forced all the reft to fubmit to 
hisdiferetion, [ Diodor, year 3 OlyMp.\\6. ] 

Antigonus* feeing that Caflander put in for the Sovereignity of Afia; left his fon 
Demetrius in Syria, with inftru&ions, to intercept Ptolcmcis men, which he fufpc&ed 
were then coming with an army further up into Syria; and to that purpofe, left With 
him to thoufand Foot of olher nations* and two thoufand Maced on;, 500 due of Lycia 
and Pamphylia; Perfian archers and fltngers 400 , and moreover five thoufand Horfe, 
and upward of 40 Elephants,and four men for his courifcHors, Nearchan, Picho, Who 
came lately from Babylon, Andromicus, and Philippus;. all men of mature age, and 
judgement, and fuch as had attended Upon Alexander m all his wars : for Demetrius 
himfelf was but a young man,not paffing the age of ai years* [Id. ibid.] 

Upon Antigonus himfelf, whiles with the reft of the army, he went to paife the Tau- 
rus, there fell a mighty fnow, wherein he loft a multitude df his men : whereupon he 
returned back into Cilicia*where he advifed himfelf of a better way to pafle mat moun¬ 
tain, and with lefle damage to his army; and fo coming to Ceteixe in Phrygia, he there 
beftowed his army into their winter quarters,^.#/*/.] 

Tyre, when it had flood out the fiegeone whole year and three moneths, at laft fur- 
rendred to Antigonus upon articles, by which Ptolom i the Kingof Egyprs men, Went 
away with their bag and baggage : and Andronicu J Was left to hold tne place With a 
Gatrifon, [Id,year 2. Olymp. 11 6, and Olymp. 117 .year 1.] 

Medius, being fent for by Antigonus to cottie to him with his fleet, Which he had 
in Phoenicia, upon his way met with the fleet of the Oitv Pydna, and brought 
both it, and all the men in it, under hi* fubjeefion, £ Id. year . 3. Olympiads. 

Caflander, the Governour of Caria, being over-laid by the enemy, came to this 
agreement with Antigonus, that he Ihould give up all his army to Antigonus, and 
fuller all the Greek Cities thereto live after their own laws,and Ihould hold the govern¬ 
ment which he there had, as by gram from AntigoiiUs* and fhould carry himfelf as 
a firm friend to Antigonus in time to come, and for performance hereof, gave his own 
brother Agathonin pledge; yetihortlyafter,repenting him of his bargain,got his 
brother again out of their clutches, that had him in keeping* and fent his ! agdms to Pto- 
lomei and Seleucu?, to eomefpeedily and help him; whicn Antigonus cook in ’ fu'ch ill 
part, that he forthwith fan both by fea and land his forces, to fet the Greek Cities at 
liberty; and to that purpofe made Medius bisGeneral by land, and Dodnuis his high 
Ammiral by fea. Tbefecoming to Mileutm,dealt wfth the inhabitants to ftand tor 
their liberty, fee upon the Caftk and took it, with the Garrilon that Was therein, and 
reftored the City to her priftin liberty, year 4. Olyrhpi&dt 1 15.] 

Mean while Antigonus took Tralles, and going before the walls of the City Cannus, 
and fending for his fleet, took that likewife, all fave the Caftle: and having caft a trench 
round about that alfo, he made continual aflaults upon fr, where there was any hope of 
entry. He had fent Ptolomei to the City lafliis, but he Was fain to come back and joyn 
again with Antigonus* and foall thefe Cites came at that time into his fubjc&ion. 
[Id. Ibid.-] 

The Cyrenians,falling off from Ptolomei, befieged the Caftle there, (o fiercely, as if 
they would prefenrly have taken it: and when meircnger s came from Alexandria,p r- 
fwading them to defift, they ftruckof their heads, and fell to Work againft the Caftle 
harder than ever. Ptolomci^xceedingly moved herewith; fent thither one Agis, a 
Captain of his, with an army; and Wkhall, a navie to affift him bv fea, under the 
command of Epaenetus. Agis purfiling the war againft thefe rebels vigorously, took 
the City of Cyrene by ftrong hand, and committed the aiithoursof this fedition to 
prifon, and then fent them bound to Alexandria, and difarmed the reft: and fo having 
fet things in order there, as he faw caufe, returned into Egypt, [ Id. year. 1. Olj/mpiade 
117.] 

Ptolomei, having had this good fucceffe at Cyrene, took Shipping, and with his fleet 
palled over into the Ifle of Cyprus,againft thofe who rebelled there againft their King?, 
and having gotten Pygmalion, Who traded with Antigonus, into his hands, put him 
to death alien took he Praxippus King of the Lapitht, and Prince of Cerynnia, who 
was fufpefted of a revolt, and laid them faft: he took likewife Stafia:cu?,a petty King 
of the Malians, and deftroying their City, removed the inhabitants from thence to 
Paphos: which done, he made Nicocreon Commander over all Cyprus; and gave 
him the Cities, together with the revenues of all the Kings which he had call’out of 
theic dominions,-and (hen Went With his army into the upper Syria, and fackc the Ci¬ 
ties of Poffidcum and Potamos in Caria; and that done, he Went with a flying army , 
and took Mallus in Cilicia* and lould away all the inhabitants thereof for {laves, and 
wafted all the region thereabout* 1 and having ftored all his army With wealth, failed 
back again to Cyprus, [Id. lb,] Mea n 
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Mean while, Demetrius, the fon of Antigonus kept in Coelofyria, cxpcfting tflc 
coming of the Egyptians: but hearing what work Pcolomei had made of fo many 
Cities in Syria, he lcfc Pithon to command in thofe parts, leaving his Corfeleteers and 
Elephants with him; and he with h ; s Horfe, and companiesof light armed fouldicri, 
highed h ; m away in all (peed coward Cilicia, to aide them which for want of help 
were dirtrdfed there: but coming too late,and finding the enemies all gone, he return¬ 
ed fpeedily to his Camp again, tpoiling many of his Horfe by the way; for in fix dayes 
(pace, he marched from Malius, 24 dayes journie* by their ordinary ftages,fo that 
thorough immoderate travel,none of the lervantsor Horfe-boyes were able to keep 
them company, [Id. Jb.] , . 

Ptolomcus,feeing allgoevery where as he would have it, for that prelent, returned 
into Egypt; but not long after, being puc on by Seleucus, tor the hatred he bare to An- 
tigonus, he rcfolved to march into Coelofyria, and there to try it out with Demetrius; 
wherefore gathering all his army together, he marched from Alexan iria to Pelufium, 
having with him 18000 foot, and 4000 horfe, whereof fome were Macedons, and fome 
hired fouldiers: the Egyptians, fome fervedco carry their daresand weapon', and o- 
rher luggage of the army, and fome tor fouldiers, and having paffed the defert from 
Pelufium, he encamped near the old city of Gaza in Syria, not tarr off from the ene¬ 
my. And Demetrius on the other fide, called all his army out of their winter quarters 
and appointed them their rendevouz at Gaza; there to attend the comingof the enemy, 

[Hid, 3 . 

In the 117 Olympiade, Ptolomei overthrew in a main battle near Gaza, Demetri¬ 
us the fon of Amigonns, furnamed afterward, Poliorcetes, ('•**) the City-taker; as 
Caftor, the Hiftoriographer reporteth, cited by Joiephu>,L^. i.conuApion.p.iotf.] 
the particulars of which fight are related by Diodorus Siculus, in his hiftory of that O- 
lympiadc, where he faith that there were taken prifoners of Demetrius his men,to the 
number of 8000 and upward of 5oo flain ; but that is to be amended, and made 5000 
out of Plutarch. But amoug the Nobles that were there (lain, one was Pithon, who 
was at that time joyned in commiflion with Demecrius, and Boeotus, a man who had 
long lived with Antigonus the father,and was ever privie to all his defign es, and parta¬ 
ker of all his counfels. ....... , . , r 

Prolomei and Seleucus took Gaza, but Demetrius, by the helpof a good pair of fpurs 
came to Azotus: about midnight following, having road 270 furlongs, and from 
thence Cent to beg the bodies of his dead for burial: which Ptolomei and Seleucus not 
onelyac firft word granted, but alfo fent him back his own pavillion, with all the fur¬ 
niture thereunto belonging, free, and without ranfom, adding thereunto a generous 
meflage, that they fought not for prify , but for honour, and to fee who fhould 
wear the Garland, [DiodortUy Vt. Sup, Plutarch, in Demur >o y and Juftin. lib. 15. 

^Demetrius Eeing no longer able to hold out, in the cafe he was in, difpachc away a 
meffenger with his letters to his father, who lay then in Phrygia, to pray in aide of 
him, and to come away fpeedily to his help; and he himfclf coming to Tripoli 
in Pnjenicia, fent for the fouldiers that were m Cilicia, and elfewhere in Garrifons 
remote, and far diftant from the enemies quarters, to come unto him, [Dfr- 

^°Bui?Antigonus, when he heard the news, faid that Pcolomei had now gotten the 
viftory, of a company of beardlefle boyes; but that he fhould fight next time with 
men: yet that he might not quell the courage of his fon, and becaufe he fo defired, he 
gave him leave to fight again with him himfelf, if he faw caufe, [Tintarch, in Deme- 

,r< P?olomei fent the prifoners which he had taken into Egypt, there to be diftributed, 
among the feveral regiments of his fleet rand when he had honourably enterred his 
own that were flain, he went forward, and fee upon the Cities and ftrong places o t 
Phxnicia,befieging fome, and petfwading others of them to yield unto him, and ha¬ 
ving taken Sidon,he went and encamped before Tyre,and tent to Andromcus, Captain 
of the Garrifon, there to render up the City to him, tendring him arge promiles both 
of wealth and honour : but he not oncly anfwered, that he would never betray the 
truft which Antigonus and his fon Demetrius had put him in, but alfo ufed many revi¬ 
ling fpeeches againft Ptolomei, but yet a little after, when furpriled by a mutiny of his 
own fouldiers, he fell iuto his hands, Ptolomei forgetting that by-palt railing of his, 
highly rewarded him, and took him into the number of his friends, and honourably 
prefered him, [Diod^ ... , , . c 

Seleucus, taking with him 1000 Foot of Ptolomeis men, (as Appianus hath it; tor 
Diodorisfayesbut 800.) and 200 Horfe, went with fo final! a tram to recover fos 
Government of the Province of Babylon ; and coming with them into Mefopotam a, 

he there dealt with fuch Macedons as he found dwelling in Carran,andfomeof them 

by

by perfwafions, fome by plain force, he drew to go along with in this journy of his. 
Mow no foonerhadhe let foot within the territory of Babylon, but the inhabitants 
came flocking to himiand offered him their fcrvice in the recovering of his right. Po* 
lyarehus klfo, who bare fome kind of office among them, came unto him to receive 
his commands, with afuUthOufand of men compleatly armed. But they who flood 
for Antigouus, When they perceived the gcmeral* and irreliftibic inclination of the 
multitude toward him, fled all to tbc Caftle* wh ich was commanded by Diphilus, and • 
Seleucus,fell prcfently to befiege it; and having taken it by force, he there delivered 
Inch children and friends of his, as Antigomis,when Seleucus for fear fled away into 
Egypr, had there committed to prifon* This done, lie then fell to railing of fouldiers in 
the Country, and having bought Horfcs, dillributed them, among thof« who were fit 
to ride them. £nd withal, carrying himfclf fairly and amiable unto all forts, made 
them all ready to run any hazard with him, and fo in a trice recovered all his govern- 
mentof Babylon again, [Dud, with t/ippian. in hit Sjriaca, x 21.] 

But then Nicanor,whom Antigonus had made Governour of the province of Media, 
maichtagainft him With lothoufandFoor, and (even thoutand Horfe, and Seleucus 
made no tarrying, but went out to meet him, having with him in all little above, three 
chouland Foot* and four hundred Horfe, and palling the River Tigris, when he heard 
that the enemy was not far off, he hid his men in the fiennes thereby, purpofing to fet 
uponNicanor at unaware*, and Nicanor, when he came ro the bank of the Tigris, 
and found no enemy there; went and encamped near to a poft-hotife of the Kings; 
little th inking the enemy had been fo near. But the night following,when contemning 
hh enemy, he cared nocto k:epa due watch, after a military manner, Seleucus fell up¬ 
on him, and raifed a great tumult in his army, tor when the Perfians put thcmfelves 
forward to fight, Euagcr their General, with fundry others of cheir Commanders,hap¬ 
pened to be Uain: after which btoile, the greater part of Nicanors army, what for 
the prefent danger they were in,what for the miffike they had of Antigonus his go¬ 
vernment, lcfc him, and came to the fervice of Seleucus. W hereupon Nicanor, fear¬ 
ing left at the next bout* his fouldiers would deliver him pp to Seleucus, fairly ftale a- 
way with fome few of his friends, and fled thorough the defert home into Media again, 
[Diodor.'] 

Selucus, having by this means gotten a potent army about him,and continued his 
fair carriage to all men as before, eafily procured the provinces of Media and Sufa,and 
other countries bordering thereupon, to come under hisfubjefltion, and then fent Pto¬ 
lomei word, how he had fped, having now gotten a foil royal power and raajefty into 
his hand, as [Died,pear t.Oljmp.i 17,]dcdarcch.From whence ic is,that from this year, 
Eufebius deduceth Selucus hi* principality or reign: and with all notcs,that the Edcffeni 
begin their Epoch,and the ftoty of the Maccabees their account of the Grecian reign,. 
And out of doubt from the Autumne of this very year, that is*from Septcmb. ocO&ob. 
of the year 4402, according to the Julian Calendar, ic is, chat the compofctof the le- 
cond book of Maccabees reckons his Grecian years^c thejews there, aram ContraEtium, 
(i. c.) their account of Contra&s, and thofe of Edella, and other Syrians, their Epoch 
of the Seleucian race, and the Arabians, the years of Alexander Dthilkarn*»y as they 
termthem, and yet the writer of the firft book of Maccabees begins his account of 
the Grecian year, from the fpring precedents this autumne, and Ptolomei of Alex¬ 
andria, in his great Syfitaxis begins his Chaldean account, from the Spring fol- 

10 'Pc 3 ome; of Egypt,(laying frill in Coelofyria, fent oneof his Nobles about him,cal¬ 
led Giles, a Macedon born, with a great army againft Demetrius who lay encamped 
in the upper Syria, willing him to fight with him, and to turn him quite out of all, that 
is called Syria, or to coup him up, and tread him to dirr, where he lay. Demetrius un¬ 
demanding by his fpialls, that Giles with his army lay at Myuscareleflely, without 
keeping watchor ward leaving his carriages behind him, marcht away with a com¬ 
pany of light-footed lads* which travelled all night; and a little before day fell in upon 
Giles his Camp,put all in a confufion,took it, and Cilles himfelf prifoner, and with 
him feven thoufand fouldiers and a great booty befides: yctbecaule he thought Pto¬ 
lomei himfclf was coming after .with all his army, he therefore pitcht his Camp in a 
place where be had a bog oh the one hand, and a great Lough on the other to fccurc 

him.[Diodor.jear.i.Uljmp.li 7 . 4 ndPltit , in Demetrio .] 

Demetrius fent news of this his good fucceffeto his father Antigonus, where he lay 
at Celenx in Phrygia, folliciting him by his letters,cither tofend an army fpeedily,or to 
come himfelf in perfon into Syria. Antigonus, having read the letter, was wonderfull 
joyfull at the new*, both becaufe the vi&ory was gotten by his fans own conduct and 
ordering of matters in the fight, and alio for that he had file wed himlelf a man worthy 
hereafter,to wear a Crown upon his head. [Diador.\ But Demetrius, with hi* fathers 
leave, fent back Cilles and all his friends to Pcolomei again, thereby, not to lie any 
I longer 
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longer in his debt, and to cry quittance with him for his former kindnefle inthat 

kln Anneonus with his armv removed out of Phrygia, and having in few dayes paffed. 
the Taut! s,came to his.fon Demetrius. And Pcoletnei, bv the advice ot hi Counci], 
thought ft- to leave Sy ria 5 but before he went, he laid wafte and deftroyed the pnoci- ; 
pal Cries which he had there at that time in his pofleflion; as Aeon in Sytophoenicia, 
and Joppa, anJ Samaria, and Gaza of Syria* and then taking along wth himouc ot 
the country, whatever he could drive or carry, loadcn with wealth he returned into

A multitude of men there was, who feeing his good dilpofition, and clemency of na- 
iu-e, would needs along with him into Egypt; among whom there Wasone Ezechias 
AfVlipw't: ( / O abighPrieft ( perhaps a lecondary one; tor the chief HighPriett at 
that time was Onias the fitft) of the Jews i amanof about 6 6 years otage, and much 
relpeaed among his people, very eloque nt, and ot much experience in the attaus ot the 
world. This and much more of this Ezechias is related by Hccatxus tile Hiftorian (who 
converted with him in Pcolemeis army) in a peculiar Treadle which tic mote, of the 
Jews : where he alfo maketh a large narration ot another Jew,which he grew acquaint¬ 
ed With, called Mofollamo. al. Mefbuilamo as iolloweth. 

when I vent, faith he, toward the red Sea , there was one among the refttfa Troup of Horfe 
of the lews, which went to convoy ns, called tMofollamus, a high-fpirited man, and the heft ar¬ 
cher of all the company,who efpied a certain wizardin the company which flood ft ill ;and defired 
all the company to do the like, whiles he observed a certain bird that flew, to divine thereby : and 
asked him the reafon why he flayed : and when the wizard {hewed hm the bird which he had m 
his eye, and [aid withal, that if It were expedient for the company toflay there, that bird would 
Say where (he was: but if (be rofe y and flew before them, then they floould ao well to go forward I 
too: but if (he flew baak., then all the company ought alfo to return. 1 hen this Mofotlamus [aid 
Hothingi but d<ew hit bow, and {hot, and killed the birdf and when the wizard and others there 
prefenirrew angry at it,a»d cried {home of himforfo doing : trhy are you fo angry, quoth he ? 
and why do you take tbit unlucky bird intoyouf hands } Couldfhe that kpew nothing oj what was 
to betide herfelf, ted any thing of what would befal m nthis our journey ? for if {he had road any 
knowledge of things to come, (he wouldnever have come hither , here tobe {hot to death by Mof- 
follamus a jew, - . , . 

Many rhinvs betides there arc, which [ Jofephus tn his boo ^ mtra. Apion. ] recites, 
out of the famebook concerning the Jews. As namely, that at that time, there were 
to the number of 1>oe Priefts, which received tithes, and .governed all things belong¬ 
ing to the common wealth: and Demetrius Phalarcus,in his Epiltle to PiolqmxusPni- 
ladelphus, t found in Ariftcas his book ot the 7 o Interpreters^ in the fame Jofephus, 
lib 12 f Anu quit.cap.*'.) out ofthe fame Author, yeilds the reafon why no heathen 
Poet, or Hiftorian, makes mention, either of thofe lacred books, or of thofe men who 
lived according to the rule delivered in them: to wit, tor that they contain a (acred 
and a venerable rule, which was not to be taken into, or uLtercd by unhallowed 

m Andgonus, when he had wi:houc ftroke ftriking recovered all Syria,and Phoenicia, 
into his hands; took a journey into the country ot the Arabians, called the Nabacha:- 
ans: tor, conceiving that they never much favoured his proceedings, he appointed one 
ot his Nobles called Athenaeus, with 4 thoufand Foot, and doo light-Horfe, to fall in 
upon them, and to bring away what tpoile he could gcc our of their Country. And 
now the time grew near when all bordering Nations uled to come thither as to a com¬ 
mon Mart, to fell off to them their commodities, and to buy from them the merchan- 
dife of their Country. To this Mart therefore the Nabathxans now went according as 
they were wont, leaving their wealth, and old men with their wives and children,up¬ 
on the top of a rock; Athenarus,watching this opportunity, marched lpeedily to this 
rock, and having marched out of the Province of Edom, the length of 2200 furlongs, 
in three dayes and three nights fpace,late in the night, the Arabians knowing nothing 
of hiscom'ngjpoffefled himfclf of it. The fouldiers which he there found, he partly 
put to thefword, and partly made prifoners of them, and fuchas were wounded, he 
there left behind him; and carried Irom thence thegreatdl part of their mirrh and 
frankincenfe, with 500 talents oi lilver, and {faying there not paft three hours, for tear 
ofthe countries coming in upon him, returned pretcntly again: and now, he with till 
fouldiers having gone 200 furlongs, could go no further for very wcarincfle,and there¬ 
fore refted them there, keeping neither watch nor ward; as prefummg that the country 
people could not reach thitiicr in two or three dayes after, [ Diodorus, year x. Olym- 

f The Arabians, being acertained of what had fallen our,by thofe which had feen the 
army ot the enemy: left the Mart, where they were met, and returned to the rock,and 
being there more fully informed by the wounded perfons which were left, what way 
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they were gone, incontinently followed after them* and becaufe Athen.eus his men 
kept no watch, and after their long putney lay weary and faff afleep, feme ot their 
prifoners Hole away from them: from whom when their country men, whom they 
mer, had learnt how the enemies Camp lay, they halted to the place,and coming up¬ 
on them at chrce of the clock in the morning,tell into their trenches, to the number ot 
S thouland of them, and cut the throats of fome f noning in their cabins; others that 
made reftftance, they flew: to make fliorr, they utterly deftroyed all their Foot, onely 
50 of their Horte goc away, and they, wounded too, for the mod part; and fo the Na- 
path*ans, having recovered their goods again, returned to the Rock: and by a letter 
of theirs written to Antigonus iu Syriac charadfets, complained of Athcnaus, and his 
wrong doing, and exculed themlcives; to whom Antigonus wrote back again cun¬ 
ningly, telling them, that Acheiixus Was Well enough lerved by them: blaming him 
tor aping what he had done, and alluring them, that he had given him no fuch order, 

^ But Antigonus, having for atime made fair weather with thefe poor Nabatlmm, 

Ihortly after, chole out ot all his army,4 thoufand Foot, light-armed, and the Iwiltcft 
offooc that he could find, and to them added 4 thoufand Horfe, willing them to take 
in their knapfacks, as many dayes viduals as they could well carry, and fuch as needed 
no cooking; and aligning Dcmctrius,his Ion,to command themt he Cent them away 
in thefirft ofthe night, with thi< charge, that he fhould by all means be revenged of 
them He therefore travelled 3 dayes journey thorough the Delerr, hatting to tallup- 
on them ac unawares: but their fcoucs perceiving the hrffc approach of the enemy to¬ 
ward the-1 borders, made fires, and by them gave notice ot their coming to the Coun¬ 
try : whereupon they prefeiuly gat them to their Rock,to the top whereof there was 
bur one way up, and that made by hand too; and there leaving their baggage, left 
withal, a Efficient guard to keep it; and the reft wenc and drave away their cattle, 
fome to one place, tome to another in the Deferr. Demetrius, when he came to the 
Rock, and fawall the cattle driven away, prefently wenc to befiege the Rock; but 
when they that were in it manfully defended it, and by the advantage of the place; had 
all the day long the better of it, Demetrius at laft was fain to draw oft -• and teeing he 
could do no good upon them, made a peace with them, upon hoftages given him, and 
fuch gifts as were agreed upon between them, and fo removing with his army 3 00 fur¬ 
longs c ft, encamped near to the Lake Afphaltis,or Dead Sea, [ Id. ibid t ] but Plutarch 

fayes, that he went thence* with a huge booty, and 7 hundred Camels. 

Antigonus at his return to him, having heard the relation of his voyage; blamed 
him for his making a peace with the Nabathaeans; faying^hat thofe barbarous people, 
having to cfcaped, would thereupon grow more mlolent than before * yet commended 
him for difeovering the Lake Alphalcs, feeing that from thence he might raife fome 
veaily revenue to himfelf: and made Hieronymus Cardianus the Hiftorian, his Trea¬ 
der tor that revenue; whom £ Jofephus flib. i*cont. Apion.’] noteth to have been made 
Prcfident of Syria by Antigonus: and very defervedly blameth him,for that in his Hi- 
ftory he maketh no mention ot the Jews, confideruig that he lived near unto, and al- 
moit among them ; this Hieronymus was commanded to build (hips, and to gather 
together in one place all the bitumen, or liquid bnmftone that could be gotten ouc of 
that Lake: Buc the Arabians coming together to the number of 6 thoufand men, let 
upon them as they were in their fhips gathering this bnmftone, and (hot them almolt 
all to death wichtheir arrows i whereby Anugonusloft all hope of making any ftand- 

^^nt^gonusun^i ftaudingby.lettei s from Nicanor the Governour of Media, and o- 
thers, how Seleucus profpered in thofe parts, lent his fon Demetrius with 5 thouland 
Macedon Foot, and 1 o thoufand m:rcenares, and 4 thoufand Horfe; with charge, 
thac he Ihould march to the very walls of Babylon; and having recovered thac l ro- 
vincc, fhould from thence march down to the Sea * and he, parting from Damafcus m 
Syria, went vigoroufly on to fulfil his fathers commands. But Patrocles, whom Seleu- 
cus had left Prcfident ot Babylon, (o toon as lie heard thac Demecrnis was fall.ngmto 
Mefopotamia, not daring to ftay bis coming, becaufe he had but a fmall power about 
him; commanded the reft to leave the Cicy,and that palling the Euphrates,they fhould 
flee, fome into the Deferr, others over the Tigris, into the Province of Sufa, and to the 
Petfian fea •• and himfelf with a company which he had about him,nulling in the bars 
of the Rivers, and dikes of the Country thereabouts, mftead of fo many Fortreflcs and 
Bulwarkes for his defence, kept himtelfftitl within the bounds of his o wn government, 
and caft about, how co entrap his enemy; fending ever and anon tidings to beteucus 
in Media how things went with him,and definng aid to be fpeedily fent unto him^. ,J 
Demetrius,when he came to Babylon, and found the City it felt void ot inhabitants, 
fell prefently to befiege the Forts and Caftics thac were therein: and having taken one 
I ot them, gave the fpoile thereof to the fouldier; and turning out Seleucus his mer^ put 
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therein a Garrifon of his oWn,con(iftipgoffevcothoilfaod fouldicrs; but notbeing 
able to take the other, in haft, alter tome few dayes fiege,dcparted, leaving Archelaus, 
one ofhistrufty friends, toxmiotaiiuhe fiege about it, with five thoufand Foot, and 
i ooo Horfe: and hirolelf feting the time run out, which his father had appointed him, 
tofinilh his work in, bad his fouldiers rap and rend wbac ever they could light on in all 
that province, and take ic to ihcmfclvest and then took bis journy back into Alia; 
whereby, he left Seleucu; more grounded* and better fctled in his govetntnent than 
before. For why, faid roen,fhould Dcmetreus waft and {pail the Country, if he took 
ittorhis own? [ Id. with flu*, in Demetrie, 3 Whereupon the Chaldeans reckon the 
Epocha, or beginning of the Sclcucian reign in Babylon, horn this timei rather than 

fr °DemetreSreturning into Alia, quickly raifed the liege,which Ptofom:i had laid to 
Halicannaflus. [Pint, inTiemttrio.) , A . 

And now Caffander,Ptolomeus and Lyfimachus,made peace with Antigonus, upon 
fuch articles, as follow, to wit, That Callander Ihouldcotnmand all in Europe, untill 
Alexander the fon of Roxanc,came toage. That Lyfitnachus Ihould hold Thrace; 
and Ptolomei Egypt, with the bordering Countries of Lybiaand Arabia: And An¬ 
tigonus fliould have the commando! all Alia to himfclf: but this campad between 
them held not long, for every one took one occafion or other, to encroach upon more 
thanhispartcametOjiriW.^^a.O^nwp, 117.] ... . . 

Caffander, feeing Alexander the fon oi Roxane to grow up, and hearing a bruit 
call abroad among the M acedons, that it was high time, that the young King Ihould 
now be freed from hispri(on,and take the rule of the kingdom into his own hands, 
took a fright hcreat,and gave order to Glaucia the keeper, to murder Roxane,and the 
King her Ion; and burying their carcafes, in fome Cectct place,fhould by all means pof- 
hbleconcealtheirdeaths. [Id. /*.] ... . , , . . . 

Paryfade* the King of Bofphorus C»meriusdying,after that he had reigned 38 years, 
left his kingdom to hU eideft Con Satyrus, which he held mne year* onely, [Id.jenr. 3. 

0/ in^c'lopoiiefi s,Piolomei^ Captain of Afingonus,fallingofffromhim toCaffandcrs 
fide, fent fouldiers to a mofttrufty friend of his, called Pharmx, and one to whom he 
had committed the managing of the government ol Hellefpontj advifmghim Wich- 
all to man his Forts and Cities,aud to ftand upon his guard; and no longer to be at An- 
tigonushis command, iDW.^r z.Olymp. 117.] < 

On theother fide, Ptolomei of Egypt cried out upon Antigonus, lor that he, con¬ 
trary to agreement, had put Garnfons of his own, into fundry Citicsof the Greek* w 
Afia fide: and thereupon fent Leonides, a Captain of his own, int ofilfrin Afptra^ and 
there pofle fled himfeli of certain Cities and places belonging to Antigonus; and more¬ 
over lent his agent to tome Cities appertaining to Callander and Lyfimachus, that they 
would follow his advife, and not fuller Antigonus, to grow too fiftinpewer. [M

Antigonus fent his younger fon Philipptr,to make war upon Phoenix, and others | 
who had revolted from him in Hcllefponr, but his (on Demetrius, he lent into Cilicia j 
againft Ptolomei of Egypt, who going in band with the errand he was lent in, routed 1 
the Captainsof Ptolomei, that there were, and recovered the Cities which he had ta- I 

kpolyfpercon inPeloponcfus cryed out in like manner upon Caffandcr,and affe&ing the 
government of Macedon,fcnt for Hercules, a fon of Alexander the Great, begotten 
upon Barline, and now of the age of 17 years; and lent abonciothofe, who were ene¬ 
mies to Caflander, to help to let this young man in his fathers kingdom, [/*.] 

Ptolcmeiof Egypt, having all Cyprus under his command, and finding that Nico- 
clesthe King of Paphos, negotiated under hand with Antigonus,fent two confidents 
ot his own, Argaus and Callicrates, with inftruaions^o make away Nkoclcs; where¬ 
fore parting into Cyprus, and taking with them a certain number of fouldiers from 
Menalaus, who commanded the army there: they befct thehoufeof Nicocles,and 
then tcllinghim, what Ptolemeis pleafure wasadvifed him,to difpofe of himfclf for 
another world. And he at firft Went to clear himfclf of what was laid to his charge, 
but when he faw that no tnan hearkened to whit he faid, drew his fword and flew 
himfelf. Axiothea his wife, hearing of hei husbands death, took her daughters, who 
were all young,and virgins, and flew them,and was eameft with the wives of Nicc- 
cles his brothers, to accompany herb her own death. Whereas yet Pcoloibeihad gi¬ 
ven no order concerning any of them, fave onely to prtferve them. The brothers alfo 
of N icoclesyfhut every man his own doors upon him, and fet fire thereon, and flew 
thcmlclves, and lo the whole race of the Kings of Phaphos,came to a tragick and la¬ 
mentable end. [Died, ib, And Poly &, StrMOg . lib. 8»]

InBolphorus Cumnerius, Eumelus,younger brother to Satyrus, comparing with 
fomeiof the natwesadjoyning, laid daim/o the kingdom againft his elder brother, 
heriedf Sityrus bcibg informed, wentagainft him with a great army, and parting the 
river Thapfus, when he came near his quarters, fortified his Camp, with hi; Cares and 
Waggons, wherein He %id brought in infinite quantity of provifions ; and ranging 
ataward bis field. astheinappce of ,hc Scychup Kmgs 

was.ledihemaipWKKlP h« Acrtv, hc had KM-abow wo iborfari Greeks, 

"1 one ihoufabd. aiid.as pnapy l-firacans. all the yeft were Scychuiis , which 
came io a (Till hip), to the number of. ao thoufaod, apdoo Idle than ten ihoulind 
Horfe. Eumelus was florae up. by AtiophaniesKinjrof Thtacia, with >ooco Hide, 
and 2 toco Foot, Salyrus encopnfttd fiift with Aliopharnes, ma skitmiih of Hotlc, 
and routed him : and then overthrew his brother Eumelus with his Foot, and forced all 
toretreat into the Kings palace, which was enviromed with a river,and Keep rocks,and 
thick woods about, [Z/W.] . - ,. - , . .. 

Satyrus at firft went and wafted the enemies Country, and fet fire on their v'dages, 
aud drew trom thence a huge tpoil, and then making away thorough their ten 
country, came to their woodeu Caftles, and took them, and ctofling a river, felled a 
vaft Wood, thorough which he nmft needs paffe, that would come to the Kings palace, 
in which,work the whole army, fpent three dayes, aiid^focame pj 

though helought very manlully, was opvcrchelcfle, being overlaid with the multitude 
wirhin, forced to retreat : and Satyrus coming to his relief, was wounded in the ar me 
with a fpear ; which was fo fore, that it forced him to retire to his Camp, and the next 
night.dicd thereof. AndMcnilcus breaking up the fiege,drew oft thearmy,to a City cal¬ 
led Gargaza,and from thence carried the Kings body down the river, to a City called 
Panticapzumto his brother Prytanis : who having magnificently burted. ir, and laid 
up th? rcliques, in the Kings fepulchfe,went prefently to Gargaza, and there took into 
his hands the army, and the kingdom wkhall.[/M.] f 

Then came the Agents of Eumelus to him, to treat concerning a parrageot the 
kingdom between them two ; which he would not hearken to : wherefore leavi ig a 
flrong Garrifon at Gargaza, he returned to Pantacapxum, thereto fatk the afw» rs 

of hiskingdom. But a while after, Eumelus, by the help oflome Baibarians, pof- 

lefleJhimfelf of Gargaza* and of fundry other Towns and Caftl« : and after that, 
overthrew Prytanis in a battle, and having (hut him up in a neck of land, near the 
lough of M*otis, forced him to render himfclf upon condition ;, which werc,to give 
up all his armv, and to depart the kingdom. Neyerthelefle, when Prytanis returned 
to PantacapiEum, which is the place where the Kings of Bofphorus ^CP their ftand- 
ing Court, he there endeavoured again to have recovered his kingdom • but 
bangfoild there again, he fled to a place there called the Gardens, and was 
there flain, and his brother Eumelus reigned in his ftead, five years and fivw moneths,

But when Eumelus law that the people re¬ 
pined at the Ioffe of their friends which he had murdered, he called them all togeth r, 
and there cxcufcd himfclelf, and reftored to them their ancient formof goveinment; 
and reftored moreover to the Citizens of Pantacupaeum, their former immunities, and 
promiCed to difeharge them ot all kind of tributes, (paringfor no fair words,_which 
might reconcile rhe heartsof the people to him : whereby haying gotten all their good 
wiifsagain, he held a juft and moderate hand over them, and grew afterward into no 
fmall admiration for all kind of vertuc among them, [lbid.\ 

Ptolcmeiof Egypt, hearing that he had loft all again in Cilicia, put over with his 
fleet to Phafelis, and tookthat City by force ; and from thencc paffjng into L y c, ‘V°^ 
Xanthus by aflault, and the Garrifon of Antigonus that was therein ; then Utling to 
Caunus, took the City upon lurrender,and then fet upon the citadels and forts that were 
in it, and took them by affault, as for Heracleum, he utterly deftroyed it, and the City 
Pci licum came into his hands by the furrender of the fouldiers that were there put to 
keep it, piod.year 4.

flain the year before*r«urned to Athens. Pcmetrius the fan of Antiguans married 
her; which marriage, the Athenians took as a great honour done to themi. and there¬ 
upon they began, and were the fir ft that honoured Demetrius and Antigopus,With 
the title of Kings; who ocherwife refofcd that title, astheonely mark of regality,wh^n 
hitherto remained entire and wotoucht,to the flock and lipagp of Philip and Alexander 
hisfon, ‘Demetrisu^ t 

Demetrius, being rc-caftcd out of Greece by his father Amigqnusto make Warupon 
the Captains of Ptolertocfon the Ifleof Cyprus, put over firft into Caria^nd frpm foence 
went into Cilicia*and furnifhing himfelf there withfhippipg apd men, failed fh?nce in¬ 
to Cyprus, with 15 thoufand Foot, and four hundred Horfe, and a fleet confifting of 
11 o (hips, of three tire Ot Oares a piece* of fingnlar twiftoefle, and % 3 not fo fwif r, as the 
other, yet men of war, aMhe other were, betides (hips of burden of aft forts,an; 
Iwerable to fo great a mukitifoe of Men and Horfes, as were in them to be wafted 

CV Being landed, he fitftcncampcd near theftioar, not far from Carpafia, and drawing 
up his (hips to laud, fenced them there With a deep creoeb, and rampattsand then 
went, and by force took Uraqiaand Carpafia, and leaving alufficient guard to defend 
his trenches about the fleer, matched forthwith to Salamis, [ piodor.jfAr%.Ol]mf>rft 

Mendaus, the brother of Pcolemei* and chief Commander of the Ifle, being 
then in Salatnis, aod feciog the enemy, wkbm 40 furlongs of the Qcy, drew 
out of the Garrifons adjoyog, to the number of laooo Foot, and 800 Horfe, 
and went to meet him; but not able toendure thei«gtefionof the enemy, fled, A(id 
Demetriusdollowfog him hard at heels^o foe very gauSaf the cuy,took tothe number 
of three thoufand ot his men, and flew one thoufand more upon the place: the ptflo- 
ners he ditiributed among his own companies to lerye him: but finding mat Mfey 
were ever ready to fly over again to Menefeus, beqaufe their wealth was in Pcolo- 
meis hands in Egypt, hefoipt them all away to Amigonus bis father, lid.

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Antigonus,gathering together his ihips which came, though late, to him ; went to 
a place called Pfeudoftomonthinking there to haveiandedforaeof his men: but found; 
i ftrong Garruon of the enemy there, and was beaten off from thence with bows and 
flings* and ocher Engins of war; and therefore the night drawing on, he went his 
way, giving order to the matters of every Ihip to follow the lanthoru of the Amnural, 
and lo come to ihe mouth of the rivet Mile, which is called Phagneticum, but the nexc 
morning,finding that a many of his Chips had loft their way, and werc gone he knew 
not whither, he was faiiuo come to anchor there right, and to fend away the fwifteft 
(hips he had, all the tea over, to look our, and bring in the reft unto him. Mean while, 
time ran on, and Ptolemei,being advertifed of the approach of the enemy, went forth¬ 
with to the relief of his men, and ranged his army all along the fhoar, in the enemies 
fight. Then Demetrius,finding no poflibility of landing here neither ; and being in¬ 
formed, that if he fhould land, yet the Country adjoyning was naturally fenced and 
fortified with fens, and moorifh grounds, fet fail, and returned, [lhd.-\ 

But,as he was going, the wind ftruck up to the North, and with a mighty tempeft, 
drave three of his ihip , of four tire of oares, and fomc others of his men of war, upon 
the fhoar, all which came into Pcolemeis hand ; the reft, with much adoe, recovered 
Antigonus his Camp. Now Pcolomei had placed ftrong Garrifons, at every one of 
the mouthes of the river Nile, and had an infinite number of river boats every where 
ready, and ftored with darts and llings,and men which knew right well how to ufe 
them ; which troubled Antigonus very forely, for the mouth of the river at Pelufium, 
being ftrongly guarded by Ptolemei, he could make no ufe of his fhips at all: and for 
his land force-, the river Nile, which beginneth alwayes at the coming of the fun into 
Cancer to (well, but at his entring into Leo,overflowerh all his banks, was now grown 
to that height, that they could do little, and, which was worfe,with fats long lying 
both food ior men, and todder for cattle, began to fail, [#.] , , 

W herefore Antigonus,feeing his army to hang the head, called them all together, 
and before them all, propounded ic to the Captains, whether of the two were txft, to 
flay and fighc it out now, or to return into Syria for theprefent j and to return again 
better provided the nexc year, and when the waters fhould be lower. And when every 
mans voice was to be gone; he bad his louldicrs trufs up their trinkets, and his Navy 
keeping ftill along the ihoar by them, be returned into Syria, {Ibid, | Which fruitlcfte 
iffuc of this journy, Medius one of his Nobles, is faid to have fore-fcen in a dream: for 
itttemed to him, that he faw Antigonus with all his army to contend in a race at 
Olympus, called Dwln, (i.c.) a double courfe, wherein acthefirft fetting out, they 
feemed to tun exceeding well, but after a while, to grow feme what wcarifh .• and when 
they came to the race-poft^nd were to turn about it, and return to the barriers whence 
they let our,(for that was the manner of this double courfc) they grew fo out of breath, 
that they could go no further, [Pnt.iM Detnet.^ *-. tr 

Ptolemei,growing glad at hearr, that the enemy was thus gone, offered facrihce to 
his gods, for ibis great benefit beftowed upon him; and made wichall, a magnificent 
feaftfor his Nobles: and wrote away letters to Seleucus, Lyfimachus and Callander, 
of his prolperous fuccefle; not forgitting to tell them what a company of Antigonus 
his men, had fi d over to him. And now having refeued, as it were, Egypt, a fecoud 
time, and gotten it by his fword; he thought hemight lawfully reckon it hisown, and 
returned in triumph to Alexandria. [D«dor.] Whence ic is that CL. Ptolenwus. in his 
Reg. Cano, counts the beginning of his reign ovcjjEgypt, from this time, reckoning 
from the death of Alexander the Great to this time, full 19 years: for the 19 year 
from the death of Alexander che Great ends juft, accordmgto his account, with the 
fixth day of this prefent November, which we are now upon, of the year 4409,accord¬ 
ing to the Julian accounc. _ „ , _ . . _ 

Whiles thefe things thus patted in Egypt, Dionyfius the Tyrant of Heraclca in Pon- 
tus, (as Diodorus writes) dved; having then reigned 33 years, as Atbcnans [lib, 1 i.eap. 
16 ) recordeth: though Odemnon faith, that he reigned but 3 o,and D<odorus but 31. 
years: of whole incredible fatneffe, befides Mcmnon,NymphoHeracieores, in his 
book of the City Hcradea, cited by Athcmcus in the place atorctaid, maketh mention: 
and (odoth Eli a.[far. Hipr. lib. 9. cap. 13.] Tohimwcrcborn two fonsby Amaftir, 
al. Amefttis, the daughter of Oxethras, brother to Darius thedaft of Perfia, which was 
at firft given in marriage to Craterus, by Alexander: the eldeft ofthefe Ions was cal¬ 
led Clcarchus, the younger Oxathras; and by Diodor. Zathras s Dionyfius, therefore 
by his laft will, left the government of his kingdom, and charge of his two children, 
who were yet very young, to his wife, joyning fomc other in commilfion with her, 
[Memnon in Excerpt. Pbotii. cap. 5. with Dodortu, year. 3 . Oljmpitdc 118. and up. 

^Meriedemus going from Patara in Lycia, Commander of three fliips, each of them 
37 °°' between two and three tire of oares apiece, took a (hip of fourtitcof oares,coming out 
i ot 
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" ot Cilicia, wherein were found letters from Phila,together with rich and royal apparel, 
and other furniture moft curioufly and coftly wrought, font to DemetriusPohor- 
ceces: all which Menedemus fent to Ptolemei in Egypt. This affront envenomed 
Demetrius againft the Rhodians, as he then lay in fiege before their City to take it: 
vet after a years time (pent about ir, by the mediation of the Athenians, they came to 
this agreement, That the Rhodians(houldaflift Antigonus and Demetrius, in their 
wars againft any, fave onely Ptolemei: and fo the liege brake up, [ Diod. Olymp. 119. 
year i.and Plat, in Demetr .] 

The Rhodians,fo foon asthe war was ended,fent fome of their Priefts to confult the 
Oracle of Ammon, whether they fhould worfhip Ptolemei as a god or no; and being 
anlwered, yea", they prefentiy confecrated to him a foursquare Grove in their Ci¬ 
ty ; building on every fide thereof a gallery of a furlong in length, and called it Pto- 
lomeum,or Pcolemeis gallery: and then was alfo the furname or title of : (*. ‘.) 

Saviour, firft given him by them: to wit, for that he had faved them from the force 
and violence of Antigonus and Demetrius, and not by the fotildicrs, for, his faving of 
Alexander in the City of the Oxydracans, (of which before ) as fome have imagined, 

[ t/irria, lib. d.p*g. 131. ttnd Steph. in the word Oxydra?. Dodorm , nt fttpra, (J 
Eumelus,*the King of Bolphorus Cimmerius,having now reigned there 6 years*came 
to his end by a mifchance: tor, making hafte homeward out of Scythiatoaccnain 
folemnefacrifice that was then co be offered, and was in a Coach runningupontour 
wheeles,and drawn with four horfes,and covered over with a Canopie, coming to his 
Palace,the horfes took a fright,and ran away with him: and when the coach-man co.ild 
not hold them, Eumelus for fear leaft they would run down fome precipice or ocher, 
leapt out of the Coach; but his fword hanging in the wheele, he was whirled away 
with ic, and fo killed; after whom,!ucceeaed Sparcacus his Con,who reigued 2 o years,

Seleucus,eroding the River Indus, made warupon Sandrocottus, al. Androcottus; 44 1 1* 
jqi. for that he, at the lame time when Seleucus laid the foundation of his greacnefle in the 
Eaft, had murdred all the Governours, which Alexander had fet there, and took all 
India into his OWn poffettion, C lib > 1 L ca P- 4.

Now as he was going to make this war, a wild Elephant of avaft bigneffecame to 
him upon the way, and as if he had been tame, and brought up to ir, fuff'ered him to 
get up, and proved a prime and Angular Elcphanc for the war. L ] W here¬ 

upon, traveling all India over, with 6oothoufand men, broughc it entirely into hi* 
ownfubjection, [ Pin. in Alex an. ] and then making himfelf King over them, freed 
them from a yoak of ftrangers, to bring them under another of his own, [Jnftin, 

Wr 'Mcgafthenes,in his Indica, writes, that he oftentimes repaired to him, whiles he re¬ 
mained with Sibyrtius Governour ot the Arachofians 5 as [ Arria. lib. 5. cites him ] and 
withal fayes, that he had feen in his army 4 co thoufand fouldiers, [Strabo, lib. §6. 
page 70 9. ] , 

Caflander,King of Macedon, fending his Ambafladovsto Antigonus, defired him to 441 2t 
^ 02 ‘ make a peace with him. But when he would not, unleflc Caffander would abfolucely 
(tand to his mercy: then,upon conference with Lyfimachus King of Thrace,they both 
agreed to fend their Ambaffadors to Ptolemei, King of Egypt, and to Seleucus, King 
of the upper Provinces of Afia, crying out upon the pride and furquedry of Antigonus, 
expretted in his anlwers, and remonftrating to them, how far this war concerned them 
both, [ Diodor.year 3. Olymp, 119.) Wherefore perceiving that Antigonus his purpofe 
was to take them to task one after another, whiles they never cared to make it a com¬ 
mon caufe; they heartened each other by their m’lfives firft, and then appointed a 
place where all were to meet; and refolved to contribute their feveral (locks to the 
maintenance of this war : but becaufe Caffanicr himfelf could not be there, by reafon 
he had an enemy fo nigh at hand, therefore he fent Lyfimachus, with all the power 
which he was able to make, and infinite pcovilions for them, [ luftm, lib. 15. 

Seleucus, having made affinity with Sandrocottus, King of India, gave him all thofe 
Regions lying upon the bank of Indus, which Alexander had taken from the Ariains, 
and made them Colonies of his own, letting Governours over them, and received of 
him for a prefent 500 Elephants, [Stra.lib. 15. p^. 7 * 4 . Pint, m Alex, and pApf^.y* 
Sjria.pag.i2 3.] And fo having made all peace in the Eaft, prepared himlelHorthe 
war againft Antigonus, with his contorts* according to agreement in the Weft, L J H ~ 
jhn,hb. 1 $.c a p' 4« 3 . . * 

Lyfimachus,putting over into Afia fide with hisown army,came before Lampfacus 
and Paros, and,becaufe they (ubmitted readily tohim,hercftoredthem to their anct- 
| ent liberty j but having taken Sigceum by force, he put into it a ftrong Garruon of his 
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own, and then committing fix thoufand Foor,and 1000 Horfe,tothc charge of Prepc- 
lam, Cent him to take in the Cities of Ionia and Eolia,and hirofelt wentbeiore Abydus, 
carrying all manner of Enginsof battery, and other neccffaries with him. Nevcrthe- 
leffe, when an army fent fromDemetrius for the defence of that place arrived, he gave 
off thatiiege;and having taken in Hellelpont and Phrygia,he went on and faefieged the 
City Synada, where the king Antigonus his Magazin lay, and the fame time drave 
over Docimus, a Commander of Antigonus his party, to ftand for the common caufe, 
and by his help, rook both Synada and other Forts and place* belonging to 
Antigonus; and where his creatures were laid tip. Q Diodorus, year 3. Oljmpsde 
up/] 

Mean while, Prepelaus, who was fent to make war upon Ionia and Eolia, by the 
way, took Adramittium, and befieged Ephcfus, and fo terrified the inhabitants* that 
they lubmitted to him> and finding there the hoffages which the Rhodians had given, 
he Cent them all home again to their friends: nor did he any hurt at all to the Ephe- 
fians themfelves in their pei fons; onely let on fire all the fhips which he found intbeir 
harbour; becaufe the enemy commanded, as yet, all at fea - and tor that, the iflue of 
the war was hitherto uncertain: after this he joyned 10 him, and the common caufe, 
the Teiaas, and Colophonians; but as for Erythiae, and Ciazomenat, they had fuccor 
fent into them by fea; and therefore he could not take them: but having wafted their 
territories, he departed, and went for Sardes, and there he drewover by fair words, 
two of Antigonus his Captains, Phaemxand Docimus; and took the City it felf,all five 
the Caftle, into his protection ; as lor the Caftle , Philippus, a friend of Anu- 
gonus, kept it, and would not betray the trull which he had repofed in him. 

/bid.] 

Antigonus was at that time, wholy taken up in making fports and feafts, at his new 
City of Antigonia; and had proclaimed great prizes fnr fuch as would put in for 
them, and huge wages to all cunning artiricers, chat could be gotten. But when he 
heard how Lvfimachus was come into Alia, and oy what multitudes his touldicrs re- 
voiced to him, he brake off his Iporcs, and yet dilburfed among the wreftlers, and arti¬ 
ficers that were allready thither come, to the lumot aoo talents; and then taking his 
armv with him, he marched away, and by long journics, haftencdto meet the enemy; 
and to foon as he cameto Tarfus in Cilicia, he there out of the monies, which he took 
with him out of the City Quindi, he gave his army three moneths pay before hand :and 
befides this, brought three thoufand talents along with him from Antigonia,to the end 
he might not be to feck for money, if need fhould be ; then pafling the Taurus, he had¬ 
ed into Cappadocia, and reduced fuch as in the upper Phrygia and Lycaonia,had re¬ 
volted ffom him,to ferve him in the wars, as they did before. [Ibid^\ 

Then Lyfimachus,hearing of the enemies approach, tell to confulc with his council, 
in this imminent danger, what were fitteftto be done: and their advife was, by no 
mean* to hazard a battle, till Seleucus came down out of the upper provinces; but to 
poffeffe himfelf of the fureft places,and to intrench himlelf,in the ftrongeft manner 
that p. ffibly he could, with ramparts, and palifladoes and (takes: and there expea the 
comingof the cnemie. Lyfimachus having heard this adv ce, put it ferioufly in exe¬ 
cution, and Antigonus on the other fide, fo loon as he ca«ie in fight of his Camp,drew 
out in batalion, and provoked Lyfimachus to a fight, bur feeing lie would not, he went 
and kept all the paflages,by which any viaual might come unto the Camp,whereupon 
Lyfimachus,fearing leaft,food failing, he might happily lad alive into Antigonus his 
hand, removed by night, and having marched 400 furlongs, came to Dorylatum, and 
there encamped: for that in thofe pai rs, there wasftore of corn, and other provifions 
in abundance,having a river at the back of him: wherefore,having there railed a work, 
and cncloled it with an exceeding deep trench, and three rows of (takes upon the top of 
it, he made all as fure as art could make it. But Antigonus, finding the enemy gone, 
purfued after him with all fpced, and coming near the place where he lay entrenched, 
and feeing no difpofition in him to fight, he pr> Lfitly fell to work, and drew another 
trench round about his Camp to befiegehim there,and to that purpofe caufed all kind of 
infttumentsof a liege,as darts,arrows and Catapults thither to be brought, and though 
many skirnflhes were made about the trenches, becaufe Lyfimachus his men fought 
from their works, to hinder the enemy in making theirs, yet it Co fell out, that 
Antigonus his party had (till the better of it, [Ibid.] 

But in proceffe of time, Antigonus his works came to be almoft finfbed round abou r, 
and Lyfimachus h '3 provifion began to fail; wherefore Lyfimachus,taking che advan¬ 
tage of a tempeftuous night, gat him away with his army, and thorough mountainous 
countries, came to his winter guarters. .But when Antigonus the next morning faw 
that the enemy was gone, he alfomarched after him thorough the champion country. 
But by reafon there fell great ftore of rain, and the wayes were foul,and full of ftoughs, 
he loft many of his carriages, and fome of his men alfo in that journey: and the whole

iS’fiS-mV-r obedience - and fuffered the Garrifon which Prepelaus had 4>ut therein, 
tn depart with fafety. And pucting a ftrongGarrifon of his own into the Caftle there, 
marched away with the reft of his atm»as tar as Helletponc, and reduced the Lampfa- 
SSians andParians to his fubjetfion. And from chence going to the mouth of Pontus, 
encamped near to a place called the Temple of the Chalcedonians,a.id there fortified: 
which done, he left there 3 thoufand Foot, and 30 fail of good fhipstokcep it; and 
fent the reft of his army to quarter for that Winter,ui fundry pLaces thereabout, L 

^'About'thi? time, Mithridates who was fubjea to Antigonus, being fufpeaed offa- 
vouring Caffanders party, was flain at Cius, m die country of Myfta, where, as alfo at 
Arthinas, he had continued Prince 35 years, [Id. tbidf] Of whom diveis Authors 
foeak diverfiy. For this Micbridatcs,is that fonof Ariobarzanes, a man ot the Roy- 
al blood of Perfia, and defeended from one of thofe {even which deftroyed the Magi 
there: as we may gather out of [Polybius, Lb. i.pag.^.*ndFkrus,ltb 3 
Scxt. Aurelius,mor.de VW. Illuflr. cap. 76.] lurnamed Ktiw: (i.O the Builder,

outof Hieronymus Cardianus, and other W ritets reporcctlb that he lived,to the age of 
84vears" and that hisfon, called alfo Mithridates,fucceeduig him m h»Principality, 
added to*his Dominions Cappadocia, and Paphlagonia, and held them 36 years,QA0- 

binder Cent one Pleiftnrchus into Alii, with anatrny of ucoo Foot, and too 
Horfe to aflift Lyfimachus; and he,coming to the mouth of Pontus,found that ftreitc 
keot bv the enemy: and thereupon defpairing of any paffage chat way, went to Odef- 
(J which lies between Apollonia and Galatia, over againft Heraclea, where a part of 
Lvlimachushis men lay: but finding no fhips there, tor his; transportation, he divided 
his armv into three pares; and the fitft part that fee out,landed lately at Heraclea; the 
feennd mifcarried bv the enemy, which were fet to keep that ftreite of Pontus. The 
third wherein Pleiftarchus himfelf was, was fo overfee wicb a. violent tcmpeft,thac 
the cteateft part of the fhips, and men in them, perifhed; and the flup wherein him¬ 
felf was, being a goodly (hip of fix tire of oares, was caft away likewise : and of all the 
men inkier, which could nocbeleflethan 5 00. onely 33 efcaped , of which Pleiftarchu 
himfelf was one, who getting upon a plank of the (hip when it iplit, was caft on (hoar 
half dead : yet being a little recovered, was carried to Heraclcai and there 8 r ow in S 
ftrong agamlwcnt to Lyfimachus in his winter quarter, having loft the greater part ot

Whereupon it was, that over agamfi that 
Hill and Iopolis therein built, near the River Orontcs, where was a To wn called Bot- 
zia he laid the foundation of h s wall, upon the m day of the moneth Artemifium at 
therfingofthefun: which City he called after the name of his ton Anaochus ; and 
therein eftfoones erected a Temple to lap,ter Bothies. .Thele and many morebke 
thing%doth Johannes Malela an Antiochian borne, deliver concerning the oftgme of 
this Citv i which Eufcbiusalfo in his Chron. affirmech to have been bu.lt by S leucus 
in the 12 year of his reign. Now this Metropolis of Syr .a, was afterward made a 
Tetrapolis; («>.) a fourfold City, being divided into foui Regions making, as it 
were fo many Cities: for that every one of them, had a proper wall built about ic fclf, 
and one common one, which enclofed them all: of which, the firft onely was builtby 
thh Seleucus Nicator; The fecond was the work ot the Inhabitants themfelves. The

thoughDiodore faics indeed,that Seleucus did deftroyAntigonia,but adds,that he tran- 
fported the inhabitants thereof,to his new city SeteacwJ.iojear.t.Oijim.i1 8.]Buc Stra¬ 
bo alfo maketh mention of the inhabitants of Antigonia,removed to Antiochia,[/.i 6 .p. 

7 5o.l where he alio adds, that fome of the race and off-lpring of Triptolemus, and Ar- 
givians,which were long ago fent with him to feekout Io, were there planted by Seleu- 
cus;which yet were none other thanthofe Grecians out of Peloponefe,which Stcphanm 
Byzantius laitb, were placed to dwel in Antioch,in Antioch by 
Daphne.

ZiKww xj nt <nt Iwdnt, &c. (i. f.) Seleucus himfelf besought fome of the Grecians of 

Ionia, andtranjlatcdthofe (jrecians which dwelt in lopotis, to make them inhabitants of Anti¬ 
och, and whom he made (itiz,ens there, as men of a more facred and generous kind, than the 
reft : compare this herewith Scaligers notes,upon the 1713. number of the Eufeb 4 (?hrcn.] 
Lyfimachus the King of Thrace took to wife Arfiuoc, the daughter of Ptolomei,not 
Ptolemei Philadelphia, as in Memnon , [cap, 5.] but of Ptolomei the fir ft, the fon of La- 
guc, furnamed the deliverer, as we learn out of Plutarch in Demetr, and Juftin, [lib, 17. 
cap, a. and lib. 24. cap. 2.] and even oUt of Memnon himfelf, in Excerpt*[cap. 9.]oi Ptolemei 
the hr ft, I fay, and Euridice, as we find in Paufan his Attic, [pag, 8„] whereat his former 
wjte Amcftru, the relift of Dionyfius, the King perforce, or tyrant,or aufurper of 
Heraclea, grew fo offended, that he left him, and returned to Hcradea, and there 
built a Cicy near the Euxian lea,which he called after his own name Amaftris, and fent 
for men out of Sefamus, Cycorus, Cromuus and Teios, and other places to inhabit ir. 
[Memnon. Excerpt, cap. 5 . with Strabo lib. 12. pag, 5 44.] 

Seleucus,following the example of Lyfimachus, fent his Ambaffadors, and by them 
deftred to have Straconice, the daughter of Demetrius, furnamed Poliorceces, and 
Ph ila, for his wife. Whereupon, Demetrius, taking his daughter along with him,took 
(hipping,and with his whole fleec which attended him at Athens, fee fade for Syria. 
But by the way touched in Cilicia, which Pliftarchus, the brother of Caifander, then 
held,as allotted to him by a general confent of the Kings,after the battle wherein Anti- 
gonus, his Grandfather was llain. This Pliftarchus conceiving himfelf wronged by 
Demetrius his fctiing foot upon his land, went and complained thereof to Seleucus, and 
expoftnlated the matter with him; for that without the confent of the other Kings, 
Ptolemei and Lyfimachus, he had entered into a league and affi iitic with Demetrius, 
a common enemy to them all. Hereupon Demetrius in a rage Went from thence to 
Quinda, where when he found yet remaingot the old treafureof Alexanders, 1200 
talents, he took them all away with bm, and weighed anchor,and tofea,asfaft as he 
could high him, {Pint.internet.] , r 

Seleucus came to meet Demetrius, and hi* wife Phila, at a place called Oroflu 5 ,and 
firft invited them to dine with him at his pavilion in his Camp: after which Demetrius 
invited him aboard his (hip of »3 tire of oares high, after which they (pent whole dayes 
in familiar difeourfe together, withoutarms or guard about them, till at length Sclcu- 
cus married Stratonice, and with her returned in great pomp and magnificence to An- 

1 Demetrius,having poftcficd himfelf of Cilicia, difpatcht away his wife Phila to her 
brother Caflandciyoexcufc (uch matters as Pliftarchus, might happily have laid unto 
his charge, and whiles (he was away, his ocher wife Deidamia came to him to Athens, 
where alter a ftiort while, (he died. [Ibid.] . , , 

Seleucus defired Demetrius to let him have Cilicia for a certain fum of money,which 
when he would not grant, Seleucus in a cholerick way?demanded to have Sidon and 
Tyre cut of his hands, and this teemed an injurious att of his, that having made him- 
ftli Lord, and peddling all from India,to the Syrian tea,yet he was of fopoora fpirir, 

■ as to [vuubie his father in law, being otherwile under a cloud of adverle fortune, for 
two fnch poor Cities, as Tyre and Sidon were. Wherefore Demetrius ftoutly aniwer- 
ed, that if he were a thouland times overcome, yet he would never buy a fon in law at 
fo dear a rate; and thereupon tell prefencly a fortifying of thofe two Cities, which 
were luch fores in Seleucus h is eyes, [Jb!d.~] 

Caffander,having had the rule and government of things in Macedonia 1 9 years, 
dyed, leaving three tons, Philip, Antipater, and Alexander, begottenon the body of 
Theflalonicc,the After of Alexander the Great, all which reigned after their father 
three years and fix moncths onely, L Dexippus and Torphyriusjn Scaligers GreekEufebtans , 
pag. 48,228.] 
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Philip the elder of the three, coming fhortly after his fit thers death to fall away and 
die of aconlumption, his two younger brothers, Antip^r and Alexander, fell together

This Antipater, Dexippus,and Eufeb. in Chron. ca^l by the nameof Antigonus : nor 
could Hermippusunderftaud any other, where he faith, that Demetrius Phalcrcus, af¬ 
ter the death of Callander, tor the dread he had of Antigonus, fled to Ptolemei, iuc- 
named the Deliverer, £ f Diog. Laertius, m Demet. Phal, ] 

Pyrrhus alfo, at the fame time, remained with Ptolemei, as a hoftage in Egypt: 
where he married Antigone the Daughter of Berenice the Q^een, by Philip her former 
husband, [ Flat, in Pyrrho. Taufan* in Attic, pag, i o. 3 

Pyrrhus, by the help of Antigone his wife, having obtained both a Fleet of thips,and 4417. 3 
(lore of money withal, from Ptolemei; fet fail forms old kingdom Epirus; and there 
came to a compoficion with Neoprolemus, who had uiurped his kingdom,upon termes, 
tohold icjoyutly with him, [Jd.ibid.l 

Eupolemu*, the Hiftorian, deduceth his Chronologue from Adam, and the coming 
of the children of Ifrael out of Egypt, down to the fifth year of this Demetrius,teckon- 
ed from the death of his father Antigonus, and to the 12 year of Ptolemei, reckoned 
from the utter extinction of Alexander the Great, his Race, of which I fpake toward 
theend of the year of the W orld, 369 5, in his book of the Kings of Juda ; as We find 
in the [ 1 bofl^of Strom, of Clemen. Alexau.]

lui of Rome ; to wit, when Neoptolemus being (lain, Pyrrhus took the foie pofieflioa 
of Epirus into his hands: and then,remembring how much he had been beholding to 
Berenice and Ptolemei, by whofe favour it was,- that he had thus recovered his king¬ 
dom; he called his fon, which Antigone now bare unto him, by the name of Pto¬ 
lemei; and having built a new City in a neck of land in Epirus, he called, it after the 
name of his wives mother, Berenice, [ Plut in Pyrrho. ] 

In the 36 year of the Pcriode or account of Calippus, the 2 5 day of tHemoneth Pof- 

' °* fideon, in the year 454. of Nabonaflar,the 1 6 day of Paophus, 3 hours after midnight, 
the 21 day of our Decemb. Timocharcs obferved at Alexandria in Egypt, that the 
Moon rifing to her utmoft heigth northward, touched upon the rao^ northerly

Theffalonice the Queen, and reiid of Caflander, the Daughter of Philip,father of 
Alexander the Great, begotten upon the Daughter of Nicafipolus, was murdered by 
Antipater her own fon; yea, though fhe begged life of him bv thofe paps which gave 
him luck: the reafon was, for that in the partage of the kingdom, made between him 
and his brother, fhe feemed a little inclined to her youngeft fon Alexander. And Alex¬ 
ander, to revenge this murder of his mother, prayed in aid of all the friends he could 
make; of Pyrrhus, King of Epirus, of Demetrius Poliorcetes, in Peloponefus, [ Juftin, 
lib, t6.cap.t. Plut. m Pyrrho. & Dqnetr. Paufan. tn'Bceot. pag. 287. ] 

Lyfimachus the King of Thrace,for the dread he had of Demetrius his coming, per- 
fivaded with his fon in law ^ntipater, rather to agree with his brother, than by tailing 
out with him,to draw upon himfelf an old hereditary enemy of nis father.*, [Iufiinjbid.] 

And knowing well, that Pyrrhus would do any thing for Ptolcmeis fake ; he lent cer¬ 
tain forged letters to him, as fent from Ptolemei, wherein he advifed him, to receive a 
gratuity of 3 00 talents from ^ntipater, and to give off his journey into Macedonfor 
the fupport of Alexander againft againft his Brother. But Pyrrhus perceived this 
trick of his; for opening the letter, he found not there the uliwl falucacion from Pto¬ 
lemei to him •• which was, Pater filio, (»• e .) The father to his fon : ftiftcad whereof, it 
was here written. King Ptolemei to King Pyrrhus, fendeth greeting : and withal Deme¬ 
trius his fudden falling iu upon Macedonia, brake off all chcfc devifes of Lyfimachus,

Ptolemei of Egypt, took the whole Ifle of Cyprus out of Demetrius his hands ; the 
City Salamisoncly excepted, where he belieged Demetrius his mother and children

W hen Demetrius lay at the fiege of Athens, which had revolted from him to 1 yr- 
rhus. Crates the Philofopher, being lent in Embaflie to him, perfwaded him to raife 
his fiege: whereuponi getting all his fhips together, and putting aboard chem eleven 
thouland Foot, belides nis Hotfe, he failed away into Aha, there to geeall Cam and 
Lydia from Lyfimachus. There Euridice the fitter of his wife Phila,met him ntfat 
from Miletus,bringing with her Pcolcmais,her daughter by Ptolemeiof Egypt, whom 
hisfon.in lawScleucus, Had formerly fpoken to Ptolcmei to beftow on hiro^ Eteme- 

trius therefore now married her, by the good will of Euridice; and ot her Demetrius 

begat Demetrius, who afterward reigned in Cyrenia, [ J . 

In this voyage, Dcmctriusiook in many Towns and Oues,fome by fair means,fome 
by force, and fome fell over from Lyfimachus to him, who alto brought great {tore ot 
men and means with them. But when Agathocles the fon of Lyfimachus came to¬ 
wards him with an army, he marched up into Phrygia, purpofing to invade Armenia, 
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and thereby to make a combuftion in Media it jfelf, confequendy to fed tbepulfe, 
of the upper provinces of Afta, and how they flood affefied to him i tor that there he 
might happilv find many a lurking hole, if need lhould be: as tor Agathocles, who 
followed him; he often worded him in fmall encounters, but never came toarnam bat- 

tlC Neverthcldfe, tailing many times erf food for himfelf,and fodder tor his Hofe, he 
found himfelf forely difttefled,efpecially by an error committed in parting the Lvcus,he 
loft many of his fouldicrs,which that fierce river Iwcpt away .And at laft by apeftilencc 
following the tamin in his army, he loft eight thoufand of his company, and w*sfain 
with the reft tocomebacktoTarfus in Cilicia,whcre hispiirpofe was to refrain alk.nd 
of injury and oppreflion of the people, as appertaining to Seleucus,whom he would not 
offend in any kind. But that could noc be; considering the extreme necelfoy his army 
was in, and Agathocles kept all the paflagcsof the Tautus, wherefore he wrote his 
letters to Scicucus j wherein complaing of his own hard fortune, he humbly beiought 
himto compaflionate his cafe,as a poor kinlmanof his^nd one thatdefircdtobepiued, 

3718. Seleucus, taking into confidcration the diftrefled efface of hisfather in law, wrote 

to his Commanders and officers in thofe parts, to lupply him with all neceffarics ina 
kingly manner, and ntxtoluffcr hisarmy to want in any kind But there was one 1 10- 
clesfaa intimate friend and familiar of Seleucus* who wrought lobs with him, by ful- 
pitions which he put into his head agaioft Demetrius, that he prefently led an army 
againfthim into Cilicia. Demetrius, wondring at this ludden alteration in Seleucus, 
drew off prefencly into the craggy mountains of Taun**md from thenceTent his agents 
to him, to deftre, that by his good leave, he might fall upon lome tree ftare or other* 
amongthe Barbarians; a nd there (pend the remainder or tus life, without ranging the 
world over any longer: but if not, yec that he would fuff ir him to winter quietly where 
he was, and not to expof e him,in theextremity he now was in, to the force and fury 
of his enraged enemy. Seleucus made an ill conftru£hon of all thcfcmocions*and 
therefore grimed him onely, cnar,giving up uko h.s ham* the pnonpal of b.s lnends 
which he had about him tor hoftages and pledges of tos good abearance, he lliould 
fpend two moncths of his winter quarters in Cataonia, which was a country bordering 
upon Cappadocia, and wkhall, ftopc upaU paflages which led from thcncc into Syria. 

^And now Demetrius,bcingthusclofcd up like a wildbcaft ina den,having Agatho 
cles’thc fon of Lyiirmchoson the one hand, and Seleuaison the other, to watch him; 
turned himlelftocry what he could do by force, and wafted fome of the provinces be¬ 
longing to SeleucuMnd in every encounter, had the better of him; and whcnSelcucus 
let liisuon Chariots flie upon him, Demetrius fundry tiroes routed them alio, and put his 
enemies toftight; and took the paflages of the mountains, cafting out the Garnfons 
which Seleucu- had there placed for the keeping of them. And growing now con¬ 
fident of his own ftrcngth,refolved tothtowat all, inapuch battle with Seleucus,when 
upon the hidden, a grievous fieknefle fell upon him, which utterly lover threw the ftatc, 
borh of. his body,and alfooi his affairs, and hopes in the world; tor that during his fick- 
neffe his fouldiers all abandoned him, fome falling away to his enemies,and others dii- 

banded, and went where they pleafed. . . , , _ 

Whiles Demetrius thus lay under the lafh of Seleucus inSyru,Lyfimachusfet upon 
Pyrrhus, in Macedonia; and in fiveyears and fixmonetfasfpace, wau it all from him, 

of 40 dayes, being recovered of bisfklmcffe*tt^ 
diets with him as were left, removed his Camp, making asif he would march imoCt- 
licia; and the night following, without f und of trumpet, turned fhort another way: 
and having paffed the hill Amanus, ravaged and pliwdred all that Country as far as 
Cvrrheftica, a region in Syria. And when Seleucus came thuher wichhis army, and 
encamped noc for from him. Demetrius with his men came upon him by night, whiles 
he flepu yet he,getting notice of tos coming by fome that fled over to him, ftan out of 
his bcd»!nd commanded an alarm to be founded; and whiles te was putting on hs 
fhooes, cryed out to his friends* that he bad to do with a fierce wildbcaft: and Demc- 
triu^findtog,by the noife which he heard in the enemies Camp, lhat his com ngwas 
difcdvered, retired prefentlv,and went his way. [Pita*Demet.] 

, So (oon as it was day, Seleucus followed and overtook him; and Demetrius giving 
| one wing to be led by a captain of his, led the other himfelf and routed the wing of 
the enemy, on his fide; then Seleucusleapt off bis Horfe, and took off his helmet,and 
with a target in hi* hand, (hewed himfelfc bare faced to the mercenaries of Demetrius 
his army, andexhorted them to leave Demetrius, and fall over to him, and to be once 
lo wife, as ro underftand, that it was mote in favour of them, than of Demetrius, that 
he had refrained thus long fromialling on them: whereupon they alloyed out,God 

lave 
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fave Seleucus, and calling him their King, abandoned Demetrius* and ferved 

him, [ Ibid .] 

Demecrius*fuppo(ing this to be the laft reverfe of fortune* and worft that could be- 
fal him,retired to the ftreics of the mount Amanus,and there fpenc that night in a thick 
wood, with thofe few friends which he had about him -- purpofing from thence to go 
to the City Caunus, and hoping there to get flapping for fome other country to flee un¬ 
to. But when he law chat he had noc fo much as one dayes provifion for them neither j 
it fell out fo luckily with him, that an old friend of his, Sofigines, came and brought 
him 40° CroWns. This lupply he hoped would carry him and his to the fca fide; and 
therefore went by night, to pafle the top of the mountain: yet becaufe hefawbythe 
fires every where made, that the enemy lay in his way, in great ddpair he wash in to 
return to. the place whence he fee out. Ana there, wh en one of the company told h im, 
he lhoulddo well to put himfelf into Seleucus his hands, he drew his f word, and would 
have there prefent fallen upon it; but being perfwaded by his friends about him to for¬ 
bear, he fenc to Seleucus, and futunitted bom himfelf and all chat he had to his will and 
pleafuce,[/^.] 

Seleucus,having heard the meffage, gave order prefently to his fervant 7 , to fit up a 
Royal Pavilion in moft princely manner to receive Demetrius in; and difpaceht away 
one ApoUonides, who had formerly been an intimate friend of Demecriu, to comfort 
him, and fo tell him, thac therc wasnocaufeoffear, feeing he was tocomecoanold 
friend and fon in law of his: when this came to the earesot Seleucus his fervant» firft 
by one and one, and anon after, they all flocked in great multitudes to Demetrius: 
which a& of theirs, inftead of compafli jii, caufed envy towards him, and made his foes 
to alienate Seleucus his good intentions, from him; telling him, that no foouer lhould 
Demetrius be leen in the Camp, but he fhould find ftra ige alteratious,and innovations 
in it, [Ibid*] 

Hereupon, Paufanias was Cent with a trainc of about a thoufand men, Horfe and 
Foot together; who put all others from him, and inftead of bringing him to Seleucus 
his prefence, carried him away to a certain Foreland lying out into the Sea, in S> ria. 

In that place was he kept ever after, with a ftrong guard upon him; but (ufficient al¬ 
lowance made him, wanting for no monies, no walkes, no gardens, nor places of hun¬ 
ting, or othe r recreations, that his heart could wnh: and lus friends that had followed 
him, hadfree leave to have acceffe unto, and converfe with him : nor pafled there a 
day, wherein fome or other came noc unto him, to foe him from SeleuCu , wich friend¬ 
ly mefjages from him, and to bid hi m be of good comforr, and to put him in hope of 
his further liberty upon reafonable conditions: foloon as Antiochus ( which was Seleu¬ 
cus hisfon ) and bis wife Straconice were come to Coucr, [ Ibid. ] yet [ DiodortUylib.il,] 
tells us, that he was all this while kept prifoner at Pdla, [.Hen. Vdlcf. in Excerpt . 
pdg,i 6 a.] 

Demetrius, being fallen into this condition,wrote to his fon, and other Captains, and 
friends of his at Athens, and Corinth, and other places, that they fhould give nocre¬ 
dence to any letters that might happen to come to them as fent from him, orfealed 
with his feale: but fhould look to, and order all, for the behoof of hisfon Antigonus, 
as if himfelf were adiially dead, [ Plot, in Demetr. ] from whence it is that Porphyrie 
deduceth Antigonus bis reign over Greece from ttus time; to wit, from the tenth year 
before he added the kingdom of Macedon to his other Dominions: which Porphyrie 
telleth its further,chat this Antigonus Jfrom a place called Goni in Thcfl'^ia,where he 
was bred and brought up, was furnamed Gonateiy [Scalig. in Grtc. Eufebin. pag. 2,6.] 
Now Antigonus,hearing the new* of his fathers captivity, took it very heavily, and put 
himfelf into mourning weeds and wrote away his letters, as to fundry ocher Kings, fo 
to Scicucus himfelf,in ail humble manner and fuppliant-wife,offering himfelf,and what¬ 
ever he could call his, in pledge unto him for his father; the like letters and meffages 
came to Seleucus from fundry Cities and Potentates^! his behalf,[ Plot, in Demetr. ] 

Onely Lyfimachns by his letters advifed Seleucus to take heed how hedet a man go, 
of io ambitious and turbulent a fpir it, fo ambitious of Sovereignty, and fo encroaching 
upon the rights of all other King-', and offering him 1 thoufand talents gratuity, if he 
would fend him packing.ouc of the World: but Seleucus, who had never any good 
opinion of the man, upon this letter of his, grew into utter deteftation of him, as of a 
barbarous and execrable perfon, and fpared not to let fall foul words to his Ambafta- . 
dours, for that they went about to perfwade him, not onely to break the word and pro- 
mile which he had given, but alfo to commit fo prodigious a murder upon a perfon, fo 
many wayes and fo nearly allied unto himi nevertheleffe he wrote away his letters 
forthwith to his fon Antiochus, who was then in Media, tor h is ad vife, what he (hould 
do with Demetrius now fie had him: for thar,of himfelf, he was purpofed to let him go 
atliberry^nd to reftore him in all points to hi > farmer ftatc and glory of a King;which 
he therefore thought fit to communicate to him, bccaufc he had married his daughter 
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Stratonicc, and had children by her,[M lb% and Diod. in Excerpt. pubLjhed by Hem. Palef. 
lib. 41 j . 

.Demetrius, being hitherto confined to thac Cherfoncfe or neck of land*at firft,for- 
bare not to exercife him.eif in hunting, and other fports .• but belittle and little grew 
idle and rcchlcffe, and fell to-potting and dicing, and fpenc his time for themoft part 
chat way % Plut.inDemet.] 

Pcolemei of Egypt, furnamed Sotcr, having ch ildren firft by Euridice, the daughter 
of Antipater, and then by Berenice, whom Antipater Cent as a companion onely with 
his daughter, into Egypt, drawing now near to his end, left Ptolemcus, furnamed Phi- 
ladclphus,oneof his Ions, which he had by Bernice, toiuccecd him in the kingdom, as 
Paufan. in Attic . affirmeth. \Juftin lib. 1 6. cap. a.] telleth us, that before ever he grew in* 
to any infirmity of body, he put over his kingdom to his laid fon, and chat he gave his 
reafons for his lo doing to the people. Bat Lucianus in M*crobiis , and Perphyne in the 
Greeks Euftbian fragments , [pag. a a 5 .] tell us, that when he had reigned 38 years 
alone? he then joyned his (on with him in the kingdom, and fo held it joyntly with 
him two years. But I conceive, chat it was in the 3 9 y<-ar, oegmning after the death 
of Alexander, that he took his Ion Philadelphia into the coofortlhip cf the kingdom 
with him, and that in remembrance thereof it was, that Dionyfius the Aftronmer, 
framed a new Era or Calendar,to be reckoned irom thefummmer of this year, 37 if.at 
pan. Ptolomeus fheweth in his Great Syntaxis, out of the (aid Diouyfius his cadeftial obser¬ 
vations, which Dionyfius is the fame man, and none other which this Pcolemeus Phi¬ 
ladelphia lent into India, at Plinie [l b. 6,cap. 17, repmttb.] 

Heruiippus faies,thatDemetrius Pnalereus advifedPtoiemei,the father,by all means to 
joyn With him in hiskingdom,onc of his fons begotten of Euridice,and not of Ber.nicei 
and Heraclides, (reported by Diog. Laertius in Demetr. Phalcr. in his Epitome of the 
fucccrtions of Sotion,)faich,that when thefaid Ptokmei would needs give the Diademe 
to his fod Philadelpbus, Demetrius (aid to him, Sir,takg heedwhat jt dee ; if you give it 
once avajijoit will never have it again ; yet did the father for all this, not onely give him 
the Crown in the open fight of all the people, but alfoa trended on him as one of his 
ordinary guard or Penfioners, laying. That it far furpaffed the having of a kingdom, 
to be the father of a king, JfnftmUb. 16. cap. a.] * 

PcoiemeusfutnanaedCeraunus, 0 ‘.f.)Lightuir»g, cither for his quickncffc and cele¬ 
rity indifpatchoi bufincs, or for his bticenefle of name, as Memion faith, the {on of 
Euridice, feeing his younger brother made Khig before him, for fear of what might 
follow, got h m privily away, and fled to Seleucus; and he pitied his cafe, as of the ion 
of a friendyind entertained him with large and honourable allowance,not without fame 
hgnification, that when ever his father came to die, he would fet him in his throne in 
Egypr>l OMemmmin Excerpt cap. 9.&1}. Appian m Syriac.png. % * 8,1 

In the 124 Olympiade, as we find in Cyril of Alexandria, Jib. 1. content a.]ibc 
imageof Serapis was brought from Siuope, upon the Euxine fea to Alexandria, in the 
reign of Pcolemeus Philadelphu', as fome chink, or rather under Piol.mei the firft, his 
father? (for in the beginning of this Olympiade it wa ,that they reigned joynily,as was 
(aid betore)for,that Ambafladors were feat from him concerning this very thing to Scy- 
drothenis,who was at that time King of Sinope in Pontus,Cornelius Tacitus fheweth at 
large In the fourth book of his Hiftory, toward the end thereof. 

In the fame Olympiade, as we find in Enfeb. Chrin. Softratus of Cnidus builc the 
Pharus,ot watch-fower, in Alexandria,of which Phnie^\lib. 3 6. cap. 11.] fpeaketh in 
this wfe. Magnificat nr tnrris a rege faila, 8cc. (i.c.) Muthrenowned, lakh he, is the 
‘tower built by a King in the I fie of Phams, which makes the port if Alexandria. which Pha¬ 
ms coft 800 talents the building: wherein (to emit nothing great wot the mind of Ttolmtl 
t he Kingpin that be fnffered Softratus, the Arch iti8 of that great work, to fet his name upon 
it. The ufe of which Tmer was, to bear a light in it , for the help of thofe who travelled by jtyt 
inthenieht feafoni and by day, to fhtw them the way inti the party and how to avoid the (helves 
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relates the infeription which Softratus there made of himfelt; as thus, KriJ^ 
8 «if Sufifo-n imp t» r ?ta Seftratm a Cnidsanbom, thefenof Dexiphanes, 
to thegods the deliver rrers,for the benefit tfthefea-men, and Lucian in the end of his book, 
of the right writing of a Hiftory, hath the lam?,Caving, that he faith; Softratcs inferted 
it lomiewhere cunningly, and of himielf,and not, as Plinie, by the fufferance and good 
likeingof the two Kings. For when lie built the Tower, he graved this infeription 
fome Where in the infide of it* and then plaiftered it over, and upon that plaifter, let the 
name ofchePtolemei, whoever it were, that then reigned, conceiving that it would 
a me topaffe in fome fiiott rime* (as indeed it did) that the upper infeription, together 
with the plaifter,would fail off, aud then his own name, that was graven under in good 
(tone, would appear.

° F S &, the King of Bofphorus Cimmctius died, when he had reigned 2 2 years, 
as Diodorus telleth us in the year 1. of the 1 x 9. Olympiade : after wliom> as it reem- 
cch, fuccceded his fon Paryfates, of whom I fpake in the year of the Waid, 365 5. 

Demetrius Poliorcctei, who had now laien three whole years confined iuaPro- 
montotvot Foreland of Syria, partly with laiineffe, partly with potting and gorman- 
diiing, tell into a ficknefle, and died, 17 years after the deceafe of 

his father Antigonus: as [ Dexippnt,Porphrie and Eufebius fay : ] Seleucus was ill fpo- 
ken of abroad in the world about his death * and indeed, he repented fom often, and 
blamed himfelf for being fo jealous and fufpitious of him. But Antigonus , Demetrius 
his Ion* when he heard that the Reliques of his father were coming towards him, put 
tofea, with all the (hipping that he could make* and met them about the Ifles, and 
there receiving the alhes of his fathers body, laid them up in a golden Urne, and cover¬ 
ing them over with a vaile of Scarlet, and a Piadem or golden Crown fetjhereon,and 
ufing all Rites Pomps, and Ceremonies ufual and belonging to fo great a Funeral, car¬ 
ried themalong With him firft to Corinth, and afterward to Dcroettiasr a City total¬ 
led after bis fathers name, and by him peopled with men, drawn out from the letter

Seleucus, having now gotten all that which Demetrius poflefted in Syna, and Alia, 
properly fo called, made of both thofe kingdoms one eptirc Empire, [Eufeb.Ch™*. ] 
at which time the Jews paid him 300 talents yearly for their tribute: yet they had no 
forteign Rqler fet over them,but were governed by their High Pncfts,and according 
to the taftuon of their country, £ Sulp^.Sacr. Hiftor kb. a] . 

In this year, Ptolemei, the fon of Lagus, furnamed s »ter, died ; after hisjoynmg 
his fon with him in the coolortfhip of the kingdom, pr the Epoch of the Aonylian ac¬ 
count, 1 year, and almoft 3 moneths after the death of Alexander the Great, ?

At the fame time alfo, one Philencrus a Paphlagonian born, and an Eunuch made, 
but one who had had good education in h is youth, and whom Lyfimachus had made 
keeper of all his treafnrelaid up in Pergamus, repining at the murder afted upon Aga- 
thocles,and therefore laid at by Arfinoe,whodayly accufed him to Lyfimachus, feiaed 
himlelt of the city Pergamus which hands upon the river Caicus, and then fent toSe- 
leucus, offering himfelf,and all the treafure which he there had under his charge, be¬ 
longing to Lyfimachus, to his difpofing,and io holding in ftill with the fttongeft, and 
him that was next at hand, and beating them in hand, with fair promifes, and good 
offices ,as occafion was offered, kept the Cattle there, and principality of the pace,

Antiochu ,furnamedSoter,fonof Seleucus Niator, falling in love with Strato- 
nicc, his Stepdamc,and one by whom his father had a fon born, being confcious to 
hlmfclf,ot the feditic of his own defire, neither attempted any thing upon her, nor 
difclofed ought of that wfijch troubled him, but lay gnawing his meets, and in that 
melancholy, would fain bavedied. But Leptin**,a Mathematician, or.as others lay. 


fome others fay he was a fcolar under Thcophraftm, as the fame Lacnius, in the Life of 
Theophraftus toward the end thereof noteth, againtt whofctollowers, going by the 

name 
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name or feft of Erafiftrataeans. Galen afterward wrote a book of Phlebotomy or open¬ 
ing of a vein, yet extant; this Erafiftratus therefore, fitting uponatimeby Antijchm, 
obferved, that at the comipg in of Stratonice his colour ever rofe, and his pulfe beat 
high, and' when (he w?nc,away» he grew pale and wan again, and fetcht his 
breath feoff, and panted, found thereby what ailed him; and opened the matter to 
Seleucus • who thereupon was content to pare with her, though mol dearly beloved, 
to his foir, and calling his army together, before them all, married her to his fon. And 
whereas fie had at that time 73 Provinces under him, he gave up the greater part of 
them,’® dim «8 n, (jje.) the upper provinces,which were all to the eaft ward ol Euphrates, 
to his fon, refer vine to h imfelf onely fuch countries as lay from the Euphrates weft ward, 
totheMediterranfea, [Appian. iuSjriac. with Valer. Max. l b. 5. cap. 7. Plat, in Demet,

Lyfimachus,pa(fing over into Afia, made war upon Seleucus. And this wasthelaft 4433. 
battle foi^fit between the Survivors of Alexander the Great: of which there were now 
already 34 extinft and dead,thefe two onely fucvived:This battle was fought in Pnry- 
gia, lying upon the Helfefpont, *»fl vtKtrs as we read, [ in, Porphyry iuGrac. 

Eufeb. ScaligypagazS.i] wherein Lyfimachus,fighting very valiantly in hisown per- 
lon,and having loft mapy of his men, was ftruck thorough with a great Spear, by one 
of Heraclea, whofe name was Malacoa: andfo haying feen the death of fifteen of bis 
children,before him, remained as it were che iaft ftone of his houfe,to be pulled down,

When Lyfimachus was fallen, a dog of his kept by the body, and beat oft all birds 
andbeafts fromit: till at length one Thorax, of the country of Pharfalia, having 
long fought for ir,fpund it our, when it was almoft putrified, and knew 1 it principally 
by msjdbg that lay by it j * and Alexander his fon by Odryfias, with much adoe, and 
after many entieatie**gat it of Lyfandra, and carried it into the Cherfonefe of Thrace, 
and there buried it: hisbones were afterward tranflated to the Temple in Lyfimacia, 
by the Citizens of die place, and there laid up in an Urne •• which Temple, went after¬ 
ward by the name of tyfinaachium, [ Paufan. and Appia. ] 

Wfien, he was dead, his kingdom accrued to Seleucus, as an addition to his former 
Monarchic, Q Memwn y ~\ with which, fo great a viftory he much pleated himfelf : 
and therather, for ti w fie now few IlimfeU the laft alive of all that company, which

After Lyfimachus his death therefore, 
the mch of Heraclea dealt with this Heraclitus, offering him not onely all lecurity for 
his own petfon,but alfo a fetgcfummc.of money to bear fiis charges on. the way; pro¬ 
vided ouely, that he would be gone, and leave them ui their prifttn and native liberty. 

And he thereupon, grew into a rag.c,and commanded fome of them away presently to 
be put todeath: which the Citizens perceiving,and having formerly underhand agreed 
with the cfiief officers of the Garrifon under him, to make them free of their City, and 

topay them all their atreres which bad been detained from them, feurely took Hera- 
clitus himfelf,and put him in prifon: where they kept him for awhile; Butfeeing 
themfelves anon after free from all danger, they dcmolifeed the Citadel,which Lyfi¬ 
machus had built upon them, and fending an Embattle to Selcucus,to fetisfie him con¬ 
cerning what they had done, made onePoocritus, Superintendaat or Curator of their 
State, iMmnon,Excerpt.cap. 2 .& \0.] ., L , TT , - _ 

Zipztus, a petty King of Bithynia, growing angry with the men of Heraclea, fir ft 
for Lyfimachus, and now for Seleucus his fake ( for ne was enemy to them both ) made 
inrodcs upon their land,aixi (pared nor few any mifcbicl;hat he could do them; where¬ 
in ne verthcleffe his men leaped not Ccot-frcc: butrcceived oft-times, armuch damage 
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themfelves as they did hurc to them, l Ibid. cap. u. ] /; 

Mean while* Seleucus fent one Aphrodifius to the Cities of Phrygia, and places ad-‘ 
joyning, to look to hh profits and affairs there; who having difpatait thc buiinefle he 
was lent about, at his return, gave large commendations of other Cities, but laid made 
things to the Heraclians charge; efpeciallv,that they flood ill*affe£ted to Seleucus him- 
Icif: whereupon the King growing inro choler, Icorned the Emt>flffie Cent by them un-' 
to him *, and ufed many rough and minatory Ipeeches to thdm rbui there was orieof 
them* called Gimatlcon, who, nothing daunted therewith', Ipake'to Seleucus ilrthis' 
wife, SW, Her cults, Carron, (now Carron in the Dorian Dialed or language, (igoifies, 
him that is the ftrongeft ) which word, whenSeleucus underftood not, pet fi lling irihiS 
former choler againft them, turned away from them, Whereopoti thtf Meffengers th at 
were lenr, conceived that it vvas no boote for them, either to ftay there, or to return 
home again; which tidings coming to Heraclea, they notonely fortified their City, 
the beftthey could of themlelves, but alio fell to procuring of forraig^aides,.and lent 
their AmbalfadorstoMithridates Kingof Pontus, and to the States drByzantium,and 
Chaicedon, to pray in aide of them, \lbtd. cap.i a.] ' 

But thole who were bannilhed and lived in exile trom the ftate of Heraclea, met to^ 
gether, and came to an agreement among themfelves,which was this*; There was onC' 
Nymphidhr, who perfwaded them to labour for a reftifution to their country; and 
told them it would be no hard matter co effeft ir,if they would defird reftitution of what 
their anceftors had loft, in a fair, and not in a turbulent way: whercunto they'wertf.all 
eafily perlwaded; and when thereupon all things fell but happily, and ,fucceeded''ac¬ 
cording to their defircs, it was hard to'fay, whether they that thus returned to v their 
Country, or their Country which thus received them^ome again, weCe the gladder of 
it,for both they whojeturncd,ufed the Citizens, who had expulfed them,-Very loving¬ 
ly ; and the Citilens feffered none of them to want for any ncceffarie'ahd convenient 
means to live withall, and by this means they grew a 11 into a body again, and re¬ 
turned inro their .priftine ftate of nobility and government; as they were before.[/k] ; 

Seleucus, purpoling ro end his dayes in his old and native Country of Macedonia*; 
palled over the Hellefponr, and goingirom thence to Lyfimachia»efpied by chance,a 
certain altar Handing in a confpicuou* place, and asked what the name of that altar 
was; it,was told him, that ic was called Argos. Now ic is laid, that he'had been lore- 1 
warned by an oracle, fo beware of Argos. But he further asked,why it Was called Argos, 1 
Whether from the Argonauta, winch palled that way’in elder timeyiwhcn they went 
with Jafon to Colchos, or from the Argivi, who went to the fiegeof Troy', or foij that 
the great Argos, wherein Jafon went,was there caft away in their return, or for that 
it was theCountry of the Acrida:, Agamemnon, and-MerielaUs; and as he was thus' 
gueftioning about the name of that altar, Ptolemeus Cerafcinus, the foh of Ptolemei the 
firft, by his wife Euridice, and btorher to Arlinoc the Relid of Lyfimachus, ftandidg 
behind him, ran him thorough with his fword,and flew him;,having,been hisgreac 
benefactor, and who had ever borne him up, and maintained Him, and who would 
never jet him be from him. And fo Selcucus withMeyfin moneths after the death of 
Lyfimachus, loft both the kingdome ofMacedon, whieh'fae had takcivfrom him, ;nd 
hislifd withall. . /"■}* r ■" 

Aitianus tells us, that Seleucus was the created min that was, after Alexander t he 
Grcacjand the moft nobly fpirited of all the reft, and the extent of "whole dominidi s, 
exceeded ailothers,[/tf. de Reb.Alexand.] He died in the 43 year after the deceale 
of Alexander,the 32 vear ot the Grecian, or Selcuciah Calendar, hiving {pent in his 
life, as Appian layes, : 7 3 years, buc as juftin intimates, 7 8. His body was buried by' 
Philetaerus the Potentate of Pergamus, which he redeemed out of Gerauaus his hand, 
with a great fum of mony ; and having buried it inaiUolemnwi{e,fent hisafliesto 
his fonAntiochuSjWho receiving it,burned it inSeleucia,which ftands upon the fea coaft; 
adding a confecrated Chapel to his tomb, which,from his furname, vvas called, Nica- 
toristm) [Appian, mSjtiac.pag. 129*] Juftin tells us, that both he, arid fusions, and 
grand-chiidren after him, were all born with the ligne of an anchbr in-one ot their 
thighs asa naturali badge and token of that race, [Uhl 1 - 5 . cap. 4.] And Aufonius in 
his book de Claris Vrbitts, (i.e»)of famous Cities,(peakingof Antiochia,(aith,[/.a.]

She for her founder did Seleucus praife. 

Who so are a native anchor in his thigh ; 

A true tmpreffe of his nativity,

But Polybius, [Jib. » pag. 128.] notes, that Ptolemei the firft, and Lyfimachus, and 
Scleucu- j and Pcoiemteus Ceraunus, all died about the 1*4 Olymp. and that Ptolemei 
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the firft, died in the firft year of it, and Lyfimachus and Seleucus in the laft : But Ce- 
raunus died not till the later end of the firft year of the Olympiade following: and 
whom therefore Polybius, mentioning again the concurrence of their deaths in the 
r fame boot, p*g. 15 5.] feemethof fet purppfe co have omitted. 

1J Ceraunus, having thus murdered Seleucus, by the help of a fwife horfe, gat hi m to 
Lyfimachia; where putting a Crown upon his head, and taking a fair guard about 
him, he went uato the army, where of pure necelficy the army teedved him,and cryed, 
God lave the King; who had but a little before, (worn fealty to Seleucus, Q Mem non, 

£ *Aimgonus^ lurnarned Gonatas,the fon of Demetrius Poliorcetes, hearing how Se¬ 
leucus was murdered, made a journey into Macedonia, purpofing to prevenc Ceraunus 
in thofeparoy both by his. land and fea Forces. Bur Ceraunus, having all Lyfimachus 
his Fleet in a readineffe, drew out, and met him in right good array at fea: in which 
among other fores, there were from Heraclea in Pontus lent him fundty veflels, feme 
of fix, fomeof five tireol oares, and luch as were called AphraQ* ; and above all one 
of eight tire of oares, called the Leoncifera, which for her great bulke, andcxquilite 
building, was much admired by all that beheld her; for in her were ah hundred oares, 
fo that on each fide there were 800 rowers, which made i< 5 oo in all: and upon the 
upper deck or hatches,there were 1200 fighting men; under two Ipecial Commanders: 
infomuch, as when they came to graple, Ceraunus had by far the better of it; and An- 
tigonus was fain to flee, with all his Navy, In this fight the Ihips from Heraclea, did 
bell; and among them the Leoncifera beft of all. Ancigonus therefore being thus 
routed, fled into Boeotia, and Pcolcnmis Ceraunus went into Macedonia, where he re¬ 
mained quiet by the fpace of two years, [Ibid. cap. 14,15.] to wit, o n e full year and 
five moneths, as Dcxippu* and Porphyrie, do more precifely relate this matter. 

Ceraunus,growing nowgracious in the eyes of the multitude, both in regard of his 
father Pcolemci the firft of Egypt, and alto for the revenge which he took of Lyfima¬ 
chus his death, endeavoured firft, to take in, and make faire with Lyfimachus his ton*: 
and defired to marry Arfinoe their mother, and his own filler, bearing them in hand, 
that he would adopt them for his children; thatfofucceeding in their fathers room, 
they might, either in reverence ot their own mother, or in regard that they were now 
to call him father, forebear attempting any thing againft him. He alto by his letters 
fought the love and Iriendlhip of his brother Pcolemaws Philadelphua King of Egypt, 
profefling that he utterly forgac his Ioffe of his fathers kingdom, and that he would ne¬ 
ver feek to get that from his brother, which he had already more fairely attained co,by 
getting it from an enemy. [ M. 1 7 . ™P**.] He nude alto a peace with Antio- 

chus thetonof Scleucu?, whom he had murdered, [ Id Jib. 24. cap. i.J 

Neither did he omit to follicite Pyrrhus the King of Epirus to the fame eftett: top- 
poling it would infinitely fway the fcales, to which fidetfoeyer h^ leaned. For as much 
as he alto then lay at catch, to get any mans eftate that lay in his way ; and ottered 
himlelftoany roan that would make ufe of him. In which humor, being to aid the 
Tarentipcs in Italy againft the Romam,he tent to borrow Ihips of Antigonus Gonatas, 
to tranfport his army into Italy, to Autiochu; the fon of Seleucus deccafed,to borrow 
money, becaufe he leemed to be better ftored of money, than of men ; and to Ptole- 
mexus Ceraunus, tofurnilh him with tome companies of Could lers out or Macedonia: 
and Ceraunus prefently fent him 5 thouland Foot, aqd 4 thoufand Hotk> andfllty 
Elephants ,* yet to lerve him two years, and no longer. In requital of which tavour,he 
took his daughter to wife, and left him Guardian and Protestor ol his kingdom of Epi¬ 
rus during his abfencc ; tor fear, leaft while he was away,with the flower of his youth 
in Italy,lome or o:her,miglit take advantage,and make a Ipode thereof m his abfence, 

V/ hctefore, leaving his fon Ptolemei,whom he had by Antigone the daughter of 
Berenice, being but 15 years old, Governour of his kingdom, yet as it were under the 
tuition ofthefaid Ptolemei Ceraunus King ofMacedon, he took his journey, and i With 
hisarmy.landedinthc Port of Tarentum, now Otranto in Italy; taking with him his 
two younger tons, Alexander and Helenus, being very little ones, for bis lolace in to rc- 
mote a war,[ Id. lib. 18. c<«p. 1. ] and never flaying for the Spring, put over thither in 
the middeft d Winter, as Zonaras reporteth, out of Dionyfius Halicarnafleus in the 
124 Olympiade, as [Polybius faith Jib. 2. fag. «29.] to wit, in the fourth and laft year 

° f AntiochusSoter, after hisfather Seleucus bis death, held the kingdom of Syria 1 9 
years. [ Porphyrie, Sufebius,and Serv^ulpitius;. ] who when,with much adoe^nd With 
many a battle fought, he had hardly recovered all his fathers Dominions: in the end, 
he fent ariarmy under the.command of Patrocles,to pals the mountain Taurus ; and he 
chofe him a Lieutenant,one Hermones,bocne at Afpendus. Now Patrocle* his purpote 
was,to fet upon Fleradea, in the country of Pontus: but receivinglatisfactaonby^an 
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Embaflie which they fent unto him, he forbear proccedingany farther againft them, 
and making a firme league with them, turned his eoutfe, and pafling thorough the 
country of Phrygia,came intoBithynia. But the B.chynuns byanambufhroent which 
they laid for him, cut off him, and his whole army^nd utterly deftroyed them; where¬ 
in vet Patrodcs himfelf played all the parts of a rooft valiant man, and did with his 
own hand many exploits upon the enemy, [ MtmnonJixcerft 1 pto*i6, ] and Zipstcs the 
Kin , of Bithyn a, having thus deftroyed Antiochushis army, built a City at the foot 
ofchehill Liparus* and called it after hi* own name,[/a.»v/a. eap.zi,] 

In the end of the fiftieth year of the firft Penode of Cahppus, being the 44 from the 
deathof Alexander the Grear, Ariftarchus of Samos, took an obfervation of the Sum¬ 
mer Solftice * and after that Meton did the like for 15 * or 9 decades of years: as CL 
Pcolemaeus in his book Deanm MagwttidiHe, reporceth out of Hipparchus, \_bb. 

^Arfinoejthe Relitt of Lyfimachus, being married to her own brother, Ptolemaus 
Ccraunus,reccived him into her City of Caflandrca: and he prcfcntly, fcizmgupon 
the Caftle there, took her two fans, which flic had by Lyfimachus,thc one called Lyfi¬ 
machus of the age of 1 6 years, the other, Philippus, being but 3 years old, and flew 
them both in their mothers armes j and (be her fclf rending her clothes and tearing her 
hair, was haled out of the gates of the City with two fervants onely, and fenc lntobau- 
nifhmcat to the Ifle of Samothracia, £ /»/?/», lib. 2 4 . cap. 2. & 3. Excerpt. 

CJP in fhe beginning of the fecond year after Pyrrhus his arrival in Italy, the Galls in- 

' vaded Greece, [P'lybjib. i.pig.6.] for they, dividing their whole army intothrce 
parts, and allotting to every part, theif work to do; one fell in upon the Thracians and 
Triballi, under the conduft of Ceretbriu?. the fecond upon Pannomas, under Brennus 
and Acichorius; the third upon Maccdonand Illytium, under Belgius, [for fa luftin, 
lb. 24. cap. 5 . and Lb, 25 ,cap.%. calls him ] not Bolgius, as Paufanias names him, [ Past- 
(anits. ite Phocieis. ] «... 

Ptolemaus Ceraunu?, with a fmalkompany, and they not all of the beft marfhalled 
neither, (as if wars were as eafily waged,as murders arecommitted)dnven on with the 
furies of his wicked minde, wenc out againft Belgius 3 and when the King of the Dar- 
dansegered to aid him againft thefe new-come Galls, with ao thoufand men, he 
would none of them: and when the Galls lent Metfengcrs to him, ottering him peace 
for money, hefent them back word, that he would not give them peace, unlcfle they 
delivered their armes, and the principal of their army, for hoftages of their good a- 
bearing unto him. So to it they went, and the Maccdons not able to endure the im- 
preffion of the Galls, fled before them: Pcolemei himfelf being forely wounded, aud 
the Elephant on which he rode, being alto wounded, and thereupon grown unruly, 
was caftoffhis back, and taken by the Galls, and by them tornc in pieces; his head 
cut off, and being taken upon the point of a Spear, was carried about fora terrour to the 
enemy. FewofthcMacedonsefcapcd; the reft were cither flain or taken prifoners,

After Pcolemei, in the kingdom of Macedon, fucccedcd his brother Meleager* and 
him the Macedons, after two moneths (pace, ejeaed, as a man unworthy of the place ; 
and put in Antipater, the ton of Philip, who was brother to Caflander; ofwhom, 
[JftJt;»>lib.i2.cap.i+,-\ makech mention: and whom they nicknamed the Etefun, 
becauie he continued in the place but 45 dayes, for thereabouts it is, that the Etcfian 
winds ufed upon that coaft to blow every year, and no more, [Porpby, in Grac. Enfab, 

^ ^Brennu'j (who,fomefay, was by birth a Praufian,as we read in [ Strabo^ lib. 4 .fag. 
187. ] hearing of this great viftory gotten by Belgius, fretting in himfelf, to fee that 
he had letten flip out of his hands tofaire an opportunity, of getting fogreat a Proie, as 
the whole riches of the Eaft : gathered together 150 thoufand Foot, and 15 thoufand 
Horfe of his Galls,and marched in all hafte into Macedonia, Jnftin, lib. H.c*P. *.] but 
coming into the country of the Dardans, a people in Illyrum, was forced to ftay there, 
byreafonofa muriny which rofe in hisatmy : for to the number of *0 thoufand of 
his men, ( which number Suidas alfo, in the word Galatz hath ) with Lconoriu? and

5. Softhcnes,a chief man in Macedonia, gathering together the youth and lufty gal¬ 
lants of the country, made head againft thofe Galls that there were, and quelled them 
in many encounters, and defended the country from their further.plundtings. For 

which 
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which great f crvice, when many of the, Nobles there ftcove for the kingdom, he being 
a man of obfeure place and parentage, and of no Royal blood, was yet petferred be¬ 
fore them all; and whenthey would have made him King, he refufed it; and made 
them take tiieir oath to him, as to their captain orComrnander onely, [ fnftinjib. 34. 
cap. 5.1 and in that capacity, he governed that country two years, [ Porphjne and 
Bufcb. j . , . . . 5 ,■ 

When Brennus cams into Macedonia, and there fell to, fpoiling and ravaging of 
the Country, Softhenes met him with his army; but fo few as they were ogafoftfb; 
many, and heardeffe againft men grown haughty upon fo many victories, the Mace¬ 
dons were quickly qverthrown,and fled to their Cities; where whileft they kept them? 
fclves, not daring to peep put, .Brennus with, his army, overran and hundred all the 
Country, [ lib. 24. cap. 6 ^] . ... v . . . .1 V,v. 

Leonorius arid Lutar ius* getting by a trick, into Lyfimachia, and poffefiing them-. 
felvcsfcntirely of the.Chrrfonefe there, came down from thence into Hejldponr, and 
there finding how little a cut it was over into Alia* had a great mind to paffeover into 
it; and fenc their Agents to Anupacer the Governour of Hellelponc, to create with": 
him about their paflage, [ Lip. Hb.% 8. ] ; • y : _ 

Zipsces. having now reigned in Bithynia, full 48, and lived 7 6 years; died, leaving 
four Ions: che cldeft of which, was called Nicomedes, who fucceeded his father in the r. 
kingdom, and proved to his brothers, not a brother, bur a butcher, [ Memno^Excerpt. 
cdp.ii.) but the younger who was called Zipxtes.and whomC Liv, Lb, 38.] cafleth 
Zibaea5,held the fea coaft of Bithynia, which went by the name of Thracia jhyniaca,' 

al. Afiatica, [ lb. cap. 1 3 . j v -. 

Now,, when after Zipaetes his death, Antiothus Sotcr prepared to make war upon 
Bithynia, Nicomedes lent and prayed in @id of the City of Heraclea ; promiftng to 
dotnelike for them,iftheyeverhappened toftandinneedof him : whereupon they 
fent him aid at that prefenc; and by this occafion they afterward, though wkb great 
expence of monie?, recovered Cierus and Tius, and the land of Thinis; Bur when they 
went about to recover the City and Territory of Ameftris, ( which had alto been 
taken from them ) and fpared neither for war nor money to recover it.: Eumeoes 
who held ir,as Governour onely, chpleforvery fpightto give it up to Ariqbarzanes 
the ton ofMithridates, then King of Pontus, gratis,rather than to render it torthc State 
of Heraclea, upon any termcs,C Ibid, cap. ij.] : t) . 

Brennus, and Acichorius, with the Illyrians (as Appiamuin Illjrkis tellcch m V whom 
they call Autarians,and Celts, whom they call Cumbrians, left Macedonia, apd went. 
into Greece, with an army of 152000 Foot, and *0400 Horfe, every of which Horfe. 
had two footmen attendingon him, they onhorfeback likewile, to help theif Maftcrs, 
if occafion were, and to fupply his place, if he happened to be flain: bur, when 
they went to plunder the Temple at bclphos, they were terribly beaten off 
with Thunder and Lightening, with Earthquakes, and.with : the finking of the 
ground under them in che Mount Olympus, and with bitter Froft and Snow, be¬ 
ing then the Winter Seaton, and miferably diftrefled in all kinds: and they which 
were llain by the fwordqf thePhocenfes themfelves, were little leffe than fix thou¬ 
fand men. There fell upon them likewife, apanick fear,; and by a Froft filing in 
a nighr, they loft upward of ten thoufand more* and as many more perifhed of 
very hunger in the place. Brennus their.Leader, vexed with the wounds which he 
had received in his body, and for very fliame of fuch bis overthrow, having firft 
Twill’d himfelf with drink, fell upon his own fword and died: and Acichorius, fee¬ 
ing how the heads of this war were punifhed, gat him baftiiy, with a company of 1 o 
thoufand poor maimed fouldiers out of Greece S but the continual ftormes of rain and 
fnow» with bitter frofts and famine, and. which was word; of all, perpetual waking, ut¬ 
terly confumed the reliques of this unlucky army; and all nations thorough which they 
pafled in their return, foil upon them as they went, here and there Scattered, and made 
aproy ofthem, [ Pan fan. m Phoc.& Attic. jnfti»>hb. 24. cap. 6 , 7,8. Eclog. Diodor. lib. 

22. Sec. 13. Appian. IHjr.pag.y 5 8. ] which calamity Polybius, [Hb.ipag. io8.] notes to 
have befallen tlicm,year 2. of the 1 2 5 Olympiadc, and when Anaxicrates was Lord 
Chancdor of Athens, [Paufatt in. Thoc,pag. 340. ] » 

Asfor thofe of lllyrium, called Autarians, which efcaped this misforrane,when they 
came home iuto their own country, they found themfelyes there peftered withfucha 
multitude of frogs, Cent upon them, that they corrupted the very Rivers with their 
putrefattion j and then a vapour rifing out of the earth after them, bred a pe- 
ftilcnce thoroughout all the Country, till they were fain to flee from their na¬

Anil verily that this Poolcmci, if ever any King,was infinitely addi&ed to the ftudies 
ofhumanc kamiag^s oanftcmed by Phylarchus,^vouched by Athenxus,£/iAi *. cap. 17. 
Deipno Whkhis morelully 4 cliVorcd by Vitruvius, in his preface to his book of Ar* 
chitcfmteywhcrehe lhewefmriiathavingfinifhed hisgreat library at Alexandria, he 
infticutedcectain gamesiahqoour of Apollo and the Mutes: whercunto he invited,all 
writers in the common arcs ^pd ftienccs, (as others were wont to do, Wrcftlers .1 nd the 
like) foppcinforthcL prioe; and appointed great rewardstothem who were fqund 
to exjpcll, and furpalfe the reft in them, and (hewed how he cnccriained Zoilus, 
(urnaijictJ. Hemcrmafiyx , (j,e.) the fcourge of Hmcr , when he came unto 
him.; • . . 

For this coUc&ion.of books, Ariftotle (hewed him the way,fbr he at his death, left 
his l brary to Theophraftus, and Thcophraftusbyhis kftwfll and teftamenr, which 
We find in [Dbg. laiertiui,] left it to Ntlens Scepfiut ^Strabo Jib. 1 j. png. 6 08, Pita in Sylla.] 
and from him Ptoleroei bought them, belides others whicn fie bought at Athens 
and Rhodes; and broughc them all, to Alexandria, as Athene*!^(lib. 1. cap. 1.] 


neus himlclf cUiewhete;ito wit* [Ub. 5.cap. 1 1,]fay, that Theophtaftus his books, and 
with them all AriftotlesUhrary,came to the hands of Neleus his heirs, and were by his 
fucceftcnirs, and long after in thedayci of Sylla, fold for a great fum of mony, to one 
ApcllicontheTcian. ^ 

Keeper of thisgreat library after DeShetihis Phalcrus, (who was not oncly a great 
Graiqmarian,for which only TertuUian commend* him, but alfo a ftngular Philofo-; 
pher, and one who had been formerly a great Statesman, and an excellent Governour 
m Athens) was one Zenodotus of Ephefa,(thefirft Corrector of Horners books) as 
Suidafiayes, and after him Ariftophanes,who with great deligencc and induftry, read 
overajll the books of that great library, in order as they (food j as Vitruviusin his 
forementiooed Preface to his book of Atchiteaure affirmeth. But this was afterward: 
and therefore to return to the time weave now upon,' Atiftxas in hi* Treat ife of the 70 
interpreters, and after him Jeftphns* lib, 1 a. Antiq, cap, %. and Eufek.lib.%. de Prapar. 
Evaugel.fpoa^ as followed. 

Demetrius Phalereus,being upon a time asked by King Ptolemei, how many Myri¬ 
ads or ten thoufand* of books he had gotten togetner^nlwercd^bout 30 Myriades,but 
hoped ere long, to make them 5 o Myriades, which number of 300000 books, face we 
, find, tot onely in Ariftacas, which wc now have, but alfo in thole Copies which Jole- 
phus and Eufebius heretofore tried, that that lefler fum of $4800, found in Epiphanius, 
who Wrote long after them, is in no wife tp be admitted. 

Demetrius Phalereus advifedtheking^s I (aid before, to a(k thofe facred writings 
of the jews-, but Arifheas, who wasananendant about him, at chat ritneytdvtfed him, 
for thp purchafing of them,to fa all the Jews,who were then Haves in Egyp at liberty, 
andfoidcbemhamejandicisfaidlchatthenuiTfoerof them came to to Myriades, (1.) 
one hundredthoirianifoulcs; and inomcopy of Atiftxas, ic is (aid: that every one of 
them coft the Kii» *0 drachmae!,or iso,a» it is in Jotephussnow no drachmae#, 
make 3ofides,orftaccres,ortctradracbmacsin filver, which was the full price of a 
flavc in[£*W. c. »i. 3 a.]at which rate our Saviour alio, what time, for our fakes, he 
took the form of aftaveupon him in the fidh, was fold by Judas the traitor, now thofe 
*o draepinaes which we find in our Atiftxas,being multiplied by to Myriades (i.) 100 
thouland amount to aoooooo drachmaes, which again being divided by 6000 which 
make juft an Aukktalent, make 333? Attick uletiis; now the price which Ptolemei 
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. . , our Ariftxashis account: becaule ic is faid that there Were 

above to Myriades paied. In which redemption of the Jewilh Haves from their mafters 
the like price was paied foe every fucking child of them, together with the mothers 
which theyfockr on oner and above,whenoe it is that Jofephusfaiesthat Ptolemei paid 
in this kind, upward of 4^0 talents,in ftcad of which our vulgar editions of Arifteas 
have tf 60 talents. . '

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Epiphanius giveth us two forged ones, far diffarent both in (file, and meaning, from 
that which we find in ^riftxas, and Jolephus, the latter, of which beginneth thus, 
0>1 »«;• gcc.C'l. e.) of a treafure that t$ hiddenyaud of a fount ante fealed #p, what 

profit is there ? whereas in the greek one attributed to the king, who doth not perceive a 
roanifeft Hebraifme, and that taken out of Eccltfiafi. [c. 20.3 o.] wifiedme if it be bidden , 

and a treafure unftcn y what profit is there of either of them} 

But together with that Epiftle, he Cent alfo rich prefents to the ufe ofthc Temple at 
Jeru(alem,by Andr*as,and Ariftzas his two (ervanr, tobc delivered to EleaUr the 
High Preift, as namely,* golden table of two cubits long, ( and an half, as Jofephus 
addeth) and no lefle than half a cubit thick, all of folid gold, and not covered over 


and precious (tones to the number of 5 thoufand, (o that thefe (tones amounted in the 
value of them, to five times as much as the gold which he lent, came unto, and the 
woikpnaptoip thetieunto belonging, befidcs all which he Cent too talents for (acriftces 
and other tifes of the Temple. 

Eleafar the Prieft,receiving thefe prefents, out of every, tribe,/for that after the cap¬ 
tivity there remained tome of 10 tribes of the twelve, I (hewed before in the/ year of 
the World 346 8. c. ) he chofe fix principall men, molt eminent above all others, for 
ripenefie of age, for nobility, for learning and experience; which fhouidtranflatc Gods 
Law, out of Hebrew into Greek; the particular names of the which 7a elders arc ex- 
preffely delivered by. Ai iftzas; the lad of which called Ezekiel, I conceive to be none 
other butjiim, whom Eufebiusin the ninth booked* Prapart. Evangel, reportech to have 
written a Tragedic of the bringing forth, or deliverance of the childrenof Ifracloutof 
Egypt; for the very name of Ex.ek.ul lhe weth, that he was of the Jewifh race, and not 
a Greek, as Clemens Alexandrinus, and Eufebius, thought he was. 

Eleafar alfo wrote back a letter to the King, the beginning whereof, as we find in 
Ar iftaeas, was this,’Aun* 7» Godfave yon* or as Eulebius, more rightly, Ei 

ahricfaitfwtnu, g^c. (i. e.) If joarfelf are welly and the Qneen Arfinoe year fifier, all is welly 
and ai we define it fhould be : for Philadelphia, after the death of Arfinoe, the daughter of 
Lyfimachus Kingof Thrace and Macedon,by whom he had Pc ol emeus Euergetcs, 
and Berenice (of whom more in their proper places)married a fecond Arfinoe,his own 
fifler,which after the death ofLyfimachus her firft huiband was married to Pcolemeus 
Ceraunus her own brother, but lhe dyed, before (he bare an? child to Philadelphus, on 
whom he (o doted, that he called a province in Egypt, Arfinoitit, after her name, 
[Panfan. in Attic, pag. 7.] and made her a ftatue of Topaz done, four cubits high, and 
contecrared her in a Temple, which was called the golden Temple, [Plime lib. 17.C.8.] 
and by his appointment, Dinccrates the ^Archite&,lec him to make an archroof over 
her, all of load -done, to the end, that an image of her made of Iron, ought cleave 
thereto, and feem there to hang in the air, [Id. Ub. 14, cap, 14.] of which 0inocrates :

Thefe 7 2 interpreters entering into Alexandria, prefented the King with foch things 
as Eleafar had fenc unto him, together with (undry parchments, wherein the law was 
written, with golden letters, in the language of the Jews,all curioufly written,and 
the parchments fo joyned together, that the (earning of them could not be difeerned by 
the eye of man. and it fell our, that they came thither at a. time, when news came to 
him of a great victory gotten by him at fea againft Antigonu of which fea fight, 
for want of writers in char time, I find no mention made in any other place but this, 
for 1 can no wayes approve their judgement, who refer it to that time, when Antigonus 
Gonatas making war upon the Athenians, befieged their Cities by fea and land,which 
we find by Jajlin, [lib. % 6 . and by Paafan,in Laconic.] was not till after the death of 
Pyrrhus, and before the death of Areras, or Areus the firft King of Laccdemon, 
which was between the years 4442, and 4450, according to the Julian account :for 
alibeit that Areus with his land forces, and Patrocles with Ptolemcis fleer, came 
at that time, to the fuccour of the Athenians, yet feeing that Areus returned 
home without any battle fought, Paufanias fhewes* that Patrodcs did.no¬ 
thing neither for their relief. £ In lAttic. pag . 7. and in Laonic. 87.] 

But concerning our 7 2 interpreters, Ttolemci to entertain them,fcaftedthemfeven 
dayes, or as Jofephus hath it, 1 a dayes, in a moft (umptuous and magnificent manner, 
and afterward appointed oneDorotheus to take care of them,and to fapply them 

with 
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«rith all ncceflaries, not letting them wane for any thing, for their table or other wife. 
And the King himtett would now and then put them queftion", foroe concerning af¬ 
fairs 5 Sure, fome of morality } whetrunto they extempory made him very prudent 
and well advifed anfwcrs 1 as we find in Arflzas, who took all that he wrote out of the 
Kings Diaries, or Day-books jthen caulcd he three talents to be given to each of them 

ani Ttocda>^afcer,oneDemetrius waging along the caufway,called the Hepta- 
ftadium, that isa mile, wanting oncluriong, with the Interpreters, led them over the 
bridge into the Ifle of Pharos, and there placed them in a goodly houfe, up >n the 
northflioar of the Ifiand* and far oft from anynoife or tumult; and they there fee 
tbemfelves every manto.his workof the Tranilation, moft exactly fitting it to the 
meaning of the Original- which done, Demetrius caufcd it to be faicely exferibed: 
every day they fate at ic till three of the clock in the afternoon; and then went and took 
their repaft: having all things abundantly provided for them, and efperialy their diet, 
of the fame kind chat was provided foe the Kings own table, did Dorotheus fee them' 
furnilhed withal, by the Kings appointment. Moreover, every morning very early, 
they came to Court, and there having bid the King good-morrow, returned to their 
placet and there having wa(ht their hand*, as their manner was, and (aid their pray- 
ers,thcy fet themfelvcs to read, and to interpret from point to point; But Epiphanius, 
varying herein from Arifteas and Jofephus, writes that they were put into 3 6 cells; to | 
wit, two to aether in every one of them j and there continued from break of day,to the 
very evening ; and thac then they were put into 3 6 boacs, (K e. ) two into a boat, and 
fo brought back to the Kings Palace, and there eate of the Kings diet •• in the former 
part of which Narration, he followeth I know nor whom; but in the latter, itfeems, 
is led by their Fables, which dteam’tthat the caufway of 7 furlongs was not made, at ! 
lcaft not finifhed, till Gcopatraes time. ...... 

And it fb fell out, that this workof the 7* Interpreters was fimihed in 72 dayes, as if 
ithadbeenfocaftby them of fee purpofe; which done, Demetrius calling all the 
Jews together in the place where it was done, read ic all over in the prefence of the In¬ 
terpreters themfelvcs: and they asthe authors and finifliers of fo great a good, were 
highly commended and magnifi e d by all the Jews there prefont; Demetrius alfo him- 
fclt wanted not h s (hare of praifcs among them: and they beloughc him, thac he 
would deliver a copy of the law, fo tranflated to their Rulers. And when it had been 
all read over to them, then the Priefts and Elders of the Interpreters, andcheMagi- 
ftrates and Officers of the Jews, flood up and (aid, Forafmuchas this Interpretation 
is religioufly, audio every point accurately performed, it is rcquilite and fic, that ic 
(houla ftand asit is, and thac no alteration be made in ic. And when all approved that 
faying of theirs, with’a great acclamation, then Demetrius required to lay a great 
curfe ( as the manner was ) upon any man thac (hould offer to alter it, by adding any 
thing thereto, or caking any thing therefrom. ...... . . , 

Aid when all had been in like manner read over to the Ring, he infinitely admired 
thewIdomoftheLcgiflator; and commanded all poffblc care to be taken of chofe 
Book!, and that they (hould be religioufly laid up and kept. He alfo defired the In¬ 
terpreters thcmfelves, that after their return home, they would not fade to come often 
tohimagain; and gave to every of them, three faire Gowncs, two Talents of Gold, a 
Cupofooe whofo T^kut,and thefiiUft£niti»e of a Chamber. 

And moreover, to Eleazar the High Prieft, he font by them, ten beds with Silver 
feet, and rich furniture thereunto belonging: a Cupof 30 Talents,ten Raiments,with 
Scarlets and a Crown richly wrought, and about one hundred pieces of Linnen, as fine 
asSilkct and wkhai. Viols, and Mazeto and two golden Goblets, to (acrifice withal; 
and by his letters defired him, that if any. of thefe men had at any time a defire to come 
andvifichim,he would uochinder them; for that he infinitely defired to converfe 
with foch kind of mcjO, ind chofe to (pend his money upon them rather than any o- 

th Thc<jails, which were leftfry Bccnnus* when he went into Greece,to keep Macedon, 
lcaft they Ihould feem to fit idle, whiles , their fellows were at work, fitted out 15 thou¬ 
fand Foot, and 3 thoufand Horfe,aad fist upon the Getcs, and the TribaUi, and routed

The Galls, having overcome the Gctcs and che Tnballi. Cent their Ambailadors to 
l Antigonus 
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Antigonus the King of Macedon, to offer him peace for fais moneV j but withal to fpie 
his army, and the manner of his Camp: Thele Antigonus entertained and feafted in 
(u mptuous manner: but the Galls feeing the infinite ftore of Smrer and Gold fee forth 
for the fcaft, for greedinefle thereof, returned more his enemies cfoir they came. And 1 
thereupon refolved with one accord to fet upon him : but he haying got an incling of 
the ir coming, gave order that every man fhould take With hiuj? what he coUld>and lie 
dote in a wood adjoyning: the Galls came on, and taking what they,there found, 
turned away to the lea fide; where, whiles they were buucinrjflingthe lhips,the 
Marriners, and apart of the army which was thither ffed with theirwives 
and ch ldrcn to fave themfelves, fet upon them unawares, and ilcw them, and 
made fuch havock of them,that the reputation thereof fecured Antigonus frora thence 
forward, not only from the Galls,but alfofrom all the nations roundabout him.f Jnfiin 
hb.25.cap. u& 2.] r 

Now as touching thpfe Galls, who under their 17 Commanders, the Gbief whereof 
were Leonorius ond Lutarius afore named, paffed over it feveral times into Alia, they 
allcamc^gain into one body,and offered their afliftance to Nicomedes againff Zibatas, 
d, Zibctus the younger, who held the coaffof Bithynia lying upon thefea; by thefe, 
and others which came from Heraclea in Pontus, Was poor Zibctus crufht to pieces; 
andfo Bithynia came all into the hands of Nicomedes. But the Galls having wafted 
that Country all over, (hared the fpoile thereof among themfelves; and then divid¬ 
ing the kingdom between them and Nicomedes, called their portion thereof, by 
the name ot Gallogrxcia, [ Livie lib. 38. Jnfiin, lib. a5. cap. 2, Memnon Excerpt, 
cap, 20.] 

Ot 20 thoufand men that they were, there were not above 10 thoufand armed; yet 
they ftruck (uch a terror into all the Nationsand Countries on this fide theTaurusjthat 
as well the places which they went not to, as thofe they did go to, far and near,all 
fubmittci to them. And whereas they confiftedof three nations of theirpwn, to wit, 
the Toliftobogians «/. the Toliftoboians, (coming, as was thought,from die Galls, 
which were called the Boii) the Trocmi, and the Tettofagi, they divided all Alia be* 
tween them, according to the feverall parts thereof, where they planted themfelves t 
to the Trocmies lot, fell Hellefpont, and all that coaft: Eolia and Ionia, fell to the To- 
1 iftobogii,and the T c&olagi poflefled the inland or middle pan of Alia j but they made 
their chief feat upon the bank of the river Halys,[Lit/./^.a8, and Sntdat in the word 
galatx .] " ■' • : 

Of this pafling of the Galls out of Europe into Afia, Demetrius Byzantius wrote * 3 
books, as [Latrt. in the Lrfeof Demetrius Pkdcrins] fayes, which one Phaennis, who 
lived a whole age before this fell our, is faid by way of oracle to have foretold, in thefe 
words.

Inthe rs5 01ymp<ade,EratofthenesCyrenxus,diefbn of Aglai,pr, as others,of 
Ambrofius, was born. He wasafcolarof Arifto ChiustHe Philofopher> and of Ly- 
fanias of Cyrene the Grammarian, and of Callimachus of Cyrenea Poet, [ Suidasfin 
the wordEratofihenes,] 

Curius Dentatur, this year fought with Pyrrhus in Italy : and Having (lain 23 
thoufand of his men, and taken his Camp, made him retreat to Tarentum. [Entrap, 
lib. 2.] ; - 

When the Ambafladors, which Pyrrhus had lent to the Kingsof Afia, and to An- 
tigonus Gonaras, to help him with men and money, and they returned without cither, 
to him; he called the Princes of the Epirotes and Taremines together, and, fuppeefling 
the letters, told them, that fupplies would come very fpeedily. But when the fame 
hereof came among the Romans in their Camp, and .that there were great fupplies' 
coming to him out of Macedon and Afia both, that report held thenrquiet from at¬ 
tempting any thing more upon him, [Paujan. in At tic, tag. 11.] But Pyrrhus, never 
telling why, made as if he would remove with his army from Tarentum. Mean while, 
willed his confederates to provide for war,and committed thekeeping of the Caftle at 
Tarentum to his fon Helenus,and to one of his Nobles, wfcofe name was Milo. [Iafiin 
Lb. 25. cap. 3.] and when be had fpent fix whole yearsH) the war in Italy and Sicdie, 
and loft many of his men, and had no hope left, of doinganygood, he returned into 
Epirus, with thofe eight thoufand Foot, and five hundred Horfe, which he had left. 
[TIutin'Pjrr.] 1 


Curius 
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Curius in his ConfuKhip triumphed ot Pyrrhus; and wasthe firft chat brought Ele¬ 
phants ( four in number) to be feen in Rome, [ Entrap, lib . a. ] nOr did the people be¬ 
hold any thing in that triumph more willingly, than thofe beafts with turrets on< the 
backs of them, and which they Werefomuchatraid of: which very beafts feeniedto 
have a fente of their captive condition, bjuholding down their heads, as they followed 
the vicarious horfe in the triumph, [ Florns y Rer. Rom. lib. i.cap.iS. ] which triumph, 
was made in the moneth of Jan. or Febr. as is gathered out of the Marble fragments of 
the Records of their Triumphs; 

Pyrrhus, getting fome of the Galls to joyn with him, made fome inrdads upon Ma¬ 
cedonia, where Antigonus Gonatas then reigned. And having gotten many Cities* 
and two thoufand of Antigonus his fouldiers revoking to him, and. his hopes ftillen- 
creafingjhe marched directly againft Antigonus himfelf to bid him battle; and put him 
with all his Forces, Macedons and Galls,to flight, 'Of which Galls who brought up the E 
reare,an J fought that day very manfully,many were cut in pieces,and died in the place; 
and the Captains of the Elephants, being diftrefled by the enemy, yeilded themfelves 
artd Elephants unto him. The Macedon Foot (landing amazed at this cverchrow,and 
hearing Pyrrhus calling upon them all in general, and upon their Captains, and chief 
Officers by name, to yeild unto him, left Antigonus, and fell to him; and when Anti- 
gonusfaved himfelf by flight, Pyrrhus purfued him to the fea fide, [ Pint, in Pyrrho,?an- 
fan, in z/fttic.pag. 11, l». ] 

After this vi&ory lo gotten, Pyrrhus took the richeft and faireft fpoiles of the Galls* 
and hung them up in the Temple of Pallas of Itonia,which is beeween Phera,8e Lariffa: 
and brought all the upper Macedonia and Theffalie into his fubje&ion,[/d.«M.] and as 
ifthis had made him amendsfor Italy and Sicily, which he reckoned lie had loft. Cent 
for bis fon Hclenus from the Caftle of Tarentum where he had left him, [Jnfiin, lib, 

2 5 . cap. 3 .] 

. When Pyrrhus had fpoiled the City Egeas, which was the Royal Seat of the late 
Kingsof Macedon, and where they lay buried, he left there the Galls who had follow¬ 
ed him in this war, to keep it, who when they had heard by fome, that in the Tombs 
of the Kings which there lay, there Was great ftore of trcaCure hid, according to the fa- 
fhion of old t ; mes, they brake down the T ombs themfelves, and took away fuch wealth 
as wal in themthrewrheir bones about the ftreets, and bafely trampled thenrunder 
their feet. But Pyrrhus, though finding that by that a& of theirs, he himfelf was ill 
fpoken of among the Macedons, yet blamed he not them therefore openly, knowing 
what need he had of them in his wars* [ Pint. ib. Diodor , lib. 2a. inthe Excerpt . by Fa* 
lef.pag.266.'] 

Antigonus, with fome few Horfe that followed him, came to Theflalonica, there to 
attend the event of things, and what would becomeotMacedonia, now he had loft it,: 
purpofing co put for it again, by the help of fuch mercenary Galls as he had taken into 
his pay. But being a fecond time utter ly defeated by yoUng Ptolemei, Pyrrhus his fon, 
with feven onely in his company,he skulkc up and down, feeking no longer now to re¬ 
cover his kingdom, but to fave his own skull, [ Jnfim , lib. 25. cap. 3.} And Pyrrhus re- 
| proached him, calling him an impudent fellow, for that, notwithftanding the condi¬ 
tion he was in, yet he would not get him a cloak to wear, as other Grecians did, but 
contiued ftill in his Scarlet Robe, [ Pint, nt fnp. ] 

In the year when Caius Fabius Licinius,and Cairn Claudius Caninas, were Confuls 4441. 
of Rome, Ptolomxus Philadelphia hearing of the great overthrow of Pyrrhus by the 
Romans, and how they began to grow in the world, fenc his Ambafladors, with pre- 
fentsfrom Alexandria to Rome, and made a league and covenant with them, [ Entrap, 
lib. 2.lav,lib. 14. Dio, in Excerpt, Legatio. published at Rome by Fnlvio Vrfino y and Jo, Zo- 
nar. Chron, lib . a. 1 and the Romans being glad to fee that fo great a King as he was, 
thus fought their.friendfbip; fent likewife their Ambafladors to him t to wit* Q*, Fa¬ 
bius Gurges, Cn. Fabius Piftor^nd Quin. Ogulniu?. Thefe, having received rich pre- 
fents from the King, as foon as they came home, and before they went to yeild an ac¬ 
count of their Embaflie to the Senate, went and gave up all that ever they had received 
from him into the Trcafury; rightly conceiving, that out of apnblick ferviceforthe 
Common-wealth, they ought not to rcape any benefit of their well-doing, fave onely 
pra fe and honour; but ail was reftored to them again, not onely by a Decree of the 
Senate, but alfo by the general vote of the people j and the Queftors were commanded, 
to go aqd deliver to every of them h is own again. So that in this one thing, the bounty 
and magnificence of Pcolcmci,tbcfincerityofthc Ambafladors, the equity of the Se¬ 
nate, and whole people of Rome, had every of them the praife due and belonging to 
them, [DioeLut.ftp.Taler,Max,lib. 4 ,c*p,$.] 

la the 13 year, accordingto Dionyfius, on the »5 day of Egon or Capricoroion, in 444a. 
the 52 year from thedcath of Alexander the Great, or 476 from the beginning of Na- 
bonaflars account, on the *0 day of Athyr, (17 of out January) the Planet of Mars I 
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was obfcrvcd to be in the morn ing, u«4cf^hc ftottberiypart^oF the forehead of the 
Scorpion.

Philadelphu? (in fame imprdTions it is folfely, and a half,) m 
the 476 year of Naboqaffar, in the \y day of the moneth Mafor, anCwering the 11 ■ 
of our October, 1 z bowers alter the feccing of the fun,Timochares pbferved the ftar 
of Venus in the morning wholly to have edipfed and daikned, [Cl. PtoUm. lib.. 1 6.

While Pyrthuslay before Sparta, a company of woemen, whofe Captaineffe was . 
Archidamia, defended it againft him till the return of Arcus out of Cceet,and Acro- 
tatuschcfonof Areus, valiantly repulfedPtolemie theion of Pycrlnis, wlwn he made 
an affauir, and would have broken into it, witn two thoufand Galls, and certain choice 
companies out of Chaonia : whereupon Pyrrhus, ddpairlng of any good to be 
done there, drew off, and took the fpoiie of the Country, purpofmg there to 
winter. ' 

Now whiles the war thus lafted in Laconfoj Antigonus, having recovered the Cities 
of Macedonia,marched down with hisarmy IMP PelOponefe, there to encounter again 
with Pyrrhus, knowing that if he fped well there, he would prefently return into Mace- 
donia.tqpurlue the point of jhe war there, {VapfaJn & 4 tfo.f*g. «*»]andwhen Pyr¬ 
rhus was upon his way to Argos, Areus the King fell upon the rear of hint ; and ever 
now ajid then cut off forne of the Galls andMoMfian*, which brought it up, and one 
Orafus a Cretian born, (lew Ptolemei the fon of Pyrrhos* valiantly fighting on his fa- - 
1 hers behalf, [Ptutarcb~]w\\otc body brought off, when his father beheld,ht fafd,that 
this dfaijh betided him npc fo foon as be feared it would, or his overmuch raihndTe 
did delerye, lib.2 5. cap 4.] r . ■ 

In (he very night that.Pyrrhus entered into Argos, it isfaid, that a fcrich-owle came 
and fate, upon the toppf h'sSpear, [Efia.deHifio. e^nimalyHb. 1 o.cap. 37.] and the 
day following, he was kii’d, with a brick-bat, which a poor old woman threw down 
upon bis head i and his head was pfcfendy cut off by one Z'ophyrus, a fouldier of An- 
tigonijs, and carried to Alcyoneus, Antigonus his fon, who took it, and dafhc it on 
the grpujid at Antigonus his foot, whejre he fate, with his Nobles about him ; and An- 
tigonus rebuked him vet y (harply for Jo layifitly inhjlting over the fall of fo great a per- 
fon; pot confidering thccafualty of human condition; and taking the head, put his 
hood over if, which he then ware for an attire, after the manner ofthe Maeedons,and . 
buried bis bpdy very honourable. And when his fon Helenus was brought priloner 
to hinf, ftp willed him to take upon him botfithe habit, and alfo the fpincof a King, 
and delivered into his hands the bones of his father jcnclbfed in a golden Urne, wil¬ 
ling him to carry it into Epirus, to his brother Alexander. And as for Pyrrhus his ! 
Nobles and friends,for they alfo,camp and all, fell into his hands, he entreated them 
with sill tfte fair refped that might be. [Pint. in the end of hisPyrrbus t lb, 15 . cap. 5. Cal. ; J 
sJMax'Aib. S.eap.j.] 

Thpfc of Tarcntum,hearingof the death pf Pyrrhus, fent to Cattbagc to crave 
aid thence, as well againft the Romans, 4s againft Milo, who held the City: with a 
ltrong Gacrjfon of Epirotes: and Milo being reduced to thi* exigcnce^nd beingcn- ■ :

In hisdayes,the Samaritans gricvoufly vexed the Jews, fpoiling the Country, and 
carrying away the people captives: and when Onias,tor very covetoufnelfe refuted to 
pay the 20 talents of filver, impofed by the Kings upon the land, which fum* his prede- 
ceflors had ever ufedto pay out of their own ftore,for the eafeof the people, Ptol 
Euergetes in a ragr, lent a meffenger to Jerufalem, and threatned Onias,that if he did 
not fpcedily lend him in his arreers ol tnbute,he would forthwith give away all the land 
among his fouldiers, and plant new coloniesof his own there. But there was at that 
time one Jofephus, the fon of Tobias, though a young man, yet of lingular repute 
among all men, for his prudence, juftice, and other virtues appearing iu him. He living 
in the Country at a place called Phicola, where he was born; was advertifed by his 
mother, who was the daughter of Simon the Juft, and After to this Onias the prieft, 
of the coming of thefe meltengers or Ambafladorsto Jerufalem: whereupon he came 
to Jerualcm, and undertook to go along in an Embaflie to Euergetes, about this mat¬ 
ter ; and being there, he fo far infinuated himfelf, into the good liking and favbur of 
the King, and Cleopatra the Queen; that he not onely blew over this ftorm, which fo 
threatned to fall upon his Country,but alfo obtained a company of two choufand Coul¬ 
ters to levie the tributes and other due profits to the King out of Coelofym, Phoenicia, 
Samaria and.Judaa,in which office he continued by thefpaceof 22 years; andin that 
time doubled the Kings revenues; and brought them from 8000, which they were be- 
fotc, to I* thoufand talents by the year, and brought into the kings exchequer., all the 
goods of felons, and ocher confifcations which formerly the exchequer men fwaliowed 
up, and (hared among themfelves, [ lofephus \ 6. cap.;. & 4.1 

. In Macedonia the King Demetrius, died, leaving his fon Philip, a very little one, and

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Etymologie concurs wirh him; for there he notes, that Philopater was there called 
Callus, becaufc he was wont to go with an I vie Bulh about his head, and other parts 
of his body, after the manner of the <7<*M,(who were pricfts of Cyoele) in the fo- 
lemnitiesof Bacchus; for fo effeminate and debauched was this man grown, with 
whoreing and drinking, that when he was in his belt wits, and extraordinarily fober, 
yet even then hewouid run about the ftreets, with the maurice dancers, and belisging- 
lingabout him Chom.} andfo as Polybius obferveth of him, he fpent the 
whole time of his reign, in revellings and paftimes, giving himfelf over to all fenCuall 
and filthy lufts of the flelh, and to dayly quaffing and caroufing, 5 .pag. 380, 

3 81 .land Strabo adds, [J.b. 17 .pag. 7 96.] that both he,and all the Pcolcmeis chat fol¬ 
lowed, grew luxurious,and never ordered that (fate well afterward. Now this Philo- 
pator reigned after his lather 17 years, [Cl.Ptol. in Reg. fonone. Qem. Alexan.Porphy, 

£W ftflopator, fearing Magas his brother, who by the means of his mother Berenice, 
was grown gracious in the army, took counfel with one Solibius, (who was of chief 
credit with him) and others howto rid them both out of the way. But this imployment 
troubled thefe men not a little, for fear left, the high courage of Berenice confidered, 
all this enterprife would come to naught, and therefore they were fain to flatter all me 
Court, giving them aflurance of great matters,in cafe the buftnefs went on,and jucceed 
as they would have it. But Solibius wentfarther; and finding Cleomenes the Kingof 
Sparta, who at that time flood in great need ot the King' help, to be a lingular wife 
and politick man, and of great experience in matters of the world, brake the matter to 
him. But Cleomenes diffwaded him from it; faying, that the King had more need 
to beget him, if it were poflible, more brothers, tor the fecurity and preservation ot his 
kingdom, than to deftroy thole which he had. But when Solibius had told him further, 
that the King could never be lure of the mercenarie fouldiers,fo long as Magas vyas 
alive. Cleomenes then bad him, never fear that, for,faith he, among his mercenaries, 
he hath three thoufand Greeks out of Pdopoacfos, and one thoufand out of Greet, 
who at one beckot his, would be ready to do whatever he would have them. Where¬ 
upon Solibius took courage, and went on, and murdered Berenice and her fon Magas, 
and all that belonged to them. \_Polyb.Ub. i.p.t. 380,38 i.andlib. 1 Excerpt.p,6^, 

and PfouinCleowf] . ... 

Philopator, having fir ft murdered his father, then his mother, and now with her his 
brother, as if all had been well with him, gave himfelf over to his luxury more than 
ever; and in that way all the court followed him, and not onely his Nobles in Court, 
and his chief Commanders in the army; but the whole body of the army, from the 
higheftro theloweft, threw away all care of martial difcipline, and lay lulting in Ta- 
vernsand bawdy-houfes at their plealute, \Jufim t'b. 

But to return to Antiochus,when headviied with his counlel, bow toreprclfc that 
rebellion ot the two brothers, Molon and Alexander in Media and Perlia, Epigencs 
(who was the man that reduced thofe forces to Antiochus, which were gathered to¬ 
gether lor Sc leucus, and was of prime credit, and reputation in the army) advifed,that 
Antiochus himfelf with his army, Ihould prefently march againft them: but Hermias, 
on the contrary, adviled the King to go himfelf into Caelolyria, and recover that, and 
fend Xenon and Theodorus Hemiolius, to fubdue the two brothers, [Polyb, lib. 5.png. 
3^7 ] 

W hiles this was in agitation, and the King lay at Zeugma in Seleucia, there came 
to him D'ognetus his Ammiral, out of Cappadocia, conducting Laodice the daughter 
of MithndatesKingof Pontusto the King; who,fo foon as ever fhe came, married 
her: and coming out of the upper regions unto Antioch, there caufed her to be pro¬ 
claimed Queen; and that done, prepared himfelf wholly for the war, [ lb>d. pag. 

3 At the fame time Molo, having a fare card of his brother Alexander to help him at 
all allaics, marched with a great army againft Xenon and Theodouis, the Kings Com¬ 
manders, lent into thofe parts, which put them into fo great a fright, that they durft not 
keep the field, but put themfclves into walled Cities for their defence; and in this cafe 
Molo, having the Country of Apolloniaat his back, wanted for no ftore and plenty of 
provifion,[/&<C| . 

Mean while, Philip the fon of Demetrius, in Macedonia, upon the death of Antigo- 
hus,his Guardian,and father in law, being then 14 years old, took the kingdom into 
his own hands, | Jufim lib. 1 8 . cap,ult.&Ub.29.cap. i.] and reigned there 42 year?. 
[Dexip. Porphy.EHfeb.and Polybmslib. 2. pag. 1 55 .j obierveth, that thefe three, Philip 
of Macedon, Pto). Philopator of Egypt, and Antiochus Magnus of Syria, came to. 
their Crowns all within the compafie of the fame Oiyropiade, 139. foras Antiochus, 
came to the Crown in the firft year ot it, fo Philapator fucceeded his father in the third 
thereof, and Philip of Macedon in the fourth, and the fame Polybius, {Jib. 4. pag . 27 1 .] 

oblervet/i 
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obierveth further, that about that time, almoft all the kingdoms of the World, came 
to have a new fucccflion of Kings in them: the like doth, { Jujmjb.r9.cap. 1 . ] where 
they both fhew further, thac Anarathes, about the lame tune, came likcwife to be 
King of Cappadocia. 

Now when, upon the death of Antigomis, the Etolians joyning with the Lacede¬ 
monians, made a common waruponthe Achaeans and Macedons; Cleomenes be- 
foughc Philopator of Egypt, that he would furnilh him with certain neceftaries, and 
fotnefouldiers, and difmilfe him to return into his own country; but when he percei¬ 
ved, thac Philopator lent but a deaf eare to that motion of his, he then began to be an 
often and earneftfucor to him, to fuffer him with his own (malltraine,tobe gone. 
And the King,little caring which end went forward in any bulinelfe of moment, and 
never forecatting what was to come, according to his wonted folly, never regarded 
what Cleomenes faid unto him: but Solibius, who, as I (hewed beiore, was the chief 
man ofall the reft about him in matters of the kingdom, adviling with the reft of the 
Council, thought,it no policy, to let Cleomenes go, [ Polyb.lib . $.pag. 381. ] 

Molo, of whom I fpake before, aflaied to palle the River 1 igris, and to befiege Se- 
leucia; but being prevented by Zeuxis, who had gotten all the boaces of the River in¬ 
to his hands, he turned his courfe, and went to Cteliphon, and there made his Pavi¬ 
lion, for his winter quarter, [ib.pag. 3 89. ] 

Antiochus, being advertifed that Molo came on, and that his men (till gave ground, 
refolved, to leave going againft Pcolemei in Coelofyria, and to march in perfon aga inft 
Molo. But Hermias, who would not off fron> what he once propounded, fentXonae' 
tas an Achaean born,againft Molo, with an army very well appointed, and with lull 
and ablolute power todo with it as he law caufe, without controule ; and brought the 
young King back again to Apamaea, and there gathered an army about him, £ Ibid, 
pag. 390.] . 

Xenaetas, coming with his army to Seleucia, fent for Diogenes, the Kings Govern- 
our of the province of Sufa, and for Pythiades the Ammiral of the Redfca; and with 
them drew into the field, and having the benefit of the River Tigris at his back, fate 
i him down with his army in the very face of the enemy •* and the next day, Lazing up¬ 
on Molo his Camp, which'he ‘that night had left, there fell to drinking and rioting 
with hisarnly, till Moio,efpyinghis opportunity, came back the night following, and 
in the deep of the night, l^tUpon them, when they little thought of him; recovered his 
own Camp, took theirs, and Xonxtas himfelf fighting in the dark, was there alio ca- 
fually (lain, ind Molo prefently with his army cameEefore Seleucia, and took it at the 
firftaftaulf; becaufe Zeuxis was fled out of it, and with himDiomedontheGovern- 
ourofthe place it felf- Tfienfubdueing the whole province of Babylonia, with that 
w hich lay upon the Ked-fea, Be took the Ciry. of Sufa, and leaving there fome to be¬ 
fiege the r^ leoyftereinro'Diogcnes, their Commander was fled, he returned to Se- 
; lcucia upon the'Tigris, and ihereref relhed his army. And indeed, in the Country ly¬ 
ing upon that River, lie took' in all as,far as Europus, a City in thofe part?, and in Me- 
fopotamia,allaisfarasDura, [Ibid.pag. 391, 39a. J 93-1 

Cleomenes, after that confutation held by Solibius, was committed to cuftody: but 
watching his time, when Philopator with his traine was gone to Canopus, he gave it 
out among hi? keepers, that the', King would .prelently let him at liberty: and while 
they hereupon gye'w c'ateleffe oljhini, and layfaftalleep by their over drinkingj he with 
his feiends, brake o,uc ofpmpi^’ac.npon-day ;• and would taine have ftirred up the peo¬ 
ple to a feditiqii ? .bl»t could nor: 'and therefore having no. hope of eftaping lefc them, 
he and his followers, flew thcntfclvcs, [ Ibid.pag. 585.) three years after his overthow 
in Laoonia, [Jd.lib.^.pag^oey. ] whereof when Philopator heard, he commanded 
Cleomenes his body to be Read, and to be hung upon a e.roffe, and both his mother 
Crateliclea, and Bis flops, and all the women that attended on her, to be put to death, 
[Plnti wClcome, - } ' • 

Adtiochus, facing out with his whole army from Laodicsa, and having pafled the 
Deferijcame to the Dale of Marfyas, which lies between the Lebanus and Aruilebanus. 
Spending therefore many dayes in marching thorough this Dale, and having taken in 
(uch places as lay ip or qea£-(u^way,.he came to Gerra and Brochos, which are two 
Caftles, bu il t. upbntBe. moufB pr par row paflage which leadeth into this Dale ; and 
thofe he found kept by Jheodotus, an Etolian born, but, at this time, Governourof 
CtElofyria fpxPmlbpator^ ljvjiicB when he faw* he fitft refolved to fet upon them: but 
perceiyingthe hVtural'fitUacidn ofthe, place^abe very ftrong, and Theodotus his co^

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Antiocbus, hearing of the utter deftruft’on and (laughter made of his men with 
their General Xcnoecas, and of Molohis viftory, whereby all the upper Provinces were 
rtterly loft, and fallen unco Molo, brake off his intended journey, and call in hit minde 
how to fettle and fecure the main of his eftate, [‘ Toljb.hb. S.p a g> 39 °.] About which 
as he was in counccl,and Hermias could not (land alone againft the general vote of all 
the reft which perfwaded the King to go j yet to have his will in fome thing, he forged 
certain letters, as written from Molo to Epigene«, and coming in a packet with ocher 
letters to him; and by that means, gat him to be put to death, as one that kept intel¬ 
ligence with Molo. And now the King marching againft Molo, when he came to the 
River Euphrates, took into his army the remainder of his Forces that there were, and 
came to Antiochia, which is in Mygdonia, x«fde««s: (*.*.) about the 

beginning of Winter, and there flayed till the next Spring, [Ibid.page 393,394, 
395 . ] 

Then removing from thence, upon the fourtieth day after hecametoLyba, and 
there following the advice of Zeuxis, and not of Hermias, he put over the Tigris with 
all his army; and then marching toward Dura, at the firft approach raifed thefiege, 
which was laid unto it by a Captain of Moloes: and going again from thence, and 
never camping two dayes in one place* at 8dayesend, they palled Oricum and came 
to Apollonia, L Ibid, pag, J 9 5 > 3 . t , „ , . ... 

Molo, though he grew now much afraid, leaft-hflarmy would leave him, yet he 
drew out againft the King; and having two wings, he committed the charge of the 
left to his brother Neolaiis, and led the other himfclf. But when the battel joyned,the 
right wing, wherein himlelf was, flood firm to him, and fought very ftoutly againft 
the Kings men,but the left,fell over to the King: which when Molo perceived,and faw 
withal, that he was ready to be wholy furrounded by the enemy, he fell upon his own 
fword. Thercft alfo ofhis friends, and which hadbeenpertakers with him inthiscon- 
fpiracy againft the King, gat themlelves every man away to his own home, and there 
acted the like tragedy upon himfclf. His brother Neolaus alfo, when the wing which 
he led ycilded to the King, gat him away into Pcrfta, to Alexander Moloes brother; 
and there having {lain Moloes mother, and his children, (lew himfclf alfo over them: 
having firft adviled Alexander to do the like. The King commanded Moloet body 
to be hanged on a crofle in a high place, and having reproached his Rebel-army with 
bitter words, for their foul and difloyal carriage towards him ; y« at laft gave them 
his hand, and received them to his favour and fer vice again: and appointed Tome to 
convoy them back into Media from whence they came, and to Cede that Province a- 
gain. Mean while, himfelf went down from thole upperparts to Scleucia, where the 
laid Hermias ufing the inhabitants very hardly in other points, wrung out of them 
over and above a thoufand talents, for a fine ,• which yet the King mitigated and re¬ 
duced to i So. and then left Diogenes to govern Media, and Apollodorus to be Prefi- 
dent of the Province of Sufiana; but fent Tychon, Matter of the Scribes, and Gene¬ 
ral of the army, into the Regions lying upon the Red Sea* to goVetn them, [Ibid, from 
the p a gc 396. to the page 399 .] 

Now at what time Antiocbus made this war upon Molo, Theodotus the Etolian, 
Governour under Philopator of Coelofyria, returning from Alexandria, and calling 
in his mind,that Patropator was no better than a loft mail ,ahd despairing of any good 
from the Princes about him, with fuch company as he had with him, feized upon Pto- 
lemaisby himfelf, and upon Tyrus,by one Panastolus, and riftolved to come tp fome 
agreement with Antioofius, and to put all Grlolyria intohis hands: which he per¬ 
formed in a very (hott time after, £ P*g- 3 4 ° 5 .| _ ;., 

Unto Attalus King of Pergamtfs wa* born t>y Apolupis of Gyzicum a ion called 
Attalus Ph iladelphus, who lived 8 a years, as Ltician iti his Matrdbtis reporteth ; and 
about the fame time, Anciochus like wife had a fonborn to him,calledSeleucUs,and 
fumamed (asitfeemeth)Philopator. .

41 Anciochuv was marched as far as Marathos, when Ambaffadors came to him from 
the I fie of Aradus, to defire his friendlhip, and he not onely cook them into his aftoci- 
ation, but alfo took up the difference that was between them and their neighbours, 
which dwelt upon the continent, and made them live good friends ever after: and 
then cntring by the way of Theu-profopon,into Phoenicia, came to Berycu?,and in 
his way let upon Botrys, and took it, but burnt Treces and Calamus to the ground. 

^But when he came at laft to a main battle, he divided his army inco three parts, 
the one he gave to Theodotus, the other to Menedemm, and the third he referved for 
thefea, and commanded Diodes to take charge of them ; which Diodes he had made 
Governour of Parapotamia,lying upon the Euphrate^Bjc he with his Life-guard kept 
in the audit of all, as a referve,to fee how all things went every where in the bacc!e,and 
to help where need Ihould be: and withall Diognetus for him, and Perimcnesfor 1 ni- 
lopator prepared for fight wich thir naval forces, keeping each of them as clofe to the 
land as poflible they could; and at laft, upon a general iignal given, they fell to it by 
land and lea, and at fea neither party had the better, and parted uponeaven terms, 
but at land Nicolaus, after a ftrong fight, was routed by Theodotus, and in the dial,-, 
loft 2 oco men flain,and as many more taken prifoners,the reft fled intoSidon. Pcrigencs 
feeing all loft at land, retreated at fea like wife, and came to Sidon : and Antiochus 
without any delay came thither with his whole army, and fate down before it; but

When P. Cornel, fcipio, and T. Sempromus Longus, wereConfuls.ot Rome,Han¬ 
nibal, having with much difficulty pafled the Alpes, came down into Italy,in the Sum¬ 
mer of this year, lUv.lib.il. ] in the latter end ot the * year of Oiymp. 140. from 
whence we reckon the beginning of the fecond Carthaginian war, al. the war of Han¬ 
nibal, deferibed at large by Polybius, Livie, Siliu Italicu : ,in verfe,anJ Appianus Alex¬ 
andrine, in his Hannibalica: by which war, the name and fame both of the Cartba- 
genians and Romans fpread fo far in the wodd, chat in Greece firft, and then in Alia, 
properly fo called, and the Iflands thereunto adjoyning, all men, upon their feveral 
occafions, caft their eyes upon,a n d lookc after them, and not upon Philip, Antiocbus, 
or Ptolemei, any longer, L P°tyb. lib. 4 p*g. 443.3 A . . „ 

In thefame Summer that Hanmbalcame into Italy, Antiochus alfo brake into 1 a- 
lxftina; and having given order to Diognetus his Ammiral to approach with his Feet 
to Tvrus, he with his army marched to Philoteria, a City feated upon the Lake ot 
Tiberias, into which the River Jordan falleth: and from thence, runneth thorough 
the Country adjoyning upon the City of Scychopolis: which Jofephus callerh Bech- 
fan, in the Tribe of Mauafies. And haviug taken them both, and put Girrilons in 
them, he paffed the mountains,and came to Acabyrium; that is Thabor, a City leated 
upon a hill, the top whereof is reckoned to be 1 5 furlongs compaifc; where Antiochus 
toling them out with fmall skirmilhes, caufcd his Van to go clofe to the walls,and then 
to make as it they fled ; which they did : and when the Townfmen came ouc and 

L purfued them, others that lay in ambulhment arole,fell upon them, and flew many of 
them,and then himlclf falling 011 wicluhe reft of his army, affaulced, andtookthat 

^ A^the^amctiiw/^t^asa Commander ot Ptolemei Philopator, revoked from 
him unto Antiochusi whole entertainment there, was fo good, that prefently Hippo- 
lochus a Theflalian born, with 400 Horfe in his company did the like. And A.uio- 
chus, leaving a ftrong Garrifon in Atabyuum, removed thence, and took in 1 ella and 
Camus and Gephrus,upon turreoder: which fo protperom fucccffe of his, moved the 
Arabians, which bordered upon thole parts, with one confent, to caft themfelves into 
his armes, and to joyn with him. Antiochus^orne up with chcfe new hopes, and con-

In the fame Summer alito,ui Pamphylta, the Pedneliffcnlcs,being befieged by the 
Selgenfes > and in danger to be taken by them, fent and prayed in aid ot Achsus ; who 
forthwith feot them 6 thoutand Foot, and 500 Horfe, under the command of Gar* 
fieres; who purpofing to enter the Town, by the way ot Mylias, found that pafiage 
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b’ociic up by the Selgenles : whereupon, he made as if he would be gone, and the Sel- 
-enfes teeing him gone his way, brake up, and went their way too :lome to the Camp, 
ind others to their harveft, which was then ready for the hook ; which Gatieres per¬ 
ceiving curned back fhorr, and pailed the ftreight of Mylias, near unto Climax, with¬ 
er impeachment ; and left a ftrong guard upon it, and then comm-tted the whole 
management of that war,and defence of Pednelifla, to Phaylus : who,going prefent- 
)vio Perga,flirted up the people of Pamphyba and Pdidia, to come and help the di- 
( h elled : W hereupon they of Afpcndus lent them in 4 thoufand Foot, and they of 
htenna 8 choufand ; but the Selgenfes inftcad of blowing the fire, blew it out,and by 
tiicirrath and unadvifed carriage of matters marred all, and being ; lhamcfully over¬ 
thrown, loft 10 choufand of their men, and fled home to Selga : Phaylus followed them 
•u the heeles ; wherewith they took fuch a fright, that they forthwith lent Logbafis to 
treateofa peace : and he inftead of a treator,played the traicor with them; for a truce 
was taken, in which time, the fouldiers of their adverfe party came freely into Selga ; 
but they ot the Town had underhand fent to Achauis, and put rhemfclves wholyinto 
Ins m-rcy, to deale with them as he would: mean while, Logbafis plotted the delivery 
of the Town to their enemies : and when things were now ready tor their purpofeyhe 
plot was ditcovered ; and fo both he,and thofe of the Town, whom he had drawn in¬ 
fo the con piracy with him, and the enemies, which lurked mere, in expeftance of the 
event, were all taken, and put to the fword. Then began Achsus: Lenoufly todeale 
fir a peace between them : nor were the men of Selga averfc from the motion; 
Whereupon they were to paydown 400 talents ready money, and 300 more a while 
after - and the Pedneliflans were to reftore them all their priloners without ranfome. 
Achin', having gotten Mylias, and the greateft part of Pamphylia into his hands 
marc lied forthwith to Sardes; where, harrowing Attalus with an unceflant war, he 
began at la ft to threaten Prufias alfo, [Ibid, from pag. 4*5 .to fag. 42c> j 

Whiles Achacus was bufic in making war agamft the men ot Selga, Attalus late not 
idfebur,having the Galls,called theTettolagi(whom for the reputation ot their valour, 
Ivhad fent for out ot Europe,to ferve him againft Acbaeus) of Europe, with him, he 
m arched thorough the Cities of Eolia, and others thereunto adjoymng , which tor pure 
f -ar had fubmitted thcmfclves to Achaus: Cuma, Smyrna and Pnocasa, all voluntarily 
loyned with him : thofe of Egea,and Lemnos, yielded to him for fear, at his hrlt 
approach: Ambafladors alfo came to him from the Teians and Colophonians; whom, 
upon hoftages given, he took in upon fuch conditions, and covenants, as before : and 
then going on Hill, and palling the river Lycus, he came into the Country, inhabited 
by the Mvlians : and having gone thorough that, he came to the borders of die Car- ! 
f cn ( C c whom/ogether with thofe who kept Didyma-tiche, he fo frighted, that I hcrni- 
flodcs, whom Achacus had left 10 keep them for him, gave them up both into Attalus 
his hand : and,removing from thence, he ravaged all the region of Apia, and pailed 
the hil‘ of Pcllicantc, and encamped upon the bank of the river Megiflus; and while 
he was there the Moon fell into an eclipfe : and thereupon his Galls, who were other- 
wiii-wcarvof fo long trotting up and down, with their wives and children in their 
anmnnv pKtcndinl.hcy held this cclipfc lorfome fad prodigic, would go no further,

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with the Jews, not onely of Alexandria, but even thoroughout all Egypt, lent forth 
order to have them all gathered together into one place, purposing there to deftroy 
them all. Now there was an inventory taken of them by the Kings officers, 40 dayes 
long; towic»fromthe 2 5 day of the moneth Pachon, to the 4 of the msnech Epipiii, 
that is, according to the lixt year of Alexandria, (which lome later Chronologcrs 
without all reafon, would have never to have been in ufe, till after the Sea fight at Ac- 
tium, between Auguftus and Antony ) from the 2 0 day of our May, to the *9 of July 
following: and the day of the maffacte was defigned to have been tor 3 dayes fpace; 
to wir,from the fifth of Epiphus indufiveiy,tothc feventh of the lame. 

Upon the time appointed, the Jews ol Alexandria were all brought, ( as we would 
lay) into Smithfield, there to be firft reviled and fet at naughr, by all that palled by: 
thenthe King called for Hermon, Maftec of the Elephants,and gave him order again ft 
the next day to make his Elephants, to the number of 5 oo, to drink and fill themfelves 
with wine mingled with myrrh,or frankincenle; that growing more fierce and ftarke 
mad therewith, they might fo be let go,and driven upon the Jews; and cither teare or 
tread them alL to pieces. But the nexc day, the King tell into a dead fleep, and awaked 
not till dinner time; and by that time all the people chat came thither to fee, feeing no 
thing done, were gone home again. And upon the third day, when the Elephants 
were all prepared, and ready to fall upon them; there appeared two Angels, very 
terrible to look on, coming down from heaven, which lo amazed all the company 
there prelent, that they ftood amazed, and ftirred not: The King alio himlelffell in¬ 
to a trance,and his tury towards thofe poor prisoners,telented ; but above all, the Ele¬ 
phants, inftead of tailing upon them, turned Ihort, and fiercely ran upon the fouldiers, 
that,according to the cuftom, came in the reare of them, and trodc them under-foot, 
all lave luch as could Ihifc for themfelves by fleeing. 

Then the King commended the Jews for their conftancy, and caufed their fetters 
to be knocktoff, and acknowledged, that their God it was, that had fo delivered them; 
and for 7 dayes long* to wit, from the 7 of Epiphus, till the 14 of the fame, ( t.e .) from 
the fecond of our J uly, to the ninth ol the fame, fcafted them: after which, the Jewes 
thus faved, obtained leave of the King, that they might do to death fuch of their own 
Nation, as had apoftatized from their Religion; faying, that thole who,tor their bel¬ 
lies fake, had forfaken the Lawes and Commandments ol their God, would never 
prove faithful to their King. Ol this lort therefore they flew 300 in the way as they 
went; and came at laft to Ptolemaiis.feated upon the River Nile, in eA rfinoite Nomo , 
which from the abundance of Roles there growing, is lurnamed Rhodophorus,where 
their Fleet attended them 7 dayes. There they altogether madeafealt of thanks¬ 
giving; the King himfelf making every roan a large allowance lor his charge upon 
the way homeward : Whereupon they returned joyfully home,Come by land, forme by 
lea, lome by the River, every man as his way lay. A 11 which is more at large fet forch 
and delcribed in the 3 book of the Macchabecs,which Phloftorgius in the beginning of 
his Eccieliaftical Hiftory,calleth Librnmpmentofnm, (i.e.) iA book^of miracles ; and 
letting forth nothing like unto the firft. 

The Egyptians gtowen infolent, and proud with their luccefle at the battle of Ra- 
phia againft Antiochus, never cared for Philopator afterward; but fought them a 
Head and Captain ol their own, as having power enough in themfelves to quell the 
like of him: which at laft, and that not very long after, they did, [*Poljb.lib. 5. 
cap, 444. ] 

Philopator therefore was now forced to make a war upon his rebelling fubje&s, [/d. 213. 

* ibid, ] wherein, there is no doubt, buc the Jewes upon this obligation fo lately by him / 

laid upon them, flood firm unco him. At leaft, this appears out of Eufebius, and Jor- 
nandes his Chron. that about this time, there were nolcfle than 60 thonfand of them 
fiain in a battle; which fo great a flaughter ol them, cauled perhaps Demetrius, who 
wrote a book of the Kings of the Jewes, to think it reafon, to reckon the years, which 
ran from the captivity of Babylon, or the carrying away of the Jews intoAflyru, 
downward to the reign of this Philopator: as we read in Clemens Alexandrinus, 

L Hb, 1. Stromat. 1 Whence alfo we gather,that this Demetrius the Hiftorian.wroce after 
the dayes of Philopator; and yet before that vaft defolation broughc upon the Jews by 
Antiochus Epiphanes: to which efpecially, if ichad ever come to his knowledge, I 
could ealily, and upon very good grounds imagine, that he would have applied the 

termes of thole former calamines, which befel chat Nation. 

The City of Sardes, all fave the Caftle, Was thorough the induftry ol Lagoras 
the Grecian, taken by Antiochus, in the lecond year after tie began to lay liege unto it.

Sofibius, who managed all matters in Egypr, under Philopator; dealt with one Bo¬ 
bs, a Cretian»how to deliver Acbsu 5 , who lay belieged in the Caftle at Sardes, out ol 
this danger.

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ferved under Aotiochus, got Achius out of the Caftle,indeed by a train, but delivered 
him alive into Aotiochus his hand s and Antiochus, having gotten him, caufed hU 
hands and his feet firft to be cut oft; then his head to be chopc oft, and to be fowed up 
in an afl'es belly, and his body to be hung upon a erode. The reft in the Caftlp, feme 
holding with Ariobazus theGovernour of Sardes, others with Laoiiceyhc now Relift 
ol ^icharus, and daughter of Mithridatcs King of Pontus, and both at variance 
among themfelve*. quickly refolvedto put themfeIves Caftle and all,mco the power 
of Antiochus, and fo lubmitted all to him, L Polyb.

Ptolemei Philopator had by his wife, and the fame his fitter,, Eurid.cc, a (on called 

3795 Pcolemeu s Epiphanes, who at the age of five years, fucce&ded him m the kingdom of 
79 5 ‘ Eevor 1 Jultin M 3 o. cap. 1,a.j whofe birth day was firft folemnly celebrated by all 

thegreat men and others of Syna,and the Country thereabouts of his dominion, at 
home, and then they made every man a journey to Alexandria, there to bid him joy 
of his young fon. Among the reft, Jofephns the Jew, the fin of Tobias, and of the 
daughter of Simon, furnamed the J uft, the High Prieft, colleftor of his tributes tho- 
roughont Syria, Phzmcia, and Paleftina,fent his youngeft fon Hyicanus, begotten of 
the daughter of Solymius, his elder brother, to kifle the Kings hand; with letters 
to his agent Arion, who had the managing of all his monies at Alexandria,amounting 
to no leffe than three thoufand talents, to turnifh him with monies, to buy the moft 
rich and pretious prefent for the King, that that place could afford. And whereas the 
others, that went higheft,prefented the King not with above 20 talents ; Hyrcanus 
brought with h ; m an hundred beautifull boys, and as many maidens, and put m each 
of their hands a thoufand talents, to offer themjthe boys to the King, the maids to Cle¬ 
opatra the Queen, fora prefent which fo great and unexpected a prelent, the King 
much admired, and not onely entertained the young man with all princely honour, 
and royal giits,buc alfo by him wrote his royal letters, commendatory on his behalf 
io his lather, and brethren, and to all his Commanders, and chief Officers in thole 
parts, and fo difmilied him, with allkind of honour that he could do him. But his bre¬ 
thren, (who were feveom number, yet all begotten of another Venter) feeing what 
oreat honour the King had done him,agreed among themfelvt* to meet himas he was 
upon hfs journey homeward, and to murder him, not without the privity of the father 
himlcli, who, being angry with him for the protufe expenfe which he made o( hismo- 
niesin his prefents to the King, cared not now what became of him; but when his 
brothers fee upon him, he flew two of them, andfundry others of their company. 
And when he came to Jerufalem,and faw that no man there would look upon him,he, 
for fear of the worft, withdrew himielf to the parts beyond Jordan, and there kept 

^^htiippus^King^ol Macedon,fought two feveral battles againft the Etolians, borne 
uo though they were with fuccours(rom Rome,and from Attalusthc Ring,and in both 
battles overthrew them: and received (hipping from Prufius, King of Bithynia • and 
both At talus, and P. Sulpitius, the Pro-conful in thole part* , wintered that year 
in the Me of Egina, [ hiv. lib.

^Vhe Romans made a peace with Philippus King of Macedon; and into this league 
were taken by Philippus, Prufias the Kingot Bythinia, and by the Romans, the Irate

Pnilopator died at Alexandria, leaving for hisfucceffor Ptolemeus, uirnamed Epi- 
phanes, (*. O the Noble or Illuftrious,whom Appianus m his Syriac, furnamech alfo 
Phiiopator, after his fathers fur-name. He fucceeded his father at the age of four vars, 
as Hkronym. upon the u of Daniel {ayes, or of five, as Juftin, and he reigned M 
years: as [Cl. ‘Ptolem, in Reg. C*». Clemens *Alexandr . Porfhjs. Eufcb. and Jerom] 

^Philoparors death was concealed a long time, whiles Agachoclia and Oenanthe her 
mother, rifled the Kings cofers, and got all his monies into their handstand lo put the 
ftate and kingdom into the power of their own lewd contorts, []uftm 4 °- *. a .J 1 
at length Agathocles, calling together the principal of the Macedonscame forthun¬ 
to them ,and bringing with him his After Agathoclia, and the young King, tells tb m; 
That the Kin?, when he lay a dying, delivered the child into his filters bofom, and 
commended hiifi to hers and his care; and withall produced the teftimony of one Cri- 
tolaus, who certified that Tlepolemus was about to invade the kingdom, and to let the 
Crown of Egyptupon his own head. And when he ftill continued to utter the lame 
words in all places where he came; every man fcorned him. And he, to make his 
difagreemenc with Tlepolemus yet more apparent to the world, took Danae,, I depole- 
mus his mother in law, out of the Temple of Ceres, and dragged her thorough the 
open ftreets, and bare laced to prifon; and then took Moeragenes one of the guard, 
becaule he gave information of all things to Tlepolemus, and favoured his parue, (as 
he could do no Idle, in regard of that intimacy that was .between him and Adsus, the 
Governour of Bubaftis) and delivered him into the hands of his Secretary Nicoftratus, 
to be tortured: but when he ftrangly efcaped the rack, and got out °f.tt^ir hand ltark 
naked, as he was, he fled to the Macedons, and ftirrcdchem up againft Tlepolemus. 

And'now wSSuhc ^opleoUU forts came flocking to the Court, . in a 
manner, Agathocles, raking the King with him, went and hid hirolelt, ini ai place called 
Svringes, which was a gallery or walk, which had every way three walls and gates o 
pafte, beiore one could come unto it. But the Macedons forced him to deliver up t he 
King intotheir hands ; and they, having gotten him, brought him out to the£opk, 
and there fet him in a Royol Throne: to the great py and comfort of all chat law 
him. And not long after, was brought fourth alio Agathocles, well fettered , but the 
firft that met him,cut his throat. Then came Nico, and then Agathoclia all naked 
with her lifters, and all the generation of them*- and laftof all, the old beldam Oe- 
nantbe, haled out of the Temple allnaked, and fee upon a ,ade, wasbrooght into he 
Piatfoe,and being all together delivered up to the peoples pleafure, ^e fell a earing 
them with their tecthdome lanced them with their kmves,others pulled out their eyes, 
and as any of them happened to be killed, they prefently tell to P^hng thcm m pieces, 
unrill there was no figneof any of them left.

Dan. ] Philippus , faith h , Xing of CWj- 
cedon, and ssint'wcktts the great, confpiring together, made war upon Agathocles, ( he would 
have laid, Ariflomenes ) and the young K‘ng Ptolem aits Epiphane/, upon this condition,that 
each of them,[hauld take of his Dominions, what lay next him : w'hicli gives a light ro that 
place in t Pfephus,lib. i‘< 5 . Antiqmt. cap. 3. ] wnetc he faith * frisen Antioch us (Jit ig*ns 
reigned in Aft a, Jttdaa and Ceelofy ria both , lived in a continual trouble and vexation,by re a fin 
of the continual war which be had , firft with Phlopator, and afterward with Ep'phanes hss fin , 
for whether he had the better of it or the worfe, thefe countries were ever plagued by h m, being 
to (fed and tumbled between his frofperous and adverfefortun.s, % a (hip in the fia, between con¬ 
trary waves: Tet at length , Antlochus had the upper hand, dttdlaid judaa unto his Dorn:mens. 

But when Phiiopator was dead, Epiphants fint a great army into (fee lofyria, under his General 
Scopas, who recovered both CceloJyria,and our Country alfo, to himfilf again, c ire. For this is 
that he would, at lea ft he Ihould, fay, that Antiochus after a long war with Phiiopator 
and Epiphanes, concerning the Dominion of the land of Juiea, got it at laft from Epi* 
phanes; and Epiphanes by his General Scopas,recovered it from him agan, and anon 
after, loft it a fecoad time unco him: which Eufebius nor perceiving, in the 1 o year 
of Philopater, faith, that Antiochus having overcome Phiiopator, joyried fudaa to the ref of 
bis Dominions. And an. 1. of Epiphanes, in hi* Chron. faith, that Ptolemeus Epiphanes, 
by his General Scopas, took. Judea. V/ hereas Antiochus, after his overthrow at Raphta, 
is no where read to have made war upon Philopotor any more: and that the league, 
i which was aftir that battle made between them, was fitft broken by Antiochus in the 

very firft year of Epiphanes, (when Scopas was not yet imployed in the management 

of that war, as hereafter (hall appear ) is (hewed by J erom upon [11. Dan. ] where he

and he after years ft ay in Italy, thereupon left it, and returned into Afric, J Id. 

^Philippus,.King of Macedon, lent or>e Heraclidcs a Tarentine born, and a mod vi¬ 
cious fellQWi to1 Rhodes, to deftrby their Fleecy and then Cant Ambaffadors into Greet, 
to ftir tfictnaoepa war againft the RhodiansC Po 1 ) 1 *. Eh. 13^^672, 673 1 
Tlierc was afea fight between Philippus King of Macedon, and the Rhodunsyicar 
to the Ifte ofX^daj wherein he took two of their lliips oi five tire of oares apiece. The

Philippus, wanting corn, cealed not to wafte all Attalus his country, even to the ve¬ 
ry walls of Pergamus: but when he could neither take any one City of his, bccaule they 
were fo wellfenced^nor get corn or other fpoiloutof the Country, by die exqnilkc 
order which Attalus had taken to prevent him: then he fell upon the Temple an J Al¬ 
tar*, and tpoiled therft, breaking the very ftones ot them in pieces, that they m ght ne¬ 
ver be put together again. And having utterly deftroyed the Nicepborian Grove, 
planted near the City Pergamusymd laid many a Church arid Chappel thereabout s le¬ 
vel with die grounds he went from thence firft towards Thyatira,but then turned 
back again, an^ Wonc co a field Called Tfishes, hoping to get tome great booty there; 
but failing there alfo, and coming to a place called Hicra-Come, he lent mellengers to 
Zeuxis,Governour of Lydia under Antiochus, definng him tofupplyhimwithprovi- 
(ion* forhis army, according to the articles of peace, between his Matter and him: 
but Zeuxis made at firft as if, by all means, he would do according tothofc articles : 
what elfe? but indeed refolved tO do nothing whereby any good mighc come to

This Pnilippus had another fea fight againft Attalusand the Rhodians, near the 
Iflc of Chios; in which there were flain of the Rhodians 60, of Attalus his men, to the 
number of 70 men,bucof Philippus his part, were flain of his Macedons 1200, and of 
his aides and alTociates, to the number of 6000. There were alfo taken prifoners of 
the Macedon nation, with their fellows, 2000, and 700 Egyptians. Neverthelefle, 
Philippus, though he had every way the worftof it, yet chalenged the honour of the 
day to himfelf in two refpects: one was,for that Attalus being forced to fly to Erythrz, 
he had feized on his Ammiral, and trailed her at onp of his Chips tails into his port; 
The other was, for that himtelf coming on ihoar at Argenaum, a fore-land in Ionia,he 
there took up his (landing, to recover what might be faved out of the naverage, [Polyb. 
lib. \ 6 , frompag, -jz^.to pag, 750,] _ | 

When Philippus befieged Prina(fa,a City of Caria, and could do nothing upon it 
by plain force; yet at length he got it byaftratageme,[/d. lb>d.pag. 750,731.] and 
put Garrifons into Iaflus, Bargyllis, and the City of the Euromentes, \Jb.pag %1 ^\.& 
lib, 17 1 pag, •j 44.3 

P. Cornelius Scipio utterly overthrew Hannibal, in Afric. and this was the laft bat¬ 
tle of this fecond Carthaginian war ; we read in Zonaras, that the Carthaginians were 
amazed at a total ecbpfe of the fon which fell at this time: but that this was no fuch 
great eclipfe, we find by Livie, [lib, 3 o.l who faies, that indeed the body of the fon at 
O mte (eemed to befomewhac leflened: and t he Attronomical Tables (hew as much, 
and tell us of a very (mall eclipfe of the fun, this year, upon the 19 of our 0 £tob.*Some 
there are, who fay that Hannibal flying out of the battle, came to the lea fide, where 
he lound a (hiplaid for him; and therein failed direftly into Alia, to Kmg Antiochus: 
and that when Scipio demanded of the Carthaginians, firft, and above all things, to 
deliver Hannibal into his hand, anfwer was made him, that Hannibal not m Afric. 

[ Liv. Ibid, 3 But others more truly, that Scipio neither demanded him at all of 
them,* nor any wayes infulted upon his overthrow. C pllttArcb * n &. rlamt- 

" *$hen Phyilippus came toward Abydus, they ftiue their gates againft him, not ad¬ 
mitting fo much as his meffengers, which he fern unto them: he lay long in hege 
before that place; and they roighchave efcaped his hands, had Attalusand the Rho¬ 
dians made any fpeed to their refeue. But Attalu* fent them in onely 3 00 men for a 
fupply; and the Rhodians, who with their whole fleet lay at Tenedus thereby, lent 
them one onely fhip of four tire of oares to help them. The men in Abydus, at fir It, 
having good ftoreof Engines all about their walls, kept him off very manfully, not 
oiuiy from making his approaches by land, but alfo, from coming into their portT>y 
fea. But afterward, when a breach was made upon the main Wall, and they had 
caft up another within ir, and the Macedons went to undermine that alfo, then were 
they lain ro fend to Philip, to treat of conditions tor a furrender, one of which was, 
That the Rhodian fhip,with the fouldiers and mariners in her,might depart in fafety; 
the like for Attalus his men that were in the Town : and the laft> That they themfelves 
might depart with one fuit of cloathes onely upon their backs. But when they conld 
get no anfwer from him, unleflethey rendred themfelves wholly and abtohitely to his 
mercy- they, what with indignation, what with delpair, grew into fuch a rage, that 
they made fifty of their principall men to fwear openly,That if they faW the inner 
wall once taken by the enemy, they would prefently go and kill every man his own 
wife and children, and throw his filvcr, gold, and jewels, into the fea: and that done, 
the fouldiers bound themfelves in common, each to other, that either they would 
vanquilh their enemies, or die every man of themfword in hand, and lighting tor 
his Country. QLiv.W. 31. 6.^^.736,737,738.] , 

About the fame time came Ambafladors to Rome from Attalus and the Knodi- 
dians, both, complaining of the wrongs done them by Philippus and his Mace¬ 
dons, to whom anfwer was made, that the Senate, would take the affairs of 
e^fia into their confidcration and care, Livie, lib. 32. with Jufitn lib. 30. 

^Three Ambafladors were fent from Rome to Ptolemei and Antiochus, to put an 
end to all differences between them- The Ambafladors were, C.Clau. Nero. Mar, 
Emil. Lepidus,and P.SemproniusTuditanus; who coming to Rhodes, and there 
heating of the liege of Abydus, and defirous to have fomefpecch with! hilippusias 
they had in their inftruttionstodo, put of their journey to Ptolemei and Antiochus, 
for the prefent, and fent Emilius theyoungeft of the three, unto I hilippus; and he 
meeting with him at Abydus, gave him tounderftand,thatthe fenate of Rome had 
apurpofe,to defire him to forbear making war upon any City of theGrecians,nor 
lay hands or touch any thing belonging to Ptolemei King of Egypt. This if he did. 
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he might live in peace; it he did nor, he ihould know,that the Romans were rcfolved, 
and ready to make war upon him t to whom Philippus returned this anfwer, 7 by age,

Whether moved thereto by an Embaffage fent to them from 
Alexandria,that they would vouchfafe to take upon them the patronage and turele-lhip 
of the Minor,and defend the kingdom of Egypt, which Antiochus and Philippus were 
laid already to have {hared between thzm,[ Ibid. cap. 3. ] or whether, the Minor Ivm- 
felf was by the father in his death-bed committed to the'r care and cruft* as heellc- 
wliere intimates, [lib. 3 t.cap.t.'] whereof Kaler. Max. lib. 6.cap. 6 . ] fpeaking, 
uieth thtfe words: when King Ptolemei had left the people of Rome (juardian to his fon in 
his minority, the Senate fent At, £m'l, Lepidus, High “Torn if, and one that had been then twice 
*fi»ful,to Alexandriajhere to take care of the Wards eftatt,and was content to want the holinefs 
of atnoft honourable,and withal,of a tnofi upright man, and fo long verfed in their own affairs, to 
imploy it in the exercife of a forreign charge,rather than fuffer the faith andtrufi of our City 
to have been implored in vain. For he conceived that th is man had executed the office of 
a Guardian or Tutor in Egypt, whiles he was High Pontif. and when he had been al¬ 
ready twice Confuliti Rome; when as yet Epiphanes was dead before that time, the 
reafonofwhicherrorinhimwas; becaufe it (hould feem, he had feen fomecoine, 
wherein, together with thofe titles of his honour and dignity, he found this office of 
his, Guardiaii-fhip in Egypt, joyned; for to this day, there are extant to be teeny fome 
fiiver coines, with this tnfeription; on the one fide thu •, tAlexandrea ; and on the ocher 
thus, S.C.M, Lepidus Pont. Max. Tutor %eg, who alfo,in the Image fide, is (lamp¬ 
ed,putting a Crown upon a young mans head,(landing on his right hand,with a Scep¬ 
ter in his hand. 

And now the Athenians, feeing their territory wafted all over by this Philip, lent 
and prayed in aide from all parts ; from the Romans, from the Rhodians, from Ac- 
talus, and from Ptolemei, [ Liv. hb. 31 . 1 

Whereupon the Ambafladors of the Romans and Rhodians,meeting with Attalu? 
at Athens, by a common confent, agreed to aide them: for which the Athenians pre- 
(ently decreed excefitve honours, firft to Attlm, then to the Rhodians; nay, they 
went fo far, as to call one of their own Tribes, alter his name, and made it fupcrnumc- 
rary to their ten, that were before, [ Id. Ib. Polyb, Legat. 3 . pag. 7 8 ( 5 ,7 87 ] 

Whiles the Romans were bufie in preparing war againft Philippus, there came 
Ambafladors from Ptolemei, or rather from his Curators, to Rome, who informed, 
that the Athenians had craved aide of the King, againft Philippus; But though they 
were confederates,both of the Kings, and the Romans, yet would he do noihingthat 
way, nor fend (hipping, or army thither, or any whither elfe, for defence or offence of 
any, without the leave and authority of the people of Rome. That if the Romans 
would be pleafed to undertake their quarrel, the King would be Well concent, to fit 
quiet at home: or if it pleafed the Romans to fit quiet, He of himfelf (hould eafilv be 
able to fuiniih the Athenians with power enough to repreffe the force and violence of 
Philippus. The Senate decreed,That the King (hould be thanked for his kind neffe,and 
to tell him, chat the Romans were purpofed to defend and maintain their own friends 
and confederates themfelves: If they wanted any thing neceffary to this war, they 
would acquaint the King therewith; and that they knew well enough, that che Kings 
Forces and Means, as they were very great, (o they were alfo very neceffary for the 
defence of his own State. Then they ordered prefents to be lent to the kings Ambaf- 
fadors, to every of them S thouland pieces of brafle money, [ Liv . ib, ] 

Intheyear 5 4. for fo it is in the Greek Manufcripc at Lambeth, not 52,as in the 
vulgar edition of the fecond Periode of Calippus, 547 - of Nabonaffar, the 16 day of 
themonethMefor, the 2 2 of our September, 7 hours after high-noon, there was an 
Eclipfe of the Sun obferved at Alexandria, [ Cl, Ptol. lib, 4. cap, n.] 

. Toward the later end of Aucumne, P. Sulpitius Galba, Couful, pafled over with an 

army iuto Macedonia, againft Philippus; and thither came to him Ambafladors from 
Athens, defiring him to deliver them from thc fiege, which was then laid unto them; 
whereupon was difpatchc away C. Claudius Cento, with a certain number of (hips, 
fraught with fouldiers, to the relief of Athens; for Philippus himfelf lay not before it; 
but was then bufier thenever, at the fiege of Abydus, £ Liv. l.b. 31.3 

They of Abydus, remembring the oath they had made, fought it out fo ftifly, that 
when the night Ihould have parted the fray between them; the king amazed ac their 
C c c courage 
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courage, or rather at their rage in fighting, was fain to give off firft, and to found a re¬ 
treated But then Glaucides, and Theognetus, conferring With tome of the Ancients of 
the Town ; whohadthebartjeft part in this tragedy to play, if it came to afting, 
when they faw that after the fight, there were but few of their men left, and they {pent 
with wounds, and blood which they had loft, to toon as it was day* Cent their Priefts, 
in their piieIlly attire, to give up the Town to Philippus; which when the multitude 
perceived, they forthwith grew into fodefperate a rage,that they ran to kill every man 
his own wife and children; and chat done, llew every man himfelf iniuch manner as 
liked him beft; fome one way, tome another. The King amazed at this Itrangc tury ot 
theirs, commanded his fouldiers to forbear,faying,That he would give the Abydemam 
three dayes time to die in: in which (pace they acted more barbarous afts of cruelty 
upon themfelves,than they could have expe&ed from an enraged enemy,nor came any 
one of them alive into his enemies hand, that was out of bands, and at liberty to kill 
himtclf. The King,having feized on their wealth,which they had brought all into one 
place, with a purpofe to dettroy it, left a GarriCon in the place, and .departedd.zw. lb, 
Poljb,i>b,\ 6 ,vag,’j^,']l 9 ^ ... 

Coming to Bargyllii, he mere grew much troubled in his mind,to fee the Romans, 
&Rhodians,and Attalus,and all confederated and preparing for a war a^inlt him: sc 
when hisarmy was aUmoftaffamifoed,Zeuxis thegovemour of Lydia,and tbcCwcs of 
Mylafla, Alabanda,andMilcfia,fent him in fome fmallprovifions to relive themi: and 
he, when they brought him in any thing, contrary to his nature ; ufed all fairand flat¬ 
tering fpeeches to them .• and when they fotbarc lending, was prefencly ready to mif- 
chief them : and in the end, whcnbythcpoliciepf Philoclcs,a train waslaid tohave 
blown up them of Mylafla, it mifearried through his own folly, and then went he and 
wafted the territorie of the Alabandi, his good bencfa£tors,as if they had been his 
open enemies, giving onely for a reafon,that his fouldiers muft not want meat, [ oyb, 

lib. \6. in Excerpt. Valefpag. 86 , 89 .] _ „ fVT , 

In the 5 5 year of the fecond Periodc of Cahppus, in the 54? year of Nabo- 
naflar, on the ninth of the month Machir,about midnight,m the beginning of the ao.

In tfie Summer following, the Romans, with the help of Attalus, and me Rho¬ 
dians, made war upon Philippus, and his aflociares in Macedonia, lLme ltb.it .] 

Scopas, the prime man ofall Etolia ,(ent from Alexandria by Ptolemei,With a great 
mafleof mony, took up fix thoufand Foot,befides Horfe>and fhipc them awayfor 
Egyp,:: Nor would he have left a man there, able to bear arms, had not one Da- 
mocritus put them in mind, fometime of the war, which theywere ready m engage in, 
and fometime, ot the folitude and nakednefle, which the Country would be left in , 
which caufed a great part of the gallants that were going,to put:off their arms, and I 
ftay at home: and this he did, but whether out of a true zeal cohis Country, or becaule 
Scopas courted, and bribed not him, as he d id others, was uncertain. [/<*. tbA 

About this time Jofephus, the fon of Tobias, happening to depart this life; the peo¬ 
ple of Jerulalem role in a combuftion among themfelvcs,mthe quarrel of his Ions, 
while the elder brothers, fought to make war upon their youngeft brother Hyrcanus, 
of whom I fpake before : for many of the Jews favoured the elder brothers, and among 
the reft, Simon the High Prieft, for kindreds fake, {Jofephus hb.it.cap. $.] 

In the year 55,0! the fccond Periode of Calippus, in the 54 8 yearofNabonaflar,on 
the fifth ot the moneth Mefor, at three a clock after midnight, upon the i* of our 
Scptcmb. there was a total eclipfe ot the Moon at Alexandria, [C/.

And 
in Aha, upon the fame day, an Earthquake fhook Rhodes, and many other Cities,and 
overturned fundry fcioufes in them, and lome ocher Cities it fwallowed up whole; 
wherebpon their Priefts and Soothfayers foretold,that the then riling Roman Empire, 
would (wallow up and devour the kingdoms, both of Macedon, and Aha, [ ju(lin,lib 
3 o. cap. 4. ] 

c m In the beginning of the Spring, Flaminius, fending for Attalus to come to him to 
Elatia, went with him in company to Thebes, there to draw the Boeotians inro a fo- 
ciety and league with the Romans: where when Attalus made an Oration to them, 
to that eftett, with more vehcmency and ftretching of his voice than his age would 
bear, being now grown old, whether by a vertigo taking him in his head, or by a 
rhi me falling upon his throat, he grew fuddenly lpeechlefle,and fell all along, and then 
being taken wirh a dead palfie in ail one fide of his body, lay Tick thereof at Thebes. 
And Quintius, when he (aw that there was no fear of prelent death, but oncly a weak- 
nefleotbody, which required time for his recovery, left him there, and returned to 
Elatia, from whence he came, [ Liv. in the beginning of ^ bool^, printed at Romero at of 
the Manttfcrtpt of Bamberg, and at Parts an. 1616. with Plutarch in the life of Quine. 
Flaming 

At the fame time alfo, Antiochus fending his two fons, Ardues and Mithridates, 
before him by land, and willing them to ftay for him at Sardes, fet fail with an hundred 
tall fighting (hips, and other (mailer veffels, purpofing by the way,to try what he could 
do, with the Cities of Caria and Cilicia, which were of Pcolemeis pofleflion, and with¬ 
al, to aflift Philippus by fea and land, what he might: and having taken in firft Zephy- 
rium, and Soli, and Aphrodifias,and (then doubling the Cape of Anemurium, a Fore¬ 
land of Cilicia, )Selinus, and other Towns, Cities, and Caftles, all along that Coaft; 
which either for fear or favour,rendredthemfelves, without refinance, atlaftcame to 
Coracefium, which contrary to all expedition, (hut gates againft him, [ Livie, 

lb. 33 . ] 

W hiles Antiochus lay at the fiege of Coracefium, Ambafladors came to himfrom 
the Rhodians, to tell him, that if he kept not himfelf on the ocher fide of Ncphelis, a 
Foreland of Cilicia,they would oppofe him \ not for any grudge they bare unco his per- 
fon, but to keep him from joyning with Philippus, and that he might not impeach the 
Romans, who had now undertaken to procure and maintain the liberty of Greece j 
which when he heard, he tempered his choler, and cold them oncly, mat he Would 
fend his Ambafladors to Rhodes, to create about that matter, and wichinftru&ions to 
renew the leagues formerly made between them and him, and his forefathers, and to 
bid them not to fear his coming to them, for that it fhould bring no damage to them 
oranyofthcivfriends: forthathe was refolved not to infringh.is amity withthe Ro¬ 
mans in any fort, appeared well enough, both by his late Embaffiefenc unto them, and 
their honourable decrees and anfwers made thereupon to him, £ ld,%bid. ] 

The Rhodians challenged to themfelvcs Perara,which is a Region lyingin the Con¬ 
tinent of Afia, over againft their Ifle of Rhodes, and had been alwayes in theufe and 
pofleffi an of their anceftors,but was now invaded and paffeffed by Philippus; and were 
ac this time upon the recovery of it out of his hand. Paufiftratus was their General, 
and he had routed the Macedons which kept it, with Dinocrates their Captain: And 
had they then marched {freight forward to Sttatonicea, they might have gotten that 
alfo, for the asking: but forafmuch as they returned after the battle to their Camp, 
Dinocrates with thofe which remained of his army, gat into it, and fo fortified ir, that 
the Rhodians coming afterward to befiege it* could do no good there; which ftory is 
more at large deferibed and fet forth by [ Livie, lib . 33.] 

Attalus was earned fick from Thebes to his City Pcrgamus by fea, and there died, 

[ id. ibid. Polyb. pag . 8ao. Pint, in Quin. Flamin. ] He lived 7* years, and was King 44. 
[Liv. ibid. Polyb.in Excerpt. Kale f pag. 102. and in Suidas, in the word Attalus : ] though 
Strabo fays, he reigned oncly 45 years, [ lib, 1 i.pug* <524. ] Hq left behind him, a wife 
and four children,£ Liv. ibid. 3 His wives name was ApoUonifrofthe CityCyzicum : 
his children by her, were Eumenes, Attalus, Philetztes, and Achenacus; of which, 
Eumenes^he eldeft of the four, fucceeded him in the kingdom, [ Strabo, nt. [up. and 
Pint, m his book f'Aa/ex? : (i. e.) of brotherly love, ] where he telleth us, that the 
two younger brothers, though alii of brave and luftyfpirits, yet lived in that awful re- 
fpeft of him, that they were as fo many penfioners and watch men about him»forthe 
prefervation of his Crown and Dignity, [ Polyb. in Excerpt, Kalef pag. 1 69. Suidas, 
in the word Attalus^] Whereupon it was, that their mother would often fay, that fhe 
was a happy woman, not in regard of her wealth, 'nor for that (he was a Queen i but 
becaufe fhe faw her 3 younger fons, to be as fo many watchmen and keepers, about the 
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eldeft: and that whereas they ever went with their fwords about them, yet he lived in 
the midft of them,without the leaft dread or fear of them, [Plut* nt. [up.] and of 
Apollonis,or Apollouiasytheir mother; and the filial duty and rclpcct wtiiciuhey a i 
bare unto her: you may read more in Polybius,[»» Excerpt, Kalefpag.x 13,114,] and in 
Sli Idas, in the word Apollonius. 

Philippus,being overthrown,Horfe and Foot»in the battle fought at Cynofcephalas, 
in the Country of Theffalia,of which vi&oiy we find mention made, [1 Macc.ib.c.%.] 
Flaminius gave him yet peace, upon conditions} much the rather for that he undcr- 
ftoodthat Antiochus wasailready marched out of Syria with an army, to come tor 
Europe ; and thereupon he made a truce with him for four rtioneths, that in them 
he might fend to Rome, and iubmit all to the will and pleafure of the Senate 
there. I Polyb. in Legat. 6, pag. 792. Livie Jib. 3 j.editio, Romm. & Par if.] 

The Rhodians, hearing of the defeat of Philippus, call not oft the care they had of 
defending the liberty of inch Cities as were confederate with Pcolemei, and which 
were in prefent danger of being invaded by Antiochus : buttofome of them they fcnc 
aide,to others advertifement, and ad vice,5c were the means offafety from his attempts, 
to the Caunians,Myndians,Halicarnaflians,and Snmhns,[Eiv,lib.^ j.]and yet ail would 
not ferve; but Antiochu'yn fpight of them,lurprifed Coracefium, Coricos, Andriace, 
Limyra,Pacara,Xanthus, which belonged 10 Ptolemei, and laft of all, the City of 
Ephefus it fdf, [Jerem upon ‘Daniel, cap. 11.] 

Antiochus,fpending his winter at Ephefus, endeavoured to reduce all Afia into the 
ancient and uniform frame and body of an Empire. And he faw well, that the reft of 
the Cities, would eafily be brought unto it: but finding that Smytna in Eolia,and 
Lampfacus in Hellefponr,purpofed to ftand out, he both advifed them to do like the 
reft; and alfo ufed fome threats too,in cafe they would not Rearing leaft the reft fhould 
follow their example,inoppofing hisdefigne. And whenic would no better be,hefent 
fome companies from Ephefus to befiege Symrna,and others from Abydu? to do the 
like to Lampfacus. [Liv. lib. 3 3.] Whereupon they both, and fuch ocher Cities, as 
thought fic to joyn with them, Cent their Commiflioners to Flaminius, to crave his fa¬ 
vour and aide againft him, [ Appta, in Syriac.pag. 87,] 

When Ci. Marcellus was Conful, immediately upon his entering into his office, 
came Ambafladors to Rome, to treat of a league to be made with Philip; and there^ 
upon was paffed a decree of the Senate to this efieft. That the qrecians every where, as 
well in Europe as in tAfia fide,(hould befree,and live after their own lawsfthat fuch of them as 
were under Philippus his dominion , or had any Cyarrifons of his in thcm,[hould before the celebra¬ 
tion of the next Ifihmian games ^deliver them up into the hands of the Romans: That from fuch as 
were m tAfia, as Euronius,Pedafa,Bargylia,Iafftis jK Abydus,Thafus,LMyrrina,Perinthus,he 
fhould draw away his (Sarrifons, and leave them frit. That he fhould not renew his war with 
Eumenes, {iot Valerius Antiasobferveth,that afpecial heed was taken of him) a Attains 
his f on, the new King. And as concerning the enfranchifing of the Cyani, that Ti.Quin. 
Flamininus fhouldwnte hts letters to Prufias, that the will and pleafure of the Senate was , 
&c. And to fee thefe things duly put in execution; the Senate fent ten choice Com- 1 
miflioners into Greece. [Polyb. Legat. 7. pag. 793. ■& Legat. 9. pag. 792. Livie, 
33 .] 

When die Ifthmian games were ended, at which the general liberty of Greece 
was proclaimed, by the publick Crier; then did Ti. Flaminius, and che ten Com- 
miffioners which came from Rome, give audience to Hegefiana&esand Lyfias, which 
came Ambafladors from Antiochus to Flaminius: and they .wete bid tell Antiochus, 
that he muftnot meddle with any free Citie in Afia, much letfe make war upon them; 
and that he muft prcfcntly set him ouc*of fuch places ashe now held, which were for¬ 
merly belonging cither co Pcolemei,or Philippus,and to command him from them,not 
to fee foot in Europe hmfclf, nor co fend arty of his forces thither : and added, that 
fome of themfelvcs wouidfhortly make a journey to Antiochus. \ Polyb. Legat. y.pag. 
79 %, 799 > Lrv-Jftrl3.] 

When the affemhly was difmiffed^hc ten Commilfioners parted the work,they came 
about, among them; and every man went to fee his proper quarter to be fet at libercy, 
according to the decree; and of them P. Lentulus went by fea to Bargyliain Ain, 
and willed that City to be from, thence forward free, (».a) to live according to their 
own laws. L, Soeainitn, at Hcphrftia and ThafuS, and the Cities of Thracia,.and 
where ever he dtne, did the like. P. Villius,and Lu. Terentius, undertook this journy 
to AntiochuS(,and Cn. Cornelius, to King Philppus. [Polyb. Legat, 9. pag . 799 . Liv.lib, 
3 J. Plut, in Flamin .] 

Ac the firft of thefpring, Antiochus went by fea from Ephefus, and came to Hellef- 
pont; andpafling over ms land army ftom -^bydus, and joyning them with his fea 
forces,landed in Cherfonefe,and there took in fuch Cities as lor fear gave up unto him: 
from thence he went to Lytimachia, which being utterly deftroyed, a little before, by I 
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the Thracians, he began to rebuild and to make ic the feat of his fon Seleucus his king¬ 
dom in thole parts, [ Liv. lib. 33. & 4 ppia. in Syria, pag. 86,87. ] 

And when all went on roundly with him,and as heart could with, L. Cornelius,who 
was Cent by the Senate of Rome to make an attonement between him and Ptolemei, 
came toS.-lymbiia, P. Lentulus from Bargylia, and L.Terentius, and P. VilliiiTrom 
Thafus, being three of the Commiflioners, and from thence went to Lyfimachia ; and 
thither alfo P. Cornelius came from Selyrobria, and a few dayes after Antiochus came 
thither likewife out of Thracia, and there they met; Hegefianax alfo and Lyfi>v,who 
had formerly been lent Ambaffadors from him to Flamininim, happened to be thereat 
the fame time. Where in the conference, P, Cornel us faid, That he thought it reafon, 
that Antiochus lhouldreftorc unto Ptolemei, all fuch Cities and places of Ptolemeis 
Dominions, as he had lately taken from him; and fhould further, draw off his Garri- 
fons from all fuch places as were belonging to Philippus, becaufe the Romans had now 
overcome him: and warned him withal, not to meddle with any free State; where- 
unto the King anfwered, that he wondred firft, by what right the Romans quarrelled 
with him,about the Cities in Afia any mare, then he queftioned them of what was by 
them done in Italy : and then, that he was content the Cities in Afia, Ihould enjoy 
their liberty,but Ihould thank him, and not the Romans for it. And as for Ptolemei, 
they two were good friends already, and that he was further, at this inftanr, about to 
joyn in affiifty with him, [Voljb,pag. 800. 769.^770. Liv.ltb. 3. Appia. in Syrian, 
page 87,88,] 

And when P. Cornelius went on, and told him, that reafon would, that the Am- 
bafladors of Lampfacu; and Smyrna fhould be called, and fuffered to fpeak for thcra- 
felves; called they were. Then appeared Parmenion and Pythodorus, for the City 
of Lamplacus,and one Qmmuifor Smyrna : who {peaking boldly and freely in their 
own caufe, Antiochus {formed, to fee, that he was there called to yeild an account of 
what he had done in Afia,before the Romans,as if they were his Judges:and bad Par- 
mcnion, hold his peace, faying, that the controverts by him then moved, were to be 
debated before the Rhodian Judges, and not the Roman; and fothat conference 
brake up, nothing done, [Po//M/£. 1 7 - 77 °. 3 , , , fI 

Polycraces, who was Governour of Cyprus, and had Withal, the gathering of the 
Kings revenue there, having given up his charge to his fucceffor, Ptolematus of Me¬ 
galopolis, returned to Alexandria, and delivered up to the King Epiphancs* a great 

matte of monies: for which he was very welcome thither, and much applauded by all 
there, [/ 4 . pa/. 77 3.] . , 

Prefcntly after, the Etolians began to mutiny, under their Captain Scopas: who 
having a numerous company of {ouldiersunder him, and had opportunity enough, the 
King being but a child, to aft what he would,while he flood dawdling,was taken ftiorc 
in his undertakings; for when Ariftomenes perceived,that his friends repaired to him 
in his own houfe, and there ufed to fit in council together; he lent a company of the 
Guard, and called him before the Kings Council: But Scopas, upon this furprifal, 
grew fo wild,and void of (enfe, that he neither went on with what he intended, as he 
m ght have done, nor yet would obey the fummons of the King, as he Ihould have 
done: Ariflomenes therefore finding what calc he was in,fent a company of fouldiers, 
and befet the houfe round,and caufed him to be brought before them, by Ptolemei the 
lonofonc Eumcncs, [Ib.pag. 771.] , , , _ _ , , , . 

Being brought before the Council, and there charged, firft by the King, then by 
Polycraces and Ariftomenes, he was eft-foones found guilty^nd condemned, not onely 
by the Kings Council, but alfo, by all the Ambaffadors of torreign Nations, which 
were there prefent. For Ariftomenes,intending to accufe him,had purpofcdly brought 
thither, not onely fundry other Noble pec foliages of the Greeks, but even the very 
Etolian Ambaffadors themlelv<“S,who were at that time^ent thither to entreat a peace, 
between the King and them: among whom, was one Dorymachus, the fon of Nico- 
ftratus. Upon the hearing therefore, Scopas with his conforts, were all call uvprilon : 
and the night following, Ariftomenes caufed both him, and all that were of his kin¬ 
dred, to be poifoned: but as for Dicxarchus, which was a moft impious wretch, he 
caufed him to be rackc to death. For this was that Dicaearchus,who when he was Am- 
mirat of Philippus his Navy, in haraffing the Cydadian Ifles, erefted two altars in a 
certain Port there; the one co Impiety, the other to Iniquity^ and facrificed to them 
both* as unto two gods. For the reft of the Etolians, as many of them as had a minde 
to return, the King gave them free leave to be gone, and to take with them, whatever 
theirs was, [ Ibid.pag.yyx.'] 

When this bufinetfe of the Etolians was fettled,and all guict,then the whoie Court, 
fell to their folemn Revels, which they ufed to have when any one is firft faluted King, 
which they call, Anaclateria ; not that the King was then ripe for Government; but 
becaufe" they thought, that if it were once blown abroad that the King was come 

now 
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now to rule in his own perfoji, things would go better, and grow more quiet in the 
kingdom than earft they had done ; and therefore made all provision they could to 
ocrfoim this Colon nicy forche honour ot the kingdom. [Ib.pag. 773.] 
v VVhilesthat debate held at Lyfimachia, between Antiochus and the Commiflioners 
from Rome, there grew a report, raifed,a$ it feemetb, from what had betided Scopas 
at Alexandria, but without any certain author* that Ptolemei was dead; and fothat 
conference cameco no ifllie 5 for neither party would be known to have had any 
tidings of it: and L. Cornelius,whole proper .errand was to create withboth the kings, 
defined fome time to have fpeech with Ptolemei: his drift being to come at all hands 
into Egypt, before anything could there be refolved on, for the newfettling of things 
there,atcer the kings fuppofed death. And Antiochus made no doubt, but that if the 
king were indeed dead, Ejgyjk would be His; wherefore, having fenc away the Com- 
miffionets, and leaving his ion Seleucus with his land Forces, to go on with the new 
building of Lyfimachia, he with his whole Fleet failed to Ephefus, and from thence 
difpatching away Atnbafladors to Flaminius to defire him to perfift in the league and 
amity made between them, took flapping again, and, keeping along bythecoattof 
Alia, came into Lycia, and at Patara, underftood for certain, that Ptolemei was li¬ 
vings and thereupon gave off his journey intended for Egypt, \_Liv.Ub. ^.^ppia. 
^ fag. 88,^J 

{ Antiochus, hatting away toward Cyprus, which he hoped ccrtaiulytoget,when 
he had doubled the Cape of the Chelidonian Foreland, upon a mutiny railed among 
his Mariners, Was tain to ftay a while in Pamphylia, ac the mouch of the River Eury- 
medon : and from thence failing to a place called the Heads ofrhe river Sarut^x foul tem¬ 
ped befel him, which was like to have drowned him and all. hi* Fleets many of his 
(hips were driven on fhoar, many fwaUowedup in the tea,' fothat no foul elcaped of 
them. A multitude of men perifhed in that tempeft, not onely of the Mariners, and 
common fuuldiers, but alio of hifc Nobles, and- 1 Principal men belonging to him: yet 
having faved what could be gotten ottcof the Wreck, feeing he was in no cafe to go on 
for Cyprus, he failed to Seleucia in Syria, and there fell to rig up his Navy again ; and 
prepared for the marriages of his children, Antiochus* and 'Laodice, whom he had 
joyned in Matrimony ; and then, putting tofea again,'becaufe now the Winter grew 

° n,r ^he Decemviri, or ten Commiffioners, returning co Rome, informed the Senate 
there concerning Antiochus and hisdreturn intoSyria, 3 ?.] Hannibals ene¬ 
mies at Carthage, informed.the Senate of Rome,that he lent meflages, and lettersto 
Antiochus, and daily received the like from him again; which,though falfe, yet was ta¬ 
ken for true, by thole who ever lived in fear of him. Whereupon they fcntAmbaffa- 
dors to the Council at Carthage, complaining to them, that Hanrubal held correfpon- 
dency with Antiochus and advifing them byane means or another, to rid him out ot 
the way, [ Id ib* Jufti", lib. 31. cap. 1, a.} ; 

Flaminius his antwer to Antiochus his Atnbafladors,when they moved for a league, 
was. That he could do nothing now the tenCommiflidners wAc gone; and that they 
fhould do well to go after them, and make their addreffes to the Senate at Rome, 

^ ^Hannibailiereupon, dealing away from Carthage, came fafe to Tyrus,andwaj 
there received by the founders of Carthage, as in a fecotid country of his own; and 
having refted himlelf there a few dayes,. failed to Antioch: but finding .that Antio¬ 
chus was removed from thence, lie there fpake with his (on, who was celebrating a 
folemnFeftival in Daphne: and having been coutteoufly entertained and careii^ a 
while by him, took fhip again, and followed Antiochus* and overtook him at Ephefus, 
beating his brains, whether he fhould,or Ihould not, engage himlelf in a waragaintt 
the Roman*. But Hannibals coming to him, fet him a gog, and now on he would: 
nor thought he now fo much of the war it {elf, as of what great matters he fhould ac¬ 
quire, by conquering the Romans* [ Ltv. in the endofhu 33 book* M. 31. .

And here it wa*, that when one Phormio, a Philofopher of the Peripatetic few, had 
difputed a long time in his fchool, concerning the duty and office of a Commander, or 
General of an arroy, and of the Art Military, and ordering ofa battle, and all very 
wifely in his prefence: Hannibal could not hold,but cryed our, and faid, That he had 
heard many a doting fool in his dayes, but a verier dotard than this Phormio was, he 
never heard, [ C‘ cer > ^ Oratore^ lib. 1. ] ,,,,11. c 1 r 

T. Quinftius Flaminius, joyning with Eumene* and the Rhodians, fought very luc- 
ceflefully againft Nabis the Tyrant ot Lacedemon, [ Uv ^ 34 .] 

WhenM. Porcius (Cato) was Conful, the City of Smyrna began, and built a 
Temple tothe City of Rome, [lacit.AnnaUib.4.] andby their example, the Ala- 
bandenfes, not onely built another Temple to her, but alfo mftituted certain 
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~ anniverfary plaies and games, in honour of her, as of a proper Goddeffe* [Lhit. 

Ub 'Ewmfthenes of Cyrene, the ton of Aglaus, whom a roan may well call, noronely 
a Grammarian, though that were his chief profeflion, but alfo a l'0O> and a Fhiloio- 
pher, and a Geometrician,tor he excelled in all alike, this year died, m Ma- 
crobiisA after whom, in the keeping of the library at Alexandria, fucceeded Apollonius 
Alexandria fcholar of Callimachus, and he which wrote the Argonautica, who 
becaufe he lived many years at Rhodes, was therefore furnaroed Rhodius, 1 Swtdas m 

^Antiochus perceiving the great affe&ion which the Jews bare unto him, conferred 
great favours on them again, and by his letters highly commended them therefore. 
\Eufeb,CbronA Thefe letters of his are extant in Jotephus,[w. 14. A/m$.Mp 3.] in 
one of which, written to Pcolemarus his Governour there, are mentioned many dona* 
tions of his,and immunities granted both to the City, and alio the Temple at Jerula- 
lem, and in another to Zeuxis; he commanded two thoufand of the families of the 
Tews, which lived in the provinces of Babylonia,and Mefopotamia, to be tranlplanted 
into the parts of Phrygia and Lydia, to keep them in order there, who were orherwile 
difpofed to innovation. . _ , , , . . .. 

t. Antiochus,preparing now to make a war in Greece, and thereto begin his war 4 . 
againft the Romans, imparted his purpofe unto Hannibal ^who told him, chere was 
no conquering of the Romans, but in Italy it felf: and to effe£k this, he defired onely 
to have i oo of his fighting fliips, with i <5 thoufand Foot* and one thoufand Horfe, to 
be put into his hand: that with his fleet,he would firft fade into Afnc,that he doubted 
nor, but to flit up the Carthaginians themlelves,to afrelh rebellion againft them; but 
if that failed, yet he would land them in fomc part or-other of Italy, and there begin 
the war a new againft them. And when he hadperfwaded the King to hearken to this 
motion, he went not prefently in perfon into Afric, (as Emil. Probus,in the life of Han¬ 
nibal imaginech) buc having lighted upon one Arifto, aTynan born, at Ephefos, lent 
him in fafliion of a marchaut to trade at Carthage, and there to prepare their minds, 
for a revolt from the Romans. Upon this Arifto Hannibal* enemies at Carthage 
laid hold •. and whiles they fpent many dayes iu confoltation what to do with him, 
and whether to fend him to Rome, in juftification of their own innocency, he got a 
fhipboard, and came back to Hannibal again. Whereupon they prefenc y difpacht 
away Ambaffadors to the Confols and Senate at Rome, to let them know what 
had paffed. ZLivie, hb. 34. M. 3 «. CA h 3 , 4 . **PP ,a - m Synac.pag* 8 9 > 

9 °Mean while Antiochus fent Lyfias, Hegefianaaes and Menippushis Ambaffadors 
to Rome, to feel the pulfe of the Senate there, fop though their pretence was to follicite 
for a league and friendfhip between himand them: yet were they willed tointimate to 
the Senate, that the King wondted, why they fhould bid him to get him out of the Ci¬ 
ties of Eolia,and Ionia, and toreleafe bis tributes due unto him from other places, and 

not to meddle with matters in Afia, and Countriesof his ancient inheritance in Thra- 

cia • for ihar thefe were not commands tobe laid upon friends of theirs, as he was, but 
enemies, when they were conquered. But they were told, that they mould go and at¬ 
tend Flaminius, and the ten Commiflioners, formerly Cent into Greece, for an anfwcr; 
And when they came, the Commiflioners prefled, that Antiocus fhould eicther for¬ 
bear Europe, or fuller the Romans, to maintain what they had allready in Afia, and 
acquire more there if they could. But the Ambaffadors told them plainly again, that 
they neither could nor would make any bargaincs, whereby the Kings rights and do¬ 
minions might any wayes be impaired, fo that matter brake off* and the Ambafladors 
lent away, »£. Appia.inSjriac.pag.89.] , . * . 

Scant.y were the Ambaffadors gone, when news came from Carthage, that Anti¬ 
ochus was bufie in his preparations for a war againft the Romans, and that Han¬ 
nibal was defigned for his General therein •• which put them into a fear withall, 
leaft a frefla war fhould be raffed again from Carthage,L Ltv.Ib,] 

2, Antiochus,having given his daughter in marriage to Ptolemei at Rhapia, in 1 ne- 

nicia,or rather in Paleftina, returned to Antioch, \Liv, Ub j, 5 .] for,being now refolved 
to make war againft the Romans,he thought fit to legue him elf by marriages and affi- 
n ties, with as many Kings and Princes thereabout*, as poflibly he could j and there¬ 
fore he fent his daughter Cleopatra, furnamed Syra, into Egypt to Ptolemei: giving 
him,foe a dowrie with her,all Ccelofyria,which he had formerly wreft from him,thcre- 
by to pacify the young man, and to keep him from joyning with the Romans in this 
war, [Appia. in Syriac, paa. 88.1 Jerom upon Daniel, [cap, 11.] faith, that Antiochus, 

I put poling to get Egypt it felf into his dominion, efpouled his daughter Cleopatra, 111 
i the feventh year of the young mans reign,by one Eucles of Rhodes, and that in tne , 

1 year of the fame, according to Eufcbius Chronicle, which he follows, or according to 
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our computation , in the 12 thereof, fent her to him; and gave him for a Dowry 
U Coelotyria and Judxa, and yet could not get Egypt neither; becaufe Ptolemei and 
hb Council perceived his drift,and flood the mote cautfoully on their guard, and Cleo- 
oatra her felf the Queen, flood more affected to her husbands part, chan to her fathers. 
And lolephus, f 12 vinticj.cap. 3. ] writeth that 4 nt'ochus, giving his daughter Cteo- 
oater to wife unto Ptolemei, gave him alfo for her Dowry Coelofyrin, all Phoenicia, 
Tudxa, and Samaria to boote; and that equally dividing the tribute due out of them 
all, between them, the chief men in every of the faid countries gathered ic forthsm, 
and paid it in unco them. . . . 

Another daughter of his,called Antiochi-, he proffered in marnageimro Arura- 
thes,the King of Cappadocia, and fent her to him: and a chird mro Eurnenes, the 
King of Pergamus. But Eumenes,feeing him fee upon a war againft the Romans,and 
chat he was the cauLeoffeeking his affinity,refilled the offer. And when his two bro¬ 
thers, AttalmancFPhilctstus, wondered that he fhould refine fuch an offer made him 
by (o great a neighbouring King as Antiochus was, he told them what, and how great 
a war was now ac hand: wherein, faid he, if the Romans get the better, as he verily 
believed they would, he was then fore to hold his own by them : or if A ntiochus hap¬ 
pened to overcome them, then his fortune would be, either to be turned out of all by an 
over-powerful neighbouring Prince, or be buc forced to live under him : concerning 
which, we may fee Eumenes his own Oration, Q /» ‘Tolyb, Lsgat . 25. andLiv. 

Antiochus, having paffed the Taurus, marched thorough Cilicia, and in thcveiy 
end of Winter came to Ephefus, [ Lb hb. 3 5 ♦] . , . c 

And from thence, in the firft of the Spring, fending back his foil A itiochus into Sy¬ 
ria, to look to matters there, and in the remote parts of his Dominions halt ward, 
whiles he was bufied in the Weft, he with all his land Forces, went to invade the 11I1- 

dians, which inhabice about the parts ofSelga,[/id. , , 

At chat time there came to Elaea, Ambafladors fent from Rome to Antiocnus,who, 
under colour of an Embaflie,wererolpieour, and inform themfelves, of what prepa¬ 
rations he had made, and by often converfing with Hannibal, rriighc either abate his 
rancor toward them, or if not that, yet by their familiarity with him, might perhaps 
make Antiochm jealous of him: theie Ambaffadors were, P. Sulpitius, and L . Vlllur, 
who amongoihers,had met with Antiochus at Lyfimachia, [Liv.Ub,^. and 55. /«- 
a,„ uy % , ,. cap. 4. Fronti. Stratag. lib. 1. cap. 8. & 4 ppia. w Sjhac.page 90, 91 . ] 

The Ambaffadors went up from Elaea to Pergamus, where Eumenes his Palace was; 
becaufe their inftruftions were, Firft to confer with Eumenes, before they went to A n¬ 
tiochus: and Eumenes did what poflibly he could, by advice or perfoafion, ro for 
them up to a war againft Antiochus: Sulpitius (laid behind at Pergamus tick ; but, 

P Villius, hearing that Antiochus was bufie in war againft Pifidia, went to Ephefus; 
and during thofe few dayes of abode which he there mide, was careful to convcrfe 
with Hannibal as frequently as hemight,both tolfound what was in him, and withal 
to mitigate his rancor toward the Romans, by affurmg him, that they intended him 

n °Claudius Qaadrfgarius, following herein the Greek Hiftory of Acilius, faith, that 

P. Scipio Africauus was in this Embaffie, and that he it vyas that had fuch fpeech with 
Hannibal at Ephefus: mentioning one diicourfe of theirs in particular,whwhwas, that 
when Africanus asked him, whom he thought to have been the gre.ucft Captain in 
the World > Hannibal anfwered him, Alexander the Great» and whom the fecond ? 
he anfwcrcd Pyrrhus, and whom the third ? My felf, (aid Hannibal * * which word, 
Scipio bur ft ouc into a great laughter, and faid, what would you have done, if you had 
overcome me > 1 would then faith Hannibal,have counted my felf before Pyrrhus and 
Alexander both, and all others that ever were: and that this perplexed and intricate 
anfwcr of his, wls but a trick of a Punick wit, and that Scipio was taken therewith, as 
with a pretty kind of flattery; asifbothhimfelf had been thereby made anon-pared 
above all, and withal, that he had vanquifhed and overcome, a better man than 
Alexander, [ Id* ib'd. with ‘Tlutwh in T. C. Flaminim, and zAppta. m Sjruc.pjge 

■ ? vaiimwcut forward from Ephefus to Apamea,and there Antiochus hearing of the 

' coming of the Roman Ambadadots, met them: where they fell uponthe Cam-points 

almoft, which were treated of, between Flammius and the other Commiflioners,on the 
one fide, and (ns Ambaffadors on the other at Rome. But the newes which came of 
the death of his Ion Antiochus, who was but lately before lent into Syria, put off that 
parlee: and Villius, that he might not be feen there up and down in an unfeafonable 
time, and when the King and Court were all in mourning, retired to Pergamus; the 
King alio giving off all preparations for the war which he had begun,went to Ep , 

D d d And 
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And now the Roman Embafladors.being Cent for to come to Ephefus, had their 
conference with Minio, a principal Counfellor and Favourite of the Kings; Minioin 
his difeourfe blamed the Romans, that under a pretence of fetting Greece at liberty, 
they intended an open war againlt^adochus, whereas themlelves held fo_ many Na¬ 
tions and famous Countries in their fubfo&ion, and made them tributary to Rom?, 
which formerly lived free, and according to their own laives: and when Sulpicius, (for 
he was now recovered of his (icknefle ) anfwered for the Romans, and called the Am- 
bafladors of other States there prefencto wicnefle ( as they had been before prompted 
and leffoned by Eumenes) on the Romans behalf, things beeween cliem, fell from a 
conference to a plain bra wle, [ Id. ibid, ] 

^ntiochns, having heard the Embaflie of the Rhodians, told them all, that as well 
they, as they of Byzacium and Cyzicum, and other Grecians d welling in AHa, if he and 
the Romans came to an agreement, and joyned in a league together, fhould be free j 
but as for the Eolians and ionians, it fhould not be fo with them; for that they had 
ever lived under the lubje&ion of the Kings of : therefore the Roman 4mbaffa- 
dors, when they could get no reafon from the King ( for indeed that was the leaf! part 
of the errand they came in, but onely to be as fo many fpies of his actions) returned 
to Rome, [ Appia. in Syriac, pag. 92. ] 

Aker this, came the Etolian ^mbaffadors to the King, who offered to make him 
Commander of all the Forces which they could make,and •perfwaded him by all means 
to put oyer into Greece, which faid they, is ready to receive you; and not to ftay till 
his armies came down to fom out of the remote and inner parisof Afia: which put 
Antiochus upon fuch a pin, t/iat he refolved eft-foones to be going into Greece, [ Id. 
ibid, pag, 9 1 , 93 . with Poljb, lib. 3 . fag, 159. apd ]nftin y lib. 30 . cap, 4. dr lib. 32. 
cap. I.] 

But before he took (hipping, he went up to Ilium, and there facrificed to Minerva; 
and then returning to his Fleet, he fee forward with 40 fail of fighting fhips, and 60 
open boats, and 2 op fhjpsof burden, fall freighted, with all kind of provisions,followed 
in the reare of them. His whole army confuted of to thopfand Foor, and 5 ooHorfe, 
with fix Elephants, fcanply enough to have poiiclfed Greece, if none had beeiuhere, 
to have held up a Buckler againff him, much leffe to endure the brunt and burden of a 
war againff the Roman Nation, £ Liv. lib, 35.] 

Eumenes prefcntly fent his brother Actalus away to Rome, to let them know that 
Antiochus had put over the Hellefponc with his army: and that the Etolian* were 
ready 10 rife in armes, immediately upon his landing; Thanks were given by the Se¬ 
nate, both to Eumenes then abfenr, and alfo to Attains there prefent; and he had 
lodgings provided for him at the publick charge, and prefentsfent unto him, [ Id 
'bid. 2 

About the middeft of Winter, Antiochus,falling into confultation at Dcmecrias,how 
to carry on the w^r; Hannibal gave right good and found advice, if it had been fol¬ 
lowed* as it was not, fave onely in this, that Polyxenidas Was fent to bring away the 
reft of foe fleet and army out of Afia a £ L-. v . lib. 36.Jnfiinf.1b. 3 it cap, 5, 6. tAppia.pag. 
93 » 94 - 3 

Antiochus, falling in love with a young Darafel of Chalcis, the daughter of Cleo- 
ptolonus, where he hofted, being himfelf upward of fifty, laid afideall care of the 
war, which he had then in hand ; and fee his mind w'noly upon Wedding the wench; 
and called her by the name of Etta: and fpent all tfic Winter after, in banqueting 
and revels; andashedid,fodidallhisarmy likewife, and fpent all that feafon, in 
luxury and pleafure, [ Polyb, lib. 20. in Athen&tu, lib. lo. cap, I*. Diodor. Sic. and Dio. 
in Excerpt. Valef.pag, 296. and 609. Liv. lib. 36. Appia.pag, 96 y 98,] 

M.AciliusGlabrio, being Conlul, upon the 5 day before the Nones, (i.e.) upon the 
third day of May ( which that year, as we may gather out of the Eclipfe which was in 
the year following, fell upon our January) went in his rich coat-armor, out of Rome 
againff Antiochu', [ Liv. kb, 5 < 5 . j 

About the fame time, came Ambaffadors to Rome from two Kings, Philippusof 
Macedon, and Ptolcmci of Egypt; both offering their aid againff Antiochus, with 
money and corn: and from Ptolemei were brought in ready money, a thoufand 
poundsin gold, and 20 thoufand pounds in filver: but nothing was received, thanks 
onely wasgiven them, for their good will, axfnd when both of them offered to come 
in perfon with their armies into Etolia: the Senate anfwered. That thy would not 
trouble Ptolemei; as for Philippus,that the Senate and people of Rome, would take it 
[ kindly at his hands,if he would affift M. ^cilius their Conful, in what he might, [Id. 
ibid m ] 

Ancipchus, having had the worfe of it as Thermopyla, in a battle againff M« ^cilius 
the C onful, and Cato a Colonel in that army ( which battle is described by Livie, lib. 

3 6, by Pint, m Cato y eJMajor , by Appia. in Syriac, andFroti, lib, 2, Stratag, ) and forced to 

flee 1 
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flie back into Afia, came to Ephefus, with his new wile, £L>v. Juflin^pp^and Poljb. 
in nAthenMS Lb. io« cap, 12.] InTullies book *DeSenetl, Cato is brought in, Ipeakuig 
of himfelf, and laying. That he fought at Thermopyla, under M. Aciliu; Glabrio, m 
the fourth year after himfelf had been Conful ; and both Plutarch m his Life, and Liv>e 
rib, 36.] affirm, that he was fent by the Conful Acilius to Rome, with the ne ws of 
thacvi&ory. Now what Antifthencs the Hiftorian reports to have followed, and been 
a&ed by Buplagus the Syrian, and Publius a Roman Captain, after this fighc at T her- 
mopylae, is to be learned out of Phlegon of Tralles, in his book Di<JM>rabd.b»s y 

^ Antiochus,being at Ephefus,lay there carelefle and void of all fear from the Romms, 
as one fuppofing that Cure they would never offer to put oyer into Afia.But wheuHan- 
nibal had routed him up from that vain and idlt imagination, he prefcntly fent tor ms 
forccsouc of the in-land Countries, to come down in all haft to the lea fide, and rig u 
up his navy, making Polyxenidas, a bandico of Rhodes, his Ammiral thereof, and pre- 
fently puc over again into Cherfonefus, and fortified chat; putting Garvifons into Seftus 
and Abydus,where he fuppofed the Romans,would endeavour to palle over into Alia, 
f Liv. Lb. j 6, and Appia.pag. 99.] . 

. C. Livius Salinator, who was fent to fucceed Attains in the charge of the navie, 
38141 and Eumenes, failing into Afia, met with Polyxenidas Antiochushn Ammiral by the 
way, and put him toflight,funk ten of his fhips, took 30 more, and loft but one ot 
theirs; and chat was of Carthage too: but they purfued Polyxenidas as far as Ephe¬ 
fus : and then lent back the Rhodian fleer, confiding ot 2 5 fhips,and which came after 
the fight was done, and Eumenes like wile wich his fhips, and came to Cana?, a Town 
ol Lycia,and there, becaufe the winter came on,drew their Lhips on land; and forti¬ 
fied the place where they lay, wich works for their defenfe, [ Lia. lib . 6 3, Appia. pag , 
Op 100J 

When this battle at fea was fought atCoricus,(for there it was fought) Antiochus was 
gone to Magnefia,near the mountain of Sipylus, to gather his land forces together: 
and there hearing of his overthrow at fea, let himfelf to prepare a new navy, thac 
he might not feem to be beaten out of the fea: and therefore he dilpacbc away Han¬ 
nibal into Syria, there to get fhips from the Phoenicians, and commanded l olyxemdas 
with all fpecd to rigg up his fhips thac were bruifed in the fight, and to build new ones, 
to make up his fleec again, and himfelf the mean whiles took up his winter quarter, 
in the parts of Phrygia, and fent for aides from all parts, even out of Gallograrcia 
itfelf, [Liv. fib. 36. & 37* Appia.pag, 100.3 for what with fear, what with mony, he 
had drawn them alfo to joynin arms with him, and the rather for that he thought 
thegreatnefsof theirftatureandcorfagc,wouldbeaterrourco the Romans, [Appia, 

^■Ambaffadorsnowcameto Rome, from Ptolemei and Cleopatra, to congratulate 
them for their expulfion of Antiochus out of Europe ; and perfwading them to pane 
into Afia: for faid they, the fear of the Romanname isallready fallen, not onely upon 
all Afia, but even upon Syria alfo; and (hewing, that they were ready to do, what ever 
the Romans would command them. Thanks were returned to the Ring and Queen 
for their good wills, and prefents to the Ambaffadors, to every of them four thoufand 
piecesof braffe mony, [Liv fib. 37.3 . . , . „ , 

Antiochus left his fon Seleucus with the army in Eolia, to keep the Lea coaft all along 
in order, tor the Romans on the one fide and Eumenes on the other were tamper¬ 
ing with them every where, and Seleucus fpent all that winter, partly in fuccouruig 
his friends, partly in plundering thole, whom he could not draw to his bent, \Jd. 

, »$L the deapth of winter, Eumenes, with a company of two thoufand Foot, and 

b> 100 Horfe,came to Canas,where the Roman fleet wintered.: there he told thcm,that it 

they would, they might get a great fpoil out of the Country lying abouc Thyatu*a,and 
never left till he had perfwaded Livius the Ammiral, to let him have five thouland 
men; with which he went, and in a fhorc time brought them back again toaden with 

ai I C nS^nK?im, t afcdniin < wit raffed in Pbocara. for there were fome which fought to 
draw the common people to fide it with Antiochus, for that the wintering of the Ro¬ 
man navy there, lay very heavy upon them ; in regard they were charged to furmth 
them with $ 00 fea gowns^nd as many coats; corn alfo grew very fcanc among them, 
inforauch.thac both the fhips and Garcifon were fain to remove from thence^nd quar¬ 
ter clfewhere. Then was the fa£tion, which flood for Antiochus, quit of that fear : 
but the Aldermen, and chief of the City flood firm for the Romans; as the chief 
of the faction for Antiochus, were mope prevalent with the commons, £Jd. 
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The magiftrates therefore of Phocaca,fearing the inclination of the multitude, 
wifely fent their Agents to Seleucus, to pray him not to approach near their City, for 
that they were refolved to fit {till,and to fee what the iffue of that whole war would be. 
But he being informed that the multitude was wholly for his father ; and that they 
were in want of corn, made them no anfwer, but marched ftrait toward them with his 
army, [ Polyb . Legat. 18.] 

At Rome,when both the new Confuls,Lu.Scipio, and Ca. Lselius Nepos, were am¬ 
bitious, ro go into Greece, P.Scipio, in the behalf of his brother Lu(ius,faid, That if 
their pleafure were to fend his brother thither, he himfelf would go as his Lieutenant, 
with him.That word of hi* carried it,for who fo fir,faid thcy,to go againft Hannibal, 
as Africanus, who had already vanquifht him? [Ctc. Philip , i x. Liv. lib. 37. Valtr.Max, 
Lb. 5 . cap. 5, Juft in lib, 31. cap. 7.] 

In thofe dayes, when Lu. Scipio was upon his way ’againft Antiochus, and whileft 
the anniverfary games, in honour of Apollo, were celebrating, upon the fifth of the 
Ides, (». *.) upon the ninth day of June, in a very dear day, it grew fuddenly dark, by 
the coming of the body of the Moon under the fun, [Liv. lib. 37 .1 And verily, that 
not long after, to wit, upon the 14 of March, after the Julian Calendar, there fell a 
horrible eclipfe of the fun at Rome, appears by the Aftronomical account: to which if 
9 5. Idas guintilesy (i. e.) the ninth of our July did then anfwer, it will then follow,that 
the Calends, or fiift of January, the year following, muft needs fall in with the. 29 day 
of our Auguft, fo great a confufion was there of the Roman Calendar, in thofe 
dayes. 

c - About the vernal equinox, Paufiftratus with ? 6 {hips of Rhodians, Livius. with 3 0 

of the Romans, and Eumenes with feven of his own, went ro Hellefponc; Livius firft 
flood in, for the port which was called, Portus ^Achaorum^nd from thence went up to 
Ilium, and having there facrificed to Minerva,and then gave a favourable audience 
to the Ambafladors, of certain neighbouring Cities,as Elcus,Dardanus and RUetteus, 
all which came and voluntarily rendred themfdves unto him: and then again^eaving 
1 o (hips in the rode,over againft Abydus, went With the reft to the other fide, and 
there befieged Seftos, and having taken that in upon fiirrender, he provided 
himfelf to return to Aha fide, there to befiege Abydus,CLw. Hi, 37.1dpppia.pag. 
iox.] 

Whiles thefc things thus pafled at Hellcfpont, Polyxenidas, the Ammiial of King 
Antiochus, bate Paufiftratus the Ammiral of Rhods in hand, chat he Would betray 
all ? or the greatelt part of, Antiochus his fleet into his hand, and he, giving too eafte 
credence to the others words, thereupon went to Samos, where,not Keeping foduea 
watch as he fhould have done, he loft his life, and with it 39 faile of fhips, which he 
had under his command; for there efcaped of all that fleet of his, five onely fhips of 
Rhodes, and two of the Ifle of Coos, [Id. lb.] 

At the Came time alfo Seleucus recovered Phocaa, having a gate of the City fet 
open to him,by which he got in with his army. While thefe things were acting in Eolia, 
Abydus,having endured the fiegc fome few dayes* by the valour of the Kings Garrifon 
that kept it,at length all grew weary of the bufineffe, and the chief magiftrates of the 
i City, with the good leave of the Captain of the Garrif on, fent to Livius to treat dfcon- 
j ditionsforthefurrender of the place unto him. But when in chat very nick of time 
; news came of the Idle of the Rhodian navy, Livius would no longer fray to take in 
Abydus,and to keep Hellefponr, but prefently with all bis fleet, fet faile for Phocsa ; 
but fiudingthat to be held by a ftrong Carrion of the King*, and that Seleucus was 
: not far oft with his army, he fell a waiting the fea coaft, ana having taken what fpoile 
he could light upon thereaboucs,cfpecially of men^md flaying Onely fill Eumenes could 
overrake him with his fleer, he purpofed to go for Samos; and thither at laft,forely 
weather-beaten, he came, and there joyned his fleet with the Rhodians, co»- 
hfling now of twenty faile, under the command of Eodamus their Ammiral. 

| [Liviel) 

Livius, having encreafed his fleet by this acceflion of the Rhodians, tailed forthwith 
to Ephefus, and there ranged his fhips in order of battle before the very mouth of the 
port. But when none came forth againft him : he divided his fleet in tWo parts, 

! whereof one lay atanchor in the very haven of the enemy,and the other landed their 
men ; and when they had ranged there far and near, ana gotten an exceeding great 
fpoil; and were returning with ic to their fhip, Andronicus a Maccdon, (Appiarros 
calls him Nicander) Captain erf the Garrifon in Ephefus, fallied out upon them, and 
forced them to their fhips,leaving a great part of their booty behind them* and return* 
ed forthwith to Samos, and thither came alfo L.Emilius Regillus the Praetor, who 
was fent tofucceed Livius in the charge of the navy; and as he was coming thither 
from the Ifle of Chios, Livius fent two fair lliips of Rhodes, of four tire of oarcs a piece. 
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and Eumenes himfelf in perfon, with two more of five tire of oares a piece, came to 
meet him, [Id.«*d Appia.pag 102.] . L . .. r , 

Having fate at Samosa while m Council, concerning the ordering of buhnes at lea, 
Emilius, to terrifie the enemy at his firft coming, went with all his fleet to the very 
mouth of the port of Ephefir, and Livius went to Patara in Lycia, Emilius was driven 
off from Ephefus, bya ftorm thatrofe upon him ; and fo,nochingdone, returned to 
Samos, The Cities which Livius pafled by, Miletus, My ndus, Haiicarmflus, Cnidus, 
and Cous, fhewed themfelvesmoftready to receive all his commands: but coming into 
Lycia, hewasillwellcomedthere,bothbyatempeftatlca,and by the enemy at land, 
and therefore returned into Greece .again, that having there fpoken firft with the two 
Scipios, who were then at that time in the parts of Theffaly, he might then take his jour- 
ny for Italy, {Liv.'] . 

1 At Samos there came letters to Emilius the Praetor, and Eumenes, from the Sc1- 
piocs.by which they underftood, both df the Truce that was taken with rhe Etolian?, 
and oftheir own marching by land towards Hellefponr, and the Etolians hgnifiedas 
much to Antiochus, and to his fon Seleucus, [ Polyb. Legat. 19.] 

Eumenes, lent his Agents into ^chaia to make an affectation with them; which 
the commons in a general aflembly ratified; and Cent him a company of tall young 
men toaffift him, |_ Id. Legat. 20. ] 

L.Emilius, with all his fleet, parting by Miletus,and the other Cities of that coaft, 
landed in the Bay of Bargillia, and went to laffus, that City was held by a Garrifon of 
Antiochus his men,and then,(ending to the Magiftrates and other chief men of the place, 
toperfwadethem; and being anfwered, that they would do nothing; he drew up to 
the walls, to befiege it: butthebandicoes of Iaflns, which Were among the Rhodians, 
prevailed fo far with them, and the rather by Eumenes his mediation, that they drew 
off, andlcft thefiege. [Liv.] v . 

Thofe of Heraclea in Poncus, fent Ambafladors to Emeliu?, and from mm received 
a very kind and favourable attfwer m writing, purporting, that the Senate of Rome 
would be their good friend; and that neither cheir counfel nor care fhould be 
wanting, when ever they fhould have occaflon to ule them. C CWemnon Excerpt, 
cap.2 8.J 

Whiles Eumenes was away,bufie in making war with the Romans and Rhodi¬ 
ans, againft the fea Towns of Lycia, Seleucus with his army, brake in nponhis lands 
at home; and firft came fa hoftile manner to El ata; and, being able to do no good up¬ 
on the City* wafted all the Country about it: and from thence marched'With all his 
powertoPcrgamusit fclf,the Capital City of this kingdom. Actalm* Eumenes his 
brother, drew out, and pitcht his Camp before the City walls, and often skir- 
i mifhed with the enemy; but finding himfelf too weak that way, drew in a- 
gain , and kept himLelfe clufe Within the walls ; and fo the fiege began. 

[ Idem.) 

About the fame time, Antiochus himfelf going from Apamea, encamped firft at 
Sardes, and then not far off from his fon Seleucus, near the head of the River Caicus, 
drawing with him a huge army, made up of fundry nations. In which the greateft fear 
was of afquadronof Gallogr*cians,confiftingof 4ooofouldiers; and thefe, with fome 
few others with them,be fent to ravage and waft all the Country about Pcrgamus,trom 
one end to t’toher. [/£«] 

Which when Eumenes at Samos heard of, being called away to look to his affairs 
; at home, he took fhip, and with all his men eameto Elsa, and from thence coming 
to Pcrgamus, before the enemy heard of his arrival, he there failed out often, and 
i made feme fmall skirmiihes with the enemy; but within fome few dayes after, both 
the Roman, and the Rhodian fleet came from Samos ro Elsa, to help him.

When Antiochus heard that there were fo many fleets come together into the lame 
' port, and withal], that the Conful with his army was all ready in Macedonia, and pro- 
vifion making at Hellefpont for his tranlportation into Afia, he thought fit to try tor a 
peace with the Romans, Eumcnes,and the Rhodians all at once ; wherefore he remo¬ 
ved his Camp, and came to El*a,and there, having taken a little hill over againft the 
City,he there left all hi* foot, and with hahotfe ( which were upward of fix thoufand) 
went down into a plain field dole to the walk of the City,ani then fent fome Corarmfli- 
oners into it, ro treat of a peace; whereupon L. Emilius Cent for Enmenes from Perga- 
mus to come thither to him; and advifed with bim,as alfo with Eudamus and Pamphi- 
lidas the Commanders of the Rhodianfteet,what wasbeft to be done, And the Rhodi¬ 
ans were notagainft a peace; bde Emmeries faid,that ic was not for their honour to treat 
of a peace r ana hawever they could notput an end to it at that time; and to that pur- I 
pofe Emelins fent Antiochus word, to wit, that before the coming of the Confuhthere | 
could no peace be made; upon Which anfwer he prefently fell a'wafting of the Coun- 1 
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try ill about Elza: and then, leaving Seleucusto continue the fiege before Pergamus* I 
he inarched away full of fury with the reft of his army, and never ftaied, nil he came 
into that rich Country, which was called Thebes Camus, (».*•) the plain of Thebes, and 
there he made all manner of havock, and.thoroughly enriched all his army for che pre- 
lcal,[ Polyb. Legat, »l. Liv.lib. 37.] . , 

At the fame time, Diophanes ofMegaIopol.s,camc to Elea, font from the Acheans 
to Eume.ies, with a fupply of 1000 foot, and loohorf z,\Liv. lb. wah Polyb.Legat. 
20.I all old beaten fouldiers, and their Captain,one that was trained up under Philo- 
ptrn, the molt renowned Commander of ail the Grecian', livipgin his time. [Ltv, 
Ibid, t/lppia.pag. 102. with Polyb, Legat, lo. pag, 8lo. and us Excerpt, Falef. pag. 

So foon as they were landed) Attalus lent fome to (hew them the way, and

Whereupon he torbare to fee upon the town, 
but tell a fpoiling of the Country about it, and took Perza, a colome ot the Mitylcnians, 
fo did he Cottos, andC.'orylenus and Aphrodyfias, and Crene, at the firft affaulr, and 
then returned by Thyatira to Sardes, [Z.w .1 

The Roman fleet, with the Rhodians and Eumenes went fitft to Mitylene, and from 
thence returned to Elza, whence they came * and from thence faihng to Phocza they 
came to an anchor at Bacchius an Ifland, joyning hard upon1 the City of 1 hoesa, and 
then fpo ling their temples, and monument which they had (pared before, came to the 
City itfelf: buc wnena company of three thoufand Foot, lenc from Antiochus, had 
gotten in before their coming,they forbear the fiege of ir, and returned again to the 
Ifle, where they were before, having onely firft ravaged the Country thereabout, and 
from thence the Roman fleet returned to Elsa,and Eumenes,and the RhodianstoSa- 

m About midfummer, the Rhodian fleer,confifting of 3 a(hips of four tire ofoares,and 
of four others, of three tire, fought with Antiochus his navy, whicfi was brought ou 
Syria, by Hannibal, wherein were 37 (hips, of an extraordinary fize, at a place called 
Sida, a promontory of Pamphylia; in which the Rhodians put Hannibal to flight, 
but could not follow che chafe upon him,by teafon their mariners were weak and licK- 
ly,for themoftpate; neverthclefle, to hinder him from joymng wuh theold fl.ee, 
they Cent Chariclitus with twenty (hips to Patara, and the port Megiftus,whither 
alfo a littie after they fent Pamphylidas, with four (fops more, and 
nibal was blockc up in Pamphylia. C oApptan. pag. 104. fee Emil. Prob, m Han- 

Amlxhus coming to Sardes, (cut Ambafiadors with letters bcfidcs,to Pmfias Ki,,g 
ot Bych inia, fur named Cynegus (>.'.) the Hunter: whereby he deuk eareeftty with 
him to joyn with himfelt againft the Romans. This ftaggered Prufias tor the prelent , 
but then came other letters to him from thetwo brothers, Lu and Pub. ^cipio, thele 
put him out of fcarol any great harm from the Romans. Efpecully,whenprefe y 
after there followed an Embaflic fent unto him from Rome,the fore-man whereof was 
no meaner a perfon, then C. Livius, who was lately the Commander of their flcet, tor 
having once fpoken with them, he put on a foil refoluuon for the Roman party, and to 
break off wholy with Antiochus, Legat,* 2. pagMx,%\%.Liv.hb.^, Appia. 

f ^Antiochus, feeing no further hope of Prufias, prefently removed from Sardes to 
Ephcfus, there to take a view of his fleet, which had been long time in providing: tor 
feeing no other way left him to hinder the Romans from parting their land army 
into Afia, but by making himfelf abfolute matter at fea, he refolved to tiy w 
he could do that way, and to hazard a fight there. {Polyb. and L,*c, 

^ Wherefore he went forthwith to fee whether he could take Notium, which was 
aTownof the Colophonians, not far from Ephefus, where he then lay, thac whiles 
the Romans came to relive a confederate town of theirs, by land, he might give his 
Ammiral Polyxcnidas, an oportunity to work fome feat at lea. Polyxenidm had at 
that time under his command 89 or 90 good fhips, which Emilius and the Rhod a 
met with, at a place called Myonefos. Emilius had *8 foips,and the Rodians 
Livie ; eras Appianu?,**.

** Antiochus, troubled.at the news of this.overthrow, was faill advifed, as to draw off 
tic Garrifon which he had put into Lyfimachia,forfooth, tor fear, lcaft they fhould 
all into the Romans hands: and withal railing his ficgc from before Colophos, r.'- 
tiredco Sardes, and from thence difpacht away letters to Amradies his fan in law, in 
Spadocb,m bring him aides from thence; and every where elfc, that he could to 
fendhim in men, [Liv.] Mean while he lay idle at Sardes, trifling away th: time 
there, which might have been batter fpeuc in giving order tor his athirs cLcwncic, 

^rmiius^afcei: this victory gotten at fea, failed {height to Ephefus, and there caft his 
(hips into the form of a battailion,before the very mouth of the Pore: and having there¬

ftom hw ifanding,came to Hcllefpont, al. DarJanus 

and RheLus, where all the people of both places came out of tneir gates with joy, to 

welcome them: from thence he went to Ilium, and pitcnmg his: Camp in the plain 
which lav under the walls there,himfelf went up into the City,and Caft e,and facrihccd 
there to Miiicrvaas Prcfidcnt and Protearix of that place. Then.was there great dec, 

and mutual congratulations between the men of Ilium and the Romans ? whiles they 

SK S) and the Captains that went heretofore with him, were them 
Country focn^aito went from thence; and the Romans no whit lefle proud,that they 
wevcdefcTndedof them; and were in all relpeOs as glad to (hake hands as parents and 
children rfe to be, When after long abfencc they happen to 
(lin Ub, 11. cap 8.1 where by the way, Demetrius Sccpfms faith of himfelt, i hat 
hcbcuiEtlKii but 1 buy, happened to come into ilium at that time, as a travel cr, and 
thatKlaw then houlcslie fo natty, that they had not fo much as roof-tiles to co- 

VC ScS Removing ttMUthence^alterlix daye, march, came to rhe head ofthe Ri- 
ver Caicus lCI wher^Eumcncs came to him with his Forces, and here making provthon 
ot food to carry with them for many dayes, their purpolc •'““■“vefanpon Anno- 

in his Ltcutenam-lbip, Cn. Domitius. But Antiochus making fm rendevoua in a 
champion near untoThyatira, not far from the enemy, lentt home: young IP.S ctpio, 
whom he had cafoally intercepted, to his father, ranfoitvfree. whichwasnotondy 
an cale to his ctoublcd mind, but even parr of a cure to his diCofcd body, 
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Legat.ii.LivM. 37. JufHn,lib. 31. cap.y. Appiapag. 105,106. tAttrtl, Ftl, de Fir. 
Illujlr.pag.609.] . 

The Senate, and people of Heraclea in Pontus, Cent an Embaffieto the Scipioes, de- 
firing that they would raiifie and confirm that league, which Emiiius had formerly 
made with them ; which was granted. Theyalfo prayed that Antiochus might be 
taken into the favour and f 1 iendlhip of the people of Rome ; and drawing up a gene¬ 
ral decree of the people at Heraclea,lent it to Antiochus, advifing him thereby to give 
oti all further thoughts of war againft the Romans, [ CMemnon, Excerpt, cap. 28. ] 
Botus,[HiJlor. RotnanJib.i.cap. 8.] tells us, 7 hat Antiochus fortified hts army with 
Elephants of a huge bigneffe, all clad and glittering with gold, andfiber, and fcarlet, and ivory 
eftheir own kind. And in [1 Macchab. cap. 8.V.6.] we read, that he had 120 Ele¬ 
phant ', and indeed, that he had 102 when he fought with Prolemei, and i 5 oafter- 
wards, wc have fhewed before [in An.Mun.iy^y.z.nd 3799.out of Polyb.] but w :have 
! Livic tor our author,That in this fight,he had onely 5 4 Elephants: where he alfo tells 
us, That he had there 70 thoufand Foot, and upward of 12. thoifand Horfe; though 
Appianus tells us of 7 o thoufand that he had in all. But Florus, raoft hyperbolically, 
He had, ( faith he ) 300 thoufand Foot , and as many Horfe and iron Chariots m the field that 
day, But Appianus affirmed"), that the Romans had onely 30 thoufand Foot of 
which number it felf, there were left, two thoufand Macedons,Thracians, and others 
in the Camp for the defence thereof, as Livie faith. 

This battle was fought near to Maguefia, feated at the foot of the Hul Sipylus. 
Hannibal was not in ir, being loekt up in Pamphylia with his’Fleet which he brought | 
out of Syria : nor P. Scipio Africanus, who ac that time lay lick, inthe City of Ehea. 
The day wherein the fight was, was mifty; which caufed that Antiochus, info great 
an army,could not fee both wings of his army at once, and the wet thereof marred the 
'firings of the bowes and thongs which they threw their Darts withal. Neverthclefle 
thev forced the right wing of the Roman army to run, and flee they did to the Camp : 
but when Emiiius, who was left to keep ir, faw themcoming, he lent. outhismenro 
meet them, and they with their naked fwords threatened to kill them there-righr,un- 
lcfle they rc.urncd into the fight: Whereupon, they finding themfelvcs thus hemmed 
in, with their fellows before, and the enemies behind, Emiiius alfo offering himfclf and 
two thoufand of his men to go with them, faced about; and running defperately into 
the throng of the enemy, made there a vaft flaughter of them* and were the beginning 
ofthe victory that enfued; of Antiochus his part, ’tis faid, there fell that day, 50 thou¬ 
fand Fcoc, and 4 thoufand Hoite, [ Liv. Eutrop. ] Livie fayes, there were taken of 
them, 1400. fufiin, 11 thoufand. Of the Elephants, fome few werekilled, 1J taken 
with their matters. Some tew of the Romans were wounded; butthere were not flain 
above 3 00 Foot, and 24 Horfe, and of Eumenes his company, 2 5 . 

Antiochus, getting away with fome few in his company, encreafed his number as he 
went, with others who fell in to him, and fo with a reafonable the w of an army, came 
to Saide’,about m'dnight following; and hearing that his fon Seleucus, and fundry 
of his Nobles were fled lrom thence to Cclsnte, near which there was a newCity built, 
called Apamca. He before day took horfe again, with his wife and daughter, and 
came thither to him j leaving the keeping of Sardes to Zeno, and the government of 
the province of Lvdia,toTimon. And the next day again, went from thence (lea¬ 
ving feme of his Captains there, to gather up fuch pieces of the wreck as they could 
light upon) and came into Syria, [Liv Jib. 37. %App‘* p*g> no .and Zonaras, out 
cj .D'c*.] 

Polyxcnidas, Antiochus his Ammiral, hearing of this fucceffe ac land, left Ephefus, 
and coming as tar as Paiara in Lycia, there, tor fear of the Rhodian Fleet, which lay 
not far off at Mcgific, went on fhoar, and with fome few in his company, paffed by land 
into Syria* [Liv, ibid.] . . . 

After this viftory, came Ambaffadors hudling m from all parts to Scipio ; from 
Thyati a,and Mcgncfia : firft,then from Sardes, Tralles,Magncfia upon the Marauder, 
and Ephefus, all rendring themfelvcs into his hands: after which,all the Cities of Aha 
did the like; fubmitting themfelves wholy to his mercy, and fovereignty of the people 
I of Rome, [ Id, ibid. ] . 

I The Confnl then went to Sardes, and thither came to him his brother 1 .Scipio 
from Ela»a, fo foon as he was able to travel. About the fame time alfo Mufarus, fent as 
a Herald from Antiochus, by the mediation of P. Scipio, made fuite, and obtained 
leave for him to Tend Ambatladors to the Conful, to treat of a total peace. And fhort- 
ly after, came from him Ambaffadors, Zeuxis the Governour of Lydia,and Antipater 
his brothers ion ; who having firft treated with Eumenes, who by reafon of former 
quarrels between them, they thought would be moft averfe from a peace with their 
Mafter,and finding him more pliable, than cither they or their Matter thought they 
ihould have done, they then made their adreffe to P. Scipio, and by him were 

brought 
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brought to the prefence of the Conful himfelf; and he at their fuit calling together a 
full Council, gave them audience, and upon a hearing, offered the King the fame con¬ 
ditions, which he lent him from Hellefpont, before the fight ac Magnelia. P. Scipio 
openly profeffing,that the Romans fafhion was,Neither to be quailed,in cafe they were 
overcome in a battle, nor to grow infolenc upon a victory gotten: the condufion there¬ 
fore was, That Antiochus muft leave Europe,and part with all Afia,on this fide the 
Taurus; and that for the charges and cofl of the war,he muft pay 1S thoufand talents 
of E ibaa; 5 00 prefen t,and 2500, when the Senate and people of Rome, had ratified 
and confirmed the peace then made, and 1000 talents more to be ftalled,and paiedin 
twelve years after, by equal portions, befides 400 talents to Eumenes for his damages, 
andthefurplufageof corn whtch was owing to his father : alfo chat he muft give up 
into the Confuls hand, Hannibal the Carthaginian, and Thoas the Etolian, and fome 
others, who had been the firft incendiaries of this war: and laftly, 20 hoftages for per¬ 
formance of thefe conditions. And when Antipater and Zeuxis, had accepted of thefe 
conditions; it was agreed on all hands, to fend away pre.ently Ambaffadors to Rome 
fora confirmation of all, and fo they brake up,| ’Polyb, Legat.24, Diod, Sic. Ltgat. 9, 
Liv.lib. 37. J ttfim,lib. 31. cap. 8. Appia.pag. in, III.] 

After thi?, the Conful brake up his army, and fent them away to their winter 
quarters,to Magnefia, and to Tralles, and Ephefus. [Polyb. & Liv. Ibid.] 

The Conful himfelf went to Ephefus, and fhortly after chithcr came to him a part of 
the 5 00 talents from Antiochus, which he was ordered copay down prefenr, and the 
hoftages which he was to give, [Id.Ibid.] among which, one was Antiochus,the 
Kings youngeft ton, as Appia. [pag. 112,113,] fayes,though Zonaras out of Dion tells 
us, that Manlius Vulfo, who fucceeded Scipio, was the firft that demanded him in par¬ 
ticular for a hoftage. t 

M. Aurelius Cotta was fent by the Conful to Rome, with the Kings Ambaffa¬ 
dors, fo was Eumenes likewife ; and with them went the Ambaffadors of Rhodes, of 
Smyrna, and allmoft of all the Cities and States, on this fide the Taurus. [Id. 
Ibid.'] 

Manius Acilius Glabrio, made his entry into Rome, in triumph over Antiochus and 
the Eolians, [Liv. lb. 37.] 

Cn. Manlius Vulfo,went Conful into Afia,and was appointed to take the army 
which L. Scipio had* with four thoufand Foot more, and 200 Horfe out of Rome,and 
of the Latins eight thoufand Foot, and four hundred Horfe: and atone and the fame 
time allmoft, Manlius the Conful landed in Afia* and Fabius Lab to, came as Pra:- 
tor to his charge of the fleer, [Liv. lib. 37.] Now the new Conful arrived ac Ephefus, 
in the beginning of the Spring, and received the army given up to him by L. Scipio; 
and having taken a view of it, he made an Harang unto them,inciting them thereby 
to prepare themfelvcs for a war againft the Galls, or Gal logicians, [Liv, lib. 37.] But 
Fabius with the fleet, fet faile for Creer, to fee at liberty fuch Romans, and others of 
the Italian Nation* as were there detained in flavery. And returning thence to Ephe¬ 
fus, ferit three (hips from thence into Thracia, and commanded Antiochus his garrri- 
fonstobe withdrawn from Enus and Maronea, and then to be reftored to their pri- 
ftine liberty, [Id. lib. 37. infij L _ .. . . , _ , 

About the beginning of Summer it was, that Eumenes with the Ambafladois came 
to Rome, of which Cotta, made a relation, firft inthe Senate houfe,and afterward 
to the people in General, of what had been done in Afia: and then Eumenes being 
bid to fpeak, by the Senate, opened to them, both what he had done in their fervice, 
and what his fuit unto them was; but all very fparingly, and with great moderation : 
yet the Rhodians oppofed him, as well on their own behalf, asfor the liberty of the 
Grecian Cities and Scatcs there. But both parties heard, the Senate decreed, That all 
the Regions, on this fide the Taurus, which belonged to Antiochus, fhould be affigned 
and given to Eumenes; excepting onely Lycia and Caria,asfar as to the River of Me¬ 
ander, which they ordered fhould thenceforward be allotted to the Rhodians: and the 
reft of the Cities in Afia, which had been Stipendarie to Attains, fhould hereafter be 
made tributary likewife to Eumenes; but fuch ashad been tributary to Anciochus.fliould 
be free, and pay no tribute at all. Legat. 25.^*36. Diod.Sic. Ltgat. 10. Vv. lib, 

37. & 38. sAppia. in Syriac, pag. 11 < 5 .J 

Antipater add Zeuxis, the Ambaffadors of Antiochus, having had audience m the 
Senate, obtained a confirmation of peace for Antiochus upon fuch conditions as Scipio 
had given him in Afia, and when a while after,the people alfo had ratified the fame, 
then was there a folemn league, with facrifice, made with Antipater, chief of the Em- 
baflie for Antiochus in the Capitole, in further confirmation of that agreement, [Polyb 
Legat. 25. Liv. lb. 37.] and this league was cut in braffe, and folemnly hung up, and 
dedicated in the Capitol, as other leagues were wont to be, and a Copy thereof fent 
to Manlius Vulfo, the Conful * who fucceeded.Scipo in Afia. [tAppia. pag.i 13.] 
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We read moreover [1 Maccab. 8.7.] chat among ocher things, in this treaty , it was 
agreed,That as wel Antiochus himfclf,as his lucccflours, Ihould pay a great tribute to 
the Romans, and give hoftages for fecuricy thereof, and a part of bts kingdom, as was 
(aid before, and whereas,by this agreement, Antiochus was to pay (as I alio mentioned 
before) 12 thoufand talents, in 12 years,by equal portions,that is ftil to be underltood of 
Euboic talents, not of Attic, (as Livic feems to have mifunderftood Polybius) yet of the 
pureft? Attic filver; every ot which wasto weigh 80 pounds Roman-- and 540 thoufand 
bulhels of corn,and 20 hoftages,as before ; with this,That they fhould be changed every 
3 years.But in the rent which was made of his great kingdom,be had yet left enure unco 
him,notonly Comagena,Syria and Judea,as in[Excerpt,Memno».]bui alfo all the upper 
provinces beyond Euphrates, as Babylonia, Aflyria,Sufiana, and the_reft, and in the 
lower Afia, Cilicia, though he was forbidden to come with his {hipping into the ftreic 
of Cilicia, to the weft ward of the river Calycadnus, and the foreland of Sarpedoo, 
to make any war there. [Pohb. Legat. 27 7 and3 5. Liv.lib^j. and Appta.pag. 112, 

liie. Senate, having heard the Ambaffadors of Smyrna, and other States of Afia, 
according to the ancient manner,Cent ten Commiflioners to fettle all matters in Ana, 
and to compofe all differences between ftate and ftate there. \fPolyb. Legat. 2 5 . D)odor. 
Sic, Legat. 10. Liv.lib. 37*] . . . 

Now at what time the peace between the Romans and Antiochus was in agitation 
at Rome, Cn. Manlius in > 4 fia,did what he could to put all into a new combuftion and 
confufion there, and to have gotten Antiochus into his clutches, if he had come in his 
way: but he perceiving the Conluls drift, though ofcenfollicitedtocometoa parlee 
with him, kept himfelt a loof, and would not come in his fight: and the Conlul defi- 
rous to get him,came with his army to the parting of the waters, upon the top allmoft 
of the Taurus. But not able to pick any quarrel againfthim, or his, he icll upon the 
GallograccianSjUnder a pretence, That they had formerly aflifted Antiochus in his war, 
and that they were of Inch a haggard kind, and fo fierce of conditions,that it was to no 
put pofe to have fent Antiochus going beyond the Taurus, unleffe their backs were bro¬ 
ken, as well as his* And becaule Eumenes was then out of the Country at Rome, 
therefore he fent for Attains his brother from Pergamus,to come unto him,beingnow 
removed from Ephefus to Magnefia, and upon this fummons, Attalus came to him, 
attended with a thouland Foo t, and fome 200 Horfe, and they both proceeding on to 
the river Harpalu . Atheneus, another brother of Eumenes, and Attalus, came to 
him, accompanied with Leufiis of Crect>and Corragus, a Macedonian born, who be¬ 
tween them, brought him a thoufand more, of feveral nations,and 300 Horle. I Ltvie 

Hither came to him Ambaffadors from the ftate of Alabanda,at whofe fuir,a cer¬ 
tain Caftle, which had lately revolted from them,and was again forcibly recovered by 
them, was reftored and confirmed to them. And the Conful, going ft ill tight forward, 
came to Anticchia, upon the Meander, and thither came alfo Seleucus the ton or An¬ 
tioch w, (as he might lawfully do by the article* with Scipio)to furmlh himfclf with 
corn for his army, and there the inhabitants of Taba,a City of Cilicia, bordormg upon 
Pifidia, having idely fallen up the army of the Romans, and paid for their pains 2 5 
talents, and ten thoufand bufhelsof whear,were by him taken to mercy; and the 
third day alter they came to the back of the river Chaus,and removing from thence, 
came before the City Eriza, and took it at the firft affaul u\LivAb>d.] 

Moagetes the Tyrant, who had under him three Cities, Cybara, bylcum, and A- 
]y nine, al. Alnida ,a cruel man, and fubtle witball, could hardly be brought to purchafe 
his peace, at the price of 130 talents, and 10 thouland bulhels of wheat filb.ib.Tolyb. 

Z Tvhe°n the Conlul had paired the Rlvzr Colobatus, Ambaffadors came to him from 
Ifinda, praying him to come and help them; forthat the men of Termeua, a City 
in Pifidia* joyning with the inhabitants of Philomelia, had wafted their Country,plun- 
dred their City, and now befieged their Caftle and all, whither all their Citizens, With 
their wives and children were fled tolave themfeves. He taking this occafion by the 
hair, marched towards Pamphylia, railed the fiegc from before Ihnda, and pardoned 
them ot Termcffa, upon the paiment of 5o talents of filver; io did he them ot 
Afpcndus, and of the other Cities of Pamphilia. [ Tolyb. Legat. 32. Livte h: 

^ ^Then, returning from Pamphylia, to his war intended Jagainft Gallogrecia, or 
Galatia; he took the City Cormafa, and therein a great booty,and fo left it: and as 
he proceeded on his way by thefenns of that Country, Ambaffadors came to him 
from the City of Lyfinoe, and fubmitted to him: and having received them to mercy, 
he came into the plain of Salageffa, in Pifidia ; out of which he drave away a rich 
proy of cattle: but when Ambaffadors came to him,and prefented him with a Crown , 
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of gold of 5o talents weight, with 20 thoufand bulhels of badee^nd as many of whear, 
he made peace w th them for the.time to come, [ Polyb. Legat, 3 2. Lb. m f*p. ] 

And going again from thence to the heads of the River Obryma, he encamped at 
a place called the Aporh-town : and thither came to him the nexeday Selcu:us,trom 
Apamsa; and the Conful having fent away his louldiers that were hek,or other wife 
unserviceable to Apamea, and being furnilhed with guides, of the way by hdcucus, 
came that day into a Country called the Metropolitan Country,and the next day toL)y- 

nias in Phrygia, and from thence again to Synnada; and by the way found c he t-uies 

every where abandoned by the inhabitants tor fear of his coming: and h is army grew 
fo loaden with thefpoile which they had taken, that they were unneach able to march 
above five mile a day, and,after that rate, came to Bendos, theold, and the third day 
after into the Country of Galatia, [Ltv .) - 

Here he kept a Handing Camp for certain dayes, and in that tune lent his Ambaiia- 
dorsco Epoffognatus, who alone of all the King* of that Nation, had both kept in ftiU 
; with Eumenes, and would never be brought to lend any aid to Ancioqhus agauift the 
Romans : and Epoffognatus thereupon went 10 the reft of the Kings ot that Nation 
and dealt what he could with them to lubmit to the Romans, upon fair andIreafon- 
= able terms, f/d. cum Polyb, Lega. 33.] Now there were at that tim:, three Kings of 
: t h e (e Galls, called ftill by their old names,of Toliftobogians, TeftoUgians, and 1 ro- 
chmians; and their names were, Ortiagon, Combolomacus, and GaulotusL^w.J 
Of which three Ortiagon, a man of great repute for his bounty, prudence, and martial 
Valour, was thought at that time^o be ambitious of engroflingebe whole lovere gnt y 
i of that Nation into his own hands, [Polyb. m Excerpt.Mef. pag. 114. and Smdasm 

^Mean while, Ambaffadors came to the Conful as he lay encamped in a certain vil- 
! lage called Tyfco n, from Oroanda,defiring his friendthip,which at length they bougne 

at the rate of 200 talents, ready money, ] _ 

While the Romans lay before a Caftle of cne Galatians, called Cubalhu, tnc ene¬ 
mies Horfe came in fight, and in a tumultuous manner, fell upon fome ot the Roman 
army and flew them: but th? Conlul having put them off, and flam (omeot them in 
their flight, cariic on with bis army, Without flaying any where by the Way, to the Ri¬ 
ver Sangarius, or Sagaris, which is a Riverin Galatia, running thorough Phrygia in¬ 
to the Pontic Sea, [ L)v. ] ... 

And there, making a bridge, becaufc it was no where foordable, and having paffed 
the River, certain Galli, or Eunuchs, of Cybele the mother of the gods, fent by Atcis 
and Battacus, her Priefts,from Peffinunte , met him With their ornaments and ocher 
trinkets about them, and prophecying in a fanatic way, told him, That the mother of 
the gods fent them, to offer the Romans the viftory and fovereignty of that Country. 
And when the Conful had anfweied,That he accepted of the offer, he prefen jy pitchc 
his Camp in the fame place, [ Lb. and Tolyb. in Excerpt, ralef.pag. i09.] 

The next day hecametoGordium,a Townforfaken by the inhabitant', but left 
full of all manner of provilions; and whiles he was there, news was brought him from 
Epoffognatus, that he had Ipokcn with the Kings of the' Galls, but could bring them ro 
noreafon; and that they with their wives and children, and their chief wealth. Were 
all drawing to the Mount Olympus, purpoling there to defend themfelves, tiuftmg 
in their armes, and fituation of the place, [ Liv. and Poly b. Legat. 33 A But they of 
Oroanda*«tme fhortly alter with more partiailar intelligence: that the Toliftobogians 
had already taken che Mount of Olympus: That the Teftofagians, had ta.ken ano¬ 
ther Hill, called Magana; and that the Trochnvans, leaving their wives and children 
with che Te&ofag ; ans, were gone to joyn their Forces with the Toliftobogians, 

^ TTe Camp of rhefc Galls, that were in the Mount o: Olympus,was forced and taken 
by the Conlul and AccaUr. Claudius Quadrigarius faith, that they fought twice in 
the Mount of Olympus, and that there were there ilain, to the number of 40 thoulan.i 
men. But Valerius Antias, who uleth commonly to ovcr-lalh m this kind, yet here 
Ipeaketh onely of 10 thoufand flain; nor is there any doubt but the number ot them, 
which were taken, made up the full number of 4° thouland loft,feeing they hadu tawn 

with them to that place, all lorts of people, young and old, of either fex, more like a 
Colony to inhabite by themfelve*, than an army to fight with an enemy. The Conlul, 
having burnt ail their arms in one fire, caufed all the fpoile of them to be brought m to 
him; and either fold all that was to be fold, or equally divided it in fpecie among his 

f0l Yecreraatnedfoere ftill an entire war with the Tcaofagianss The Conful there¬ 
fore marching towards them, came to a place called Ancyra,a great City liuhole 
parts: from whence, not above io miles, the enemy was encamped. There Cnio- 
maris, Orcyagons wife, was taken priloner; and when a certain Centurion had ravilht 
E c e * her,

her, ihe found her oppertumty,and cur off his head, and fent it to herhufband, (who 
bad gotten home from Olympus) for a token, [Lw,-FknuJ*b.%. cap. 11. andy.Zfor.Dc 
Vir. llluftr.cap, 5 5.3 This ftory is more fully related by Polybius, who faith, that he 
fpake with Chioroaris her felf at Sardes •, adding, That hewondred at the wifdom 
of the woman, {Plutarch, De Clar.CMulier,] Q. e. ) of famous^womcn. 

At Ancy ra, while he lay there in Camp, there came to the Conliri, certain Ambal- 
fadors from the Te£tofagians,dcfiring him to remove his camp further oft frorothence, 
before their Kings came to a treatie with him about a peace: but indeed they,under 
pretence of a parlee,laid an ambuLhmenc to have furprifed a party of the Romans, and 
being far the more in number, flew many of them, and had done more, had not Lome, 
who were abroad a forraging, hearing the cry, come in to their relcue, [Polyb, Ltgax. 
3 4, Livic, lib. 3 8.] 

The Romanyenraged herewith, the nexeday marched, and with the whole body 
of their army, came where they were, and having fpent two daye*,m viewing and 
confldering the {filiation of the hill, where theylay^upon the third^thc Cornul drew 
out his army,divided into three brigadaes. The main ftrengch of the enemy lay in 
theTeftolagians, and Trochmians, who made between them, 56 thouiand hoot* and 
the hoife-men,becaufe they could make no ufe of their horfes,in thatcraggte ground, 
joyned on Foot with the reft, to the number of to thouiand, and the Cappadocians 

fent from Ariarathcs, and others from Morzes, in the left wing, made four thouiand 

more. But when the battle was joyned, the Galls went to ground, and aftcravdft 
(laughter made erf them, the reft fled,and Lhifted every man for himfelr,where he ccfuldi 
yet in the chace, the Romans flew eightthoufand more of them, the reft elcaped oyer 
the river Halys. _ ...... 

On the morrow; thcconfull took a view, as wellpf-the prisoners, as of the fpoile 
that was taken; where he might fee the men gnawing the chains they were eyed in, 
with their teeth, and offering themfelvcs to be thfptled each by other, And the Prpy 
fo great,as a moft greedy and rapacious nation,which had had the Lpoile otall Alta-on 
this fide the Taurus for lo many years, could be imagined to have raked together,, Af¬ 
terward the Galls that efcaped, coming together,flaked^ fnd woUmJed,and having loft 
all they had ; agreed among themfelvcs, to fqntLand fop to the Romans for a peace. 
The Conful willed them to follow him to Ephefus; for (mid-autumnebqng now paft) 
he was defirousro get him gone out of that cold air, occafioned principally by the 
vicinity of chat fnowie mountain Taurus, and todraw hear the fea hdc,ajid there to 
quarter his army for that winter, [Ltv.ihid, with %ppia».'i» Syriac, pag.u5.& tlorjib. 
7. cap. 11 .] < 

Ac Rome,thefirftof February, (which a* the year there then went, was the 37 erf 
our Septemb.) L. Emilius Regillus triumphed over Antiochusjfor the viftory which he 
got of him by Lea>[Ltv.l>b. 37.] ‘ . , t Ar - 

About the time when the ten Commiflioners,appointed.to go for Alia, in company 
of thole Ambafladors,andotherswhichcamcoucbf Alia, let out from Rome upon 
their journey, and came to Brundufium. L. and P. Scipio happened, corning opt of 
Afia,toland in Italy : and a few dayes after entered Rome triumphantly. [Polyb. Lt? 
vat. 25I L. Scipio rode in triumph over^Antiochus, upon thelaft of February, ; bcing 
then Leap year, about the 1 6 of our November, allmoft a year after his Confullhip was 
expired, and that he might not come behind his brother Atricanus in any point, Was by 
all men furnaroed Afiaticus, [I*w. Ztf. 37.] . . .. 

C. Manlius Vullo, after the timeoi his Confulflnp was out, continued in - 4 fia,as 
Pro-conful there, a year longer. [Id.ib.lib. 38,] 

In the fourth year of the 147 Olympiade, came ^mbaffadors to Manlius, then l^rp- 
conful, wintering at Ephefus,from all Cities, States and Countries,dwelling thorough- 
out ^4ha, on this fide the Taurus,to congratulate his vittory over the Galls j and pre- 
fenting him with Crowns of gold : all which he entertained with fo much rcfpect 
and favour,that he fent them away,more glad and joyfull than they carae.There came 
to him all the ^mbafladors of the Galls,as he had appointed them, to know qpoiiwhac 
conditions they might have their peace ; to whom he anfwcred,Thathc would hear 
them about that matter, when Eumenes came, and nqthefore. ^mbaffadorallocame 
from ^riaraihes King of Capadocia, to beg hispardon, and to redeem his offence 
with money, in-that he had a (Tiffed Antiochus, his father in law, in his war: He was 
fined at 600 talents of filver, though Livic and > 4 ppianus fay but 200. Mul*ns alfo 
came to him fent from Antiochus j to whom Manlius anfwered, That he Would 
, give him a meeting upon the borders of Pamphilia, and there receive the a 5 °o talents, 
i and the wheat, which he was to pay, according to the agreement by him made With 
' L. Scipio, [Polyb, Lcgat, 3 5. Liv, lib «38.] 
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At the firft of the fpring, having taken a view of his army, and ^cralus along 
! with him, he fet out from Ephefus, and upon the eighth day after, came to Apamea; 
where iiaving flayed three days,in three day? more,he came with his army into Pam- 
phylia, to tfiepla^e which hp had appointed for fiis meeting with Antiochus: where 
he flayed j dayes, and the^e diflpbuted among his army the wheat, which Ancio- 
chus feijc in: >nd the a»ni£fefiecon(igned tpone of the Colonels, to be conveyed to 
Apamea : from thence he weiic ty> Perga; which was the oqely place in all that Cqun- 
tiy, which Was kept with a Garrifon* And when he drew near untp it,the Captaiu of 
the Garrifon came out to meet him, defiring his patience for 40 dayes, lave one, to ad- 
vercife Antiochus,and to receive his anfwe.r, what to do, agent the furrender of the 
place unto him: iwhich was granted, and upon the day, the Garrifon left the place, 
rid.ibid.] 

About the fame time, which Wa* in the beginiqg of Summer feafon, the ten Com- 
: miflioners wjth Eumenes arrivedat Ephefus; whereftayingcwo dayes onely, to fettle 
their ff omachscomiiig offfoe fea, they fet forward apd came to Apamea: Th? Pro- 
conful hearing of their coming, fent his brother L. Manlius with ,4 thoufand fouldiers to 
Oroanda, to demand the money, fo arrere, of them : and hfoifelf, willing t he Amhaf- 
fadors of Antiochus to follow hii^eturned with his army to Apamea,and finding fiu- 
ujenes there with the ten Commiflioners, fell prefendy intoconfultation of wliat wasto 
bedone. Fir ft ofafl there/pre it was agreed pnall hands, to ratifie and confirmthe 
peace and leagucrfocmerly naAde with Antiochus: for obferyanee whseeof, accor- 
ding as ic was drawn up andpreferfoed by the Senate (the forme whereof we find 
punctually delivered byPolybfos^jid Eivie.) Manlius the Prqconful in the prefence of 
the Kings AmNfodqrs tookfpfomn oath, there; and that done, he difpatcht away 
prefendy Q^MfouciusThermus a Colonel, and his own brother, L. Manlius, (who 
was then by chance returned frpm Oroanda, wfih the monies whjch he was Lent for ) 
to take the like oath.of Antipchnsj and to ratifie ail the conditions thereof, [ Id, fyd, 

with. t/4ppia,pag. Ii?,] 

The PrpconTfothpn wrote his letters, to Q^Fabiu: Labeo, who commanded the 
Navy to come a way forthwitfi to ifotara, and there fee fireou all the Kingsjfops that 
there were, or otherwise deflroy them,I Polyb.and Liv. utftp.] 

Labeo jfetting out from Ephefus, came tp Patara, and thejee fee fire on, or other- 
wife deftcoyed Jofoipsof the Kings, ashc was commanded: and in the fame journey 
of his, recovered fauneffus, where all were at their wits ends, upon the hidden com¬ 
ing of the Roman Fleer. And then, fetting fail out of Lycia; and fending word to 
Ephefus, for fuch as y/eie left there tp follow him, caipe thorough the middeftof the 
Iflandsiyfog in his vyay, into Greece: p.nd flaying Lome few dayes At Athens, till his 
(hips came to him from Ephefus, failed thence with hi.s whole Fleet into Italy, 

^ ^TheProconful, having among other things, which he was, by the Articles, tp have 
from Antiochus, received the Elephants( which were ac Apamea, as Polybiusfaith ) 
and beftowed them all upon Eumenes; And then fee himlelf to hear the differences 
(as in that confufion of things it could not be, but many muft arife; between thefe- 
veral Cities and States. And Ariarafoes King of Cappadocia, for Eumenes his fake, 
to whom he had then newly betrothed his daughter, had half his fine ftriken off, 
[Id.] 

At Apameaalfo,the Proconful, and the ten Commiflioners, having given audience 
to all that came, appointed certain fodifferent places, by content of all parties, where 
the differences between City and City, concerning either their bounds, or money-mat¬ 
ters, or the like, flould be heard, and ended. The Colophonians which dwelt in No- 
titim, the inhabfiantsof Cyma, and Mylaffa, were for ever acquitted from payment of 
any tribute, by the Proconful and Commiflioners: and to them of Clazpmenx, over 
apd above their exemptipnfrom payment of tribute, they gave alfo a certain lfland 
called prymuffa, which lay over againft their City. And to the Milefuni, they re- 
ftored a place called ^aeer *Agtr: (i. e.) The holy Country, which for fear of ene¬ 
mies, they had rel jnquifbed. As for them of Chios, Smyrna, and Erythrar, in regard 
of theirrxtraordinary zeal and forwardnefle jn their fervice,they both gave unto them, 
all fuch lands and regions, as they particularly defired to have, and had them alfo in 
Angular lecpmmefldation aboverbe reft. They of Phocara had their laws and liberties 
reftcred them to the full, with all the territory which they pofleffed before the war be¬ 
gan, J ‘Polyb, L<tgat. 3 Liv, lib, 38.] 

To thofepf iuum»jfopy gAve the Cities ayd Territories of Rhxcaeus, and Gergithui, 
not fo much for any great fcrvice which they had done them, as in rega rd of the blood 
which wasanciently jxtween them, [Lw. ibid. ] 

And wfiereas before, there werehut tome certain few placet, belonging to Perga- 
mus, and the jurifdiffon thereof, to wit, onely tp the fea fide, near Elais, and ^ 4 dra-

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When they returned to Rome, and the Ambafladors on either fide, pleaded there 
nothing but what they had already taid before the Commiflioners at Theflalonica: 
the Senate decreed a fecond commiflion, whereof the chief man was Ap. Claudius* 
with inftruftions, to put out all Garrifons from Enus and Marona:a,and to afloile all 
the fea coaft of Thracia from the power and juiifdietion of Philippus and his Macedons, 

[ Polyb. Let at, 42,44 .and Liv. lib.^9. ] 

At the fame time alfo, Areu' and Alcibiades, the two Prime men of Sparta, came to 
Rome, and in the Senate made a heavy complaint againft the Achaeans ; whereupon 
the Senate thought fit to refer that caule alfo to the lame Commiffioners, [ T olyb, Le- 
gat. 42. Panfan. in Achaic, pag. 214.] 

Lycortas of Megalopolis, Polybius his father, the Prattor of Achaia, called an af- 
fembly of the Nation: wherein Areus and Alcibiades, who went to complain of them 
at Rome, were condemned to die for it, [ Liv.lib. 39. Panfan. ttt.fup.] 

A while after, the Roman Ambafladors came into Achaia,and the common Coun¬ 
cil or Aflerobly of Achaia met before them, at Clitore in Arcadia,: £ Liv . ibid. Polyb. 

Legat. 43,] buc their coming in no fort pleated the Achaeans, when they law Arcus 
and Alcibiades (whom they in a late aflembly had condemned to death) in their com¬ 
pany ; Lycorras> like a Magiftrate, pleaded and maintained the caufe of the Achasans 
very boldly : But the Commiflionet s, not regarding much what he faid, declared 
openly and with joynt confenr, that Areus and Alcibiades Were honeft men, and had 
done the Achasans no wrong at all, and prevailed fo far, as to have the fentence given 
againft them to be revetfitd, £ Liv. and Panfa, ut.fnp. ] 

When Hannibal had lived a long time very quietly at Gortyna in Creet, and fell 
there into the envy of many by reafon of his great wealth, he filled certain great chefts 
with lead, and depofited them in the Temple of Diana there, as a treafure for a dead 
lift: and thereupon the people, having fuch a pledge as chat of him, looked the lefle 
after him: but he in the mean time ftole away to Prufias, furnamed, as I faid before, 
the Hunter, King of Bychinia, having firft molten his gold and infufed it into certain 
hollow Statues of brafle, which he carried away with him, [ fnfiin, 3 2. cap. 4. and 

Emil.Probns^in Hannibale.] 

There fell alittle after a war in hand, between Prufias and Eumenes, King of Per- 
gamus: which Prufias began, breaking the league that was between them, meerly in 
confidence of Hannibal, whom he had there to manage his war for him, [ ibid,] 

The war therefore grew hot between them, both by land and fea t buc Eumenes by 
the afliftance of the Romans, over-powered him in both : and whereas Prufias was 
but poor, and weake of himfelf, Hannibal procured him the afliftance of fome other 
Kings and States, and thofeof very warlike Nation-, [ Emil. Prob , ] and among them, 
the aid of Philippus King of Maceaon, who fent him Philoclesnis General, with a 
confiderable army to help him, [Po//£. Legat. 46.] 

In the 149 Olymp. whenM.Claudius Marcelius,and Qj_ Fabius Labeo, firftenter- 
ed into their Confui-fhip, came to Rome an Embaflie from Eumenes, carried by A- 
thenteus his youngeft brother, who brought with him a Crown of Gold of 15000 talents 
p. ice, to complain of Philippus ; both tor that he had not withdrawn his Garrifons out 
of Thracia, as alfo for that he fent aid to Prufias, King of Bithynia, who had willfully 
broken his league, and made war upon his bother Eumenes, [ Polyb. Legat. 46, Livie t 
Hb. 39.] and among other Ambafladors, from Lacedemon,came Areus and Alcibia¬ 
des to the Senate, £ Polyb.ibid, 

When Prufias had received an overthrow from Eumenes by land, and feeking to 4531. 
try his fortune by fea, was coo weak for Eumenes: there alfo Hannibal advifed him to 
to rry whether he could do by policy and fraud, what by plain force he was not able to 
effedt. He put therefore amultitudc of all forts of ferpents into earthen veffels, and in 
the middeft of the fight, to be hurled aboard the enemies (hips; giving order to the 
fonldiers and fea-men, to fee all upon the fhip wherein Eumenes himfelt was, and de¬ 
fend themfelvcsfronnhe reft as well as they could ; by this device of the ferpents, and 
that they might the more certainly know, mwhat fhip Eumenes himfelf was, he fent 
before- hand a letter to him by a Herald,purporting nothing but a meer flout to Eume¬ 
nes, and full of abufes to his perfon. When as therefore Prufias his men, came to it, 
they fought neither againft great nor fmali,buc onely againft the fhip which Eumenes 
was in : whereupon he was rain to feek his fafety by night; buc had perifhed therein* 
had he not chruft in upon the next (hoar, where he had placed before-hand * for a relief 
upon all occafions, a company of his own. As for Eumenes his other fhips, when they 
prefled hard upon the enemy, they let flie their earthen pitchers full of Snakes,which 
falling on the decks, brake, and?nur flew the Serpents among them; and this at firft 
feemed a ridiculous thing unto them: but when they could ftir no where in the fhip for 
Serpents, and found thcmfelves no lefle annoyed with their flings than with the arrows 
of their enemy, they gave off the fight * and fled to their fea-camp which was

Thus Hannibal, by this «isk,got the better pf Eumenes, in chat fight; nor then 
nneiv, but alfo in fundry other encounters and by one ftracagcme or another, he ever 
put Eumenes to thewotft. And once, when fie advifed Pn.fiastofi3fit,ana hedurft 
nor becaufe the encrailesof the beafts, faid he , forbid me : mat, {aid Hnmbal, will yon 
reh mart upon a little piece of fifth in afalfakan upon the ]nigewnt of an oldexperienced Cap.

f ^Nowwhen news of thefe doings came to Rome, Ambafladors were out of hand 
difoarclu a way by the Senate, to make a peace between the two Kiugif, and to demand 
Hannibal,out of Prufias his hand p.[Polybius Legat 47-3 tells us, That Tu Oil-Flamr- 
imis, was at that time fent Amhflador, both to Prulus, and alio to Seleueus, King of 
Syria and JLivie, [lib. 36 . otttof Galtnm zA*>t\as~\ ihews, That Eu. Scipio Ahati- 
cus,aod P. Scipio Nafica, were joyned in Commififon with him to Pru- 

Agefipolis, who in his nonage, was King of SpAtca,being font with others to Rome, 
from liicbas were then bannilhed out of Lacedcmon, by the way fell into the hands of 
Pirates, and was by them (lain, [Folyb, Legat. 49.] This Agehpolo was the fon of 
rieomenes the King of Sparta, who wa> flain in Alexandria* as before, An Mm.yU. 
aud was folenwly taken in for their King, by the Ephori there, buc was turned out 

again, by thofeufurping Tyrants which fucceeded in that ifote, Eycurgus, Machani- 
das and Nabif* as Polybiw, {J b. 4- f*g» l°4.d teacher!) us. But now, thac this javvful 
King was dead, Areus* of whom I fpeak before out of Polybivis,Etvie,and Paulamas,be¬ 
ing a moftearneft and violent defender of hisCounuies liberty againft the Ac to, 
their power being now abated by the Romans deemeth tohave acquired to himfelf the 
title of a King among them,for jofiphns, [/.» hAntiq.c.

Kings, Eumenes and Pharnaccs, who were then in war one agamft the other, as alfo 
from the Rhodians, complaining of the wrong done to them of Synope, by Pharna¬ 
ces. Whoreupon Marius and otheri in commilfion with him, were fent Ambaffadors 
to take knowledge of the cafe of Synope; and tocompofeall differences between the

Hvicainisfthefonof Jofephus,and nephew to Tobias) was fent to Seleucus,to gather 
up his tribute?,on the other fide of the river Jordan Ealtwardj where he built a fair 
and moft fortified Caftlc, all of white marble, which he called by the nameof Tyros, 
to wit, in the codfines of Arabia, and Judea on the other fide Jordan, not far from the 
land of Hefhbon, and was governour of all that Region, during the laft feven years of 
Seleucus his reign; living allthat time in war with the Arabians, and making peat 
(laughters of them, bcfidcs many prifoners taken, and made Haves by him. I pJ‘P h - Lb. 

^Marcws 1 and his fellow Commiflioners, who were fent to fee how the fquares went 
between Eumenes and Pharnaces, returned; and made their report in the Senate,of 
what they found ; fetting out Eumenes his fair dealing, and temperate carriage in all 
things, blazoning the avariccand high fierce carriage of Pharnaces to the full, [*//*♦ 
Legat] 53.] for indeed he was the moft violent and invirious King that ever was before 

him,[/d. in Excerpt. Valef. p*g . 13 O.] . . _ , n , 

When Ariarathes King of Cappadocia.pynmg in with Eumenes of Pergamus,made 
war upon Pharnaccs King of Pontu?, all three at once, fent their Ambafladors to 
Rome,and the Senate haVing heardthem all, anfwered,That they would fend Com- 
m if,oner s once more into thofc parts, with power to hear and determine allnuc- 
ters between them, [Id.Ib.cumJtb.i.pag. 1 sg.Ltv. lib. 40.} 

Pharnaces,fcorning thus to dance attendance upon the Romans, burlt out again, 
and fent Leocritus in the middeft of winter, with an army of ten thouiand men, to ha- 
raft and ravage all the Country of Galatia. [Potyb* L 'g a *. 5 5.1 ‘ 

And himfelf in perfon, the lpring following, muftcred all his forces, as if he would 

have fallen upon Cappadocia. [Id. ib.] 

Eumenes fretting to fee him thus tranfgreffe all bounds of law and honefty as he did, 
together with his brother Atcalus, newly then returned from Rome, marched into Ga- . 
latia, againft Leocritus, but him they found not there: and when Carfignatus(or ra.- 
ther EpoffognatuS as Fulvius Urfinus thinks it fhould be) and Gazototius lent their 
Ambafladors to defire them to forbear doing them any harm, tor that they were ready 
to do what ever they were commanded, but were rojefted by him, as men who had 
formerly lalfified and broken their faith and word untohim,and fo they went on agamft

The Commiflioners at their firft arrival, exhorted both parties to a peace. Eumenes 
and Ariarathes, anfwered, With all their hearts; and what ever clfc they fhould be 
pleated to command, and when the Commiflioners praycd,Thac during the treaty, 
they would draw out their forces from the enemies Country, Eumenes readily aflented 
thereto, and the next morning gave order to fend back hi s forces into Galatia, [Ibid. j 
The Commiflioners then treating with Pharnaces, could by no means prevail with 
him, to come to any colerencc where Eumenes fhould be prefenr, and muctoa do they 

had at laft to perfwade him to lend his Ambaffadors tofome place by the lea Ude, 

with toll power there to rrear, and to (land to fuch order as they lhould think ht to let 
down between them; and when his Ambaffadors came to the place appointed, and 
the conference was now began, Eumenes was ready to yield to any conditions: but the 
Ambafladors of Pharnaces fhewed themfelves in fuch a falhion as the Commiflioners 
eafily perceived, that Pharnaces himfelf had no mind to come toany agreement, 

^ So the conference brake off, and no peace concluded between them, and when the 
Comm flioners were gone from Pergamus, and Pharnaces his Ambaffadors lent a way, 
the war went on as before, between them two: and Eumenes fell to prepare all things

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necclTaryfor it on h'Spart; neverthekffe, at the earneft inftancc of the Rhodians* 
who defired his aid againft the Eycians, he let Pharnaces alone for that time, and 
went to help them, [ Ibid. ] 

Leocritus the General of Pharnaces his Forces, having laid hard fiege to Pius ( or 
rather Teios) a Town in Pontus, forced the Garrifon which was there, confiding all 
of mercenary fouldiers,to deliver up the Twon tohim,upQn condition,that they rhem- 
felves, fhould be conveyed to what place they fhould name for themfelves,in fafety : but 
having afterward received an expreffe from Pharnaces ro put them all to the lword, 
becaufe they had formerly offended him, he purfued them upon the way, and flew 
them everyman, £ Diodor . Sic, in Excerpt. Valef.pag. 30a.] 

Seleucus, having gotten together a reasonable army, and going to the aid of Pbar- 
nace?, was ready to paffe the Taurus: neverthclefle, calling to mind that info doing, 
he lhould break the articles accorded between his father and the Romans, upon better 
advice, he brake off that journey, and returned home again, [ Id. ibid, j 
Yet afterward Pharnaces fell ro an agreement with Attains, and the reft, and they 
entered into a folcmn league between them. Eumenes at that time had laienfickat 
Pergamus, but was now recovered: and having ratified all that Atcalus had done 
therein, upon his return, fent both him and the reft of his brothers all to Rome, where 
every man,who knew what fervice they had done in the wars in Afia,bad them hearti¬ 
ly welcome; but the Senate, in fpecial,caufed lodgings to be provided for them, and 
large allowance to be made them at the publiek charge. And Attalus coming into the 
Senate-houfe, complained of the wrong that Pharnaces had done them; and defired 
them to chaftife him according to the meafure of his offence : to whom they made a 
gracious anfwer, promifing to fend Commiflioners, who fhould make, a final accor d 
between them, [ Polyb, Legat, 56. Diodor . Legat. 14.] 

Ptolcmseus Epiphanes, defirous to make a moreftrict aflociation with the Achaean*, 
fent his Ambaffadors to them, promifing them ten (hips, each of 50 oarcs a piece ready 
furnifhed to the full. The Achxans* confidcring that the offer was too good to be re¬ 
filled, as amounting to the value of aim aft 1 o talents* accepted thereof very willingly 5 
And fent him their Ambaffadors, Lycortas with his fon Polybius, (to wit, the Hifto- 
rian) though younger at that time, than by their law and Ambaflador fhould be :and 
with them, Atatus, the fon of Aratus the Srcyonian,with inftruStions both co thank the 
King for the armes and monies, which he had formerly lent them by Lycortas; and 
alfo to receive from Ivm, theten (hips now promifed, and to bring them, into Peiopo- 
nefe. But this Embaflie never went further then Acha,ia it felf, by rcafon, that newes 
came of the death ofPcolemci, [ Id. Legat. 57.] 

For whenPtolemeilaida trap to take Seleucus in, and vyjthal fee on foot an army 
to go againft him, and one of his Captains^ asked him, where he would get money to 
go the rough with what he took in hand, his anfwer was, 77 m/ bit friends wetebU treafur: 
which faying of his, flying abroad, and coming to his Friends and Capraun cares, and 
they conceiving that his meaning was, to Jurmfh himfelf by ftripping themof their 
means, agreed among themfelves and poifoned him, [ Jerom upon D*»icl>chap u.] 
This Ptolemei Epiphanes, in Prifcian the Grammarian, is fa id by Caro, to have been 
a moft excellent and bountiful King * and the, truth is, that for a long time,he carryed 
himfelfvery nobly and well ; bur afterward when by the perlwafion o^'fome claw¬ 
backs of the Cpurr, he hadcaufed Ariftomcnes, whom he had. formerly honoured as a 
father, to take a "drench of hemlocks, whereof he died, he grew co a further heighth of 
blood and cruelty* and rilled hi* people more Uke a Tyrant! than a King; whereby he 
fell into fuch hatred and deteffation among them,that they were ready todepofe him,. 
I’Dtoder.Sic. tn Excerpt.f r dUf'pag. 104,197.] 

At his death* he left twp tons, both under age: the cldeft was called, Philomctor, 
the younger, Phyfcon, Lb. li.cnp.y.) Pcolemipus Phiiometor ( whom 

Epiphanii s mifcallech Philppator ) reigned after his father 3 5 years: as £ Clan, Pto- 
Um&HSy in Can. % l eg.Clemens *Atex4ndrinHs f Enfebim y ] and others tell us : oi which we, 
to make the tipieseven, abate 3 moneths oriely. „ - 

Pha,rnaces, finding himCdfover-laid by this uuexpeded and violent coming on of 
the enemy, lent his Ambafladors to Eumenes and Ariarathes,. and fued for peace: fo 
this wir between Eumenes and ^ri^ijathes 00 the one fide,aud Pharnaces and Mithri- 
dates, Lord of Armenia,on theothcr,wasr^cen up, and ended upon thele.conditions; 
to wit, That Pharnaces fhoiiid no more fee foot in Galatia ; and lhould,break oft’all 
former agreements and leagpes made with the Galatians. That he fhouldlikcwile get 
him going outofall Paphlagonia: and fuch of the Inhabitants thereof as he had car¬ 
ryed from thence, he fhould fpijd jhome again,with their arraes. Tfiac he fhould reftore 
to Ariarathes all the places, whibh he had taken from him, with fuchhoftagesashe 
had received of liim* That fre. fhould reftore all the prifoners which he had taken, 
ranfom-free ; atid deliver fip tHofe which had left their King, and fled over to him.

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That he thould reftore to Morziasand ^riarathes the 900 talents, which he had taken 
1 tom them and 300 more to Eumcnes, for his charges in the war : and thacMithri- 
dates the Lord ot Armenia, thould pay 300 talents, for making war upon ^riarathes, 
contrary to the league which he had made with Eumenes. In this league, were com- 
priled,ofthe great men of M ia, ^reaxias, a petty kmgof the greater part of all^r- 
menia, and one ^cufilochus: and of thofe in Europe fide, Gatalus of Sarmaua, and.of 
free States, thofe of Heraclea, Mefembrya, Chcrfonefus and Cyztcum: for perform* 
ance whereof, fo foon as the hoftage* fcnt by Pharnaces were come, the arrnies 
brake up, and difpeffed themfelves, every man to his own home, [ Tolyb.\ Le- 

g(ti Tefu‘s?a Town in Pontus, which Prufias by the Articles was toreftore to Eumenes, 
Eumenes freely gave back to him again, and had many thanks given him by Pruhas 

^Afte/tlie death of Philippus,Kingof Macedon,hisfon Perfes,or Perfeus, fucceed- 
ed him, in the year when Fulvius, and L. Manlius, were Confulsat Rome : and 
he reigned 11 years, [Liv. kb. 45 .] or rather 10 years, 11 moneths, as Porphyrie 
moreexaftly counteth ir, [Sc a!, in Grxc.Et4feb.pag.zz9,] 

Here begins the third Periode, cf Calippus. . 

The Lycians lent their AmbalTadors to Rome, to complain of the cruelty ot the 
Rhodians, to whom they were afligned, and made fubject by L. Cornelius ocipio, 
faying, that the flavery which they endured under Antiochus, in companion ot this, 
was an excellent kind of liberty and freedom j and that there was no difference now 
left between them, and the very flaves they bought in the Market tor their money. 
The Senate moved with this piteous complaint, gave them their letters to carry to the 
Rhodians; whereby they put the Rhodians in mmd, that they indeed put the Ly¬ 
cians into their Cubj&ion, and proteftion withal; yet fo, as theyxeafed not to be free 
States ft ill, and of the fovereignty of the people of'Rome, L Ltv.ltb. 41. J 
Prufias married the After of Per feus, and Perfeus* the daughterofSeleucus, called 
Laodice: and the Rhodians with their Fleer, received and conveyed her into Mace- 
don to her husband', [Liv. lib. ^i.Toljb. Leg*, dio. ±App l *» Legat, a 5 . j 
When the Rhodians perfifted,and now made anbfcnwat upon the poor Lycians, 
they of Xanthus ffed by their Embalfies for help to the Acha:ans,and to the people of 
Rome; foreman in which Embaflie, was one Nicottratus, [ Poljb. Legat, 60 ] 

TheLyciansweroalreadytrodcn underfoot by thfc Rhodians, before:their; Am- 
baffadors could gee audience of the Seriate of Rome; which was not till Tiberius and

not get his will on him, gat himfelf to Apofldnius the oov emout o f Ccelofyrja and 
Phoenicia: and informed him, that there Was a vaft maffe ofmonbV in the treafury of 
the Temple,wbicH rhc Priefts made no ufe of;and therefore wbuld do very wdl in the 
Kings colors: which when Apollonius had acquainted his Maftcr Seleucus WKhjhe 
prefently fenc away his L. Treasurer Heliodorusto Jerufalem, tp. fetch him that mo¬ 
ney from thence: But when he came,Onias the High Ptieft fold him,That true it was, 
there were fomc monies in the Temple ; but they were thc_ monies of Widowsand 
Orphans, there depofitedonely as in a place of fafety; part of Which, Were the proper 
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Hyrcanus, the Nephewof Tobias, (of whom we fpake fup. An. 

? 8 n ) a molt honourable perfon; and that all that there was amounted not to above 
loo talents of Silver, and 100 of Gold, and that fuch was the Hohneffe of the place, 
2 nd of the thing it felt, that no nun might or ought to lay hand upon it: Buc when H.- 
fiodorus made no reckoning either of Onias his Words, or the tumult of the people, 
lamenting fuch a prophanation of their Temple, he wa.s ftruck down by the Angels ot 
God in the very place, and carried to his lodging half dead by tvs own fecvancs that 
here about himJ Buc being anon after reftored to his hea ch, by the intercelTion and 
layers to God made by Onias the High Prieft, he returned to SeU ucus that enc him j 
minifying the Holmeffe of the Temple, and the Power of God that dwelt therein. 
Thl ftory is recorded in [ zCMacchab. chap. 3.] and by Jofephus in his book,

cab. chap, *.v. 1, 6 . ] buttheabbrcviaiorof Jafonof Cyrenia,feems tofay. That Sc 
leucu* was dead before he came: though Eufeb.us in his Chron. faith, That he found 

oiti a ,,d Egypt, tod^gin- 
ning of Antiochus Epiphanes, and the Hiftory of the Maccabees 
whereof to the utterdeftruaionof Jerufalem, under the EnpcmrVdpafian,toget^^^^^^ 
with the Annals of the New Teftamenr, and a brief of the Hiftory ^ jheChurch 
during that time, to the beginning of the fourth Age or Century after Chnft, I pu.- 
pofc, it God fend life and health, to make hereafter.
